92632, (714) 680-9537, do solemnly swear that the information contained 
in this file is true and correct to the best of my knowledge. I swear 
that I saw this information in 1972 in the performance of my duties as 
a member of the Intelligence Briefing Team of the Commander In Chief of 
the Pacific Fleet as a Petty Officer in the US Navy. I swear that I 
underwent hypnotic regression in order to make the information as 
accurate as possible. I swear that I can and will take a lie detector 
test or any other test by any reputable persons choosing in order to 
confirm thisinformation. I swear that I can and will undergo hypnotic 
regression conducted by any reputable and qualified Doctor of any 
reputable persons choosing in order to confirm this information. I will 
not, however submit to any test or hypnosis by anyone who is now or has 
ever been connected with the Government in any capacity for obvious 
reasons. 

The following is brief listing of everything that I personally saw and 
know from 1972 and does not contain any input from any other source 
whatsoever. 

“MAJESTY” was listed as the code word for the President of the United 
States for communications concerning this information. 

“OPERATION MAJORITY” is the name of the operation responsible for every 
aspect, project and consequence of alien presence on earth. 

“GRUDGE” Contains sixteen volumes of documented information collected 
from the beginning of the United States investigation of Unidentified 
Flying Objects (UFO’s) and Identified Alien Craft (IAC). The project 
was funded by CIA confidential funds (non-appropriated) and money from 
the illicit drug trade. Participation in the illegal drug trade was 
justified in that it would identify and eliminate the weak elements of 
our society. The purpose of project GRUDGE was to collect all 
scientific, technological, medical and intelligence information from 
UFO/IAC sightings and contacts with alien life forms. This orderly file 
of collected information has been used to advance the United States 
Space Program. 

“M J-12" is the name of the secret control group. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower commissioned a secret society known as THE JASON SOCIETY 
(JASON SCHOLARS) to sift through all the facts, evidence, technology, 
lies and deception and find the truth of the alien question. The 
society was made up of 32 of the most prominent men in the country in 
1972 and the top 12 members were designated M J-12. M J-12 has total 
control of everything. They are designated by the code J-1, J-2, J-3, 
etc. all the way through the members of the JASON SOCIETY. The director 
of the CIA was appointed J-1 and is the Director of MJ-12. MJ-12 is 
responsible only to the President. 
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M J-12 runs most of the world’s illegal drug trade. This was done to 
hide funding and thus keep the secret from the Congress and the people 
of the United States. It was justified in that it would identify and 
eliminate the weak elements of our society. The cost of funding the 
alien connected projects is higher than anything you can imagine. MJ-12 
assassinated President Kennedy when he informed them that he was going 
to tell the public all the facts of the alien presence. He was killed 
by the Secret Service agent driving his car and it is plainly visible 
in the film held from public view. A secret meeting place was 
constructed for MJ-12 in MARYLAND and it is described as being 
accessible only by air. It contains full living, recreational and other 
facilities for MJ-12 and the JASON SOCIETY. It is code-named “THE 
COUNTRY CLUB”. Only those persons with a TOP SECRET/MAJIC security 
clearance are allowed to go there. 

“MAJI” is the MAJORITY AGENCY FOR JOINT INTELLIGENCE. All information, 
disinformation, and intelligence is gathered and evaluated by this 
agency . This agency is responsible for all disinformation and operates 
in conjunction with the CIA, NSA, and the Defense Intelligence Agency. 

This is a very powerful organization and all alien projects are under 
its control. MAJI is responsible only to MJ-12. 

“SIGMA” is the project which first established communications with the 
aliens and is still responsible for communications. 

“PLATO” is the project responsible for Diplomatic relations with the 
aliens. This project secured a formal treaty (illegal under the 
Constitution) with the aliens. The terms were that the aliens would 
give us technology. In return “we” agreed to keep their presence on 
earth a secret, not to interfere in any way with their actions, and to 
allow them to abduct humans and animals. The aliens agreed to furnish 
M J-12 with a list of abductees on a periodic basis. 

“MAJIC” is the security classification and clearance of all 
alien-connected material, projects and information. “MAJIC” means MAJI 
Controlled. 

“AQUARIUS” is a project which compiled the history of alien presence 
and their interaction with Homo Sapiens upon this planet for the last 
25,000 years and culminating with the Basque people who live in the 
mountainous country on the border of France, Spain and the Syrians. 

“GARNET” is the project responsible for control of all information and 
documents regarding this subject and accountability of the information 
and these documents. 

“PLUTO” is a project to evaluate all UFO/IAC information pertaining to 
space technology. 

“POUNCE” is the project formed to recover all downed/crashed craft and 
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aliens. 

“REDLIGHT” is the project to test-fly recovered alien craft. It is 
conducted at AREA 51 (DREAMLAND) in Nevada. It was aided when the 
aliens gave us craft and helped us fly them. The initial project was 
somewhat successful in that we flew a recovered craft but it blew up in 
the air and the pilots were killed. The project was suspended at that 
time until the aliens agreed to help us. 

“SNOWBIRD” was established as a cover for project REDLIGHT. Several 
flying saucer-type craft were built using conventional technology. They 
were unveiled to the press and flown in front of the press. The purpose 
was to explain accidental sightings or disclosure of REDLIGHT as having 
been the SNOWBIRD craft. 

“LUNA” is the alien base on the far side of the Moon. It was seen and 
filmed by the Apollo Astronauts. A base, a mining operation using very 
large machines and the very large alien craft which have been described 
in various sighting reports as “MOTHER SHIPS” are based there. 

“NRO” is the National Reconnaissance Organization based at Fort Carson, 
Colorado. It is responsible for security for all alien or alien craft 
connected projects. 

“DELTA” is the designation for the specific arm of the NRO which is 
especially trained and tasked with security of these projects. [The 
so-called “Delta Force” has been labelled by the government [in media 
reports] as an anti-terrorist special combat unit. It apparently has 
other, covert responsibilities. This would also seem to tie in all too 
neatly with the “contingency plans” listed below. =CSW.] 

“JOSHUA” is a project to develop a low frequency pulsed sound 
generating weapon. It was said that this weapon would be effective 
against the alien craft and beam weapons. 

[NOTE: It is known that a special experimental project was launched 
some years ago under the auspices of the US Navy to investigate a 
special low frequency, pulsed sound and radio wave system. The antennae 
for such a system consisted of buried cables that extended radially for 
several hundred miles in all directions from the generator site. The 
listed purpose of these experiments was to develop a system of 
communications that could be used with our submarines world-wide that 
could neither be detected by anyone not having this specific equipment 
nor jammed by any conventional source known to current technology. This 
may or may not have been a “cover story”. It is equally interesting to 
note that while this “national secret” was being printed in certain 
“popular” monthly mechanical and science magazines, articles appeared 
in several of the more serious scientific journals concerning 
experiments with a sound-wave generating weapon that operates in the 4 
to 13 Hertz range that could be fatal to “enemy troops”...perhaps 
reducing them, quite literally, to a mass of quivering jelly. =CSW.] 
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“EXCALIBUR” is a weapon to destroy the alien underground bases. It is 
to be a missile capable of penetrating 1000 meters of Tufa or 
hard-packed soil such as that found in New Mexico with no operational 
damage. Missile apogee not to exceed 30,000 feet AGL and impact must 
not deviate in excess of 50 meters from designated target. The device 
will carry a 1 megaton nuclear warhead. 

“ALIENS”: There were 4 types of aliens mentioned in the papers. A 
LARGE-NOSED GREY, with whom “we” have the treaty, the GREY reported in 
abductee cases that works for the LARGE-NOSED GREY, a blond human like 
type described as the NORDIC and a red-haired, human-like type called 
the ORANGE. The home planets of the aliens are described as being a 
star in the Constellation of Orion, Barnards star, and Zeta Riticuli 
1 &2.1 cannot remember even under hypnosis which aliens belong to which 
star. 

“EBE” is the name or designation given to the live alien captured at 
the 1949 Roswell crash. He died in captivity. 


“KRLL” OR “KRLLL” OR “CRLL” OR “CRLLL” pronounced Crill or Krill was 
the hostage left with us at the first Holloman landing as a pledge that 
the aliens would carry out their part of the basic agreement reached 
during that meeting. KRLL gave us the foundation of the yellow book 
which was completed by the guests at a later date. KRLL became sick and 
was nursed by Dr. G. Mendoza, who became the expert on alien biology 
and medicine. KRLL later died. His information was disseminated under 
the pseudonym O.H. Cril or Crill. 

“GUESTS” were aliens exchanged for humans who gave us the balance of 
the yellow book. At the time I saw the information there were only 3 
left alive. They were called (ALF’s) Alien Life Forms. 

RELIGION: The aliens claim to have created Homo Sapiens through 
hybridization. The papers said that RH Negative blood was proof of 
this. They further claimed to have created all of our major religions. 

The showed a hologram of the crucifixion of Christ which the Government 
filmed. They claim that JESUS, the CHRIST, was created by them. 

ALIEN BASES exist in the four corners area of Utah, Colorado, New 
Mexico, and Nevada. Six bases were described in the 1972 papers, all on 
Indian reservations and all in the four corners area. The base near 
Dulce was one of them. 

MURDER: The documents stated that many military and government 
personnel had been terminated (murdered; executed without due process 
of law) when they had attempted to reveal the secret of the aliens, the 
JASON SOCIETY and MJ-12. [NOTE: Any adult human being who lives in 
today’s society and who still does not believe that “Our Government” 
would commit cold-blooded murder in order to preserve their idea of an 
acceptable “status quo”....that person should be placed in a secured, 
well-padded cell and not allowed to play with pointed or sharp objects.

CRAFT RECOVERIES: The documents stated that many craft had been 
recovered. The early ones from Roswell, Aztec, Roswell again, Texas, 

Mexico, and other places. 

GENERAL DOOLITTLE made a prediction that one day we would have to 
reckon with the aliens and the document stated that it appeared that 
General Doolittle was correct. 

ABDUCTIONS were occurring long before 1972. The document stated that 
humans and animals were being abducted and/or mutilated. Many vanished 
without a trace. They were taking sperm and ova samples, tissue, 
performed surgical operations, implanted a spherical device 40 to 80 
microns in size near the optic nerve in the brain and all attempts to 
remove it resulted in the death of the patient. The document estimated 
that 1 in every 40 people had been implanted.

It does not matter who is working 

for who or what is really what. It should be obvious by now that 

something sinister and terribly wrong is going on involving the 

government and the UFO phenomenon. We must all band together and expose 

it now. 

I have done my part in the best manner that I could. I can add nothing 
else except my testimony in Congress or a court of law that what I saw 
and have written in this file is true and that I saw it. 

Everything in my previous file that does not conflict with this file is 
true and correct to the best of my knowledge and some of it is from 
sources and research. You may combine the files to get the entire 
picture. Throw out only that information which conflicts with that 
contained in this file. 

There will be no further additions or corrections to this information 
either now or in the future. My file is complete and stands to be 
judged by history. Sometime in the future the exact papers that I saw 
will surface and you will all see this exact information contained 
within them.

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS

1. TO EXAMINE pattern of tactics of “Flying Saucers” (hereinafter referred to as flying objects) 
and to develop conclusions as to the possibility of existence. 


FACTS AND DISCUSSION 

2. A DETAILED discussion of information bearing on the problem as set forth above is attached 
as Appendix “A”. The main points established therein are summarized below. 

3. THE FREQUENCY of reported incidents, the similarity in many of the characteristics attributed 
to the observed objects and the quality of observers considered as a whole, support the contention 
that some type of flying object has been observed. Approximately 210 incidents have been reported. 
Among the observers reporting on such incidents are trained and experienced U.S. Weather Bureau 
personnel, USAF rated officers, experienced civilian pilots, technicians associated with various re¬ 
search projects and technicians employed by commercial airlines. 

4. THE POSSIBILITY that reported observations of flying objects over the U.S. were influenced by 
previous sightings of unidentified phenomena in Europe, particularly over Scandinavia in 1946, and 
that the observers reporting such incidents may have been interested in obtaining personal publicity 
have been considered as possible explanations. However, these possibilities seem to be improbable 
when certain selected reports such as the one from U.S. Weather Bureau at Richmond are examined. 
During observations of weather balloons at the Richmond Bureau, one well trained observer has 
sighted strange metallic disks on three occasions and another observer has sighted a similar object 
on one occasion. The last observation of unidentified objects was in April, 1947. On all four occa¬ 
sions the weather balloon and the unidentified objects were in vlew^through the theodolite. These 
observations at the Richmond Bureau occurred several months before publicity on the flying saucers 
appeared in a UB. newspaper. 

5. DESCRIPTIONS OF the flying objects fall into three configuration categories: (1) disk-shaped 
(2) rough cigar-shaped (3) balls of fire. Varying conditions of visibility and differences in angles 
at which the objects may have been viewed introduces a possibility that a single type object may 
have been observed rather than three different types. This possibility is further substantiated by 
the fact that in the areas where such objects have been observed the ratio of the three general 
configurations is approximately the same. 

6. THEREFORE, IT appears that some object has been seen; however, the identification of that 
object cannot be readily accomplished on the basis of information reported on each incident. It 

is possible that the object, or objects, may have been domestically launched devices such as weather 
balloons, rockets, experimental flying wing aircraft, or celestial phenomena. It is necessary to 
obtain information on such domestic activity to confirm or -deny this possibility. Depending upon 
the degree with which this may be accomplished, foreign devices must then be considered as a 
possibility. 

7. THE PATTERN of sightings is definable. Sightings have been most intense throughout the states 
bordering the Atlantic and Pacific coast lines, and the central states of Ohio and Kentucky. A map 
showing location of sightings Is attached as Appendix “B” 


8. THE ORIGIN of the devices is not ascertainable. There are two reasonable possibilities: 

(1) The objects are domestic devices, and If so, their identification or origin can be established 
by a survey of all launchings of airborne objects. Domestic flying wing type aircraft observed 

in various aspects of flight might be responsible for some of the reported flying objects, particu¬ 
larly those described as disks and rough cigar shapes. (See Appendices "C” and "D".) Among 
those which have been operational in recent years are the XF5U-1 ("Flying Flapjack") developed 
by Chance-Vaught, the Northrup B-3S, and the turbo-jet powered Northrup YB-49. The present 
existence of any privately developed fljring r wlng type alrcraft has not been ^determined but one 
such aircraft, the Arup tailless monoplane, was operational at South Bend, Indiana, prior to 1935. 

(2) Objects are foreign, and if so, it would seem inost logical to consider that they are from a 
Soviet source. The Soviets possess information on a number of German flying-wing type aircraft 
such as the Gotha P60A, Junkers EF 130 long-range, high-speed Jet bomber and the Horten 229 
twin-jet fighter, which particularly resembles some of the description of unidentified fly ing objects 
(See Appendix "D”). As early as 1924 Tscheranbwsky developed a "Parabola" aircraft, an all 
wing design, which was the outcome of considerable Soviet experimentation with gliders of the 
same general form. Soviet aircraft based on such designs might have speeds approaching trans¬ 
sonic speeds attributed to some flying objects or greater over-all performance assuming the 
successful development of some unusual propulsion device such as atomic energy engine. 

9. THAT THE Soviets have a current Interest In fiylng-wlng type aircraft Is suggested by their 
utilization of Dr. Guenther Bock who, at the end of World War H, was In charge of the flying- 
wing program In Germany (See Appendix "A", paragraph 3, page 4). Achievements satisfactory 
to the U.S.S.R. are Indirectly Indicated by the personal recognition he Is reported to be redelving 
In the U.S.S.R. Recently It has been reported that the U.S.S.R. Is planning to build a fleet of 
1,800 Horten flying-wing aircraft. Information of iow evaluation has been received stating that a 
regiment of Jet night fighters, Model Horten XHE, Is at Kuzmlkha, an air base two miles south¬ 
west of Irkutsk. Kuzmlkha is Identified as one of ,a number of airfields for the protection of an 
atomic energy plant at Irkutsk. The Horten XHI as developed by Germany was a glider. 

10. ASSUMING THAT the objects might eventually be identified as foreign or foreign-sponsored 
devices, the possible reason for their appearance over the U.S. requires consideration. Several 
possible explanations appear noteworthy, viz: 

a. To negate U.S. confidence in the atom bomb as the most advanced and decisive weapon 
in warfare. 

b. To perform photographic reconnaissance missions. 

c. To test U. S. air defenses. .. 

d. To conduct familiarization flights over U.S. territory. 


CONCLUSIONS 

11. SINCE the Air Force is responsible for control of the air in the defense of the U.S., it is 
imperative that all other agencies cooperate In confirming or denying the possibility that these 
objects have a domestic origin. Otherwise, if It Is firmly Indicated that there Is no domestic 
explanation, the objects are a threat and warrant more active efforts of identification and Inter¬ 
ception. 

12. IT MUST be accepted that some type of flying objects have been observed, although their 
Identification and origin are not dlscernable. In tHe interest of national defense It would be 
unwise to overlook the possibility that some of these .objects may be of foreign origin. 
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APPENDIX “A” 


ANALYSIS OF FLYING OBJECT INCIDENTS IN THE U. S. 
AND HYPOTHETICAL TACTICS EMPLOYED 


1. INTRODUCTION. To formulate the possible tactics of flying objects reported over the U. S. 
assumes from the outset that, firm conclusions have been reached on both the existence and origin 
of the reported flying objects. The current status of information on such Incidents and over-all 
analysis does not allow substantiation for such conclusions. However, the lack of such firm con¬ 
clusions points to the necessity for an Immediate and sound statistical analysis of every aspect of 
the situation and does not preclude a concurrent examination of the reported Incidents to develop 
explanations of their possible tactics. The latter will be useful at some future date should the 
existence and origin of the flying objects be definitely established. Therefore, the following analy¬ 
sis of available Information is advanced In order to present evidence on the actual existence of 
some type flying object and to relate same to tactical purposes for which the objects are possibly 
designed. The following discussion must be considered a provisional analysis, pending a further 
detailed analysis of all aspects of the problem. 

2. SOME ASPECTS REGARDING FLYING OBJECT INCIDENTS. A cursory examination of evidence 
on reported Incidents has been made and it is possible to cite certain generalities which it appears 
may be borne out when detailed analyses have been completed. 

Among the incidents reported there are many statements by reliable and experienced persons 
which tend to confirm that flying objects have been seen. The description of such objects seems 
to fall roughly Into three categories: (1) Silver disks or balls, approximating a Horten wing type 
aircraft; (2) of fire of various colors -and intensities; (3) Cigar or pencil-shaped objects 

similar in appearance to V-2 type rockets in horizontal flight. The numbers of configurations 
might be further reduced with the following considerations In mind: Silver disks or balls have, 
for the greater part, been observed in daylight and a number unde® clear weather conditions with 
visibility unlimited. In most Instances, balls of fire have been observed at night. Cigar, or 
pencil-shaped objects have been sighted In fewer numbers but with about equal distribution In 
daylight and at night. A few accounts tell of the disks having a rough cigar-shape when viewed 
while maneuvering. Some of the disks are described as having luminosity in daylight. It there¬ 
fore Is possible that a single type of object may be involved in all sightings, and differences in 
description may result from viewing the objects at various angles and under differing conditions 
of visibility. 4 

The above tends to Indicate that some type object has been seen and the possibility exists 
that the object or'objects seen are conventional domestic devices, such as weather balloons, test 
rockets, or jet-equipped aircraft with pancake or flying wing configurations. 

The possibility exists that the reporting of?flylng objects may have been Influenced by earlier 
reports on similar Incidents In Scandinavia and?Central Europe. The publication In newspaper of 
details'on such Incidents, both foreign and domestic, may have induced some of the description 
provided''in reported domestic Incidents. However, one of the earliest reported sightings In the 
U.S. was the one observed by U.S. Weather Bureau personnel In April 1947, at Richmond, Virginia, 
and on the basis of this one report It appears that the disks are not balloons. It would seem that 
this sighting was not Influenced by the reports of foreign Incidents, the newspaper accounts of 
domestic Incidents, nor by mlsldentification of a conventional object. 
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Although reported domestic Incidents are wlde\y scattered throughout the U.S., frequency of 
sighting and number of observers per sighting assumes a definable pattern. There Is a large con¬ 
centration of sightings along the Eastern Seaboard; another large concentration throughout the 
Western Coast states, and a few sightings in the Middle West. Distribution of incidents by con¬ 
figuration of object and description of maneuverability Is approximately equal in each of these 
areas and this Is believed to further substantiate the possibility that one type of object might have 
been observed in different aspects of flight. 

H sightings are Induced by rumor. It seems unusual that more incidents have not been reported 
from the areas with high concentration of population. Reports from such areas would also have 
greater facility In channeling either to newspaper or official reporting agencies. For the most part, 
sightings have been made in fairly open country where there\are few restrictions to visibility, which 
may indicate that obstructed vision has reduced sightings in qullt-up areas. 

It therefore seems that some type of flying object has be^n observed; the Identification of 
its origin requires the competloa^pf other analyses. 

3. POSSIBLE ORIGIN OF UNUSUAL FLYING OBJECTS. Provide^ upon the completion of analyses. 

It is indicated that some or all of the reported hylng objects ove^the U.S. are of foreign origin, 
the objects could from a logical viewpoint, be considered Soviet. It is evident'from the oerforipr

In this coun try , it would, therefore, be a mistake to analyze the technical aspects of the situation 
within the limits of our own knowledge of practiqpl developments. It Is more desirable to consider 
then the outer limits of possible Soviet developments and objectives in attempting to formulate some 
idea of the tactics which might be involved.

First of all, the scientific objectives of the U.SJS.R. have been stated many times and indicated 
in many forms. The most clearcut statement of this objective is probably the one contained in the 
preamble to the Fourth Five-year Plan (1946-1950) whtch states that the objective of Soviet science 
is to overtake and surpass the scientific and technical developments of the capitalist nations. It 
apparently would be an Impossible task for the Soviet Union to accomplish such an objective by pro- ( 
ceedlng step-by-step along the same lines of development already achieved in the capitalist nations. 
This would mean that It would be necessary to rapidly proceed through each phase of aeronautical 
development that has already been accomplished In this country, and this probably would never have 
any prospects of accelerating Soviet development beyond any point reached by the U.S. The obvious 
answer to accomplish their objective of not only overtaking, but surpassing the capitalist countries 
would be a scientific shortcut. This possibility is not so remote when examined on the basis of 
our knowledge of the current situation in the U.S.S.R. Provided Soviet emphasis was given to the 
most promising and advanced Ideas acquired from Germany in 1945 and the work aided by German 
scientists, the possibility of catching up and possibly .surpassing other nations in technical develop¬ 
ments becomes more realistic. It becomes even more realistic if the Soviets have shown a tendency 
to concentrate on certain developments which have still not received a maximum of priority In our 
own programs. 


It is known that the U.S.S.R. has since 1945 enlisted the services of Dr. Guenther Bock, a 
German who headed ail development of low aspect ratio (flying wing) type aircraft in Germany. 

Dr. Bock is believed to be the top German scientist In charge at TSAGI and TSIAM which are 
“Air Materiel Command" type organizations In the U.S.S.R. Further, It Is believed that Dr. Bock 
has made available all German plans for flying wing type aircraft to the Soviets. Among the de¬ 
signs considered by the Germans and possibly exploited by the U.S.S.R., are Jet-propelled, flying 
wing type aircraft whose configuration would be similar to descriptions of certain objects reported 
flying over the U.S. The estimated speeds of such aircraft are within range of the lower limits 
of speed attributed to flying objects over the U.S, It is not impossible that emphasis on surpassing 
foreign developments has led to unusual progress In fuels and propulsion by the U.S.S.R. In con¬ 
nection with possible advancements in the field of fuels and propulsion, it should be observed that 
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the Russian oil situation (regardless of estimated oil reserves) Is quite different ^ 0 ^ that in the 
TJ S For example U.S. oil industry Is prepared to turn out tremendous quantities of highly frac- 
'predicts, while the US.SR. Carnot reasonably approach such capabilities This 
consideration dictates different solutions on fuels for propulsion in the two countries and in turn, 
dictates the direction taken In development of jet motors or the use of other propulsive devices. 

We must therefore, arrive at the conclusion that any Soviet device which may have made Us 
appearance over the U.S. as described, would possess unusual performance characteristics which 
to all probability, would Include unusual range. The possibility that they could have been launched 
at fairly close range should not be discarded. 

4. POSSIBLE REAS ONS OR TACTICS FOR THE USE OF SOVIET UNCONV ENTIONAL AIRCRAFT 
OVE R THE U.S. Predicated on all " the foregoing assumptions, Soviet unconventional atrcrait may‘ 
havA Keen flown over the U.S. for one, all, or a combination of the following reasons: 

a to^gateu . s conhdence in atom bomb as the most advanced Ago decisive 

WEAPON. If the objects have been used In a propaganda sense, It would be reasonable to assume 
that the“Boviets would choose first to frighten pro-American nations In Europe with the appearance 
of a radically new weapon to counteract the ability of the U.S. to obtain full propaganda effective¬ 
ness with the atom bomb. It will be remembered that strange objects first appeared over the 
Scandinavian countries In 1946. The objects observed there had unusual range and unusual per¬ 
formance characteristics. As this demonstration over the Scandinavian countries occurred the 
U.S. was TnaUng a vigorous campaign for the economic and political alignment of these nations 
with other pro-American Western European nations. When these incidents subsided, strange flying 
oblects began to be observed at an Increasing rate over the U.S. The conclusion on this point Is 
that flying objects may have been used to frighten both European nations and the U.S. by the appear¬ 
ance of a new device, and that failure to identify such a Soviet object would give them invaluable 
indication that U.S. development is far behind that of the Soviets. Except for this indication, 
believed that the use of the objects to promote fear has been worthless in that the U.S. public has 
tended to characterize these incidents entirely as hallucinations by crack pots , misldentlficatlon 
of conventional objects, or that they represent a secret American project which should not be pub¬ 
licized Any fear that might result from Soviet use will come only by a discovery that the objects 
have been Soviet aircraft and that they Involve radical developments which are in advance of our 
.own accomplishments. 

h FOR PHOTOGRAPHIC RECONNAISSANCE. It is possible that the Soviets have employed the 
flying objects for ihe collection of photographic Intelligence or the mapping of certain areas In the 
U S The evasive action employed by all objects sighted Indicates not so much an attempt to avoid 
being sighted, as an attempt to prevent disclosure of the exact typp of flying craft and its mission. 
The sighting of objects over the U.S. has J>een most Intense In Eastern and Western Coastal States. 
In addition sightings of flying objects have been made near Oak Ridge, Tenn., Las Cruces, N. M., 
Sid in the genlnUarea of the Hanford Works in Oregon. Generally, sightings have not been made 
over what we consider strategic industrial areas. The reason for this might be either that the 
flying objects have been observed only enroute to or from missions over these more concentrated 
strategic areas, or that the Soviets obtained sufficient Information during their World War II liaison 
with U.S. Industry to satisfy their Intelligence requirements and have a more active requirement 
for Information on Industries and areas which were not available to them during World War U con¬ 
tacts This Is of Interest In connection with the sightings near Oak Ridge, Las Cruces, and in 
general area of the Hanford Works since these establishments were not, and are not, accessible to 
Soviet collectors of photographic intelligence. 

c TEST OF U S DEFENSES. It Is possible that the use of Soviet flying objects over the U.S. 
Is intended only to determine tTie ability of the U.S. defenses to spot foreign aircraft. This would 
be of extreme Importance to tN U.S.S.R. In the event that a one-way all-out attack of Soviet strate¬ 
gic bombers Is planned. Ability, to operate over the U.S. uninhibited at a time when the U. S. is 
supposedly re-armlng and putting great stress on defenses would provide valuable Information on 
which to base estimates for probability of success In bombing strategic objectives In the u. b.

SELECTED REPORTS OF FLYING OBJECT INCIDENTS 


1. A NUMBER of reports on unidentified flying objects come from observers who, because of their 
technical background and experience do not appear to be influenced by unfounded sensationalism nor 
Inclined to report explainable phenomena as new types of airborne devices. Some of the details of 
their reports are presented In this appendix, along with those from possibly less reliable sources 
who have reported evidence which is of such a nature that It cannot be entirely Ignored. 

2. DESCRIPTIONS OF significant incidents, arranged chronologically, follow: 

a. During April 1947, two employees of the Weather Bureau Station at Richmond, Virginia re¬ 

ported seeing a strange metallic disk on three occasions through the theodolite while making PIBAL 
observations. One observation was at 15,000 feet when a disk was followed for 15 seconds. The 
disk appeared metallic, shaped something like an ellipse with a flat bottom and a round top. It 
appeared below the balloon and was much larger In size. The disk appeared to be moving rather 
rapidly, although It was impossible to estimate Its speed, The other observations were made at 
27,000 feet In like manner. , 

b. The following month, Byron B. Savage, a field engineer for Radio Corporation of America, 
reported a disk flying near his home In Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. The object was thought to be 
at an altitude between 10,000 feet and 18,000 feet, and was moving toward the north at a high rate 
of speed, leaving no trailing effects. 

c. While flying at 10,000 feet on a course of 300 degrees, 30 miles northwest of Lake Meade, 

Nevada, an Air Force lieutenant reported seeing five or six white circular objects In close forma¬ 
tion and traveling at an estimated speed of 285 miles per hour. This sighting occurred on 28 June 
1947. r 

d. The following day a party of three, two of them scientists, were motoring along Highway 17 
toward the White Sand, New Mexico, V-2 firing grounds and reported seeing a large disk or sphere 
moving horizontally at a high speed and an estimated altitude cd 10,00Q, feet. It was of uniform 
shape and had no protruding surfaces such as wings. The object was lir sight for about 60 seconds 
before it disappeared to the northeast.’ The three observers agreed on the details of the sighting 
except that one thought he had seen vapor trails. 

- e. On 7 July 1947, five Portland, Oregon police officers reported varying numbers of disks fly¬ 
ing over different parts of the city. All observations were made within a minute or two of 1305 
hours. ' 

f. On the same day, William Rhoads of Phoenix, Arizona allegedly saw a disk circling his 
locality during sunset and took two photographs. -The resulting pictures (page 9) show a disk-like 
object with a round front and a square tail in plan form. These photographs have been examined 
by experts who state they are true photographic images and do not appear to be imperfection In 
the emulsion or imperfections in the lens. (See Figs. 1, 2, 3 and 4.) 
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h. On 29 July 1947, Kenneth Arnold, while flying near Tacoma, Washington, reported a formation 
of flying objects. His sketch of their shape corresponds closely to that shown in the photographs 
sst.3-' by Mr. Rhoads. On the same day, two U. S. Air Force pil-.it:; at Hamilton Field reported 
two flying disks trailing a P-80, following it toward Oakland, California. 

i. On 4 August 1947, the pilot and co-pilot of a DC-3, flying for one A1 Jones, near Bethel, 
Alaska, reported a flying disk larger than their aircraft. This disk crossed their path at about 
l r 000 feet and they turned to give chase. The DC-3 was flying at 170 mph, but the disk flew out 
of sight in four minutes, 

j. On 12 November 1947, two flying disks trailing jet-like streams of fire were reportedly 
sighted from the bridge of the tanker Ticonderoga, according to the second officer. The Ticonderoga 
was 20 miles off the Oregon shore. This officer said the disks were in sight 45 seconds, moving 

at a speed estimated at 700-900 mph, curving in a long, low arc. 
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minutes after the Initial sighting. The same light was observed by three other witnesses from the 
ground: Mr. L. D. Jensen, Air Traffic Controller, Mr. Manuel E. Johnson, Assistant Traffic Con¬ 
troller, and Dr. L. N. Cannon, Oculist. A comparison of all testimony revealed that one object 
was sighted and that it consisted only of ^ smalt round ball of clear white light with no apparent 
shape attached. It was about 6 to 8 inches in At times It traveled faster than the F-51 

and performed maneuvers In an evasive manner. When first sighted the ball of light was travel¬ 
ing at an estimated 250 miles per hour. Under this condition, the light was not continuous but 
blinked off and on. At high performance the white light was continuous. Subsequent Investigation 
eliminated the possibility that this Incident may have been another aircraft or a meteorological 
balloon. 

t. On 18 November 1948 at approximately 2145 hours, three reserve pilots, 2nd Lt. Kenwood* 

W. Jackson, 2nd Lt. Glen L. Stalker, and 2nd Lt. Henry G. Combs, flying near Andrews Field, 
Maryland, encountered an unidentified flying object. When first sighted, it appeared to be lighted 
and flying at about 1,700 feet. Three or four passes were made In an attempt to identify it. The 
pilot of the aircraft stated that while diving his aircraft at approximately 240 miles per hour, the 
object would climb vertically and then would drop below the aircraft from behind and continue to 
circle. On the last pass, the landing light was switched on and momentarily a dull gray glow 
from the object was observed. Lt. Combs stated he maintained contact for about ten minutes with 
the object flying between the lights of Washington, D. C. and his aircraft. All that could be 
observed was an oblong ball with one light, no wings and no exhaust flame. It finally made a 
very tight turn and beaded toward the east coast at an estimated 500 to 600 miles per hour. At 

the same time Staff Sergeant John J. Kushner observed from the ground an unusual object In the 

air over Andrews Field. He stated that it was not very high and that It did not look like an 
aircraft. 

3. REPORTS OF radar Intercepts point to unusual air activity which may be related to flying 
objects. 

a. On 1 July 1947, a GCA radar at Hokkaido, Japan picked up an unidentified target at 16 miles, 

with a speed In excess of 500 mph. This target split into two targets, each estimated to be larger 

than a P-51. • ■ ' . 

b. On 16 September 1947, an MEW radar at Fukuoka, Japan, picked up a target at 89 miles and 
trailed lt to 19 miles, where it faded. Speed was 840-900 mph. The speed measurement, made 
by a good crew through a 70-mile track, is believed accurate. 

4. Investigations conducted by Headquarters, Air Materiel Compnand, have definitely established 
the identification of 18 of approximately §10 so-called flying saucers which have been reported. 
Approximately nine per cent of the total number of Incidents are, therefore, eliminated from 
further specific consideration. Among those incidents positively explained, three were hoaxes, 
two were from unreliable witnesses. In the remaining 13 eliminated Incidents, objects were 
actually seen but Investigation has shown that they were celestial bodies or phenomena, meteoro¬ 
logical and carnival balloons, and airborne cosmic ray experimental equipment. The following 
examples are presented for comparison of the Information reported by witnesses and true Identifi¬ 
cation of the object involved: 

a. On 22 July 1948, Captain Henry Glover (Ordnance Reserve) and hls wife observed at Van 
Nuys, California, an object which they were unable to positively Identify. Object at first appeared 
to be round and looked like a weather balloon at about 2,000 feet but there was no characteristic 
bobbing. The wind was blowing on the ground but the object was quite steady. During the time 
lt was under observation, about an hour, it traveled through a vertical arc of about twenty-five 
(25°) degrees or more. The observer concluded that lt was not a celestial body. It has a bluish 
luminescence and as the sun set, the object's color gradually changed to orange at dusk and ceased 
to be Illuminated almost instantaneously. The outline was clear and the air was clear with 
visibility unlimited. The object traveled from the east to the west. 

This object was determined by Investigation to have been a balloon carrying cosmic ray 
equipment. 
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b. On 19 August 1948, at approximately 1050 hours an unidentified flying object was visible 
from the ground at Godman Air Force Base, Kentucky. This object was estimated to be at about 
30,000 to 40,000 feet altitude, spherical In shape, bright silver color and gave a bright reflection 
from the sun. An F-51 was dispatched from Standlford Air Force Base, Kentucky, to observe 
the object. During observation from the ground- there was no change in the elevation of the object 
and it seemed to be moving southwest from Godman Air Force Base. The F-51 which was flying 
over Godman AFB at an altitude of 30,000 to 38,000 feet reported that it was unable to locate the 
object although it was still visible from, the ground with the naked eye. Azimuth and elevation 
readings were taken by theodolite every minute and the path of the object was charted. 

The object was determined to be the planet Venus by Mr. Moore, the head astronomer at 
the University of Louisville, Louisville, Kentucky. It Is believed that earlier Incidents at Godman 1 
Field (reference paragraph 2k, page 12, Appendix “C”) may also have been observations of the 
planet Venus. 

5. AMONG THOSE Incidents still'not positively explained, reported observations differ to some 
extent, but three general categories of sightings emerge — the flying dl3k, the ball of fire and 
the large jet rocket. Interesting observations that were noted are: 

a. Most of the objects are a thin disk, round on top and flat on the bottom. The front half 
of the disk Is often circular, sweeping back to a square tall across the full width. 

b. A high rate of climb as well as the apparent ability to remain motionless or hover for a 

considerable length of time Is indicated. * 

c. Reported sizes have varied from that of a fc5-cent piece to 250 feet In diameter, and from 
the size of a pursuit plane to the bulk of six B-29 airplanes. 

d. Speeds have been estimated throughout the entire range from very slow or hovering to 
supersonic. 

e. Sounds and visual trails are not normally associated with the sightings. 
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Another look at Majestic 

By Dr. Robert M. Wood and Ryan S. Wood 
The hunt for a genuine U.S. Government docu¬ 
ment that shows the use of MJ-12 is over. The break¬ 
through comes from the FOIA effort of Tim Cooper, 
shown as Figure 1. This document, released by the 
CIA, is from the Paperclip files, Record Group 330, 
JIOA files, released Nov. 7, 1985. It is a memo from 
Hillenkoetter on 12 April 49 
to the Joint Intelligence Ob¬ 
jectives Agency (JIOA) and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS) that, while otherwise 
unclassified, shows file dis¬ 
tribution to a CIA Top Secret 
control file and to MJ-12. 

This is unambiguous evi¬ 
dence that there was such a 
project. To our knowledge, 
this is the first and only 
FOIA-released document 
designating MJ-12. A censor 
has lined through the distri¬ 
bution block, but did not obliterate it. 

Provenance of the documents 
We are dealing with documents from multiple 
sources. In two instances, we have an original. Skep¬ 
tics who casually assert that anyone can fake anything, 
especially with today’s computers, are off base. The 
simple-minded focus by skeptics on provenance is a 
huge over-simplification of the problems and tech¬ 
niques of authentication process. For example, if you 
are at an antique show and an old English dresser has 
provenance (records of possession over the years), that 
can add to the value. An expert recognizes the dresser 
for what it is and knows what signs to look for as indi¬ 
cation that it is a replica, not genuine, with or without 
the provenance records. The same thing is true in the 
examination of questioned documents. 

We recognize that the provenance is relevant. 
Documents with the caveat MAJIC, Majestic, or MJ-12 
have been around since 1984 with the release of the 
Eisenhower Briefing Document in 1987 by Bill Moore. 
Since then, other documents have emerged under dif¬ 
ferent circumstances. A summary of their provenance 
is given in Table 1. There are five different sources for 
the Majestic documents. 

Background of document evaluation 
From time to time Bob Wood corresponded 
with Stanton Friedman, who was very good about send¬ 
ing his research conclusions and passing on leads. Then, 
towards the end of December 1994, Stan requested 
permission from Don Berliner to let Bob have a look 



at the pages of the Special Operations Manual (SOM 
1-01,7 April 1954). Don had circulated SOM among a 
very limited group with the purpose of determining au¬ 
thenticity. In an attempt to read the words more clearly, 
he carefully keystroked the manual. Later, Don gra¬ 
ciously lent his very best copies, and Bob made photo¬ 
graphic enlargements of those and continued the repli¬ 
cation of this manual. While doing this. Bob analyzed 
the factors that would determine fake versus genuine. 

Stan decided to include part of the SOM in his 
1996 book. Top Secret/MAJIC. While the publication 
had the positive aspect of reducing the secrecy of the 
document, the negative aspect was that the replication 
by the publisher was done carelessly, and included no 
discussion of authenticity. Because of this publication, 
a witness came forward to say that he had shredded 
both the EBD and SOM 1-01 while working in an 
admiral’s office. The publication also led to Brian Parks 
finding identical UFOB reporting words in an FOIA 
document. 

Then Stan sent Bob material that he received 
from Timothy Cooper, who said he had been receiving 
new documents in his post office box in Big Bear Lake, 
CA, beginning in 1992. Timothy already was a highly 
qualified, innovative UFO researcher, having filed many 
FOIA requests successfully, and had written a fasci¬ 
nating 300-page summary of what happened at White 
Sands Proving Ground (WSPG) in the summer of 1947. 
He also was the source of at least two of Len 
Stringfield’s 1991 crash/retrieval reports. Stan Fried¬ 
man spent many hours on the phone with Tim Cooper, 
concluding that several of his document copies prob¬ 
ably were authentic in their original forms. Stan then 
contacted Bob, who lives in Southern California, urg- 
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ing him to visit with Timothy for closer evaluation. 

On Sept. 24,1996, Bob and his wife Charlotte 
met with Tim Cooper in his home at Big Bear Lake, 
CA. Tim said that he had communicated with leading 
people in the UFO field, but said, “You are the first 
person who ever took enough interest to come and see 
me.” That first meeting was preliminary, and Tim had 
many things he wanted to say. He showed a copy of 
his 1947 WSPG piece and some of the source mate¬ 
rial. 

Bob’s interest in getting to the source material 
and getting past Tim’s interpretation of what might have 
happened, even if it were correct, caused us to focus 
more on the papers obtained in the mailbox from his 
source, Thomas Cantwheel. Tim shared his reported 
unsuccessful attempts to learn the real identity of 
Cantwheel. Stan had sent us part of the Cooper- 
Cantwheel collection. 

In subsequent visits Tim provided better cop¬ 
ies and hunted through his files and found new docu¬ 
ments Stan had not yet seen. Tim’s filing system was 
not well-organized, understandably, given the tens of 
thousands of pages of FOIA material. 

In the meantime, Bob’s son and partner, Ryan 
S. Wood, expressed increasing interest in this subject. 
Ryan had had an independent decade-long interest in 
UFOs, and took the initiative to suggest that we might 
have the material and the skill to write a book. We 
became increasingly confident that the SOM 1-01 in 
its original form was genuine, having dealt satisfacto¬ 
rily and accurately with early objections to its authen¬ 
ticity. We became a partnership team, and told both 
Tim and Stan that was our plan, and sought permission 


for selective use of the Cooper-Cantwheel collection 
for a book proposal. As a result, Ryan and Bob visited 
with Tim three more times, each time with focused 
questions, and each time leaving with more insight. 

Fake versus genuine? 

We had been thoroughly exposed to the au¬ 
thentication discussions surrounding the Eisenhower 
Briefing Documents and the attendant-and often not 
constructive-criticism the participants piled upon each 
other. It seemed to us that since all reasonable students 
have now concluded that there was a covert program 
by the U.S. to study and exploit UFOs, documentation 
of such a program is properly assumed to exist. The 
question is, were we looking at real documents or at 
faked and disinforming documents? 

This problem is very analogous to one that Bob 
worked on during his earlier career with McDonnell 
Douglas: “How do you tell the difference between a 
reentry vehicle (RV) with a real warhead and a decoy 
designed to fool radar? The details are classified, but 
the principle was to establish “discriminants,” mea¬ 
sure their values, and compare the numbers with those 
expected for RVs and for decoys. Statistically, the an¬ 
swer pops out: “the probability is ten to the minus three 
that is a real RV.” 

To use a technique like this, one turns to docu¬ 
ment authentication methods used by professional ques¬ 
tioned document examiners. Whether one is trying to 
authenticate someone’s will, the Dead Sea Scrolls, or 
old UFO records, the techniques and principles are 
known, proven and applicable. Generally, they are (1) 
provenance, (2) assessment of original (3) typography 
and chirography (including signatures), (4) chronol-

Most of the pages we are seeing are unsigned, unfinished draft material (50 out of

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ogy, and (5) content analysis and authorship. By anal¬ 
ogy, these are five “discriminants.” 

Bob embraced this systematic methodology 
relative to SOM 1-01. The overwhelming conclusion, 
based on four years of work, was that this is a com¬ 
pletely genuine document published for its stated pur¬ 
poses. We have an array of evidence in each of the five 
categories above that put the conclusion of a fake in a 
“wishful thin king ” pile. 

Clearly genuine 

The authenticity of SOM 1-01 could be a topic 
of another article later. Such an article would clearly 
show the reasons why this document is clearly genu¬ 
ine in its original form. One row of Table 4, to be dis¬ 
cussed later, summarizes arguments for SOM 1-0l’s 
authenticity. We have dealt in detail with the five main 
criticisms of the SOM 1-01 in the available videotape 
and CD-ROM. (Order at 800-845-2151). 

Table 2 shows thirteen documents of the 
Cooper-Cantwheel collection to which was also have 
applied discriminants in particular and the QD exami¬ 
nation method in general. 

Our book. The Majestic Documents, assembles 
the documents in chronological order and includes leg¬ 
ible replicas of the original. In one case (25 Sep 47 
Humelsine to Truman) similar language or phrases were 
available before the date of the document. This has 
caused naysayers to argue that they were surely faked. 
This “favoring fakery” as a principle of document au¬ 
thentication can not work unless one wishes to main¬ 
tain a preconceived notion of what the answer should 
be. A fake document determination is incomplete un¬ 
less accompanied by a rationale supporting fakery. Who 
was the target? What evidence supports a faker’s mo¬ 
tivation, means, and opportunities? 

The question of faking 

Detractors claim that almost anything can be 
faked with the right software, and that the UFO records 
include many examples of faked documents. This is 
unsupportable on two counts: first, software tools would 
have to be available prior to the arrival of the docu¬ 
ment; second, where and what are examples of such 
faked documents? 

A careful analysis of the typography, for ex¬ 
ample, shows that the famous Truman-Forrestal memo 
was created with a 1940 Underwood Standard-cer- 
tainly not a computerized fake. We may suspect that 
“The Aquarius Documents” are fake, but to our knowl¬ 
edge they have not undergone a detailed investigation 
and were never claimed to be anything more than a 
re-type. We have shown, for example, that the Special 
Operations Manual includes, amongst other indicators, 
a few examples of a “raised z” that virtually guaran¬ 
tees the manual was prepared with a hot lead Monotype 


printing machine of the period (1954). We always rec¬ 
ognize that the faker could recondition an old machine, 
train an operator for several years to use it, slavishly 
follow the 1953 Style Manual for format, and voila! 
we have the fake. Generally, our analyses are oriented 
not to be absolute and unequivocal, but to show that 
the faker would have had to have access to equipment, 
knowledge, and sophistication levels that just become 
unbelievable. 

In each of the categories, an examiner looks 
for discriminants and uses them to assess genuineness 
vs. fakery. The mere existence of one indicator of fak¬ 
ery (for example, a seemingly incorrect classification 
stamp) should never be enough to swing the conclu¬ 
sion, inasmuch as it, for one example among several, 
is not a discriminant by itself. 

The skeptics speak 

Over the years, Ryan and Bob have interacted 
selectively with other researchers whose goal, like ours, 
was to determine whether the documents were authen¬ 
tic or not. A list of these helpful people is mentioned in 
our CD-ROM and on our web site. Each usually fo¬ 
cused on a specialized aspect of authenticity for a par¬ 
ticular document at issue. These colleagues provided 
about 50 skeptical questions and concerns. 

Recently, as part of Mr. Joseph Firmage’s 
Project Kairos Website (www.TheWordIsTruth.org) we 
chose to leverage his efforts and provide our docu¬ 
ments in support of his vision. The Internet publica¬ 
tion was alive with quick reaction criticisms and com¬ 
pliments. A recent critical review is found in a publi¬ 
cation edited by Barry Greenwood. After deleting the 
cynical comment, rhetorical questions, and ad hom- 
inem arguments, we concluded that there were a few 
authenticity concerns raised that would interest all. 
Table 3 summarizes these concerns and provides the 
necessary clarity. 

The 1st Annual Report discusses period issues, 
including biological warfare. This draft uses the 
then-coined word “retro-virus,” discussed in Table 3. 
The whole report is a casual draft, not a finished re¬ 
port. These drafter education and specialties inclined 
them to excessive use of hyphenization and word con¬ 
ing, typical of bureaucracies. 

“Retro-virus” is but one among many, such as 
other-world, one-hundred, bio-medical, multi-layers, 
over-all, stand-by, micro-circuitry, low-power, 
electro-magnetic, high-temperature, electro- hydrody¬ 
namic, super-aerodyne, out-weighed, inter-active, 
mid-air, rocket-plane, X-plane, body-bag, air-borne, 
south-westemly, air-sea, near-miss, right-angle, and 
low-level. 

Another point that needs to be clarified is our 
position on the authenticity of the Eisenhower Brief-

all eight pages of the EBD contain genuine material. 
Also, the Truman-Forrestal memo included as Attach¬ 
ment A appears genuine, given the 1940 Underwood 
Standard determination and the Truman signature ac¬ 
complished by use of a pantograph (a mechanical pen 
with one master driving several slave pens), thereby 
explaining the similarity to the Truman-Bush signature 
a week later. 

Likewise, there is no reason to suspect the titles 
of the attachments, since one of them also appears in 
the Special Operations Manual, and another is thought 
to be the Preliminary Analytical Report of 19 Sep 47. 
None of the other attachments were included. 

There are, however, inconsistencies in content 
with the new MJ documents. For example, the EBD 
says we recovered four EBEs, when our other docu¬ 
ments say five. It claims that the propulsion unit was 
completely destroyed in the wreckage, when it is clear 
that we dissected it in detail, One clear reason and 
motivation for a fake document might have been to try 
to mislead the Soviets in' 1984 (the date of the leak) 
into believing that we had not learned anything about 
how they work; when, in fact, by then we probably 
had been smashingly successful in the reverse engi¬ 
neering process. So we imagine that this CIA 
disinformation operation would be consistent with try¬ 
ing to influence the KGB via the innocent UFO com¬ 
munity. We cannot yet prove this, because the other 
possibility is that the EBD authors decided to not tell 
Ike the complete story at that time. After all, he wasn’t 
President yet. 

Conclusions 

Although not extensively discussed above, the 
authenticity of the Special Operations Manual (SOM 
1-01) in its original form is assured. The rationale for 
this conclusion is partially discussed on our CD-ROM, 
and will be more fully stated in our upcoming book. 
Table 4 identifies subtleties associated with nine docu¬ 
ments that strongly favor authenticity of the originals. 
Detailed discussion of these points is well beyond the 
scope of this short article, but anyone with the docu¬ 
ments, our CD-ROM, or Web site access can be able 
to follow the logic. 

Increasing fine determination of authentication 
is forecast to continue. This is just the beginning of the 
data for the public. There is mounting evidence that 
the Majestic program was the real thing, and that these 
documents show it. We have several additional docu¬ 
ments and analyses that we will be presenting in our 
forthcoming book.

In December, 1984, Jaime Shandera, a Hollywood movie producer and UFO researcher, received an unusual 
package through the post. Inside was just one roll of undeveloped 35mm black and white film. There were no 
accompanying letter or return address, the only clue to where the package came from was by the postmark 
which was Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

Once developed, the film contained negatives of what appeared to be an eight page briefing paper, prepared 
on 18th November, 1952, for president-elect Dwight D. Eisenhower. A warning on the first page read, This is 
a TOP SECRET - EYES ONLY document containing compartmentalized 
information essential to the national security of the United States'. 

On page two was a list of 12 influential US scientists, military leaders and 
intelligence advisors. It was not until viewing page three that the subject of the 
papers became clear, 'the recovery of a crashed flying saucer and alien bodies 
near Roswell, New Mexico, in July 1947'. 

The final page of the briefing paper was a memorandum, dated 24th 
September, 1947, from President Harry Truman to his secretary of Defence, James 
Forrestal. In it, Truman instructs Forrestal to proceed with 'Operation Majestic-12', but gives no hint at what 
that might be. 

Alone, the Forrestal memo was meaningless. But when read next to the 1952 briefing paper, the story behind 
them became clear: in July 1947, a 'flying disc-shaped aircraft' crashed landed in Roswell, New Mexico, and 
'extra-terrestrial biological entities' (EBEs) are recovered by the military. When President Truman is informed 
about the crash, he authorizes Defense Secretary Forrestal to set up a committee to investigate and deal with 
the situation. 

In 1952, when Eisenhower becomes President-elect, he is briefed on Operation Majestic-12. The briefing 
paper lists the 12-man committee and gives details of the saucer crash. The final paragraph stresses the need 
to 'avoid public panic at all costs', confirming that the government is covering up the truth about UFOs. 



Are these Documents Real? 

In the UFO research community, the opinion is split. In one corner, Stanton T. Friedman , who has dedicated 
over 10 years of research to finding the truth, Bill Moore and Jaime Shandera believe the documents to be 
real. In the other corner are Kevin Randle, Armen Victorian and our old friend Philip Klass . all of whom have 
reasons to believe they are faked. To add to the mystery surrounding the Majestic-12 papers (also known as 
MJ-12, or MAJIC), a number of other similar packages have turned up over the last few years. 

The first was a postcard delivered to Bill Moore in 1985. Postmarked New Zealand, it suggested him to 
research newly declassified documents at the US National Archives. Moore and Shandera did so, and found a 
memo confirming the existence of MJ-12, written by Eissenhower's Special Assistant for National Security, 
Robert Cutler, and addressed to Nathan Twining, the US Air Force Chief Of Staff. 

Between 1992 and 1996, another UFO researcher named Tim Cooper, received a number of MJ-12 
documents, all of which he quietly shared with Friedman. Several were proved hoaxes but, according to 
Cooper and Friedman, two single-page documents appear to be genuine. The first is a brief instruction to 
General Nathan Twining (an alleged member of MJ-12) concerning his activities during a July 1947 trip to New 
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Mexico, the site of the crashed saucer. 

The second document is a memo to President Truman, dictated by US Secretary of State, George C. 
Marshall to his Executive Secretary, R.H. Humelsine. While there is no direct mention of MJ-12 in the memo, 
the reference at the top reads MAJIC EQ 092447 MJ-12 . 

The most spectacular new MJ-12 document was posted in 1994 to Don Berliner, a longtime UFO investigator 
and science writer. The anonymous roll of film contained 23 pages of a 'Majestic-12 Group Special Operations 
Manual ', dated April, 1954. It was a detailed instruction manual entitled 'Extra-terrestrial Entities and 
Technology, Recovery and Disposal', (see some Majestic Documents HERE) 


The Council Of Twelve 

Because most of the MJ-12 documents are on film, the original paper or ink cannot be analyzed. However 
there are many factual details that can be checked, such as the background of the 12 members of the 
committee, the dates of meetings, the style and format of similar documents, and the validity of the signatures. 

Clearly, MJ-12 had an all-star cast, as well as Secretary of Defence Forrestal, there were the first three 
Directors of Central Intelligence, an Air Force General, an Army General, the Secretary of the Army and five of 
the US's most influential scientists. This was the cream of the US's military, scientific and intelligence 
communities. If there was to be a top-secret government group investigating UFOs, this would have been it. 


The Twelve Members 

1. Rear Admiral Roscoe Hillenkoetter : First Director of Central Intelligence (1947-50). In 
1960, he acknowledged there was a UFO cover-up. 

2. Dr Vannevar Bush : Chairman of the Joint Research and Development Board (1945-49). 

Advisor to the President, and key player in atomic bomb development. 

3. James Forrestal : First US Secretary Of Defence. In 1949 he had a mental breakdown and 
committed suicide (some conspiracy theorists believe he was murdered) replaced by 
General Walter Beddell Smith. 

4. Nathan Twining : Commander of Air Materiel Command at Wright Field and later, 

Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the US's highest military position. 

5. General Hoyt Vandenberq : Chief of Military Intelligence during World War II and second 
Director of Central Intelligence (1946-47). 

6. Dr Detlev Bronk : Biophysicist. Head of the National Academy of Science, and Chairman 
of the Medical Advisory Board of the Atomic Energy Committee. 

7. Dr Jerome Hunsaker : Renowned aircraft designer and Chairman of the National Advisory 
Committe on Aeronautics. 

8. Rear Admiral Sidney Souers : First Director of Central Intelligence (1946). Appointed first 
Executive Secretary of National Security Council in 1947. 

9. Gordon Gray : Assistant Secretary of the Army. Became the National Security Advisor and 
Director of CIA's Psychological Strategy Board. 

10. Dr Donald Menzel : Harvard Professor of Astrophysics, and debunker of UFOs. Held a 
Top Secret Ultra clearance and was a security advisor to several presidents. 

11. Major General Robert Montague : Head of the Special Weapons Project at the Atomic 
Energy Commission at Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

12. Dr Llovd Berkener : Executive Secretary of the Joint Research and Development Board. 

Member of the CIA-funded UFO Committee in 1950s. 

The only member in this list who seems out of place is Dr Donald Menzel, a Harvard University Astronomer. 
He had written three anti-UFO books and many papers debunking flying saucers. All but Menzel were known 
to have a high-level security clearance, and because of this many researchers were inclined to think that the 
MJ-12 documents were bogus. 

However in April 1986, Stanton Friedman was allowed access to Menzel's papers at the Harvard University 
Archives. He learned that Menzel had a 30-year association with the National Security Agency (NSA) and that 
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he also had a Top-Secret Ultra clearance with the CIA. It has also been proved that Menzel made numerous 
visits to New Mexico in 1947 and 1948, paid for by government expenses. 

The earliest reference to Majestic is in the memo supposedly sent by Truman to Forrestal. The memo, which 
names the President's science advisor Vannevar Bush, is dated 24th September, 1947. This happens to be 
the only day between May and December on which Truman met with Bush. Forrestal also met Bush that day, 
and this date is also significant in that it was the day after Nathan Twining, Commanding General of the Air 
Materiel Command (AMC), sent a secret memo to the Pentagon relating to 'flying discs'. In it Twining states, 
' The phenomenon reported is something real and not visionary or fictitious '. 

Also, a flight log from July 1947 shows that Twining had flown to New Mexico on 7th July, 1947. According to 
the briefing paper, this was the same day that 'a secret operation was began to assure recovery of the 
wreckage... for scientific study'. Could this be just coincidence? 

Genuine or fake, the MJ-12 documents are certainly the most intriguing to have surfaced in the history of 
UFOIogy. 


Intelligence Officer tells of personal experience with MJ 12 

The following file purports to give details of the MJ 12 papers, as well as explaining the many different code 
names given to Government Secret Projects . 

I Milton William Cooper . 1311 S. Highland #205, Fullerton, California, 92632, (714) 680-9537, 
do solemnly swear that the information contained in this file is true and correct to the best of my 
knowledge. I swear that I saw this information in 1972 in the performance of my duties as a 
member of the Intelligence Briefing Team of the Commander In Chief of the Pacific Fleet as a 
Petty Officer in the US Navy. I swear that I underwent hypnotic regression in order to make the 
information as accurate as possible. 

I swear that I can and will take a lie detector test or any other test of any reputable persons 
choosing in order to confirm this information. I swear that I can and will undergo hypnotic 
regression conducted by any reputable and qualified Doctor of any reputable persons choosing 
in order to confirm this information. I will not, however submit to any test or hypnosis by anyone 
who is now or has ever been connected with the Government in any capacity for obvious 
reasons. 

The following is brief listing of everything that I personally saw and know from 1972 and does not 
contain any input from any other source whatsoever. 

• MAJESTY was listed as the code word for the President of the United States for 
communications concerning this information. 

• OPERATION MAJORITY is the name of the operation responsible for every aspect, 
project, and consequence of alien presence on earth. 

• GRUDGE Contains 16 volumes of documented information collected from the beginning 
of the United States investigation of Unidentified Flying Objects (UFO's) and Identified 
Alien Crafts (IAC). The project was funded by CIA confidential funds (non-appropriated) 
and money from the illicit drug trade. Participation in the illegal drug trade was justified in 
that it would identify and eliminate the weak elements of our society. The purpose of 
project GRUDGE was to collect all scientific, technological, medical and intelligence 
information from UFO/IAC sightings and contacts with alien life forms. This orderly file of 
collected information has been used to advance the United States Space Program . 

• MJ-12 is the name of the secret control group. President Eisenhower commissioned a 
secret society known as THE JASON SOCIETY (JASON SCHOLARS) to sift through all 
the facts, evidence, technology, lies and deception and find the truth of the alien question. 
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The society was made up of 32 of the most prominent men in the country in 1972 and the 
top 12 members were designated MJ-12. MJ-12 has total control of everything. They are 
designated by the code J-1, J-2, J-3, etc all the way through the members of the Jason 
Society. 

The director of the CIA was appointed J-1 and is the Director of MJ-12. MJ-12 is 
responsible only to the President. MJ-12 runs most of the worlds illegal drug trade. This 
was done to hide funding and thus keep the secret from the Congress and the people of 
the United States. It was justified in that it would identify and eliminate the weak elements 
of our society. The cost of funding the alien connected projects is higher than anything 
you can imagine. 

• MJ-12 assassinated President Kennedy when he informed them that he was going to tell 
the public all the facts of the alien presence . He was killed by the Secret Service agent 
driving his car and it is plainly visible in the film held from public view. A secret meeting 
place was constructed for MJ-12 in MARYLAND and it was described as only accessible 
by air. It contains full living, recreational, and other facilities for MJ-12 and the JASON 
SOCIETY. It is code named "THE COUNTRY CLUB". Only those with TOP 
SECRET/MAJIC clearance are allowed to go there. 

• MAJI is the MAJORITY AGENCY FOR JOINT INTELLIGENCE . All information, 
disinformation, and intelligence is gathered and evaluated by this agency. This agency is 
responsible for all disinformation and operates in conjunction with the CIA, NSA, and the 
Defense Intelligence Agency. This is a very powerful organization and all alien projects 
are under its control. MAJI is responsible only to MJ-12. 

• SIGMA is the project which first established communications with the aliens and is still 
responsible for communications. 

• PLATO is the project responsible for Diplomatic relations with the aliens. This project 
secured a formal treaty (illegal under the Constitution) with the aliens. The terms were 
that the aliens would give us technology. In return we agreed to keep their presence on 
earth a secret, not to interfere in any way with their actions, and to allow them to abduct 
humans and animals. The aliens agreed to furnish MJ-12 with a list of abductees on a 
periodic basis. 

• MAJIC is the security classification and clearance of all alien connected material, 
projects, and information. MAJIC means MAJI controlled. 

• AQUARIUS is a project which compiled the history of alien presence and their interaction 
with Homo Sapiens upon this planet for the last 25,000 years and culminating with the 
Basque people who live in the mountainous country on the border of France and Spain 
and the Syrians . 

• GARNET is the project responsible for control of all information and documents regarding 
this subject and accountability of the information and documents. 

• PLUTO is a project to evaluate all UFO/IAC information pertaining to space technology. 

• POUNCE is the project formed to recover all downed/crashed craft and aliens. 

• REDLIGHT is the project to test fly recovered alien craft. It is conducted at AREA 51 
(DREAMLAND) in Nevada. It was aided when the aliens gave us craft and helped us fly 
them. The initial project was somewhat successful in that we flew a recovered craft but it 
blew up in the air and the pilots were killed. The project was suspended at that time until 
the aliens agreed to help us. 

• SNOWBIRD was established as a cover for project REDLIGHT . Several flying saucer 
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type craft were built using conventional technology. They were unveiled to the press and 
flown in front of the press. The purpose was to explain accidental sightings or disclosure 
of REDLIGHT as having been the SNOWBIRD craft. 

• LUNA is the alien base on the far side of the Moon. It was seen and filmed by the Apollo 
Astronauts. A base, a mining operation using very large machines, and the very large 
alien craft described in sighting reports as MOTHERSHIPS exist there. 

• NRO is the National Recon Organization based at Fort Carson . Colorado. It is responsible 
for security for all alien or alien craft connected projects. 

• DELTA is the designation for the specific arm of the NRO which is especially trained and 
tasked with security of these projects. 

• JOSHUA is a project to develop a low frequency pulsed sound generating weapon. It was 
said that this weapon would be effective against the alien craft and beam weapons. 

• EXCALIBUR is a weapon to destroy the alien underground bases. It is to be a missile 
capable of penetrating 1000 meters of Tufa/hard packed soil such as that found in New 
Mexico with no operational damage. Missile apogee not to exceed 30,000 feet AGL and 
impact must not deviate in excess of 50 meters from designated target. The device will 
carry a 1 megaton nuclear warhead. 

• ALIENS there were 4 types of aliens mentioned in the papers. 

o A LARGE NOSED GREY with whom we have the treaty 
o the GREY reported in abductee cases that works for the LARGE 
NOSED GREY 

o a blond human like type described as the NORDIC 
o a red haired human like type called the ORANGE 

• The home of the aliens were described as being a star in the Constellation of Orion, 
Barnards star, and Zeta Riticuli 1&2. I cannot remember even under hypnosis which alien 
belongs to which star. 

• EBE is the name or designation given to the live alien captured at the 1947 Roswell 
crash. He died in captivity. 

• KRLL OR KRLLL OR CRLL OR CRLLL pronounced Crill or Krill was the hostage left 
with us at the first Holloman landing as a pledge that the aliens would carry out their part 
of the basic agreement reached during that meeting. KRLL gave us the foundation of the 
yellow book which was completed by the guests at a later date. KRLL became sick and 
was nursed by Dr. G. Mendoza who became the expert on alien biology and medicine. 
KRLL later died. His information was disseminated under the pseudonym O.H. Cril or 
Crill. 

• GUESTS were aliens exchanged for humans who gave us the balance of the Yellow 
Book. At the time I saw the information there were only 3 left alive. They were called 
(ALF's) Alien Life Forms. 

• RELIGION The aliens claim to have created Homo Sapiens through hybridization. The 
papers said that RH- blood was proof of this. They further claimed to have created all of 
our major religions . They showed a hologram of the crucifixion of Christ which the 
Government filmed. They claim that Jesus was created by them. 

• ALIEN BASES exist in the four corners area of Utah, Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Nevada. Six bases were described in the 1972 papers, all on indian reservations and all 
in the four corners area. The base near Dulce was one of them. 
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• MURDER The documents stated that many military and government personnel had been 
terminated (murdered without due process of law) when they had attempted to reveal the 
secret. 

• CRAFT RECOVERIES The documents stated that many craft had been recovered. The 
early ones from Roswell, Aztec, Roswell again, Texas, Mexico, and other places. 

• GENERAL DOOLITTLE made a prediction that one day we would have to reckon with 
the aliens and the document stated that it appeared that General Doolittle was correct. 

• ABDUCTIONS were occurring long before 1972. The document stated that humans and 
animals were being abducted and or mutilated. Many vanished without a trace. They were 
taking sperm and ova samples, tissue, performed surgical operations, implanted a 
spherical device 40 to 80 microns in size near the optic nerve in the brain and all attempts 
to remove it resulted in the death of the patient. The document estimated that 1 in every 
40 people had been implanted. This implant was said to give the aliens total control of 
that human. 

• CONTINGENCY PLAN SHOULD THE INFORMATION BECOME PUBLIC OR SHOULD 

THE ALIENS ATTEMPT TAKEOVER 

This plan called for a public announcement that a terrorist group had entered the United 
States with an Atomic weapon. It would be announced that the terrorists planned to 
detonate the weapon in a major city. 

Martial Law would be declared and all persons with implants would be rounded up along 
with all dissidents and would be placed into concentration camps. The press, radio, and 
TV would be nationalized and controlled. Anyone attempting to resist would be arrested or 
killed. 

• CONTINGENCY PLAN TO CONTAIN OR DELAY RELEASE OF INFORMATION 

This plan called for the use of MAJESTIC TWELVE as a disinformation ploy to delay and 
confuse the release of information should anyone get close to the truth. It was selected 
because of the similarity of spelling and the similarity to MJ-12. It was designed to 
confuse memory and to result in a fruitless search for material which did not exist. 

• SOURCE OF MATERIAL CONTAINED IN THE DOCUMENTS WHICH I SAW 

The source of the material was an ONI counter intelligence operation against MJ-12 in 
order for the Navy to find out the truth of what was really going on. The Navy (at that time 
or at least the Navy that I worked for) were not participants in any of this. 

The different services and the government conduct this type of operation against each 
other all the time. The result of this operation was that the Navy cut themselves in for a 
piece of the action (technology) and control of some projects.

Cooper Lecture Transcript 


“For those of you who don’t know who I am, I was raised in a military family. My family, my 
ancestors, since they came to this country, have been government people. We have served in 
the military, we have been patriots, we have fought in all the wars, we care about this country 
and believe in the constitution of the United States. We know, as many people don’t know, that 
the Constitution of the United States of America IS the United States of America ! And that’s why 
we’ve always been ready ...to do the things needed ...to preserve and protect it. 

When I left home I went into the Air Force, the Strategic Air Command. As a child I’d heard 
stories from my father and pilots, other pilots, my father was a pilot, about Foo Fighters, UFO’s, 
strange craft that were not made on this Earth. And as a kid, you hear that in passing, and it’s 
neat, and you giggle about it, and you go out and play ‘Space Man’, and you forget it. 

When I was in the Air Force I met men who had participated in alien crashed-craft recoveries. 
Now this intrigued me; it interested me, but it was usually after quite a few bottles of beer that 
these stories would come out, and sometimes the next morning I couldn’t remember what the 
heck the guy said. 

When I left the Air Force I went into the Navy, and this is where everything began to happen for 
me. I had originally intended to just go from service to service and do something that very few 
people have ever done before. I was a very adventurous, very crazy ...young man, and I thought 
that that would be a pretty exciting life. I volunteered for submarines, and while on the 
submarine, U.S.S. Tyroot, SS-416, on a transit between the Portland/Seattle area and Pearl 
Harbor , which was our home port; the Pearl Harbor sub base, as the port lookout / saw a craft, 
saucer-shaped, the size of a Midway class carrier, aircraft carrier, for those of you who don’t 
know how big that is; it’s huge, come up out of the water approximately 2 14 nautical miles off the 
port bow, which is about 45 degrees to the left of the pointy end of the submarine. It tumbled 
slowly on its own axis, and went up into the clouds. It appeared to be moving slowly to me at a 
distance of 2 14 nautical miles but, in reality it was moving pretty fast because it came up out of 
the water, did a few tumbles and it was gone ! 

I then reported it to the officer of the deck. I didn’t tell him what it was that I saw because my 
Daddy didn’t raise no fools and in case nobody else saw it I didn’t want to be the only looney 
onboard the ship. So I asked the officer of the deck to help me cover that area, and he did, which 
is common for officers and lookouts to help each other while on bridge watch because they all 
hang together if something bad happens. After a few seconds of watching, the same craft, or 
another craft exactly like it, came down out of the clouds, tumbled again on its own axis, and 
went into the water. Ensign Ball, who was the officer of the deck, was literally shocked! What 
could I say? 

Seaman Dejeralimo, who was the starboard lookout, had also witnessed this, and ensign Ball 
called the captain to the bridge who was followed by the chief quartermaster who brought a 
35mm camera, and we watched for between 7 and 10 minutes the same craft, or different craft 
that looked exactly alike, enter and leave the water. It was an incredible show. I don’t know if 
they knew we were there, or if they even cared, but the craft did not glow, they were metal, they 
were machines without a doubt, they were obviously intelligently guided, they were HUGE, and 
having been in the Air Force and the Navy and knowing what it takes, I knew without a doubt, 
and know it today, that that machine was not made on the face of this Earth. Because there’s 
nothing that man can make, that can fly through the air at a speed like that, tumble on its own 
axis, and enter the water and effectively fly beneath the sea. 
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If you’ve ever been aboard an airplane and then gone aboard a submarine.I know there’s 

probably some of you in this room who have visited a submarine at one time or another.you 

can readily see just.without even any of the technicalities involved.how difficult such a thing 

would be to do. Where would it be built that size ? It was absolutely incredible. It changed my life 
because then all the stories that I’d heard all my life I knew were true, and I began seeing the 
world in a different light. 

It wasn’t long after that I was trained by Naval security in intelligence. I was sent to Viet Nam. I 
was assigned as a patrol boat captain, first in DaNang harbor, given a crew and a multi-million 
dollar patrol boat. My job was to gather intelligence from the people who lived around the harbor 
and the fishermen who transited the harbor, and maintain the safety and security of the harbor 
and the shipping. After about 5 months I was sent up North to the DMZ, to a place called Qua 
Vieaf [sp], on the Tacan [sp] river. Our base camp was at the river mouth. We were only 3 miles 
South of the North Vietnamese border and our job was to patrol the Tacan river from the river 
mouth to Dong Ha, and then up the Quang Tri cutoff to Quang Tri city, again to get to know the 
people on the bank, gather intelligence, and to patrol every night and maintain the safety and 
security of the river and the river traffic. 

It was while there that I discovered that there was a tremendous amount of UFO and alien 
activity in Viet Nam. It was always reported in official messages as ‘enemy helicopters.’ Now 
any of you who know anything about the Viet Nam war know that the North Vietnamese did not 
have any helicopters... especially after our first couple of air raids into North Viet Nam. Even if 
they had they would not have been so foolish as to bring them over the DMZ because that would 
have insured their demise. Our troops were fired on occasionally by these ‘enemy helicopters’; 
enemy troops were fired on occasionally by these ‘enemy helicopters,’ and occasionally people 
would disappear. And on one instance that I know for sure at least one entire village disappeared 
one night due to alien activity. The reason they used the term ‘enemy helicopters’ in messages 
and dispatches was that in Viet Nam you could be overrun at any time, no matter where you 
were. We did not bring crypto encoding equipment into Viet Nam. I’m talking about the 
machinery. What we did is we had crypto tables, and once every 24-hours those codes would be 
no good. So that’s what we used. Also, because of the inability to use crypto transmitting 
equipment, we had to devise code words such as ‘enemy helicopters.’ 

When I left Viet Nam I was eventually attached to the headquarters staff of the Commander in 
Chief of the United States Pacific Fleet at Macalappa, [sp] Hawaii, which is a little hill 
overlooking Pearl Harbor. It’s a beautiful white building up there, and I was specifically attached 

to the Intelligence Briefing Team of the Commander in Chief of the United States Pacific 
Fleet. 

It was during this tour of duty that, in the course of my duties, documents were placed in my 
hands that were so unbelievable and so incredible that it took me quite a while to adjust to the 
fact that what I was seeing was real. Now for those of you who don’t understand how I could 
come to see this information let me give you a little short course in security clearance and “the 
need to know” and how you get to see classified information if you’re in the military or in the 
government, it doesn’t matter which, the rules are the same. 

Number One: you need a security clearance, and you’ve got to have clearance at the level that 
the information you want to see is classified at. In this instance it was classified Top Secret, 
Magic, Restricted Information,’ which I came to find out later is the highest security 
classification in the nation. To get that type of clearance, all you have to have is a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation background check, which takes about six months and they send 
federal agents to your home, to your old schools, to all your teachers, to your friends, to 
everybody you put down on your security clearance forms, to all your old addresses, your 
neighbors, everybody that you’ve worked for, and it’s embarrassing because they don’t tell them 
what they’re checking on. They just show them their identification and start asking questions and 
that’s when you find out who’s your friend and who’s not, because a lot of people get scared and 
think, ‘Bill must’ve just robbed a bank and I’m not talkin’ to him anymore.’ 

Now once you get that, it’s called a ‘B.I.’ and for those of you who have received a copy of my 
service record, look on the first page, the DD Form 214 where it says ‘Security Clearance,' you 
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will see the term ‘B./.’That’s a Bureau of Investigation’ clearance. [Note: The author of this 
piece apparently does not know that “S./.” stands for “Background Investigation”. CSW] Now 
at that point, you have the clearance for everything including Top Secret and above. What 
determines what you get to see is ‘your need to know’, and the job that you have determines 
what your need to know is. 

I was assigned to the Intelligence Briefing Team of the Commander in Chief of the United States 
Pacific Fleet, who had to know everything concerning his area of operations which was one-half 
of the Earth’s surface; the Indian ocean, the Pacific ocean, and all the land masses in between. 
Believe it or not, if we ever go to war, it’s the United States Navy that strikes the first blow and 
attempts to keep the enemy at bay while we can get ourselves together, at least historically. 
Nuclear weapons have kind of done away with that concept, but military commanders like to talk 
about it anyway. 

Because of this, you have no conception of the amount of material and information that an area 
commander has to know. It’s unbelievable, and he has to keep track of this, he has to keep on 
top of it. He has to know what’s happening, he has to make the right decisions. Because it’s 
almost humanly impossible for anyone to do that, they have what’s called a briefing team, and 
it’s our job to make sure that he has the correct information, all the time, on a 24-hour basis. And 
every morning, between 8 and 9 AM, we would give a briefing which covered everything that 
happened in the previous 24 hours, and everything scheduled to happen in the next 24 hours, 
and all the pertinent intelligence reports that we had received since the last briefing that he 
needed to know and that his staff members needed to know. Occasionally we would get 
messages marked Top Secret, Magic, Restricted Information,' and it would be coded in such a 
way that all you had were answers to questions which you didn’t now what the questions were so 
you really didn’t know what the message was all about. 

But eventually I found myself in possession, holding two documents; one called ‘ Project 
Grudge ,’ another one called ‘Operation Majority.’ Project Grudge contained the history of 
alien involvement since around 1936, and it began talking about Germany’s involvement wjth 
a clashed djsk that they had recovered in 1936 and were attempting to duplicate the 
technology. They were not successful despite what all these Nazi hunters want to tell you. If they 
had been successful, we would not have won the war, because you cannot beat those weapons ! 
You cannot out-fly those craft! You can’t even think about it with conventional aircraft. If 
Germany had been successful, we would now have a German flag up in front of this podium. 

They did make some headway. When we went into Penemunde, we captured documents, we 
got some scientists [and] we got some hardware. The Russians also got some documents, some 
scientists and some hardware. It wasn’t until 1947 that we were able to capture a craft, a whole 
craft, not all together but it was everything. That occurred near the city of Roswell, New Mexico. 
There were dead aliens recovered from the craft. In Project Grudge I saw photographs of these 
dead aliens [and] of the craft. I saw photographs of live aliens. I saw photographs of 

autopsies.of internal organs, I saw photographs of the alien designated ‘E.B.’[ or Ebe] who 

was held in captivity from 1949 until June the 2nd, 1952 when he died. I saw the history of what 
they had been able to put together [at that time], from incidents in the 1800’s which involved 
aliens and their craft. 

I saw the names of projects. I saw a project that was to fly recovered alien craft that had been 
recovered intact and undamaged, and some of them were recovered intact and undamaged, and 
how that happened I have no idea. It was called Project Redlight,’ and was first conducted from 
the Tonopah Test Range in the Nevada Test Site and then was moved to a specially built area, 
ordered built by President Eisenhower, called ‘ Area-57 .’ code named ‘Dreamland,’ in the 
Groom [sp] dry lake area of the Nevada Test Site, by secret executive order. It doesn’t exist 
officially. If you ask anyone, or if you write letters to the government, they will tell you it doesn’t 
exist. However, if you go out there at several places and see it, fly outside the boundaries and 
look down and see it, you know it’s there, but according to the government it doesn’t exist. 

The project to test fly these craft was ongoing until sometime in 1962 when a craft blew up not 
far from the test sight, in the air, and the explosion was seen over a three-state area. The pilots 
were killed. They [the government] had no idea what had happened or why the craft blew up, but 
they put Project Redlight on hold until a later date when the aliens supplied us with 3 craft and

personnel to help us learn how to fly them craft. That project is ongoing [now] and we now have 
not only alien craft that we are flying, we have craft we have built, using the captured 
technology, and some of the UFO’s that people report seeing in the United States, and maybe 
even elsewhere, are flown by United States personnel. 

That may come as a shock to you. We have technology ‘way beyond the limits of what we have 
been told. A lot of our development technologically since the end of World War II has been due 
to the exchange of technology which occurs in the area called ‘Area-51’ on a regular basis 
...ongoing. 

When James Oberth [Professor Oberth] retired, many of you don’t know who he is.not too 

many space people in here. Professor Oberth was probably one of the greatest rocket 
scientists and space commentists that ever lived. When he retired, the government gave him a 
special award. There was a press conference, all kinds of ceremony, and when he got up to 
speak he said, ‘Gentlemen,’ {and I quote professor Oberth} he said, ‘Gentlemen, we cannot take 
credit for all the technological developments that we have had in the last decade. We have had 
help .’ and that’s where he stopped. 

One of the reporters raised his hand and said, 

‘Professor Oberth, can you tell us what other country helped us?’ 

He said, 

‘It was those little guys from out in space,' and then he got down and and would 
not comment any further. Now remember, this occurred in 1959 ! I can go on 
and on but time doesn’t allow it. 

I will tell you ladies and gentlemen that there are all kinds of things going on all the time. We are 
making rapid progress in exposing this. Since I have begun talking, people have been coming 

out of the woodwork at a rapid rate.people who know and have pieces of this puzzle, and are 

helping us to put it together, because I don’t have all the answers. I saw an awful lot of material. I 
have remembered an awful lot of it. I have probably, in my remembering, made some mistakes, 
but I guarantee you they’re minor ones, if I have. 

We have just recently.for those of you who didn’t believe that the Jason Society of the Jason 

Scholars - the secret group existed.we now have a letter from the Pentagon with 51 names 

of the Jason Scholars .an admission from the Pentagon that they hold the highest security 

clearances in the nation.an admission from the Pentagon that they hold the protocol rank of 

Rear Admiral and are treated as such on any military installation or in any government office. 
There are 6 Nobel Prize winners on that list ! They are the elite of the elite of the scientific world. 
They are the only ones who really know the truth about the technology today and about the real 

science of physics because the science that we’re being taught all the time.well, if you send 

your kids to college to learn physics, you’re wasting your money because they’re teaching them 
stuff that doesn’t work. It’s not true; it’s not real. Gravity is not what we think it is. There IS a 
Unified Theory ! We already know what it is. It’s what makes those [space] craft work. It’s 
absolutely incredible what’s going on. 

How many of you keep up with Billy Goodman's show on KVEG out of Las Vegas ? For those 
of you who don’t, I would try tuning in on any night between 10:00 PM and 1:00 AM. It’s 840 on 
your AM dial, and the subject every night are those subjects that no other media person in the 
United States will touch with a 10-foot pole. Every single night except Saturday night. It’s the only 
show that you can call in and talk to another caller. You’ve got 3 minutes to say whatever you 
want to say as long as you don’t cuss or swear or slander anyone, and every night they’re 
helping to expose this. 

When John Lear and I first said what was going on out at Groom Lake everybody said, ‘You’re 
nuts, there’s nothing going on out at Groom Lake!’The listeners of the Billy Goodman radio 

show put together an excursion and went up to Groom Lake and they all.ever since.every 

night, they go up there and watch them test fly the alien craft ...every night! The first night they 
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had 100 people there. And 100 people saw 4 alien craft fly, doing things that no airplane and no 
helicopter can do. Now they don’t tell us anymore that there’s nothing happening at Groom Lake. 
What they tell us now is there’s no such thing as aliens, it’s all government secret projects. That’s 
okay because we’ll prove that wrong too eventually, it just takes awhile. Because where we 
WERE.it’s not where we’re AT, and I’m really happy about that. 

Now, if you want to see what’s happening right now, keep watching your movies, keep watching 
your television commercials, your alien programs on television. Read Whitley Streeper’s 
‘Majestic’ which is a part of the contingency plan called ‘Majestic’ to test the reaction of the 
population to the presence of aliens on the Earth . I have just finished my study of Whitley 
Streeper’s book ‘Majestic,’ and I’m gonna tell you right now that most of the documents in there, 
that he says are fiction, are real documents that came right out of Project Grudge. It is part of 
the government’s campaign to leak information out in ways that they can always deny that it’s 
real. There’s only one thing wrong with the information in that book... The stories of the 
characters in there I know nothing about. 

What I’m talking about are the supposed government documents that he has in that book. I’m 
telling you tonight they’re real. Those are some of the same documents that I saw in Project 
Grudge back between 1970 & 1973, and where we have wondered before, now we know that 
Whitley Streeper IS working for the government . We had a suspicion anyway because in the 
front of his book he states that he got information and was helped by the research team of 
Moore, Shanderey, and Friedman. William Moore has publicly admitted on July the 1st that he 
is an agent of the United States Government , and we know that the others are, too. 

This is gonna come out, and the reason they’re doing it the way they’re doing it is they know 
eventually you’re gonna find out that it’s all true and real. They’re desensitizing you so that you’re 

not shocked... so that there’s no collapse of society as we know it.so that the religious 

structure doesn’t fall to pieces... so that the stock market doesn’t go crazy, because these were 
their original fears. Now, there’s nothing we can do about the last one because it’s already 
happened. There will be a segment of the population that worships the aliens, even though 

they’re no different than us.they’re just from somewhere else, and they may look a little 

different. They are not gods. But there are already people worshiping the aliens and they 
predicted this would happen when they slapped the secret stamp all over all this stuff. 

You know, there’s really nothing wrong with what’s been happening except for 3 things.” [Cooper 
forgets to mention the 3rd thing, or was sidetracked, or included it into the 2nd thing.] “Number 
one, when they decided to keep it secret they needed to finance it, they couldn’t tell the public so 
they couldn’t tell Congress. They decided to finance it with the importation and sale of drugs. 

Now in the documents that I read, in Operation Majority, it specifically stated that when George 
Bush was the president and CEO of Zapata [sp] Oil, he, in conjunction with the CIA, organized 
the first large scale drug importation into this country from South and Central America by fishing 
boat to the offshore oil platforms of Zapata Oil and then from there into the beach, thus 
bypassing all Customs inspections and law enforcement inspections of any kind. They are still 
bringing in drugs, to a limited extent, in this manner. 

Another manner is by CIA contract aircraft which, one of their bases of landing is Homestead 
Air Force Base in Florida. We have affidavits from air controllers who have vectored the planes 
in; who have made sure that they’re not interfered with in any way. We have affidavits from 
personnel at Homestead Air Force Base who say the planes have been met by Zeb Bush, 
who’s George Bush’s son. We have affidavits from people who work in the Gulf of Mexico, in the 
offshore oil business, who say ‘yes indeed, the drugs are coming in, at least some of them, from 
the offshore oil platforms.’” 

From the audience came a clear statement, 

“Just say no ?” 

“Pardon? Right! Just Say No! Well that’s what we’re gonna do ladies and gentlemen with your 
help ...we are going to say NO, no more! And you gotta do it; you gotta act. You either gotta act, 
or watch your country go down the tubes.” 
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“Now, that’s one of the things that’s wrong. The next thing that’s wrong is, to keep the secret, 
they killed a lot of people who tried to leak it out. And if I hadn’t done it the way that I did it, you 
wouldn’t be seeing me anywhere standing or walking on this Earth now. They killed President 
Kennedy and during the workshop, for those of you haven’t seen the tape, I will show you, on 
the tape, who shot the President and why. Between 70 and 73, in Operation Majority it stated 
verbatim that President Kennedy ordered MJ-12 to cease the importation and sale of drugs to 
the American people, that he ordered them to implement a plan to reveal the presence of aliens 
to the American people within the following year. 

His assassination was ordered by the policy committee of the Biiderbergers . MJ-12 
implemented the plan and carried it out in Dallas. It involved agents of the CIA, Division 5 of the 
FBI, the Secret Service, and the Office of Naval Intelligence. President Kennedy was killed 
by the driver of his car , his name was William Greer. He used a recoilless, electrically operated, 
gas-powered assassination pistol that was specially built by the CIA to assassinate people at 
close range. It fired an explosive pellet which injected a large amount of shellfish poison into the 
brain, and that is why, in the documents, it states that President Kennedy’s brain was removed . 

If you’ve studied the case, you will find that indeed his brain disappeared . The reason for that is 
so that they would not find the particles of the exploding pellet or the shellfish poison in his 
brain which would have proved conclusively that Lee Harvy Oswald was NOT the assassin. In 
fact, Lee Harvy Oswald never fired a shot. He was the patsy.” 

Mr. Cooper paused briefly, and a lady in the audience asked the obvious question, 

“Why haven’t YOU been assassinated?” 

“If they were to kill me right now, what would you think?” 

Cooper posed. 

“That it’s the truth,” several people chimed. 

“I’ve got ’em right where I want ’em. If they touch me, everyone who’s ever heard me talk is 
gonna be absolutely enraged and is gonna know that everything I’ve said is true. As long as they 
don’t touch me there’s gonna be some of you who are always gonna be wondering. But 
eventually we’re gonna bring enough proof out, and if you’re here during the workshop you’re 
gonna see an awful lot of it that’s gonna prove to you that it’s true. It’s real. And it’s happening!” 

“Okay, I’ve tried to cover a lot of stuff, just briefly, because there’s no time in 45 minutes to get 
into anything very much.” 

Mr. Cooper then announced the scheduled workshop session the following day in which tangible proofs could 
be seen but regrettably, I was unable to attend. He then opened up the floor to questions and answers. A 
muffled question was barely heard coming from the front of the room which in essence asked, 

“What about all the people in the press and others who were in Dallas and who saw the 
assassination? Couldn’t they tell where the shot came from, why didn’t they come forward? 

There must have been plenty.” 

“There was. We know that there was at least 18 who were all murdered within 2 years of the 
event . The odds of that happening are 1 in 300,000 trillion,” Cooper replied. 

Again a muffled question, 

“Why did the DRIVER have to shoot Kennedy?” 

“Because the other fools missed! There were a total of 3 shots fired at President Kennedy, one 
hit him in the throat and didn’t kill him and 2 of them hit John Connelly [sp]. The one that was 
fired from the grassy knoll hit the President in the throat. The other 2 shots came from directly 
behind the limousine, not the school book depository building, and hit Governor Connelly. 

Governor Connelly, in intelligence community circles, is known as a ‘can do’ man, because he 
took 2 hits and still kept his mouth shut.” 
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“How is it that the driver, sitting on the front, left-hand side of the car was able to blow off the 
right side of Kennedy’s brain when the bullet actually entered in, and it would have been virtually 
impossible...” another person asked. 

Mr. Cooper seized the gist of his question and injected, 

“For those of you who have been listening to all these talk show hosts, whose job it is to be a talk 
show host, and who have not done any legitimate research into this, if you come to the 
workshop, I will show you, on the tape, how it was done. You will see that Kennedy was, in fact 
slumped over against Jackie. His head was turned [this direction]. It was very simple. It was 
easy and you will see it with your own eyes.” 

Another muffled, off-mike question from a member of the audience inquiring why no one else had come 
forward with the information Mr. Cooper was disseminating, and why those who knew it had kept it secret for 
so long was quickly answered, 

“It hasn’t been, I’m talkin’ about it now. Bill English was talkin’ about it 8 years ago but 
everybody laughed at Bill English. John Lear’s been talkin’ about it for 3 years and everybody 
laughed at him. Now there’s so many people have been talkin’ about it, people are startin’ to 
listen and it’s about time. Because it’s about time we that we quit being fools, and that’s exactly 
what they think we are and we prove it to them every day.” 

Almost all of the questions from the audience were to faint to hear. The next one dealt with the alien 
technology and asked in essence, 

“Hasn’t any one else [other than the government] come up with the energy technology that the 
aliens have?” 

to which Mr. Cooper answered, 

“There’s been quite a few people who’ve come up with it and they’ve ALL been stopped, and 
they’ll all continue to be stopped. Because once you have it you have FREE ENERGY. Once you 
have free energy they no longer have power over you. You understand? That’s why they stop it.” 

Another question asking, 

“In the film of the assassination which was examined greatly by experts, why didn’t THEY 
conclude that Kennedy’s driver shot him?”, 

to which Cooper asked, 

“Examined by WHO greatly?”, and continued, “Most of the film that you can purchase has that 
segment cut out, and you can always tell it by the person running in the background, they’ll run 
up to here... all of a sudden they’ll be down here... running. You will see in most of the clips that 
you’ve ever seen on television, or in the movies, or that you’re able to get your hands on, you’ll 
see William Greer start to turn like this...”, 

then a muffled comment from the audience, then Cooper answered, 

“That’s because they clipped it out! And on a lot of them, I’ll bet you.most of you.every 

time you’ve seen the clip on television, you never looked at the driver anyway. If you’re really 
honest with yourself, and with me, you know your eyes were right on Kennedy.” 

A woman asked if any of the alien technology was being used in present-day military equipment and was 
answered, 

“Yes, there’s a lot of alien technology contained in the Stealth bomber. That’s right. The Stealth 
fighter was flying for 10 years before you even knew it existed.” 
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As the hour drew late another question, more clearly stated, was asked of Mr. Cooper by a woman closer to 
my ears, 

“Before you let us all out of here, there’s a bunch of us here wondering what can we all do to 
help bring this all out?” 

A single word, 

“REVOLT” issued from several listeners simultaneously but Cooper responded, “Don’t revolt. 

What you need to do is what you should have been doing all along. You need to get involved 
with your government. The first thing you need to do is purchase a copy of the Constitution, 
which I know that most of you don’t have anywhere in your house, and if I were to go around this 
room and ask each person what the Constitution says, most of you couldn’t tell me what the 
Constitution says from your grocery bill. And that’s the truth ! And that IS your country ! So, if you 
don’t know what your Constitution is, you’re dead already ! So the first thing you do is you get a 
copy of your Constitution. The second thing you do is you learn it! 

The third thing you do is you start calling your senators and your representatives, and the 
President of the United States and you start leaning on them, and you tell them, ‘Unless you 
straighten up the government, and unless we start getting the truth, and I mean the whole truth, 
and no more of this baloney, this’s the last job you’re ever gonna have, period ! And I’ll do 
everything in my power to make sure that comes true.’ And then write them, frequently, saying 
the same thing. And then when they’re in your area, in their area offices, take a little delegation 
and go see them, and make them understand that they’re gonna be living in poverty because 
they’re not gonna have a job anymore come election day. You see, the secret government may 
own the Executive Branch, but you people, all of us, we own the Congress, and the Congress 
makes the laws, and the Congress can impeach the entire Executive Branch ! You also have the 
right to petition the government for a redress of injuries. So you ARE powerful, you’ve just 
forgotten that you’re powerful. You’ve forgotten that that voting that you haven’t been doing every 

time election comes around.that vote you didn’t make has abdicated your power. That vote 

you did not cast abdicated your power and gave it to those who are subverting the Constitution 
and are ruining this country.” 

A gentleman then asked, 

“What was traded to the aliens for their technology?” 

“People and animals,” replied Cooper succinctly. 

Another man asked, 

“Is the Soviet Union in on any of this?” 

“The Soviet Union and the United States of America have been close allies since the end of 
World War II and have been closely participating in the secret space program all this time. The 
Soviets have the same thing we have. Yes. What you see happening in the Soviet block right 
now is not the result of people standing up and saying, ‘We want to be free.’ It’s the result of the 
international bankers saying, ‘You tear down these barriers, and you meet the West halfway, 
give your people some freedom, the West is gonna take some freedom away from their people 

so that we can put together a one-world economic system.and have all the power. That’s 

what’s happening! If you don’t believe it, stick around and watch it!” 

A dubious woman then asked, 

“Why was the shellfish poison necessary? A lot of his brain was blown off anyway.” 

Cooper: “The shellfish poison ? If you go to kill someone, one thing I’ve learned.... I learned it 

real good. I learned it especially good when I went to Viet Nam.just ‘cause you shoot 

someone doesn’t mean they’re gonna die. And if they don’t die, they’re gonna be MAD. And if 
they’ve got a gun, you’re dead. So you want the first time to be the last time. So if you really want 
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to to kill somebody you don’t play around. If you REALLY want to kill somebody ...you KILL them 
! You don’t play. You make sure that when you shoot them, they’re dead. That way they can’t 
hurt you.can’t hurt you at all.” 

Regrettably, the next question was totally unintelligible, I was thankful however that Mr. Cooper had a good 
public address system to amplify his reply, 

“ The first moon landing was May the 22nd. 1962 ... or excuse me, that was the first landing on 
Mars. I’m sorry, May the 22nd, 1962 was the winged probe that used a hydrazine propeller, flew 
around approximately 3 orbits and landed on May the 22nd, 1962, was a joint United States- 

Russian endeavor. The first time that we landed on the moon was sometime during the. 

probably middle 50’s , because at the time when President Kennedy stated that he wanted a 
man to set foot on the moon by the end of the decade we already had a base there.” 

“What about Mars?" came another quick question. 

“We have a base on Mars also,” Cooper calmly replied. 

“When did that happen?” 

“I don’t know the exact date but I know the project’s name. It was ‘Adam and Eve'." 

“How long have you known about this?” 

“Well, I revealed it publicly for the first time on July the 2nd, 1989, and within 3-weeks of the time 
I revealed it publicly, the government, to get the American people not to listen to me, came out 
and said that they planned to build a base on the moon and a colony on Mars. Now, 3 days 
previous to my speech, representatives from NASA said, ‘We can never have a colony on Mars, 
it’s impossible that there’s a colony on Mars because Mars is a dead planet.’ And it’s NOT a 
dead planet, they’ve lied to you about Mars." 

“My name is Dave [unintelligible], I’m a representative of the Crystic Institute, and I’d like to know 
why it was that when we sent a representative down to your home, at your request, you failed to 
produce any documentation to substantiate your allegations.” 

“In the first place it was NOT at my request, I have never contacted the Crystic Institute in my life. 

I was on the Carol Hemingway Show. She contacted the Crystic Institute. She told Daniel 
Shehan [sp] that I had just said something about Bush and drugs on her show. HE called ME 
and told me he wanted to send an investigator. In fact, he told me to even help the investigator 
because he was new at the job. His name was Wayne Nelson. He is a very good gentleman. He 
stayed at my house for 2 days, slept overnight on my couch, I gave him everything I had. I never 
told Daniel Shehan that I had any documents and I never told Wayne Nelson that I had any 
documents. In fact what I told Wayne Nelson, and I quote, ‘Wayne, if I did have the documents I 
couldn’t admit it and I don’t know you from Adam, and I don’t know Daniel Shehan from Adam 
and what makes you think I would give them to you.’ Who am I going to give them to and how 
quick are they going to disappear, that was my thought. Wayne Nelson also came to my house 
with a stack of documents this thick already substantiating the presence of aliens and 
extraterrestrial craft on this planet, and they are keeping it a secret, because they’re afraid 
somebody’ll laugh at them and they’ll loose their credibility.” 

“We need some patriots in this country, not people trying to make a name for themselves, trying 
to expose some drug runners, because those are just the bag-men. The real crook is in the 
White House! And you can tell THAT to Daniel Shehan!” 

“Why didn’t Jackie Kennedy report [the source of the lethal shot]?” asked another audience 
member.

A Seminar on MAJIC 12 


“Wasn’t the craft at Roswell, New Mexico destroyed and all the aliens killed?" another young 
man asked. 

“All the aliens were dead but the craft was not completely destroyed. It was severely damaged; 
yes.” 

On an unrelated note an older gentleman asked, 

“Does that mean that ‘Alternative 3’ is true?” 

“Alternative 3 is absolutely true and so is ‘Alternative 2’.” 

Then a man in his late 20’s or early 30’s raised his hand, said something I couldn’t hear, and was apparently 
recognized by Mr. Cooper, who asked him to take the podium and address the audience. 

“What I said was that I thanked him [Cooper] very much for coming forward and saying 
something. A lot of my friends out here know that I was involved in the United States Special 
Forces, UFO Tracking and Research from the years 1971 to 1975. My name is Richard 
Murray, I was based out of the 71st Tac Controll Flight, McDill Air Force Base, Tampa, Florida. 

We were ‘Mobile Radar Command,’ that was combat and war ready. 

We could be loaded on aircraft within an hour and many times were taken into areas [to] set up 
radar. A lot of times we were set up around Egland [sp] Air Force Base because that’s where 
they have the ‘Altered Temperature Weather Control’, where they can test various aircraft for 
their shrinkage and their dimension change during altered temperature. So, you know, I was told 
to shut up twice in 1982 and they finally threatened my parents life so I stayed quiet, and, that’s 
when Wendel Stevens was taken off the streets... Just like that! And I hid for quite awhile, and 
decided to come back out when I heard that you’re [Cooper] of such high rank as you were, and 
I felt just in saying that your credentials are true, and that what you have to say, everything 
you’ve said here today, I’ve heard before behind closed doors. And you’ve really tied the link for 
me to the Kennedy killing. And there’s a few more links that have to go on with the Colombia 
Cartel and the money laundering. I think there’s more than one cartel involved, and they’re 
shutting one of them down so one can maintain a power, it just seems to be the way it works.” 

A muffled question then came from someone in the audience regarding the person referred to as “Colonel 
Stevens.” 

“Oh, Colonel Stevens is out of jail now,” replied Murray who was quickly asked another 
question I couldn’t hear to which he answered, “I sure hope to hell so, he is a wonderful man and 
I give him my utmost respect and it was one of the saddest days in my life to see what happened 
to him happen to him. But I don’t care what they say about Wendel Stevens, in my heart you 
can’t discredit that man to me.

1: Declare Martial Law and invalidate the Constitution on the premise that a terrorist group had 
entered the country with a Nuclear weapon with plans to detonate it in a major city. All dissidents 
would be rounded up and placed in concentration camps and the press and media would be 
nationalized. All this, if the information becomes public before they want it to or if the aliens 
attempt a takeover 

2: Another contingency plan to contain or delay the release of this information, the details of 
which I am probably wrong about anyway. 

My own personal reaction to Milton William Cooper; Mr. Cooper is a man who appears to be in his late 
forties, of medium height and weight, and was dressed casually when I saw him. His hairline was receding 
slightly and he carried himself with confidence and purpose. Bill Cooper, as he was called by several in 
attendance, is not a professional speaker. His presentation lacked the polish of repeated deliveries which all 
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the other lectures I heard during the Expo, had, but what it lacked in fine tuning was easily made up for in its 
content. Whether or not everyone in the audience was convinced of his sincerity I do not know, but the 
thunderous peal of applause which exploded as he concluded the session spoke for me and the majority of 
those in attendance. I am convinced beyond any reasonable doubt that Bill Cooper believes everything he 
said, and I’m about as skeptical as they come.

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The following letter is considered to be of fundamental 
importance to the CIA's responsibility in collecting UFO 
Intelligence and redefines the authority of the DCI. This 
letter was written in 1962, signed by President Kennedy, and 
directed to John A. McCone, who succeeded Allen W. Dulles as 
Director in late 1961. Prior to this letter, uncertainty had 
prevailed among the various units in the UFO intelligence 
community as to whether the DCI was simply head of another 
agency or chief of the entire system. The letter reaffirms 
that the Director is both the President's personal 
representative and the government's chief intelligence officer. 


In carrying out your newly assigned duties as Director of 
Central Intelligence it is my wish that you serve as the 
Government's principal foreign intelligence officer, and as 
such that you undertake, as an integral part of your 
responsibility, the coordination and effective guidance of the 
total United states foreign intelligence effort. As the 
Government's principal intelligence officer, you will assure 
the proper coordination, correlation, and evaluation of 
intelligence from all sources and its prompt dissemination to 
me and to other recipients as appropriate. In fulfillment of 
these tasks I shall expect you to work closely with the heads 
of all departments and agencies having responsibilities in the 
foreign intelligence field. 

In coordinating and guiding the total intelligence effort, you 
will serve as Chairman of the United States Intelligence Board, 
with a view to assuring the efficient and effective operation 
of the Board and its associated bodies. In this connection I 
note with approval that you have designated your deputy to 
serve as a member of the Board, thereby bringing to the Board's 
deliberations the relevant facts and judgements of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
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With the heads of the Departments and Agencies concerned you 
will maintain a continuing review of the programs and activities 
of all U.S. agencies engaged in foreign intelligence activities 
with a view to assuring efficiency and effectiveness and to 
avoiding undesirable duplication. 

As head of the Central Intelligence Agency, while you will 
continue to have over-all responsibility for the Agency, I shall 
expect you to delegate to your principal deputy, as you may deem 
necessary, so much of the direction of the detailed operation of 
the Agency as may be required to permit you to carry out your 
primary task as Director of Central Intelligence. 

It is my wish that you keep me advised from time to time as to 
your progress in the implementation of this directive and as to 
any recommendations you may have which would facilitate the 
accomplishment of these objectives.

Background on Majestic - World Exposed

During the years following World War II the Government of the United States was confronted with a series 
of events which were to change beyond prediction its future and with it the future of humanity. These 
events were so incredible that they defied belief. A stunned President Truman and his top military 
Commanders found themselves virtually impotent after having just won the most devastating and costly 
war in history. The United States had developed, used, and was the only nation on earth in possession of 
the Atomic Bomb which alone had the potential to destroy any enemy, and even the Earth itself. At that 
time the United States had the best economy, the most advanced technology, the highest standard of 
living, exerted the most influence, and fielded the largest and most powerful military forces in history. We 
can only imagine the confusion and concern when the informed elite of the United States Government 
discovered that an alien spacecraft piloted by insect like beings from a totally incomprehensible culture had 
crashed in the desert of New Mexico. 

Between January 1947 and December 1952 at least 16 crashed or downed alien craft, 65 alien bodies, 
and 1 live alien were recovered. An additional alien craft had exploded and nothing was recovered from 
that incident. Of these incidents, 13 occurred within the borders of the United States not including the craft 
which disintegrated in the air. Of these 13,1 was in Arizona, 11 were in New Mexico, and 1 was in 
Nevada. Three occured in foreign countries. Of those 1 was in Norway, and the last 2 were in Mexico. 
Sightings of UFO’s were so numerous that serious investigation and debunking of each report became 
impossible utilizing the existing intelligence assets. 

An alien craft was found on February 13,1948 on a mesa near Aztec, New Mexico. Another craft was 
located on March 25,1948 in Hart Canyon near Aztec, New Mexico. It was 100 feet in diameter. A total of 
17 alien bodies were recovered from those two craft. Of even greater significance was the discovery of a 
large number of human body parts stored within both of these vehicles. A demon had reared its ugly head 
and paranoia quickly took hold of everyone then ‘in the know’. The secret lid immediately became an 
Above Top Secret lid and was screwed down tight. The security blanket was even tighter than that 
imposed upon the Manhattan Project. In the coming years these events were to become the most closely 

guarded secrets in the history of the world. A special group of America’s top scientists were organized and 
the name Project Sign in December of 1947 to study the phenomenon. The whole nasty business was 
contained within the shroud of secrecy. Project Sign evolved into Project Grudge in December of 1948. A 
low level collection and disinformation project named Blue Book was formed under Grudge. 16 volumes 
were to come out of Grudge including the controversial “Grudge 13" which I and Bill English saw, read, 
and revealed to the public. “Blue Teams” were put together to recover the crashed disks and dead or alive 
aliens. The Blue Teams were later to evolve into Alpha Teams under Project Pounce. 

During these early years the United States Air Force and the CIA exercised complete control over the Alien 
Secret. In fact the CIA was formed by Presidential Executive Order first as the Central Intelligence Group 
for the express purpose of dealing with the alien presence. Later the National Security Act (NSA) was 
established to oversee the intelligence community and especially the alien endeavor. A series of National 
Security Council memos and Executive Orders removed the CIA from the sole task of gathering foreign 
intelligence and slowly but thoroughly ‘legalized’ direct action in the form of covert activities at home and 
abroad. 

On December 9,1947, Truman approved issuance of NSC-4, entitled “Coordination of Foreign Intelligence 
Information Measures” at the urging of Secretaries Marshall, Forrestal, Patterson, and the director of the 
State Department’s Policy Planning Staff, Kennan. The Foreign and Military Intelligence, Book 1, “Final 
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Report of the Select Committee to Study Gover- nmental operations with respect to Intelligence Activities.” 
United States Senate, 94th Congress, 2nd Session, Report No. 94-755, April 26, 1976, page 49 states: 
“This directive enpowered the secretary of state to coordinate overseas information activities designed to 
counter communism. A top secret annex to NSC-4, NSC-4A, instructed the director of Central Intelligence 
to undertake covert psychological activities in pursuit of the aims set forth in NSC-4. The initial authority 
given the CIA for covert operations under NSC-4A did not establish formal procedures for either 
coordinating or approving these operations. It simply directed the DCI to “undertake covert actions and 
ensure, through liaison with State and Defense, that the resulting operations were consistent with American 
policy.” 

Later NSC-10/1 and NSC-10/2 were to supersede NSC-4 and NSC-4A and expand the covert abilities 
even further. The Office of Policy Coordination (OPC) was chartered to carry out an expanded program of 
covert activities. NSC-10/1 and NSC-10/2 validated illegal and extra-legal practices and procedures as 
being agreeable to the national security leadership. The reaction was swift. In the eyes of the intelligence 
community “no holes were barred”. Under NSC-10/1 an Executive Coordination Group, was established to 
review, but not approve, covert project proposals. The ECG was secretly tasked to coordinate the alien 
projects. NSC-10/1 and NSC-10/2 were interpreted to mean that no one at the top wanted to know about 
anything until it was over and successful. These actions established a buffer between the President and 
the information. It was intended that this buffer serve as a means for the President to deny knowledge if 
leaks divulged the true state of affairs. This buffer was used in later years for the purpose of effectively 
isolating succeeding Presidents from the knowledge of the alien presence other than what the Secret 
Government and the intelligence community wanted them to know. NSC-10/2 established a study panel 
which met secretly and was made up of scientific minds of the day. The study panel was NOT called 
M J-12. Another NSC memo, NSC-10/5 further outlined the duties of the study panel. These NSC memos 
and secret Executive Orders set the stage for the creation of MJ-12 only 4 years later. 

Secretary of defense James Forrestal began to object to the secrecy. He was a very idealistic and religious 
man who believed that the public should be told. When he began to talk to leaders of the opposition party 
and leaders of congress about the alien problem he was asked to resign by Truman. He expressed his 
fears to many people and rightfully believed that he was being watched. This was interpreted by those who 
were ignorant of the facts as paranoia. Forrestal later was said to have suffered a mental breakdown and 
was admitted to Bethesda Naval Hospital. In fact it was feared that Forrestal would begin to talk again and 
he had to be isolated and discredited. Sometime in the early morning of May 22, 1949 agents of the CIA 
tied a sheet around his neck, fastened the other end to a fixture in his room and threw James Forrestal out 
the window. The sheet tore and he plummeted to his death. He became one of the first victims of the 
cover-up.

1. Current propaganda takes the form of: 

. . a. Outright prevaricationv. 

b. Distortion of facts 

e. Imputation of insidious motives to innocent acts 
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"Destruction," "Arson," and "Bacteriological Dissemination," 
supposedly mapped out reconnaissance work for 1950 and described 
how rivers and reservoirs of North Korea were to be infected with 
bacteria. Whether the capsules of dacilli were to be obtained 
from American Camp Detrick or from Japanese stocks was left in 
question. 

3. USSR press reported an alleged typhus epidemic raging 
in American occupied areas of Korea and that the population was 
receiving no medicd aid. It was further claimed that, within 
two weeks, each village in the region had been penetrated with 
the disease with an Increase in the overall death rate up to 
ninety (90) per cent. American authorities were reported as in- 
oculatlng only servicemen and Syngoan Rhee government officials, 
and it was also charged there haa been numerous cases where 
ser .ously ill persons had been killed.

5. Soviet propaganda also depicts American forces as prepared 
to use bacteriological weapons against the Korean people to excuse 
the failure of. their troops in the field. MacArthur's headquarters 
iaJapan was‘purported to have been producing bacteria with the 
aid and assistance of unpunished Japanese war criminals. For this 
activity the Toshlda government had appropriated 1.5 million yen. 
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The propaganda then resolved into a condemnation of MacArthur by 
Soviet scientists and an assurance that they (the Soviets) are 
discovering methods to combat such warfare. 

6. Reports have also been disseminated by Communist sources 
that plague-carrying fleas have been employed by American forces to 
spread plague in Korea, It is claimed MacArthur sent eighteen 
Japanese bacteriologists, in 1946, to War Department laboratories 

to continue the culture of BW agents. 

7. Chinese Communist radio broadcast from Peiping, allegedly 
quoting from the American magazine, "Weekly Newspaper" (NEWSWEEK) 

and Allied war prisoners, states Chinese Communist prisoners were 
subjected to bacteriological experiments on a small Island outside 
Wonsan. Moscow, in a broadcast quoting Peiping sources, states that 
the Chinese Red Cross has revealed the Americans are testing bac- 
teriological weapons on captured Chinese volunteers and gruesome 
experiments are being conducted under the guise of epidemic control. 
These facts were reportedly admitted by the United States magazine, 
NEWSWEEK, 9 April 1951. The Chinese Red Cross called on all the 
sixty-eight countries belonging to the International Red Cross and 
on all peace-loving peoples to punish this vicious enemy. Actually, 
the excerpts from the NEWSWEEK item referred to involved an article 
about a Navy epidemic control laboratory ship off Wonsan harbor on 
the east coast of Korea . . . where Navy landing parties have been 
capturing a number of Chinese Reds from the tiny island and have 
taken them back to the ship where they are tested for symptoms of 
bubonic plague because of reported epidemics among enemy troops 
which may endanger our troops. The ship is an infantry landing 
vessel on which a laboratory complete with mice and rabbits is in¬ 
stalled. 


An American naval medical officer immediately and publicly 
denied these charges and stated that the United States does maintain 
an "epidemic control ship" docked near a small island off the coast of 
South Korea. For the benefit of United Nations 1 forces, this laboratory 
provides facilities for studying all types of diseases contracted by the 
military personnel so that epidemics may be prevented. This officer 
further stated that no prisioners have been taken aboard nor has any 
experimental work been performed. 

8. Pak Hun Tong, Foreign Minister of the Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea, protested in a message to the Chairman of the 
United Nations General Assembly and the President of the Security 
Council against the use of bacteriological weapons by American forces. 

He cited the following incidents: 

a. American Far East Command, under orders from General 
MacArthur, has been preparing BW with the aid of Japanese 
finances and personnel. 
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b. Documents, "Plan A" and "Plan B," found In ROK 
headquarters in Seoul, outlined, for 1950, sabotage plans, 
based on use of bacteria, against vital North Korean 
installations, towns, and armyunits. 

-- - '' c. “"American armed forces, temporarily holding, areas 

of North Korea, contaminated the inhabitants of these areas 
with smallpox. In this connection, Yong pointed out no cases 
occurred in areas not occupied by the Americans and that 
outbreaks in Japan were undoubtedly caused by infected 
American troops involved in covert dissemination (of the 
germs) in North Korea. 

Yong then concluded that Americans have thereby violated 
Geneva Protocol of 17 June 1925, .prohibiting the use of.... 
bacteria in warfare and that the Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea demands the arrest and trial of MacArthur and Ridgvay 
vh° have followed in the steps of the Japanese war criminals. 

9. The Department of State of the United States has issued 
to all consular offices a statement of policy guidance advising thr.t 
such charges should not be dignified by direct refutation. On the 
contrary, every opportunity should be used to demonstrate that the 
epidemics were the result of Communist leaders' disregard of troops 
and civilian population as shown by their failure to take adequate 
measures to prevent disease. Emphasis should be directed to the 
fact that United Nations forces, ROK civilians, and POW's are sub¬ 
ject to inoculation and sanitation programs throughout the Republic 
of Korea. (The United Nations fosters this preventive measure.)

Book Review of Top Secret/Majic: Operation Majestic-12 and the United States Government’s 
UFO Cover-up (Marlowe and Co. 2005 [1997]) ISBN: 1-56924-741-2 

In his new edition of Top Secret/Majic, Stanton Friedman 
offers a spirited defense of his theses that a number of the 
Majestic Documents leaked into the public arena since 1984 
are authentic; that an extraterrestrial vehicle crashed near 
Roswell, New Mexico, in July 1947; and that a government 
cover up of UFOs and the extraterrestrial hypothesis (ETH). 

He provides a detailed analysis of the logic for choosing the 
twelve/thirteen members of the first ‘Majestic-12 Group’ 
created to oversee the UFO phenomenon. He responds to 
criticisms such as that of Dr Kevin Randle as to why the twelve were not the best choices (41-51); 
and why Dr Donald Menzel was very possibly part of this elite control group (26-40). Using 
detailed archival research and documentary analysis, Friedman is able to determine the career 
movements and activities of key personnel mentioned in the Majestic documents. For example, he 
determined that on September 24, 1947, Dr Vannevar Bush and James Forrestal did meet with 
President Truman and that the famous Truman Memo establishing the creation of the Majestic 12 
Group phenomenon was likely the result of this meeting (68). 

Furthermore, Friedman determines that President-Elect Eisenhower did attend a briefing at the 
Pentagon on November 18, 1952, and that Admiral Roscoe Hillenkoetter was in New York at the 
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time and therefore easily able to travel to Washington to brief Eisenhower as mentioned in the 
Eisenhower Briefing Document (EBD) (67,77). Friedman is also able to persuasively argue that the 
Cutler Twining Memo referring to the MJ-12 Special Studies Project helps prove the existence of 
the MJ-12 Group and is genuine (102). He argues that the Special Operations Manual detailing 
recovery procedures for crashed extraterrestrial vehicles passes a prima facie analysis for 
authenticity; he is prepared to do a more rigorous analysis to conclusively demonstrate its 
authenticity (166). He proposes that the leaked documents are strong evidence of a government 
‘cover up’ or ‘Cosmic Watergate’ where an officially sanctioned campaign of deception is used to 
hide the truth about the UFO phenomenon (23, 209). In his concluding chapter, Friedman offers 
some speculations concerning motivation for Cosmic Watergate, as well as possible motivations of 
the visiting extraterrestrials. 

In this new edition of the book, Friedman includes an afterword wherein he replies to criticisms of 
those questioning the authenticity of the Majestic Documents. He displays an impressive talent for 
extensive archival research for support of his arguments and refutation of criticism. It is easy to be 
impressed with the detailed analysis Friedman provides concerning his thesis that some of the 
Majestic Documents are genuine, and that this is documentary evidence of a Cosmic Watergate. 
Nevertheless, Friedman does point out that not all the Majestic Documents pass the standards he 
establishes for authentication. As a scholarly analysis of key Majestic Documents, Friedman’s work 
is exemplary. His detailed archival research and knowledge of numerous standards used in 
documentation of classified information, sets an impressive standard that critics will continue to 
find difficult to refute. 

Rather than continue to extol Friedman’s detailed scholarship and investigative abilities, I wish to 
make one recommendation for a future edition of the book; and I will discuss three questions left 
unanswered by Friedman. I recommend the addition of a table summarizing Friedman’s research on 
the Majestic Documents. It would help the reader quickly determine which Majestic Documents he 
accepts as authentic, which he judges as frauds, and which require further authentication. A brief 
explanation for each categorization could be also included. 
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I now discuss three questions that Friedman leaves unanswered in his analysis of the Majestic 
documents: “how extensive is the network of covert projects created to deal with crashed ETVs and 
recovered EBEs?”; “how is this network of projects or ‘Cosmic Watergate’ funded?”, and “what 
security procedures are in place for Cosmic Watergate?” ‘Cosmic Watergate’ is a term he mentions 
on several occasions in the book. The Majestic Documents are cited as documentary evidence that 
such a systematic cover up does exist, and is covertly supported at the highest level of government 
and the national security system. Having provided impressive evidence of a Cosmic Watergate, 
Friedman fails to describe how Cosmic Watergate is funded and what security procedures are in 
place. In this regard, Friedman fails to fully exploit the fruit of his scholarship concerning the 
Majestic Documents. 


The Eisenhowr Briefing Document, for example, succinctly 
describes the history of crashed flying saucers and capture of EBEs 
up to 1952, efforts to understand the propulsion and navigation 
systems of these craft, and communications systems used by the 
EBEs. Friedman does not, however, discuss the logical corollary of 
a ‘second Manhattan Project’ based on an extensive network of 
classified programs, dealing specifically with replicating the 
ETV/EBE technologies and communications systems. Friedman 
doesn’t suggest how these projects might proceed without Congressional oversight. 

More significantly, Friedman does not explore the funding aspect of this second Manhattan Project 
for exploiting extraterrestrial technologies and communication systems. Funding such projects 
without Congressional oversight would be critical for the security of such projects, ensuring 
sufficient funds for tasks at the apex of national security priorities. Friedman needed to identify, for 
example, the 1949 CIA Act, and how this permits the CIA to appropriate funds “without regard to 
the provisions of law and regulations relating to the expenditure of Government funds” [50 USC 
403j (b)]; and how this is the most logical official means for legally funding a second Manhattan 
Project. Clearly, this ‘unique’ funding feature granted the CIA in comparison to other government 
agencies and military departments, makes it the logical choice for funding an extensive network of 
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projects without Congressional oversight. Friedman chose to ignore the Cosmic Watergate funding 
mechanism. 

Another aspect of Cosmic Watergate maintainence is operational security. For a network of 
classified projects created without Congressional Oversight, what security provisions would be in 
place for employees? The Eisenhower Briefing Document explains that the “Majestic-12 Group 
remains of the unanimous opinion that imposition of the strictest security precautions should 
continue.” This suggests extensive use of security procedures such as compartmentalization backed 
by the severest penalties for unauthorized disclosures, to maintain Cosmic Watergate. 

More significantly, the Special Operations Manual details how witnesses of recovered crafts will be 
dealt with. It describes official denial, deceptive statements, and discrediting and intimidation of 
witnesses. If this is the standard used for witnesses of crashed UFO’s, it can be safely inferred that 
similar security procedures exist for employees in the network of projects involved in Manhattan 
Two. Basically, Cosmic Watergate is maintained by ensuring the “strictest security precautions” by 
official denial, deception, intimidation and discrediting of witnesses/employees. The discrediting 
process would undoubtedly involve tampering with available documentation substantiating 
testimonies of those making “unauthorized disclosures”. This helps explain why the ever growing 
number of whistleblowers willing to describe their roles in classified projects involving 
EBEs/ETVs, often have great difficultly substantiating their claims through documentation. Despite 
the transparent integrity, consistency and credentials of such witnesses, they are often discredited 
through absence, alteration or destruction of supporting documentation. 

The above situation applies in the case of Bob Lazar who had great 
difficulty in documenting his claims of having worked on recovered ETVs 
at the secure facility S-4, and handled quantities of the rare element 115. 

Friedman dismisses Lazar’s testimony based on the lack of supporting 
documentation. Yet he overlooks the corroborating testimony of those 
proving that Lazar did in fact work previously at a prestigious nuclear 
facility at Los Alamos and had the kind of engineering background that 
would make it feasible for him to be recruited for such a covert project. 
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Discrediting former/current employees in classified ETV/EBE related projects is undoubtedly a key 
feature of Cosmic Watergate, yet Friedman ignores discussing the logical implications of a witness 
discreditation process described in the SOM-01 Majestic Document, and how it would be used 
against whistleblowers. It is through an appropriate examination of whistleblower testimonies 
revealing their participation in classified projects that Cosmic Watergate is most likely to be fully 
understood in depth and scope. 

Stan Friedman’s book provides impressive substantiation for a number of Majestic Documents and 
the existence of a Cosmic Watergate. It is a must read for anyone wanting to understand the 
significance of these leaked documents. Responding to critics seeking to cast doubt on the 
authenticity of the Majestic documents has understandably been a major concern for Friedman. He 
has spent much time answering critics such as Dr Randle and Philip Klass. Despite the continued 
need to respond to such critics, I recommend that in future editions Friedman discuss the 
implications of the Majestic Documents in terms of the scope of the network of covert ETV/EBE 
related projects that make up the Cosmic Watergate. He should also discuss how Cosmic Watergate 
is funded. Finally, he must examine how government security procedures might impact upon 
supporting documentation for the claims of whistleblowers coming forward to disclose what is 
occurring in Cosmic Watergate.

Tests 
made wi£h a G-sled ty the Air Force has shewn that, for a fraction of a 
second, human beings can take a force of 45 G's and survive." 

Maybe Major Keyhce was a little premature in his announcement 
of this fact, but as proof of it, USAF, on December 27, 1954, announced that 
one of its officers,jjLt. Col. John P. Stapp^had gone from a record land 
speed of 652 mph to a dead stop in Ij seconds without ill effects. 

This quick stop was made at Hallcman Air Development Center 
at Alamagcrdc, New Mexico. In the test, Cel. Stapp was strapped to a 
2,000-pound rocket sled. only ill effects he suffered were a few 

blood blisters from dust particles in the air and two black eyes, caused : 
ty his eyeballs being thrown forward against his eyelids during the 
deceleration period. 

In stopping. Gel. Stapp withstood a pressure equal to 
35 G's. His "weight" was mce than three tens. 

On the evening cf December 28, 1954, there appeared in 
The New York World Telegram & Sun a writeup of an interview with Col. 


Stapp, made on the 27th, in which the colonel said that he expecteA to 
travel at 1,200 mph on the sled^ar^ nearly twice as fast, with proportionate

Another racxor s^etame's'overlooked by writers on flying saucers is 
the phenomenon of weightlessness . If you don't weigh anything, ie.,if 
you have a condition of zera gravity, you can't veiy well be slammed 
around ty violent maneuvers in the air. Some writers have, however, 
pointed out that extraterrestrial craft, using some form of magnetic 
propulsion, might create their own gravitational fields and thus be free 
of gravitational pull from the earth. Maybe it is net as complicated as 
all that. In TRUE for July, 1954, writer Don Dwiggins described weightiessne 
as experienced in a two-seater plane flown ty Maj. Edward J. Rackham, 

USAF acceptance pilot at Lockheed's Van Nuys, California, plant. They 
went up to 20,000 feet and them went into a ballistic curve. The 
result was weightlessness. Mr. Dwiggins photographed a pack of cigarettes 
floating free in the cabin of the plane.

But, if you will read further on the subject of weightlessness, 
you will find that this phenomenon presaots grave hazards tc the airman . 

LIFE Magazine, in an article in its December 6, 1954, issue, pointed cut 
that weightlessness is a highly unpleasant sensation. fle airman has been 
able tc siand it for more than 45 seconds. It produces severe disorientation. 
It dislocates all sense of direction. It produces nausea, nervous 
distress, loss of ability tc co-ordinate, inability to guide the complex 
machinery of today's flying craft.

Marilyn Monroe & UFOs 

By Donald R. Burleson, Ph.D. 

A great deal of controversy has always surrounded 
the death of actress Marilyn Monroe, which was re¬ 
portedly a suicide, and which supposedly occurred on 
Sunday, August 5,1962. Almost immediately, rumors 
began to circulate that Marilyn had actually been mur¬ 
dered, and that this was probably because of her en¬ 
tanglements with the Kennedy family. 

There may well be a lot more to it than that. 

For some time a CIA document dated August 3,1962 
has been circulating, a document describing FBI wire¬ 
tapping of a conversation between reporter Dorothy 
Kilgallen and Marilyn Monroe’s friend Howard 
Rothberg. According to the memo, the wiretaps reveal 
Rothberg’s telling Kilgallen about Marilyn’s keeping a 
“diary of secrets,” stemming from her romantic inter¬ 
ludes not only with President John Kennedy but also 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy. 

The memo quotes Rothberg as saying that Marilyn 
had “secrets to tell,” including “the visit by the president 
at a secret air base for the purpose of inspecting things 
from outer space.” Supposedly Marilyn also knew about 
JFK’s plans to have Fidel Castro assassinated, and vari¬ 
ous other state secrets, and was threatening to hold a 
press conference and “tell all.” 

Several other things are intriguing about this docu¬ 
ment. For one thing, it says that Kilgallen was over¬ 
heard remarking that the “tilings from space” reference 
might stem from “the New Mexico story in the late for¬ 
ties.” 

The memo also mentions that Kilgallen, in the mid¬ 
fifties, “learned of secret effort by US and UK govern¬ 
ments to identify the origins of crashed spacecraft, and 
dead bodies.” (Kilgallen herself would die mysteriously 
a few years later.) The subject line of the memo, inter¬ 
estingly enough, carries a reference to Moon Dust, a 
project whose existence has been vigorously denied by 
government and military agencies for years, though docu¬ 
ments do exist showing that Project Moon Dust was 
established for the purpose of retrieving and examining 
extraterrestrial debris. 

Also, in routing data near the bottom, there would 
appear to be the characters “-J-12” preceded by some 
other characters that are not entirely clear. Is this a ref¬ 
erence to the ever-controversial MJ-12? It’s hard to say, 
but not beyond the realm of possibility. 

Now, this CIA document has been reproduced in a 
number of places, including the Hesemann and Mantle 
book Beyond Roswell and, more recently, Donald H. 



Wolfe’s biography The Last Days ofMarilyn Monroe. 

But there’s something else on the document that is com¬ 
pletely invisible in those published reproductions. And that 
something is of immense importance. 

One day when I had the memo on a screen in my com¬ 
puter lab at Eastern New Mexico University/Roswell, Jane 
Shoemaker, a student worker in the lab, remarked that there 
appeared to be a kind of shadowing near the top, as if some¬ 
thing else were written there. At the time, none of us could 
see anything in particular in it, but I ran the memo through 
a number of image enhancement software treatments, and 
was able to bring out and read, or mostly read, the “extra” 
writing. 

Just below ‘Central Intelligence Agency” at the top there 
is a faint inscription reading “Exhibit B,” and between this 
and the Top Secret stamp there appears another faint in¬ 
scription reading, so far as it is visible, “Gen. Schulgen In¬ 
telligence Collection Memorandum 19-.” 

Just below that one can faintly make out: “This exhibit 
includes the Intelligence Collection Memorandum...” 

A little further down there is the faint word “Brig.” and 
some other very fragmentary words including ‘learning more 
about.” These faint words are all in typescript. 
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Schulgen as a reference to Brigadier General George 
Schulgen, who in 1947 was Chief of the Air Intelligence 
Requirements Division of Army Air Corps Intelligence. 

He was the general who, five days after the Roswell 
crash, appealed to the FBI to help the Army Air Corps 
investigate UFO reports, the idea essentially being to dis¬ 
credit witnesses as “communist sympathizers” and the 
like. 

In the exchange of memos that followed, it became 
clear that the FBI would want to see any recovered UFO 
debris, something the military would not be prepared to let 
them do. And it is easily established that Schulgen, for a 
period of years, was up to his ears in UFO-related mat¬ 
ters. 

So here we have Schulgen’s name impressed on the 
top of a CIA document that speaks about Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe, her “diary of secrets,” and “things from outer space.” 
Even if the extra writing near the top of the memo occurs 
only because someone thought it fitting to file such a CIA 
document in close association with Schulgen-related docu¬ 
ments, the implications are strong and clear. We now have 
more reason than ever to suspect that Marilyn’s death 
may well have had a lot to do with what she had learned 
from John Kennedy about UFOs. It appears that she knew 
some truly dangerous things, and that diary of hers must 
have been dynamite. 

Oddly enough, Donald Wolfe, though he reproduces 
the CIA memo in an appendix to his book, does not go 
into the “things from space” angle in the book. But when 
one thinks about the Schulgen connection, which to my 
way of thinking rather plainly connects Marilyn’s death to 
the UFO question, one reads a great deal of Wolfe’s book 
with an enhanced sense of the ominous and the eerie. 

For example, he cites tapes from an audio surveillance 
of Marilyn’s house revealing that Bobby Kennedy was 
there on the afternoon and evening of Saturday, Aug. 4 
(the real date of Marilyn’s death), and that the two of 
them were engaged in a frightful argument, with Bobby 
Kennedy screaming over and over again, “Where the * * 
* * is it?” in tones so frantic and screeching as to be 
almost unrecognizable. 

Clearly, he was looking for the diary. And one has to 
ask oneself: what could there have been in that diary so 
tremendously important and so sensitive as to send the 


Attorney General of the United States into frothing fits of 
uncontrollable shrieking? State secrets about Cuba? The 
fact that Marilyn slept with both Jack and Bobby Kennedy? 
Hardly. The real secret must have been something much 
more profound. 

This is especially clear when one reads the rest of the 
story of Marilyn’s death, a revolting nightmare of rifled 
autopsy reports, stolen telephone records, death threats 
to investigative reporters, and a helicopter hovering near 
Marilyn’s house that night while some woman screamed, 
“You murderers! Are you satisfied now that she’s dead?” 

Author Donald Wolfe pulls no punches here: “The evi¬ 
dence points to premeditated homicide. In the presence 
of Bobby Kennedy, she was injected with enough barbi¬ 
turate to kill fifteen people.” 

And what could be important enough for high-ranking 
government officials to act that way? Marilyn’s friend, 
screenwriter Jose Bolanos, spoke with Marilyn on the 
phone less than an hour before her death, and later would 
only remark that she had told him “something shocking, 
something that will one day shock the whole world.” 

With the “Schulgen” imprint on the Marilyn Monroe 
CIA memo, and with what it implies about the UFO con¬ 
nection, I think we can make some very reasonable specu¬ 
lations about what Marilyn had to tell that could have been 
so “shocking.” 

One could argue, of course, that maybe the CIA memo 
isn’t genuine, but it certainly has every appearance of be¬ 
ing so, and the fact that the “Schulgen” imprint is invisible 
on printed versions of the memo but visible when one does 
computer enhancements, makes it all the more likely that 
the memo is real. 

So, a reasonable hypothesis? President John Kennedy, 
in moments of intimacy, told Marilyn not only about such 
things as Cuba, but about UFO crashes and retrievals as 
well. And when she threatened to open her “diary of se¬ 
crets” to the press and “tell all,” it was her undoing, be¬ 
cause the secrets she was threatening to reveal were the 
most signifi cant secrets in all of human history. Such things 
have long been speculated about, but the Schulgen con¬ 
nection makes this theory all the more plausible. 

Did Marilyn Monroe die because of Roswell? Could 
be. Stranger things have happened.

A number of documents and testimonies cast light on President Kennedy’s knowledge of 
UFO crash retrieval operations, and his efforts to gain access to classified files concerning 
extraterrestrial life and technology. There are two main phases to Kennedy’s efforts. The 
first is a series of executive actions he began on February 19, 1961 to place cold war 
psychological warfare programs under the control of his national security advisor, and later 
in June 1961 to implement Presidential executive oversight over covert CIA operations 
through the Joint Chiefs of Staff.

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Introduction 

Early in his Presidential administration John F. Kennedy had very strong interests in UFOs and 
extraterrestrial life that directly influenced some of his policy initiatives. A number of documents 
and testimonies cast light on his knowledge of highly classified UFO crash retrieval operations, and 
efforts to gain access to classified UFO files. If leaked documents and testimonies are correct, 
President Kennedy traveled to remote military locations to view retrieved extraterrestrial vehicles 
and bodies; allegedly received messages from and even met with human looking extraterrestrials; 
and pressured the CIA to give him access to classified UFO files. 

There are two main phases to Kennedy’s attempts to gain access to files concerning extraterrestrial 
life and technology. The first concerns a series of executive actions Kennedy took early in his 
administration. On February 19, 1961, Kennedy issued an Executive Order to placing cold war 
psychological warfare programs under the control of his national security advisor. This was 
followed on June 28 by a series of Presidential Memoranda to implement Presidential executive 
oversight over covert CIA operations through the Joint Chiefs of Staff. These executive actions 
coincided with Kennedy’s efforts to gain access to the activities of a highly classified project 
dealing with UFOs and extraterrestrial life - MJ-12 Special Studies Project. Kennedy’s executive 
actions led to a bitter conflict with his outgoing CIA Director, Allen Dulles who was opposed to 
granting Kennedy access. 

The second phase began on September 20, 1963 when Kennedy embarked on a high risk political 
strategy of getting NASA to cooperate with the USSR on joint space and lunar missions. Fess well 
known is that this brought to a climax a confrontation over the release of classified UFO files with 
the CIA & those in control of the MJ-12 Special Studies Project. This article reviews testimonies, 
documents and events concerning Kennedy’s interest in UFOs and extraterrestrial life, and how this 
culminated in a deadly behind-the-scenes confrontation with the CIA and MJ-12 in the final month 
of his life. 
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Was Kennedy briefed about and witness extraterrestrial life and technology? 

A leaked document from July 22, 1947 claims that John F. Kennedy, then serving in the U.S. 
Congress, had learned about the Roswell UFO crash and the recovery of alien bodies. According to 
the Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit Summary: 

It has become known to CIC [U.S. Army Counter Intelligence Corps] that that some of the 
[Roswell UFO] recovery operation was shared with Representative John F. Kennedy, 
Massachusetts Democrat elected to Congress in 46.... Kennedy had limited duty as naval 
officer assigned to Naval intelligence during war. It is believed that information was 
obtained from source in Congress who is close to Secretary for Air Force. 1 

Kennedy appeared to have been unofficially briefed about 
the Roswell UFO crash from an unnamed Congressional 
source close to Stuart Symington who at the time was 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air. Symington was 
certainly informed about the UFO crash near Roswell 
Army Airfield in July, 1947, and two months later on 
September 18, 1947 became the first Secretary for the 
newly created U.S. Air Force. Symington was a native of 
Massachusetts and was Kennedy’s favorite as a running mate for the 1960 Presidential election. It is 
very likely that after the Roswell flying saucer crash made front page headlines on July 6, 1947, 
Symington took into his confidence the unnamed Congressional source. The source then relayed 
this to newly elected Kennedy who began his first Congressional term in January 1947 after the 
November 1946 mid-term Congressional elections. As a former Naval Intelligence officer and a 
serving Congressman, Kennedy was presumably deemed reliable to receive and keep secret such 
highly classified information. While the authenticity of the document in question, "Interplanetary 
Phenomenon Unit Summary," is disputed, the U.S. Army did finally acknowledge through FOIA 
responses that the Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit did at one time exist and was abolished in the 
late 1950s. 3 This admission supports the legitimacy of the leaked document. 
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The claim that Kennedy had knowledge of UFO crash retrieval operations is supported by British 
UFO researcher Timothy Good. In his book Need to Know, Good cites a reliable military source 
that Kennedy was taken to see the alien bodies from Roswell: 

Around 1961/1962 President J.F. Kennedy expressed a wish to see the alien bodies 
associated with an alien crash-site. He had obviously been informed of their existence and 
wished to see for himself the evidence.... According to information received, the alien bodes 
were taken to Florida when Kennedy went to see them [at] a medical facility. 4 

This is consistent with leaked documents concerning the death of Marilyn Monroe and her 
knowledge of President Kennedy seeing alien bodies at a US Air Force base. A leaked top secret 
CIA wiretap summary of conversations concerning Monroe and the Kennedy brothers, has been 
tacitly acknowledged by the CIA as genuine. 5 The transcript states: 

Rothberg indicated in so many words, that she [Monroe] had secrets to tell, no doubt arising 
from her trists [sic] with the President and the Attorney General. One such "secret" mentions 
the visit by the President at a secret air base for the purpose of inspecting things from outer 
space. Kilgallen replied that she knew what might be the source of visit [sic]. In the mid¬ 
fifties Kilgallen learned of secret effort by US and UK governments to identify the origins of 
crashed spacecraft and dead bodies, from a British government official. Kilgallen believed 
the story may have come from the New Mexico story [Roswell] in the late forties. 6 

Significantly, the CIA document was signed by James [Jesus] Angleton, chief of counterintelligence 
for the CIA. As will be discussed later, this reveals that Angleton’s CIA counterintelligence was 
closely involved in events concerning classified UFO files. The document certainly points to 
Monroe’s knowledge of Kennedy visiting an Air Force base to see remnants of a crashed UFO and 
dead extraterrestrials. 

Rare first hand witness evidence that Kennedy had certain knowledge of UFOs and extraterrestrial 
life comes from a former flight steward on Air Force One. Bill Holden claims that Kennedy was 
aware that UFOs were extraterrestrial in origin. In a June 2007 interview, Holden explained that in 
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June 1963, while flying to Germany on Air Force One, he placed two newspapers before Kennedy 
where UFOs were clearly pictured on the front page. In response to Kennedy’s question of what he 
thought of UFOs, Holden said: “For us to believe that we are the only intelligent beings in the world 
is unbelievable. So, yes, I believe that there is such a thing as other human species as well as 
UFOs.” 7 In response President Kennedy said: “You're right, young man.” The unqualified nature of 
Kennedy’s response revealed he had knowledge that UFOs interplanetary in origin. More 
significant was the implication that Kennedy knew some extraterrestrials were human looking. This 
leads to the extraordinary claims by George Adamski that President Kennedy received messages 
from and even met with human looking extraterrestrials. 

Did Kennedy receive messages from and meet with extraterrestrials? 

George Adamski’s claims of having filmed flying 
saucers and having met with their human looking 
extraterrestrial occupants have long been controversial 
despite supporting photographic, film and witness 
testimonies. The testimonies of a number of first hand 
witnesses and investigators of Adamski give credence to 
his claims of having secret meetings with European 
dignitaries including Pope John XXIII and members of 
the Pentagon to secretly brief them about extraterrestrial life. Among the more controversial of 
Adamski’s claims is that he privately met with President Kennedy in late 1961 and again in 1962. 
Adamski claims that during his first visit, he passed on a message from his extraterrestrial contacts 
about a future world crisis - thought to be the October 1962 Cuban Missile crisis. 

Desmond Leslie, a former Royal Air Force pilot, Irish Lord and cousin to Winston Churchill, 
closely investigated Adamski’s claims. Adamski claimed he secretly visited Pope John XXIII and 
passed on a message from extraterrestrials to him shortly before the Pope's death shortly after the 
completion of the opening session of the Second Vatican Council which lasted from October 11 to 
December 8, 1962. Leslie was subsequently able to confirm Adamski did meet Pope John XXIII 
and was given a papal gold medallion for his service. 
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Adamski’s claim of having an ordnance pass which gave him access to U.S. military facilities was 
confirmed by William Sherwood who at the time worked at Eastman Kodak as an optical physicist, 
and Madeline Rodeffer who worked as personal secretary for the US Air Force. Sherwood himself 
had previously worked for the U.S. Ordnance Department and possessed his own ordnance pass. 
Both Sherwood and Rodeffer saw Adamski’s Ordnance pass thereby giving credence to Adamski’s 
claims that he secretly briefed the Pentagon about his extraterrestrial contacts. 

If Adamski did regularly brief the Pentagon and European VIPs, then this leads to his claim that he 
secretly met with President Kennedy around October 1961 to deliver a message from the “space 
brothers.” The message contained advice on a world crisis to occur in about a year that was later 
revealed to be the October 1962 Cuban Missile crisis. If true, the contents of the message may have 
helped Kennedy develop the right strategy for dealing with a conflict that could easily have 
escalated into a Third World War. The extraterrestrial message, apparently, also contained an 
invitation for Kennedy to meet with them in California. According to Adamski, President Kennedy 
accepted the invitation. 

Lou Zinstag, Carl Jung’s niece describes what she was told by Adamski concerning Kennedy’s 
alleged meeting with extraterrestrials: 

I still remember his [Adamski’s] White House story. He told me that he had been entrusted 
with a written invitation for President Kennedy to visit one of the space people’s huge 
mother ships at a secret airbase in Desert Hot Springs, California, for few days. In order to 
keep this visit absolutely secret, Adamski was to take the invitation directly to the White 
House through a side door. Still glowing with excitement and smiling happily, he explained 
how the row of cars in which his taxi was traveling had to stop because of a red light just in 
front of this particular door where a man he knew - a spaceman, he said - was standing ready 
to let him in. Adamski later learned that Kennedy had spent several hours at the airbase after 
having canceled an important trip to New York, and that he had a long talk with the ships 
crew, but that he had not been invited for a flight." 8 
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The quality of witness testimonies, photos and film evidence all lead to the conclusion that George 
Adamski was largely telling the truth about his flying saucer sightings and contacts with human 
looking extraterrestrials. 9 There is however no reliable independent evidence that Kennedy met with 
the extraterrestrials Adamski claims he was in contact with. The only witness testimony related to 
Adamski’s claim concerns President Kennedy secretly traveling to an undisclosed Air Force base to 
watch UFOs in flight. A reliable source, according to UFO researcher Timothy Cooper, said that 
Kennedy "did fly out to an air force base to personally watch an unidentified bogie track from an 
aircraft under tight security which got no press coverage sometime in 1962." 10 This event appears to 
be different to Kennedy’s visits to view remnants of crashed UFOs and alien bodies. If Kennedy 
actually traveled for a secret meeting with human looking extraterrestrials, no one other than 
Adamski has come forward to make this claim. 

Whatever the truth of claims that 
Kennedy had been unofficially 
briefed about the Roswell UFO crash 
while a congressman in 1947; 
personally saw extraterrestrial 
vehicles and bodies early in his 
administration; received

access to UFO files. An extensive set of documents reveal that Kennedy ran into a powerful 
opposition from the Director of the CIA when he tried to gain access to the files of the classified 
project created to handle UFOs and extraterrestrial affairs - MJ-12 Special Studies Project. 

Kennedy’s Efforts to Gain Access to MJ-12 Activities 

The existence of a Top Secret classified project responsible for extraterrestrial life and technology is 
supported by three official government documents. The first was a document found in 1985 in the 
U.S. National Archives that explicitly referred to an “MJ-12 Special Studies Project”. It was found 
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among a group of declassified Air Force documents and copied by the archivist, Ed Reese, as part 
of official records belonging to the National Archives. 11 The July 14, 1954 memorandum was sent 
by President Eisenhower’s National Security Advisor Robert Cutler to U.S. Air Force Chief of 
Staff, General Nathan Twining to schedule a meeting for the “MJ-12 Special Studies Project” 
briefing. The “Cutler-Twining memo” is among the most authoritative documentary sources so far 
for the existence of an MJ-12 Special Studies Project. 12 

The second government document referring to a Top Secret UFO control group is a Top Secret 
memo from Wilbert Smith who at the time was a senior radio engineer with the Canadian 
Department of Transportation. Dated November 21, 1951, Smith wrote the following to the 
Controller of Telecommunications concerning flying saucer technologies being secretly studied in 
the U.S. by a very highly classified group: 

a. The matter is the most highly classified subject in the United States government, rating 
higher than the H-bomb, 

b. Flying saucers exist, 

c. Their modus operandi is unknown but a concentrated effort is being made by a small 
group headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush, and 

d. The entire matter is considered by the United States authorities to be of tremendous 
significance. 13 

Smith’s memo confirms that in 1951 a small group headed by Dr Vannevar Bush was secretly 
studying the technologies associated with the UFO issue. Bush had earlier headed the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development (1941-1947) and the joint military services Research 
Development Board (RDB). 14 At the time of Smith’s memo, Bush was on the oversight committee 
of the RDB and a leading scientific advisor to Truman. Bush’s role is significant for another leaked 
document, the Truman Memo, shortly to be discussed. 

The third document involves three 1952 Top Secret memos from the Joint Chiefs of Staff titled: 
"Joint Logistic Plan for MAJESTIC." The memos were declassified in 1976 and state: 
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The following plans in support of MAJESTIC are now under preparation: A psychological 
warfare plan, an unconventional warfare plan, cover and deception plans, a civil 
affairs/military government plan, a command plan, a logistic plan, transportation guidance, 
to be included in the logistic plan, a map and chart plan and a communications plan." 15 

The significance of this set of memos is that it shows that in 1952 a project called Majestic was 
underway and this involved significant support across a wide spectrum of areas that would be 
expected for something involving UFOs and extraterrestrial life: psychological warfare, covert 
military operations, civil affairs/military government, logistics, communications, etc. The Joint 
Chiefs memos corroborate the 1954 Cutler Twining memo involving a project called Majestic-12, 
and what Smith described as a UFO group headed by Vannevar Bush. 

The three preceding official 
documents corroborate a number of 
leaked documents also describing a 
UFO control group called MJ-12, 
Majestic or similar variations. One 
leaked document is an alleged Top 
Secret memorandum written by 
President Truman to Secretary of 
Defense, Robert Forrestal on 
September 24, 1947. Referring to 
recent conversations on an 
undisclosed matter [UFOs and 
extraterrestrial life], Truman writes: “[thereafter this matter shall be referred to only as Operation 
Majestic Twelve.” 16 The Memorandum goes on to say: “future considerations relative to the 
ultimate disposition of this matter should rest solely with the Office of the President following 
appropriate discussions with yourself, Dr Bush and the Director of Central Intelligence.” The 
Truman memo was described as a Special Classified Executive (#092447) and attached to a larger 
leaked document called the Eisenhower Briefing document. Alleged to be a briefing to President- 
Elect Eisenhower on 18 November 1952, the Eisenhower Briefing Document describes the

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beginning of Majestic-12 operations and the twelve officials that sat on it. 17 The Eisenhower 
Briefing Document has been exhaustively researched, and found by some prominent UFO

researchers to be historically consistent with events, documents and officials of the time. 

Taken collectively, the Cutler-Twining Memo, the Smith Memo, the Joint Chiefs of Staff Memos, 
the Truman Memo and the Eisenhower Briefing Document conclusively show the existence of a 
Top Secret military scientific group responsible for dealing with extraterrestrial life and technology 
called at the time - Majestic-12 or some variation. These documents reveal that MJ-12 operated in a 
clandestine manner, was given enormous logistics support by the Pentagon, was closely associated 
with CIA covert operations, and escaped direct Presidential oversight. When President Kennedy 
came to office in 1961, he was aware of the existence of MJ-12, and its relationship to information 
concerning UFOs and extraterrestrial life. He decided to find out more about its covert activities and 
reestablish Presidential executive authority over it. 

On June 28, 1961, President Kennedy wrote the following to Allen Dulles who was the Director of 
the CIA: 

National Security Memorandum 

To: The Director, Central Intelligence Agency 

Subject: Review of MJ-12 Intelligence Operations as they relate to Cold War Psychological 
Warfare Plans 

I would like a brief summary from you at your earliest convenience 19 

This leaked National Security Memorandum clearly shows that in June of 1961, Kennedy wanted to 
learn about MJ-12 activities and the relationship with psychological warfare. While the leaked June 
Memorandum has not been acknowledged by the CIA (it was classified TOP SECRET), other 
documents from the period support its authenticity. Early in his administration, President Kennedy 
showed that he desired to restructure the National Security Council and bring all intelligence and 
psychological warfare activities under direct Executive control. On February 19, 1961, President 
Kennedy issued Executive Order 10920 which abolished the Operations Coordinating Board. 20 The 
Operations Coordinating Board was the primary interagency organization responsible for Cold War 
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psychological warfare activities. 21 Its responsibilities were handed over to Kennedy’s national 
security advisor, McGeorge Bundy and the Department of State. 

President Kennedy’s EO 10920 showed that he desired to gain control over all intelligence activities 
related to psychological warfare. Abolishing the Operations Coordinating Board shows he was 
willing to dismantle any government entity in order to bring its psychological warfare operations 
under the direct control of his national security team. EO 10920 helps substantiate his later June 28, 
1961 National Security Memorandum concerning a review of MJ-12 activities that Kennedy had 
learned involved psychological warfare. EO 10920 also helps substantiate the very real concern, to 
be discussed later, that Dulles believed that the future of MJ-12 was at stake. 


The authenticity of the June 28, 1961 Memorandum 
is also supported by a declassified set of three 
National Security Action Memorandums (NSAM) 
issued on the same day to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and also forwarded to Dulles. NSAM 55-57 placed 
Cold War operations firmly under the control of the 
Joint Chiefs. 22 According to Col Fletcher Prouty, they 
were Kennedy’s main means of gaining control over 
covert CIA operations. Prouty wrote: 

... shortly after the Bay of Pigs committee 
had completed its hearings, the White House 
issued three NSAM of a most unusual and 
revolutionary nature. They prescribed vastly 
limiting stipulations upon the conduct of 
clandestine operations. NSAM #55 was 
addressed to the chairman of the JCS, and its principle theme was to instruct the chairman 
that the President of the United States held him responsible for all "military type" operations 
in peacetime as he would be responsible for them in time of war.... [T]here was no 
misunderstanding the full intent and weight of this document. Peacetime operations, as used

and the World/ 
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in that context, were always clandestine operations.... This NS AM therefore put into the 
chairman's hands the authority to demand full and comprehensive briefings and an inside 
role during the development of any clandestine operation in which the U.S. Government 
might become involved. 

The three June 28 NSAM’s support the content of the CIA Memorandum issued the same day that 
involved Cold War operations by MJ-12. As I will show later through a leaked burned document, 
the three NS AMs explain why the Joint Chiefs were excluded from the most classified UFO 
information by MJ-12. 

Finally, I referred earlier to three 1952 Top Secret memos titled: "Joint Logistic Plan for 
MAJESTIC" from the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Prominent among the various “plans in support of 
MAJESTIC” was a “psychological warfare plan.” 24 Once again, this shows the relationship between 
MJ-12 (Majestic) operations and psychological warfare. Kennedy therefore had good reason to 
issue his June 28 1961 memorandum to Dulles asking him for a review of MJ-12 psychological 
warfare operations. 

Dulles response to Kennedy’s June 28 Memorandum was an alleged Top Secret letter issued on 
November 5, 1961. Dulles’ letter gives an overview of the MJ-12 activities with regard to 
psychological activities. It describes UFOs as part of “Soviet propaganda” designed “to spread 
distrust of the government.” 26 Dulles’ letter acknowledged that while it was possible some “UFO 
cases are of non-terrestrial origin,” these did not “constitute a physical threat to national 
defense.” Most significantly, Dulles’ letter said: “For reasons of security, I cannot divulge 
pertinent data on some of the more sensitive aspects of MJ-12 activities.” If genuine, Dulles’ 
letter was giving President Kennedy only minimal information in response to his June 1961 NS AM 
request for a brief summary of MJ-12 activities. 

Dulles and the Burned MJ-12 Memorandum 

The leaked June 28, 1961 Memorandum; EO 10920; NSAM’s 55-57; and Dulles’ November 1961 
letter reveal that a power struggle was occurring over Presidential Executive control of Cold War 
psychological warfare programs and the covert activities of MJ-12. Up until his resignation as DCI 
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on November 29, 1961, Dulles was the pivotal figure in the power struggle with Kennedy over MJ- 
12 activities and its control of classified UFO fdes. This power struggle is reflected in a leaked draft 
of a partially burned memorandum allegedly rescued from a fire burning the remainder of James 
Angleton’s files after his death on May 12, 1987. 

A former counterintelligence colleague of Angleton, who claimed to be present at the burning, sent 
it on June 23, 1999 to Timothy Cooper, a UFO researcher best known for his role in making public 
leaked MJ-12 documents. According to Dr Robert Wood and Ryan Wood, the burned document 

is an original carbon with an Eagle watermark characteristic of 
government work, but so far forensic laboratories have been unable to 
trace it.... Although no dated is given, its content directly suggests the 
month of September. The year is estimated to be in the early 1960s and 
is still under investigation. 30 

The burned document dates from the Kennedy era and has the characteristics of a government 
document. 31 If its contents are accurate, it provides smoking gun evidence of the power struggle 
between Kennedy and MJ-12 over access to UFO information. 

The classified Top Secret document with MJ-12 codeword access is a set of directives from the 
Director of the CIA who simultaneously headed the MJ-12 Special Studies Project, to six other 
members of the Project. It says on the cover page: 

As you must know Lancer [Kennedy’s Secret Service codename] has made some inquiries 
regarding our activities which we cannot allow. Please submit your views no later than 
October. Your action to this matter is critical to the continuance of the group. 32 

The document clearly acknowledges that Kennedy’s efforts to gain access to UFO information soon 
after coming into office on January 20, 1961, actually imperiled the existence of the MJ-12 Special 
Studies Project/Group. 
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While the burned document has no date of issue, the authority of the writer and the political context 
indicates it was written shortly after Kennedy had issued his June 26, 1961 National Security Action 
Memorandum requesting a “Review of MJ-12 Intelligence Operations as they related to Cold War 

O 'J 

Psychological Warfare Plans.” The burned document acknowledged that it had “become necessary 
to review and evaluate duplication of field activities in light of the current situation.” 34 This appears 
to be a reference to the June 26 NS AM review Dulles was ordered to undertake. 

The burned document appeared to be a draft for a series of MJ-12 directives from Allen Dulles, who 
knew his time as DCI was limited due to the April 1961 Bay of Pigs fiasco. He needed an answer 
from the other MJ-12 members by October, a month before he was to retire as DCI on November 
29, 1961. The burned document contained a number of directives concerning how to control UFO 
information and ensure that it would not be shared with the “Chief Executive [President Kennedy), 
National Security Council Staff, department heads, the Joint Chiefs, and foreign representatives.” 
Basically, Dulles secret directives proscribed Kennedy’s National Security team from gaining 
access to the most sensitive UFO files possessed by the CIA and MJ-12. 

While the response of other MJ-12 members is not found in leaked documents, Dulles November 5, 
1961 letter to Kennedy indicates that his secret draft of MJ-12 directives was approved. Dulles letter 
firmly suggests that MJ-12 had decided not to cooperate with Kennedy. Thus Kennedy’s efforts to 
incorporate MJ-12 psychological warfare activities under the direct control of his National Security 
Advisor had been dismissed. 

To summarize so far President Kennedy’s activities towards MJ-12, documents reveal that in 1961 
Kennedy was attempting to gain control over intelligence activities related to Cold War 
psychological warfare operations. This is confirmed in Executive Order 10920 that placed 
interagency psychological warfare plans under the control of McGeorge Bundy. It is further 
supported by declassified 1952 memos from the Joint Chiefs of Staff to provide logistic support for 
MAJESTIC (MJ-12) psychological warfare programs, and three NSAM’s issued on June 28, 1961 
to place covert Cold War activities under the control of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. On the same day, 
June 28, Kennedy contacted Allen Dulles to request a summary about MJ-12’s psychological 
warfare activities. Dulles November 5 response highlighted that these activities involved the UFO 
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issue but declined to release sensitive information. These events are consistent with the content of 
the burned document comprising eight directives restricting access to UFO information from the 
President, his National Security Council Staff, including Bundy, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. It can 
therefore be concluded that Allen Dulles was the official who drafted the burned document. 


Some time shortly before his alleged November 5, 1961 letter to Kennedy, Dulles draft set of 
directives had been responded to and approved by six other members of MJ-12. While Dulles and 
MJ-12 frustrated Kennedy’s efforts to gain access to classified UFO files in late 1961, less than two 
years later Kennedy would embark on a course of action that would renew his conflict with MJ-12 
and bring it to a devastating climax.

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James Jesus Angleton was bom on December 9, 1917 in Boise, Idaho to NCR businessman/OSS 
Colonel James Hugh Angleton and Mexican-bom Carmen Mercedes Moreno. Upon graduation from 
Yale in 1941, Angleton moved to Harvard Faw School where he met his future wife, Cicely 
dAutremont of Duluth, Minnesota. Inducted into the U.S. Army on March 19, 1943, Angleton was 
recruited into the Office of Strategic Services (OSS) in August through the efforts of Angleton's father 
and Norman Pearson — his old English professor from Yale who at that time was head of the OSS 
Counterintelligence division in Fondon [1]. 

OSS Counter-Intelligence Operations during WWII 

James Jesus Angleton was assigned the Rome desk after Italy's capitulation to the Allies. He was 
made an OSS Fieutenant who ran counter-intelligence (Cl) activities in such countries as Austria, 
Germany, Spain, and Switzerland as well as the Mediterranean area. As part of OSS operations in the 
European theatre, Angleton mastered the arts of "black" propaganda and "playback" — that is, the 
method of reading the effectiveness of one's own disinformation on the enemy. In 1944, he was given 
charge of the OSS Special Counterintelligence 'Unit Z', made up of US and British agents. He was the 
youngest member of X-2 and the only American member allowed access to the top-secret British 
UFTRA code-breaking intelligence. 

After the War, Angleton was promoted to Captain and was awarded the Fegion of Merit from the 
U.S. Army which cited him for successfully apprehending over a thousand enemy intelligence agents. 
He was also decorated by the Italian Government and was awarded the Order of the Crown of Italy, the 
Order of Malta/Cross of Malta, and the Italian War Cross for Merit. 
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In October 1945, President Truman dissolved the OSS and had all research and analysis units moved 
to the State Department and operational units to the War Department. He redesignated it as the Strategic 
Services Unit (SSU). Angleton stayed on in the SSU in Rome and became the vital station chief in 
charge of the 2677 Regiment, which made Angleton the senior U.S. intelligence officer in Italy until the 
SSU became the Central Intelligence Group (CIG) in 1946, foreru nn er of the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) [2], 

The Making of James Angleton as a Master Spy Hunter 

Angleton's war experience in counterintelligence operations had affected him to the extent that he 
became absorbed into the "hall of mirrors" world of intelligence and refused to leave the service, despite 
much insistence and disappointment from his father. James would pour over the many Cl files that he 
had amassed while in Italy and was forever changed by the intrigue and the possibilities of a career in 
the CIG. 

In the Summer of 1947, Angleton returned to the United States to live in Tucson, Arizona to be with 
his wife and family. But his love for the service was overpowering. On December 30, 1947, he was 
hired by the CIA as a senior aide to the Director of the Office of Special Operations (OSO) [3], It was 
during this period that Army G-2 and other intelligence agencies were trying to crack the Soviet Venona 
code, used by espionage agents operating in the United States to send back sensitive information 
regarding the Manhattan Project based at Los Alamos, New Mexico. It is possible that Angleton was on 
special assignment prior to officially reporting to the OSO, which had the responsibility of running 
counterespionage operations [4], Angleton's primary mission in the OSO included overseeing a 
classified component that operated espionage and counterespionage activities abroad, and reading all 
sensitive material coming across his desk and passing it to OSO operators in countries where the CIA 
had interests. In 1949, he moved up the chain-of-command within the OSO and held a GS-15 position. 

Angleton developed the philosophy, "If you control counter-intelligence, you control the intelligence 
service". He quickly realized the significance of the B-29 detection of 'Joe-1' — the Soviet's first atomic 
weapon detonation in August 1949 — and knew that the technology acquired by the Soviets was not 
home-grown but the product of espionage. He immediately set out to discover who the moles were that 
passed on America's most guarded secret to Moscow. As with all covert actions, counter-intelligence 
operated without specific mention in the National Security Act of 1947. So Angleton set out to acquire 
information on the most guarded secret of all. 

Angleton as Chief of Counter-Intelligence 

Aside from the theft of atomic secrets, the most guarded secret within the CIA was the scientific and 
technical information regarding new weapons developments including the planned use of a new 
generation of thermonuclear weapons and high-altitude reconnaissance platforms for spying on 
countries hostile to U.S. strategic interests. One of the technical secrets was the study and transfer of 
advanced electronics gleaned from U.S. Air Force studies of unconventional aircraft and missile 
research carried on at several Atomic Energy Commission facilities and proving grounds. 

The FBI and the CIA were aware of Soviet espionage rings operating in the United States, Canada, 
and the United Kingdom. The main task of these rings was to provide any-and-all technical & scientific 
information on advanced technologies which would give an advantage to the Soviet Union in the event 
of another World War breaking out. 
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By 1949, military intelligence authorities had classified the "flying saucer" phenomenon as Top- 
Secret. The Army Counter-Intelligence Corps (CIC) had passed on information that the Soviets could 
have developed saucer-shaped aerial weapons, capable of delivering atomic bombs or dissipating 
radioactive materials over NATO countries as a stopgap measure to make up for the nonexistent nuclear 
weapons arsenal. In early 1947, the nonexistent nuclear arsenal in the United States was a closely 
guarded secret as well. And no doubt this fact set in motion the nuclear arms race, which terrified 
Angleton. The OSO was probably aware of Soviet knowledge of the bomb gap existing within both 
superpowers. Moreover, the flying saucer invasion of the United States — reports of which crossed 
Angleton's desk — put a scare into Angleton's psyche which is reflected in a credo he shared with other 
OSO staff members: "You who believe or half-believe, I can say this now that I do believe in the spirit 
of Christ and the life everlasting. And in this turbulent social system which struggles sometimes blindly 
to preserve the right to Freedom and expression of spirit. In the name of Jesus Christ, I leave you." 

After General Walter B. Smith was appointed Director/Central Intelligence (DCI), Angleton 
continued on with OSO Staff A (foreign intelligence operations) inside the CIA's clandestine division. 
In 1951, he was assigned the all-important Israeli desk which he held under tight control for 20 years 
because it was a vital source of Soviet information in the Middle East. As more-and-more UFO [5] 
sighting reports made their way to CIA headquarters, unevaluated reports were forwarded to Counter- 
Intelligence when the locations were identified as coming from Soviet Bloc countries. During this 
period, Angleton established good links with FBI contacts who were equally concerned with protecting 
vital atomic research facilities. And no doubt he read many domestic reports as they came across his 
desk in the 'L' Building across from the Lincoln Memorial. 

When Smith was coaxed away from his power base as DCI, Allen Dulles — Angleton's friend from 
OSS days — became the new Director. In late 1954, he promoted Angleton to the position of Deputy 
Director and Chief of Counter-Intelligence with direct access to Dulles and all foreign UFO intelligence 
from the Intelligence Advisory Committee (IAC) which had been established to look into national 
security implications involving the UFO phenomenon [6], In order to cement Angleton's counter¬ 
intelligence charter, Dulles commissioned General James H. Doolittle to conduct an outside survey of 
CIA counter-intelligence operations. Doolittle concluded that the CIA was losing ground to the KGB 
and recommended that more stringent and ruthless measures be taken against Soviet penetration. Dulles 
endorsed the Doolittle Report by ordering a more powerful tool to stop and interdict the moles within 
the CIA. He personally chose Angleton to head the Cl Staff. Perhaps this is why foreign and domestic 
UFO sighting reports diminished in number shortly afterwards. 

During Dulles's tenure as DCI from 1953 to 1961 (the longest in CIA history), Angleton enjoyed a 
privileged position not shared by other directors. This was despite the fact that Angleton reported to the 
Deputy Director of Operations (DDO). On many occasions, he bugged the phones and residences of 
various high-ranking U.S. Government officials and foreign dignitaries with Dulles's approval and over 
the objection of the DDO. If the situation called for it, Angleton could go around proper channels to 
acquire personal data on anyone within the CIA and other agencies, which was clearly outside the CIA 
charter and violated FBI jurisdiction. 

As the new head of Cl, Angleton had to organize a staff, write the rules, and oversee all clandestine 
operations aimed at the Soviet Intelligence Service military and security organs — the GRU and KGB 
W- The Cl Staff was primarily tasked with preventing penetrations at home and abroad and protecting 
CIA operations through careful research and analysis of all incoming intelligence reports. By keeping 
the most vital and sensitive files to himself, Angleton became a storehouse of secrets which helped him 
consolidate his power base. Officially, Angleton was allowed access to everyone's personnel, 
operational, and communications files within the CIA. He reviewed all proposed and active operations 
and approved the recruitment of agent assets. This did not engender trust or cooperation. But Angleton 
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did not concern himself or his staff with such intrusions. One of Angleton's former Chief of Operations 
— "Scotty" Miller — described the environment in which Cl Staff operated as that of a "watchdog" 
snooping around, sniffing out Soviet deception and manipulation. 

Angleton and the MJ-12 Directive 

Among the controversial documents leaked to the public in the last 20 years regarding state secrets 
and the UFO phenomenon are the CIA's unacknowledged Majestic Twelve/MJ-12 files which disclose 
the most guarded of all classified subjects: extraterrestrial life-forms and their technologies [8], 

In order to secure this knowledge and prevent foreign countries from learning this vital secret and 
getting an edge on the United States, President Harry S. Truman signed a directive that basically said 
that no one (including a future Chief Executive) was to be in possession of or disclose the finding 
without a "need to know" clearance which was above Top-Secret [9]. 

The directive was secretly implemented without the knowledge or consent of Congress and was 
concealed by the wording of the National Security Act of 1947, which prohibits the disclosure of 
classified matters without Presidential approval and prior agreement by the Department of Defense and 
the Central Intelligence Agency as amended in later versions of the National Security Act. 

Knowledge of the finding was limited to only a select few within the government's intelligence and 
scientific communities. As long as the secret remained unresolved, there would be no official 
acknowledgement. The only official study program (Project Blue Book) was taken over by the CIA in 
1953 as a public experiment and used as a debunking tool to discount the extraterrestrial reality, as well 
as possibly to quash any attempts by the KGB and GRU to glean any technological or defense secrets 
from the study. 

Like the Manhattan Project group, Majestic Twelve (or MJ-12 as used in some leaked documents) 
was a joint govemment/military/private-sector undertaking that encompassed every facet of national 
security functions. The CIA was the premier intelligence agency tasked with maintaining the first line 
of defense of the United States during the 55-year Cold War between the capitalist West and the 
communist East. When Angleton assumed his throne as Chief of Counter-Intelligence, no doubt 
Truman's directive was a most inviting instrument, allowing him to carry on his mole-hunting career 
within the CIA against the KGB and GRU. 

Majestic Twelve enjoyed greater protection than did the hydrogen bomb program of the early 1950s. 
With that, the Soviets were driven to penetrate not only the secrets of the H-bomb program itself, but 
also the ultimate prize that lay scattered throughout the U.S. Government's maximum security research 
facilities located in the Southwestern and Eastern United States. 

The shocking truth of the Soviet atomic weapons espionage program "Enormous" dealt a 
tremendous blow to U.S. and British security. It was learned that British diplomats operating within the 
U.S. State Department — as well as U.S. Army technicians at Los Alamos National Laboratories — had 
not only supplied blueprints and materials for the atomic bomb to their KGB handlers in New York, but 
also had stolen the proposed plans for the hydrogen bomb as well. Security officials were left guessing 
as at what else the Soviet spies had stolen from under their noses [10] . 

As far as we know, there was no successful penetration by KGB or GRU agents into the CIA's UFO 
program, in large part due to the disgraceful and unlawful actions taken by Angleton's Cl Staff. After 
the fallout from the Burgess-MacLean-Philby defections and the execution of the Rosenbergs, Angleton 
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tightened security and dedicated himself to safeguarding whatever secrets still eluded the Soviets. Thus 
he embarked on a vicious mole-hunt that would almost paralyze the CIA until his departure in 1974. 

During the time of the Eisenhower administration (1953-1960), the CIA was at its apex in covert 
operations, piling up one success after another where cores of Soviet moles were detected and sent home 
to Moscow. However, comments from the White House were nil when it came to the UFO problem, 
although Eisenhower's supposed meeting with extraterrestrials in 1954 was given some publicity. While 
it was largely discounted by the Press, some did try to connect Eisenhower's heart attack with the 
meeting. The national media were downplaying the UFO sightings in the U.S. and abroad as part of a 
Cold War hysteria that accompanied the "duck & cover" scare that seemed to grip the Country. No real 
problems popped up until the 1960 presidential elections when Democratic candidate Senator John F. 
Kennedy accused the Republican incumbent President Eisenhower of allowing a "missile gap" to exist. 
He charged that the United States was getting too close to the Soviet Union through detente. 

Soon after Kennedy became President, he began to needle the CIA for information on UFOs [ 11 ]. 
That was unnerving at the outset to Allen Dulles after he was burned over the failed "Bay of Pigs" 
invasion of Castro's communist-enslaved Cuba in April 1961. The once cordial relationship that had 
existed fell apart, and Dulles knew his time as DCI was short as evidenced in his 1961 draft directive to 
MJ-12 [ 12 ], He knew that the explicit instructions contained in the September 24, 1947 Truman 
directive — prohibiting the DCI from making disclosures to a Chief Executive who obviously did not 
have a "need to know" clearance — would compromise the CIA. But also that the lengthy and costly 
UFO program — deemed so necessary to national security by all involved — simply could not be 
jeopardized for anyone — not even the President of the United States! 

Knowing the character of Allen Dulles and James Angleton, I can only speculate as to what kind of 
response Kennedy got. The DCI Top-Secret MJ-12 document leaves no doubt that Dulles was not going 
to cooperate with Kennedy's request of June 28, 1961 which he forwarded to Angleton for consideration 
and feedback. 

Majestic Twelve/MJ-12 included spin-off projects that were obviously equally sensitive activities of 
the CIA, such as 'Parasite', 'Parhelion', 'Enviro', 'Psyop', 'Green', 'Spike', and 'House Cleaning'. Other 
sensitive and covert programs could be affected as well such as 'MK-ULTRA', 'Artichoke', and 
'Domestic'. All appear to have been operational projects associated with Majestic Twelve. The full 
implications of the above are not clear at present. But it is obvious that the other projects were held in 
readiness for some kind of mass indoctrination and deception undertaking in a national crisis. 

Marilyn Monroe and Murder, Inc. 

The pressure put on the CIA by Kennedy was reaching a flashpoint of wills. And with the 
Noresenko affair [ 13 ] driving Angleton to obsession, a UFO leak crisis brought new strains on 
Angleton. He learned that Hollywood screen star Marilyn Monroe's phone conversation with a New 
York art dealer [ 14 ] - in which she discussed Kennedy's secret visit to an undisclosed military base to 
see alien artifacts and her disdain over her soured relationships with President Kennedy and his brother, 
the United States Attorney General — had been recorded by CIA domestic electronic surveillance 
experts. Since 1955, Monroe had been under surveillance by the CIA. The FBI had maintained a 
security dossier on her because of her marriage to a well-known American writer suspected of having 
communist affiliations, and her trip to Russia and the Press coverage that she received while she was 
there [ 151 . 

The wire-tap report also mentions nationally recognized New York syndicated reporter Dorothy 
Kilgallen as having conversations with Monroe regarding the Roswell UFO crash of 1947 and President 
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Kennedy's politically-motivated NASA Apollo Moon program. Dorothy Kilgallen made headlines in 
1955 when she disclosed a private conversation with a British Cabinet official who told her that UFOs 
are real and that the U.S. and British authorities consider the matter as of the highest importance. 

The significance of the wire-tap has to do with the fact that Monroe was murdered the following day 
in her Brentwood condo. According to Milo Speriglio — internationally-recognized private investigator 
and director of the Nick Harris Detective Agency — Monroe was the victim of a national security 
management hit by the CIA and the Mob 1161 . The suggestion that somehow the CIA was involved in a 
domestic murder of an American citizen is not too far-fetched when considering the past abuses coming 
from Angleton's Cl program with its "absolute security at any cost " philosophy. Whether Angleton 
authorized the hit is not known. But the modus operandi of the way her body was found and moved 
around, the fashion in which the autopsy records were changed to reflect suicide, and the theft of her 
secret red diary one day after her autopsy have similarities to the methods used by Angleton's covert 
CIA Counterintelligence operators. 

JFK and the CIA's UFO Files 

The final straw for Angleton came when President Kennedy fired off a Top-Secret memorandum to 
him f 171 outlining a previous discussion concerning a classification review of all CIA UFO files that 
could affect national security. It was dated November 12, 1963 — just 10 days before he would be 
gunned down in the streets of Dallas, Texas. 

Kennedy informed Angleton that he was setting things in motion to share sensitive CIA UFO 
intelligence data with the Russians through the director of NASA, James Webb [18]. This request was 
made on the same day he requested Webb to begin Kennedy's peace overture to the Russians via joint 
space exploration. Webb — being a board member of the intelligence community H91 — most likely 
interpreted Kennedy's program to mean the sharing of classified UFO data, which was forbidden under 
the current directive. 

In Kennedy's Top Secret memorandum [201 , he outlined for Angleton the specific items he wished 
to have disclosed to Webb such as "[to] have the high-threat cases reviewed with the purpose of 
identification of bona fide as opposed to the classified CIA and USAF sources" and "that we make a 
clear distinction between the known and unknowns in the event the Soviets try to mistake our extended 
cooperation as a cover for intelligence-gathering of their defense and space programs". Finally, 
Kennedy wanted Angleton to "arrange a program of data-sharing with NASA mission directors in their 
defensive responsibilities". 

This was unprecedented and was totally unacceptable to Angleton and the CIA. Here, Kennedy was 
requesting the Central Intelligence Agency — the agency he swore that he would "break into a thousand 
pieces" — just to hand over the most guarded secret ever! This memo was passed on to William Colby, 
who indicated to someone in Angleton's staff in a handwritten note, "Response from Colby: Angleton 
has MJ directive" [21 B211 . The note is dated November 20, 1963 — just 2 days before Kennedy's 
assassination. 

It seems that Kennedy's request was bounced to-and-from Angleton's desk. Either consensus was 
being sought or the buck was being passed back to Angleton. In any case, it was a "hot potato" that 
Angleton had to deal with. It is also significant that NSAM No. 271 was the last to come from 
Kennedy's desk just before he left Washington for Dallas. Whatever the real significance, it was buried 
somewhere within the CIA,. Ad Angleton spent many-a-day trying to figure out who ordered Kennedy's 
execution. 
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Was Angleton set up? Or did he unintentionally supply the needed ingredient for the Murder of the 
Century? In either case, the secret remained safe. 

NSA Special Activites 

One of the few former CIA officers to speak publicly on the Kennedy assassination and the UFO 
secret is Victor Marchetti, who at one time was Assistant to the Deputy for Plans and Operations under 
DCI William Colby. In a rare interview with Second Look magazine in 1979, Marchetti — author of the 
sensational book Cult of Intelligence, which was vetted and censored by the CIA prior to publication 
(the only book to include the redacted portions within the text) — made some interesting observations 
regarding the CIA's UFO intelligence-gathering program and why the subject is not open for discussion. 

Retired Air Force intelligence officer Robert Collins produced for his website an insightful 
foreword to an extract from the Marchetti interview, in which he quotes Marchetti as saying: "My theory 
is that we have, indeed, been contacted — perhaps even visited — by extraterrestrial beings. And the 
U.S. Government — in collusion with other national powers of the Earth — is determined to keep this 
information from the general public." 

Marchetti alluded to "rumors" at the highest levels within the CIA that the NSA has information as 
well. And that this must be kept away from public viewing. 

We know now that the National Security Agency does have sensitive COMINT files, which for 
reasons of national security it cannot disclose. One of these NSA files that Marchetti speaks of might be 
the NSA intercept of Kennedy's phone conversation with Kh mshchev on November 12, 1963 in which 
Kennedy spoke of a "situation that affects both our countries and the World" and "a problem that we 
share in common". 

It is believed that the UFO problem became a national security issue when President Truman 
authorized the covert establishment of the National Security Agency, whose primary responsibility 
bordered on "special activities" — perhaps as outlined in an alleged Intelligence Estimate prepared by 
national security officials on September 30, 1947 in which one of the concerns stated that "what we are 
up against is controlled by intelligent operators" and that "these objects are real and not illusionary". 

It is not surprising that in 1968, an NSA employee drafted a significant analysis of the intelligence 
community's ambivalence towards the UFO camouflage and warned of dire consequences unless the 
defense establishment woke up and recognized the danger these phenomena pose in the nuclear age. 

On a final note, the legend of James Jesus Angleton and his "wilderness of mirrors" (as he often 
referred to his daunting task of protecting vital state secrets) faded into obscurity on May 11, 1987. But 
the secret that went with him re-emerged almost precisely the day he died. 

Perhaps Jim was not the real "bad guy" in the counter-intelligence game. Maybe he was its victim .

3. JJA personal records. Angleton took a 7-month leave of absence to remain in Tucson, Arizona for 

unspecified reasons, not substantiated by the need to be with his wife and family as is believed 
by other writers regarding Angleton's absence from CIA's Washington headquarters during May 
through December 1947. See Tom Mangold, Cold Warrior James Jesus Angleton: the CIA's 
Master Spy Catcher, Touchstone Books, Simon & Schuster, 1991, p. 361. 

4. On December 12, 1947, the National Security Council (NSC) adopted measures to counter the 

espionage and counterespionage threat, as specified in NSCID 1, later amended in NSCID 5 that 
authorized the Director of Central Intelligence to "conduct all organized Federal espionage and 
counterespionage operations". According to CIA historian Arthur B. Darling, atomic weapons 
research became an overriding issue. And coordination with the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development with the AEC was through CIA consultant Dr H.P. Robertson, through 
General Vandenberg's directive containing an agreement between Dr Vannevar Bush which 
facilitated the transfer of Manhattan Engineering District files to the Director of Central 
Intelligence for proper collection of foreign atomic energy research. Secret OSO activities in 
this area were not allowed to fall into administrative control of the AEC nor FBI as Vandenberg 
thought they should remain within CIA intelligence operations. See Arthur B. Darling's The 
Central Intelligence Agency: An Instrument of Government to 1950 .

5. The term "UFO" — as defined by Air Force intelligence directives — is used here to reflect 

unconventional aircraft and missiles, not interplanetary spacecraft. 

6. CIA FOIA response letter — dated March 26, 1976 — to a July 14, 1975 FOIA request made by 

Ground Saucer Watch of Phoenix, Arizona in which it stated that the NSC tasked the CIA with a 
requirement to determine the actual UFO threat. The CIA responded through the Office of 
Scientific Intelligence by creating the Intelligence Advisory Committee to study the threat 
aspects. Military members of the IAC fought vigorously to maintain participation in areas 
relating to AEC intelligence collection. The Joint Chiefs of Staff — represented by General Todd 
(who is mentioned in an FBI memo regarding Joint Staff Council ignorance of flying saucer data 
in 1947) — were at odds with the CIA about duplication of efforts by the Military Intelligence 
Division in producing UFO intelligence data for the IAC. See Arthur B. Darling, ibid., pp. 349- 
356. 

7. The KGB (the Committee for State Security) was a non-military arm of the Soviet Intelligence 

Service. The GRU was the military arm. The KGB received its title in 1954. When mentioning 
the Russian Intelligence Service, KGB and GRU are referenced generically to include both 
organizations. 

8. This remarkable fact is substantiated in the mistakenly downgraded Top-Secret Canadian Department 

of Transport intra-departmental correspondence dated November 21, 1950 from Wilbert B. 
Smith to Dr Robert I. Sarbacher, an American physicist and science consultant in the U.S. 
Defense Department's Research and Development Board and a member of the Guidance and 
Control Panel. Smith acknowledged that UFO studies were "considered by the United States 
authorities to be of tremendous significance" and that the "matter is the most classified subject in 
the United States Government, rating higher than the H-bomb". 

9. September 24, 1947 Top-Secret/MAJIC/Eyes-Only 'Project White Hot' Preliminary Estimate in 5

It is a one-line 
request that reads: "I would like a brief summary from you at your earliest convenience."

disinformation plant to spread misleading information to the CIA regarding Soviet capabilities 
and intentions. Later CIA analysis suggested that it was Golitsyn — not Norsenko — who was the 
real mole planted within the CIA. Angleton was convinced that Golitsyn was a bona fide 
defector and he used Golitsyn's information. But the Cl mole-hunt virtually destroyed the CIA's 
covert operations for some time. 

14. Top-Secret CIA wire-tap report, dated August 3, 1962, of discussion between Marilyn Monroe and 

Howard Rothberg with references to Project '40', 'Moon Dust', the 5412 Committee, and MJ-12. 
The report was given to Angleton and has his signature at the bottom right-hand portion of the 
document, establishing that Cl was aware of Monroe's desire to blackmail the Kennedys over 
their indiscretions during a sexual affair with her prior to August. 

15. FBI file No. 105-40018-1, formerly classified 'Secret'. CIA is copied on an August 19, 1955 FBI 

document from Mr Dennis A. Flinn, Director, Office of Security, Department of State. A copy 
was sent to Director, Central Intelligence Agency, for the attention of Deputy Director, Plans, 
and was marked 'Secret'. It was declassified on November 11, 1978, but the subject matter was 
redacted.

Counterintelligence position. His identity had been kept secret for 20 years.

National Aeronautics and Space Administration, Subject: Cooperation with the USSR on Outer 
Space Matters. President Kennedy instructs James Webb as Administrator of NASA to 
"...assume personally the initiative and central responsibility within the Government for the 
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development of a program of substantive cooperation with the Soviet Union in the field of outer 
space, including the development of specific technical proposals. I assume that you will work 
closely with the Department of State and other agencies as appropriate." Kennedy had requested 
an interim report on NASA's progress in this adventure by December 15, 1963. Of course, after 
Kennedy was killed, this program was never acted upon. 

19. It should be pointed out here that James E. Webb served on President Truman's Psychological 

Warfare Strategy Board and assisted in revising NSC 10/2 for the Office of Policy Coordination 
(Covert Operations) in 1948 for the CIA and the Joint Chiefs of Staff for emergency plans in 
case of war. He also was the author of the Webb Staff Study that worked out cooperation 
between the military and the CIA concerning IAC intelligence-sharing of foreign atomic research 
with the AEC, which allowed the DCI prerogatives in the dissemination to key executive 
officials. Webb considered the DCI slot after Rear Admiral Hillenkoetter left office in 1950.

Communication With... 

Extraterrestrial Integra

Dr. John C. Lilly, delphinologist; Dr. William O. Davis, physicist; 
and Fr. Francis J. Fleyden, S. J., astronomer. 

The moderator was Dr. Harold Wooster, Director of Information Services of 
the Air Force Office of Scientific Research. 


We are not alone in the universe. 

A few years ago, this notion seemed farfetched; today, the existence of extraterrestrial intelligence is taken for granted 
by most scientists. Sir Bernard Lovell, one of the world’s leading radio astronomers, has calculated that, even 
allowing for a margin of error of 5000%, there must be in our own galaxy about 100 million stars which have planets of 
the right chemistry, dimensions, and temperature to support organic evolution. 

If we consider that our own galaxy, the Milky Way, is but one of at least a billion other galaxies similar to ours in the 
observable universe, the number of stars that could support some form of life is, to reach for a word, astronomical. 

As to advanced (by miserable earth standards) forms of life. Dr. Frank D. Drake of the National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory at Green Bank, West Virginia, has stated that, putting all our knowledge together, the number of 
civilizations which could have arisen by now is about one billion. 

The next question is, “Where is everybody?” 

The nearest neighbor to our solar system is Alpha Centauri . only 4.3 light years away; but, according to Dr. Su-Shu 
Huang of the National Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA), its planetary system is probably too young for 
the emergence of life. 

Two other heavenly friends, Epsilon Eridani and Tau Ceti , about 11 light years away, are stronger contenders for 
harboring life. Nevertheless, if superior civilizations are abundant, the nearest would probably be at least 100 light 
years away; therefore, it would take 200 years for a reply to be forthcoming, a small matter of seven generations. 

This should, however, make little difference to us, in view of the enormous potential gain from our contact with a 
superior civilization. Unless we’re terribly conceited (a very unscientific demeanor), we must assume that the “others” 
are far more advanced than we are. Even a 50-year gap would be tremendous; a 500 year gap staggers the 
imagination, and as for a 5000-year gap... (by the way, if they are as much as 50 years behind us, forget it!). 


It is quite possible that “others” have satellite probes in space, retransmitting to “them” anything that sounds non- 
random to the probe. 

But they have probably called us several thousand years ago, and are waiting for an answer; or worse yet, they have 
given up; or, more probably, they have reached such impressive technological advances that they have destroyed 
themselves. 2

Epsilon Eridani and Tau Ceti were the targets on which Dr. Drake focused his attention in the spring of 1960 in Project 
Ozma an attempt to detect possible intelligent signals from outer space. 

The frequency selected for listening was 1420.405752 megacycles per second, or a wave length of 21 cm. This 
particular frequency, postulated independently by two professors on the faculty of Cornell University, Giuseppe 
Cocconi and Philip Morrison, happens to be the radiation frequency of atomic or free hydrogen which permeates 
space in great clouds; moreover, this frequency is within the range of radio frequencies able to pass through the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Presumably, the significance of this frequency would be known to other intelligent beings in the universe who 
understand radio theory. We’re still talking about radio waves as the communication medium; other possible media 
might be masers, lasers, or the as-yet undiscovered and unnamed “rasers.” 

A technology superior to ours might even have learned how to modulate a beam of neutrinos (weightless, uncharged 
particles that physicists on earth find it difficult even to detect); if so, “they” may have to wait a century or two before 
we learn how to build a neutrino receiver. 

If another civilization were trying to establish communication with us, it would first embark on attention-getting signals 
of such a nature that we could distinguish them from random cosmic noise; once we receive a recognizable signal, we 
have a good chance of understanding the message. For example, they could start with trains of signals corresponding 
to the natural numbers 1,2, 3, followed perhaps by prime numbers. 

They might continue with equal-length extended signals consisting of start and stop impulses, with occasional pulses 
in between; when these signals are aligned flush over one another, they would show a circle, the Pythagorean 
Theorem, or similar geometric design. These attention-getting signals would be followed by early “language lessons,” 
interspersed with items of technical information to help bring us up to the level of our superiors, “them.” 

It may be assumed that the sense of sight, or an equivalent, is possessed by all higher forms of life; the problems of 
communication could thus be greatly simplified through the medium of a “raster” representation such as that of a 
television screen. After a conference held at Green Bank in 1961 to discuss the possibility of communication with other 
planets, one of the participants, Bernard M. Oliver, made up a hypothetical message on the raster principle. 

The message, consisting of 1271 binary digits or “bits,” is shown in Fig. 1. 

Since 1271 has but two prime factors, 31 and 41, we would naturally be led to write out the message in raster form, in 
41 lines of 31 bits each, or in 31 lines of 41 bits each; the latter case reveals a greater non-randomness in the patterns 
disclosed, indicating that these are the correct dimensions. In Fig. 2 is the write-out of the message, in which the 
binary Ts have been replaced by a dot and the 0’s left as blank spaces. 

Now for its interpretation. 

There are dots at the four corners of the pictogram as reference points, marking the outlines of the rectangle. At the 
upper left is a representation of the sun; directly underneath in a column are dots representing 3 planets, identified by 
the appropriate binary coding to their left, preceded by a binary point as a marker. 

The erect, two-legged beings illustrated are obviously bisexual and mammalian; one hand of the male figure points to 
the fourth planet where they apparently reside. 
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Fig. 1 and Fig. 2 


At the top of the pictogram may be seen representations of hydrogen, carbon, and oxygen atoms, indicating that the 
chemical structure of life on their planet is similar to ours. 

From the third planet there emerges a wavy line, showing that it is covered with water; the representation of a fish 
shows that they must have visited us and therefore have space travel. One hand of the female figure points to a six 
(preceded by the usual binary point), perhaps implying that there are six fingers on each hand; we could therefore 
assume that their number system is probably to the base 12. 

At the right of the female figure may be seen a bracket, in the middle of which is eleven in binary form (preceded by a 
binary point!: this implies that the beings are 11 units high. A reasonable interpretation is that the unit is 21 cm., the 
wave length of the transmission, making them about 714 feet tall, which should be all right for average Martians. 

In 1952 the British mathematician Lancelot Hogben delivered an address before the British Interplanetary Society 
entitled “ Astraglossa, or First Steps in Celestial Syntax.” Hogben pointed out that number is the most universal 
concept for establishing communication between intelligent beings; therefore, mathematics forms the basis for the first 
steps in extraterrestrial communication. 

He then illustrated how he could transmit pulses representing integers, and distinctive signals or “radioglyphs” 
representing “+”,“=” and so on. Morrison later carried out the basic idea a little further, using different pulse 
shapes to represent elementary mathematical symbols. 

An entirely different approach was developed by Hans Freudenthal, Professor of Mathematics at the University of 
Utrecht who in 1960 published a book entitled “ Lincos: Design of a Language for Cosmic Intercourse .” 

“Lincos,” an acronym of “lingua cosmica,” tries to establish a communication of ideas through symbolic logic, but the 
general consensus of those who have taken the trouble to study his book is that his plan is too difficult. 

After all, the object of the exercise is getting ideas across to another party, whose thinking processes may be entirely 
different from our own. In other words, what we need to develop is an “inverse cryptography,” or communication 
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symbolism specially designed, not to hide meaning, but to be as easy as possible to comprehend. Cleverness on the 
part of the sender is then the important factor, not reliance on ingenuity of the recipient. 

The inverse cryptographer - somehow, this term doesn’t sound quite right - must make his meaning clear to the 
recipient, even if the latter does not possess a cosmic equivalent of the Rosetta Stone.

As an illustration of how much information could be conveyed with a minimum of material, and as an example of facile 
inverse cryptography, let us consider a message I have devised to be typical of what we might expect of an initial 
communication from outer space. In Fig. 3 is shown a series of transmissions which could have come from another 
inhabited planet, many light years away. 

The 32 arbitrary symbols are representations for the 32 different signals (combinations of beeps, or distinctive pulse 
shapes) heard on a frequency of 1420.4 megacycles. 

The punctuation marks are not part of the message, but here represent different time lapses: 

• adjacent symbols are sent with a short pause (1 unit) between them 

• a space between symbols means a longer pause (2 units) 

• commas, semicolons, and periods indicate pauses of 4, 8, and 16 units, respectively 

Between transmissions (numbered here for reference purposes) there is a time lapse of 32 units. 

The first transmission, (1), is obviously an enumeration of the 32 different symbols which will be used in the 
communications; in transmission (2) is the clear implication that A represents the integer 1, B the integer 2,.... J the 
integer 10. 
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In the first twenty transmissions there are introduced symbols for the introductory expository treatment in teaching us 
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their mathematics. 

Among the items treated are: addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division; decimal notation and the concept of 
zero; inequalities and approximation; powers and roots; and definitions of tt and e. 

Transmission (21) adds nothing new to the 31 symbols recovered thus far, but it does quote one of the most beautiful 
concepts in pure mathematics: they are telling us that, if they can teach us such a complex notion at this early stage, 
we will be staggered by what they will teach us by the 200th or the 2000th transmission. 

Beginning with transmission (22), words and word-cluster concepts are introduced, so that by the time we come to 
transmission (30), we now are understanding, in a manner of speaking, pure Venerean. 

Furthermore, we can now see how we could recover the code they are using on us, and which will obviously consist of 
thousands upon thousands of code groups with different meanings; this is easily appreciated by anyone who takes the 
trouble to fathom the meaning of all 30 transmissions in the foregoing example. 

Even right after this first message, if we are in direct communication with that planet, we shall have questions to put to 
“them”: the proof of Fermat’s Last Theorem, Goldbach’s conjecture 5 and many other unsolved problems in 
mathematics and the natural sciences. It will not be difficult for “them” to demonstrate their intellectual and 
technological superiority (first of all, don’t forget it was they who were able to call us!). 

If “they” but know the seventh digit of the “fine structure constant,” they are ages ahead of us (we know only the first 
five for sure, suspect the sixth).

Fermat's Last Theorem stares that DO integral values of x, y, and z can be found to satisfy the 
equation x 2 + y 2 = z 2 . if tt is an integer greater than 2; Goldbach's "notorious" conjecture ("notorious" only because other 
mathematicians failed to make the conjecture themselves) states that every even number greater than 2 can be expressed as the 
sum of two primes. 


This number, 137.039.... , is the ratio, among others, of the speed of light to the speed of the hydrogen electron; it may 
take a century to calculate this constant to 9 digits. 

And after we resolve our pressing scientific questions, it might be appropriate to make discreet inquiries as to how we 
could live in harmony and peace with our fellow man - that is, if we aren’t eaten or otherwise ingested by the superior 
civilization that had the good fortune to contact us. 

But as far as the cryptologist is concerned, he (and generations of his descendants who might experience the 
supreme thrill of their lives when we hear from “them”) must keep a level head, not get excited, and be prepared to 
cope with problems the like of which he has never seen - out of this world, so to speak.

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Preface 


T his is the transcript of the interview that I held with June Crain 1 in her home at 896 
Catala Ave. SE Ocean Shores, WA 98569 on June 27,1997. At the time of this 
interview June was 72 years old and she had outlived two husbands and survived 
two bouts with cancer. 

The tape of the interview was transcribed by Mary Sullivan, who was working as a secretary 
in the Grays Harbor County Prosecutor’s Office. She completed this transcription on her 
own time. It was completed within two weeks of the time of the interview. 

Right after we conducted this interview June contacted her attorney, Scott Sage, and he 
prepared a notarized affidavit for her, granting me the rights to her life story. She did this 
without my knowledge. 

June Kaba was a well-known philanthropist in her community of Ocean Shores, 

Washington. She led a charity campaign that succeeded in raising funds to build a new 
library. I met her in 1993 after giving a UFO lecture in the new Ocean Shores Library, a 
bright modem building that existed largely due to her efforts. 

She approached me afterwards and told me that I was right — that our Government does 
know much more than it ever says publicly about UFO’s. I asked her how she knew this. 

She said, “Because I worked there.” I asked her for details and she said, “I can’t tell you — 
they’ll come and arrest me.” I asked her to remember me if she ever changed her mind. 

Four years later I learned that she had made inquiries about me. She decided that I could be 
trusted not to arrest her once I knew her story, even though I was a detective sergeant for the 
Aberdeen Police Department at the time. 

She was most proud of her work for the US Government as a civilian employee at Wright - 
Patterson Air Force Base from 1942 to 1952. Her pride and loyalty were the causes of her 
dilemma—She was bound by her loyalty oath and yet she had no tolerance for deception by 
anyone, more especially any official, at any level of government, as some questionable local 
politicians had learned to their regret. 

June was angry because of what she perceived as a great hypocrisy, that on the one hand the 
existence of UFO’s is officially denied, and yet in classified laboratories where she worked, 
she overheard scientists and engineers discussing artifacts and bodies from recovered, 
crashed UFO’s. She believed that the public deserves to be told the truth. 


1 June’s maiden name was Crain; her married names were Cubbage and finally Kaba. She was 
known in the community of Ocean Shores as June Kaba. 






In 1990 she contacted UFO researcher Kevin Randle, but she was afraid to be identified by 
name. Part of her story was used in Kevin Randle’s book, The Truth About the UFO Crash 
at Roswell under a pseudonym, but she would not make further disclosures. 

In 1997 the Air Force media campaign to discredit the Roswell Crash right before the 
celebration of the 50 th anniversary, seriously backfired in the case of June Crain. I had not 
heard from her in four years, but June did not waste any time. She told me that she had heard 
enough on CNN about Roswell—Case Closed, and that it was a “damned lie.” In that 
respect I owe the disinformation agents a great debt of gratitude for leading me to a rare 
friendship, and giving me glimpses of what I believe are their most jealously guarded 
secrets. 

June Crain worked hard all of her life - she started working at Wright Field in 1942 when 
she was 17 years old. The papers she gave me, now augmented and verified by the National 
Archives, show a steady series of promotions leading to her last position as a Clerk- 
Stenographer in 1951 even though her employment at WPAFB was interrupted by 
pregnancy and illness. 

June Crain became partially blind after a life-threatening illness in 1954. In 1957 her first 
husband was killed by a drunk driver on the 14 th anniversary of their marriage in front of 
their home in Portland, Oregon. She almost lost her son and only child in the same accident. 

Despite her visual disability she learned carpentry and she was able to remodel and sell 15 
homes in the Portland area. She was proud that she had carried mortgages for people who 
otherwise would not have qualified to purchase a home. She succeeded well enough to 
eventually help her son graduate from Stanford University. 

Her physical strength remained even after two bouts with cancer. Whenever I visited June’s 
home, I found her gardening or remodeling the interior woodwork of her home. She was 
physically active until cancer incapacitated her for the last time. On August 23,1998 she 
died. 

What is most important about June Crain’s story? First, her government service file proves 
that she did work in various facilities at Wright- Patterson AFB where classified research 
was conducted and that she did handle sensitive material as part of her duties. Second, she 
did not publicize her experiences for money or recognition. 

Finally, her story did not change over time. She would not add or recant any part of it. What 
she told Kevin Randle in 1990 was consistent with what she told me seven years later. 

During our conversations she could have and I believe, would have, embellished or 
exaggerated her exposure to UFO-related information, if she was delusional from illness or 
age, or deliberately deceptive. 
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I also believe that when she spoke to me, she knew that she did not have many more years, 
so it was important for her to tell her story to the best of her ability. When the story broke 
called Roswell-Case Closed, she decided that it was possibly her last opportunity to reveal 
what she knew. Although her statements are not a classic dying declaration, there is not a 
courtroom in the world that does not lend additional credibility to statements made when the 
person believes that they are approaching death. 

In retrospect I wish that I had spent more evenings at her dining room table looking out at 
the many flowers and trees that had thrived under her hand. We watched raccoons and 
possums come and go — she had named them and she fed them all. We swapped life stories. 
I believe that she needed a friend in her life at that point as much as I did. 

I am sure that anyone who reads this will have a million follow-up questions they would like 
to have answered. I know that I do. I also know that I had to respect June as a person whose 
health had been impaired by age and cancer. Interviewing any elderly person must be done 
cautiously so that the process is not an ordeal. 

But much more importantly, I respected June Crain as a woman who had faced tragedy, 
adversity, and illness with determination and a commitment to help others in too many ways 
to be described in this short testimony. 

No doubt her revelations will be condemned by the debunkers and the special agents in 
investigator’s clothing because she may have erred on small details or because her memory 
wasn’t perfect after 50 years. The facts remain — the documents she gave me, now verified 
by the National Archives, speak for themselves. Given her position, she did work in the right 
place at the right time for the events described to have occurred as she described them. 

As a retired police sergeant and former military police investigator with a total of 24 years 
experience, I found her sincere and credible. 

As her friend, I was grateful to have known someone with her courage and strength of spirit. 
Telling her story is what I promised her. If in so doing, I am helping to end an enormous 
deception by our own government, then it is an honor. 

I have reviewed this transcript in its entirety. It is a true and accurate representation of our 
conversation on that day.

And that would break that parachute loose. And then the dossier wouldn’t have enough 
lift and so it would just drop straight down and uh it well of course we dropped a few in 
the wrong spot. And they finally said no more drops; no more drops from Wright - 
Patterson Air Force Base. Because we dropped it on a general’s house. 

Jim: That’s good. 

Int: She was in the back yard hanging up her clothes on the line. 

Jim: I bet that was an attention-getter. 

Int: You betcha! 

Jim: What was the third kind of parachute? You said Aerobee rocket, the D-4 dozer and the... 

Int: The ejection seat. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: And there were probably other ones that I should tell you about but I can’t recall them. 

In ‘51 this is where I got angry when I read this newspaper thing they talked about all 
these dummies they dropped and everything. In ‘51 they weren’t working about on 
personnel chutes, they were working on the Aerobee rocket that’s when we was working 
on the beginning of the space program and that is when I took the dictation to start this 
space program I took it from Dr. Wernher von Braun . 8 1 spent three (3) hours 
interviewing him. I went back to the lab. I wrote the report and this officer, a lieutenant 
colonel came to pick me up because they gave the job to me because none of the other 


8 This is an important and perplexing statement by June. I have been unable thus far to prove or 
disprove. She told me that she could find no such reference in a biography titled Wernher von Braun by 
Erik Bergaust, National Space Institute, Washington, DC, 1976. I could not find any reference either in 
this or other biographies. June gave me an obituary from the Oregonian from June 18, 1977; Dr. von 
Braun passed away on June 16, 1977. She wrote question marks next to the details of his residence and 
assignments. When she gave me the article she pointed out that there was no mention that he had ever 
been at WPAFB, but she was adamant she had taken dictation from him for an important report related to 
obtaining funding for rocket research. 
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girls would do it. They didn’t have the speed to take dictation and they were afraid with 
his German accent they may not understand the words, highly technical, highly technical 
words, and I had the intelligence to do it and so they said you are going to do it. And so I 
went and took the dictation for three (3) hours and asking certain questions to keep 
everything clear. Went back to the lab and the officer told me “ you can’t go home; you 
are going to finish this before you go home tonight. Cause it is highly sensitive.” And so 
I stayed there until three (3) in the morning writing that up and he didn’t. And the thing 
the biggest thing the most rewarding words I’ve ever had said in my life is, when I was 
through doing to job was he said “June, if we get this $600,000 and this space program, 
starts you will have had your moment in history.” And to me, I have never forgotten that! 

Jim: Can I just go over one point? Now when you say Dr Von Braun you are referring to Dr. 
Wemher von Braun... 

Int: Right... 

Jim: Who was brought over here to the United States... 

Int: On Project Paperclip... 

Jim: On Project Paperclip... 

Int: And he was a prisoner. 

Jim: Exactly... 

Int: And then later he signed a contract to work for the government. And do you know that in 

his biography he never mentions that he was ever at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base but 
he was there for quite a long time. He was living in compound with the rest of the 
Germans. There was this eight- (8) foot fence around it, and they had their little houses, 
they had this temporary housing and all those scientists that we had stolen we had 
stolen... 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: Cause we went in the night before Russia and we was going to go in with Russia and 

divide it up but we didn’t we went in ahead of time and stole these guys. And uh anyone 
that wanted to go they went to America. And uh they said they’d get their freedom later 
and all that cause they were still prisoners’ there and he was too. And then the men 
eventually gave them contracts and they contracted to work for the government for I 
think it was either three (3) or five (5) years and then they would have their, they would 
become American citizens. And I have those names. And you know it’s a very strange 
thing; in his autobiography, he gave a whole list of all these German scientists. You 
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know he didn’t name a one of them that was working with me, not a one of them, not a 
one. 

Jim: And he also didn’t mention that he was at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base? 

Int: No.Uh-huh. You read it now. Sharp has got the book cause I wanted I wanted to read it, 

to see if you know cause I bought the book. And cause I was there and he never 
mentioned it. And then the list of German scientists he put in there is not a one of them, 
none of the ones I knew is listed in there. And Mr. Knacke is the, he was called 
Mr. Knacke; he had no title. He wrote the bible for parachutes. And we 
stole him out of Germany and he was even kept very secret because his life 
was in danger . 9 

Jim: From whom? 

Int : The Germans. 

Jim: Even after World War II? 

Int: Even after World War II. Cause he was a very valuable person he had it all up here in his 

head. 

Jim: Do you think... 

Int : The parachutes. 

Jim: Were they? Was any other place in the United States that you know of experimenting 
with parachutes? 

Int: No! Not that I know of that’s where it was at Wright at Wright-Patterson. You see at 

that time Wright-Patterson Air Force Base was an experimental place when they had the, 
you know, bomb- ever heard of the Boeing bomber? 

Jim: Yes. 

Int: There was six of them the original ones were six they brought them all to Wright- 

Patterson Air Force Base and I personally as a kid watched every one fall out of the sky. 


9 In this instance, June’s recollection was accurate. I am grateful to James Westwood, who located and 
copied what would be termed by most people, a very obscure and technical research paper titled “High- 
Altitude Parachute Recover)/' by T. W. Knacke, published as part of symposium proceedings from 
PHYSICS and MEDICINE of the Upper Atmosphere-A Study of the Aeropause, University of New Mexico 
Press, Albuquerque 1952, pgs. 447-456. Further, in the bibliography for this paper, her refers to two other 
technical papers that he wrote about parachutes that are described as Air Material Command 
Memorandum Reports. 
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And one of them burnt up and I heard the men screaming inside just it burnt up. When it 
came down on its belly it locked the doors and they couldn’t get out they were just 
screaming in there. And that I would say it was less than well less than from here to the 
club down here. And to think that somebody could scream that loud you wouldn’t think, 
of course you’re a cop you know how sound goes, but uh it was terrible. They were our 
pilots, and that’s why the Boeing bomber never was excepted because they all crashed 
they were well they were a very unwieldy airplane. But they never got off, hardly got 
off the ground. They just went off and the wings would fall of them or something would 
happen to them. I mean one day I was out in the back and they took off, cause we knew 
when they were going to take off see as kids we they we had friends that worked their 
you know we knew when they were going to be testing. And so we always watched for 
that because they were so huge in that in those days. And uh that one day that one plane 
was no farther from here to three hundred (300) feet from me when that wing fell off. 

He took off like this there was a little rise there was a little hill he went up like this and 
started raising it and that wing went boom it just fell off. 

Jim: Did they get out okay? 

Int: Yeah, they all got out. 

Jim: Well that’s good. 

Int: But uh only one of the guys actually burnt up alive in it they all burnt up. But there was 

in, but all the testing of all your equipment, all your military equipment it was basically 
started right at Wright-Patterson because that’s what Wright-Patterson air force was, was 
an experimental center. 

Jim: Now, what little I know about the place, I’ve always heard talked about this Foreign 
Technology Division. Does that ring a bell? 

Int: No. 

Jim: Maybe that’s later. 

Int: That might have been Redstone Arsenal. That could have been it. 

Jim: Okay. I thought it was Wright-Patterson, but I don’t know when they started calling it 

that. 
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Int: But see there was there was; they changed the name so many times. One time they call it 

WADC Wright Air Development Center.10 And they changed it; they went back to 
they moved the experimental part to Baltimore and that became something else then. It 
became NASA. It a splintered. It got splinters off of it and then your NASA came up, 
and so it just kept growing and growing and growing. But in the beginning it wasn’t big 
it wasn’t a big place. Because you know before the war there wasn’t a lot of money spent 
on experiments. And uh but it was interesting growing up see. My our my our house 
was the lot was fifty feet (50’) by one hundred feet (100’) and our lot was here and there 
was another fifty feet (50’) by one hundred (100’) side of it and there was the fence 
Wright-Patterson air force fence. Well the night that we got the word that Japan they 
immediately brought soldiers in bombed us and that entire perimeter of Wright-Patterson 
air force base was walked. I mean there was a soldier, soldier, soldier, all the way along, 
and that’s where I met my husband. He was in the military police. And uh until they 
could get a fence built and when they got the fence built they patrolled it by car you know 
jeeps... And so I was always right there and then in knew people that worked on the base 
there for various reasons, because it was just one of the industries there. 

Jim: You mentioned someone along this time, as I recall, you mentioned associating with 
engineers and people who were kind of like in a think tank? 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: When was that? 

Int: Always. 

Jim: Always? 

Int: Always yeah, because those men lived... Or... Experimenting on the future they were, 

that’s all you can say they were —I mean they think anybody, a normal person would 
never think that way because you’re used to certain things and certain rules apply and 
nobody has ever done that any differently, but these guys whenever they were doing with 
that experimental work their mind expands into what could be what maybe happened, 
you know, it was always what, let’s see is there another road out here? And they are very 
interesting people they really are, and some of them, they’re sort of nutty. Really. 

Jim: Let’s just say if there were crashes... 

Int: Yeah. 


10 When June made a suggestion for improved security to guard the combinations of safes used for the 
storage of classified documents, the stationery for the letter of commendation was from the WADC. 
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Jim: Or contacts with something that didn’t come from the earth. Would they have been privy 
to that kind of information? 

Int: Definitely. 

Jim: Okay, when... When was the first time in your experience there that you bumped into or 
heard of anything related to unidentified flying objects? 

Int: I would say the second day I went to work in 1952 or ‘51. 11 

Jim: The second day? 

Int: Right. Right. 

Jim: What do you recall happening? 

Int: Just that the fellows talking about it, when they’re sitting around talking about it. When 

we go to the moon, when we go up to the moon, what’s going to be there? What are 
those people; what are they going to look like? Are they going to look like big ants or are 
they going to look like us, or what are they going to look like? I mean this was their 
curious thinking. But it was always in their thoughts, always. 

Jim: Did you ever here them say anything that wasn’t...that was not speculation, that there was 
something that they were talking about, something that happened, or something they 
knew about? 

Int: Nothing other than the actual that they had seen the things that they had actually seen the 

UFO’s themselves, at White Sands, New Mexico. They said they were just as thick as 
stars. That when they were doing the Aerobee rocket test — just you read this and you’ll 
understand, I’ve got it right in this letter here. 

Jim: And we’re talking about that they frequently saw... 

Int: They frequently saw them and then they told me, and I’m positive that there 
was three (3) crashes. That was actually told me about three (3) different 
crashes. 12 


11 This is another of those areas where I wish that June was available for another interview, for the sake 
of clarifying dates in relation to her descriptions of events. 

12 Perhaps the Three Crashes in question are : The 1941 crash in Missouri, the 1947 crash(es) in New 
Mexico, and the 1950 crash in the El Indio-Guerrero area. She also commented on other occasions that 
“there may have been more than three.” 
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Jim: So as of 1952 they knew about three (3) crashes? 

Int: Right. Right. 

Jim: Of vehicles that were probably extraterrestrial? 

Int: Right, right, and then the one where they brought the two (2) men into Wright-Patterson 

Air Force Base and put them in the ice box, uh that was, I didn’t see it because nobody 
was allowed to see it. See these two (2) people...but the person that brought them in he 
was a master sergeant, and you understand that when a military airplane takes off, there’s 
always an enlisted man in charge. You know that, don’t you? 

Jim: I don’t know quite how that works... 

Int: Okay.... 

Int: There is always an officer to go along with everything- everything that’s done there is an 

officer involved. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: Because he gets the credit. The underlings do the work. So when an airplane takes off, 

until the moment that the plane takes off the ground the military personnel, the officer, is 
in charge of the airplane. But the moment it is off the ground the enlisted man has charge 
of the airplane until she lands. And now the master sergeant, his first name was 
Clarence, I went to their wedding. I sent the picture of their wedding to 
Randle; I still can’t remember that man’s last name. 13 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: But, he was he was in charge of that airplane. 

Jim: What kind of an airplane? 

Int: Well it was a regular transport. 

Jim: A transport, a military transport? 


13 On April 18, 1990 (over seven years before this interview was taped!) June sent a letter to Kevin 
Randle. She also sent a wedding photograph which has the Master Sergeant named Clarence whose last 
name she was unable to remember. In his book co-authored with Donald Schmitt, The Truth About the 
UFO Crash at Roswell, June is identified under a pseudonym, Sarah Holcomb, on page 64. Not only 
did she not change her story over the course of growing seven years older and surviving serious illness, 
in my conversations with her, I attempted to determine (albeit in a kind way) if she would grossly deviate 
or exaggerate; she would do neither. 
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Int: Yeah, yeah. 

Jim: And what was it that he said? 

Int: It came in from New Mexico. He said what I brought in this morning... You read it’s in 

here. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: I want you to read this. 

Jim: I will. 

Int: He said that he brought two (2) little men in. 

Jim: Okay, by two (2) little men... 

Int: He called them little green men. He described them as a greenish-blue. 14 
And they were four (4) feet tall and they were dead. 

Jim: So the color could have been because they were dead? 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Not... 

Int: Yeah, but you see it could have been anything. 

Jim: We’re talking about non-humans? 

Int: Non-humans. Right. 

Jim: Did he say anything else about them? 

Int: No, not really. Because it was only a matter of fifteen (15) minutes. We 
were having our coffee that morning. And so when Clarence said why he 
told us about this; that was his news for the day. 

Jim: Is this one of those things where he’s kind of like, maybe, I’m trying to 
guess here, but were there like, maybe, other ladies there and he sort of 
like showing off or telling- 

Int: No. 


14 See reference in the Majestic Documents Commentary. 
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Jim: He wasn’t showing off? 

Int: No, no, no! These guys don’t show off. 

Jim: This is a serious matter? 

Int: When I’m saying engineers are sort of wacky, there is one thing to know. They’re, it’s 

not wackiness like you’d think a just acting like a fool, and it’s just well it’s just hard to 
explain. But very serious. They don’t tell lies. They don’t have jokes. They don’t do 
anything like that. And so when they say something they know it had better be the truth. 
You just don’t, you don’t lie. You get your head knocked off. 

Jim: Was this master sergeant breaking security by talking about this? 

Int: No, cause we were off of security. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: When you have security like that you can’t take your husband to a party...you, we all had 

a Christmas party. We went and there was a guard at the door and nobody but the people 
in the, in the, in the branch are the only ones that’s there, you couldn’t bring your 
husband or the wife and when you are at home you can’t talk about you job, because you 
got that in your head, you got security in your clearance and you keep your damn mouth 
shut. That’s all there is to it. And it’s a big burden because there is time you’d like to 
talk about your job, but you can’t. The only time you can talk is when you are with other 
people that have the same security as you do. And if somebody walks in from another 
branch and you don’t know whether he’s cleared, you shut up, because you don’t know. 
Loose lips cost lives. That’s, you know, you heard that. 

Jim: I’ ve heard that one before. 

Int : You ’ ve heard that one before. 

Jim: Now is that the same period of time that you mentioned before that 
someone actually showed you a piece of something? 15 

Int: Yes. 

Jim: Was this during the same period of time? 


15 In assessing this anecdote, it should be remembered the June did not know much about UFO lore. 
She did not, for instance, have two shelves of UFO books. Although she was a reading advocate, her 
visual impairment made it difficult for her. The experience of handling this odd metal made a strong 
impression on her and when I tried to get her to liken it to the characteristics of modern plastics and 
metals, she wouldn’t budge from her opinion that it just wasn’t like anything else. 
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Int: Yes, ‘51 ‘52. 

Jim: Okay, who showed it to you? 

Int: Okay it was Lieutenant Rose is the one that showed it to me, or Captain 
Wheeler, now, it could have been one or the other of those guys, cause 
they were both in personnel, personnel in ‘chutes. And uh, he walked in. 
And they always liked to rag me because they couldn’t figure me out. He 
threw it on my desk, and it was a piece, well it was a piece about...about 
this big...and it was... 

Jim: About half of, about the size of a business card? 

Int: Yeah, about that size, and a half of this. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: There, and it was bent like this. — And he says “ June, you’re good. Tear 
that thing apart, break that up.” And I took it and I bent it and I twisted it 
and I laid it back down, and it went (sound) got right back to the same 
shape. I got back to my desk and he said, “cut it. Cut it. Try cutting it.” I 
got on my desk. I got my scissors out and I snipped at it, and you know 
there was no way I could cut even cut that piece of metal. And it was as 
light as a feather. I had it in my hand and I couldn’t...I would say that it 
didn’t weight as much as these two (2) cards—it wasn’t that heavy. It 
was so light but strong, and it was about the thickness would be about say, 
let’s see, there, no it would be about, it would be about that thick 

Jim: So it’s fairly thick but doesn’t weigh anything? 

Int: But it had no weight at all, it was like a feather. And so strong it was sort of 
a grayish, gun metal type of color, and you could see that on the inside that 
there was a different that there was coating on the outside of it. Both sides 
were the same and the insides seemed to have a sort of a lead colored, 
light lead colored center to it. 

Jim: What were the edges of this like? Were they even or was it like part of 
something else? 

Int: It was even. 

Jim: Was even. 
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Int: All even and I said “what is it?’ He said, “it’s a piece of a space ship.” 

When I, you know got through with it and I couldn’t do nothing with it I said, 
“well, what is it?” And he says, “piece of a space ship.” He said “I just 
came back from New Mexico and I brought it back with me.” See, he had 
no business having anything to do with it in the first place, but he... 

Jim: So he was breaking security? 

Int: Yes, he was. Definitely. 

Jim: Obviously in forty (40) years, and even in my lifetime being forty-five (45), 
I’ve seen improvements and changes in materials and plastics and metal. 
Have you ever... 

Int: I’ve never seen... 

Jim: Is it like anything you have ever seen since? 

Int: I never...I always look at things, metal things and I still have that curiosity, 
cause it still bothers me and I have yet to see anything that would have 
those properties and looks like that. And so light! 

Jim: Was it slightly in a “v” shape? Did I understand right? 

Int: It was sorta... 

Jim: In a very slight or liked curved? 

Int: Sort of a curve. It was about... 

Jim: And it was formed, like it was formed that way? 

Int: Yeah. And it would uh, I don’t know...and it was practically indestructible. 

Jim: Did he say anything... 

Int: I even took the edge of the scissors and laid it on...you know... 

Jim: Uh-hum... 

Int: Took the scissors like this, and I whacked it like this, and I couldn’t even 
make a dent in it. Just nothen. Cause he said tear it up, so I tried every 
thing I could to tear it up, and I couldn’t tear it up. I couldn’t make a dent in 
it; I couldn’t make a mark on it. 

Jim: Now.... 
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Int: Couldn’t even make a mark on it. 

Jim: Now, that’s kind of an odd thing even in the place where you are for 
somebody to say that this came from a space ship. 

Int: Well, he’s got the same clearance I got. 

Jim: Right. I guess what I’m saying is that somebody was saying, maybe he 
was joking. 

Int: No. No—he wouldn’t have joked. Uh-uh, there was another man standing 

right there he would never he wouldn’t have been never would he have 
been joking no way would he have been joking. Those guys don’t joke, 
they don’t, they don’t really joke, they uh, actually they hardly have a sense 
of humor. But they have this intense, uh, curiosity about things and some 
of the stuff is so damn far out that I call it weird. It’s just, you would have 
to be around a group of them to know em. 

Jim: Well, what else did you ever hear ‘em talk about related to these things? 

Int: Well, the’ that quite often they would be talking about, well okay, if we go to the if they 

come on our earth, what’s going to happen to us? And they said well in the first place the 
reason they don’t land is because they know we are so war like that the we’ll probably 
the first thing we would try to do is execute ‘em. Which would be fine logic. And uh 
then they said probably they have been observing us for hundreds of years and we are 
such a war like people, we are terrible, you know, the only thing we don’t do to each 
other is that we don’t eat each other. We challenge each other; we maim each other. And 
everything... 

Jim: Now that depends in what part of the world you are in. 

Int: Right. And uh so they think that is one of the reasons, that um... One of reasons they 

don’t land, but uh, then they also said they think the reason that became very noticeable 
was when we detonated the atomic bomb, cause that was when it really got heavy, that 
was when they got hot and heavy with sightings. And then when we started taking our 
rockets up it got heavier and it’s been heavier ever since. Because they probably don’t 
want us transporting our war like life to any place else. And I would bet you that they 
would prevent us from going to any other planet. Until we learn to live with each other. 

I mean, that’s my opinion. 

Jim : Did, did you ever hear of any other discussions amongst these uh people, engineers and 
what not, about the crashes or the... 

Int: No. Just... 
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Jim: The workings or... 

Int: It was just, it was just a matter of fact. I mean they talked like everybody 
knew it, that they were crashing. 16 

Jim: You mentioned earlier that, before I started the tape recording, that uh they were 
discussing propulsion systems. 

Int: Yes. Because they said there was no doubt about there being a u an ah you know a flying 

saucer, whatever you want to call them, there is no doubt about that. The question the big 
question is what is their propulsion system. Because it is almost impossible for a vehicle 
to maneuver the way they do. A human being would be killed immediately if you were 
in a craft and you were going straight ahead, say you were going north, and then suddenly 
you went south, to the east immediately, you went that fast going a hundred thousand 
(100,000) miles an hour... 

Jim: The inertia would kill you. 

Int: The changes in g force would kill you. And there’s just no way a man could survive it. 

So those vehicles, there’s no way they can be uh manned by uh ordinary humans. They 
can’t be. And there is, it has to be an intelligent being to operate those things, and to be 
in and alive in them. 

Jim: So they’re talking about, those, these people are talking about, a physical objects... 

Int: Yeah... 

Jim: Space craft... 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Unknown origin? 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Not from this earth. 

Int: Right, and their theories and religion and and why they don’t land. This was one of the 

big questions. Why they don’t land. And their theory was contention was most of them 
had the same idea, is that we are to war like. We want to kill everything, and they don’t 


16 June emphasized that the reality of UFO’s, crashed and otherwise, was common knowledge amongst 
the scientists and engineers where she worked. 
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want to be killed. Cause that’s the first thing we’ll do is shoot ‘em, if somebody lands, 
they’ll go out with a gun and they’ll try to shoot them right away. 

Jim: So there wasn’t a question in this group about whether they existed or whether they were 
here? Or whether they were coming or going? 

Int: Never. Never. Never, never a question. And these are very intelligent scient, they used to 

call them engineers, but they are called scientists now a-days. 

Jim: Uh- uh. 

Int: And these are very, very good scientists. All of them. Um and uh... 

Jim: How do think the uh, just to get us back a little more contemporary, obviously the new is 

filled right now, with uh, falling dummies from the sky. Does that make any sense at all 
in the light of the work that you did or the place, or the place, or the kind of work that 
they did? 

Int: Absolutely not! Because by the time, well the time, the period they are talking about, the 

parachute dropping was an art already. Like I told you Mr. Knache wrote the parachute 
bible that we still to this day use, with his coordinates and everything. And we knew 
very well what happens with a man when he is in a parachute and does not uh, uh dump 
his ‘chute and uh we’ve engineered and killed so many men ourselves, showing off to 
officer’s wives, about drops. And uh...we’re the general over, well I shouldn’t talk about 
it, but the general when, one drop we had in a terrible big drop. And because the ladies 
were tired and it was cold, uh they went and made them go ahead, the drop master was 
over wrote by the general, because they “wanted to go ahead and drop them” it was a big 
drop, I think it was about a five hundred (500) men drop. And uh they went ahead and 
the wind was wrong, and it was it was, terrible, it was just murder, it was just actual 
murder. 

Jim: Interject. 

Int: So they knew, they knew how to drop a man. They weren’t worried about anything about 

a man, about men. I know that when this news paper article, I, I just got so angry, 
because it’s so, only a jackass would write that kind of an article. 

Jim: Well he... 

Int: Yet he sounds logical to some people. But anybody that known about what was going 

on because at that time we were testing the Aerobee rocket. And that’s what we were 
testing. 

Jim: What did the Aerobee rocket do? Is that missile or a... 
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Int: Yeah, it was a missile, it was a forerunner years—. Your space ships right now. 

Jim: Okay, I remember, when I was a boy I lived in uh a place south of San Francisco, and 
they had a Nike-installation up on the hill; it was a defensive position. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: I know, because we snuck in there and got chased off by the MP’s. 

Int: See that’s, that’s a missile, a ballistic missile. The Aerobee rocket is the one that we 

stole. It was the one von Braun was gettin together to drop on Berlin. I mean on Berlin... 

Jim: On London? 

Int: On London, and we got and I was readin something said we had never had a, we never 

got an Aerobee rocket, well they’re crazy then hell. We had one right there. Right there 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, it was laying on the ground out there. And uh so uh 
we had that rocket and so we then took it out to White Sands, New Mexico and we were 
testing to go the moon with it, is what we were trying to do. And we were recovering it 
with parachutes and but in the beginning when the parachutes came down with the men 
with the rocket, you know the men were in this thing, then we killed them. I mean, we 
didn’t know how to do it. And that’s when they decided we’d drop them in the water. 
Remember when they were dropped in the... 

Jim: That’s right. 

Int: They were dropped in water. And remember those... 

Jim: They were safer cause they could... 

Int: And there was the parachutes down there... Well see that’s what we are wondering over is 

and that’s it was an intense study at that time. The Aerobee rocket, not looken for 
persons how to teach personnel from gettin hurt, ‘cause they and that, and I’d say that 
say that picture was about a 1970. 

Jim: I wondered about that to because of the haircuts and style and the uniforms and all that. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: And I wondered if it wasn’t faked up photo. 

Int: Right. And uh it’s an articulated dummy, and uh if you saw dummy what they looked 

like in fifty-one (51) they didn’t look like that; I got news for you. 

Jim: And they sure didn’t look like a four (4) foot high humanoid being? 
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Int: No. But the thing of it is, what are they trying, did you notice in the paper they are 

talking about parachutes, parachutes, parachutes. Well uh and parachutes and er 
dummies in the parachutes and all this and that. Why are trying to say, where were they, 
where were they to see them? And so why would people be thinking they were out of 
whack? 

Jim: Right. 

Int: What do it just laying on the ground and people said oh that’s a that’s a alien. They 

neglected to tell them why would the people think that those were real people? What, 
there had by to be something there to attach them to. Wouldn’t it? 

Jim: Yup. There would have to be. 

Int: And they’d really, they told the truth, but they didn’t tell al the truth in that article. But a 

person like me I know that they are full of bull. 

Jim: The other thing is that if they drop a dummy with a parachute then the parachute should 
be there. Any normal person would say, okay, that got dropped by a parachute. 

Int: Okay, because he’d be attached to it. 

Jim: Right, there’s noting extraordinary about that. 

Int: Right. In those days in 51, uh you know rag doll, you know rag dolls... 

Jim: Sure... 

Int: That’s what they looked like, that’s what their dummies looked like. 

Jim: Can I stop for a moment and get some more coffee? 

Int: Yeah, go ahead. I’ll get one too.

Int: So I’m calling that article a goddamn lie! That report, is goddamn lie. 

Jim: Well the other... 

Int: Misleading the American people and it isn’t true, that is not what. I’d like to read your 

report, but apparently credible men read it and wrote those articles. And they usually get 
the gist of the article in the newspaper. And un, it’s not true.

Jim: I went on the Internet the other night and pulled this, when you get on line you can get on 
cnn.com; it’s a very good news source and they had a big story on the falling dummies. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Roswell- Case Closed, all that. And the thing, I guess, that caught my attention the most 
was that right after that they were taking a poll to see what your opinion was, and you 
could check whether you believed the government or whether you didn’t. And when I 
got off there it was like fourteen thousand (14,000) people said they didn’t believe the 
government, and there were only like two thousand (2,000) who said that they did. 

Int: Yeah. Well think about this. The name of the article was, the book, the report. Roswell- 

Case Closed. Right? 

Jim: Right. 

Int: And they’re saying the bodies they saw were dummies. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: So aren’t they admitting that there was a crash? 

Jim: Kind of. 

Int: They are. 

Jim: Right, because they never have even acknowledged that there was a crash. 

Int: That there was a crash. So how could is if it was a crash that didn’t 

happen, how could it them being able to tell you that this was uh dummies. 
And then they try’in to say, that well they’ve misconstrued the forty-eight 
(‘48) uh crash and this is what was happening in fifty-one (‘51) and in their 
mind they’ve put the two things together. No way. No way. It’s just an 
insult, it’s an insult to me and I like I say I’m the last survivor of the 
Parachute Branch, and I know what was going on in fifty-one (‘51) and fifty- 
two (‘52). And there was a crash during that time and possibly two (2). The 
Roswell was different, it was in forty-seven (‘47). 17 

Jim: And now you mentioned earlier... 

Int: We were. We were still crashing, and.. 


17 A further comment on multiple Crash Retrieval Events distinct from Roswell in 1947. 
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Jim: You mentioned three (3) crashes earlier. 

Int: Yeah, there’s three (3) there was three (3) times that I am aware of, I won’t 
vouch for the fourth (4) one cause I wouldn’t... 

Jim: These three (3) crashes that you heard about while you worked at Wright- 
Patterson? 

Int: One (1) was the Roswell, and then there was two (2) others. I want to show 
you something. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: This map. And like I say I can’t see too good. There is Roswell, right? 

Jim: Right. 

Int: Okay, see this here? 

Jim: Alamogordo 

Int: No. 

Jim: Or, the map right there on the seam. Is.... 

Int: See that: White Sands? 

Jim: Right. 

Int: That’s where we were testing. And uh they don’t take parachutes from here over here. 

Jim: Not likely. It’s, that’s a very large distance. 

Int: No, cause they, those engineers know exactly where the rockets going to land when 

she...and see the Salton Sea? 

Jim: Yes. 

Int: Well that’s where we were also practicing. See this is the White Sands uh White Sands 

Proving Grounds is what this is this area, on along in here I don’t know. Does the map 
say that, White Sands? 

Jim: I don’t think so cause I don’t think there’s enough scale on this map. 

Int: It’s a proving it’s a proving ground in White Sands. 
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Jim: Yeah, I think you need one with bigger a bigger scale. I noticed you have two (2) other 
places circled. Okay, the Salton Sea over here in California, 

Int: Well they well they had done some testing over here also, but that was a different type of 

testing. 

Jim: And then down here in Sierra Vista? 

Int: I had a friend living down there. 

Jim: Oh, I see, okay. 

Int: Yeah. This is the scale of this map is uh one (2) inch equals one hundred (100) miles. 

Jim: Well, you’ve got a third (1/3), if I’m looking at this right, about a third (1/3) of the state 
in between in between Roswell and the area that these parachute test were being 
conducted. 

Int: Right! So if they’re testing dummies over here, they wouldn’t land over here. And you 

don’t put dummies with parachutes and balloons together. Let me tell ya, you don’t do it. 
Cause the air would have an altogether different feel on a balloon that it would have on a 
parachute. And so it uh the day they when they was denying to the crash in fifty-one 
(‘51) when they were denying the crash. 

Jim: Right 

Int: Uh they said it was a balloon. That-1 believe. And uh, that’s what it was. 

Jim: I remember first they said some balloons. 

Int: Yes. 

Jim: And then they said a classified balloon project with microphones to listen to Soviets, and 
now they are saying balloons that had dummies on them. 

Int: Right. But any way. 

Jim: I’ m, having a hard time keeping all these stories straight. 

Int: But if we all had a little radio in the lab there they always had a radio going, 
and so that news come across that uh there was a balloon, one of the 
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engineers called into the next lab he says “Hey. You know that there was a 
balloon.”-and they don’t swear much but in any... 18 

Jim: Now what were they referring to then? 

Int: Cause the government said that the spacecraft was a balloon. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: And those guys they almost came unglued, you’d almost say they rolled on 
the floor laughing. 

Jim: Now when was this though? 

Int: This was another crash. 

Jim: Okay, this was back in fifty-two (‘52), fifty-one (‘51)? 

Int: This was fifty-two (‘52), fifty-one (‘51 )-fifty-two (‘52) at the time. And it was 
still in the Roswell... 

Jim: Oh they were; and they used the balloon story back then? 

Int: Certainly they did. 

Jim: And these guys knew that it was a lie? 

Int: Well certainly they knew it was a lie. They knew it was a lie, see the thing 
of it is, all these crashes, for some mysterious reason were always right 
around this Roswell area. They were always right around this area. 

Jim: Now if I remember right, Roswell, one of its distinctions is that that’s where the first 
nuclear bomber base in the world was. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Which... 

Int: And the nuclear, when they first started a messing around with the atomic bomb, that’s 

when they were thick. Those they were thick in the sky, the people didn’t pay any 
attention to em, I mean we had a war goin on. And uh people weren’t, well let’s face we 
didn’t have communication. Well, a hell I never even saw a TV in those days. 


18 June claimed that she was present when some engineers heard a radio broadcast where a balloon 
observation was used to cover for an encounter with an ET vehicle. 
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Jim: Well I remember there was an incident in Los Angeles, I don’t remember the date during 
the war but it’s well documented, I’ve even seen the news paper headlines. Where they 
had a air raid full scale air raid alert, there were mysterious lights seen the sky and they 
fired fourteen hundred (1,400) and some odd high explosive anti-air craft rounds, and 
didn’t faze whatever they were shooting at. 

Int: Right, right. 

Jim: And they never explained that. Do you feel that... 

Int: Well like I say the mil... The government has a way they have control over the military 

already, you either, you shut your trap, you don’t say nothin or you get court-martialed, 
or you go to prison. I mean they can lock you up without any reason. They don’t have 
the same rules that we as civilians have. And the civilians were controlled by fear, of 
losing your job. And in those days, do you think I wanted to lose my little $1,260 a year 
job. 

Jim: Well back then that was... 

Int: I mean this is a... 

Jim: More money then... 

Int: This is after the Depression. 

Jim: You wouldn’t know whatever happened to Master Sergeant Clarence, would you? 

Int: I would, I’m going to find him. I’m going to try to find somebody on the Internet, there’s 

one name that I think if she may still be alive. But see, like I say I was the youngest one 
workin. And I’m going to try to find some of those young...there was a black girl her 
name was Marcella, and uh, I’d like, it’s quite possible maybe I’ll be able to locate her. 
And uh, cause people in Ohio don’t live very far from where they were bom. They don’t. 
I was the venturer that I came clear the West Coast. I was only one of two of my entire 
graduating class there was only two of us that got away from our own homes. The rest of 
them stayed right there in Ohio somewhere or other. 

Jim: Maybe I ought to take a look at that letter now and see if so I’ll just stop it for now and 
we can come back. 

Break 

Jim: In any event. 

Int: It was just an excepted thing. 
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Jim: Now who was Hap Arnold 19 to you? 

Int: He was just a damn good looking’ man. God he was good looking.’ 

Jim: Okay, but what was his rank, you remember? 

Int: Ah, he was probably lieutenant colonel at that time. 

Jim: Was he assigned to Wright-Patterson? 

Int: Was apparently, cause he was there quite often. 

Jim: And he talked to people, you knew him as an acquaintance? 

Int: Oh-yeah. Yeah. You know, he’d come in, Hi. Hap, mind you, that type of 

person. Cause we never associated with each other outside the base. You, 
you just weren’t supposed to. 

Jim: Then he talked about UFO’s? 

Int: Yeah, he was, he’d be talking to the other engineers about them. You know 
you’d be saying something about well did you find any find any signs of it or how’s 
things going and this and that. Then see we’d, another thing, we shot, you know what a 
BB shot looks like? 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: Okay, we put BB’s on the moon along time before we started shootin missiles. 

Jim: Just to see if we could do it? 

Int: Just to see if we could do it. And we traced them with radio. You know. And then we 

sent the monkeys up, we started sending the monkeys, well those monkeys he died of it... 
The one he finally just died not, it wasn’t not to awful long ago. But he died of old age. 

Jim: I’ m surprised they didn’t tell us that the little men were monkeys. I was kind of waiting 
for that one. 


19 This is another perplexing remark. In order for June to have known Hap Arnold, she would have had to 
have met him during her first period of employment, since he retired in 1946, and he died in 1950. 
However, when she mentioned him, I could tell that she had a very strong recollection of how she thought 
of him when she was a young woman - her face flushed and she smiled broadly. There is a possible 
important connection to her remark. Hap Arnold created the Scientific Advisory Board, which was headed 
by Dr. Theodore von Karman whose name is mentioned several times in the MAJESTIC Documents. 
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Int: I was waiting for that, because there was, we did send up some monkeys. And they come 

down, back down and they weren’t hurt they were in good shape. But see they kept them 
there at the lab in an Aero Med Lab. And that’s another thing that they there’s never any 
mention of the Aero Med Lab. The Aero Med Lab is the one that had that got the bodies. 

Jim: At Wright-Patterson? 

Int: Right. Then you’ll read it in the letter there. 

Jim: Okay. Well let me just take a break here and go through this. 

Break 

Jim: Well anyway, since I went through that letter, I came up with a couple of 
things I wanted to ask about. Cause in the letter you mentioned that the 
same day that you heard about what had gone on, the little men being 
brought to the base. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: That there was a memo that came out? 

Int: Right, right that was the fear that when I say when they control civilians 

with fear and the thing, it was on one piece of paper one of those too hot to 
handle. It had; it has to be passed hand to hand. And it said that some 
irresponsible person was telling that there was little green men and that we 
and that if we repeated the rumor and the rumor was underlined on the this 
memo, that we was liable to immediate dismissal or a twenty thousand 
dollar fine ($20,000) or twenty years in jail. And we had to sign that, and it 
was signed it was the memo came from the base commander; now the 
base commander is the commander of the entire base. Now how in the hell 
did he get that information that fast and get that memo written up? And get 
uh got it to us. Cause he brought it right to us in the Parachute Branch. 

And uh so we had to sign it and of course we didn’t talk about it after that. 
Officially we were very careful when we talked about it. Of course the 
scientist you can’t check them up anyway. But they don’t talk to anybody 
except themselves. 20 


20 This would be in keeping with a policy of total secrecy related to MAJESTIC operations. My 
understanding is that when the memo was delivered, it was on the basis that you stopped what you were 
doing at that moment and responded by reading and signing. 
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Jim: Well this is a place where people could talk about, they talked about 
unusual things anyway? 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Right? 

Int: But under this circumstances only did we get that memo. 

Jim: And they had never, they had never told people to be quiet about any 
other? 

Int: Never 

Jim: Wild speculative... 

Int: Never 

Jim: Things. 

Int: Never, never, never it was only 

Jim: Only this one? 

Int: Only that one. Only that one. 

Jim: And that one? 

Int: And that when the airplane that was chasing the UFO blew up, we didn’t no memo like 

that. 

Jim: Was that Major Mantel? 

Int: Right. 

Jim: The Mantel incident? 

Int: Right, we didn’t get any memo about that. I mean, they didn’t say nothin 

about that it just happened. They didn’t say why or anything, and we never 
heard anything about... 21 

Jim: Do remember where, that was where that one blew up? 


21 I am not sure whether or not June was referring to the famous Thomas Mantell Incident of January 07, 
1948 or some other case, since she did not start work until May 13th of that year. 
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Int: I don’tldon’t really remember... 

Jim: I guess I have to look it up. 

Int: It wasn’t really anything in my uh group, because it wasn’t concerned with parachutes 

then. 

Jim: You mentioned Blue Book too in the letter. 

Int: Yeah well, ever read blue when I worked their Aerobee Blue Book — 

sighting came across my desk and I saw it. Every, every one and uh I had a 
canned phrase that we used to send back to the person that saw it saw it. 
From an engineering viewpoint this craft could not possibly fly. 22 And it 
was that’s all we said we didn’t say anything else. Then the guys would 
take the record and take it over their and discuss it and kick it around 
awhile and then they’d say, okay, we better get somebody out their and 
take a look at that. Investigate it immediately, I mean immediately. 

Jim: So they would tell people publicly one thing and they would do something 
else. 

Int: Right. And this is what, this was a cover up when this reported in 

newspapers it happened that such a conspiracy exists, that how it existed. 
Because it was right at the very start of it. Project Blue Book was not 
formed to investigate those things; it was formed to stop the people from 
thinking that’s what it was. I, that’s my opinion and I’ll stick with it. 

Jim: And somebody else was actually investigating? 

Int: Right. They were being investigated by the Project Blue Book officers, yes. 
But the basic thing and the reason why they was told people were 
investigating it and everything, they were investigating it all right, very very 
religiously, but at the same time they were telling people that they were 
nuts, or drunk, or doing mentally under drugs or something. And uh. It was 
that was what Project Blue Book was all about was to try to squelch all the 
talk of the UFO’s. 


22 My impression was that she was claiming that she worked on letters to explain away UFO sightings as 
part of her secretarial duties. I have no confirmation of this. 
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Jim: If I remember right too, in the letter you mentioned that uh people in this group went to 
White Sands 23 to do testing and then came back? 

Int: Yes. 

Jim: And did they say that anything unusual had happened to them? 

Int: Well, they said they were just as thick as fleas up there. They’d sit at night 
they’d sit on the outside of their motels or they would stand by the 
building. And they would watch them go over, all types and shapes. 
There’d be mother ships, big ones with little ones coming out of it. And 
then they would see them return and they had different colored lights some 
had orange sometimes red, yellow different lights they would see. And 
then what they would do if they would if the people the engineers and 
scientist would report it that they saw them. They locked them up in a 
motel for twenty-four (24) hours with no access to no radios no people no 
nothin and uh they’d bring their meals into them but have no contact with 
anybody and they had them to write up what they saw. 24 And then when 
they come out the following day, twenty-four (24) hours later they’d have 
them write it up again. And like the engineers said, the hell with it, I’m not 
going to report any more. I’m not going to be locked up for twenty-four (24) 
hours. And uh but they were it was just a common thing to look up at the 
sky and see them. They were that thick, now this is these, these engineers 
that I’m talking about they were my engineers and they were Aerobee 
project—-But Project Blue Book they you know the government makes out 
like it was investigating. Mainly, I’d still say it was formed to make the 
American people say that well only nuts see flying saucers. 

Jim: And so. Are there any people any names of anybody that you’d like to name that were 
part of this engineering group? 

Int: Well, I got I have names here. A long list of them. People that worked I worked at the 

same time as I did of course like I say they’re probably all dead cause I was twenty-six 
(26) at the time approximately and they would have been at least ten (10) years older 
because they had college behind... 


23 She mentioned in this and other conversations that she heard the scientists and engineers when they 
returned from testing rockets at White Sands Proving Ground in New Mexico discussing how extensive 
the UFO activity was in the area while they were conducting their tests. 

24 This sounds like a good procedure for discouraging personnel from making UFO reports. It would 
certainly dissuade most anyone. 
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Jim: Sure. 

Int: And jobs. And uh the last I heard when I had given a name a list of names to...should I 

say the name? Anyway I gave the names to an author and he was trying to verify my 
story and he had told me that he investigated and every one of them was dead. They’d up 
and died. You know older than me. And so, that’s why I say I’m probably the last 
survivor of the parachute group. And I’m probably the only one that can tell that can say 
that...I’m still going back to that article, that article is a damn lie, it’s just a big cover up. 

Jim: Well they have been going on with that with different kinds of stories for a long time. 

Int: It’s been two hundred and twenty-four (224) pages on it. That kind of stuff. . 

and here’s another thing about that. 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: They can’t find none of these papers and come up with these actual papers on the space 

program, and everything. And yet they can find out all about those parachutes. 

Jim: Exactly. 

Int: No way. Parachute branch, each one of those branches had a chart I typed them cause I 

use a typewriter about four (4) foot long. And it had the chief up here and then his 
assistants, and then personnel over here, personnel minds, personnel prop parachutes, 
cargo parachutes, others you know. And all the people workin there listed under there. 
And so when you try to when I gave this names to this officer he couldn’t find any of 
those charts, they’re not in existence, apparently, any more. 

Jim: So they were uh, but as I understand it there was a lot more going on where you worked 
than just parachutes. 

Int: It was all parachutes, it was para... 

Jim: But why what was... 

Int: It was parachute connected. Anything that was connected with the parachute in any way 

shape or form came into our branch. 

Jim: Yeah, but when you said that you saw a Blue Book reports? 

Int: Well that was well they didn’t know where else to take it to. 

Jim: Okay. Okay

Int: Then nobody else would it was there wasn’t anybody else that would have any reason to 

uh know anything about these crazy things flying. So we got ‘em. 

Jim: Let me just go back over something, I was trying, there are so many ideas going through 
my mind right now, I’m trying to get it focussed. Uh, what do you think is the kind of 
like the bottom line for all this. Where, what do you really think they know? I mean I 
realize that some of this is speculative cause you told me that you only had certain 
knowledge and that’s it. But if you were going to speculate where, what do you think 
they really know? 

Int: The government? 

Jim: Yes. 

Int: They’ve got UFO’s and they’re trying they’ve apparently have already discovered what 

the propulsion system is. And when they get that their knowledge, their flight pattern 
will be it’ll be completely different, and all the aeronautical flights would be different. 

Jim: Well some people think they are already doing that. 

Int: And uh, well I don’t know about that but it, cause that was the key that was the key thing. 

What is their propulsion system? Because it wasn’t gasoline, it wasn’t electric, it wasn’t 
uh anti gravity, they think that, the engineers would talk, said such a thing as anti gravity, 
which ever that means, and then of course this show the other night said something about 
a anti matter. And uh that would be fantastic if it would be able to... That would they, 
cause the thing of it is, they said to go as far as they have to go to go to another planet or 
another solar system uh the amount of fuel to go that far would be, how could they carry 
enough fuel? Because, another thing the scientist I worked with, they said, people think 
our solar system is the only one it is. There’s other solar systems out there. These may 
not be coming from Venus or Mars or Neptune or none of these planets. These could be 
coming from another solar system completely. Cause there’s lots of solar systems 
they’ve discovered now. At that time they didn’t know it cause we didn’t have the 
equipment to know about it. And so uh, there could be another group of people or beings 
that uh have progressed much beyond our knowledge. And they’re able to fly around 
with some type of fuel that their some power that they’re using, that we don’t have any 
idea of it. But uh, I’m sure that I would I would almost betcha that by this time they 
know what it is. And I lay money that they are experimenting. And possibly some of 
the UFO’s people are seeing are ours. They’ve discovered how to do it. Because the one 
that came over, when I saw the one came over my head, the night there was forty (40) of 
us, and we saw one come over our head. 

Jim: Now, now where was that? 
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Int: It was in Portland. Came right off of Swan Island. Came right off of Swan Island right 

over our heads. There was about forty (40) of us in a group. 

Jim: What kind of group was this? 

Int: It was, you’re going to laugh. 

Jim: That’s all right. 

Int: It was Beggars Night on Halloween. And we uh, neighborhood group together. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: And here comes this thing over our heads and we looked up and by golly it was a flying 

saucer. It was beautiful. Had this big lower disc on the bottom, had a thing on the top of 
it. And the bottom part of it was, you know, and it was revolving, a double revolution. 
There was something revolving one way and another thing revolving another way. 

Jim: At what time of day was this? 

Int: This was at night. 

Jim: At night. 

Int : Yeah, I would say probably 7:30pm. 

Jim: Was it illuminated? 

Int: No, other than it had a light shining down on us. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: And then uh, some of the women got hysterical and I looked and I knew god, I’ve seen 

one... 

Jim: This is it! 

Int: This is it, oh man. I mean I was in my glory. And uh, another woman grabbed of me and 

started screaming in my face, “I didn’t see it, I didn’t see it, I didn’t see it.” And uh, then 
it was right over the head and then it went, shhhhhhump, and it was gone. And it was 
beautiful it was a beautiful thing. And now it wasn’t that far over my head. I mean it 
wasn’t really... 

Jim: This was a close... 

Int: It was close... 
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Jim: A close encounter. 

Int: It was close, oh it was close. But I it had to come off the Swan Island. Now what in the 

hell it would do down on Swan Island I will never know but that’s where that thing came 
from. It had to come there up over. See right where I lived was right on the bluff. Do 
you know where Swan Island is down in Portland? 

Jim: Only vaguely. 

Int: Well anyway, it’s a sunken area and there’s a big bluff and the houses are all up here. 

And that thing came swooped up this way and come up over us. And I’m telling you it 
was beautiful. The lights inside of that thing the I don’t know how to describe it. It was 
as though one part was rotating this way and the other part was going this way. And 
there was orangey reddish lights in it. 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: There was no, you couldn’t see any, I mean I didn’t see no people or nothin it was just 

that rotate that odd rotation. 

Jim: How high above you do you think it was? If you had to guess... 

Int: That girl asked me that too. Uh, couldn’t have been over three (3), three hundred (300) 

feet. Couldn’t have been over much over that. But the sound. It sounded like a razor and 
electric razor, hummmmmmm. That was about as loud as it went. Well you know how 
your razor sounds? 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: That’s just what it sounded like. It was... 

Jim: I want to go back to this, your experiences with these engineers or this think tank group. 
Not knowing what else to call it. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Uh, did you ever hear any discussions or speculations on uh, what would happen if the 
American public were told the truth? What would happen if they just said, this is what 
we’ve got and this is what we’ve found. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: What... 
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Int: It was often discussed. Uh they kicked it around. One of the first things, is of course... So 

many engineers and scientist do not believe in god. And he said the first thing it would 
cause is a complete disbelief in this religious in this religion things. Because according to 
the bible the god created the earth and all the people within it. And that’s it. Well then 
this would prove that that’s not right. And uh they said that would be the first thing and 
so the church would undoubtedly try to squelch any knowledge of it, that it’s real. And 
then also they said another then the other another one of the contentions was that the first 
thing they could do was lower the boom on all of us and stop us from killing each other. 
Because we are such a deadly bloodthirsty bunch of people. And uh they would probably 
establish some sort of government ruled by them that would prevent it would stop 
starvation and all this. Mankind would be controlled more so than they are now by their 
own government. But everybody would be controlled in the same manner. Which is 
that’s pretty hard to think about. 

Jim: It is hard to think about. 

Int: If you think about what would happen if everything was controlled and there was no 

more crime everybody behaved and people all they could make their living and live in 
peace. 

Jim: Well I might be out of work, except for directing traffic and helping find lost children or 
something. 

Int: Right. Right. It would completely disrupt most peoples’ lives in some way or another. 

And this is the way these guys would talk about the various things that would happen. 

And they all agreed that their not these aliens are peaceful people. If they were war like 
they would have done something about it a long time ago. 

Jim: Well it’s interesting because of what you are saying about them discussing that, because 
I’ve seen a reprint of a document that was obtained in the freedom of information act that 
they obtained from the national security agency. And it wasn’t signed and it was briefing 
paper on what would happen or what the theories are behind UFO’s. What are the 
possibilities? And it went over all this same ground that you have just covered. 

Int: Yeah they talked about it. 

Jim: Yeah and that’s what’s that’s what’s fascinating about it. 

Int: Well this is what they talked about. Cause you know, the thing would like I say when 

people, these are weird people, they’d sit around for hours and talk this way. Kicking an 
idea around kick’en around over and over. 

Jim: And this is what they were paid to do. 
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Int: That’s what they were paid to do. And uh 

Jim: So the bottom line here is that in this group of people the question of whether or not 
we’ve been contacted, wasn’t a question. 

Int: That was never... 

Jim: If I’m understanding you right. 

Int: It was never a question, never. 

Jim: It has happened? 

Int: Yes. That’s what they fully believed it. And they also there was even some of them said 

we have them among us. And they have our shape and form and look just like ordinary 
people. 

Jim: Did you ever hear uh, I don’t know, I don’t know the time that you spent with uh, you 
mentioned Dr. von Braun. 25 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim Did you ever hear him say anything that’s related to this subject? 

Int: No. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: I only had three (3) hour contact with him, cause he was a prisoner and uh cause the night 

I told you how the officer came and picked me up and the lieutenant colonel. He came in 
and he had side arms. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: I’d never seen him with side arms either I only saw him in his uniform. He had side arms 

on. We walked down this alley into another lab that was strictly off limits to anybody. 
And went down there and here was a man on each side of this these double doors with 
machine guns. And then we went through and went into Dr. von Braun’s laboratory, and 
so that was my only contact with him. 

Jim: And just to go over...

Int: And we was very cold, he was a cold son of a bitch. And another thing none other than 

me the and all the Germans hated his liven guts. They hated that man. 

Jim: Why? 

Int: Well read his history. 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: He was a killer. People, men, people were expendable, he got those you know the Jews 

and people that he but into factories to build those rockets. And when they passed out 
and died that’s take em out get those bodies out of here, and get some more in here. He 
was a brutal man, brutal. Because he had one thing in mind. He was a scientist and he 
had he had theories that he was going to do. And nothing else counted, human beings 
didn’t count with him. He made me stand up for three (3) solid hours. There 
were no chairs in that room. Not even for himself. 

Jim: Three(3) hours is a long time. 

Int: And all I had was counter, a long counter. It was about this wide about a 
foot well two (2) foot, three (3) foot wide, and I had my pencils cause I was 
instructed to bring two (2) two (2) or three (3) books cause it would take a 
lot of dictation. And plenty of sharpened pencils. And they were layin 
there and I was taking dictation and cannot and then ask the questions 
when something wouldn’t be clear to me, I would ask him questions and 
he’d go back. And uh he was just a cold just a cold person. I, you must 
have been around somebody in your life that they that you think Jesus 
Christ that man is cold. 

Jim: They just don’t care. 

Int: They don’t care about you at all. And three (3) hours and he never once 
stopped talking to give me any break or nothin. 

Jim: And this was directed at if I’m understanding this right, this document was 
to justify... 

Int: The budget. 

Jim: The budget... 

Int: For the six hundred thousand ($600,000) dollars to start... 

Jim: That helped get the rocketry program going. 
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Int: To start, yeah right. That’s what it was for. Course, you know one thing I 
often thought. Maybe the reason in his book, when I read his book, his 
biography, autobiography, maybe the reason he didn’t mention Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base because he never got credit for that three (3) hour interview. And 
writing that program, he never once got credit. For it. And without a doubt, I 
think to this day that that’s why he just passed by Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base. And also he was a prisoner at the time. So he just didn’t he just didn’t 
mention it. In fact I gave that book to Sharp and in it I made notes where it 
disagrees with the truth. She has it all over there. 

Jim: Is there uh, I’m just kind of skipping back and forth to different things. 

Int: Uh-huh. 

Jim: That piece of material... 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: That you got to hold. Have you ever felt anything that was similar? 

Int: Never. It had a funny even slick a feel to it. You know if I say hold out your hand. 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: Now close your eyes, and I but this in your hand you... 

Jim: Right. 

Int: You can start telling me what that is can’t you? 

Jim: Exactly. 

Int: You couldn’t, this thing you couldn’t. Didn’t even feel like any metal I’ve ever felt. It 

wasn’t a greasy feeling, and yet I wasn’t a smooth it wasn’t, it was just an odd feeling, it 
was just an odd piece of metal. And I would almost say that it wasn’t even a metal. I 
mean it was that different. 

Jim: Uh-huh. 

Int: Like no metal I of course have a very active curiosity and uh some things like that bother 

me they really bug me. Because I like this silly putty, I had had the first piece of silly 
putty that was ever made. I had it in my hands. And the engineers he came in I’d be 
bouncing it on my desk, and he says “June, how would you like to hold a million dollars” 
and I said “why?” He said, “well pick it up.” And I picked it up. He said, “you’re 
holding a million dollars.” I say ah come on. The says no that’s the first piece of sil of 
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that putty that we were trying to get them to come up with Dupont, and he said it’s what, 
its got every property but it won’t do the job that we want. They wanted to seal the 
windows in the... 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: In the you know. And it won’t freeze, you can hit with a hammer and it won’t spatter and 

you well you know what silly putty is? 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: And to this day no one, and that thing is fifty (50) years old, to this day they’ve never... 

Jim: Now you’ve got an opossum. (I was watching the opossum walk on to her back porch.) 

Int: Yeah. Hi Chico, what are you doing Chico. Okay, but to this day uh no one has made 

any use that they can use that stuff with except as a toy. 

Jim: But it was originally developed as a possible sealant and putty for rockets. 

Int: And windows. But it cost a million (1,000,000) dollars, and I had that thing in my hand. 

It bounced liked a ball it does every well you know you’ve played with it. 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: And you didn’t know that that was Air Force. 

Jim: No, that makes sense. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: It does make sense. 

Int: See, the I had there was many things happen when I was their and all. For instance, the 

ejection seat. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: Okay. One of the engineers, now he wasn’t in my group, but he was in the lab right 

where I could see into his area. They all had windows around so all the labs had 
windows so no hanky panky would go on with the girls. You know there was one (1) girl 
to about seven (7) between five (5) and seven (7) men. And uh so but everything was 
glass so that they can see we didn’t do anything we shouldn’t been doin. And uh, uh, he 
had the his project he was responsible for developing that uh ejection seat. And so he had 
it through he thought it was through he thought it was right and everything, they were 
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testing it and then he started getting UR’s because it would kill the guys. They would 
go up and their heads would hit the plexy glass top and it would mash their heads. 

Jim: What’s a UR? 

Int: An unsatisfactory report. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: And so after he got about four (4) of them in about three (3) days he went off his bean. 

Completely. And he wouldn’t he never left his lab for four (4) days. He stayed in there 
and cried and cried and cried, cause he felt so deeply that it was his mistake. What it was 
it was something to do with the switch, that when they would hit it the switch, they’d 
both went off at the same time. Instead of the one the seat going, the plexy glass going 
of first. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: And then letting the man go up. Well there was just a two (2) or three (3) second interval 

that wasn’t right. And that was what why they was killing these men. And uh and uh of 
course wrecken the airplane and uh, he but he stayed in that he wouldn’t even go out. 

And they were really concerned that he might commit suicide. So somebody stayed right 
there twenty-four (24) hours a day. And watched him, because you wouldn’t dare go in 
you know. 

Jim: I just thought of a thing I’ve been sitting here trying to think of something that I wanted 
to ask you about. And I remember you mentioning gun camera film. 

Int: Yeah. GSAP’s. 

Jim: Now I’m not sure the year and it may have been after you worked there. But I have read 
somewhere that supposedly there was a point where the deliberately sent up planes over 
the United States with gun cameras for the purpose of hope they would hope that they 
would come into contact with UFO’s. 

Int: Well, 

Jim: And maybe get it on film. 

Int: Every military aircraft has it. Every one has it. See for a long time that was a secret, 

very secret thing. The GSAP cameras. And uh, right of World War II, that was still a 
secret. And they had it just perfected down to a gnat ear. Well you saw during that uh 
the sand war we had. You saw how those pictures they showed the bomb going in and 
so. Those are GSAP’s taking those pictures. 
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Jim: It was amazing photography. 

Int: Yeah. Well they had their photography during World War II. Yep, 

Jim: But you didn’t hear of any gun camera film that maybe had UFO’s on it? 

Int: No. 

Jim: I’ m pretty sure that that may have happened after you were there. 

Int: There was one time there was a film when I was working for the photo de, photo lab. 

And everybody was raving about that picture that he had, that he got with one of his 
cameras. You know when the come back they send the film back to be developed. Ansco 
was developing it at that time. And uh, they was talking about a picture he had and they 
said you ought to go down and get him to show you that picture. And uh, I didn’t have 
the chance to do it and then I sort of passed it by. But I’ve wondered in the past just what 
that picture was. Because, we saw it on one of the films he got a picture. 

Jim: Of something. 

Int: Of something. And what else do you get in the sky, you know? 

Jim: Well that’s true because, UFO does mean unidentified flying object. 

Int: But they was all raving about it, but they wouldn’t tell me what it was. They said but you 

go look, go look, go ask him. And uh god he was another good looken guy. I tell you 
there was some good lookin men over there. I guess that’s why they had all that glass 
around. 

Jim: Probably so, probably so. 

Int: I would go drink beer with the Germans at noon. They’d go they’d take me to lunch. 

They always, they liked me cause I would correct their English you know. And I’d write 
up their reports so it would be intelligible to regular people. And change their language 
and stuff, and so at lunchtime I’d go with them over to our local tavern. And we’d I’d 
take my own I always carried my own lunch in those days. And uh we’d go over there 
and I always, they’d make insist I drink one beer with them. And I’d sit there and drink a 
beer. And they’d tell me about their life in Germany. Just too under Hitler. 

Jim: Tragic part of history. 

Int: Yeah. Then one day one groves, uh he was a German, he come in that morning and he 

was so excited. He come over to my desk and he says you must listen, you got to listen, 
you got to listen. I says okay Mr. Groves, what do you want? He says you don’t know, 
you don’t know what happened, you don’t know what happened. I said, no what 
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happened? He said the house burnt down next to our house. And I said, well did they get 
it out? Yeah, but that’s not what’s important, he says, everybody came with foods and 
clothes and put ‘em in garage and they had a place to sleep that night. He said, that 
would never happen in Germany. He said in Germany you just take what you had left 
and leave, but cause everybody turned their back. I said well, that’s America. I mean he 
was he was just you couldn’t believe the way that man was. And all day that day 
everybody had to hear about the fire. Not the fire but what happened when the people 
came with food. You know how they do? 

Jim: Sure. 

Int: They bring food and clothes and anything you had to get the people in the garage 

someplace to stay over night. And he it was unbelievable to him. 

Jim: That people would help each other at a time of crisis. 

Int: Yeah, yeah, right right. But it his he said in Germany they’d just turn their back. And 

you’d have to put your things in a cart and leave. And he was excited when he knew that 
he could buy a house. When his contract was up that he’d be allowed to buy a house. 

Jim: How many Germans do you think were in that a compound you described at the base? 

Int: I would say there must have been about forty (40). 

Jim: Okay. They have families with them? 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: After a while they were able to bring the families. They didn’t bring them over right at 

the beginning. Because they just uh they just took what a few of them brought their had 
their wives on the airplane, cause it was limited space in that airplane. You know. Project 
Paper Clip. 

Jim: There has been a lot of speculations about that. Oh I should probably go back over uhm. 

Int: You know how they spent these, those scientist were confined just like as if they were in 

prison. Over there, and they had to work. And what they did is they in Germany and 
Berlin and around those areas. Uh there’s tunnels and sewers in the city. And they 
tunneled from the place uh the labs where they were working, and they tunneled down 
and they got into the sewer, and then at night they would take one at a time, take turns, 
and uh put a dummy in the bed and then you’d go through a sewer and they knew how to 
go their home. And they’d go and they’d be with their wife for a while during the night. 
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And then they’d come back through the sewer. Because they were no allowed to go the 
their homes and see their wives even. And so that’s the way they lived. 

Jim: Earlier you mentioned uh I don’t even know if I got it on the tape, I know we talked 
about it before I started. Was it Project Caucasian? 26 

Int: Yes... That still sticks on me. I, this author that I communicated with, uh I gave him the 

uh supposedly, a I gave him a word and all things in the government are coded. There is 
a project so and so and so and so it’s to hide what the project is. Like Blue Book. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: And so this was a project so secret that the paper had to be held and it could not be laid 

down it had to go right from one person to the other and then back to its original 
beginning and put in the safe. And everything, and it was named Caucasian. And this 
project was right after this last in fifty-two (52) it was right after those bodies came to the 
base. And that was a project and it was so, now I was cleared for Q, and it was so secret 
that I wasn’t allowed to read the whole thing. I had a very small portion of it I’d say a 
paragraph that I read and then I had to add another paragraph onto that. And then I had 
to take it out of my typewriter. I left a piece of carbon paper in the draw and I got in 
trouble over it. And uh, but it was very secret, to this day I don’t remember what that 
paragraph was. I remember it was a forwarding paragraph was all I added to it.

Jim: I never had I never had that kind of a security clearance. 

Int: Yeah. Yeah. 

Jim: But anyhow, what makes you think that Project Caucasian may have been related to the 
bodies? 

Int: Well it was right after they brought the bodies to the base. And uh, also that I tried to get 

I tried my boss my direct boss to tell me what it was. And he looked like he was scared. 

I mean he looked like he was frightened. And he says June, I can’t talk about it. I mean 
he would not talk about it, and normally he would tell me anything I wanted to know. I 
even knew that he had a girl friend. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: That’s that says a lot.

Jim: Than a Q clearance. 

Int: Yup it had to be. Cause all I was allowed to do was type a forwarding paragraph on to it. 

Jim: Now is um. I’m not totally familiar with all the security classifications. I know there is 
top, there is secret, top secret. 

Int: There is restricted as your lowest, and then you’re secret and then top secret. And the you 

go to Q rate —now they have possibly changed all those classifications now then a Q. 

But at all times when you go to secret and top secret and Q, there are things that you are 
not allowed to even see. Even though you’re cleared. 

Jim: Because you don’t have a need to know. 

Int: Because you have no need to know. See, this is why I denied some of the officers would 

come in and ask me for a certain piece of paper. And I’d say why do you want it? And 
well I’m just interested in it. I’d say that’s not reason. And well I’m a colonel and I want 
to see that, I demand to see that. Well look go take, go out there take your shirt off, take 
your uniform, take your coat off hang it up out on a chair, you come back in here and ask 
for it. And they’d go out and take their jacket off, they come back in and say June, I want 
to see that paper. And I said, kiss my ass. I said you’re now a civilian you don’t have a 
uniform on. And you’re not going to get it because you don’t have any reason to have it. 
Well I got called out a couple times. But my boss, his name is Mr. Rose, and he’d call 
me in. Cause, of course you know the colonel goes in and tells him you know June, has 
been uncivil. And so then he’d call me in and say June, what did you do this time? And 
well I said, what do you mean? Well, well what did you tell colonel so and so? I said I 
told him just to go chase himself. And he said well uh why why? And I said because he 
came in and he said he wanted such and such a paper because he was interested in it and I 
said that was not a good reason. He had no reason; he didn’t show me any papers, reason 
he should have it or nothin. He said okay, that’s all. Said I want you to know you’ve 
been reprimanded. 
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Jim: I wanted to mention... 

Int: He just laughed. 

Jim: Earlier you mentioned that uh just to kind of convey the idea of what kind of place this 
was. What did you do with your typewriter ribbons? 

Int: Well, you had, if you, you had typewriter ribbon in your car... In you type writer all the 

time. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: But anytime that you had top secret, secret or anything else that you typed. You had to 

take that ribbon out, you had to go in your safe, you had to get a knew tape out that was 
for that secret stuff. You put that in your machine and while in fact you’ve got two (2) 
there is two (2) ribbons cause one has to be empty to get the other one, you know. And 
so you put that in and then you go ahead and type this secret stuff, and then when you are 
through you take it out and you put it back in its case and you put it back in the safe. 
Because, they can take a tape, even if it’s used several times and they can take the entire 
thing that you typed off of that piece of tape. And that’s why the tape was important as 
the what you were doing. And also your carbon paper. And uh. Woe unto you if you 
ever left a piece of carbon paper. Because see they’d go through our desk about once a 
week. You know security, I mean they would go through your desk, and I mean they go 
through your desk. You know how you flip your lid on you know desks that it’s 
concealed type writer? 

Jim: Right. 

Int: They even would pull it up to see if maybe a piece of carbon paper or paper had dropped 

down in there. And you didn’t know it. And some of the girls were careless and they got 
caught on it. Cause you got a suspension. You know, if you if you uh violate security. 
And you got you got a suspension. But that’s they were very careful. 

Jim: And you mentioned uh, I know we, you’ve told this to me before I started 
the tape, and I just wanted to include it because I think it kind of illustrates 
how you approached your job and what kind of work you did, was that you 
uh, could you go over again what happened the first government 
employment you had and the situation with the spy? 27 


27 This is another anecdote that I am hoping to explore, but as yet I do not have a source for this type of 
information. 
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Int: Oh. Well the first the first job I had, I was the youngest person that was 

ever became unit chief for the government. The youngest person they ever 
had. And I was uh, in forty-two (‘42) I would have been what? Seventeen 
(17), eighteen (18) years old. And I went to work and in six (6) months I was 
unit chief. And uh, and uh so. And I had seventeen (17) safes that I was 
responsible for, well that means, every piece that goes out of there has to 
be signed for. And you were also responsible for the fact that they had a 
right to that piece of paper cause at that time there was a war on. And uh, 
so there was one women that was crippled to this day I know her name and 
I’m, I’m not going to tell it. 

Jim: I understand that. 

Int: Any way she was crippled. And she was an object of pity. And uh, I mean 
everybody was very kind to her and very sweet, but being the type of 
person I was, and the fact I had a responsibility uh I still checked 
everything that went out. And uh, at the end of the day when I go through 
my sheet, I’d see who got what and why. And uh, it became apparent to me 
that she was getting every so many days she was getting a document that 
had nothing to do with what she was doing. And so I kept closer track on it 
and finally I realized that she was apparently copying with it there was no 
other reason. And she was always returning it cause that would draw 
attention if you didn’t return it. Because at the end of the day everything 
that went out it had to be in before I left. 

Jim: There had to be an inventory? 

Int: I had to have it and I was responsible for it back. And so I went to the 

provost marshal, well first I went to my boss, and he said no, to Mr. Rose, 
and he said no you go straight provost marshal and I explained what uh, 
that I felt was happening. And he started, well take care of it. Well, the 
next day when I came to work they were hauling out her desk, they asked 
me to come to work early the next day, so I went early, and uh, they asked 
me is this the desk that this lady works at? Yes. And so then they taped 
the desk up with sort of a masking type thing all the way around. Then he 
took it out and they found that she had copied that entire thing and she 
only had a few pages to go. And it was the entire uh, theater of operations 

for the-theater, that’s what it was. And she did get twenty (20) 

years in jail. Cause she actually was a spy actually. And uh, well aside 
from this I’ll tell you what happened after this. I guess I’ve never told you. 
Uh, well she was being incarcerated before she came to trial. I went I was

going home one night and uh, there was a car I got off the bus and I had to 
go down a dark street to go home. I had to go two (2) blocks to go home 
down a street and over a street. And uh, there was a dark car there, and I 
just saw the car didn’t thing anything of it. The next night I went home and 
there was a car there again. And I heard the man in the car say that’s the 
girl. And I and it sort of scared so I picked up my feet and I left faster than 
usual and went home. So the next day I went back to the provost marshal’s 
office and I told them what, what had happened. And he says all right 
tonight you do the same as you exactly do and we’re going to give you a 
whistle. So they gave me this whistle. They said now if you feel threatened 
why you use this whistle. But don’t worry you’ll be protected. So I got off 
the bus and I started walking down the street and when I did that car that 
was sitting there started to move forward toward me, and there was FBI 
cars came out of every drive way on that street. And the surrounded that 
car, and they told me go straight home. And I never knew anything after 
that. Never nothing. 

Jim: And this was in wartime? 

Int: Yep. 

Jim: So obviously they so the people in that car got arrested and taken away. 

Int: Without a doubt without a doubt. But the way we went in it... That was scary. 

Jim: That is scary. 

Int: That was scary. The white ca... And I just say wonder why they give me that whistle. I 

guess it was to reassure me or something. 

Jim: Well knowing what I know about... 

Int: Cause they didn’t tell me they were going to be there. But they came they came out of 

garages. 

Jim: That was probably a case... 

Int: Those cars came out of garages. They was in driveways, came out of drive ways and 

garages. I’m telling you, you never saw so many cars in your life. 

Jim: That was probably just in case their plan didn’t work. And somehow the car got by them. 

Int: Oh, is that right. 

Jim: I’ m just guessing, I’m just trying to think if I was running an operation like that. 
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Int: Cause, there was no sign of them, I knew every car that was on that street. And uh, 

people didn’t park in the street at all. And that’s why it upset me when I saw it the first 
night. And uh, of course we had been warned about uh, some of the girls went home at 
night you know, I was on that four (4) to twelve (12) shift. And they were being bothered 
when they go home. And so we’d been told uh, to just be careful what we’re doing when 
we get out and just go straight home. Always, but uh. That was, that was interesting. 

Jim: And if I understood it what you said, because of the work, obviously the good work, that 
you had done turning this person in that helped you get you next job? 

Int: Yep, both times when I went back both times. I...I...would...I...like I say I went in the 

back door. In other words I called up somebody and they and I told them I wanted to 
come back to work. Because these people drift around from jobs in the same area you 
know. And I said I wanted to come back to work, and so the would put a requisition in 
for me before I applied for the job. And so when I’d go make the application I 
automatically went to where they wanted me to go. And so I’d get my jobs that I got. 
And un so... 

Jim: And I’m guessing too that unless, I can’t imagine that it’s changed that much between 

then and now, in order to get a security clearance. Especially a high one, that means that 
somebody has to go out and investigate your background. 

Int: Yeah. Well you have the right to see your security clearance. Cause before, when you 

get the job in fact one of these evens says subject to security clearance. And uh, they put 
when they at that when the war was on they had to hire everybody and the security 
couldn’t move that fast. But then after you were in the job a very short time they had a 
full roster on you. I’ve seen men taken out, off the job in hand cuffs, because they lied 
and then they caught ‘em and when they... 

Jim: That hasn’t changed. 

Int: Yeah. And very surprising sometimes who’d get put in hand cuffs. And uh, they would 

uh, we were allowed to go down and look at our file. And like they said, us gals we used 
to get a kick out of it, cause they could they said you go down and look in your file and 
they’ll tell you who you slept with a week ago. And they had they had even letters in 
their from my first grade teacher. 

Jim: So, obviously the reason I’m mentioning this, in the light of everything else that we’ve 

talked about. The reason I wanted to mention this is to point out that they don’t give that 
kind of a clearance to just anybody. 

Int: No. 
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Jim: And if you were unstable or prone to making up things or anything else, you would have 
never gotten a Q clearance? 

Int: Never. No. Cause in those days you could be at that time even if there was even an idea 

that you were homosexual you were a security clearance, or you were a security risk. 

Jim: A security risk. Sure. 

Int: See and now days they wouldn’t dare say that you was a risk. But uh, just anything at all 

and even a member of your family that was questionable could keep you from getting 
being cleared. And if you couldn’t get cleared then you they had to find another job 
someplace else for you. And uh, that’s the way it worked. I did I bet today they don’t 
check that closely. 

Jim: I’ m not so sure about that. I know a couple of people that who have been put through 
that kind of a wringer. And uh, some of those rules still apply. 

Int: Oh do they? 

Jim: Yeah, cause I know someone who got appointed during Desert Storm to uh, be VIP 

security for some of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. And I’m sure that his security clearance, in 
fact he told me that during part of his duty he had a permit to carry a concealed weapon 
in the White House, and they don’t give that to anybody. 

Int: No. 

Jim: You know that’s, that’s gettin way up there. 

Int: Yeah. He’s pretty close to the President. 

Jim: Well he was guarding people who you know were on the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: And I don’t that’s why I’m bring that in here because I don’t think that the way that they 
do security clearances is changed that much. They check everything about you. Maybe 
like you said, maybe being homosexual wouldn’t keep you out now, but it they thought 
that you were un... You know anything about you that would make you unstable or you 
had a criminal history or you were a drunkard or narcotics or whatever that would keep 
you out of a security clearance. 

Int: Well, that’s what I say Jim, I lead a very clean life and I always have. I’m a fighter, 

believe I’m a fighter, and I go and I go I believe in the truth. And I don’t like when I 
think somebody is trying to pull something on me. And this is why I run these crooks out 
of here. In seventy-nine (‘79) I run ‘em out. It took me four (4) years, but I run those 
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crooks out a here. At Ocean Groves Inc. And I run ‘em out. I had help, I had Valdez 
attorney and I had Ron Lewis the two (2) of them. But like they said gees you got more 
goddamn guts than anybody I ever knew. Because that was partially Mafia. Because 
they were threatened for all these lots that that one guy owned. 

Jim: I heard about that. 

Int: That Mafia guy owned see. That-Smith. Yea 

Jim: I never heard the name but I’ve heard parts of the story over the years. 

Int: Yeah, but uh they were funneling that money the eleven thousand (11,000) years (sic) 

somebody. And uh, so I got on the case and I got rid of them. And uh, they then now I’m 
after these guys out here. And then I’m going after city hall. There is something going 
on in our city, right now, I swear there is. It makes me sick. Makes me sick. Okay, well 
I went off fishin. 

Jim: Yeah, well I can delete that part out. Let’s stick to UFO’s 

Int: Yeah right. Yeah. But the feeling is Jim; people at least given people are skeptics. They 

say oh, I’ve never seen a UFO and no such thing. How many of those people go out and 
stand outside at on a look for clear nights to go watch the sky? Now I do. When there’s 
a clear night I’m really happy, cause I can turn all the lights out. And with my eyesight, 
even though I’m legally blind, I see I’ll show you how I see. I’ve never showed this... 

Jim: Here I’ve got paper. 

Int: I’ll just show you. See I have brain damage, the left I see through the left peripheral the 

right side of my brain has been damaged. And so instead of seeing with my whole eye I 
only see with this much. I just have this little window and when I sit here looken at you 
I’m looken at it’s not that I can’t look you in the eye. It’s that I can’t see you if I look in 

the eye. I look at your left ear, and then I can see your whole face. Now I can’t see your 

body and I can’t see your arms but I can see you face. And so even with that much vision 
I can go out here at night and I can watch those satellites go over. Cause there’s two (2) 
that I that my favorites I see ones going this way and ones going that way. And uh, I’ve 
seen some strange things up there. But uh, being skeptical like I was taught by the 
engineers and stuff. I wouldn’t say they were UFO’s because they didn’t have all the 
elements that they should have to be UFO’s. 

Jim: Exactly. 

Int: I mean they have to have it all. You can’t have one (1) or two (2), you can’t say well it’s 

blinking. Or is it just got a light coming down cause you’re talking about a helicopter. 
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Jim: Right, it could be any number of things. 

Int: It could be anything, could be an airplane, and un, 

Jim: Well I try to be skeptical too and I think it’s important to be able to explain those things 
that could be readily explained, but the problem is and that’s one of the reasons why you 
know I’m grateful for the opportunity to talk to you. Is that it’s not just you it’s so very 
many people. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: And if you take all of the stories of people like you who have significant, you know, 

something significant, in their life that is related to this subject and you add it all together. 

Int: You come up with a picture finally. 

Jim: Exactly. And it doesn’t add up to falling dummies. 

Int: No. 

Jim: You know that. It just doesn’t do it. 

Int: In the first, first place let me show you something about this picture. 

Jim: Is this the news photo with them... 

Int: Yeah. Yeah. 

Jim: The two (2) men standing arm, arm in arm with the dummy? 

Int: Now that’s an articulated dummy. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: We didn’t have articulated dummies in those days. We just had a dummy, and it 

wouldn’t had any features like this on it cause if those are features that’s plastic. 

Jim: That’s a point. 

Int: And look how they got his arms over here and his hands and all this. Well, there’s no 

necessity on a regular dummy of that anyway. You know it if you want to know I would 
say this is a man. 

Jim: Hum... 

Int: That’s too articulated. Look at his knees. 
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Jim: I know. The knees are a little too realistic. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: I was going to ask you something... 

Int: Look at look at 

Jim: Somebody brought up this point... 

Int: Look at look at his crotch. Look at his crotch. 

Jim: Uh-hum. 

Int: It doesn’t look very suspicious? 

Jim: Yeah. 

Int: Right? 

Jim: Do you do you think they would uh in areas where they testing or where they had 

materials. Or was that at the time when you were in the Parachute Division, and you 
know these were extremely important projects to uh our defense effort. Would they let 
people smoke around those things? Did it matter? Did they pay attention to that? 

Int: No they never paid much attention to that. 

Jim: Okay, cause this is back in the day when everybody smoked... 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: But most of those guys didn’t smoke. You know they just didn’t smoke, I think partially 

they just didn’t because there was gasoline right off and there was chemicals. Most of 
them I don’t remember many of them smoken, cause they used to get on my butt all the 
time because I smoked. And then when I’d go out with them to the drop zone or 
something, they’d tell me leave your cigarettes here because you can’t smoke out there. 

Jim: And if I were if just to cause we are doing a tape here. As I recall they got the one man 
here standing here with a cigarette in his right hand. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Uh, there’s a number of things that bother me here. 
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Int: Well, the dummy is what bothers me. It could very easily be a man or else or a man and 

it’s a retouched photo. 

Jim: Well that’s possible too. 

Int: Cause why would they have it a plastic thing on a person? Because plastic is not soft 

like a persons face. And the real dummies never had faces. They were just a rag dolls. 
They were just big rag dolls. And they at that time they didn’t need it because they knew 
all they knew how to kill because they did it with people. They did it with people, real 
people. 

Jim: When they were testing parachutes? 

Int: Yeah. And they knew where they got injured, and they knew why they got injured. And 

if they didn’t up their parachute right, well they got dragged then they take all the skin off 

of them. 

Jim: And obviously, they must have known an awful lot about parachutes because... 

Int: In fifty-one (51)... 

Jim: Yes. 

Int: They knew everything there was to know about parachutes. 

Jim: Well, I would imagine because you can’t drop a bulldozer out of the sky... 

Int: Let me tell you about knowin about, what they knew about parachutes. When we was in 

World War II we dropped quite a few troops into areas. Well in each pack backpack 
there was a shovel, do you know what the shovel looked like? No you... 

Jim: Like an entrenching tool? 

Int: Yeah, yeah. You know it sort of folded. 

Jim: Right. 

Int: Okay, that was the pack was on their back and that shovel was right here. Well when the 

guys were sittin in the airplane, their head would hit it. And so what they did was they 
took that shovel out and the stuck it down the front, in their parachute straps. When they 
jumped out of the airplane and they when you land from a parachute you’re supposed to 
do this with your knees... 

Jim: Bend your knees, right. 
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Int: And I had to I had to go through the whole damn class my self. Any way you’re knees 

they’re springs, they act as springs. And when they did that and they come down this end 
of the shovel, since it was just through a strap. Hit here and took his head off. 

Jim: And kill him. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Cause they didn’t follow their instructions. 

Int: Yes, and so we got the UR’s because of all these men that were beheaded. And so they 

the engineers went out and the figured out what it was. And they said it they have to be 
instructed not to move that shovel. But they killed a lot of men; they killed a lot of men. 
And I still tear up yet to this day, because I can remember those men, those fighters those 
guys would sit and cry. You know when they got those UR’s from dead men, from dead 
men. Dead men. And they took it to heart until they realized what caused it. Now this 
was not their fault. 

Jim: Right, because somebody was doing what they were not supposed to. 

Int: Except for one thing they didn’t write the TO they should have had in the TO: Do not 

remove the shovel. See TO is a technical order, and that is a stor... That is a complete 
story on every little thing that you do. Now when we dropped a D-4 dozer I took all that 
dictation from Major Hyde and went through the whole process, every movement that 
was made to pack those things were was written in that TO, and when we were testing it 
and doing it, we put eggs, eggs, not boiled eggs, live eggs, you know, around on that 
thing to see, because it had to be that they didn’t crack those eggs. That’s how precise 
that had to be. So when that dozer dropped it was operable (sic) when it hit the ground. 

Jim: So a man could jump on it and start it up and drive away. 

Int: Right. And so the TO was uh when I when he would say we are doing so and so, so and 

so, so and so, I worked for I don’t know weeks on that project taking that up, writing it up 
and then I’d go type it up and then he’d (sic) go and correct it. And you know we would 
go through the whole thing until it was completed. And that’s the kind of work that I did. 
And uh, so I had to be I had to be there, and I had to be curious. And I had to be 
interested. 

Jim: I think that one of the things that stands out most to me in talking to you about all this. Is 
that although we are talking about a long time ago... 

Int: It’s like it was yesterday. 

Jim: You know a lot of details. 
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Int: Yeah. 

Jim: And so to me the UFO part of this, you haven’t lost anything and you don’t seem to have 
embellished anything. Because you told me part of this four (4) years ago, and I’m 
hearing more now but it’s still the same story. 

Int: Yes. Well if you tell the truth you don’t have to worry about it. 

Jim: That’s the point. That’s exactly the point. 

Int: I don’t think I’ve changed my story. 

Jim: And I, and I wanted to go over one thing because you mentioned it, and I don’t want to 
pry into your medical history it’s not really important here. But you mentioned brain 
damage in relation to your eyesight. Is that from an accident or... 

Int: It was a doctor that said I was hysterical I went to the doctor and he said I was hysterical 

and I was bleeding. And I got sicker and sicker, and I went on vacation in South Carolina 
and I collapsed and I went into a coma and uh, he was a uh gynecologist, so he should 
have known, I went into a tubal pregnancy it ruptured and I was bleeding to death. And 
they said five (5) more minutes and I would have been dead. And when I came to four 
(4) days later then the surgeon is sittin by my bed and he’s asking me a bunch of 
questions and everything. And he says everyday you know I was twenty-nine (29) years 
old. He said every day you live from now on. It’s one day on borrowed time. So I’m 
seventy-two (72) years old. 

Jim: Well you’ve done pretty dam well. But the point is I want to make it clear. It’s obvious 
this hasn’t impaired you judgement. 

Int: No. 

Jim: Or your reason... 

Int: No. 

Jim: Or your memory... 

Int: No. It just took away part of my eyesight. 

Jim: Okay. 

Int: Um 

Jim: Because we all know that that’s, there are those people that try if they can’t discredit the 
facts 
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Int: Yeah. 

Jim: They try to go after the person. And the documents that I have seen since I have been 
sitting here tonight. I mean there is no War Department now. And a significant portion 
of the documents you’ve shown me say War Department on them. 

Int: Yeah. 

Jim: And you look at the typing you look at the paper, I mean, these are the real thing. 

Int: These are real. 

Jim: I also want to point out that a long time ago in my training I had read about a taking type 
writer ribbons. If you were going in on a fraud case, or doing a search warrant course 
now it’s all different, because everybody uses computers and printers, so it’s a whole 
different problem. But if you were going and you were seizing a typewriter as evidence, 

I remember being taught always secure the ribbon. 

Int: Right. Right. 

Jim: Cause I know the FBI crime lab; that’s one of the things that they are able to do. 

Int: Oh yeah. Well I could read it. If I saw a new piece of ribbon I could take it and show, I 

could read it. It the first time it went through a typewriter. You could read every word 
that’s been written. 

Jim: Is there any more coffee? 

Int: Sure, I think there’s more. 

Jim: Since we are talking about that. Just to kind of go over the same ground one more time. 

Uh what is it that bothered you the most about the story of the falling dummies? 

Int: Well in the first place if they really test the falling dummies, they have to test ‘em with a 

parachute. And you tell me that a person would see a dummy attached to a parachute and 
wouldn’t know it was a dummy? This is what bothers me. Because a dummy cannot 
dump his own parachute. He can’t disconnect his parachute. It takes a human to do that. 

Jim: That’s a manual release. 

Int: And then on top of the picture, I would almost be able to feel that that’s a touched up 

photo, or else it’s an actual person inside of a suit. And the plastic face gives it away 
because the dummies never had faces. 
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Jim: And I know we’re just guessing because we don’t know what is going on in their minds 
to put out a story like this. But why now, I mean they’ve come out in the past and said 
first as I recall it was a classified balloon project. 

Int: Uh-huh. 

Jim: And the next one was it was a classified balloon project that had microphones to listen to 
the Soviet Union in case they were testing bombs. And now suddenly we’ve got 
dummies falling out of para...falling off balloons, with parachutes. 

Int: Uh-huh, or did they come to see the craft there and they saw these dummies by it? Is that 

what they are trying to tell us. Well what was that craft then? What was that craft that 
those dummies were by? 

Jim: And why now? 

Int: Yeah why tell us... 

Jim: Why now? Why now are they telling us this. Why couldn’t they have told us this fifty 
(50) years ago or thirty (30) years ago. 

Int: Yeah, well to make to make me out a liar and say I’m not sayin what I’m sayin I would 

have to see some papers from the parachute branch, cargo unit, signed by Mr. Valasic — 
Frank L Valasic. Who was my boss and he was a project engineer of the Aerobee rocket 
program, I would have to see those actual papers that I personally wrote, and my initials 
are down in the comer JC and I if they say if they can prove this story of this parachute 
with the dummies, then let me see the papers that I wrote at the same time about the 
Aerobee rocket. 

Jim: Exactly. 

Int: Right. 

Jim: Cause I think that’s the bottom line. They’re just not telling the truth. 

Int: Not telling the truth. 

Jim: And below that, what are they covering up? 

Int: Like I say, I probably am the sole survivor of the Parachute Branch. And uh, that’s what 

they’re trying to say is that these are parachutes, and I was there. And I’m seventy-two 
(72) years old and it’s time to tell a story. 

Jim: I think you’ve done that. And this is an amazing story. 
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Int: It was fun. 

Jim: That too.

the following information is true: 

1. I am a citizen of the United States and a resident of Aberdeen in Grays Harbor County 
in Washington State. I am 47 years of age, married with three children. I graduated First 
Honors from a CoHege Preparatory School in San Francisco, California in 1969.1 also 
have three years of college completed at the University of California and St. Martin s 
College in Lacey, Washington and I have an Associate’s Degree in General Studies from 
Grays Harbor College. I iso have completed extensive professional training as outlined 
below. 

2. I served for over 3 years at Ft. Lewis, WA as a Military Police Investigator. In 1977 I 
received an Honorable Discharge and an Army Commendation Medal for distinguished 
service. 

3. Counting my military service time, I have continuously worked in the field of Law 
Enforcement for 24 years. After receiving my discharge, I have been a reserve Deputy 
Sheriff, a county Correctional Officer, and since 1979 I have been continuously 
employed as an Aberdeen Police Officer. 

4. Neither the Aberdeen Police Department nor any other agency that has employed me is 
in any way involved in the project that is the reason for composing this affidavit. I have

7. During the last 20 years I have received numerous commendations for the quality of my 
investigative efforts. 

8. I met the woman identified in the tape transcript and other documents as June Kaba 
from Ocean Shores, Washington in 1992 while conducting an Adult Evening Program at 
the Ocean Shores Library on the subject of Unidentified Flying Objects. She alluded to 
having direct knowledge of significant events related to her employment by the US 
Government at Wright Army Air Field in Ohio. At that time she also stated that she did 
not want to make further disclosures because of her fear that she would be criminally 
prosecuted for violating a security oath. 
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Notarized Affidavit of Authenticity 


9. Early in June 1997 I was called by June Kaba because of news releases from the Air 
force designed to coincide with the anniversary of the reported crash of an alien craft 
and recovery' of non-human bodies in the vicinity of Roswell, New Mexico during the 
July 4 th weekend of 1947. June Kaba asserted that she knew for a fact that the Air 
Force's disclosure that the alleged crash in Roswell involved a downed weather balloon 
and test dummies dropped by parachute, was a deliberate cover-up. She further stated 
that she wanted me to document her account of her recollections, 

10. On June 27,1997 I went to June Kaba’s home at 896 Catala Avc. SE Ocean Shores, WA 
98569. At her request we discussed her personal history and I taped our interview. This 
tape was later transcribed by a friend of mine named Mary Sullivan who was at that time 
a legal secretary in the office of the Grays Harbor County Prosecutor. 

11. I have listened to the tape of that conversation and compared it to the transcription of 
that interview made by Mary Sullivan. The transcription is a true and accurate copy of 
the interview between June Kaba and I. 

12. June Kaba gave me the remaining records that she kept from her employment between 
the years of 1943 and 1952.1 learned from her explanations and from those documents 
that she had been married twice, that her maiden name was Crain and her first married 
name was Cubbage. June M. Crain was bom on June 16,1925 in Dayton, Ohio. I also 
learned from those documents that her employer during those years had been the United 
States WAR Dept. Wright Field Dayton, Ohio, Army Air Force. 

13. June Kaba died on August 23,1998 in Hoquiam, WA at the age of 73. 

14. After her death I received copies of her correspondence with a well-known UFO and 
military history researcher, Mr. Kevin Randle. I have compared her account of the same 
events that she gave him over 5 years ago with her statements to me. These recollections 
are entirely' consistent, then and now. Further, we spoke about these events on several 
occasions, not always in recorded conversations. June Kaba never claimed to know more 
or less than what she stated to Mr. Randle and myself. 

15. It is my sincere belief that June Kaba did work at the places and times that the 
documentation indicates. Further, on several occasions she told me that she knew that 
she did not have many years left in her life and that it was extremely important that what 
she knew should be made public, I am completely convinced that she gave me a true 
statement of the events that she recalled from her employment at Wright Field in 
Dayton, Ohio in the years 1943 through 1952. 

16. In making these statements I am fulfilling a promise that I made to June Kaba, that her 
story would be told and that if at all possible, it would be used to help in the efforts of 
many other researchers in this field, to tear down the wall of lies and secrecy that was 
erected by our own government, perhaps with the best of intentions, and that stands 
between the people of the earth and understanding our true place in the Universe.

17. Finally, I am making this statement with the knowledge that in telling the truth I am 
taking risks to my employment and reputation. If the forces of intimidation and ridicule 
choose to attack the epitaph of a fine woman who was respected and loved by many in 
her community, or if they choose to “shoot the mme»ger” by attacking a veteran cop, then 
so be it. I will be traveling in such esteemed company as Deputy DaleSmmr or Betty 


Cash; God rest their souls.

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CHAPTER 1 

OPERATION MAJESTIC-12 


Section I. PROJECT PURPOSE AND GOALS 


1. Scope 

This manual has been prepared especially for Majestic-12 units. Its purpose is to present 
all aspects of Majestic-12 so authorized personnel will have a better understanding of the goals 
of the Group, be able to more expertly deal with Unidentified Flying Objects, Extraterrestrial 
Technology and Entities, and increase the efficiency of future operations. 

2. General 

MJ-12 takes the subject of the UFOBs, Extraterrestrial Technology and Extraterrestrial 
Biological Entities very seriously and considers the entire subject to be a matter of the very 
highest national security. For that reason everything relating to the subject has been assigned the 
very highest security classification. Three main points will be covered in this section. 

a. The general aspects of MJ-12 to clear up any misconceptions that anyone may have. 

b. The importance of the operations. 

c. The need for absolute secrecy in all phases of operations. 

3. Security Classification 

All information relating to MJ-12 has been classified MAJIC EYES ONLY and carries a 
security level 2 points above that of Top Secret. The reason for this has to do with the 
consequences that may arise not only from the impact upon the public should the existence of 
such matters become general knowledge, but also the danger of having such advanced 
technology as has been recovered by the Air Force fall into the hands of unfriendly foreign 
powers. No information is released to the public press and the official government position is 
that no special group such as MJ-12 exists. 

4. History of the Group 

Operation Majestic-12 was established by special classified presidential order on 24 
September 1947 at the recommendation of Secretary of Defense James V. Forrestal and Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, Chairman of the Joint Research and Development Board. Operations are carried 
out under a Top Secret Research and Development - Intelligence Group directly responsible only 
to the President of the Unites States. The goals of the MJ-12 Group are as follows: 

a. The recovery for scientific study of all materials and devices of a foreign or 
extraterrestrial manufacture that may become available. Such material and devices will be 
recovered by any and all means deemed necessary by the Group. 

b. The recovery for scientific study of all entities and remains of entities not of terrestrial 
origin which may become available through independent action by those entities or by 
misfortune or military action. 

c. The establishment and administration of Special Teams to accomplish the above 
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operations. 

d. The establishment and administration of special secure facilities located at secret 
locations within the continental borders of the Unites States for the receiving, processing, 
analysis, and scientific study of any and all materials and entities classified as being of 
extraterrestrial origin by the Group of the Special Teams. 

e. Establishment and administration of covert operations to be carried out in concert with 
Central Intelligence to effect the recovery for the United States of extraterrestrial technology and 
entities which may come down inside the territory of or fall into the possession of foreign 
powers. 

f The establishment and maintenance of absolute top secrecy concerning all the above 
operations. 

5. Current Situation 

It is considered as far as the current situation is concerned, that there are few indications 
that these objects and their builders pose a direct threat to the security of the United States, 
despite the uncertainty as to their ultimate motives in coming here. Certainly the technology 
possessed by these beings far surpasses anything known to modem science, yet their presence 
here seems to be benign, and they seem to be avoiding contact with our species, at least for the 
present. Several dead entities have been recovered along with a substantial amount of wreckage 
and devices from downed craft, all of which are now under study at various locations. No 
attempt has been made by extraterrestrial entities either to contact authorities or to recover their 
dead counterparts or the downed craft, even though one of the crashes was the result of direct 
military action. The greatest threat at this time arises from the acquisition and study of such 
advanced technology by foreign powers unfriendly to the United States. It is for this reason that 
the recovery and study of this type of material by the United States has been given such a high 
priority. 
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CHAPTER 2 

INTRODUCTION 


Section I. GENERAL 


6. Scope 

a. This operation manual is published for the information and guidance of all concerned. 
It contains information on determination, documentation, collection, and disposition of debris, 
devices, craft, and occupants of such craft as defined as Extraterrestrial Technology or 
Extraterrestrial Biological Entities, EBEs in Section II of this chapter. 

b. Appendix I-Ia contains a list of current references, including technical manuals and 
other available publications applicable to these operations. 

c. Appendix II contains a list of personnel who comprise the Majestic-12 Group. 

7. Forms and Records 

Forms used for reporting operation are listed in Appendix I. 


Section II. DEFINITION AND DATA 

8. General 

Extraterrestrial Technology is defined as follows: 

a. Aircraft identified as not manufactured in the United States or any terrestrial foreign 
powers, including experimental military or civilian aircraft. Aircraft in this category are 
generally known as Unidentified Flying Objects, or UFOBs. Such aircraft may appear as one of 
several shapes and configurations and exhibit extraordinary flight characteristics. 

b. Objects and devices of unknown origin or function, manufactured by processes or of 
materials not consistent with current technology or scientific knowledge. 

c. Wreckage of any aircraft thought to be of extraterrestrial manufacture or origin. Such 
wreckage may be the results of accidents or military action. 

d. Materials that exhibit unusual or extraordinary characteristics not consistent with 
current technology or scientific knowledge. 

Extraterrestrial Biological Entities (EBEs) are described as: 

a. Creatures, humanoids or otherwise, whose evolutionary processes responsible for their 
development are demonstrably different from those postulated or observed in homo sapiens. 

9. Description of Craft 

Documented extraterrestrial craft (UFOBs) are classified in one of four categories based 
on general shape, as follows: 

a. Elliptical or disc shape. This type of craft is of a metallic construction and dull 
aluminum in color. They have the appearance of two pie-pans or shallow dishes pressed 
together and may have a raised dome on the top or bottom. No seams or joints are visible on the 
surface, giving the impression of one-piece construction. Discs are estimated from 50-300 feet 
in diameter and the thickness is approximately 15 per cent of the diameter, not including the 
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dome, which is 30 per cent of the disc diameter and extends another 4-6 feet above the main 
body of the disc. The dome may or may not include windows or ports, and ports are present 
around the lower rim of the disc in some instances. Most disc-shaped craft are equipped with 
lights on the top and bottom, and also around the rim. These lights are not visible when the craft 
is at rest or not functioning. There are generally no visible antenna or projections. Landing gear 
consists of three extendible legs ending in circular landing pads. When fully extended this 
landing gear supports the main body 2-3 feet above the surface at the lowest point. A 
rectangular hatch is located along the equator or on the lower surface of the disk. 

b. Fuselage or cigar shape. Documented reports of this type of craft are extremely rare. 
Air Force radar reports indicate they are approximately 2 thousand feet long and 95 feet thick, 
and apparently they do not operate in the lower atmosphere. Very little information is available 
on the performance of these craft, but radar reports have indicated speeds in excess of 7,000 
miles per hour. They do not appear to engage in the violent and erratic maneuvers associated 
with the smaller types. 

c. Ovoid or circular shape. This type of craft is described as being shaped like an ice 
cream cone, being rounded at the large end and tapering to a near-point at the other end. They 
are approximately 30-40 feet long and the thick end diameter is approximately 20 per cent of the 
length. There is an extremely bright light at the pointed end, and this craft usually travels point 
down. They can appear to be any shape from round to cylindrical, depending upon the angle of 
observation. Often sightings of this type of craft are elliptical craft seen at an inclined angle or 
edge-on. 

d. Airfoil or triangular shape. This craft is believed to be new technology due to the 
rarity and recency of the observations. Radar indicates an isosceles triangle profile, the longest 
side being nearly 300 feet in length. Little is known about the performance of these craft due to 
the rarity of good sightings, but they are believed capable of high speeds and abrupt maneuvers 
similar to or exceeding the performance attributed to types “a” and “c”. 

10. Description of Extraterrestrial Biological Entities (EBEs) 

Examination of remains recovered from wreckage of UFOBs indicates that 
Extraterrestrial Biological Entities may be classified into two distinct categories as follows: 

a. EBE Type I. These entities are humanoid and might be mistaken for human beings of 
the Oriental race if seen from a distance. They are bi-pedal, 5-5 feet 4 inches in height and 
weigh 80-100 pounds. Proportionally they are similar to humans, although the cranium is 
somewhat larger and more rounded. The skin is a pale, chalky-yellow in color, thick, and 
slightly pebbled in appearance. The eyes are small, wide-set, almond-shaped, with brownish- 
black irises with very large pupils. The whites of the eyes are not like that of humans, but have a 
pale gray cast. The ears are small and set low on the skull. The nose is thin and long, and the 
mouth is wider than in humans, and nearly lipless. There is no apparent facial hair and very little 
body hair, that being very fine and confined to the underarm and the groin area. The body is thin 
and without apparent body fat, but the muscles are well-developed. The hands are small, with 
four long digits but no opposable thumb. The outside digit is jointed in a manner as to be nearly 
opposable, and there is no webbing between the fingers as in humans. The legs are slightly but 
noticeably bowed, and the feet are somewhat splayed and proportionally large. 
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b. EBE Type II. These entities are humanoid but differ from Type I in many respects. 
They are bi-pedal, 3 feet 5 inches - 4 feet 2 inches in height and weigh 25-50 pounds. 
Proportionally, the head is much larger than humans or Type I EBEs, the cranium being much 
larger and elongated. The eyes are very large, slanted, and nearly wrap around the side of the 
skull. They are black with no whites showing. There is no noticeable brow ridge, and the skull 
has a slight peak that runs over the crown. The nose consists of two small slits which sit high 
above the slit-like mouth. There are no external ears. The skin is a pale bluish-gray color, being 
somewhat darker on the back of the creature, and is very smooth and fine-celled. There is no 
hair on either the face or the body, and these creatures do not appear to be mammalian. The 
arms are long in proportion to the legs, and the hands have three long, tapering fingers and a 
thumb which is nearly as long as the fingers. The second finger is thicker than the others, but not 
as long as the index finger. The feet are small and narrow, and four toes are joined together with 
a membrane. 

It is not definitely known where either type of creature originated, but it seems certain 
that they did not evolve on earth. It is further evident, although not certain, that they may have 
originated on two different planets. 

11. Description of Extraterrestrial Technology 

The following information is from preliminary analysis reports of wreckage collected 
from crash sites of extraterrestrial craft 1947-1953, excerpts from which are quoted verbatim to 
provide guidance as to the type of characteristics of material that might be encountered in future 
recovery operations. 

a. Initial analysis of the debris from the crash site seems to indicate that the debris is that 
of an extraterrestrial craft which exploded from within and came into contact with the ground 
with great force, completely destroying the craft. The volume of matter indicates that the craft 
was approximately the size of a medium aircraft, although the weight of the debris indicates that 
the craft was extremely light for its size. 

b. Metallurgical analysis of the bulk of the debris recovered indicates that the samples are 
not composed of any materials currently known to Terrestrial science. 

c. The material tested possesses great strength and resistance to heat in proportion to its 
weight and size, being stronger by far than any materials used in military or civilian aircraft at 
present. 

d. Much of the material, having the appearance of aluminum foil or aluminum- 
magnesium sheeting, displays none of the characteristics of either metal, resembling instead 
some kind of unknown plastic-like material. 

e. Solid structures and substantial beams having a distinct similarity in appearance to 
very dense grain-free wood, was very light in weight and possesses tensile and compression 
strength not obtainable by any means known to modem industry. 

f None of the material tested displayed measurable magnetic characteristics or residual 
radiation. 

g. Several samples were engraved or embossed with marks and patterns. These patterns 
were not readily identifiable and attempts to decipher their meaning has been largely 
unsuccessful. 

h. Examination of several apparent mechanical devices, gears, etc. revealed little or 
nothing of their functions or methods of manufacture. 
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CHAPTER 3 

RECOVERY OPERATIONS 


Section I. SECURITY 


12. Press Blackout 

Great care must be taken to preserve the security of any location where Extraterrestrial 
Technology might be retrievable for scientific study. Extreme measures must be taken to protect 
and preserve any material or craft from discovery, examination, or removal by civilian agencies 
or individuals of the general public. It is therefore recommended that a total press blackout be 
initiated whenever possible. If this course of action should not prove feasible, the following 
cover stories are suggested for release to the press. The officer in charge will act quickly to 
select the cover story that best fits the situation. It should be remembered when selecting a cover 
story that official policy regarding UFOBs is that they do not exist. 

a. Official Denial. The most desirable response would be that nothing unusual has 
occurred. By stating that the government has no knowledge of the event, further investigation by 
the public press may be forestalled. 

b. Discredit Witnesses. If at all possible, witnesses will be held incommunicado until the 
extent of their knowledge and involvement can be determined. Witnesses will be discouraged 
from talking about what they have seen, and intimidation may be necessary to ensure their 
cooperation. If witnesses have already contacted the press, it will be necessary to discredit their 
stories. This can best be done by the assertion that they have either misinterpreted natural 
events, are the victims of hysteria or hallucinations, or are the perpetrators of hoaxes. 

c. Deceptive Statements. It may become necessary to issue false statements to preserve 
the security of the site. Meteors, downed satellites, weather balloons, and military aircraft are all 
acceptable alternatives, although in the case of the downed military aircraft statement care 
should be exercised not to suggest that the aircraft might be experimental or secret, as this might 
arouse more curiosity of both the American and the foreign press. Statements issued concerning 
contamination of the area due to toxic spills from trucks or railroad tankers can also serve to 
keep unauthorized or undesirable personnel away from the area. 

13. Secure the Area 

The area must be secured as rapidly as possible to keep unauthorized personnel from 
infiltrating the site. The officer in charge will set up a perimeter and establish a command post 
inside the perimeter. Personnel allowed on the site will be kept to the absolute minimum 
necessary to prepare the craft or debris for transport, and will consist of Military Security Forces. 

Local authorities may be pressed into service on traffic and crowd control. Under no 
circumstances will local official or law enforcement personnel be allowed inside the perimeter 
and all necessary precautions should be taken to ensure that they do not interfere with the 
operation. 

a. Perimeter. It is desirable that sufficient military personnel be utilized to set up a 
perimeter around the site large enough to keep both unauthorized personnel and the perimeter 
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personnel from seeing the site. Once the site is contained, regular patrols will be set up along the 
perimeter to ensure complete security, and electronic surveillance will be utilized to augment the 
patrols. Perimeter personnel will be equipped with hand communication and automatic weapons 
with live ammunition. Personnel working at the site will carry sidearms. No unauthorized 
personnel will be allowed into the secure area. 

b. Command Post. Ideally, the command post should be as close to the site as is practical 
to efficiently coordinate operations. As soon as the command post is operational, contact with 
the Majestic-12 Group will be established via secure communications. 

c. Area Sweep. The site and the surrounding area will be cleared of all unauthorized 
personnel. Witnesses will be debriefed and detained for further evaluation by MJ-12. Under no 
circumstances will witnesses be released from custody until their stories have been evaluated by 
MJ-12 and they have been thoroughly debriefed. 

d. Situation Evaluation. A preliminary evaluation of the situation will be completed and 
a preliminary report prepared. The MJ-12 Group will then be briefed on the situation at the 
earliest possible opportunity. The MJ-12 Group will then make a determination as to whether or 
not a MJ-12 RED TEAM or OPNAC Team will be dispatched to the area. 


Section II. TECHNOLOGY RECOVERY 
14. Removal and Transport 

As soon as communication is established, removal and transport of all material will 
commence under order from MJ-12. 

a. Documentation. If the situation permits, care should be taken to document the area 
with photographs before anything is moved. The area will be checked for radiation and other 
toxic agents. If the area cannot be kept secure for an extended period of time, all material must 
be packed and transported as quickly as possible to the nearest secure military facility. This will 
be accomplished by covered transport using little-traveled roads wherever possible. 

b. Complete or Functional Craft. Craft are to be approached with extreme caution if they 
appear functional, as serious injury may result from exposure to radiation and electrical 
discharges. If the craft is functioning, but appears to be abandoned, it may be approached only 
by specially trained MJ-12 RED TEAM personnel wearing protective clothing. Any device that 
seems to be functioning should also be left to MJ-12 RED TEAM disposal. Complete craft and 
parts of crafts too large to be transported by covered transport will be disassembled, if this can be 
accomplished easily and quickly. If they must be transported whole, or on open flatbed trailers, 
they will be covered in such a manner as to camouflage their shape. 

c. Extraterrestrial Biological Entities. EBEs must be removed to a top security facility as 
quickly as possible. Great care should be taken to prevent possible contamination by alien 
biological agents. Dead EBEs should be packed in ice at the earliest opportunity to preserve 
tissues. Should live EBEs be encountered, they should be taken into custody and removed to a 
top security facility by ambulance. Every effort should be taken to ensure the EBE’s survival. 
Personnel involvement with EBEs alive or dead must be kept to an absolute minimum. (See 
Chapter 5 for more detailed information dealing with EBEs.) 
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15. Cleansing the Area 

Once all material has been removed from the central area, the immediate area will be 
thoroughly inspected to make sure that all traces of Extraterrestrial Technology have been 
removed. In the case of a crash, the surrounding area will be thoroughly gone over several times 
to ensure that nothing has been overlooked. The search area involved may vary according to 
local conditions, at the discretion of the officer in charge. When the officer in charge is satisfied 
that no further evidence of the event remains at the site, it may be evacuated. 

16. Special or Unusual Conditions 

The possibility exists that extraterrestrial craft may land or crash in heavily populated 
areas, where security cannot be maintained or where large segments of the population and the 
public press may witness these events. Contingency Plan MJ-1949-04P / 78 (TOP SECRET- 
EYES ONLY) should be held in readiness should the need to make a public disclosure become 
necessary. 
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18. Use of Inventory System 

a. The identification is performed as a duty of the officer making an inventory of the 
Extraterrestrial Technology or entities with the assistance of MJ Forms 1-006 and 1-007. (Fig. 1 
and 2.) Instructions for the use of each form appear on the reverse side of the forms.

19. Packaging and Packing Data 

a. Domestic Shipment. Individual items are tagged and wrapped in a moisture- 
vaporproof barrier and heat sealed. They are then placed in a corrugated fiberboard box. The 
voids within the box are packed thoroughly with a neutral cellulose wadding to prevent 
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movement of the items. The box closure is sealed with gummed Kraft tape. MJ Form 1-007 is 
placed in a sealed manila envelope marked “MAJIC-12 ACCESS ONLY” and is firmly taped to 
the top of the box. The box is then cushioned at each comer and at the top and bottom with 
fiberboard inserts and is placed within a large corrugated fiberboard box. The entire outer box 
closure is sealed with gummed Kraft tape. A label is affixed to the outer box bearing the 
following information: destination, shipping code number, and the warning, “MAJIC-12 
ACCESS ONLY.” 

b. Overseas Shipment. Items are packaged as described above except that a dessicant and 
humidity indicator are included within the inner corrugated fiberboard box. Next, the box is 
wrapped in a moisture-vaporproof barrier and heat sealed. Then, packaged items are placed 
within a second waterproof carton sealed with waterproof tape. This second carton is marked 
“MAJIC-12 ACCESS ONLY” on all sides and is placed within a water-grease proof lined 
wooden shipping container. The lining is sealed with waterproof tape and the wooden shipping 
container is screwed shut. The shipping container is reinforced further by nailing two [3/4]-inch 
metal caps about 8 inches from each end. Shipping information is then stenciled on the surface 
of the wooden shipping container. 

Note. The packaging and packing procedure detailed above applies to non-organic items only. 
Data for handling, packaging, packing, and shipping of organic matter and non-living entities is provided 
in Chapter 5, Section II of this manual. 
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CHAPTER 4 

RECEIVING AND HANDLING 


Section I. HANDLING UPON RECEIPT OF MATERIAL 

20. Uncrating, Unpacking, and Checking 

(Fig. 3) 

Note. The uncrating, unpacking, and checking procedure for containers marked “MAJIC-12 
ACCESS ONLY” will be carried out by personnel with MJ-12 clearance. Containers marked in 
this manner will be placed in storage in a top security area until such time as authorized 
personnel are available for these procedures. 

a. Be very careful when uncrating and unpacking the material. Avoid thrusting tools into 
the interior of the shipping container. Do not damage the packaging material any more than is 
absolutely necessary to remove the specimens; these materials may be required for future 
packaging. Stow the interior packaging material within the shipping container. When uncrating 
and unpacking the specimens, follow the procedure given in (1) through (11) below: 

(1) Unpack the specimens in a top security area to prevent access of 
unauthorized personnel. 

(2) Cut the metal wires with a suitable cutting tool, or twist them with 
pliers until the straps crystallize and break. 

(3) Remove screws from the top of the shipping container with a screw driver. 

(4) Cut the tape and seals of the case liner so that the waterproof paper will be 
damaged as little as possible. 

(5) Lift out the packaged specimens from the wooden case. 

(6) Cut the tape which seals the top flaps of the outer cartons; be careful not to 
damage the cartons. 

(7) Cut the barrier along the top heat-sealed seam and carefully 
remove the inner carton. 

(8) Remove the sealed manila envelope from the top of the inner carton. 

(9) Open the inner carton and remove the fiberboard inserts, dessicant and 
humidity indicator. 

(10) Lift out the heat-sealed packaging containing the specimens; arrange them 
in an orderly manner for inspection. 

(11) Place all packaging material in the shipping container for use in future 
repacking.

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b. Thoroughly check all items against the shipping documents. Carefully inspect all 
items for possible damage during shipping or handling. Sort the items according to classification 
number in preparation for transfer to the designated laboratory or department. Laboratory or 
department personnel are responsible for transporting items to the designated areas. This will be 
accomplished as quickly as possible by covered transport escorted by security personnel.

CHAPTER 5 

EXTRATERRESTRIAL BIOLOGICAL ENTITIES 


Section I. LIVING ORGANISMS 


21. Scope 

a. This section deals with encounters with living Extraterrestrial Biological Entities 
(EBEs). Such encounters fall under the jurisdiction of MJ-12 OPNAC BBS-01 and will be dealt 
with by this special unit only. This section details the responsibilities of persons or units making 
the initial contact. 

22. General 

Any encounter with entities known to be of extraterrestrial origin is to be considered to 
be a matter of national security and therefore classified TOP SECRET. Under no circumstances 
is the general public or the public press to learn of the existence of these entities. The official 
government policy is that such creatures do not exist, and that no agency of the federal 
government is now engaged in any study of extraterrestrials or their artifacts. Any deviation 
from this stated policy is absolutely forbidden. 

23. Encounters 

Encounters with EBEs may be classified according to one of the following categories: 

a. Encounters initiated by EBEs. Possible contact may take place as a result of overtures 
by the entities themselves. In these instances it is anticipated that encounters will take place at 
military installations or other obscure locations selected by mutual agreement. Such meetings 
would have the advantage of being limited to personnel with appropriate clearance, away from 
public scrutiny. Although it is not considered very probable, there also exists the possibility that 
EBEs may land in public places without prior notice. In this case the OPNAC Team will 
formulate cover stories for the press and prepare briefings for the President and the Chiefs of 
Staff. 

b. Encounters as the result of downed craft. Contact with survivors of accidents or craft 
downed by natural events or military action may occur with little or no warning. In these cases, 
it is important that the initial contact be limited to military personnel to preserve security. 
Civilian witnesses to the area will be detained and debriefed by MJ-12. Contact with EBEs by 
military personnel not having MJ-12 or OPNAC clearance is to be strictly limited to action 
necessary to ensure the availability of the EBEs for study by the OPNAC Team. 

24. Isolation and Custody 

a. EBEs will be detained by whatever means are necessary and removed to a secure 
location as soon as possible. Precautions will be taken by personnel coming in contact with 
EBEs to minimize the risk of disease as a result of contamination by unknown organisms. If the 
entities are wearing space suits or breathing apparatus of some kind, care should be exercised to 
prevent damage to these devices. While all efforts should be taken to assure the well-being of 
the EBEs, they must be isolated from any contact with unauthorized personnel. While it is not 
clear what provisions or amenities might be required by non-human entities, they should be 
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provided if possible. The officer in charge of the operation will make these determinations, as 
no guidelines now exist to cover this area. 

b. Injured or wounded entities will be treated by medical personnel assigned to the 
OPNAC Team. If the team medical personnel are not immediately available, First Aid will be 
administered by Medical Corps personnel at the initial site. Since little is known about EBE 
biological functions, aid will be confined to the stopping of bleeding, bandaging of wounds and 
splinting of broken limbs. No medications of any kind are to be administered as the effect of 
terrestrial medications on non-human biological systems are impossible to predict. As soon as 
the injuries are considered stabilized, the EBEs will be moved by closed ambulance or other 
suitable conveyance to a secure location. 

c. In dealing with any living Extraterrestrial Biological Entity, security is of paramount 
importance. All other considerations are secondary. Although it is preferable to maintain the 
physical well-being of any entity, the loss of EBE life is considered acceptable if conditions or 
delays to preserve that life in any way compromises the security of the operations. 

d. Once the OPNAC Team has taken custody of the EBEs, their care and transportation to 
designated facilities become the responsibility of OPNAC personnel. Every cooperation will be 
extended to the team in carrying out duties. OPNAC Team personnel will be given TOP 
PRIORITY at all times regardless of their apparent rank or status. No person has the authority to 
interfere with the OPNAC Team in the performance of its duties by special direction of the 
President of the United States. 


Section II. NON-LIVING ORGANISMS 


25. Scope 

Ideally, retrieval for scientific study of cadavers and other biological remains will be 
carried out by medical personnel familiar with this type of procedure. Because of security 
considerations, such collection may need to be done by non-medical personnel. This section will 
provide guidance for retrieval, preservation, and removal of cadavers and remains in the field. 

26. Retrieval and Preservation 

a. The degree of decomposition of organic remains will vary depending on the length of 
time the remains have been lying in the open unprotected and may be accelerated by both local 
weather conditions and action by predators. Therefore, biological specimens will be removed 
from the crash site as quickly as possible to preserve the remains in as good a condition as 
possible. A photographic record will be made of all remains before they are removed from the 
site. 

b. Personnel involved in this type of operation will take all reasonable precautions to 
minimize physical contact with the cadavers or remains being retrieved. Surgical gloves should 
be worn or, if they are not available, wool or leather gloves may be worn provided they are 
collected for decontamination immediately after use. Shovels and entrenching tools may be 
employed to handle remains provided caution is exercised to be certain no damage is done to the 
remains. Remains will be touched with bare hands only if no other means of moving them can 
be found. All personnel and equipment involved in recovery operations will undergo 
decontamination procedures immediately after those operations have been completed. 
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c. Remains will be preserved against further decomposition as equipment and conditions 
permit. Cadavers and remains will be bagged or securely wrapped in waterproof coverings. 
Tarpaulins or foul weather gear may be used for this purpose if necessary. Remains will be 
refrigerated or packed with ice if available. All remains will be tagged or labeled and the time 
and date recorded. Wrapped remains will be placed on stretchers or in sealed containers for 
immediate removal to a secure facility. 

d. Small detached pieces and material scraped from solid surfaces will be put in jars or 
other small capped containers if available. Containers will be clearly marked as to their contents 
and the time and date recorded. Containers will be refrigerated or packed with ice as soon as 
possible and removed to a secure facility. 
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Note: Illustrations in this diagram are gathered from documented sightings in Air Force and Central Intelligence and from 
Examination of wreckage collected from various sources years 1947-1953 inclusive.

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CHAPTER 6 

GUIDE TO UFO IDENTIFICATION 


Section I. UFOB GUIDE 

27. Follow-up Investigations 

A UFOB report is worthy of follow-up investigation when it contains information to 
suggest that positive identification with a well-known phenomenon may be made or when it 
characterizes an unusual phenomenon. The report should suggest almost immediately, largely 
by the coherency and clarity of the data, that there is something of identification and / or 
scientific value. In general, reports which should be given consideration are those which involve 
several reliable observers, together or separately, and which concern sightings of greater duration 
than one quarter minute. Exception should be made to this when circumstances attending the 
report are considered to be extraordinary. Special attention should be given to reports which 
give promise to a “fix” on the position and those reports involving unusual trajectories. 

28. Rules of Thumb 

Each UFOB case should be judged individually but there are a number of “rules of 
thumb”, under each of the following headings, which should prove helpful in determining the 
necessity for follow-up investigation. 

a . Duration of Sighting. When the duration of a sighting is less than 15 seconds, the 
probabilities are great that it is not worthy of follow-up. As a word of caution, however, should 
a large number of individual observers concur on an unusual sighting of a few seconds duration, 
it should not be dismissed. 

b. Number of Persons Reporting the Sighting. Short duration sightings by single 
individuals are seldom worthy of follow-up. Two or three competent independent observations 
carry the weight of 10 or more simultaneous individual observations. As an example, 25 people 
at one spot may observe a strange light in the sky. This, however, has less weight than two 
reliable people observing the same light from different locations. In the latter case a position-fix 
is indicated. 

c. Distance from Location of Sightings to Nearest Field Unit. Reports which meet the 
preliminary criterion stated above should all be investigated if their occurrence is in the 
immediate operating vicinity of the squadron concerned. For reports involving greater distances, 
follow-up necessity might be judged as being inversely proportional to the square of the 
distances concerned. For example, an occurrence 150 miles away might be considered to have 
four times the importance (other things being equal) than one that is 300 miles away. 

d. Reliability of Person or Persons Reporting. In establishing the necessity of follow-up 
investigation only “short term” reliability of individuals can be employed. Short term reliability 
is judged from the logic and coherency of the original report and by the age and occupation of 
the person. Particular attention should be given to whether the occupation involves observation 
reporting or technical knowledge. 

e. Number of Individual Sightings Reported. Two completely individual sightings, 
especially when separated by a mile or more constitutes sufficient cause for follow-up, assuming 
previous criterion have not been violated. 
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f The Value of Obtaining Additional Information Immediately. If the information cannot 
be obtained within seven days, the value of such information is greatly decreased. It is of great 
value to obtain additional information immediately if previously stated criteria have been met. 
Often, if gathered quickly, two or three items (weather conditions, angular speed, changes in 
trajectory, duration, etc.) are sufficient for immediate evaluation. If investigation is undertaken 
after weeks or months, the original observers cease to be of value as far as additional new 
information is concerned. Generally, late interrogation yields only bare repetition of facts 
originally reported plus an inability on the part of the observer to be objective. 

g. Existence of Physical Evidence (Photographs , Material, Hardware). In cases where 
any physical evidence exists, a follow-up should be made even if some of the above criteria have 
not been met. 

29. Conclusion - UFOB Guide. 

It is understood that all above criteria must be evaluated in terms of “common sense.” 
The original report, from its working and clarity will almost always suggest to the reader 
whether there is any “paydirt” in the report. 

Section II. IDENTIFICATION CRITERIA 


30. General 

When a UFO report meets, in large measure, the criteria projected in Section I and a 
follow-up investigation is instituted, then the interrogator should ask what physical object or 
objects might have served as the original stimulus for the report. The word “object” here 
includes optical phenomena such as reflections from clouds, sundogs, etc. Frequently one or 
perhaps two solutions will be immediately suggested by the nature of the report. The word 
“solution” cannot be used here in the scientific sense. A solution in UFOB work means that a 
hypothesis has been arrived at which appears to have the greatest probability of having given rise 
to the given report. Following is a group of hypotheses or examples which should prove helpful 
in arriving at solutions. A check should be made to see how many of the items are satisfied by 
the report and how many are missing. An effort should be made to obtain any missing items as 
soon as possible. Each typical hypothesis is listed in a separate paragraph. 

31. Aircraft 

a. Shape. From conventional to circular or elliptical. 

b. Size. Pinpoint to actual 

c. Color. Silver to bright yellow (night - black or color of lights). 

d. Speed. Generally only angular speeds can be observed. This depends on distance but 
small objects crossing major portion of sky in less than a minute can be ruled out. Aircraft will 
not cross major portion of sky in less than a minute whereas a meteor certainly will. 

e. Formation. Two to twenty. Numbers greater than 20 more likely birds than aircraft. 

/ Trails. May or may not have (vapor and exhaust). 

g. Sound. Zero to loud shrill or low depending on altitude. 

h. Course. Steady, straight or gently curving (not erratic - may appear still if approaching 
head-on). Right angle turns and sudden reversals, changes in altitude ruled out. Note: Although 
report may indicate erratic course, if other items check, follow-up should proceed on basis of 
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aircraft because of psychological tendencies of excited people to exaggerate course changes. 

i. Time In Sight . More than 15 seconds, generally of the order of a minute or two. 

j. Lighting Conditions . Night or Day. 

k. Radar. Should show normal aircraft returns. 

32. Balloons 

a. Shape. Round to cigar or pinpoint. 

b. Size. Balloons up to a hundred feet will generally appear from pinpoint to size of a pea 
held at arm length. 

c. Color. Silver, white or many tints. It may possibly appear dark as when projected 
against the clouds. 

d. Speed. Large scale erratic speed ruled out. In general, hovering to slow apparent 

speed. 

e. Formation. Single to cluster. 

f. Trail. None. 

g. Sound. None. 

h. Course. Straight with a general gradual ascent, unless falling. 

i. Time In Sight. Generally long. Note: Balloons may suddenly burst and disappear. 

j. Lighting Conditions. Night or day but especially at sunset. 

k. Radar. No return except when carrying sonde equipment. 

33. Meteor 

a. Shape. Round to elongated. 

b. Size. Pinpoint to size of moon. 

c. Color. Flaming yellow with red, green or blue possible. 

d. Speed. Crosses large portion of sky in few seconds except if coming head-on. 

e. Formation. Generally single - can break into shower at end of trajectory. 

Occasionally (but rare) small groups. 

f Trail. At night almost always a luminous train which can persist as long as a half hour 
(rarely). Daytime meteors are much less frequently observed. In daytime, leaves a whitish to 
dark smoke trail. 

g. Sound. None, although occasionally reported (believed psychological). 

h. Course. Generally streaking downward, but not necessarily sharply downward. Can 
on rare occasion give impression of slight rise. 

i. Time In Sight. Longest report about 30 seconds, generally less than 10. 

j. Lighting Conditions. Day or Night. Mostly night. 

k. Radar. Return from meteor itself is highly improbable, however, the train left by a 
meteor, is a good radar reflector. 

l. Other. An exceptionally bright meteor is called a fireball. These are rare but extremely 
spectacular and on occasion have been known to light surroundings to the brightness of daylight.

34. Stars or Planets 

The planets, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn are generally brighter than any star, but 
they twinkle very much less (unless very close to horizon). Stars twinkle a great deal and when 
near the horizon can give impression of flashing light in many colors. 

a. Shape. Pinpoint - starlike. 

b. Size. Never appreciable. 

c. Color. Yellow with rainbow variations. 

d. Speed. Stars apparent speeds carry them from east to west in the course of the night 
but they are often reported as erratic. The effect is psychological, most people being unable to 
consider a point as being stationary. Occasionally turbulence in the upper atmosphere can cause 
a star to appear to jump (rare) but somehow twinkling gives the impression of movement to 
many people. 

Note: Just because the report says the light moves does not rule out the possibility of it 
being a star unless motion is from one part of sky to another relatively short time. 

e. Formation. There are no clusters of very bright stars but faint stars are grouped in their 
familiar constellations. Note: a report of 4 or 5 bright clustering lights would rule out stars. 

f. Trail. None. 

g. Sound. None. 

h. Course. Always describe 24 hour circle around pole of sky from east to west. 

i. Time In Sight. When clear, stars are always visible. Most stars rise or set during the 
course of the night. Stars low in western sky set within an hour or two. Stars in east, always go 
higher in sky. 

j. Lighting Conditions. Night - twilight. 

k. Radar. None. 

35. Optical Phenomena 

This can cover a multitude of things. Original scanning of the report should be made to 
attempt to determine whether it more likely describes a material object or an optical 
phenomenon. Optical phenomena which have been reported as UFOBs run from reflections on 
clouds and layers of ice crystals (sundogs) to the many types of mirages. No one set of optical 
phenomena can be set down as representation for the whole class. There is no limit to the speed 
of optical phenomena. Reflections can travel from incredible speed, as in the case of a search- 
beacon on high clouds, to stationary. These cases if well reported will almost always warrant 
follow-up. Their variety and connection with upper atmospheric conditions make these 
observations especially valuable scientifically. 

a. Shape. Generally round but can be elliptical or linear. 

b. Size. Starlike to large luminous glow. 

c. Color. Generally yellow. 

d. Speed. Stationary to fantastic. 

e. Formation. Any. 

f. Trail. None. 

g. Sound. None. 

h. Course. Any. 

/. Time In Sight. Any. 

j. Lighting Conditions. Day and night. 

k. Radar. No return. In special cases, radar response will occasionally have to do with 
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unusual clouds, and meteorological phenomena such as described in Minnaert’s book “Light and 
Color in the Open Air.” 

/. Other. One of the standard types is the “sundog.” In this a large luminous halo is seen 
around the sun with one to four images of the sun placed along the halo circle at intervals of 90 
degrees. Another report often has to do with a bright planet or even the moon shining through a 
light overcast. Mirages reflections are said to occur frequently when temperature inversions 
exists in the atmosphere. If an optical phenomena is suspected, routine check of the 
meteorological records should be made to establish whether such inversions existed.

This manual is a replica of one that was photographed by an unknown person. 

The Tri-X negatives were mailed to Mr. Don Berliner, postmarked March 7, 1994. Don 
provided copies to the GAO. He took early initiative to determine their authenticity. Presently 
in November 1998, although he has not been able to review the arguments summary, he is not 
inclined to regard SOM 1-01 as genuine. 

The 1st generation print copies became a basis for this replica. It is very accurate, and includes 
faithful replication of the few errors missed by the original proofreaders. Through page 21 was 
on the film, but pages 22-25 about the UFOB Guide were found in an unclassified FOIA released 
document provided to Mr. Brian Parks from Maxwell Air Force Base, referring to the transmittal 
of such a guide in an unclassified letter dated 14 Jan 1955. 

This manual SOM 1-01 is now in the public domain, having been largely reprinted in a book, 
“TOP SECRET/MAJIC” by Mr. Stanton T. Friedman. That version, however, is incomplete, 
contains typesetting errors, and does not replicate the six by nine-inch format that was used. 

A number of arguments have been proposed to question the authenticity. It is the authors’ 
opinions that they have all been dealt with, and that there is no question at all that this is a 
genuine manual used for the purposes stated therein. 

These points of discussion will be treated in detail in an upcoming book by the authors noted 
below.

MEMORANDUM FOR 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON NON-TERRESTRIAL SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY 


I agree with the OSRD proposal of the recommendation put forward by Dr. Bush and 
Professor Einstein that a separate program be initiated at the earliest possible time. I also 
agree that application of non-terrestrial know how in atomic energy must be used in 
perfecting super weapons of war to affect the complete defeat of Germany and Japan. In 
view of the cost already incurred in the atomic bomb program, it would, at this time, be 
difficult to approve without further support of the Treasury Department and the military. I 
therefore have decided to forego such a enterprise. From the point of view of the informed 
members of the United States, our principle object is not to engage in exploratory research 
of this kind but to win the war as soon as possible. 

Various points have been raised about the difficulties such an endeavor would pose to the 
already hardened research for advanced weapons programs and support groups in our war 
effort and I agree that now is not the time. It is my personal judgment that, when the war 
is won, and peace is once again restored, there will come a time when surplus funds may be 
available to pursue a program devoted to understanding non-terrestrial science and its 
technology which is still greatly undiscovered. I have had private discussions with Dr. Bush 
on this subject and the advice of several eminent scientist who believe the United States 
should take every advantage of such wonders that have come to us. I have heard the 
arguments of General Marshall and other members of the military that the United States 
must assume its destiny in this matter for the sake of the Nation’s security in the post-war 
world and I have given assurances that such will be the case. 

I appreciate the effort and time spent in producing valuable insights into the proposal to 
find ways, of advancing our technology and national progress and in coming to grips with 
the reality that our planet is not the only one harboring intelligent life in the universe. I also 
commend the committee for the organization and planning that is evident in Dr. Bush’s 
proposal and the delicate way in which it was presented. I trust the committee will 
appreciate the situation on which this office must render its decision.

Brazel 
made a decision to report what he had found on the 
property to Chaves County sheriff George A. Wilcox. 

Wilcox subsequently telephoned Roswell Army Air 

Field because he could not identify the debris that 

Brazel had brought in to validate his report and 

Major Jesse Marcel and Captain Sheridan Cavitt of 
the Counter-Intelligence Corps traveled to the ranch 
and recovered some of the material. Brazel was later 
held incommunicado by the military for several days 
after the crash site was cordoned off, and a team 
from the Armed Forces Special Weapons Project 
moved in to clear up the remaining materials from 
the Foster ranch. 

• Bessie Brazel Schreiber - Mac Brazel's daughter 
described the crashed saucer material as "a sort of 
aluminumlike foil. Some of [these] pieces had a sort 
of tape stuck to them... [but] even though the stuff 
looked like tape, it could not be peeled off or 
removed at all. Some of these pieces had something 
like numbers and lettering on them, but there were 
no words we were able to make out. The figures 
were written out like you would write numbers in 
columns... but they didn't look like the numbers we 
use at all. (Friedman, S. & Berliner, D. 1992. Crash 
at Corona, p. 72.) 

• Col. Al Clarke - A diplomatic courier that delivered 
secret correspondence and wreckage debris to 

Washington, D.C. on the direct orders of General 

Clemence McMullen, acting commander of Strategic 

Air Command (SAC). (Friedman, S. & Berliner, D.

Master Sgt. Harry B. Cooper - The 
father of Tim Cooper, he received an 
Air Force Commendation medal from 
Curtiss E. LeMay for his outstanding 
work from September 1957 through 
June 1963 in the USAF UFO Program. 
The citation states: -His exemplar 
knowledge of film processing and 
printing techniques provided 
necessary aids and photographic 
production for intelligence evaluation 
of gun camera and still photographs 
requested on call by the Foreign 
Technology Division and the National 
Photographic Interpretation Center in 
their contribution to the USAF UFO 
Program.- 


• Col. Philip J. Corso - In his 1997 book, The Day After 
Roswell , the late Colonel Philip J. Corso stated that 
while working in the U.S. Army's Foreign Technology 
Desk in the early 1960's, he was given access to 
materials recovered from a crashed UFO found in the 
New Mexico desert in July 1947. Corso stated that 
this material was secretly seeded into US industry 
and assisted in the development of laser technology, 
integrated circuits, microchips, fiber optics and 
night-vision. Corso also stated that he viewed an 
alien body at Fort Riley, Kansas, in 1947 and read in 
the 1950's various reports of so-called cattle 
mutilations on file at the Pentagon. He additionally 
revealed that it was believed by many of the 
scientists that studied the UFO recovered at Roswell 
that the craft and the crew had a symbiotic 
relationship. The bodies found in the wreckage, he 
said, were genetically created beings designed to 
withstand the rigors of space flight but they were 
not the creators of the UFO itself. Corso speculated 
that the US Government might still have no real idea 
of who constructed the craft or who genetically 
engineered the bodies but offered the theory that 
the UFO was a form of time machine. At the time of 
his death from a heart attack on July 16, 1998 at 
the age of 83, Corso was working on a follow up 
book, The Day After Dallas that would reveal 
hitherto unknown secrets about the November 22, 
1963 assassination of President John F. Kennedy.

Included is June Crain's "conveyance 
of rights to life story" to Sergeant Jim 
Clarkson along with his notarized 
affidavit of authenticity. The historical 
documents about June include War 
Department Notifications of Personnel 
Action for Wright Field Ohio, Efficiency

• General Thomas DuBose - General Thomas DuBose was 
a colonel and General Ramey's chief of staff at Eighth Air 
Force Headquarters in Forth Worth, Texas, when the UFO 
crash at Roswell occurred in the summer of 1947. General 
DuBose testified that he had received a telephone call from 
General Clements McMullen at Andrews Army Air Field in 
Washington, D.C., ordering a cover-up to be put into place 
following the recovery of anomalous debris at the Foster 
ranch (near the town of Corona) in early July. The orders 
were for General Ramey to create a cover story to "get the 
press off our backs." DuBose retired from the U.S. Air 
Force in 1959 with the rank of Brigadier General. Prior to 
his death in 1992, DuBose prepared the following affidavit: 

In July 1947, I was stationed at Fort Worth 
Army Air Field in Fort Worth, Texas. I served 
as Chief of Staff to Major General Roger 
Ramey, Commander, Eighth Air Force. I had 
the rank of Colonel. In early July, I received a 
phone call from Maj. Gen. Clements McMullen, 
Deputy Commander, Strategic Air Command. 

He asked what we knew about the object 
which had been recovered outside Roswell, 

New Mexico, as reported in the press. I called 
Col. William Blanchard, Commander of the 
Roswell Army Air Field and directed him to 
send the material in a sealed container to me 
at Fort Worth. I so informed Maj. Gen. 

McMullen. 

After the plane from Roswell arrived with the 
material, I asked the Base Commander, Col. Al 
Clark, to take possession of the material and 
to personally transport it in a B-26 to Maj. 

Gen. McMullen in Washington, D.C. I notified 




Maj. Gen. McMullen, and he told me he would 
send the material by personal courier on his 
plane to Benjamin Chidlaw, Commanding 
General of the Air Material Command at Wright 
Field [later Wright Patterson AFB]. The entire 
operation was conducted under the strictest 
secrecy. The material shown in the 
photographs taken in Maj. Gen. Ramey's office 
was a weather balloon. The weather balloon 
explanation for the material was a cover story 
to divert the attention of the press. I have not 
been paid or given anything of value to make 
this statement, which is the truth to the best 
of my recollection. Signed: T. J. Dubose. 


ffl Pre-World War II "Creature" 
Retrieval? (319k) 

Reverand Turner H. Holt - Further 
evidence has surfaced to support the 
notion that the UFO crash at Roswell, 
New Mexico, in 1947 was not the first. 
We have obtained substantial 
documentation and witness testimony 
relating to the crash and recovery of a 
UFO and alien bodies at Cape 
Girardeau, Missouri, in 1941 that is 
already posted to the website. In 
addition to this, we are including here 
an article that appeared in the Winter 
2001-2002, Volume 26, Number 4 
edition of the International UFO 
Reporter magazine that deals with a 
pre-Roswell event that occurred in the 
time frame of the Missouri crash. The 
article concerns an account related by 
the Reverend Turner Hamilton Holt 
who told his family that he had been 
shown by Cordell Hull (President 
Franklin Roosevelt-s Secretary of 
State) the remains of four strange 
bodies preserved in "glass jars" in a 
basement of the Capitol Building, 
Washington, D.C. The article, by 
William E. Jones of the Mutual UFO 
Network and Eloise G. Watson, reveals 
a wealth of information on Holt-s 
story, additional testimony from his 
family, and important information on 
Cordell Hull-s files. 


• Lincoln LaPaz - Lincoln La Paz was born in Wichita, 
Kansas. He studied mathematics at Fairmont 
College, where he obtained his B.A. in 1920. He then 
went to Harvard University on a scholarship, 
obtaining an M.A. in 1922, and then taught at 
Darthmouth College in the period 1922-1925. He 
then enrolled at the University of Chicago, obtaining 
a Ph.D. in 1928. During the Second World War, he 
served as Research Mathematician at the New 
Mexico Proving Ground and as Technical Director, 
Operations Analysis Section, with the Second Air 
Force. During this time frame, his interests shifted to 
ballistics and later to the study of meteorites. In 





1945, La Paz joined the faculty of the University of 
New Mexico, founded the Institute of Meteoritics, 
and served as director until 1966. From 1945 to 
1953 he also served as Head of the Department of 
Mathematics and Astronomy and, from 1953 to 
1962, as Director of the Division of Astronomy. La 
Paz was an acknowledged pioneer in the field of 
meteoritics. He established active meteorite 
research programs at the University of New Mexico 
and described numerous new meteorites, many of 
which he had recovered. He also established the 
outstanding meteorite collection at UNM. His 
research resulted in the publication of over 120 
scientific articles and books, and he also helped 
establish the journal "Meteoritics" and served as 
President of the Meteoritical Society. La Paz died on 
October 19, 1985 in Albuquerque. According to the 
late Counter-Intelligence Corps agent, Lewis Rickett, 
it was La Paz's job to determine the speed and 
trajectory prior to crashing of the UFO recovered at 
Roswell, New Mexico, in July 1947. Rickett further 
stated that La Paz discovered a touchdown point five 
miles from the debris field that contained more 
debris and also sand that was apparently crystallized 
from an intense amount of heat. La Paz would later 
work with the U.S. Air Force on Project Twinkle - an 
official USAF operation that investigated sightings of 
mysterious "green fireballs" seen in the vicinity of 
atomic energy installations and military bases 
around the U.S. in the late 1940's. 

Jesse Marcel, Sr. - Acting on a telephone call 
received from Sheriff George Wilcox of the town of 
Roswell, Major Jesse Marcel (the Intelligence Officer 
at Roswell Army Air Field) was ordered by Colonel 
William Blanchard to investigate William Brazel's 
account of finding unusual debris at the Foster ranch 
in early July 1947. Marcel and a Counter Intelligence 
Corps agent. Captain Sheridan Cavitt, followed 
Brazel back to the ranch, spent the night there and 
examined a large piece of debris that Brazel had 
dragged from the pasture. On the morning of July 7, 
1947, Marcel took his first step onto the debris field. 
Marcel would later state that: "something must have 
exploded above the ground and fell." As Brazel, 
Cavitt and Marcel inspected the field, Marcel was 
able to "determine which direction it came from, and 
which direction it was heading. You could tell where 
it started out and where it ended by how it was 
thinned out." According to Marcel, the debris was 
"strewn over a wide area, I guess maybe three- 
quarters of a mile long and a few hundred feet 
wide." Scattered in the debris were small bits of 
metal that Marcel held a cigarette lighter to, to see if 
they would ignite. "I lit the cigarette lighter to some 
of this stuff and it didn't burn," he said. Along with 
the metal, Marcel described finding small, weightless 
I-beam-like structures that were 3/8" x 1/4", that 
could not be bent or broken. Marcel also described 
finding metal debris the thickness of tin foil that was 
seemingly unbreakable. After gathering enough 
debris to fill his staff car, Major Marcel stopped at his 
home on the way back to Roswell Army Air Field so 
that he could show his family the strange material 
that he and Cavitt had found. Marcel died in 1986, 




but before his death stated that: "I didn't know what 
we were picking up. I still don't know what it was. It 
could not have been part of an aircraft, not part of 
any kind of weather balloon or experimental balloon. 
I've seen rockets sent up at the White Sands Testing 
Grounds. It definitely was not part of an aircraft or 
missile or rocket." 

Jesse Marcel, Jr. - Under hypnosis conducted by Dr. 
John Watkins in May of 1990, Major Jesse Marcel 
Sr.'s son, Jesse Marcel Jr., recalled being awakened 
by his father on the night that Marcel Sr., returned 
from the Foster ranch with the unusual debris found 
by rancher William Brazel. Marcel Jr. recalled under 
hypnosis helping his father carry into the house a 
large box filled with debris. Once inside, they 
emptied the contents of the debris onto the kitchen 
floor. 

Jesse Jr. described seeing lead foil and I-beams. 
Under hypnosis, he recalled the writing on the I- 
beams as being purple in color and "strange." He 
added that he "never saw anything like it...different 
geometric shapes, leaves and circles. I ask him what 
a flying saucer is. I don't know what a flying saucer 
is...It's a ship. [Dad's] excited!" 

Marcel Jr. added that: "The material was foil-like 
stuff, very thin, metallic-like but not metal, and very 
tough. There was also some structural-like material 
too - beams and so on. Also a quantity of black 
plastic material which looked organic in nature. 
Imprinted along the edge of some of the beam 
remnants were hieroglyphic-type characters." 

Dee Proctor - On July 4, 1947, Dee Proctor, the 
seven-year old neighbor of rancher William Brazel, 
was with Brazel when he discovered a large amount 
of lightweight, metallic debris on the Foster ranch, 
New Mexico, where Brazel worked as foreman. When 
Brazel and Dee drove back home, Brazel showed a 
piece of the wreckage to Dee's parents, Floyd and 
Loretta Proctor. It was agreed by all that the debris 
was unlike anything seen before. 

Loretta Proctor - Loretta Proctor was one of the first 
people (and one of the very few civilians) to see the 
Roswell debris retrieved at the Foster Ranch, 

Corona, New Mexico, by rancher William Brazel in 
1947. In 1991, Proctor wrote the following affidavit: 

In July 1947, my neighbor William W. 

"Mac" Brazel came to my ranch and 
showed my husband and me a piece of 
material he said came from a large pile 
of debris on the property he managed. 

The piece he brought was brown in 
color, similar to plastic. He and my 
husband tried to cut and burn the 
object, but they weren't successful. It 
was extremely light in weight. I had 
never seen anything like it before. "Mac" 
said the other material on the property 
looked like aluminum foil. It was very 
flexible and wouldn't crush or burn. 

There was also something he described 




as tape which had printing on it. The 
color of the printing was a kind of 
purple. He said it wasn't Japanese 
writing; from the way he described it, it 
sounded like it resembled hieroglyphics. 

Some time later, my husband, my 
brother, and one of his friends saw 
"Mac" in Roswell, surrounded by 
soldiers. He walked right by them, 
without speaking a word. The Army kept 
him five or six days. When he got back, 
he said that the Army told him the 
object he found was a weather balloon. 

"If I see another one," he said, "I won't 
report it." He was upset about them 
keeping him from home that long. He 
wouldn't talk about it after he got back. 

"Mac" Brazel was a good neighbor, 
usually pretty friendly. He was not the 
kind of person who would tell a lie or 
create a hoax. He knew what weather 
balloons were like, because he had 
found them before. The piece of material 
I saw did not resemble anything from a 
weather balloon. I had seen weather 
balloons before. I had never seen 
anything like this. I have not been paid 
or given anything of value to make this 
statement. It is the truth to the best of 
my recollection. Signed: Loretta Proctor. 

Dan Sherman - Staff Sergeant Dan Sherman served 
with the US Air Force as an "Intuitive 
Communicator" and worked closely with the National 
Security Agency in the period 1992-5. In his book. 
Above Black - Project Preserve Destiny: Insider 
Account of Alien Contact and Government Cover-Up , 
Sherman provided information about the 
government's role in extraterrestrial contact and 
communications. According to Sherman, in 1992 he 
was ordered to the National Security Agency 
headquarters at Ft. Meade, Maryland, for training as 
an electronic intelligence analyst. This, however, 
would serve as a "cover" for the primary training 
that he also received at NSA, as an Intuitive 
Communicator. While at the NSA, Sherman was 
informed that, in 1947, the U.S. government made 
contact with an alien species referred to as the 
grays. An extraterrestrial-government program was 
begun in 1960, named Project Preserve Destiny. It 
was the purpose of this project "to genetically 
'manage' a select number of human beings for the 
purpose of communicating with this alien race 
"intuitively." Sergeant Sherman was told that in both 
1960 and 1963, his mother was visited by 
extraterrestrials, and that he had been genetically 
engineered for enhanced telepathic ability. Sherman 
was conceived in 1963. The military was aware of 
these special visits, stated Sherman and thus 
selected him for special NSA assignment. The 
project was terminated in 1968, when sufficient 
human embryos had been engineered and conceived 
to create a team of exceptionally telepathic 




individuals. 


William Rickett - Counterintelligence Corps officer at 
Roswell who spoke out about his experiences a few 
days after his official involvement, "the material was 
very strong and very light. You couldn't bend it, 
couldn't crease it. As far as I know, no one ever 
figured out what it was made of." Rickett escorted 
Dr. Lincoln LaPaz, famed meteor expert, from the 
New Mexico Institute of Meteoritics, on a tour of the 
crash site and surrounding area. (Friedman, S. &

Item 8 Reorganization of the Panel on Programs, Committee on 
Biological Warfare 


1. THE PROBLEM 


To consider the proposed reorganization of the Panel on Programs, 
Committee on-Siologica Warfare, and to resolve the ifevy dissent 
from the Committee's approval of the draft directive for the new 
panels. 


2. DISCUSSIOH 


2.1 At its 24th meeting, the Committee on Biological Warfare 
approved unanimously the reorganization of its Panel on Programs 
into five separate panels; namely, Panels on Man, Animals, Crops, 
Protection, and Dissemination. The Committee considered this 
change desirable in order to attract qualified civilians who 
sometimes object to serving cat a subpanel or working group level. 
Furthermore, .this would allow the military departments to make 
direct assignments to panels. At present the secretariat assigns 
military members of the Panel on Programs to working groups. The 
Committee believes also that the advantages of the present 
structure which provides for complete coordination will be retained ‘ • 
by joint meetings of all panels for indoctrination purposes and 
coordination of panel reports by meetings of the chairmen of the 
panels concerned. 

2.2 As a corollary of the reorganization, the committee approved, 
by a vote of 7 :%o 2, a proposed directive for the Panel on Man, 
which would serve also as a model for the other panel directives.

SECURITY IMPUTATIONS OF THE JEDB 


kost of tlie information with which the JKDB is dealing in its 
daily work is vital to the defense of the United States. Such infor¬ 
mation is known as "classified information" and has been graded to 
indicate the degree of its importance into Top Secret, Secret, Confi¬ 
dential and Restricted. In order to safeguard the classified informa¬ 
tion in its possession, the Board has established a series of security 
regulations which are set forth in this chapter and has evolved certain 
specific procedures for the handling of classified information. It is 
incumbent upon every member of the staff, regardless of the position 

i 

he holds, to be thoroughly conversant with these regulations and 
procedures and to observe them to the letter. Breaches of security 
may nf>t be excused by "ignorance of the law." 

The Joint Research and Development Board is necessarily high on 
the list of targets for unauthorized persons who desire to obtain 
information regarding the national defense. Such persons are shrewd 
and determined and will seek to gain their ends by clever and Indirect 
means. No security system is perfect nor secure against such efforts, 
unless each person who knows any part of the desired information is on 
his guard at all times. This means that members of the staff must 

guard; particularly against discussing office business with relatives 
or friends. Since the smallest and most irrelevant fact may be 
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signJ.fi cant if it falls into the hands of those who can associate it 

| 

with other facts, the only safe rule to follow is not to discuss any 
office 'business outside the office. 

3.1 Personal Responsibility of the Individual . 

Each person, regardless of capacity in which he may receive it, 
■becomes personally responsible for classified inf omaation. with 
which he is entrusted. Executive Directors of Committees and 
other officials of the Boaxd are responsible for acquainting aU 
personnel under their direction with the security regulations and 
for seeing that the miles of security are fully met with respect 
to their own offices. New personnel should be so indoctrinated 
as ^oon as they enter on duty. Knowledge of classified informa” 
tion should be l imi ted to those who require such knowledge for 
the discharge of their duties.. Work for clerical personnel shall 
be arranged in such a way that one person will work on the same 
paper from beginning to end in so far as possible. Each individ” 
ual is personally accountable, however, for the security of all 
information which he receives in his official capacity. 

3.1.1 Penalties for Violation; All loyal citizens who have the 

welfare of their country at heart, will naturally exercise 

i 

the greatest diligence in safeguarding information which I 
affects the national defense. It is necessary to point 
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| out, however, the law provides heavy pe n a l ties for those 
who violate their trust. JRGB personnel entering on duty 
for the first time are required to read and understand the 
Espionage Act j^The Act of June 15, 1917, ^-0 Stat. 217 as 
amended by Section I of the Act of March 28, 19^0, Stat, 
79, 50 USC 31 (Fine and. Imprisonment for Disclosure of 
Information) and Executive Order #8381 of March 22, 19hoJ 
"defining certain vital military and Naval installations 
and equipment," It goes without saying, of course, that 

I the Executive Secretary has heavy responsibilities for the 

i 

I security of information within the Board. The necessity 

for exercising the utmost diligence in this respect out™ 
weighs any personal considerations, and any lapses from 
security will be dealt with stringently and without regard 
to the personalities involved, 

3.1.2 The Oath of Secrecy ; All JKKB personnel entering on duty 
for the first time are also required to read and sign the 
Oath of Secrecy, text of which is as follows;

3,1,3 Personnel Inve stigations: One of the primary precautionary 
measures taken with respect to safeguarding classified in¬ 
formation is the investigation through the investigative 
■ facilities of the government, of all personnel who enter 
I on duty with the Board. This practice, which has recently 
been made mandatory for the Federal Service by Executive 
Order, has long been a requirement in the War and Navy 
Department's and other Agencies handling highly classified 
information. Each person is required to furnish certain 
basic data regarding his own personal history which is 
used by the investigative agencies to facilitate their 
Inquiries, Persons on whom no derogatory information, is 
found are unofficially referred to as having been "cleared." 
: It is emphasized, however, that notice to the effect that 
clearance has been given may signify only that the investi- 

' | 

| gation has been made and no evidence uncovered to indicate 
that the person is disloyal or untrustworthy. It does not 
! mean that any and all classified information may be given 
to that person indiscriminately. Each individual is 
entitled to only such classified information as he 
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requires for the performance of his officiaJL duties, Th4

Executive Secretary has delegated to the Administrative ' 
Secretary the authority to decide what level of classified 
information, may be handled by each employee, The Security 
Officer will convey this information to the employee’s 
supervisor.

3.1.4 Obligations Upon Leaving the JRDB f Persons leaving the 

JEDB on any basis whatever—separation, transfer, resigna¬ 
tion, etc.--may not disclose, after leaving, the classified 
information which they received while associated with the 
JRDB. Further, each person leaving the JKDB is required 
to return all official documents, classified and unclassi¬ 
fied, identification passes, keys, etc., and will be re¬ 
quired to sign a statement that no such material or equip-

3.2 Definitions of Terms In Common est Uae . 

The purpose of this section is to define the security terms in 
most general use in order that there may he a common- understand¬ 
ing regarding them throughout the Board. The definitions have, 
for the most part, been taken from the Army Security Regulations 1 
or the Davy Security Regulations^,. 

Classified Military Information ; Includes all information con¬ 
cerning documents, cryptographic devices, development projects 
and materiel falling in the categories Top Secret, Secret, Confi¬ 
dential, or Restricted. 

Confidential Matter : Documents, information, or materiel, the 
unauthorized disclosure of which, while not endangering the 
national security, would he prejudicial to the interest or 
prestige of the nation, any governmental activity, an individual, 
or would cause administrative embarrassment or dificulty, or he 
of advantage to a foreign nation. 

Cryptographic Material ; Includes all documents and devices 
employed in changing plain language messages into unintelligible 

form by means of codes and ciphers.

Documents : Any form of recorded information, such as printed, 
mimeographed, typed, photostated, and written matter of all idndsj

and development projects; and all other similar matter. 

Materiel ; Any article, substance or apparatus. The term mate¬ 
riel comprises military arms, armament, equipment, and supplies 
of all classes, both complete and in process of development and 
construction, models that show features in whole or in part, 
design, mock-ups, jigs, fixtures, and dies, and all other 
components or accessories of military equipment. 

Officer Courier ; Commissioned officers of the Army, Wavy,'; Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard on active duty and commissioned officers 
of the Waval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, and Coast Guarii 
Reserve on active duty. j 

Photomap ; A reproduction of a photograph or mosaic upon which 
grid lines, marginal data, and place names may be added. 

Registered Documents ; Any document or device registered usually 
by number and periodically accounted for, A registered document 
is a Top Secret, Secret, or Confidential document, or a Restricted 
cryptographic document, or device, carrying a register number, a 
short title, and instructions to account for it periodically, A 
registered document is not to be confused with a classified 
document to which, for administrative reasons, a number or short 
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title is assigned for bookkeeping or reference purpose only, and 
for which no accounting is required. 

Restricted Matter; Documents, information, or materiel (other 
than Top Secret, Secret, or Confidential) which should not be 
published or communicated to anyone except for official purposes. 

;S ecret Matter ; Documents, information, or materiel, the un¬ 
authorized disclosure of which would endanger national security, 
i cause serious injury to the interests or prestige of the nation, 
or any governmental activity thereof, or would be of great 
advantage to a foreign nation. 

Sh6rb Title ; A designation applied to a classified document, 
materiel, or device for purposes of security and brevity. It 
consists of figures, letters, words, or combinations thereof, and 
if registered usually contains an abbreviated designation of the 
office of origin, without giving any infoimation relative to 
classification or content of the document, materiel, or device. 
Technical Information : Shall be deemed to include information on 
weapons and equipment, including instructions on maintenance and 

I 

operation and any descriptive matter on components. It further 
includes means of manufacture, techniques, and processes of 
weapons and equipment, together with infoimation pertaining to 
the various sciences relating to weapons and equipment and to 
direct and indirect measures which may be employed in warfare. 
Information of a strategic or tactical nature is specifically 
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excluded from, the meaning of this term as are "user" aspects such 
as functioning and general instructions for tactical use and 
employment. 

Top Secret Matter* Certain secret documents, information, jand 
materiel the security aspect of which is paramount, and the un¬ 
authorized disclosure of which would cause exceptionally grave 
damage to the nation* 

3*3 Security Office , 

The responsibility for the administration of security within the 
JKDB rests with the Administrative Secretary under whose supervi¬ 
sion the Security Office is established and maintained. 

3.3.1 Military Personnel in Charges An officer of the Army or 

the lavy acts as Security Officer in the Joint Research 

i 

and Development Board, An officer from each Service is 

| 

assigned to the Security Office and one of them is on duty 
at all times during the working day, 

3.3.2 Hours of Duty * The Security Office win open not later 
than 0800 and will close not earlier than 1730. A 
Security Officer will he on duty at all times during these 
hours. If it becomes necessary in emergency situations , 
for both Security Officers to be absent from the Security 
Office at the same time, the office will be supervised by 
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a civilian employee properly cleared and specifical l y 
authorized by the Administrative Secretary. If it is 
necessary for any personnel of the Board to work after 
1730, the Security Officer making the nightly check will 
notify the working staff that it is responsible for secur¬ 
ing the offices used, which includes stowing all classified 
material in safes commensurate with their security and 
locking the office doors. 

If it is necessary for personnel to work Saturdays or 
Sundays, the same rules will apply, 

A Security Officer will be in attendance at all meetings 
of the Board, the Policy Council, the Scientific Advisors 
to the Policy Council, and the Executive Council, whenever 
such meetings are held outside regular working hours or 
outside the official headquarters of the Board. 

! 

3.3.3 Authority : The Security Office of the Board is the author¬ 
ized representative of the Executive Secretary, and all 
orders and instructions from the Security Officer with 
respect to security have the same authority as though 
emanating from, him. 

3.3.4 Responsibilities : The Security Officer is responsible for 
the following matters: 
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(1) The internal security of the building area occupied 
by the Board. 

(2) Approval of all Security Regulations issued by the. 

JRDB, . | 

(3) The maintenance of order, enforcing the Security j 

I 

Regulations, and making security inspections. 

(k) Instruction of personnel in the Security Regulatioins 
and procedures at JRDB. 

(5) The receipt, logging in, and distribution within the 
JRDB of Top Secret material. 

(6) Distribution of Top Secret material by officer 
courier or other designated courier, 

(7) The safeguarding of Secret and Top Secret documents 

which are forwarded to this office or which originate 
in this officej under no circumstances will Top 
Secret or Secret material repose in a Committee file 
until registered with the Security Officer. j

(8J The destruction of classified material. A report of 
the destruction of classified material prepared by 
the JRDB will be made to the Executive Secretary and 
filed in the Security Office, If classified docu¬ 
ments of a headquarters other than the JRDB are 
destroyed, the Security Officer will notify the issu¬ 
ing headquarters of the destruction, (it is the 
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responsibility of the Management Division to effectu¬ 
ate the daily collection and turning of classified 
papers,) 

(9) The survey at intervals not exceeding three months, 
of all classified material on file with the Board* 

(10) Reporting to the Administrative Secretary and the 
Executive Secretary, all security violations without 
exception, discovered during the day or during the 
nightly check of the offices. 

(11) Changing combination locks at least once every 6 
months, or upon separation from the office of person** 
nel who have knowledge of the combination, except 
that the combination to the main vault shall be 
changed at irregular intervals not to exceed 30 days. 

(12) The custody of lost and found articles. Inquiries 
for lost items should be made to the Security 
Officer. 


3.4 Rules for Admittance to JEDB Premises. 


All persons entering the premises of the JEDB will be admitted 
only upon the display of proper credentials and satisfactory 
personal identification. A receptionist will be on duty at all 
times during the working day to attend to the details of admit¬ 
tance and exit,

It is necessary 
that the reception desk have a record of all visitors, and 
JKDB personnel who bring visitors in with them are re¬ 
quested to leave information regarding the visitors with 
the receptionist. In the event they fail to do so, i the 
receptionist will call for this information. All visitors 
are required to display personal identification, I

3A.3 Telepho n e Company or Building Employees for Service 
Purposes ? Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company 
employees and Government service employees will show 
photographic Identification signed by either the Provost 
Marshal, or by an authorized representative of the Navy 
Department. The receptionist ahal1 direct to the Security 
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Officer all employees admitted to the premises of the Board 
for service purposes. The Security Officer will ascertain 
the areas in which they work and win notify the offices 
involved of their presence. These offices will take the 
precautions necessary to avoid Breach of se^'Htv. 


Commercial deliveries may not he made within the premises 
of the Board, hut in emergency situations may he left with 
the receptionist who will notify the addressee. 

3.4.4 Admittance to Conferences ; The only persons permitted to 
enter a conference roam, during a meeting are members of 
the Secretariat. Persons desiring to deliver a camraunica¬ 
tion to a conferee will turn it over to the receptionist 
or to the Executive Secretary 1 s secretary who will he re¬ 
sponsible for its delivery. 


3.4.5 Property Inspection and Clearance ; Visitors to offices 

of the Board who carry brief cases, envelopes, or parcels 
should request from, the receptionist or authorized person 
in the office visited, a signed Property Pass which will 
enable the visitor to leave the building without detailed 
inspection by the building guards. A list of personnel 
authorized‘to sign Property Passes is attached as Appendix 
I of this chapter. 
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The security of the individual office is the responsibility of 
the head of the office. It shall he his duty to ascertain that 
all personnel under his supervision are thoroughly acquainted 

with JKDB security regulations and cognizant of their personal 

| 

responsibilities in the matter of security. Any breaches of 

security which occur within an office shall be charged against 

* 

the head of the office. 


3.5.1 The Issuance of Keys; Office keys shall be issued to the 
head of any office of JRDB upon his request. Keys may be 
issued to subordinates in any office upon certification by 
the head of the office, to the Security Officer, that the 
possession of the key is necessary to theeffective conduct 
of the work in that office. Issuance of keys shall be 
kept to a minimum consistent with effective conduct of 
JHDB business. i 


Keys to desks are supplied by the Supply Section of JRDEB 
and are issued to individuals by that section. Upon 
delivery of desk keys to individuals, a signature is 
obtained for the key and filed with the Security Office, 

It is necessary that people upon changing desks notify the

Security Office of this change so that the records may he 
altered. 

•Keys will not he issued to any individual when changing 
desks unless' the old key is returned to the Security Office 
and the exchange of desks reported. 


3.5.2 Protection Against Unauthorized Inspection ; Persons 

having classified information on their desks will take 
every precaution against unauthorized persons inspecting 
such material either deliberately or casually. One pre¬ 
cautionary measure is to keep such papers face down or 
covered when not in Immediate use; another is to provide 
a conference table where officers of the Board may inter¬ 
view guests rather than at their desks where classified 
papers may he in use. 


3.5.3 Security of Pea ks, Safes, and File Cabinets; All classi¬ 
fied papers must he stowed in accordance with security 
measures appropriate to their classification (Section 
3.5.5) at night and during any periods of the day in. which 
the office is unattended. 


When cabinets and safes are unlocked, a "T" shaped card 
with the word "OPEN" on it shall he inserted in the handle 
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j 

i 

of the top drawer. These cards shall be removed only when 
the safes and cabinets have been secured. 

All personnel who have been entrusted with the responsi¬ 
bility for securing safes and cabinets should be thoroughly 
fa.m.1.1iar with the operation of the combination lochs. 

There have been instances where the custodians of classi- 

j 

fied material have unwittingly left safes, safe cabinets, 

and file cabinets unlocked because of their unfamiliarity 

| 

with the combination locks. Persons charged with the! 
locking of safes and cabinets should make certain that 
each drawer and compartment is in position before turning 
the dial. The dial should be turned at least three com¬ 
plete revolutions and the cabinet or safe checked there ¬ 
after to insure that the look has functioned . Army and 
Wavy regulations require that the combinations of lock 
type safes and cabinets be changed periodically. It is 
desired that combinations of all safes be changedj 

(1) at least every six months; j 

(2) upon permanent detachment from the office of any 
personnel having knowledge of the combination. Com¬ 
binations on all safes must have a final number not 
lower than 15. 
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3.5.4 Attendance in Office : At no time may an office be left 
unattended while classified papers are lying about and 

I safes and cabinets open. Whenever an office must be left 

! “ * 

unattended, it shall be secured in the same manner as at 
the close of the business day. 

Between the hours of 1700 and 0830, except when attended, 
all offices will be entirely cleared of loose papers, 
calendars, telephone lists, any written materials or doc¬ 
umental and all such materials and documents shall be 
properly stowed. All written materials or documents, 
including unclassified materials must be placed under lock 
| and key to ensure that no classified material is inadvert¬ 
ently left exposed. Certain exceptions to this order are 
i 

permissible; 

(1) Supplies, which may be stored in unlocked cabinets or 
other repositories which permit ready inspection when 
these are neatly stacked to indicate clearly that no 
written or printed documents are inadvertently stored 
with them; 

(2) Unclassified reference information regularly posted 

I on walls or desks; 

(3) Restricted information regularly posted, with the 
authorization of the Security Officer.

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Windows should be secured when the last member of the 
staff of an office is leaving for the day. 

3.5.5 Disposition of Office Waste Material; All classified waste 

office material must be placed in the wastepaper baskets 
marked SECRET, A supply of these is in each office. | 

Classified waste office material should be tom into smallj 
pieces before being deposited in the SECRET baskets. 

i 

Under no circumstances should it be burned in the 
receptacles. 

All non- classified waste papers and other trash should be 
deposited in the receptacles provided in the halls for 
this purpose and not deposited in the SECRET receptacles. 
Contents of wastepaper baskets will be collected daily be¬ 
tween 1600 and 16^5 by the messenger. When wastepaper 
baskets are emptied, they will be turned upside down. 

Under no circumstances will classified materials be placed 
in the .wastepaper basket after the waste collection has 
been made. 

3.5.6 Stowage and Riling of Classified Documents: Classified 
documents must be stored under security conditions 
commensurate with their classification, outlined as 
follows? 
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3.5.6.1 Top Secret Material: Top Secret documents shall 
he stored by the Security Officer in a six-combi- 
nation safe. Under no circumstances may Top 
Secret documents be stored elsewhere. 

3.5.6.2 Secret and Confidential Material : Secret and 
Confidential material must be secured in a three- 
combination safe or in steel cabinets secured by 
bars and three-combination locks. Secret and 
Confidential material may be stored within the 
offices to which it belongs or where it is being 
used. Secret route sheets will not be filed with 
secret material other than in the central files. 

If a Committee or Panel desires to file secret 
material, it will so indicate on the route sheet, 
initial the route sheet, and return it to central 
files through the Security Office.

3.6.1 Securing Log Numbers for Top Secret and Secret Correspond¬ 
ence : Any office preparing Top Secret correspondence must 
send a secretary to the Security Officer to apprise him ; of 
the fact and to secure from him a log number.

Receipts for Top Secret correspondence will be prepared by 
the Security Office, which should be notified when Top j 
Secret documents are ready for transmittal. j 

Receipts for Secret material (W.D., AGO Form No, 996) 
should be prepared in accordance with the following 
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I procedure by the offices originating the correspondencej 
Receipt forms may be procured from the Security Office, 

! the mail control desk, or the Supply Section. Receipt 
forms shall be made in triplicate. The standard forms in 
use come made up in three copies. The secretary complet¬ 
ing the receipt shall fill in (l) the date of the corre¬ 
spondence; ( 2 ) the space labeled "Serial No., File Ho. or 
Subject" as follows: the first letter of the classifica¬ 
tion— the log number—and the copy numbers; (3) the log 
numbers of any Secret enclosures (if classified* otherwise, 
i the number of enclosures); (4) the addressee as appropriate. 
If there are no enclosures, that part of the form should 
remain blank.

3.6.6 The Preparation of Envelopes for Classified Correspondence : 
Restricted correspondence may be forwarded in a single 
opaque sealed envelope. No indication of classification

smaller than the outer, stamped with the appropriate 
classification stamp, and addressed in a manner identical 
with that of the outer envelope.

The outer envelope should be opaque, larger than the inner 
one. Lined letterhead envelopes may he obtained from. 
Supply Room. The outer envelope should hear no indication 
of classification. 

3.6.7 The Destruction of Waste Materials ; All waste materials j 

resulting from the preparation of classified correspondence 
must he destroyed. These include carbon paper, rough 
drafts, and stenographic notes, when they have served 
their purpose. Such matter should not he left in desks 
over night. The Security Office shall destroy all waste 
material for Top Secret correspondence, 

3.7 The Transmission of Classified Documents . 

Classified documents may he transmitted only in accordance with 
the procedures prescribed in this Section. 
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3.7.1 Inter-Office Transmission ; 

3.7.1.1 Top Secret .* Top Secret documents, in folders , 
will be transmitted between offices *by the Secu¬ 
rity Officer only. Under no circumstances shall 
Top Secret material be sent through the inter- 

. office mail. Top Secret material should not be 

removed from its folder. All Top Secret documents 
brought into the Board from any source must be 
logged in at the Security Office before being put 
to use . 

3.7.1.2 Secret : Secret documents, in folders. will be * 
transmitted’between offices by members of the 
Security Office only. Secret material should not 
be removed from its folder. Secret incoming mate¬ 
rial will be forwarded to the Security Office from 
the mail control desk. The Security Office will 
be responsible for the distribution of all Secret 
material until such material is placed in file. 
Secret material in file which is to be rerouted 
to interested committees, panels or persons will 
be routed through the Security Office.

Colonel R. B. Emerson, USAR: Major Dewey Four-net, USAFR, who was 
formerly the Pentagon monitor for the Air Force "flying Saucer" 
project; Mr. J. B. Hartranft, president of the Aircraft Owners 
and Pilots Association; Doctor Marcus Bach, State University of 
Iowa; and other distinguished Americans in various fields. 

NICAP’s membership includes persons from all 49 States; our mem¬ 
bers Include Congressmen, Government officials, members of all the 
Armed Forces, airport tower operators, guided missiles trackers, 
scientists, and engineers, and men and women in almost every recog¬ 
nized profession and trade.

On 24 June, 1947, a civilian pilot flying over the Cascade Mountains in the State of Washington observed 
nine flying disc-shaped aircraft traveling in formation at a high rate of speed. 

Although this was not the first known sighting of such objects, it was the first to gain widespread attention in 
the public media. Hundreds of reports of sightings of similar objects followed. Many of these came from 
highly credible military and civilian sources. These reports resulted in independent efforts by several 
different elements of the military to ascertain the nature and purpose of these objects in the interests of 
national defense. 

A number of witnesses were interviewed and there were several unsuccessful attempts to utilize aircraft in 
efforts to pursue reported discs in flight. Public reaction bordered on near hysteria at times. 

In spite of these efforts, little of substance was learned about the objects until a local rancher reported that 
one had crashed in a remote region of New Mexico located approximately seventy-five miles northwest of 

Roswell Army Air Base (now Walker Field). 

On 07 July, 1947, a secret operation was begun to assure recovery of the wreckage of this object for 
scientific study. During the course of this operation, aerial reconnaissance discovered that four small 
human-like beings had apparently ejected from the craft at some point before it exploded. 

These had fallen to earth about two miles east of the wreckage site. All four were dead and badly 
decomposed due to action by predators and exposure to the elements during the approximately one week 
time period which had elapsed before their discovery. A special scientific team took charge of removing 
these bodies for study. (See attachment "C".) The wreckage of the craft was also removed to several 
different locations. (See Attachment "B".) 

Civilian and military witnesses in the area were debriefed, and news reporters were given the effective cover 
story that the object had been a misguided weather research balloon.

A covert analytical effort organized by Gen. Twining and Dr. Bush acting on the direct orders of the 
President, resulted in a preliminary consensus (19 September, 1947) that the disc was most likely a short 
range reconnaissance craft. This conclusion was based for the most part on the craft's size and the 
apparent lack of any identifiable provisioning. (See Attachment "D".) 

A similar analysis of the four dead occupants was arranged by Dr. Bronk. It was the tentative conclusions of 
this group (30 November, 1947) that although these creatures are human-like in appearance, the biological 
and evolutionary processes responsible for their development has apparently been quite different from 
those observed or postulated in homo-sapiens. 

Dr. Bronk's team has suggested the term "Extra-terrestrial Biological Entities ", or" EBE's ", be adopted as the 
standard term of reference for these creatures until such time as a more definitive designation can be 
agreed upon. 

Since it is virtually certain that these craft do not originate in any country on earth, considerable speculation 
has centered around what their point of origin might be and how they get here. 

Mars was and remains a possibility, although some scientists, most notably Dr. Menzel, consider it more 
likely that we are dealing with beings from another solar system entirely. 

Numerous examples of what appear to be a form of writing were found in the wreckage. Efforts to decipher 
these have remained largely unsuccessful. (See Attachment "E".) 

Equally unsuccessful have been efforts to determine the method of propulsion or the nature or method of 
transmission of the power source involved. Research along these lines has been complicated by the 
complete absence of identifiable wings, propellers, jets, or other conventional methods of propulsion and 
guidance, as well as a total lack of metallic wiring, vacuum tubes, or similar recognizable electronic 
components. (See Attachment "F".) 


It is assumed that the propulsion unit was completely destroyed by the explosion which caused the crash.

A need for as much additional information as possible about these craft, their performance characteristics 
and their purpose led to the undertaking known as U. S. Air Force Project SIGN in December, 1947. In order 
to preserve security, liaison between S/GA/and Majestic-12 was limited to two individuals within the 
Intelligence Division of Air Material Command whose role was to pass along certain types of information 
through channels. SIGN evolved into Project GRUDGE in December, 1948. 

The operation is currently being conducted under the code name BLUE BOOK, with liaison maintained 
through the Air Force officer who is head of the project. 

On 06 December, 1950, a second object, probably of similar origin, impacted the earth at high speed in the 
El Indio - Guerrero area of the Texas - Mexican border after following a long trajectory through the 
atmosphere. By the time a search team arrived, what remained of the object had been almost totally 
incinerated. 

Such material as could be recovered was transported to the A.E.C. facility at Sandia, New Mexico, for study. 

Implications for the National Security are of continuing importance in that the motives and ultimate intentions 
of these visitors remain completely unknown. In addition, a significant upsurge in the surveillance activity of 
these craft beginning in May and continuing through the autumn of this year has caused considerable 
concern that new developments may be imminent. 

It is for these reasons, as well as the obvious international and technological considerations and the ultimate 
need to avoid a public panic at all costs, that the Majestic-12 Group remains of the unanimous opinion that 
imposition of the strictest security precautions should continue without interruption into the new 
administration. 

At the same time, contingency plan MJ-1949-04P/78 (Top Secret - Eyes Only) should be held in continued 
readiness should the need to make a public announcement present itself. (See Attachment "G".)

The National Archives has received many requests for documentation and information about "Project MJ- 
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12". Many of the inquiries concern a memorandum from Robert Cutler to General Nathan Twining, dated 
July 14, 1954. 

This particular document poses problems for the following reasons: 

1. The document was located in Record Group 341, entry 267. The series is filed by a Top 
Secret register number. This document does not bear such a number. 

2. The document is in the folder T4-1846. There are no other documents in the folder 
regarding "NSC/MJ-12". 

3. The Military Reference Branch (Edward Reese) has conducted a search in the records of 
the Secretary of Defense, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Headquarters US Air Force, and in other 
related files. No further information has been found on this subject. 

4. Inquiries to the US Air Force, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the National Security Council 
failed to produce further information. 

5. The Acting Director of the Freedom of Information Office of the National Security Council 
informed us that "Top Secret Restricted Information" is a marking which did not come into use 
at the National Security Council until the Nixon Administration. The Eisenhower Presidental 
Library also confirms that this particular marking was not used during the Eisenhower 
Administration. 

6. The document in question does not bear an official government letterhead or watermark. 

The NARA conservation specialist (Mary Ritzenthaler) examined the paper and determined it 
was a ribbon copy prepared on "dictation onionskin". The Eisenhower Library has examined 
its collection of the Cutler papers. All documents created by Mr. Cutler while he served on the 
NSC staff have an eagle watermark in the onionskin carbon paper. Most documents sent out 
by the NSC were prepared on White House letterhead paper. For the brief period when Mr. 

Cutler left the A/SC, his carbon copies were prepared on "prestige onionskin". 

7. The Judicial, Fiscal, and Social Branch searched the Official Meeting Minute Files of the 
National Security Council and found no record of a NSC meeting on July 16, 1954. A search 
of all NSC Meeting Minutes fro July 1954 found no mention of MJ-12 nor Majestic. 

8. The Judicial, Fiscal and Social Branch (Mary Ronan) searched the indices [sic] of the NSC 
records and found no listing for: MJ-12, Majestic, unidentified flying objects, UFO, flying 
saucers, or flying discs. 

9. The Judicial, Fiscal, and Social Branch (Mary Ronan) found a memo in a folder titled 
"Special Meeting July 16, 1954" which indicated that NSC members would be called to a civil 
defense exercise on July 16, 1954. 

10. The Eisenhower Library states, in a letter to NNMR, dated July 16, 1987: "President 
Eisenhower's Appointment Books contain no entry for a special meeting on July 16, 1954 
which might have included a briefing on MJ-12. 

Even when the President had 'off the record' meetings, the Appointment Books contain entries indicating the 
time of the meeting and the participants... 

The Declassification Office of the National Security Council has informed us that it has no record of any 
declassification action having been taken on this memorandum or any other documents on this alleged 
project.... 

Robert Cutler, at the direction of President Eisenhower, was visiting overseas military installations on the 
day he supposedly issued this memorandum -- July 14, 1954. The Administration Series in Eisenhower's 
Papers as President contains Cutler's memorandum and report to the President upon his return from the 
trip. 

The memorandum is dated July 20, 1954 and refers to Cutler's visits to installations in Europe and North 
Africa between July 3 and 15. 

Also, within the NSC Staff Papers is a memorandum dated July 3, 1954, from Cutler to his two 
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subordinates, James S. Lay and J. Patrick Coyne, explaining how they should handle NSC administrative 
matters during his absence; one would assume that if the memorandum, to Twining were genuine, Lay or 
Coyne would have signed it."

Explanations from Friedman, Shandera and Moore 

The above letter raises several questions about the authenticity of the MJ-12 Documents. 

However, below are some relevant explanations from Friedman, Shandera and Moore after being 
challenged about the above evidence by none other than well known UFO debunker and skeptic Philip 
Klass. 

Below are some of the objections raised by Klass, and selected answers given by the team members. 

Question: Robert Cutler was in Europe at the time the Cutler-to-Twining Memo was allegedly 
written. 

Friedman: "That's a stupid argument. The memo wasn't signed by Cutler. [But] he gave his 
people instructions to keep the ball rolling while he was gone. "We have two other memos 
from Cutler to Twining, which we've gotten at the Library of Congress, one is signed and the 
other isn't. The one that's not signed has an '/s/' indicating where the original was signed." 

Moore: "The absence of a signature on the document is consistent with the fact that Cutler 
was overseas when it was written. If the document had been signed, then we would have 
reason to worry. 

Question: The lack of the characteristic "Eagle" watermark found on all of Cutler's 
memoranda stationery. 

Friedman: "But how many? They didn't have at the Eisenhower Library OR the National 
Archives, these two Cutler memoranda that we found at the Library of Congress! Absence of 
evidence is not evidence for absence." 

Question: The lack of a Top-Secret registration number on the document. 

Friedman: "Neither of the other documents we got from the Library of Congress had 
registration numbers, either." 

Moore: "NONE of the Top-Secret Cutler memoranda we have seen have registration 
numbers." 

Question: The presence of typewriter key impressions through the back of the document 
indicates it was typed as an original, not as a carbon. 

Moore: "This just shows that [Klass] has not done a shred of original research. He couldn't 
have looked at the original. If he had, he would have seen that the paper is definitely old, and 
the ink on the paper is blue. 

Friedman: "I have trouble with that. The ink is blue. Who uses blue typewriter ribbons?" 

Question: The use of the security classification "Top Secret - Restricted," which did not come 
into use by the NSC until at least a decade later. 

Friedman: "Well, that's what these guys are saying, but I don't even know that that's true. 
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'Restricted' can mean 'nobody else sees.' Also, in that same year of '54, the Atomic Energy 
Act brought in the use of 'Secret-Restricted Data' when you're dealing with anything nuclear... 
and Twining obviously thought there was a nuclear connection with UFOs because in a 1947 
memo he said all the data should go to the AEC and the Nuclear Energy Propulsion 
Applications Project." 

Question: The Sept. 24, 1947 letter from Pres. Truman to Secy. Forrestal is not consistent in 
format with other Truman letters to Cabinet members. 

Moore: "Nonsense. We have a letter from a Congressional historian that says that the form 
and style ARE consistent." 

Question: The Truman letter was created by "superimposing a spurious message on a 
photocopy of an authentic Truman letter." 

Shandera: "The 35mm film we have of the [Truman] document is very clear, its a very good 
photo. If anything like that had been done, it would easily show up." 

Moore: "He's dreaming. The evidence is just the opposite. If you look at the document on the 
film, there are some areas where a different color ink was probably used, probably red, which 
contrast highly with the rest of the document. If this were a [composite photocopy], there 
wouldn't be this much contrast." 

In the CSICOP press release, and previously in other media, Klass has said that he has invited Moore and 
his associates to "join in his own efforts" to get to the bottom of the MJ-12 scenario. Moore claims that Klass 
"has never extended such an invitation to any one of us." 

It seems that there are cases both for, and against the MJ-12 Papers. 

What is certain is that this definitely isn't the end of the story.

This article is about the purported secret committee 
called 'Majestic 12’. For other uses, see Majestic 12 
(disambiguation). 

In UFO conspiracy theories, Majestic 12 (or MJ-12) is 
the code name of an alleged secret committee of scien¬ 
tists, military leaders, and government officials, formed 
in 1947 by an executive order by U.S. President Harry 
S. Truman to facilitate recovery and investigation of 
alien spacecraft. The concept originated in a series of 
supposedly “leaked” secret government documents first 
circulated by ufologists in 1984. Upon examination, 
the FBI declared the documents to be “completely bo¬ 
gus”, and many ufologists consider them to be an elabo¬ 
rate hoax. [1][2] Majestic 12 remains popular among some 
UFO conspiracy theorists and the concept has appeared in 
popular culture including television, film, and literature. 


1 Origin 

The concept of “Majestic Twelve” emerged during a pe¬ 
riod in the 1980s when ufologists believed there had 
been a cover-up of the Roswell UFO incident and spec¬ 
ulated some secretive upper tier of the US government 
was responsible. [3] Their suppositions appeared to be 
confirmed in 1984 when ufologist Jaime Shandera re¬ 
ceived an envelope containing film which, when devel¬ 
oped, showed images of eight pages of documents that ap¬ 
peared to be briefing papers describing “Operation Ma¬ 
jestic Twelve”. [3] The documents purported to reveal a 
secret committee of twelve supposedly authorized by US 
president Harry Truman in 1952, and explain how the 
crash of an alien spacecraft at Roswell in 1947 had been 
concealed, how the recovered alien technology could be 
exploited, and how the US should engage with extrater¬ 
restrial life in future. [3][4] 

Shandera and his ufologist colleagues Stanton T. Fried¬ 
man and Bill Moore say they later received a series of 
anonymous messages that led them to find what has been 
called the “Cutler/Twining memo” in 1985 while search¬ 
ing declassified files in the National Archives. Purport¬ 
ing to be written by General Nathan Twining to Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s assistant Robert Cutler and containing 
a reference to Majestic 12, the memo is widely held to 
be a forgery, likely planted as part of a hoax. [5] Historian 
Robert Goldberg wrote that the ufologists came to believe 
the story despite the documents being “obviously planted 
to bolster the legitimacy of the briefing papers”. [3] 


Claiming to be connected to the United States Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations, a man named Richard 
Doty told filmmaker Linda Moulton Howe that the MJ- 
12 story was true, and showed Howe unspecified docu¬ 
ments purporting to prove the existence of small, grey 
humanoid aliens originating from the Zeta Reticuli star 
system. Doty reportedly promised to supply Howe with 
film footage of UFOs and an interview with an alien be¬ 
ing, although no footage ever materialized. [3] 

Soon, distrust and suspicion led to disagreements within 
the ufology community over the authenticity of the MJ- 
12 documents, and Moore was accused of taking part in 
an elaborate hoax, while other ufologists and debunkers 
such as Philip Klass were accused of being “disinforma¬ 
tion agents”. [4] 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation began its own inves¬ 
tigation of the supposed “secret” documents and quickly 
formed doubts as to their authenticity. The U.S. Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations stated that no such 
committee had ever been authorized or formed, and that 
the documents were “bogus.” The FBI subsequently de¬ 
clared the MJ-12 documents to be “completely bogus. ” [2] 

Later in 1996, a document called the MJ-12 “Special Op¬ 
erations Manual” circulated among ufologists. It is also 
widely considered to be a fake and “a continuation of the 
MJ-12 myth”. [6] 


2 Earlier mentions 

According to journalist Howard Blum the name “Majestic 
12” had been prefigured in the UFO community when 
Bill Moore asked National Enquirer reporter Bob Pratt in 
1982 to collaborate on a novel called MAJIK-12. Because 
of this, Blum writes, Pratt had always been inclined to 
think the Majestic 12 documents a hoax. [7]

On December 1984, Jaime Shandera, a Hollywood film producer who also has an interesting UFOs, received 
some unusual information via the post - a package containing just one roll of monochrome film. The package was 
posted in Albuquerque, New Mexico but had no return or senders address. There was no accompanying letter. 
Shandera had the film developed and was surprised to find negatives of what appeared to be an eight paged 
briefing paper dated 18 th November 1952. 

The first page of this paper carried a warning "TOP-SECRET - EYES ONLY" and was for the attention of 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower. On page two was a list of twelve eminent US scientists, military leaders and 
intelligence advisors. On page three the subject of the paper was stated as the recovery of a crashed flying saucer 
and alien bodies near Roswell , New Mexico, in July 1947. 

The final page of the briefing paper was a memorandum from President Harry Truman to his secretary of 
defense, James Forrestal, instructing Forrestal to proceed with "Operation Majestic-12".This memorandum was 
dated 24 th September 1947. 

The paper and the memorandum showed that in 1947 a flying disc-shaped craft crashed near Roswell and extra¬ 
terrestrial biological entities (EBEs) were recovered by the military - President Truman was authorizing Forrestal to 
set up a committee to deal with the situation. In 1952, newly elected President Eisenhower is then briefed about 
the situation by the papers - including details of the 12 man committee, the saucer crash and the need to avoid 
public panic. 

In 1985, researcher Bill Moore received a postcard, postmarked New Zealand, through the post advising him to 
search some recently de-classified files at the US National Archives. Along with Shandera, Moore did this and 
found a memo confirming the existence of MJ-12 (another name for Majestic-12 along with MAJIC), written by 
Eisenhower’s Special Assistant for National Security, Robert Cutler, addressed to Nathan Twining - US Air Force 
Chief of Staff. 

Tim Cooper, UFO researcher, received a number of MJ-12 documents - some of which were hoaxes. However, 
according to Cooper and fellow researcher Stanton Friedman, two single-page documents appeared to be 
genuine: 

The first contains brief instructions to General Nathan Twining (alleged MJ-12 member) regarding 
his activities during a trip to New Mexico in July 1947 - the site of a crashed UFO. The second is 
memo, dictated by US Secretary of State to his secretary R.H. Humelsine, to President Truman - the 
reference at the top of the memo contains - "MAJIC EO 092447 MJ-12" 

Then in 1994, UFO researcher Don Berliner received an anonymous roll of film containing 23 pages of a 
" Maiestic-12 Special Operations Manual " - dated April 1954 - containing detailed instructions entitled " Extra¬ 
terrestrial Entices and Technology: Recovery and Disposal". 

The original paper and ink of these documents cannot be analyzed because they are on film but the factual details 

can be checked - such as the background of the 12 members of MJ-12, dates and times and signatures etc. 

The alleged members did , in deed, prove to be the cream of the US’s Intelligence, Military and Scientific 
communities - exactly the people that could be expected to be members of a group investigating UFOs. 

The last surviving member of MJ-12 had died before Shandera received the original film but the activities, 
correspondence and telephone logs etc.... of the members could be investigated .

Investigation shows that this was the only day between May and December that Truman met with Bush. After a 
great deal of research Stanton Friedman also proved that Forrestal also met with Bush - that day. 

The 24 th September 1947 is also important because Nathan Twining, Commanding General of The Air Materiel 
Command, sent a secret memo to the Pentagon regarding "flying discs", including the words: 

"The phenomenon reported is something real and not visionary or fictitious". 

Also, flight logs from 1947 show that Twining had flown to New Mexico on 7 th July 1947 - according to the original 
paper this was the same day that "a secret operation was begun to assure recovery of the wreckage for scientific 
study". 

Genuine documents or hoaxes accompanied with several coincidences? There is a lot of disagreement by 
"experts". One of the main problems regarding the documents is the signature on the Truman document - it 
appears to wrongly positioned on the page and, when compared with an authentic signature, it appears to be 
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almost exactly the same - inferring that it has been copied. 

Genuine or fake, the MJ-12 documents are certainly some of the most interesting documents in the history of 
UFOIogy and because of the details involved it seems that if they were faked then it was done by someone with 
inside knowledge - perhaps someone who thought the public had "a right to be informed". Informed of the fact that 
the US Government is willfully covering up the truth about UFOs.

James Forrestal - A Tragedy 

James Forrestal - did he pay the price for opposing incredibly high levels of secrecy? 

Following World War Two, James Forrestal served as Secretary of the Navy under the Truman administration but 

subsequently was made Secretary of Defense. In this position 

Forrestal objected to the obsessive secrecy that was developing, 

especially by certain new departments such as the CIA. In fact he 

lobbied for the CIA to be brought under much tighter governmental 

control. 

His opposition to the high levels of secrecy caused him to attract the attention of those he opposed and when he 
voiced his objections to “being watched”, he was declared paranoid by those who were ignorant of the true facts. 

Forrestal was ordered to the mental ward of Bethesda Naval Hospital and was said to have suffered a nervous 
breakdown. He was isolated and discredited; even his family and friends were denied permission to visit him. 

On May 21 st 1949, Forrestal’s brother informed the authorities that he intended removing him form the hospital on 
the following day. In the early hours of 22 nd May 1949, it was later announced, James Forrestal committed 
suicide. 

However, ex-Naval Intelligence Officer William Cooper maintains that James Forrestal was the victim of the 
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people whose obsessive secrecy he opposed and some time on that 
fateful morning secret agents (CIA) entered his hospital room, tied a 
sheet around his neck and the other end to a room fixture. The 
agents then threw Forrestal out of the window, unfortunately the 
sheet could not sustain his weight and it tore and he plummeted to 
his death. 

James Forrestal’s secret diaries were confiscated, probably by the 
CIA.

Majestic 12, also known as Majic 12, Majestic Trust, Ml2, MJ 12, MJ XII or Majority 12, is the 
purported code name of a secret committee of scientists, military leaders, and government 
officials, supposedly formed in 1947 by an executive order of U.S. President Harry S. Truman. 
The purpose of the committee was to investigate UFO activity in the aftermath of the crash of 
an alien spaceship near Roswell, NM incident, in July 1947. This alleged committee is an 
important part of the UFO conspiracy theory of an ongoing government cover up of UFO 
information. 


The primary evidence for the existence of a group named Majestic twelve is a collection of 
documents that first emerged in 1984 and which have been the subject of much debate. The 
original MJ-12 documents state that: The Majestic 12 group... was established by secret 
executive order of President Truman on 24 September, 1947, upon recommendation by Dr. 
Vannevar Bush and Secretary of Defense James Forrestal. 

The existence of MJ-12 has sometimes been denied by some agencies of the United States 
government, which insist that documents suggesting its existence are hoaxes. The FBI 
investigated the documents, and concluded they were forgeries, based primarily on an opinion 
rendered by AFOSI, the U.S. Air Force Office of Special Investigations. Opinions among UFO 
researchers are divided: Some argue the documents may be genuine while others contend they 
are phony, primarily due to errors in formatting and chronology. 

In 1985, another document mentioning MJ-12 and dating to 1954 was found in a search at the 
National Archives.lts authenticity is also highly controversial. The documents in question are 
rather widely available on the Internet, for example on the FBI website, where they are 
dismissed as bogus. 

Since the first MJ-12 documents, thousands of pages of other supposed leaked government 
documents mentioning MJ-12 and a government coverup of UFO reality have also appeared, 
sometimes collectively referred to as the Majestic Documents. All of them are controversial, 
with many disputing their authenticity. A few have been proven to be unquestionably fraudulent, 
usually retyped rewrites of unrelated government documents. The primary new MJ-12 
document is a lengthy, linotype set manual allegedly dating from 1954, called the MJ-12 
Special Operations Manual, SOM. It deals primarily with the handling of crash debris and alien 
bodies. Objections to its authenticity usually center on questions of style and some historical 
anachronisms. 


The MJ-12 documents are alleged to date from 1942 to 1997 and have been hotly debated in 
the UFO community. The documents include such matters as the conduct to be used when 
meeting an alien, diagrams and records of tests on UFOs, memos on assorted coverups, and 
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descriptions of the President's statements about UFO related issues. The documents contain 
supposed signatures of important people such as Albert Einstein and Ronald Reagan, creating 
a major debate in the conspiracy and UFO communities. No more documents have been 
leaked or released since 1997. Their authenticity remains uncertain, and some claim them to 
be entirely fake. 

However, before the appearance of the various dubious MJ-12 documents, Canadian 
documents dating from 1950 and 1951 were uncovered in 1978. These documents mention the 
existence of a similar, highly classified UFO study group operating within the Pentagon's 
Research & Development Board, RDB, and headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush. Although the name 
of the group is not given, proponents argue that these documents remain the most compelling 
evidence that such a group did exist. There is also some testimony, see Arguments for below, 
from a few government scientists involved with this project confirming its existence. 

Other theories of the MJ-12 group 

MJ-12 is sometimes associated in recent UFO conspiracy literature with the more historically 
verifiable but also deeply secretive NSC 5412/2 Special Group, created by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in 1954. Although the Special Group was not specifically concerned with UFOs, 
and post dates the alleged creation of MJ-12 in 1947, the commonality of the number '12' in the 
names of the two groups is cited as intriguing, as is the first chairman, Gordon Gray, being one 
of the alleged MJ-12 members. As the highest body of central intelligence experts in the early 
Cold War era, the Group was alleged to include the President but exclude the Vice President, 
the Special Group certainly would have had both clearance and interest in all matters of 
national security, including UFO sightings if they were considered a real threat. 

Others have speculated that MJ-12 may have been another name for the Interplanetary 
Phenomenon Unit, an officially recognized UFO related military group active from the 1940s 
through the late 1950s. 

Another government group recently associated with MJ-12 was the CIA's Office of National 
Estimates or ONE, a forerunner of the current National Intelligence Council, NIC. ONE was 
created in 1950 by CIA Director Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, alleged to have replaced Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal on MJ-12 after his death. 

A history of the NIC states that ONE was a type of super branch of the CIA whose sole task 
was to produce coordinated 'National Intelligence Estimates.' Besides Smith, it apparently 
consisted of 11 other members. A recent article on the history of the CIA's involvement in UFO 
investigations states that ONE received a UFO intelligence briefing on January 30, 1953, 
immediately after the end of the CIA's UFO debunking study known as the Robertson Panel. 

Members of ONE at that time included FBI director J. Edgar Hoover, William Bundy, President 
Eisenhower's chief of staff Admiral B. Bieri, and William Langer, a Harvard historian, who was 
chairman. Referring to ONE as super think tank within the CIA, the article states, ONE is as 
close as we get to a documented version of the rumored Majestic-12 group. 

Connection to the secret Pratt Documents 

At the Mutual UFO Network or MUFON 2007 Symposium in Denver Colorado, UFO researcher 
Brad Sparks presented a paper that describes the MJ12 documents as an elaborate 
disinformation campaign pepetrated by William Moore, Richard Doty, and other Air Force 
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Office of Special Investigations, AFOSI, personnel. The sources for this information are files 
dating from 1981,3 years before the first alleged MJ12 documents surfaced, that UFO 
researcher Bob Pratt gave MUFON before his death in 2005. The information lay hidden in 
MUFON's archives until they were digitized as part of MUFON's Pandora Project and made 
available to UFO researchers. The paper can be downloaded from the following reference. 

MUFON has made the Pratt documents available online at [1]. Of interest will be the paragraph 
that has a handwritten date of 1/02/82 and states: 3. UFO project is Aquarius, classified Top 
Secret with access restricted to MJ 12. MJ may be magic. This project begun about 1966, but 
apparently inherited files of earlier project. The significance of this paragraph is that it ties 
MJ12 to the Aquarius document, a known fabricated document, that alleges that Jesus Christ 
was an alien. 

On the other hand, as a personal note from this contributor, the Aquarius Era, 12 being the 
twelve months of the year, for instance, began more or less at the same time the same 
documents were digitized, declassified : maybe the reference to Aquarius is solely a temporal 
reference to the moment in which the material was supposed to lose it's status otherwise 
known as 'Classified Top Secret with restricted to MJ 12'. This could be the magic refered in 
the comment, necessary for correct interpretation, the coeherence of this interpretation might 
come from the fact that Project Aquarius previous name was Project SIGN. 

The Pratt documents also contain the 1982 conversation between Bill Moore and Bob Pratt 
discussing the characters and plotline of a fictional book that Moore wanted Pratt to write. 
Moore is fixated on the Truman/Eisenhower transition period in UFO history and two crashed 
saucers, both of which figure prominently in the Eisenhower Briefing Document allegedly 
leaked to Moore's friend Jaime Shandera in 1984 and which Moore claims to have no prior 
knowledge of. 

Membership 

All the alleged original members of MJ-12 were notable for their military, government, and/or 
scientific achievements, and all were deceased when the documents first surfaced, the last to 
die was Jerome Hunsaker, only a few months before the MJ-12 papers first appeared. 

The original composition was six civilians, mostly scientists, and six high ranking military 
officers, two from each major military service. Three, Souers, Vandenberg, and Hillenkoetter 
had been the first three heads of central intelligence. The Moore/Shandera documents did not 
make clear who was the director of MJ-12, or if there was any organizational hierarchy. 

The named members of MJ-12 were: 

Rear Admiral Sidney Souers, retired: First CIA director, Deputy Director of Naval Intelligence 

Dr. Vannevar Bush: chaired wartime Office of Scientific Research and Development and 
predecessor National Defense Research Committee; set up and chaired postwar Joint 
Research and Development Board, JRDB, and then the Research and Development Board, 
RDB chaired NACA; President of Carnegie Institute, Washington D.C. 

James Forrestal: Secretary of the Navy; first Secretary of Defense, replaced after his death on 
MJ-12 by Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 2nd CIA director. 
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Gen. Nathan Twining: headed Air Materiel Command at Wright Patterson AFB; Air Force Chief 
of Staff, 1953-1957, Chairman of Joint Chiefs of Staff, 1957-1961. 

Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg: Directed Central Intelligence Group, 1946-1947, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, 1948-1953. 

Gen. Robert M. Montague: Guided missile expert; 1947 commander of Fort Bliss; headed 
nuclear Armed Forces Special Weapons Center, Sandia Base 

Dr. Jerome Hunsaker: Aeronautical engineer, MIT; chaired NACA after Bush Rear Adm. 

Sidney Souers: first director of Central Intelligence Group, first executive secretary of National 
Security Council, NSC. 

Gordon Gray: Secretary of the Army; intelligence and national security expert; CIA 
psychological strategy board, 1951-1953, Chairman of NSC 5412 committee, 1954-1958, 
National Security Advisor, 1958-1961. 

Dr. Donald Menzel: Astronomer, Harvard; cryptologist during war; security consultant to CIA 
and NSA 

Dr. Detlev Bronk: Medical physicist; aviation physiologist; chair, National Academy of Sciences, 
National Research Council; president Johns Hopkins & Rockefeller University 

Dr. Lloyd Berkner: Physicist; radio expert; executive secretary of Bush's JRDB 

Rear Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter: Third CIA director 

Richard Helms: Former Director, Central Intelligence Agency, CIA. 

Gen. Walter B. Smith: Senior U.S. Army general, General Eisenhower's chief of staff. 
Replacement for James Forrestal. According to other sources and MJ-12 papers to emerge 
later, famous scientists, and others, like Robert Oppenheimer, Albert Einstein, Karl Compton, 
Dr. Edward Teller, John von Neumann, Wernher von Braun, Gordon Dean, Chairman Dr. 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, Study Director, 1st Phase, Dr. Henry Kissinger, Study Director, 2nd 
Phase, Dr. Edward Teller, Mr. Frank Altschul, Maj. Gen. Richard C. Lindsay, Mr. Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, Mr. Hanson W. Baldwin, Maj. Gen. James McCormack, Jr., Mr. Lloyd V. Berkner, 
Mr. Robert R. Bowie, Mr. Frank C. Nash, Mr. McGeorge Bundy, Mr. Paul H. Nitze, Mr. William 
A.M. Burden, Mr. Charles P. Noyes, Mr. John C. Campbell, Mr. Frank Pace, Jr., Mr. Thomas K. 
Finletter, Mr. James A. Perkins, Mr. George S. Franklin, Jr., Mr. Don K. Price, Mr. 1.1. Rabi, Mr. 
David Rockefeller, Mr. Roswell L. Gilpatric, Mr. Oscar M. Ruebhausen, Mr. N.E. Halaby, Lt. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, Mr. Caryl P. Haskins, Mr. Henry DeWolf 
Smyth, Mr. James T. Hill, Jr., Mr. Shields Warren, Mr. Joseph E. Johnson, Mr. Carroll L. 

Wilson, Mr. Mervin J. Kelly, Lloyd V. Berkner, & Mr. Arnold Wolfers were also involved with 
MJ-12. 
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Reliably documented UFO activities by purported MJ-12 members 

Many of these men had reliably documented activities related to UFOs: 

Vandenberg, as Director of Central Intelligence in 1946, had overseen investigations into the so 
called Ghost rockets in Europe and wrote intelligence memos about the phenomena. Later as 
Air Force Chief of Staff, both Vandenberg and Twining oversaw early U.S. Air Force UFO 
investigations, like Project Sign and Project Blue Book and made some public statements on 
UFOs. 


Twining had previously written a famous Secret memo on September 23,1947, the day before 
Truman allegedly set up MJ-12, stating that flying saucers were real and urged formal 
investigation by multiple government organizations such as the AEC, NACA, NEPA, Bush's 
JRDB, and the Air Force Scientific Advisory Board. This led directly to the creation of Project 
Sign in late 1947. 

Vandenberg met with Bush's JRDB in a suddenly called meeting on the morning of the Roswell 
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UFO incident, July 8,1947, and was reported in the press as handling the later public relations 
crises. Radm. Konstantine Konopisos most recently implicated to involvement with later years 
of the MJ12 activities as Vice JAG of the US NAVY. 

Bush was directly implicated in 1950-51 Canadian documents heading a highly secret UFO 
investigation within the Research and Development Board, RDB, this assertion was confirmed 
by Canadian scientist Wilbert B. Smith Immediately after the Roswell UFO incident, Bush made 
public statements denying any knowledge of UFOs or any relation they might have to secret 
government projects. 

Berkner was on the 1953 CIA organized Robertson Panel debunking UFOs and helped 
establish Project Ozma, the first radio telescope search for extraterrestrial intelligence. 

Menzel filed a UFO report in 1949, later wrote several UFO debunking books, and was the 
most prominent public UFO debunker of his time. Many conspiracy theorists see this as a cover 
up for alleged MJ12, alien connections. 

Hillenkoetter was on the board of directors of the powerful civilian UFO organization NICAP 
and made public statements to Congress about UFO reality in 1960. 

The National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, NACA, which Hunsaker chaired from 
1941 -1958, is also known from documents to have occasionally delved into UFO cases. Other 
members of NACA were Bush, 1938-1948, Compton, 1948-1949, Vandenberg, 1948-1953, 
Twining, 1953-1957, and Bronk, 1948-1958. 

Teller was a member of a scientific panel in 1949 at Los Alamos National Laboratory looking 
into the UFO phenomenon known as the green fireballs 

Professional and social connections between purported MJ-12 members 

Research has also shown that there were many social and professional connections between 
many of the alleged members of MJ-12. For example, Bush, Hunsaker, Bronk, and Berkner all 
sat on the oversight committee of the Research and Development Board, RDB, which Bush had 
established and initially chaired. Other notables on the RDB oversight committee were Karl 
Compton, Robert Oppenheimer, and Dr. H. P. Robertson, who headed up the debunking 
Robertson Panel, of which Berkner was a member. As mentioned, 1950 Canadian documents 
indicated that Bush headed up a small, highly secret UFO study group within the RDB. 

Various alleged M J-12 members or participants would also naturally be part of the Presidential 
office's National Security Council, created in 1947. This would include, depending on NSC 
composition, which evolved, various NSC permanent members: Executive Secretary, Souers, 
Cutler, the Secretary of Defense, Forrestal, the Secretary of the Army, Gray, National Security 
Advisor, Gray, and the Air Force Chief of Staff, Vandenberg, Twining. Other nonpermanent 
members who would attend NSC meetings as advisors and implement policy would be the CIA 
director, Hillenkoetter, Smith, the head of the Research and Development Board, Bush, 
Compton, the President's Special Assistant for National Security Affairs, Cutler, Gray, and the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs, Twining. Therefore the supposed members and participating 
personnel of MJ-12 would have served on many other high government agencies and could 
conceivably have influenced government policy at many levels. See also list of supposed 
current MJ-12 members below, again indicating various individuals who have served in high 
government positions. 
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The purported members were trusted and high ranking officials and scientists, with a history of 
inclusion in important government projects and councils; they possessed a diverse range of 
skills and knowledge while also having a high security clearance. At the same time that they 
possessed these qualities, however, they were not so public figures as to be instantly missed 
should they be called upon in an emergency one wished to keep secret. If such a group existed, 
these members would be the likely types of individuals to be part of its membership. 

History 

The history of the MJ-12 papers is highly complex, with a series of often confusing assertions, 
counter assertions and debates. 

Arthur Bray's discovery, 1978. 

In 1978 Canadian researcher Arthur Bray uncovered previously classified Canadian UFO 
documents naming Dr. Vannevar Bush as heading a highly secret UFO investigation group 
within the U.S. Research and Development Board. No name for the group was given. Bray 
published excerpts of the documents in his 1979 book, The UFO Connection. 

Paul Bennewitz Connection 1980. 

The earliest citation of the term MJ Twelve originally surfaced in a purported U.S. Air Force 
teletype dated November 17,1980. This so called Project Aquarius teletype had been given to 
Albuquerque physicist and businessman Paul Bennewitz in November, 1980, by U.S. Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations counterintelligence officer Richard C. Doty as part of a 
disinformation campaign to discredit Bennewitz, who claimed to have uncovered evidence of 
extraterrestrials on earth. Bennewitz had photographed and recorded electronic data of what 
he believed to be UFO activity near nearby Kirtland AFB, which he had reported to officials at 
Kirtland. Later it was discovered the Aquarius document was phony and had been prepared by 
Doty. 

One sentence in the lengthy teletype read: 

The official US Government policy and results of Project Aquarius is still classified TOP 
SECRET with no dissemination outside channels and with access restricted to MJ TWELVE. 

As Greg Bishop writes, Here, near the bottom of this wordy message in late 1980, was the very 
first time anyone had seen a reference to the idea of a suspected government group called 'MJ 
Twelve' that controlled UFO information. Of course, no one suspected at the time the colossal 
role that this idea would play in 1980s and '90s UFOIogy, and it eventually spread beyond its 
confines to become a cultural mainstay. 

As Bennewitz was the subject of a disinformation campaign, many investigators are 
automatically suspicious of any documents or claims made in association with the Bennewitz 
affair. Because the entire MJ-12 affair made its appearance only a year after Bray had made 
public the incriminating Canadian documents about the secret UFO committee, one 
theory[citation needed] is that the Project Aquarius teletype was part of a counterintelligence 
hoax to discredit the information in the just revealed Canadian documents. Thus the various 
MJ-12 documents could be fake, but the secret committee described in the verified Canadian 
documents could still have been real. 
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The Moore/Shandera Documents, 1984. 

What came to be known as the MJ-12 papers, detailing a secret UFO committee allegedly 
involving Vannevar Bush, first appeared on a roll of film in late 1984 in the mailbox of television 
documentary producer, and amateur ufologist, Jamie Shandera. Shandera had been 
collaborating with Roswell researcher William Moore since 1982. 

Just prior to Bennewitz and the Aquarius document, Moore had been contacted in September 
1980 by Doty, who described himself as representing a shadowy group of 10 military 
intelligence insiders who claimed to be opposed to UFO secrecy. Moore called them The 
Aviary. 

In January 1981, Doty provided Moore with a copy of the phony Aquarius document with 
mention of MJ Twelve. Moore would later claim in 1989 that he began collaborating with AFOSI 
in spying on fellow researchers such as Bennewitz, and dispensing disinformation, ostensibly 
to gain the trust of the military officers, but reality to learn whatever UFO truth they might have, 
and also to learn how the military manipulated UFO researcher. In return, Doty and others were 
to leak information to him. 

Later it would turn out that some of the UFO documents given Moore were genuine, but others 
were forged by Doty and compatriots, or were retyped and altered from the originals. 
Furthermore, the film mailed Shandera with the MJ-12 documents was postmarked 
Albuquerque, raising the obvious suspicion that the MJ-12 documents were more bogus 
documents arising from Doty and AFOSI in Albuquerque. 

In 1983, Doty also targeted UFO researcher and journalist Linda Moulton Howe, revealing 
alleged high level UFO documents, including those describing crashed alien flying saucers and 
recovery of aliens. Doty again mentioned MJ-12, explaining that OMJO stood for OMajorityO, 
not OMajesticO. 

Moore soon showed a copy of the Aquarius/MJ 12 teletype given him by Doty to researchers 
Brad Sparks and Kal Korff. In 1983, Moore also sought Sparks' reaction to a plan to create 
counterfeit government UFO documents, hoping to induce former military officers to speak out. 
Sparks strongly urged Moore not do this. 

The previous year Moore had similarly approached nuclear physicist and UFO researcher 
Stanton T. Friedman about creating bogus Roswell documents, again with the idea of 
encouraging witnesses to come forward. Also, in early 1982, Moore had approached former 
National Enquirer reporter Bob Pratt, who had first published a story on Roswell in the Enquirer 
in 1980. Moore asked Pratt to collaborate on novel called MAJIK-12. 

As a result, Pratt always believed that the Majestic-12 papers were a hoax, either perpetrated 
personally by Moore or perhaps by AFOSI, with Doty using Moore as a willing target. Moore, 
however, flatly denied creating the documents, but eventually thought that maybe he had been 
set up. Noted UFO skeptic Philip J. Klass would also argue that Moore was the most likely 
hoaxer of the initial batch of MJ-12 documents. 

Unlike Pratt, who was convinced they were a hoax, Friedman would investigate the historical 
and technical details in the MJ-12 documents and become their staunchest defender.

The Eisenhower Briefing Document 

The film received by Shandera in 1984 consisted of two M J-12 documents. The main 
document, dated November 18, 1952, was supposedly prepared by Rear Admiral Roscoe 
Hillenkoetter, the first CIA director, to brief incoming president Dwight Eisenhower on the 
committee's progress. The document lists all the MJ-12 members and discusses United States 
Air Force investigations and concealment of a crashed alien spacecraft near Roswell, New 
Mexico, plus another crash in northern Mexico in December 1950. 

Eisenhower did indeed receive extensive briefings November 18,1952, including a briefing at 
the Pentagon by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, which would have included alleged MJ-12 members 
Twining and Vandenberg. However, Eisenhower's Pentagon briefing is still classified and thus 
the subject matter discussed remains speculative. 

The Cutler/Twining memo, 1985. 

In 1985, Shandera and Moore began receiving post cards postmarked ONew ZealandO with a 
return address of Box 189, Addis Ababa, Ethiopia. The cards contained a series of cryptic 
messages referring to Reeses Pieces and Suitland, among other terms, that Shandera and 
Moore assumed were a code, however, they were unable to decode the seeming message. 

A few months later, a happenstance request from Friedman unlocked the mystery: busy due to 
previous obligations, Friedman asked Moore and Shandera to examine newly declassified Air 
Force documents at the National Archives, NARA, repository in Suitland, Maryland; the head 
archivist there was named Ed Reese. 

After a few days in Suitland, Shandera and Moore discovered yet another MJ-12 document, 
the so called Cutler/Twining memo, dated July 14,1954. Interestingly enough, the memo 
turned up in Box 189 of the record group. In this memo, NSC Executive Secretary and 
Eisenhower's National Security Advisor Robert Cutler informed Air Force Chief of Staff, and 
alleged MJ-12 member, Nathan Twining of a change of plans in a scheduled MJ-12 briefing. 

The Cutler/Twining memo lacked a distinctive catalog number, leading many to suspect that 
whether hoaxed or genuine, the memo was almost certainly planted in the archives. 

Moore and Shandera have been accused of hoaxing the memo and then planting it in the 
archives. However, Friedman notes that the memo, unlike the other early MJ-12 papers which 
were available only as photos, is on original onionskin paper widely used by the government at 
that time. It also has some subtle historical and other details that a civilian hoaxer would be 
unlikely to know, such as a red pencil declassification marking also found with the other 
declassified files. 

Furthermore, NARA security procedures would make it difficult for a visitor to the Archives to 
plant such a document; even the skeptical Klass argued that NARA security procedures made 
it highly unlikely that Shandera and Moore could have planted the Cutler/Twining memo in the 
archives. Instead, Friedman has argued that one of the many Air Force personnel involved in 
declassifying NARA documents could easily have planted the Cutler/Twining memo in with 
other unrelated documents. 

However, most researchers have argued[citation needed] that various subtle details point to a 
forgery, though this doesn't negate Friedman's point that the memo could have been planted by 
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someone in the Air Force. For example, the date of the alleged MJ-12 meeting does not 
correspond to any known meeting of import. 

The National Archives has received many requests for documentation and information about 
Project MJ-12. Many of the inquiries concern a memorandum from Robert Cutler to Gen. 
Nathan Twining, dated July 14,1954. This particular document poses problems for the 
following reasons: 

1. The document was located in Record Group 341, entry 267. The series is filed by a Top 
Secret register number. This document does not bear such a number. 

2. The document is filed in the folder T4-1846. There are no other documents in the folder 
regarding NSC/MJ-12. 

3. Researchers on the staff of the National Archives have searched in the records of the 
Secretary of Defense, the Joint Chiefs on Staff, Fleadquarters U.S. Air Force, and in other 
related files. No further information has been found on this subject. 

4. Inquiries to the U.S. Air Force, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the National Security Council 
failed to produce further information. 

5. The Freedom of Information Office of the National Security Council informed the National 
Archives that Top Secret Restricted Information is a marking which did not come into use at the 
National Security Council until the Nixon Administration. The Eisenhower Presidential Library 
also confirm that this particular marking was not used during the Eisenhower Administration. 

6. The document in question does not bear an official government letterhead or watermark. The 
NARA conservation specialist examined the paper and determined it was a ribbon copy 
prepared on diction onionskin." The Eisenhower Library has examined a representative sample 
of the documents in its collection of the Cutler papers. All documents in the sample created by 
Mr. Cutler while he served on the NSC staff have an eagle watermark in the bond paper. The 
onionskin carbon copies have either an eagle watermark or no watermark at all. Most 
documents sent out by the NSC were prepared on White House letterhead paper. For the brief 
period when Mr. Cutler left the NSC, his carbon copies were prepared on prestige onionskin. 

7. The National Archives searched the Official Meeting Minute Files of the National Security 
Council and found no record of an NSC meeting on July 16,1954. A search of all NSC Meeting 
Minutes for July 1954 found no mention of MJ-12 nor Majestic. 

8. The Judicial, Fiscal and Social Branch searched the indices of the NSC records and found 
no listing for: MJ-12, Majestic, unidentified flying objects, UFO, flying saucers, or flying disks. 

9. NAJA found a memo in a folder titled Special Meeting July 16,1956 which indicated that 
NSC members would be called to a civil defense exercise on July 16, 1956. 

10. The Eisenhower Library states, in a letter to the Military Reference Branch, dated July 16, 

1987: president Eisenhower's Appointment Books contain no entry for a special meeting on 
July 16,1954 which might have included a briefing on MJ-12. Even when the President had 'off 
the record' meetings, the Appointment Books contain entries indicating the time of the meeting 
and the participants... 
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The Declassification office of the National Security Council has informed us that it has no 
record of any declassification action having been taken on this memorandum or any other 
documents on this alleged project... 

Robert Cutler, at the direction of President Eisenhower, was visiting overseas military 
installations of the day he supposedly issued this memorandum, July 14,1954. The 
Administration Series in Eisenhower's Papers as President contains Cutler's memorandum and 
report to the President upon his return from the trip. The memorandum is dated July 20,1954 
and refers to Cutler's visits to installations in Europe and North Africa between July 3 and 15. 
Also, within the NSC Staff Papers is a memorandum dated July 3,1954, from Cutler to his two 
subordinates, James S. Lay and J. Patrick Cone, explaining how they should handle NSC 
administrative matters during his absence; one would assume that if the memorandum to 
Twining were genuine, Lay or Cone would have signed it. 

The FBI Investigation 

The MJ-12 documents were first made public in 1987 by Shandera, Moore, and Friedman. 
Another copy of the same documents Shandera received in 1984 was mailed to British 
researcher Timothy Good in 1987, again from an anonymous source. Good first reproduced 
them in his best selling book Above Top Secret, 1988, but later disowned the documents as 
likely fraudulent. 

After the documents became widely known with the publication of Good's book, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigations then began its own investigation, urged on by debunker Philip J. 

Klass. The MJ-12 documents were supposedly classified as Top Secret, and the FBI's initial 
concern was that someone within the U.S. government had illegally leaked highly classified 
information. 

The FBI quickly formed doubts as to the documents' authenticity. FBI personnel contacted the 
U.S. Air Force Office of Special Investigations, counterintelligence, asking if MJ-12 had ever 
existed. AFOSI claimed that no such committee had ever been authorized or formed, and that 
the documents were Obogus.O The FBI adopted the AFOSI opinion and the FBI's official 
position became that the MJ-12 documents were completely bogus. 

However, when Stanton Friedman contacted the AFOSI officer, Col. Richard Weaver, who had 
rendered this opinion, Friedman said Weaver refused to document his assertion. Friedman also 
noted that Weaver had taught disinformation and propaganda courses for AFOSI and was 
principal author of the Air Force's debunking Roswell report in 1994., Friedman, 110-115. 

Timothy Good in Beyond Top Secret also noted that Weaver in 1994 was the Director of 
Security and Special Programs Oversight of AFOSI's Pentagon office, a very high level 
organization within the Office of the Secretary of the Air Force. Good commented that AFOSI is 
dan agency whose work involves counterintelligence and deception, and which has a long 
record of deep involvement in the UFO problem.O Within Weaver's office were 'special 
planners.' 

According to Good, In Air Force parlance, the term 'special plans' is a euphemism for deception 
as well as for 'perception management' plans and operations. Conducting an interview with one 
Roswell witness, Weaver himself admitted, Where the people who keep the secrets. It is 
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difficult to tell from interviews such as these, as the cold war tactics of deceptions within 
deceptions are intentionally vague as to where the disinformation and coverup of espionage 
ends and the government's actual investigation into UFOs begins. 

William Moore would later reveal that the whole New Mexico UFO disinformation scheme was 
run out of the Pentagon by a Colonel Barry Flennessey of AFOSI. When the Defense 
Department phone directory was checked, Flennessey was listed under the Dept, of Special 
Techniques. Working under him at the time was the same Col. Weaver. 

Friedman therefore raised the question as to whether Weaver rendered an objective 
intelligence opinion about the authenticity of the MJ-12 papers or was deliberately misleading 
the FBI as a counterintelligence and disinformation agent, much like Doty had done with Moore 
and Flowe earlier. Journalist Floward Blum in his book Out There, 1990, further described the 
FBI's difficulty in getting at the truth of the matter. One frustrated FBI agent told Blum, All were 
finding out is that the government doesn't know what it knows. There are too many secret 
levels. You can't get a straight story. It wouldn't surprise me if we never know if the papers are 
genuine or not. 

MJ-12 in Later Conspiracy Theory 

Soon after their disclosure, MJ-12 was absorbed into many other alleged conspiracies; Milton 
William Cooper's works, especially Behold A Pale Florse, are key in this introducing MJ-12 to a 
wider, conspiratorially minded audience, and have generated significant criticism as 
unfounded. Some of these later versions insist that the M in MJ-12 stands not for Majestic but 
for Majority. According to less extravagant conspiracy theory lore, Majestic 12 was created with 
a more humble goal: to cover up alien activities on Earth, and liaise with the aliens to obtain 
technology in exchange for knowledge and testing on human biology. 

Present-day MJ-12 

Many theories suggest that MJ-12's efforts continue to the present. For example, UFO 
researcher Bill Flamilton says he has identified the present day members of MJ-12. Gordon 
Novel, a shadowy figure associated with various CIA conspiracies, Watergate, and the Jim 
Garrison investigation of the Kennedy assassination, in a recent interview, further adds that 
most are Americans with a few foreigners. Allegedly they were involved with Kennedy's murder 
because Kennedy wanted to end the cover up. They are major world power brokers and 
manipulate events behind the scenes in a bid for total world power. Supposedly a key 
motivation behind the cover up is back engineering captured alien technology in order to obtain 
such domination. Moreover, many criminal acts have been committed towards this end, 
including numerous murders to maintain security and control of international drug trafficking to 
pay for the huge research and security costs. Novel background and interview. 

Another person to say that MJ-12 still existed was Dr. Eric Walker. When originally contacted, 
Walker said he had known of their existence since their creation in 1947. Similar to Novel, 
Walker in a later 1990 interview said the current membership was mostly American but had 
added some foreigners. They were a highly elite group of individuals and Walker repeatedly 
discouraged interviewers from trying to learn more, saying there was nothing the average 
person could do. 

Project Grudge 
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Project Grudge was a short lived project by the U.S. Air Force to investigate unidentified flying 
objects, UFOs. Grudge succeeded Project Sign in February, 1949, and was then followed by 
Project Blue Book. The project formally ended in December 1949, but actually continued on in 
a very minimal capacity until late 1951. Project Sign had been active from 1947 to 1949. Some 
of Sign's personnel including director Robert Sneider, favored the extraterrestrial hypothesis as 
the best explanation for UFO reports. They prepared the Estimate of the Situation arguing their 
case. This theory was ultimately rejected by high ranking officers, and Project Sign was 
dissolved and replaced by Project Grudge. 

Project Bluebook 

Project Blue Book was one of a series of systematic studies of Unidentified flying objects, 
UFOs, conducted by the United States Air Force, U.S.A.F. Started in 1952, it was the second 
revival of such a study. A termination order was given for the study in December 1969, and all 
activity under its auspices ceased in January 1970. Project Blue Book had two goals: to 
determine if UFOs were a threat to national security, and to scientifically analyze UFO related 
data. Thousands of UFO reports were collected, analyzed and filed. As the result of the 
Condon Report, which concluded there was nothing anomalous about any UFOs, Project Blue 
Book was ordered shut down in December 1969. This project was the last publicly known UFO 
research project led by the USAF. 

By the time Project Blue Book ended, it had collected 12,618 UFO reports, and concluded that 
most of them were misidentifications of natural phenomena, clouds, stars, et cetera, or 
conventional aircraft. A few were considered hoaxes. 701 of the reports, about six percent, 
were classified as unknowns, defying detailed analysis. The UFO reports were archived and 
are available under the Freedom of Information Act, but names and other personal information 
of all witnesses have been redacted. Though many accepted Blue Book's final conclusions that 
there was nothing extraordinary about UFOs, critics, then and now, have charged that Blue 
Book, especially in its later years, was engaging in dubious research, or even perpetuating a 
cover up of UFO evidence. Some evidence suggests that not only did some UFO reports 
bypass Blue Book entirely, but that the U.S. Air Force continued collecting and studying UFO 
reports after Blue Book had been discontinued, despite official claims to the contrary. 

The Trilateral Commission 

The Trilateral Commission is a private organization, established to foster closer cooperation 
between America, Europe and Japan. It was founded in July 1973, at the initiative of David 
Rockefeller; who was Chairman of the Council on Foreign Relations at that time. The Trilateral 
Commission is widely seen as a counterpart to the Council on Foreign Relations. Fie pushed 
the idea of including Japan at the Bilderberg meetings he was attending but was rebuffed. 
Along with Zbigniew Brzezinski and a few other people, including individuals from the 
Brookings Institution, Council on Foreign Relations and the Ford Foundation, he convened 
initial meetings out of which grew the Trilateral organization. 

Other founding members included Alan Greenspan and Paul Volcker, both eventually heads of 
the Federal Reserve system. 

Its first executive committee meeting was held in Tokyo in October 1973. In May 1976, the first 
plenary meeting of all of the Commission's regional groups took place in Kyoto, attended by 
Jimmy Carter. 
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Today it consists of approximatively 300D350 private citizens from Europe, Pacific Asia, Asia & 
Oceania, and North America, and exists to promote closer political and economic cooperation 
between these areas, which are the primary industrial regions in the world. Its official journal 
from its founding is a magazine called Trialogue. 

Membership is divided into numbers proportionate to each of its three regional areas. These 
members include corporate CEOs, politicians of all major parties, distinguished academics, 
university presidents, labor union leaders and not for profits involved in overseas philanthropy. 
Members who gain a position in their respective country's government must resign from the 
Commission. 

The organization has come under much scrutiny and criticism by political activists and 
academics working in the social and political sciences. The Commission has found its way into 
a number of conspiracy theories, especially when it became known that President Jimmy 
Carter appointed 26 former Commission members to senior positions in his Administration. 

Later it was revealed that Carter himself was a former Trilateral member. In the 1980 election, it 
was revealed that Carter and his two major opponents, John B. Anderson and George H. W. 
Bush, were also members, and the Commission became a campaign issue. Ronald Reagan 
supporters noted that he was not a Trilateral member, but after he was chosen as Republican 
nominee he chose Bush as his running mate; as president, he appointed a few Trilateral 
members to Cabinet positions and held a reception for the Commission in the White House in 
1984. 

The John Birch Society, which takes a conspiracy oriented view, believes that the Trilateral 
Commission is dedicated to a one world government. 

In 1980, Holly Sklar released a book titled Trilateralism: the Trilateral Commission and Elite 
Planning for World Management. Since many of the members were businesspeople or 
bankers, actions that they took or encouraged that helped the banking industry have been 
noted. Jeremiah Novak, writing in the July 1977 issue of Atlantic, said that after international oil 
prices rose when Nixon set price controls on American domestic oil, many developing countries 
were required to borrow from banks to buy oil: The Trilaterists' emphasis on international 
economics is not entirely disinterested, for the oil crisis forced many developing nations, with 
doubtful repayment abilities, to borrow excessively. 

All told, private multinational banks, particularly Rockefeller's Chase Manhattan, have loaned 
nearly $52 billion to developing countries. An overhauled IMF would provide another source of 
credit for these nations, and would take the big private banks off the hook.This proposal is the 
cornerstone of the Trilateral plan. 

The North American continent is represented by 107 members, 15 Canadian, seven Mexican 
and 85 U.S. citizens. The European group has reached its limit of 150 members, including 
citizens from Austria, Belgium, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, France, 
Germany, Greece, Hungary, Ireland, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, 
Romania, Russia, Slovenia, Spain, Sweden, Turkey and the United Kingdom. 

At first, Asia and Oceania were represented only by Japan. However, in 2000 the Japanese 
group of 85 members expanded itself, becoming the Pacific Asia group, composed of 117 
members: 75 Japanese, 11 South Koreans, seven Australian and New Zealand citizens, and 
15 members from the ASEAN nations, Indonesia, Malaysia, Philippines, Singapore and 
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Thailand. The Pacific Asia group also includes nine members from China, Hong Kong and 
Taiwan. 

Membership 

The Jason Society Theory 

As the story goes ... allegedly former President Eisenhower commissioned a secret society 
known as the Jason Society under the leadership of the following; Director of Central 
Intelligence, Allen Welsh Dulles, Dr Zbigniew Brzezinski, President of the Trilateral Commission 
from 1973 until 1976, and Dr. Henry Kissenger, leader of the scientific effort, to sift through all 
the facts, evidence, technology, lies and deceptions andfind the truth of the Alien question. The 
society was made up of thirty two, 32, of the most prominent men in the USA. 

M J-12 allegedly operates inside the Jason Society. The top 12 members of the 32 members of 
the Jason Society were designated as MJ-12. MJ-12 has control of everything. They are 
designated by the code J-1, J-2, J-3, etc. all the way through themembers of the Jason Society. 
The director of Central Intelligence was appointed J-1 and is the Director of the MJ-12 group. 

The 
actual cost of funding the Alien connected projects is higher than anything you could imagine. 

Some believe that, MJ-12 runs most of the worlds illegal drug trade to hide funding and thus 
keep the secret from congress and the people of the United States. It was justified in that it 
would identify and eliminate the weak and undesired elements of our society. 

A secret meeting place was constructed for the MJ-12 group in Maryland and is only 
accessible by air. It contains full living, recreational, and other facilities for the MJ-12 group and 
the Jason Society. It is code named The Country Club. The land for The Country Club was 
donated by the Rockerfeller family. Only those with Ultra Top Secret, MAJI clearances are 
allowed to attend. 

MAJI, Majority Agency for Joint Intelligence: All information, disinformation, and intelligence is 
gathered and evaluated by this agency. This agency is responsible for all disinformation and 
operates in conjunction with the CIA, NSA, DIA, and the Office of Naval Intelligence. This is a 
very powerful organization and all Alien projects are under its control. MAJI is responsible only 
to MJ-12. MAJIC is the security classification and clearance of all Alien connected material, 
projects, and information. 

MAJIC is also MAJI. 

MJ-1 is the classification for the director of MAJI, who is the director of the CIA and reports only 
to the President. Other members of MAJI are designnated MJ-2, MJ-3, etc. This is why there is 
some confusion about references of MJ-12, the group or MJ-12 the person. 

Designation for MJ-12, the group are MAJI or MAJIC Designation in official documents about 
MJ-12 means the person only. 

In 1947, PROJECT SIGN was created to acquire as much information as possible about 
UFO's, their performance characteristics and their purposes. In order to preserve security, 
liason between Project Sign and MJ-12 was limited to two individuals within the intelligence 
division of the Air Material Command whose roll was to pass along certain types of information 
through channels. Project Sign evolved Project Grudge in December of 1948. Project Grudge 
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had an overt civilian counterpart named PROJECT BLUE BOOK, with which we are all familiar. 
Only Safe reports were passed to Project Blue Book. 

MJ-12 was originally organized by General George C. Marshall in July 1947 to study the 
Roswell/Magdalena UFO crash recovery and debris. Admiral Hillenkoetter, director of the CIA 
from May 1,1947 until September 1950, decided to activate the Robertson Panel, which was 
designed to monitor civilian UFO study groups that were appearing all over the country. He also 
joined NICAP in 1956 and was chosen as a member of its board of directors. It was from this 
position that he was able to act as the MJ-12 Mole, along with his team of other covert experts. 
They were able to steer NICAP in any direction they wanted to go. With the Flying Saucer 
Program under complete control of MJ-12 and with the physical evidence hidden away, 

General Marshall felt more at ease with this very bizarre situation. These men and their 
successors have most successfully kept most of the public fooled up to the present, including 
much of the western world, by setting up false experts and throwing their influence behind them 
to make their plan work, with considerable success until now. 

Within 6 months of the Roswell crash on July 2,1947 and the finding of another crashed UFO 
at San Augustine Flats near Magdelena, New Mexico on July 3,1947, a great deal of 
reorganization of agencies and shuffling of people took place. The main thrust behind the 
original Security Lid, and the very reason for its construction, was the analysis and attempted 
duplication of the technologies of the discs. The activity was headed up by the following groups: 

1. The Research and Development Board, R&DB. 

2. Air Force Research and Development, AFRD. 

3. The Office of Naval Research, ONR. 

4. CIA Office of Scientific Intelligence, CIA/OSI. 

5. NSA Office of Scientific Intelligence, NSA/OSI. 

No single one of these groups knew the whole story, which is not uncommon in conspiratorial 
circles. Each group was to know only the parts that MJ-12 allowed them to know. MJ-12 also 
operates through the various civilian intelligence and investigative groups. The CIA and FBI are 
manipulated by MJ-12 to carry out their purposes. The NSA was created in the first place to 
protect the secret of the recovered flying discs, and eventually got complete control over all 
communication intelligence. This control allows the NSA to monitor any individual through mail, 
telephone, telexes, telegrams, and now through on line computers, monitoring private 
andpersonal communications as they may desire. 

Alleged Majic Projects: 

SIGMA is the project which first established communications with the Aliens and is responsible 
for communications. 

PLATO is the project responsible for Diplomatic Relations with the Aliens. This project secured 
a formal treaty with the aliens. 

AQUARIUS is the project which compiled the history of the Alien presence and interaction on 
Earth and the HOMO SAPIENS. 
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GARNET is the project responsible for control of all information and documents regarding the 
Alien subjects and accountability of their information and documents. 

PLUTO is a project responsible for evaluating all UFO and IAC information pertaining to space 
technology. 

POUNCE project was formed to recover all downed and/or crashed craft and Aliens. This 
project provided cover stories and operations to mask the true endeavor, whenever necessary. 
Covers which have been used were crashed experimental aircraft, construction, Mining, etc. 
This project has been successful and is ongoing today. 

NRO is the National Recon Organization based at Fort Carson, Colorado. It's responsible for 
security on all Alien or Alien Spacecraft connected to the projects. 

DELTA is the designation for the specific arm of NRO which is especially trained and tasked 
with security of all MAJI projects. It's a security team and task force from NRO especially 
trained to provide Alien tasked projects and LUNA security, Also has the CODE NAME: Men in 
Black or MIB. This project is ongoing. 

BLUE TEAM is the first project responsible for reaction and/or recovery of downed and/or 
crashed Alien craft and/or Aliens. This was a U.S. Air Force Material Command project. 

Men in Black or MIBSIGN is the second project responsible for collection of intelligence and 
determining whether Alien presence constitutes a treat to the U.S. National Security. SIGN 
absorbed the BLUE TEAM project. This was a U.S. Air Force and CIA project. 

REDLIGHT was the project to test fly recovered Alien craft. This project was postponed after 
every attempt resulted in the destruction of the craft and death of the pilots. This project was 
carried out at AREA 51, Groom Lake, Dreamland, in Nevada. Project REDLIGHT was resumed 
in 1972. This project has been partially successful. UFO sightings of craft accompanied by 
Black Helicopters are Project REDLIGHT assets. This project is now ongoing at AREA 51 in 
Nevada., Believed to have moved to Mexico at this time for testing. 

SNOWBIRD was established as a cover for Project Redlight. A Flying Saucer type aircraft was 
built using conventional technology. It was unveiled to the press and flown in public on several 
occasions. The purpose was to explain accidental sightings or disclosures of Redlight as 
having been Snowbird crafts. This was a very successful disinformation operation. This project 
is only activated when needed. This deception has not been used for many years. This project 
is currently in mothballs, until it is needed again. 

BLUE BOOK was a U.S. Air Force, UFO, and Alien Intelligence collection and disinformation 
project. This project was terminated and its collected information and duties were absorbed by 
project Aquarius. A classified report named Grudge/Blue Book, Report Number 13 is the only 
significant information derived from the project and is unavailable to the public.

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In December 1984 this alleged briefing prepared by "Operation 
Majestic-12" arrived in the mail to a Los Angeles man researching UFO 
secrets. Supposedly, Majestic-12 (MJ-12) comprised 12 prominent men 
with military, intelligence, and scientific backgrounds. 

In December 1984 a package with no return address and an Albuquerque 
post-mark arrived in Jaime Shandera's mail in North Hollywood, California. 
Inside was a roll of 35mm film. When developed, it turned out to contain eight 
pages of an alleged briefing paper, dated November 18, 1952, in which Vice 
Adm. Roscoe Hillenkoetter told President-elect Dwight Eisenhower of the 
recovery of the remains of two crashed spaceships. 


In the first of these crashes, in e-arly July 1947, authorities recovered the bodies 
of four humanoid beings. According to the document, which appended a copy of 
what was supposed to be the actual executive order, President Harry Truman authorized the creation of a 
supersecret group called "Majestic 12" (MJ-12 for short) to study the remains. 

Acting on a tip from sources who claimed to represent Air Force intelligence, Shandera and his associate 
William Moore (coauthor of The Roswell Incident) flew to Washington, D.C. They searched the National 
Archives looking for references in official documents to MJ-12. They found a July 1954 memo from Gen. 
Robert Cutler, an Eisenhower assistant, referring to an "MJ-12 SSP [Special Studies Project]" to be held at 
the White House on the 16th of t-hat month.- 


When this document was released in May 1987, it sparked massive 
controversy. The document is believed to be a hoax, but the identity and 
motive of the perpetrator remain unknown. 

In the spring of 1987 an unknown individual, allegedly associated with an 
intelligence agency, gave British writer Timothy Good a copy of the M J-12 
document. Upon learning Good was going to disclose its existence to the press, 
Moore and Shandera released their copy, along with the Cutler memo. The result 
was a massive uproar, including coverage in The New York Times and Night 
line, an FBI investigation, and furious controversy that continues to this day. 

For various technical reasons most investigators agree tha-t the MJ-12 
document is a forgery, but the identity of the forger remains a deep mystery that 
even the FBI cannot crack. The forger apparently had access to obscure official 
information, much of it not even in the public record, leading to suspic-ions that an intelligence agency 
created the document for disinformation purposes. Whatever the answer, the MJ-12 document is surely the 
most puzzling hoax in UFO history. 
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The TOP SECRET / MAJI project control group is responsible for every aspect of interface with the alien 
life forms including security and intelligence, and disinformation to prevent public or foreign disclosure of 
the alien presence. (This is why all documents referring to “M J-12" or any other form of that name are 
wrong). MAJI is on-going in Washington DC. 

MAJIC: Is the security classification of all MAJI and Aquarius information. MAJIC means “MAJI 
CONTROLLED.” MAJIC is the highest security classification in the nation. 

MJ-1: DIRECTOR OF MAJI. The Director of the CIA is usually MJ-1 and reports only to the 
President. Other members of MAJI are designated MJ-2, MJ-3, MJ-4, etc. This is the reason MJ-12 
cannot be used as a name for the control group as it would cause confusion in meaning, i.e., (Is it referring 
to MJ-12 the person or MJ-12 the group.) Any reference to MJ-12 is to a person and nothing else. 
References and documents referring to “MJ-12" as a “Group” are incorrect. 

MAJI, originally was known as Majestic-12, a group consisting of twelve members. This group was made 
up of a team representing selected government officials, U.S. intelligence personnel, highly trained 
scientists, business executives and military personnel. All were sworn to total secrecy. MAJI has continued 
its covert activities with the knowledge and consent of the last eight Presidents. 

The group continues to function today and has had the responsibility of establishing an ongoing 
relationship dating from 1964, with UFO beings (the Greys) from the third planet of the star system Zeta 
Reticuli. 

Information forwarded to and the activity of MAJI has always been assigned an Above “Top Secret 
classification,” known as MAJIC. MAJI, to conceal its existence, adopted the cover name of “Majestic-12.” 
It created numerous covert and compartmented sub-divisions such as Projects Aquarius, Sigma, Snowbird 
and Garnet, to name a few. These projects were sheltered by MAJI and directed by select personnel of the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and the National Security Agency (NSA). 

By secret Executive Memorandum NSC 5410, Eisenhower had preceded NSC 5412/1 in 1954 to establish 
a permanent committee to be known as Majority Twelve to oversee and conduct all covert activities 
concerned with the alien question. NSC 5412/1 was created to explain the purpose of these meetings 
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when Congress and the news media became curious. Majority Twelve was made up of Nelson Rockefeller, 
the director of the CIA Allen Welsh Dulles, the Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, the Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson, the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff Admiral Arthur W. Radford, the 
Director of the FBI J. Edgar Hoover, and six men from the executive committee of the Council on Foreign 
Relations known as the “Wise Men.” These men were all members of a secret society of scholars that 
called themselves “The Jason Society,” or “The Jason Scholars” who recruited their members from the 
“Skull and Bones” and the “Scroll and Key” societies of Harvard and Yale. 

The “Wise Men” were key members of the Council on Foreign Relations. There were twelve members 
including the first six from Government positions thus Majority Twelve. This group was made up over the 
years of the top officers and directors of the Council on Foreign Relations and later the Trilateral 
Commission. Gordon Dean, George Bush, and Zbigniew Brzezinski were among them. The most important 
and influential of the “Wise Men” who served on Majestic-12 were John McCloy, Robert Lovett, Averell 
Harriman, Charles Bohlen, George Kennan, and Dean Acheson. It is significant that President Eisenhower 
as well as the first six Majestic-12 members from the Government were also members of the Council on 
Foreign Relations. However, not all the “Wise Men” attended Harvard or Yale and not all of them were 
chosen from the “Skull and Bones” or “Scroll and Key” membership during their college years. [{Research 
indicates that various members were chosen on an ongoing basis by invitation based upon merit and was 
not confined to those who had attended only Harvard or Yale}] Further information regarding this can be 
obtained from the book “The Wise Men” by Walter Issacson and Even Thomas, Simon and Schuster, New 
York. 

A chosen few were later initiated into the Jason Society. They are all members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations and at that time were known as the “Eastern Establishment.” The Jason Society is alive and well 
today but has expanded to include members of the Trilateral Commission as well. The Trilateralists’ 
existed secretly several years before 1973. The name of the Trilateral Commission was taken from the 
alien flag known as the “Trilateral Insignia.” 

BACKGROUND: 

In 1947 and again in the early 1950’s, Army and Air Force military units — on direct orders from the 
Pentagon — rushed to various sites of UFO crashes located in the Southwestern part of the United States 
and carted away the unearthly remains. Remains consisting of both crashed UFOs and their alien 
occupants. The 1947 events prompted the creation of Operation Majestic-12 by 
President Truman. 

The wreckage and dead bodies obtained from these early crash retrievals were originally stored at Wright 
Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio. According to military sources who later went against orders and 
decided to talk, Hangar 18 was used for this purpose. All reports of crashed UFOs and extraterrestrial 
contacts have always bypassed normal reporting procedures and channels of the military, and other 
intelligence agencies. Instead, they were sent directly to Project Aquarius. 

All “hard” information regarding UFOs was routed directly to Operation Majestic-12. This explains why 
other intelligence agencies and Project Bluebook, [the official and public Air Force investigative activity] 
never received this information or knew about crashed UFOs, recovered spacecraft, or alien beings. 

In later years, a joint CIA/AF covert operation, using six C-124 aircraft, recovered the wreckage, 
instruments, dead bodies and alien artifacts of crashed UFOs from Wright Patterson and other Air Force 
bases, world-wide, and moved them to a newly-built, underground, storage facility at Edwards Air Force, 
California. The entrance to this underground facility is through a hangar located at the end of the same 
runway now used by NASA’s space shuttles. According to eye-witness testimony, the CIA agent in charge 
of this covert operation, wearing the uniform of an AF Colonel, was William C. Cooper. 
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Note: The information in the preceding paragraph was supplied by an eyewitness who participated in the 
covert operation described, working side by side with the CIA agent in charge. This witness testifies that 
this is the same William C. Cooper, who has been prominent since 1988 in the civilian UFO movement. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

The Ultimate Secret, is that MAJI and the U.S. government has in its possession spaceships manufactured 
on other worlds, as well as the occupants of those interstellar crafts. And, that since 1964, has maintained 
radio contact with the aliens through Project Sigma. They have also entered into various technical and 
“trade agreements” with the beings from Zeta Reticuli, named the Greys. 

Note: Communication with the Greys (by Project Sigma) has been an accomplished fact since April of 
1964. Therefore, the NASA sponsored “SETI” Program (The Search for Extraterrestrial Intelligence) is 
merely being used as another method to provide covert funding for MAJIprojects under the guise of a 
legitimate program. 

The Greys, as their part of the trade agreements, were to provide MAJI and the U.S. government with 
various forms of advanced technology. In exchange, the Greys are provided with secret bases of operation 
within the United States; bases protected by the Greys and U.S. Military forces. In exchange, MAJI agreed 
to conceal all knowledge of their presence. 

Part of the “trade agreements” was an exchange program that allowed the aliens to abduct U.S. Citizens 
for experimental medical, psychological and genetic research purposes — the Grey’s were to provide lists 
of persons abducted to the National Security Agency (NSA), for later government follow-up if such 
persons, when released, required medical assistance or psychological adjustment. 

ADDENDA 

During 1972-1973, a period of two years, an area South of Groom Lake (one of the nation’s most secret 
test centers in Nevada) was closed and a huge underground facility was constructed for and with the help 
of the Greys. This facility was built South of Area-51 in another location named Area-S4. This location is 
just east of, and adjacent to the Nevada Atomic Test site. 

The bargained for technology was set in place, but could only be operated by the Grey’s themselves, to 
prevent their advanced technology being used against them. Another secret underground base was 
provided the Greys in a location known as the “Ice Caves” near the Los Alamos Laboratory Facility in New 
Mexico. Over a period of the next six years, four more secret bases were provided the Greys in other 
isolated areas of the United States. 

During the years 1979 through 1983, it became increasingly obvious to MAJI that things were not going as 
planned. It became known that many more people (in the thousands) were being abducted than were being 
listed on the official abduction list. The list the Greys were supplying the National Security Council, and 
MAJI. It was apparent that the abductions included much more than the simple monitoring experiments of 
an advanced civilization. 

In late 1979, things had gotten almost entirely out of hand when it became known that the Greys had 
implanted a tiny probe, 3mm. in size, into the brains of certain abductees before releasing them. MAJI 
investigators determined the probe could be used to hypnotically and telepathically program and monitor 
the person. In addition, some abductees were programmed with unknown post-hypnotic commands. The 
Greys also implanted tracking devices just under the skin, on some abductees to monitor their movements. 
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Attempts, by hypnosis, to determine the nature of the hypnotic programming and commands implanted by 
the Greys, triggered life-threatening physical symptoms in these individuals making these efforts 
unsuccessful. It was later discovered that the Greys were performing genetic cross-breeding experiments 
on some of the human female abductees. In 1983, MAJI discovered the full magnitude of the Grand 
Deception put over by the Greys. They were also shocked when the Soviet Union (USSR) admitted that 
they, too, had been deceived and that the Greys had entered into similar Treaties and agreements with 
them. MAJI was in a state of confusion and near panic as they realized their plans were dashed, along with 
their hopes and dreams of obtaining the Grey’s technology and the secrets of interstellar space flight. 

This caused MAJI to become split along factional lines. One faction advocating confessing the scheme and 
the shambles it had become to the public, begging their forgiveness and asking for their support. Note: 

This faction is responsible for the leaks of sensitive information regarding the activities of Operation 
Majestic-12. The other faction rejected this saying there was no way they could do that, even though the 
situation was untenable, stating there was no use in alarming the public of either country with the horrible 
truth. 

This second faction won out and their plan to develop a weapon that could be used against the Greys was 
accepted by the Soviet Union. Under the guise of “SDI,” (a joint US/Soviet effort) the Strategic Defense 
Initiative (Star Wars), this weapon was developed. SDI, has nothing whatever to do with a defense against 
Soviet nuclear missiles. The nick-name “Star Wars” was closer to the truth than the uninformed public 
realized. 

The “alarm,” publicly expressed by the Soviet Union regarding SDI, and its opposition to the program, were 
all artfully crafted to conceal the joint nature of the program and to prevent the Greys learning its real 
purpose. The United States and the Soviet Union have been secret allies since 1983. 

Primarily, SDI is a weapon for use against the Greys’ underground bases or any attempted invasion from 
space. However, to achieve funding from Congress and support from the people, and to conceal its real 
nature from the Greys, it had to be presented as a defense against a nuclear strike from the USSR. 

The Soviet equivalent of MAJI used the same technique, the development of a weapon to protect their 
country from a U.S. nuclear strike, to obtain covert funding for the joint effort. 

The threat from the Greys is taken so seriously by MAJI, that President Reagan adamantly refused any 
concessions on SDI. He continued to vigorously pursue its development, and deployment, in spite of 
uninformed scientific and congressional opposition. These opponents never knew its real and intended 
purpose. 

To accomplish the true objectives of the SDI program, MAJI created another ultra-secret project — Project 
Zeus. Project Zeus is revealed here for the first time. 

Project Zeus, created under the umbrella of MAJI, is charged with the real purpose, direction, 
management, development and eventual deployment of the SDI Weapons System. It was aptly named for 
the mythical Greek God — Zeus. Only this time, it would be an angry Zeus hurling laser and particle beam 
lightning bolts into the heavens — against an alien attack or, deflected by mirrors, against secret alien 
bases on the Earth. 

In 1984, President Reagan in a public address established the tone and seriousness of this endeavor when 
he deliberately, or inadvertently, let slip the remarks that the world may one day unite to fight a threat from 
outer space. This was followed by a series of subsequent remarks during the latter days of his term of 
office. 
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The basic information revealing the existence of Operation Majestic-12, the crashed UFOs, alien beings, 
and their secret bases within the United States, was obtained through the Freedom of Information Act from 
the files of the CIA, NSA, FBI, State Department, the U.S. Air Force. Other intelligence data obtained by 
The Phoenix Project has contributed to this report. 

These documents reveal the “Above Top Secret” nature of Operation Majestic-12. They also verify that the 
scientific discovery of all time has been hidden from the people of Earth, and that both communications and 
relationships with extraterrestrial alien beings have already been achieved. And, that the radical new 
technology the Greys possess could alter human civilization overnight. 

Some of these documents obtained by various civilian researchers, verify the fact that we are not alone in 
the universe. The additional information contained in this report, i.e., notes and comments, and some of the 
conclusions (in the addenda) are based on intelligence information from other confidential sources. 

PROJECT ZEUS 

In 1980, Lt. General Daniel O. Graham — Department of Defense Strategic Analyst, stated: “We need a 
bold new approach. We must stop competing with the Greys in areas where we can’t win, and begin to 
compete where we have the advantage.” 

The result: A book by General Graham entitled “The High Frontier,” and the National Security Agency 
(NSA) funded “Project High Frontier.” This project used some of the nation’s best engineers and 
development scientists. 

This book and the project were the “red herring” technique to sell the concept and proposal to Congress, 
scientists, and the defense and aerospace industries. It, supposedly, was a bold, new, defense plan for the 
United States and Western Civilization. 

This was followed by another book “The Strategy of Technology” by Stefan Possony and Jerry Pournelle. It 
should be mentioned that neither of these two authors dreamed their book would be used to further 
promote the purposes of MAJI and Project Zeus. Its concept was to abandon the doctrine of Mutual 
Assured Destruction (MAD), in favor of Assured Survival, in any conflict with the USSR. 

The foregoing concepts (a Western Civilization Defense Plan) and the covert efforts directed against the 
Greys (Project Zeus) orchestrated by MAJI, were presented to President Ronald Reagan. That 
presentation was successful. On March 23,1983, President Reagan made his famous “Star Wars” speech 
— and labeled it “The Strategic Defense Initiative.” Only in later speeches, near the end of his term in 
office, did President Reagan publicly mention the possibility of a hostile encounter with extraterrestrials. 

The importance of this endeavor and the serious nature of the threat presented by the Greys and the 
consequences if Project Zeus were aborted, explain why the President would not budge from his SDI 
position, even in the most critical of nuclear arms’ reduction negotiations with the USSR, or critics in the 
scientific community and Congress. 

It also explains why President George Bush, still the head of MAJI, continued to press forward with the SDI 
project when he was in office. 

According to public statements by General James Abrahamson, SDI Project Director, “SDI” research has 
turned up five ways the weapon system could, and would work. 

“SDI,” (Project Zeus, the covert operation against any possible space threat, threatening action or invasion 
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attempts by the Greys), “is based on two technological discoveries: 

1) That ground-based lasers are a feasible and a likely way to defend a nation. Enormous lasers could be 
built near large hydro-electric plants and operational nuclear power plants, diverting the enormous output 
of these sources to laser weapons. With such enormous lasers and mirrors, in orbit to redirect the energy, it 
would not be necessary to “point and shoot” such weapons; you could raster an entire target area; 
sweeping the beam in a deadly conical pattern to eliminate any target. Planet-based laser weapons of such 
power could reach beyond the Moon to engage and destroy hostile spaceships. 


2) Development and deployment of high-powered particle beam weapons from orbiting space platforms 
and ground based installations. 


MAJI’s plans called for the funding, planning, development, testing, and operational aspects of Project 
Zeus to be concealed within the compartmented SDI program. NASA, without knowledge of the real 
purpose would orbit the necessary tracking and data relay satellites, and Department of Defense (DOD) 
payloads of laser mirrors. These SDI payloads were disguised and classified as military communication, 
spy, and navigational satellites. ADDENDA - continued 

On April 4,1983, Project Zeus “got off the ground” with the maiden flight of the Space Shuttle Challenger 
— a clear indication of the high-priority this project commanded. The first of the SDI Tracking and Data 
Relay Satellites (TDRS-A) was placed in orbit. 

This was followed on August 30,1984, when the Shuttle Discovery, on its maiden flight, launched 
SYNCOM IV-2 the second communications satellite for the Department of Defense (DOD). 

The SYNCOM satellites are DOD’s high-priority command and communications links with all U.S. military 
forces worldwide. The on-going NASA Missions concerned with Project Zeus and SDI, are identified in the 
attached exhibits. 

Note: It is obvious that the Greys became suspicious of the intense launch activity of NASA and the 
number of Defense Department (DOD) payloads being placed in orbit — more than would logically be 
needed to counter a nuclear strike by the USSR. 

Evidence to support this is their increasing surveillance of the Space Shuttle missions and the reported 
intercept, boarding, and inspection of the Shuttle Discovery’s cargo on 3/13/89. They must suspect the real 
purpose of the SDI program. If future SDI or DOD missions are interfered with it will confirm this premise. 

ABSTRACT: 

Operation Majestic-12 — was created by the executive order of President Truman on September 24, 

1947, and its first head was Dr. Vannevar Bush, the president’s Chief Science Advisor. The current head of 
Majestic-12 known variously as Majority Twelve, Majority, MJ-12, Majority Agency for Joint Intelligence 
(MAJI), was Vice President and former CIA Director George Bush (1988). As of 1/8/89, President George 
Bush. Today, this group operates under the “public name” of the Senior Interagency Group (SIG). 

The organizational structure of MAJI, is as follows: 

GRUDGE/PROJECT AQUARIUS: An umbrella group consisting of MAJI, the CIA and the NSA in which all 
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the various compartments dealing with ET-related issues perform their various functions. Under Project 
Aquarius four groups, each consisting of several hundred persons, conducts secret UFO investigations 
and research in four assigned areas of the United States. 

Separate projects under the umbrella of Project Aquarius are: 

PROJECT GRUDGE: This project was originally established in 1953, by order of President Eisenhower 
and is under the control of the CIA, NSA, and MAJI. Project Grudge went underground and another 
project, Project Sign, was established as a cover operation. 

In 1960, the Project’s name was changed from Project SIGN to Project Bluebook. Project Aquarius, 
became the overall umbrella operation controlling all these projects. Project Aquarius was funded by CIA 
confidential funds (non-appropriated). The Project assumed full responsibility for investigation and 
intelligence of UFOs/IACs in December 1969 after Project Grudge/Blue Book was closed. The purpose of 
Project Aquarius was to collect all scientific, technological, medical and intelligence information from 
UFO/IAC sightings and contacts with alien life forms. This orderly file of collected information has been 
used to advance the United States’ Space Program and provided the data needed to develop present 
stealth technology. 

AQUARIUS; PROJECT PLATO: Originally established as part of Project SIGN in 1954 to establish 
diplomatic relations with the Aliens. This Project was successful when mutually acceptable terms were 
agreed upon. These terms involved the exchange of technology for secrecy of the Alien presence and 
non-interference in Alien affairs. This Project is controlled by a secret task force headquartered at the Los 
Alamos National Laboratories in New Mexico and is ongoing. 

AQUARIUS; PROJECT SIGMA: Conducts electronic communications with extraterrestrials, part of an 
on-going contact project run by and through the NSA since as early as late 1963 which led to the Holloman 
AFB incident of April 25,1964. 

AQUARIUS; PROJECT GARNET: Closed down, supposedly, on completion of its studies. Project 
Garnet’s purpose was to investigate extraterrestrial influence on human affairs and evolution. 

GRUDGE - AQUARIUS; PROJECT REDLIGHT: Originally established in 1954, the mission of Project 
Redlight was to test fly recovered alien craft. This project, carried out at Area 51 (Groom Lake) and Area 
S4 in Nevada was postponed after every attempt resulted in destruction of the craft and the death of the 
pilots. Project Redlight was resumed in 1972 and has since been partially successful. UFO sightings of 
craft accompanied by black helicopters are Project Redlight’s assets. This project is ongoing at Area 51 in 
Nevada. 

REDLIGHT; PROJECT SNOWBIRD: Originally established in 1954. Its mission was to develop [using 
conventional technology] and fly a flying saucer type craft for the public. This project was successful when 
a craft was built and flown in front of the press. This project was used to explain UFO sightings and to 
divert public attention from Project Redlight. 

AQUARIUS; PROJECT PLUTO: Established to evaluate all UFO/IAC information pertaining to the alien 
space visitors. This project is ongoing. Pluto is the proword for Pounce. 

PLUTO; PROJECT POUNCE: Originally known as Project Moondust, this project, was formed to recover 
all downed/crashed craft and aliens and provided cover stories and operations to mask the true endeavor 
when necessary. Covers which have been used: crashed experimental aircraft, construction, mining, etc. 
This project has also been successful and continues to this date. 
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AQUARIUS; PROJECT GABRIEL: This project was tasked with developing a low frequency pulsed sound 
generator when it was determined that the alien weapons and craft would be vulnerable to this weapon. It 
is questionable whether this project exists today. It was derived from technology captured from Germany 
during and after WWII. Intelligence sources have verified its previous existence but cannot verify whether it 
is ongoing or has been terminated. 

AQUARIUS; PROJECT EXCALIBUR: Established to develop a weapon which would destroy the alien 
underground bases and any future underground bases which the aliens might construct. It is to be a missile 
capable of penetrating 1000 meters of tufa/hard packed soil such as that found in New Mexico with no 
operational damage. Missile apogee is not to exceed 30,000 feet AGL. Impact must not deviate in excess 
of 50 meters from a designated target. The device is designed to carry a 1-megaton nuclear warhead. This 
project is ongoing at the WX Division, LANL, Los Alamos, New Mexico but is still in development. 

In a secured area of the basement of CIA Headquarters in Langley, Virginia are sixteen columns of file 
cabinets containing thousands of folders of documented information collected from the beginning of the 
United States’ investigation of Unidentified Flying Objects (UFOs) and Identified Alien Crafts (IAC). These 
are the files of Operation Majestic-12 and Project Aquarius and are known as “The Bible.” This Bible 
contains all the various reports on aspects of alien visitations. Each president, since Truman, has been 
briefed on Operation Majestic-12.

Factor.” On the above date, Ms. Howe was shown a document regarding Majestic-12, by an Air Force 
officer. It was entitled “A Briefing Paper for the President of the United States of America on the Subject of 
Unidentified Flying Vehicles.” The name “Majic” was prominent at the head of the document. 

Note: Former Agent Richard Doty, Air Force Office of Special Investigations, is the officer mentioned in the 
above paragraph. 

2) In December 1984, via the mail, in a plain brown envelope, to private UFO investigator Bill Moore and 
his film producer friend, and associate, Mr. Jaime Shandera. Mr. Bill Moore is a well known private UFO 
investigator, and is co-author, with Charles Berlitz, of the book “The Roswell Incident.” Unknown to the 
public is the fact that Bill Moore was recruited as an agent of the CIA. 

The envelope contained an undeveloped roll of 35mm film. When the film was processed it contained a 
photograph of a briefing paper prepared for President-elect Eisenhower, and other documents. The first 
page of the document is reproduced and shown as Exhibit A. Other sections of the document contained 
information regarding details of crashed UFOs and humanoid bodies, and information regarding the 
ultra-secret Operation Majestic-12 group which deals with these issues. 

3) On May 31,1987, when the existence of an ultra-secret U.S. UFO Project — “Majestic,” was published 
on the front page of the London Observer, a British newspaper. British writer Timothy Good, had obtained 
the information through sources connected with England’s Ministry of Defense. In 1988, it was alleged that 
Bill Moore had become an agent of Operation Majestic-12 and had been “planted” in the civilian UFO 
movement for the purpose of providing dis-information to mis-guide and confuse other UFO researchers.

The TDRS-C satellite was lifted to its 22,302 mile orbit by an AF IUS rocket, after being deployed by the 
shuttle, for positioning over the equator north of the Phoenix Islands, south of Hawaii, in the Pacific Ocean 
(171 Degrees west longitude). There the satellite can work in tandem with an identical TDRS-1 positioned 
in geosynchronous orbit in 1983 over the Atlantic Ocean near Fortaleza, Brazil (41 degrees west 
longitude). These two satellites can act as data relays for other satellites. 

TDRS-C will maintain nearly uninterrupted communications with the ground and will rapidly transmit huge 
volumes of data. 

So vast is the capacity of these two satellites that, at their highest transmission rates, they can in a single 
second transfer data equaling the contents of a 20-volume encyclopedia with 1200 pages in each volume 
and 2000 words on each page. 

A third Tracking and Data Relay Satellite, TDRS-D, will be launched at a later date and deployed over the 
Atlantic Ocean. It will replace TDRS-1, which will be relocated south of White Sands, New Mexico where it 
will serve as an in-orbit spare. 

One communications experiment inside the shuttle spacecraft was the testing of a new voice 
communications system using infrared waves rather than standard radio frequencies. An advantage of 
infrared is it cannot pass through the spacecraft’s windows as can radio waves. Infrared communications 
would prevent a spacecraft from eavesdropping, thus protecting sensitive astronaut conversations, and 
enhancing security, and the crew’s privacy. 

Note: This extraordinary procedure must pertain to the Greys. Note the word “spacecraft.” Whose? Earlier 
NASA Missions had reported UFO encounters. The Greys are suspicious.

TDRS-1, also designated TDRS-East, is now in geosynchronous orbit over the Atlantic Ocean just east of 
Brazil. TDRS-3, designated TDRS-West, was launched by Discovery on mission STS-26 in September of 
1988, and is positioned over the Pacific Ocean south of Hawaii. TDRS-4 will replace TDRS-1 over the 
Atlantic as TDRS-East. TDRS-1 will then be relocated south of White Sands, New

The Atlantis commander says his crew is mighty proud to be part of the first space shuttle planetary 
mission scheduled to blast-off this Friday. The countdown, which started Tuesday, continued toward a 
liftoff at 2:24 p.m. Friday. 

Six hours after launch, astronauts Mark Lee and Mary Cleave are to release the 7,600-pound Magellan 
probe and a rocket to propel it on a 468-day journey to Venus. Magellan is to reach its destination in 
August 1990, swooping into orbit around Venus to begin a 243-day period during which it is to map up to 
90 percent of the cloud-shrouded planet’s surface with the probe’s high resolution radar system. 

“We’re not really in charge of the deep space probe,” said Commander David Walker. “We’re fortunate 
enough to be part of the team that gets to send it up there. The rest of the NASA team will make sure that it 
gets to Venus and does its job.” 

UPDATE: NASA, KSC Release # 24-89, March 1989 
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Magellan marks the first U.S. planetary mission since Pioneer Venus 12 in 1978. It also kicks off a core 
program of solar system exploration involving NASA and organizations from the United States and the 
international community. 

Project ZEUS: One of the payload experiments on this Shuttle Mission includes the Mesoscale Lighting 
Experiment, a NASA sponsored effort involving several universities. Its objective is to study the visual 
characteristics of large scale lighting in the upper atmosphere. 

Note: Part of the Project Zeus effort to study laser beam diffusion in the upper atmosphere. 

In addition, as another experiment, the Shuttle Atlantis will act as a calibration point for a third experiment 
involving the Air Force Maui Optical System Facility in Hawaii. 

Note: Project Zeus - SDI Experiment. 

Although unstated in this NASA Release, Atlantis is acting as an orbital target being tracked by the Air 
Force facility (SDI ground based laser facility) named in the above paragraph. 

1989 — 8/8/89 — Project Zeus - SDI — Shuttle Columbia — Mission ?? 

AP Wire & Mercury News Service 7/27/89 

The Space Shuttle Columbia lifts off with five military astronauts and a classified Pentagon spy 
satellite. Columbia will be making the 30th shuttle flight and the fourth this year, solely dedicated to the 
Defense Department. For national security purposes, the Pentagon would not permit NASA to announce 
the exact liftoff time or the length of the mission. 

Note: The payload is the last of 4 orbiting laser mirrors for SDI. With this mission completed, SDI becomes 
partly operational. It is estimated that SDI will become fully operational within the next 12 months, barring 
unforeseen events.

The 32d mission, flown on Discovery by Frederick M. Gregory and a crew of four, launched a spy satellite. 

1990 — 1/9/90 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Columbia 

On Jan. 9,1990, Daniel Brandenstein and a crew of four flew Columbia to launch Syncom IV and to 
retrieve the Long Duration Exposure Facility, a research satellite left in space for six years. 

1990 — 2/28/90 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

Another spy satellite mission followed on Feb. 28-Mar. 4,1990, when John O. Creighton and a crew of four 
flew Atlantis. 
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1990 — 4/24/90 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Discovery 

The long-awaited Hubble SPACE TELESCOPE was finally placed in a high orbit by Discovery’s crew of 
four, commanded by Loren J. Shriver, during the Apr. 24-29,1990 flight, but Columbia, scheduled for 
launch the following month, was grounded by a series of hydrogen leaks, as was Atlantis. 

1990 — 11/15/90 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

The 37th flight of the space shuttle program took place on Atlantis, from Nov. 15-20,1990, carrying a 
secret military payload into orbit. Unconfirmed reports suggested that Atlantis carried a spy satellite 
intended to monitor activities in Iraq and the Persian Gulf region. Mission commander was Air Force Col. 
Richard O. Covey, and he was assisted by a crew of four. 

1991 — 4/28/91 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Discovery 

Space shuttle Discovery was launched on Apr. 28, 1991, and returned to Earth on May 6. Its military 
mission was concerned with collecting data for the Strategic Defense Initiative (“Star Wars”) antimissile 
program. Mission commander was U.S. Navy Capt. Michael L. Coats. He was assisted by a pilot and crew 
of four. 

1991 — 8/2/91 — Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

Flight number 42 for the Space Shuttle program-and the ninth for the Atlantis-was launched on Aug. 2, 

1991, and returned safely to Earth on August 11. The crew, under the command of Air Force Col. John E. 
Blaha, consisted of three men and one woman. The mission successfully deployed the Department of 
Defense’s large Tracking and Data Relay Satellite, sending it into an orbit about 22,000 miles (35,400 km) 
above the equator. The mission also conducted experiments on the ozone layer, made medical 
experiments, and tested computer and mechanical equipment.

"Circumstantial evidence is a very tricky thing," answered Holmes thoughtfully. "It may seem to point very 
straight to one thing, but if you shift your own point of view a little, you may find it pointing in an equally 
uncompromising manner to something entirely different..." 

The Boscombe Valley Mystery -Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 

Before 1987, few people in UFOIogy outside Bill Moore's circle of associates had heard of Jaime 
Shandera. Shandera was not a UFOIogist, but a producer of video documentaries for companies like 
Time-Life and RKO General. That's why it's all the more mysterious as to why he was chosen to be the 
recipient of the biggest UFO story of the 1980s. 

According to him, he was sitting at home reading Variety on the evening of December 11,1984, when he 
heard someone drop something through the mail slot in his front door. Going to investigate, he found a 
brown envelope with an Albuquerque, New Mexico postmark containing a canister of exposed but 
undeveloped black & white 35mm film. He was supposed to meet Bill Moore for dinner at the Villa Sunset 
restaurant, so he took the film with him. When he showed it to Moore, dinner was postponed indefinitely. 
They went to Moore's house and Moore developed the film in his kitchen. Moore, Shandera, and Stanton 
Friedman would spend two years trying to verify the authenticity of the documents that they found on the 
film. 

The documents, which became known as the MJ-12 Documents, were an eight page briefing paper to 
President Eisenhower detailing a UFO crash at Roswell, New Mexico in 1947, another crash at El Indio, 
Texas in 1950, and listing the members of the government's special Majestic-12 or "MJ-12" UFO group. It 
was dated "18 November, 1952", and it gave Admiral Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter as the briefing officer. There 
was also a memo from President Harry S Truman to Secretary of Defense Forrestal that authorized the 
creation of the M J-12 group. 

The members of the Majestic twelve group were: 

Rear Admiral Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter, who was the first Director of the CIA from 1947 to 1950. He was 
also later on the board of directors of NICAP (National Investigation Committee on Aerial Phenomenon). 

Dr. Vannevar Bush, chairman of the National Defense Research Commission and Office of Scientific 
Research and Development during World War II. Also Chairman of the National Advisory Committee on 
Aeronautics, which became NASA, from 1939 to 1941. Also chairman of the Joint Research and 
Development Board from 1945 to 1948.1947 - made a Director of AT&T. 

James V. Forrestal, Secretary of the Navy from 1945 to 1947 and the first Secretary of Defense from 1947 
to 1949. In 1949, he had a mental breakdown and committed suicide at Bethesda Naval Hospital. 

General Nathan F. Twining, Commander of the USAAF Air Materiel Command at Wright Field from 1945 to 
1947. 

General Hoyt Vandenburg, Chief of Military Intelligence during World War II, second Director of Central 
Intelligence from 1946 to 1947, Chief of the Air Staff in 1947, Chief of Staff of the U. S. Air Force from 1948 
to 1953. 
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Dr. Detlev Bronk, member of the Scientific Advisory Committee of the Brookhaven National Laboratories, 
Chairman of the National Research Council from 1946 to 1950, President of the National Academy of 
Sciences from 1950 to 1962, President of Johns Hopkins University. Advisory member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Dr. Jerome Hunsaker, Chairman of the Departments of Aeronautical and Mechanical Engineering at M.l.T. 
from 1933 to 1951, Chairman of the National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics (later NASA)from 1941 
to 1956. 

Rear Admiral Sidney Souers(retired), first Director of Central Intelligence (1946), first Executive Secretary 
of the National Security Council from 1947 to 1950. Special consultant to President Truman on intelligence 
matters. 

Gordon Gray, Assistant Secretary of the Army from 1947 to 1949. Secretary of the Army from 1949 to 
1950. Special Assistant to President Harry S Truman. Senior Staff Assistant to Eisenhower. Chairman of 
the CIA Psychological Strategy Board. President of the University of North Carolina. President 
Eisenhower's Assistant Secretary of Defense for Security Affairs. 

Donald Menzel, professor of astrophysics at Harvard from 1939 to 1971. Chairman, Department of 
Astronomy from 1946 to 1949. Notorious debunker of UFO sightings. He led a double life, having a 
"top-secret ultra" security clearance, as a consultant for the CIA and the NSA. 

Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, Executive Secretary of the Research and Development Board from 1946 to 1947. 
Directed studies of Weapons Systems Evaluations. Also a member of the CIA's secret "Robertson Panel" 
on UFOs. 

Major General Robert M. Montague, Commanding Officer at White Sands Proving Ground and later head 
of a secret project at Sandia Base, Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

The next year, Bill Moore received an unusual postal card that had been sent to his old address in Dewey, 
Arizona, then forwarded to Los Angeles. The picture on the front was of Ethiopia, but the card was 
postmarked New Zealand. The card was unsigned, but it had a cryptic message typed on the back, of 
which Moore and Shandera will only reveal a portion: 

Add zest to your trip to Washington 
Try Reeses pieces; 

For a stylish look 

try Suit Land 

Supposedly, Stanton Friedman gave them a solution when he mentioned that a large group of top-secret 
Air Force Intelligence files were being declassified at the satellite facility of the National Archives at 
Suitland, Maryland. 

Moore and Shandera went to Suitland and began sifting through the files of Record Group 341, and after 
three days of searching, Shandera found a memo dated 7/14/54 from Robert Cutler, who was special 
assistant to President Eisenhower, to General Nathan Twining. The memo stated: 

The President has decided that the MJ-12/SSP briefing should take place during the already scheduled 
White House meeting of July 16 rather than following it as previously intended. 
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The memo seemed to provide independent verification of the existence of the MJ-12 Group. 

In late 1992, three more Majestic documents appeared, this time received by a California UFO investigator 
named Tim Cooper. Cooper also received more documents in 1993, which Stanton Friedman investigated. 

Finally, in March of 1994,yet another roll of 35mm film appeared. This time delivered to Don Berliner, 
Friedman's co-author on Crash at Corona. This one is part of a handbook detailing how to handle 
recovered debris and bodies from a UFO crash and is called The MJ-12 Operations Manual. Berliner 
turned it over to the General Accounting Office for investigation.

Are the MJ-12 documents authentic? Phil Klass says no. Kevin Randle says no. Carl Sagan said no. Curtis 
Peebles says no. Jacques Vallee says no. The National Archives say no. The FBI says no. The Air Force 
says no. When the GAO was conducting its Roswell investigation for Congressman Steven Schiff, it asked 
the same government agencies involved in that investigation to also check their records for anything on 
"MJ-12" or "Majestic". All of them reported that nothing could be found that mentioned either term. The final 
analysis was that the MJ-12 documents are forgeries. 

Phil Klass and others have pointed out "flaws" in the documents themselves that signal them as being 
forgeries. Here are some of the criticisms, rebuttals, and my own humble comments: 

Point: 

Until the computer age, the U.S. military used a date format of: day month year, as in: 7 July 1947. No 
commas at all, and no zero place holder if the day was a single digit. Civilian date format was and is like 
this: July 7,1947. But the MJ-12 documents use a date format like this: 07 July, 1947. This date format is 
not military or civilian standard, then or now, in the United States. Critics say Rear Admiral Hillenkoetter, 
the supposed author of the MJ-12 briefing paper would have used either the civilian format or the miltary 
standard format. 

Rebuttal: 

In Top Secret/Majic, Stanton Friedman names several examples that he says show that the "wrong" format 
was in common use. He says one such example is "in Timothy Good's Above Top Secret(page 446)". He 
also names several European, English, and NATO sources as proof. 
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Comment: 

The document on page 446 of my copy of Above Top Secret has the U.S. civilian format of "February 26, 

1942", so it doesn't prove Friedman's point at all. The Timothy Good book has lots of declassified 
government documents in the appendix, and all of the American documents use either the standard military 
format or standard civilian format. Since the M J-12 documents were written by and for Americans, I can't 
see where European or NATO or even Canadian documents have any bearing at all. 

Point: 

Rank is another problem with the documents, the critics say. Hillenkoetter was not an Admiral as the 
documents refer to him, he was a REAR Admiral. There is a difference of two stars there. While a civilian 
might make such an error, a military officer would never do such a thing. Military men say such errors are 
just not made. It would be like a Lieutenant calling himself "Captain". 

Rebuttal: 

Friedman says "a group with six military members and six civilians could not possibly make distinctions on 
the basis of military rank." 

Comment: 

I don't think Friedman addresses the point here. The point is that a military officer such as Hillenkoetter 
would never give his own rank incorrectly as is done in the briefing document. It has nothing to do with 
"distinctions on the basis of military rank". 

Point: 

The documents also refer to "Roswell Army Air Base (now Walker Field)". Army Air Corps installations 
were referred to as "Field" from 1943 to 1947. After 1947, when the Air Force became a separate entity, 
the term "base" was used. So, if authentic, the quote would read "Roswell Army Air Field" (now Walker Air 
Force Base). 

Rebuttal: 

Hillenkoetter was in the Navy, not the Air Force. He might not have been conversationally familiar with the 
air field nomenclature changes that had taken place in 1947. 

Comment: 

Gotta go with Friedman on this one. 

Point: 

The documents also use terms that were not in use in 1952. It uses "media" instead of "press". In 1952, 
people said "press". Media did not come into usage until the 1960s. Neither did "impacted" (as a verb), or 
"extra-terrestrial". "Alien" was the term used in 1952. 

Rebuttal: 

None found. 
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Comment: 

All I can find on this is that the term "media" became popular in the sixties. "Press" would indeed have been 
used before then, so "media" stands out like the clock "striking" in Julius Caesar. I could find nothing on 
"impacted" as a verb. I doubt if "extra-terrestrial" was in wide use in 1952 except maybe by readers of pulp 
SF magazines. 

Point: 

Page six of the document lists the attachments. The only attachment that was included with the documents 
is Attachment "A", "Special Classified Executive Order #092447." The problem here is that "092447" is the 
date of the order; it doesn't follow the standard numbering system for executive orders. 

Rebuttal: 

This is not an ordinary "Executive Order". We have no idea of the numbering system for "Special Classified 
Executive Orders". Friedman says: "As I found in a quiet but extensive visit to the George C. Marshall 
Archives, the State Department normally used the date as part of filing nomenclature." 

Comments: 

So the State Department used dates as part of filing nomeclature. So what? The M J-12 group, if it existed, 
reported directly to the President. The only cabinet department secretary in it was Forrestal, and he was 
Secretary of Defense, not of State. Even top-secret executive orders used the usual numbering system. 

Point: 

Attachment "A" is a memorandum from President Harry Truman to Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
establishing the Majestic Twelve group. A problem with the memorandum is Truman's signature. It's 
exactly like one on an authentic memo to Vannevar Bush signed by Truman on 10/1/47. No one writes their 
name exactly the same twice. 

Rebuttal: 

The two signatures are not identical, even allowing for "stretching" by a photocopier. They are very similar, 
but there are differences. Besides, people sometimes do write their name identically twice according to 
some experts. 

Comment: 

Without seeing a lot of expert testimony, I can't comment on this one. 

Point: 

The Cutler-Twining Memo is stamped "Top-Secret Restricted Information". There was no such 
classification in 1954. It did not come into use until the Nixon Administration. 

Rebuttal: 

Friedman points out that he found varied security markings during his examinations of formerly classified 
documents.

Comment: 

Yeah, but Friedman hasn't shown any with "Top-Secret Restricted Information" on them. 

Point: 

The Cutler-Twining memo refers to a National Security Council meeeting on July 16,1954. There are no 
records of a National Security Council Meeting on July 16,1954. 

Rebuttal: 

The memo merely refers to a meeting. It doesn't say "National Security Council Meeting". 

Comment: 

Friedman is right. It just says "meeting". 

Point: 

The Cutler-Twining memo is not an Air Force document. The box of documents that Moore & Shandera 
were examining consisted exclusively of recently declassified Air Force Intelligence documents. The memo 
was out of place in that box. Also, the memo was not registered as having been examined and declassified 
by the Air Force Intelligence declassification personnel who had audited that box for declassification. It is 
extremely unlikely that they could have overlooked the memo. 

Rebuttal: 

It was impossible for Moore or Shandera to smuggle the document into the Archives unfolded and 
uncreased. Archive procedures do not allow anyone to bring anything into the examination area. 

Comment: 

The statements about the document being completely out of place in the box in which it was found are 
correct. It's also true that it had not been found by the Air Force personnel who had declassified the 
material in the box. As for whether or not someone could have smuggled the unfolded and uncreased 
document into the Archives examination area, I think that's a bet that James "The Amazing" Randi would 
love to take....

MJ-12 was originally organized by General George C. Marshall in July 1947 to study the 
Roswell-Magdalena UFO crash recovery and debris. Admiral Hillenkoetter, director of the CIA from May 1, 
1947 until September 1950, decided to activate the "Robertson Panel," which was designed to monitor 
civilian UFO study groups that were appearing all over the country. Fie also joined NICAP in 1956 and was 
chosen as a member of its board of directors.

No single one of these groups knew the whole story. Each group was to know only the parts that M J-12 
allowed them to know. MJ-12 also operates through the various civilian intelligence and investigative 
groups. The CIA and FBI are manipulated by MJ-12 to carry out their purposes. The NSA was created in 
the first place to protect the secret of the recovered flying discs, and eventually got complete control over 
all communication intelligence. This control allows the NSA to monitor any individual through mail, 
telephone, telexes, telegrams, and now through on-line computers, monitoring private and personal 
communications as they may desire.

Majestic 12 (also known as Majic 12, Majestic Trust, Ml 2, MJ 12, MJ XII 
or Majority 12) is the purported code name of a secret committee of 
scientists, military leaders, and government officials, supposedly formed in 
1947 by an executive order of U.S. President Harry S. Truman. The 
purpose of the committee was to investigate UFO activity in the aftermath 
of the Roswell incident - the purported crash of an alien spaceship near 
Roswell, New Mexico, in July 1947. This alleged committee is an 
important part of the UFO conspiracy theory of an ongoing government 
cover up of UFO information. 

The primary evidence for the existence of a group named Majestic twelve 
is a collection of documents that first emerged in 1984 and which have been the subject of much debate. 

The original MJ-12 documents state that: The Majestic 12 group... was established by secret executive 
order of President Truman on 24 September, 1947, upon recommendation by Dr. Vannevar Bush and 
Secretary of Defense James Forrestal. 

The existence of MJ-12 has sometimes been denied by some agencies of the United States government, 
which insist that documents suggesting its existence are hoaxes. The FBI investigated the documents, and 
concluded they were forgeries, based primarily on an opinion rendered by AFOSI, the U.S. Air Force Office 
of Special Investigations. Opinions among UFO researchers are divided: Some argue the documents may 
be genuine while others contend they are phony, primarily due to errors in formatting and chronology. 

In 1985, another document mentioning MJ-12 and dating to 1954 was found in a search at the National 
Archives.Its authenticity is also highly controversial. The documents in question are rather widely available 
on the Internet, for example on the FBI website, where they are dismissed as bogus. 

Since the first MJ-12 documents, thousands of pages of other supposed leaked government documents 
mentioning MJ-12 and a government coverup of UFO reality have also appeared, sometimes collectively 
referred to as the "Majestic Documents." All of them are controversial, with many disputing their 
authenticity. A few have been proven to be unquestionably fraudulent, usually retyped rewrites of unrelated 
government documents. The primary new MJ-12 document is a lengthy, linotype-set manual allegedly 
dating from 1954, called the MJ-12 "Special Operations Manual (SOM)". It deals primarily with the 
handling of crash debris and alien bodies. Objections to its authenticity usually center on questions of style 
and some historical anachronisms. 

The MJ-12 documents are alleged to date from 1942 to 1997 and have been hotly debated in the UFO 
community. The documents include such matters as the conduct to be used when meeting an alien, 
diagrams and records of tests on UFOs, memos on assorted coverups, and descriptions of the President's 
statements about UFO-related issues. The documents contain supposed signatures of important people 
such as Albert Einstein and Ronald Reagan, creating a major debate in the conspiracy and UFO 
communities. No more documents have been leaked or released since 1997. Their authenticity remains 
uncertain, and some claim them to be entirely fake. 

However, before the appearance of the various dubious MJ-12 documents, Canadian documents dating 
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from 1950 and 1951 were uncovered in 1978. These documents mention the existence of a similar, highly 
classified UFO study group operating within the Pentagon's Research & Development Board (RDB) and 
headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush. Although the name of the group is not given, proponents argue that these 
documents remain the most compelling evidence that such a group did exist. There is also some testimony 
(see Arguments for below) from a few government scientists involved with this project confirming its 
existence. 


Other theories of the MJ-12 group 

MJ-12 is sometimes associated in recent UFO conspiracy literature with the more historically verifiable but 
also deeply secretive NSC 5412/2 Special Group, created by President Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1954. 
Although the Special Group was not specifically concerned with UFOs, and post-dates the alleged creation 
of MJ-12 in 1947, the commonality of the number '12' in the names of the two groups is cited as intriguing, 
as is the first chairman, Gordon Gray, being one of the alleged MJ-12 members. As the highest body of 
central intelligence experts in the early Cold War era (the Group was alleged to include the President but 
exclude the Vice President), the Special Group certainly would have had both clearance and interest in all 
matters of national security, including UFO sightings if they were considered a real threat. 

Others have speculated that MJ-12 may have been another name for the Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit, 
an officially recognized UFO-related military group active from the 1940s through the late 1950s. 

Another government group recently associated with MJ-12 was the CIA's Office of National Estimates or 
ONE, a forerunner of the current National Intelligence Council (NIC). ONE was created in 1950 by CIA 
Director Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, alleged to have replaced Secretary of Defense James Forrestal on 
MJ-12 after his death. 

A history of the NIC states that ONE was a type of super branch of the CIA "whose sole task was to 
produce coordinated 'National Intelligence Estimates.'" Besides Smith, it apparently consisted of 11 other 
members. A recent article on the history of the CIA's involvement in UFO investigations states that ONE 
received a UFO intelligence briefing on January 30,1953, immediately after the end of the CIA's UFO 
debunking study known as the Robertson Panel. 

Members of ONE at that time included FBI director J. Edgar Hoover, William Bundy, President 
Eisenhower's chief of staff Admiral B. Bieri, and William Langer, a Harvard historian, who was chairman. 
Referring to ONE as "super think tank" within the CIA, the article states, "ONE is as close as we get to a 
documented version of the rumoured Majestic-12 group." 


Connection to the secret Pratt Documents 

At the Mutual UFO Network or MUFON 2007 Symposium in Denver Colorado, UFO researcher Brad 
Sparks presented a paper that describes the MJ12 documents as an elaborate disinformation campaign 
pepetrated by William Moore, Richard Doty, and other Air Force Office of Special Investigations (AFOSI) 
personnel. The sources for this information are files dating from 1981 (3 years before the first alleged MJ12 
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documents surfaced) that UFO researcher Bob Pratt gave MUFON before his death in 2005. The 
information lay hidden in MUFON's archives until they were digitized as part of MUFON's Pandora Project 
and made available to UFO researchers. The paper can be downloaded from the following reference. 

MUFON has made the Pratt documents available online at [1]. Of interest will be the paragraph that has a 
handwritten date of 1/02/82 and states: "3. UFO project is Aquarius, classified Top Secret with access 
restricted to MJ 12. (MJ may be "magic"). This project begun about 1966, but apparently inherited files of 
earlier project." The significance of this paragraph is that it ties MJ12 to the Aquarius document, a known 
fabricated document, that alleges that Jesus Christ was an alien. 

On the other hand, as a personal note from this contributor, the Aquarius Era (12 being the twelve months 
of the year, for instance) began more or less at the same time the same documents were digitized, 
de-classified : maybe the reference to Aquarius is solely a temporal reference to the moment in which the 
material was supposed to lose it's status otherwise known as 'Classified Top Secret with restricted to MJ 
12'. This could be the "magic" refered in the comment, necessary for correct interpretation - the 
coeherence of this interpretation might come from the fact that Project Aquarius previous name was 
Project SIGN. 

The Pratt documents also contain the 1982 conversation between Bill Moore and Bob Pratt discussing the 
characters and plotline of a fictional book that Moore wanted Pratt to write. Moore is fixated on the 
Truman-Eisenhower transition period in UFO history and two crashed saucers, both of which figure 
prominently in the Eisenhower Briefing Document allegedly leaked to Moore's friend Jaime Shandera in 
1984 and which Moore claims to have no prior knowledge of. 


Membership 

All the alleged original members of MJ-12 were notable for their military, government, and/or scientific 
achievements, and all were deceased when the documents first surfaced (the last to die was Jerome 
Hunsaker, only a few months before the M J-12 papers first appeared). 

The original composition was six civilians (mostly scientists), and six high-ranking military officers, two 
from each major military service. Three (Souers, Vandenberg, and Hillenkoetter) had been the first three 
heads of central intelligence. The Moore/Shandera documents did not make clear who was the director of 
M J-12, or if there was any organizational hierarchy. 

The named members of MJ-12 were: 

• Rear Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter: first CIA director 

• Dr. Vannevar Bush: chaired wartime Office of Scientific Research and Development and 
predecessor National Defense Research Committee; set up and chaired postwar Joint Research and 
Development Board (JRDB) and then the Research and Development Board (RDB); chaired NACA; 
President of Carnegie Institute, Washington D.C. 

• James Forrestal: Secretary of the Navy; first Secretary of Defense (replaced after his death on 
MJ-12 by Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 2nd CIA director) 

• Gen. Nathan Twining: headed Air Materiel Command at Wright-Patterson AFB; Air Force Chief of 
Staff (1953-1957); Chairman of Joint Chiefs of Staff (1957-1961) 

• Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg: Directed Central Intelligence Group (1946-1947); Air Force Chief of Staff 
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(1948-1953) 

• Gen. Robert M. Montague: Guided missile expert; 1947 commander of Fort Bliss; headed nuclear 
Armed Forces Special Weapons Center, Sandia Base 

• Dr. Jerome Hunsaker: Aeronautical engineer, MIT; chaired NACA after Bush Rear Adm. Sidney 
Souers: first director of Central Intelligence Group, first executive secretary of National Security 
Council (NSC) 

• Gordon Gray: Secretary of the Army; intelligence and national security expert; CIA psychological 
strategy board (1951-1953); Chairman of NSC 5412 committee (1954-1958); National Security 
Advisor (1958-1961) 

• Dr. Donald Menzel: Astronomer, Harvard; cryptologist during war; security consultant to CIA and 
NSA 

• Dr. Detlev Bronk: Medical physicist; aviation physiologist; chair, National Academy of Sciences, 
National Research Council; president Johns Hopkins & Rockefeller University 

• Dr. Lloyd Berkner: Physicist; radio expert; executive secretary of Bush's JRDB 

According to other sources and MJ-12 papers to emerge later, famous scientists like Robert Oppenheimer, 
Albert Einstein, Karl Compton, Edward Teller, John von Neumann, and Wernher von Braun were also 
involved with MJ-12. 


Reliably-documented UFO activities by purported MJ-12 members 

Many of these men had reliably documented activities related to UFOs: 

• Vandenberg, as Director of Central Intelligence in 1946, had overseen investigations into the 
so-called Ghost rockets in Europe and wrote intelligence memos about the phenomena. Later as Air 
Force Chief of Staff, both Vandenberg and Twining oversaw early U.S. Air Force UFO investigations, 
like Project Sign and Project Blue Book and made some public statements on UFOs. 

• Twining had previously written a famous Secret memo on September 23,1947 (the day before 
Truman allegedly set up MJ-12) stating that flying saucers were real and urged formal investigation 
by multiple government organizations such as the AEC, NACA, NEPA, Bush's JRDB, and the Air 
Force Scientific Advisory Board. This led directly to the creation of Project Sign in late 1947. 

• Vandenberg met with Bush's JRDB in a suddenly-called meeting on the morning of the Roswell 
UFO incident (July 8, 1947) and was reported in the press as handling the later public relations 
crises. Radm. Konstantine Konopisos most recently implicated to involvement with later years of the 
MJ12 activities as Vice JAG of the US NAVY. 

• Bush was directly implicated in 1950-51 Canadian documents heading a highly secret UFO 
investigation within the Research and Development Board (RDB); this assertion was confirmed by 
Canadian scientist Wilbert B. Smith Immediately after the Roswell UFO incident, Bush made public 
statements denying any knowledge of UFOs or any relation they might have to secret government 
projects. 

• Berkner was on the 1953 CIA-organized Robertson Panel debunking UFOs and helped establish 
Project Ozma, the first radio telescope search for extraterrestrial intelligence. 

• Menzel filed a UFO report in 1949, later wrote several UFO debunking books, and was the most 
prominent public UFO debunker of his time. Many conspiracy theorists see this as a "cover-up" for 
alleged MJ12 - alien connections. 

• Hillenkoetter was on the board of directors of the powerful civilian UFO organization NICAP and 
made public statements to Congress about UFO reality in 1960.

• The National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics (NACA), which Hunsaker chaired from 

1941 -1958, is also known from documents to have occasionally delved into UFO cases. Other 
members of NACA were Bush (1938-1948), Compton (1948-1949), Vandenberg (1948-1953), 
Twining (1953-1957), and Bronk (1948-1958). 

• Teller was a member of a scientific panel in 1949 at Los Alamos National Laboratory looking into 
the UFO phenomenon known as the green fireballs 


Professional and social connections between purported MJ-12 members 

Research has also shown that there were many social and professional connections between many of the 
alleged members of MJ-12. For example, Bush, Hunsaker, Bronk, and Berkner all sat on the oversight 
committee of the Research and Development Board (RDB), which Bush had established and initially 
chaired. Other notables on the RDB oversight committee were Karl Compton, Robert Oppenheimer, and 
Dr. H. P. Robertson, who headed up the debunking Robertson Panel, of which Berkner was a member. As 
mentioned, 1950 Canadian documents indicated that Bush headed up a small, highly secret UFO study 
group within the RDB. 

Various alleged MJ-12 members or participants would also naturally be part of the Presidential office's 
National Security Council, created in 1947. This would include (depending on NSC composition, which 
evolved) various NSC permanent members: Executive Secretary (Souers, Cutler), the Secretary of 
Defense (Forrestal), the Secretary of the Army (Gray), National Security Advisor (Gray), and the Air Force 
Chief of Staff (Vandenberg, Twining). Other nonpermanent members who would attend NSC meetings as 
advisors and implement policy would be the CIA director (Hillenkoetter, Smith), the head of the Research 
and Development Board (Bush, Compton), the President's Special Assistant for National Security Affairs 
(Cutler, Gray), and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs (Twining). Therefore the supposed members and 
participating personnel of MJ-12 would have served on many other high government agencies and could 
conceivably have influenced government policy at many levels. (See also list of supposed current MJ-12 
members below, again indicating various individuals who have served in high government positions.) 

The purported members were trusted and high ranking officials and scientists, with a history of inclusion in 
important government projects and councils; they possessed a diverse range of skills and knowledge while 
also having a high security clearance. At the same time that they possessed these qualities, however, they 
were not so public figures as to be instantly missed should they be called upon in an emergency one 
wished to keep secret. If such a group existed, these members would be the likely types of individuals to be 
part of its membership. 


History 

The history of the MJ-12 papers is highly complex, with a series of often-confusing assertions, counter 
assertions and debates. 
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Arthur Bray's discovery (1978) 

In 1978 Canadian researcher Arthur Bray uncovered previously-classified Canadian UFO documents 
naming Dr. Vannevar Bush as heading a highly secret UFO investigation group within the U.S. Research 
and Development Board. No name for the group was given. Bray published excerpts of the documents in 
his 1979 book, The UFO Connection. 


Paul Bennewitz Connection (1980) 

The earliest citation of the term "MJ Twelve" originally surfaced in a purported U.S. Air Force teletype 
dated November 17, 1980. This so-called "Project Aquarius" teletype had been given to Albuquerque 
physicist and businessman Paul Bennewitz in November, 1980, by U.S. Air Force Office of Special 
Investigations counterintelligence officer Richard C. Doty as part of a disinformation campaign to discredit 
Bennewitz, who claimed to have uncovered evidence of extraterrestrials on earth. Bennewitz had 
photographed and recorded electronic data of what he believed to be UFO activity near nearby Kirtland 
AFB, which he had reported to officials at Kirtland. Later it was discovered the Aquarius document was 
phony and had been prepared by Doty. 

One sentence in the lengthy teletype read: 

The official US Government policy and results of Project Aquarius is still classified TOP SECRET with no 
dissemination outside channels and with access restricted to "MJ TWELVE." 

As Greg Bishop writes, "Here, near the bottom of this wordy message in late 1980, was the very first time 
anyone had seen a reference to the idea of a suspected government group called 'MJ Twelve' that 
controlled UFO information. Of course, no one suspected at the time the colossal role that this idea would 
play in 1980s and '90s UFOIogy, and it eventually spread beyond its confines to become a cultural 
mainstay." 

As Bennewitz was the subject of a disinformation campaign, many investigators are automatically 
suspicious of any documents or claims made in association with the Bennewitz affair. Because the entire 
M J-12 affair made its appearance only a year after Bray had made public the incriminating Canadian 
documents about the secret UFO committee, one theory[citation needed] is that the Project Aquarius 
teletype was part of a counterintelligence hoax to discredit the information in the just-revealed Canadian 
documents. Thus the various MJ-12 documents could be fake, but the secret committee described in the 
verified Canadian documents could still have been real. 


The Moore/Shandera Documents (1984) 

What came to be known as the "MJ-12 papers" - detailing a secret UFO committee allegedly involving 
Vannevar Bush - first appeared on a roll of film in late 1984 in the mailbox of television documentary 
producer (and amateur ufologist) Jamie Shandera. Shandera had been collaborating with Roswell 
researcher William Moore since 1982. 

Just prior to Bennewitz and the Aquarius document, Moore had been contacted in September 1980 by 
Doty, who described himself as representing a shadowy group of 10 military intelligence insiders who 
claimed to be opposed to UFO secrecy. Moore called them "The Aviary". 
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In January 1981, Doty provided Moore with a copy of the phony Aquarius document with mention of M J 
Twelve. Moore would later claim in 1989 that he began collaborating with AFOSI in spying on fellow 
researchers such as Bennewitz, and dispensing disinformation, ostensibly to gain the trust of the military 
officers, but reality to learn whatever UFO truth they might have, and also to learn how the military 
manipulated UFO researcher. In return, Doty and others were to leak information to him. 

Later it would turn out that some of the UFO documents given Moore were genuine, but others were forged 
by Doty and compatriots, or were retyped and altered from the originals. Furthermore, the film mailed 
Shandera with the M J-12 documents was postmarked "Albuquerque," raising the obvious suspicion that 
the MJ-12 documents were more bogus documents arising from Doty and AFOSI in Albuquerque. 

In 1983, Doty also targeted UFO researcher and journalist Linda Moulton Flowe, revealing alleged 
high-level UFO documents, including those describing crashed alien flying saucers and recovery of aliens. 
Doty again mentioned MJ-12, explaining that OMJO stood for OMajorityO (not OMajesticO) 

Moore soon showed a copy of the Aquarius/MJ 12 teletype given him by Doty to researchers Brad Sparks 
and Kal Korff. In 1983, Moore also sought Sparks' reaction to a plan to create counterfeit government UFO 
documents, hoping to induce former military officers to speak out. Sparks strongly urged Moore not do this. 

The previous year Moore had similarly approached nuclear physicist and UFO researcher Stanton T. 
Friedman about creating bogus Roswell documents, again with the idea of encouraging witnesses to come 
forward. Also, in early 1982, Moore had approached former National Enquirer reporter Bob Pratt (who had 
first published a story on Roswell in the Enquirer in 1980). Moore asked Pratt to collaborate on novel called 
MAJIK-12. 

As a result, Pratt always believed that the Majestic-12 papers were a hoax, either perpetrated personally 
by Moore or perhaps by AFOSI, with Doty using Moore as a willing target. Moore, however, flatly denied 
creating the documents, but eventually thought that maybe he had been set up. Noted UFO skeptic Philip 
J. Klass would also argue that Moore was the most likely hoaxer of the initial batch of MJ-12 documents. 

Unlike Pratt, who was convinced they were a hoax, Friedman would investigate the historical and technical 
details in the MJ-12 documents and become their staunchest defender. 


The 1984/1985 MJ-12 Papers 


The Eisenhower Briefing Document 

The film received by Shandera in 1984 consisted of two MJ-12 documents. The main document, dated 
November 18,1952, was supposedly prepared by Rear Admiral Roscoe Hillenkoetter, the first CIA 
director, to brief incoming president Dwight Eisenhower on the committee's progress. The document lists 
all the MJ-12 members and discusses United States Air Force investigations and concealment of a 
crashed alien spacecraft near Roswell, New Mexico, plus another crash in northern Mexico in December 
1950. 

Eisenhower did indeed receive extensive briefings November 18,1952, including a briefing at the 
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Pentagon by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, which would have included alleged MJ-12 members Twining and 
Vandenberg. However, EisenhowerOs Pentagon briefing is still classified and thus the subject matter 
discussed remains speculative. 


The Cutler/Twining memo (1985) 

In 1985, Shandera and Moore began receiving post cards postmarked ONew ZealandO with a return 
address of "Box 189, Addis Ababa, Ethiopia." The cards contained a series of cryptic messages referring 
to "Reeses [sic] Pieces" and "Suitland" (among other terms) that Shandera and Moore assumed were a 
code; however, they were unable to "decode" the seeming message. 

A few months later, a happenstance request from Friedman unlocked the mystery: busy due to previous 
obligations, Friedman asked Moore and Shandera to examine newly declassified Air Force documents at 
the National Archives (NARA) repository in Suitland, Maryland; the head archivist there was named Ed 
Reese. 

After a few days in Suitland, Shandera and Moore discovered yet another MJ-12 document, the so-called 
Cutler/Twining memo, dated July 14, 1954. Interestingly enough, the memo turned up in "Box 189" of the 
record group. In this memo, NSC Executive Secretary and EisenhowerOs National Security Advisor Robert 
Cutler informed Air Force Chief of Staff (and alleged MJ-12 member) Nathan Twining of a change of plans 
in a scheduled MJ-12 briefing. 

The Cutler-Twining memo lacked a distinctive catalog number, leading many to suspect that whether 
hoaxed or genuine, the memo was almost certainly planted in the archives. 

Moore and Shandera have been accused of hoaxing the memo and then planting it in the archives. 
However, Friedman notes that the memo, unlike the other early MJ-12 papers which were available only as 
photos, is on original onionskin paper widely used by the government at that time. It also has some subtle 
historical and other details that a civilian hoaxer would be unlikely to know, such as a red pencil 
declassification marking also found with the other declassified files. 

Furthermore, NARA security procedures would make it difficult for a visitor to the Archives to plant such a 
document; even the skeptical Klass argued that NARA security procedures made it highly unlikely that 
Shandera and Moore could have planted the Cutler-Twining memo in the archives. Instead, Friedman has 
argued that one of the many Air Force personnel involved in declassifying NARA documents could easily 
have planted the Cutler/Twining memo in with other unrelated documents. 

However, most researchers have argued[citation needed] that various subtle details point to a forgery 
(though this doesnOt negate FriedmanOs point that the memo could have been planted by someone in the 
Air Force). For example, the date of the alleged MJ-12 meeting does not correspond to any known meeting 
of import. 

The National Archives has received many requests for documentation and information about "Project 
MJ-12." Many of the inquiries concern a memorandum from Robert Cutler to Gen. Nathan Twining, dated 
July 14,1954. This particular document poses problems for the following reasons: 

1. The document was located in Record Group 341, entry 267. The series is filed by a Top Secret register 
number. This document does not bear such a number. 
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2. The document is filed in the folder T4-1846. There are no other documents in the folder regarding 
"NSC/MJ-12." 

3. Researchers on the staff of the National Archives have searched in the records of the Secretary of 
Defense, the Joint Chiefs on Staff, Headquarters U.S. Air Force, and in other related files. No further 
information has been found on this subject. 

4. Inquiries to the U.S. Air Force, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the National Security Council failed to 
produce further information. 

5. The Freedom of Information Office of the National Security Council informed the National Archives that 
"Top Secret Restricted Information" is a marking which did not come into use at the National Security 
Council until the Nixon Administration. The Eisenhower Presidential Library also confirm that this particular 
marking was not used during the Eisenhower Administration. 

6. The document in question does not bear an official government letterhead or watermark. The NARA 
conservation specialist examined the paper and determined it was a ribbon copy prepared on "diction 
onionskin." The Eisenhower Library has examined a representative sample of the documents in its 
collection of the Cutler papers. All documents in the sample created by Mr. Cutler while he served on the 
NSC staff have an eagle watermark in the bond paper. The onionskin carbon copies have either an eagle 
watermark or no watermark at all. Most documents sent out by the NSC were prepared on White House 
letterhead paper. For the brief period when Mr. Cutler left the NSC, his carbon copies were prepared on 
"prestige onionskin." 

7. The National Archives searched the Official Meeting Minute Files of the National Security Council and 
found no record of an NSC meeting on July 16,1954. A search of all NSC Meeting Minutes for July 1954 
found no mention of MJ-12 nor Majestic. 

8. The Judicial, Fiscal and Social Branch searched the indices of the NSC records and found no listing for: 
MJ-12, Majestic, unidentified flying objects, UFO, flying saucers, or flying discs. 

9. NAJA found a memo in a folder titled "Special Meeting July 16,1956" which indicated that NSC 
members would be called to a civil defense exercise on July 16,1956. 

10. The Eisenhower Library states, in a letter to the Military Reference Branch, dated July 16,1987: 
"president Eisenhower's Appointment Books contain no entry for a special meeting on July 16,1954 which 
might have included a briefing on MJ-12. Even when the President had 'off the record' meetings, the 
Appointment Books contain entries indicating the time of the meeting and the participants ... 

"The Declassification office of the National Security Council has informed us that it has no record of any 
declassification action having been taken on this memorandum or any other documents on this alleged 
project..." 

Robert Cutler, at the direction of President Eisenhower, was visiting overseas military installations of the 
day he supposedly issued this memorandum - July 14,1954. The Administration Series in Eisenhower's 
Papers as President contains Cutler's memorandum and report to the President upon his return from the 
trip. The memorandum is dated July 20,1954 and refers to Cutler's visits to installations in Europe and 
North Africa between July 3 and 15. Also, within the NSC Staff Papers is a memorandum dated July 3, 

1954, from Cutler to his two subordinates, James S. Lay and J. Patrick Cone, explaining how they should 
handle NSC administrative matters during his absence; one would assume that if the memorandum to 
Twining were genuine, Lay or Cone would have signed it." 
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The FBI Investigation 

The M J-12 documents were first made public in 1987 by Shandera, Moore, and Friedman. Another copy of 
the same documents Shandera received in 1984 was mailed to British researcher Timothy Good in 1987, 
again from an anonymous source. Good first reproduced them in his best-selling book Above Top Secret 
(1988), but later disowned the documents as likely fraudulent. 

After the documents became widely known with the publication of GoodOs book, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigations then began its own investigation, urged on by debunker Philip J. Klass. The MJ-12 
documents were supposedly classified as "Top Secret", and the FBI's initial concern was that someone 
within the U.S. government had illegally leaked highly classified information. 

The FBI quickly formed doubts as to the documents' authenticity. FBI personnel contacted the U.S. Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations (counterintelligence), asking if MJ-12 had ever existed. AFOSI 
claimed that no such committee had ever been authorized or formed, and that the documents were 
Obogus.O The FBI adopted the AFOSI opinion and the FBIOs official position became that the MJ-12 
documents were "completely bogus.O 

However, when Stanton Friedman contacted the AFOSI officer, Col. Richard Weaver, who had rendered 
this opinion, Friedman said Weaver refused to document his assertion. Friedman also noted that Weaver 
had taught disinformation and propaganda courses for AFOSI and was principal author of the Air ForceOs 
debunking Roswell report in 1994. (Friedman, 110-115) 

Timothy Good in Beyond Top Secret also noted that Weaver in 1994 was the Director of Security and 
Special Programs Oversight of AFOSIOs Pentagon office, a very high level organization within the Office 
of the Secretary of the Air Force. Good commented that AFOSI is Oan agency whose work involves 
counterintelligence and deception, and which has a long record of deep involvement in the UFO problem.O 
Within WeaverOs office were 'special planners.' 

According to Good, "In Air Force parlance, the term 'special plans' is a euphemism for deception as well as 
for 'perception management' plans and operations." Conducting an interview with one Roswell witness, 
Weaver himself admitted, OWeOre the people who keep the secrets.O It is difficult to tell from interviews 
such as these, as the cold war tactics of deceptions within deceptions are intentionally vague as to where 
the disinformation and coverup of espionage ends and the government's actual investigation into UFOs 
begins. 

William Moore would later reveal that the whole New Mexico UFO disinformation scheme was run out of 
the Pentagon by a Colonel Barry Hennessey of AFOSI. When the Defense Department phone directory 
was checked, Hennessey was listed under the "Dept, of Special Techniques." Working under him at the 
time was the same Col. Weaver. 

Friedman therefore raised the question as to whether Weaver rendered an objective intelligence opinion 
about the authenticity of the M J-12 papers or was deliberately misleading the FBI as a counterintelligence 
and disinformation agent, much like Doty had done with Moore and Howe earlier. Journalist Howard Blum 
in his book Out There (1990) further described the FBIOs difficulty in getting at the truth of the matter. One 
frustrated FBI agent told Blum, "All weOre finding out is that the government doesnOt know what it knows. 
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There are too many secret levels. You canOt get a straight story. It wouldnOt surprise me if we never know 
if the papers are genuine or not." 


MJ-12 in Later Conspiracy Theory 

Soon after their disclosure, MJ-12 was absorbed into many other alleged conspiracies; Milton William 
Cooper's works (especially Behold A Pale Horse) are key in this introducing MJ-12 to a wider, 
conspiratorially-minded audience, and have generated significant criticism as unfounded. Some of these 
later versions insist that the "M" in "MJ-12" stands not for "Majestic" but for "Majority". According to less 
extravagant conspiracy theory lore, Majestic 12 was created with a more humble goal: to cover up alien 
activities on Earth, and liaise with the aliens to obtain technology in exchange for knowledge and testing on 
human biology. 


Present-day MJ-12 

Many theories suggest that MJ-12's efforts continue to the present. For example, UFO researcher Bill 
Hamilton says he has identified the present-day members of MJ-12. Gordon Novel, a shadowy figure 
associated with various CIA conspiracies, Watergate, and the Jim Garrison investigation of the Kennedy 
assassination, in a recent interview, further adds that most are Americans with a few foreigners. Allegedly 
they were involved with Kennedy's murder because Kennedy wanted to end the cover-up. They are major 
world power brokers and manipulate events behind the scenes in a bid for total world power. Supposedly a 
key motivation behind the cover-up is back-engineering captured alien technology in order to obtain such 
domination. Moreover, many criminal acts have been committed towards this end, including numerous 
murders to maintain security and control of international drug trafficking to pay for the huge research and 
security costs. Novel background and interview 

Another person to say that MJ-12 still existed was Dr. Eric Walker. When originally contacted, Walker said 
he had known of their existence since their creation in 1947. Similar to Novel, Walker in a later 1990 
interview said the current membership was mostly American but had added some foreigners. They were a 
highly elite group of individuals and Walker repeatedly discouraged interviewers from trying to learn more, 
saying there was nothing the average person could do.

Project Grudge 
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Project Grudge was a short-lived project by the U.S. Air Force to investigate unidentified flying objects 
(UFOs). Grudge succeeded Project Sign in February, 1949, and was then followed by Project Blue Book. 
The project formally ended in December 1949, but actually continued on in a very minimal capacity until 
late 1951. Project Sign had been active from 1947 to 1949. Some of Sign's personnel including director 
Robert Sneider, favored the extraterrestrial hypothesis as the best explanation for UFO reports. They 
prepared the Estimate of the Situation arguing their case. This theory was ultimately rejected by 
high-ranking officers, and Project Sign was dissolved and replaced by Project Grudge. 


Project Bluebook 

Project Blue Book was one of a series of systematic studies of Unidentified flying objects (UFOs) 
conducted by the United States Air Force (U.S.A.F.). Started in 1952, it was the second revival of such a 
study. A termination order was given for the study in December 1969, and all activity under its auspices 
ceased in January 1970. Project Blue Book had two goals: to determine if UFOs were a threat to national 
security, and to scientifically analyze UFO-related data. Thousands of UFO reports were collected, 
analyzed and filed. As the result of the Condon Report, which concluded there was nothing anomalous 
about any UFOs, Project Blue Book was ordered shut down in December 1969. This project was the last 
publicly known UFO research project led by the USAF. 

By the time Project Blue Book ended, it had collected 12,618 UFO reports, and concluded that most of 
them were misidentifications of natural phenomena (clouds, stars, et cetera) or conventional aircraft. A few 
were considered hoaxes. 701 of the reports - about six percent - were classified as unknowns, defying 
detailed analysis. The UFO reports were archived and are available under the Freedom of Information Act, 
but names and other personal information of all witnesses have been redacted. Though many accepted 
Blue Book's final conclusions that there was nothing extraordinary about UFOs, critics - then and now - 
have charged that Blue Book, especially in its later years, was engaging in dubious research, or even 
perpetuating a cover up of UFO evidence. Some evidence suggests that not only did some UFO reports 
bypass Blue Book entirely, but that the U.S. Air Force continued collecting and studying UFO reports after 
Blue Book had been discontinued, despite official claims to the contrary. 


The Trilateral Commission 



r The Trilateral Commission is a private organization, established to foster closer 

K i cooperation between America, Europe and Japan. It was founded in July 1973, at 

J W| the initiative of David Rockefeller; who was Chairman of the Council on Foreign 

M k Relations at that time. The Trilateral Commission is widely seen as a counterpart to 

A the Council on Foreign Relations. Fie pushed the idea of including Japan at the 
Bilderberg meetings he was attending but was rebuffed. Along with Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and a few other people, including individuals from the Brookings 
Institution, Council on Foreign Relations and the Ford Foundation, he convened initial meetings out of 
which grew the Trilateral organization. 
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Other founding members included Alan Greenspan and Paul Volcker, both eventually heads of the Federal 
Reserve system. 

Its first executive committee meeting was held in Tokyo in October 1973. In May 1976, the first plenary 
meeting of all of the Commission's regional groups took place in Kyoto, attended by Jimmy Carter. 

Today it consists of approximatively 3000350 private citizens from Europe, Pacific Asia (Asia & Oceania), 
and North America, and exists to promote closer political and economic cooperation between these areas, 
which are the primary industrial regions in the world. Its official journal from its founding is a magazine 
called Trialogue. 

Membership is divided into numbers proportionate to each of its three regional areas. These members 
include corporate CEOs, politicians of all major parties, distinguished academics, university presidents, 
labor union leaders and not-for-profits involved in overseas philanthropy. Members who gain a position in 
their respective country's government must resign from the Commission. 

The organization has come under much scrutiny and criticism by political activists and academics working 
in the social and political sciences. The Commission has found its way into a number of conspiracy 
theories, especially when it became known that President Jimmy Carter appointed 26 former Commission 
members to senior positions in his Administration. 

Later it was revealed that Carter himself was a former Trilateral member. In the 1980 election, it was 
revealed that Carter and his two major opponents, John B. Anderson and George H. W. Bush, were also 
members, and the Commission became a campaign issue. Ronald Reagan supporters noted that he was 
not a Trilateral member, but after he was chosen as Republican nominee he chose Bush as his running 
mate; as president, he appointed a few Trilateral members to Cabinet positions and held a reception for the 
Commission in the White House in 1984. 

The John Birch Society, which takes a conspiracy-oriented view, believes that the Trilateral Commission is 
dedicated to a one-world government. 

In 1980, Holly Sklar released a book titled Trilateralism: the Trilateral Commission and Elite Planning for 
World Management. Since many of the members were businesspeople or bankers, actions that they took 
or encouraged that helped the banking industry have been noted. Jeremiah Novak, writing in the July 1977 
issue of Atlantic, said that after international oil prices rose when Nixon set price controls on American 
domestic oil, many developing countries were required to borrow from banks to buy oil: "The Trilaterists' 
emphasis on international economics is not entirely disinterested, for the oil crisis forced many developing 
nations, with doubtful repayment abilities, to borrow excessively. 

All told, private multinational banks, particularly Rockefeller's Chase Manhattan, have loaned nearly $52 
billion to developing countries. An overhauled IMF would provide another source of credit for these nations, 
and would take the big private banks off the hook.This proposal is the cornerstone of the Trilateral plan." 

The North American continent is represented by 107 members (15 Canadian, seven Mexican and 85 U.S. 
citizens). The European group has reached its limit of 150 members, including citizens from Austria, 

Belgium, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, France, Germany, Greece, Hungary, 

Ireland, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, Romania, Russia, Slovenia, Spain, Sweden, 

Turkey and the United Kingdom. 

At first, Asia and Oceania were represented only by Japan. However, in 2000 the Japanese group of 85 
members expanded itself, becoming the Pacific Asia group, composed of 117 members: 75 Japanese, 11 
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South Koreans, seven Australian and New Zealand citizens, and 15 members from the ASEAN nations 
(Indonesia, Malaysia, Philippines, Singapore and Thailand). The Pacific Asia group also includes nine 
members from China, Hong Kong and Taiwan.

The Jason Society Theory 

As the story goes ... allegedly former President Eisenhower commissioned a secret society known as the 
Jason Society under the leadership of the following; Director of Central Intelligence, Allen Welsh Dulles, Dr

MAJIC is also MAJI. 

MJ-1 is the classification for the director of MAJI, who is the director of the CIA and reports only to the 
President. Other members of MAJI are designnated MJ-2, MJ-3, etc. This is why there is some confusion 
about references of MJ-12, the group or MJ-12 the person. 

Designation for MJ-12, the group are MAJI or MAJIC Designation in official documents about MJ-12 
means the person only. 

In 1947, PROJECT SIGN was created to acquire as much information as possible about UFO's, their 
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performance characteristics and their purposes. In order to preserve security, liason between Project Sign 
and M J-12 was limited to two individuals within the intelligence division of the Air Material Command 
whose roll was to pass along certain types of information through channels. Project Sign evolved Project 
Grudge in December of 1948. Project Grudge had an overt civilian counterpart named PROJECT BLUE 
BOOK, with which we are all familiar. Only "Safe" reports were passed to Project Blue Book. 

MJ-12 was originally organized by General George C. Marshall in July 1947 to study the 
Roswell-Magdalena UFO crash recovery and debris. Admiral Hillenkoetter, director of the CIA from May 1, 
1947 until September 1950, decided to activate the "Robertson Panel," which was designed to monitor 
civilian UFO study groups that were appearing all over the country. He also joined NICAP in 1956 and was 
chosen as a member of its board of directors. It was from this position that he was able to act as the MJ-12 
"Mole", along with his team of other covert experts. They were able to steer NICAP in any direction they 
wanted to go. With the "Flying Saucer Program" under complete control of M J-12 and with the physical 
evidence hidden away, General Marshall felt more at ease with this very bizarre situation. These men and 
their successors have most successfully kept most of the public fooled up to the present, including much of 
the western world, by setting up false experts and throwing their influence behind them to make their plan 
work, with considerable success until now. 

Within 6 months of the Roswell crash on July 2,1947 and the finding of another crashed UFO at San 
Augustine Flats near Magdelena, New Mexico on July 3,1947, a great deal of reorganization of agencies 
and shuffling of people took place. The main thrust behind the original "Security Lid", and the very reason 
for its construction, was the analysis and attempted duplication of the technologies of the discs. The 
activity was headed up by the following groups. 

1. The Research and Development Board (R&DB) 

2. Air Force Research and Development (AFRD) 

3. The Office of Naval Research (ONR) 

4. CIA Office of Scientific Intelligence (CIA-OSI) 

5. NSA Office of Scientific Intelligence (NSA-OSI) 

No single one of these groups knew the whole story, which is not uncommon in conspiratorial circles. Each 
group was to know only the parts that M J-12 allowed them to know. M J-12 also operates through the 
various civilian intelligence and investigative groups. The CIA and FBI are manipulated by MJ-12 to carry 
out their purposes. The NSA was created in the first place to protect the secret of the recovered flying 
discs, and eventually got complete control over all communication intelligence. This control allows the NSA 
to monitor any individual through mail, telephone, telexes, telegrams, and now through on-line computers, 
monitoring private andpersonal communications as they may desire. 


Alleged Majic Projects 

SIGMA is the project which first established communications with the Aliens and is responsible for 
communications. 
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PLATO is the project responsible for Diplomatic Relations with the Aliens. This project secured a formal 
treaty with the aliens. 

AQUARIUS is the project which compiled the history of the Alien presence and interaction on Earth and 
the HOMO SAPIENS. 

GARNET is the project responsible for control of all information and documents regarding the Alien 
subjects and accountability of their information and documents. 

PLUTO is a project responsible for evaluating all UFO and IAC information pertaining to space technology. 

POUNCE project was formed to recover all downed and/or crashed craft and Aliens. This project provided 
cover stories and operations to mask the true endeavor, whenever necessary. Covers which have been 
used were crashed experimental aircraft, construction, Mining, etc. This project has been successful and is 
ongoing today. 

NRO is the National Recon Organization based at Fort Carson, Colorado. It's responsible for security on all 
Alien or Alien Spacecraft connected to the projects. 

DELTA is the designation for the specific arm of NRO which is especially trained and tasked with security 
of all MAJI projects. It's a security team and task force from NRO especially trained to provide Alien tasked 
projects and LUNA security (Also has the CODE NAME: "Men In Black" [MIB]). This project is ongoing. 

BLUE TEAM is the first project responsible for reaction and/or recovery of downed and/or crashed Alien 
craft and/or Aliens. This was a U.S. Air Force Material Command project. 

SIGN is the second project responsible for collection of intelligence and determining whether Alien 
presence constitutes a treat to the U.S. National Security. SIGN absorbed the BLUE TEAM project. This 
was a U.S. Air Force and CIA project. 

REDLIGHT was the project to test fly recovered Alien craft. This project was postponed after every attempt 
resulted in the destruction of the craft and death of the pilots. This project was carried out at AREA 51, 
Groom Lake, (Dreamland) in Nevada. Project REDLIGHT was resumed in 1972. This project has been 
partially successful. UFO sightings of craft accompanied by Black Helicopters are Project REDLIGHT 
assets. This project is now ongoing at AREA 51 in Nevada. (Believed to have moved to Mexico at this time 
for testing). 

SNOWBIRD was established as a cover for Project Redlight. A "Flying Saucer" type aircraft was built using 
conventional technology. It was unveiled to the press and flown in public on several occasions. The 
purpose was to explain accidental sightings or disclosures of Redlight as having been Snowbird crafts. 

This was a very successful disinformation operation. This project is only activated when needed. This 
deception has not been used for many years. This project is currently in mothballs, until it is needed again. 

BLUE BOOK was a U.S. Air Force, UFO, and Alien Intelligence collection and disinformation project. This 
project was terminated and its collected information and duties were absorbed by project Aquarius. A 
classified report named "Grudge/Blue Book, Report Number 13" is the only significant information derived 
from the project and is unavailable to the public.

1. With reference to the 26 March 1947 letter from the Deputy 
Chief of Air Staff, on the above subject, to the Commanding General,

2. in view of the close relationship and interdependence of

This action is defensible not only because of the 
close relationship of the research involved, but also because it 
furnishes a going organization to attack the new responsibilities 
which were delegated to AMC without the transfer of a going or¬ 
ganization to carry them out.

3. This command previously asked for 150 top-flight physicists 
in connection with Upper Air Research.

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MJ-12 - The FBI Connection

The purpose of this report is to relate the way in which the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) became 
involved in the investigation of the Majestic 12 documents in the late 1980s. The story is a strange and 
convoluted one and involves the surveillance of U.S. citizens and authors, liaisons with the Air Force (and 
possibly the CIA), and even allegations of Soviet intelligence links to the story. 

That the FBI has had involvement in the UFO subject is no secret: in 1976, the researcher (and author of 
the book The UFO-FBI Connection, 2000) Bruce Maccabee obtained via the Freedom of Information Act 
more than one thousand pages of UFO-related files from the FBI that dated back to 1947; and since then 
additional files have surfaced on a variety of issues linked to the UFO controversy. 

But what of the FBI link to MJ12? 

The first person to publicly air the original batch of two MJ12 documents - the so-called Eisenhower 
Briefing Document and the Truman Memorandum - was the British author Timothy Good, who did so in 
May 1987 in his book Above Top Secret. 

Essentially, the first document is a 1952 briefing prepared by Admiral Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter for 
President-elect Eisenhower , informing him that a UFO and alien bodies had been recovered from the New 
Mexico desert in 1947. The second is a 1947 memorandum from President Flarry Truman to Secretary of 
Defense James Forrestal (below image), authorizing the establishment of MJ12. 


Shortly after Good's publication of the documents, additional copies surfaced in the USA via the research 
team of Stanton Friedman (a nuclear physicist), William Moore (the co-author of the book, The Roswell 
Incident) and Jaime Shandera (a television producer). 

Moore had been working quietly with a number of intelligence "insiders" who had contacted him shortly 
after publication of The Roswell Incidents 1980. From time to time various official-looking papers would 
be passed onto Moore, the implication being that someone in the U.S. Government, military or Intelligence 
Community wished to make available information on UFOs that would otherwise have remained forever 
outside of the public domain. It was as a result of Moore's insider dealings that a roll of film negatives 
displaying the documents was delivered in the mail to the home of Shandera in December 1984. 

Moore, Friedman and Shandera worked carefully for two and a half years in an attempt to determine the 
authenticity of the documents. With Timothy Good's release, however, it was decided that the best course 
of action was to follow suit. As a result, a huge controversy was created that continues on fifteen years 
later. 

But how and why did the FBI become embroiled in the MJ12 affair? 

Howard Blum is an award-winning author and former New York Times journalist, twice nominated by the 
editors of that newspaper for the Pulitzer Prize in Investigative Reporting. In 1990, Blum's book Out There 
was released, and detailed his investigation of U.S. military and governmental involvement in the UFO 
subject. 
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According to Blum, on 4 June 1987, the UFO skeptic, Philip J. Klass, wrote to William Baker , Assistant 
Director at the Office of Congressional and Public Affairs. 

"I am enclosing what purport to be Top Secret/Eyes Only documents, which have not been 
properly declassified, now being circulated by William L. Moore, Burbank, California, 91505..." 

The Bureau swung into action. 

Jacques Vallee - the UFO author, investigator, and former principal investigator on Department of 
Defense computer networking projects-stated in his book Revelations (1991) that the FBI turned away 
from the MJ12 documents in "disgust" and professed no interest in the matter. 

Papers and comments made to me by the FBI and the Air Force Office of Special Investigations, however, 
reflect a totally different scenario. Furthermore, there are indications that the FBI launched (or were at least 
involved in) several MJ12-linked investigations during the late 1980s. 

Of those investigations, one definitely began in the latter part of 1988. Howard Blum has stated that of 
those approached by the FBI "in the fall of 1988", one was a "Working Group" established under the 
auspices of the Defense Intelligence Agency tasked with looking at the UFO problem. In 1990, Blum was 
interviewed by UFO Magazine (Vol. 5, No. 5), and was asked if the Working Group could have been a 
"front" for another even more covert investigative body within the U.S. government. Blum's response aptly 
sums up one of the major problems faced by both those inside and outside of government when trying to 
determine exactly who knows what. 

"Interestingly," said Blum, "members of [the Working Group] aired that possibility themselves. 

When looking into the MJ12 papers, some members of the group said - and not in jest - 

'Perhaps we're just a front organization for some sort of MJ12. Suppose, in effect, 
we conclude the MJ12 papers are phony, are counterfeit. Then we've solved the 
entire mystery for the government, relieving them of the burden in dealing with it, 
and at the same time, we allow the real secret to remain held by a higher source.' 

An FBI agent told me there are so many secret levels within the government that even the 
government isn't aware of it!" 

We also know that what was possibly a separate fall 1988 investigation was conducted by the FBI's 
Foreign Counter-Intelligence division (which I have been advised operated out of Washington and New 
York). Some input into the investigation also came from the FBI office in Dallas, Texas (the involvement of 
the latter confirmed to me by Oliver B. Revell, Special Agent in Charge at Dallas FBI). 

On 15 September 1988, an agent of the Air Force Office of Special Investigations contacted Dallas FBI 
and supplied the Bureau with another copy of the MJ12 papers. This set was obtained from a source 
whose identity, according to documentation released to me by the Bureau, AFOSI has deemed must 
remain classified to this day. 

Before addressing the involvement of the FBI's Foreign Counter-Intelligence division in this matter, let us 
focus our attention on Dallas FBI. On 25 October 1988, the Dallas office transmitted a two-page Secret 
Airtel to headquarters that read as follows: 

Enclosed for the Bureau is an envelope which contains a possible classified document. Dallas notes that 
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within the last six weeks, there has been local publicity regarding 'OPERATION MAJESTIC-12' with at 
least two appearances on a local radio talk show, discussing the MAJESTIC-12 OPERATION , the 
individuals involved, and the Government's attempt to keep it all secret. 

It is unknown if this is all part of a publicity campaign. [Censored] from OSI, advises that 'OPERATION 
BLUE BOOK,' mentioned in the document on page 4 did exist. Dallas realizes that the purported document 
is over 35 years old, but does not know if it has been properly declassified. The Bureau is requested to 
discern if the document is still classified. Dallas will hold any investigation in abeyance until further direction 
from FBIHQ. 

Partly as a result of the actions of the Dallas FBI Office and partly as a result of the investigation 
undertaken by the FBI's Foreign Counter-Intelligence people, on 30 November 1988 an arranged meeting 
took place in Washington DC between agents of the Bureau and those of AFOSI. If the AFOSI had 
information on MJ12, said the Bureau, they would like to know. 

A Secret communication back to the Dallas office from Washington on 2 December 1988 read: 

This communication is classified Secret in its entirety. Reference Dallas Airtel dated October 25 
1988. Reference Airtel requested that FBIHQ determine if the document enclosed by 
referenced Airtel was classified or not. The Office of Special Investigations, US Air Force, 
advised on November 30,1988, that the document was fabricated. Copies of that document 
have been distributed to various parts of the United States. The document is completely bogus. 

Dallas is to close captioned investigation. 

At first glance, that would seem to lay matters to rest once and for all. Unfortunately, it does not. There can 
be no dispute that the Air Force has played a most strange game with respect to MJ12. 

The FBI was assured by AFOSI that the MJ12 papers were fabricated. However, Special Agent Frank 
Batten, Jr., chief of the Information Release Division at the Investigative Operations Center with the 
USAF, admitted to me on 30 April 1993 that AFOSI is not now maintaining (nor ever has maintained) any 
records pertaining to either MJ12, or any investigation thereof. 

This begs an important question. How was AFOSI able to determine that the papers were faked if no 
investigation on their part was undertaken? Batten has also advised me that while AFOSI did "discuss" the 
MJ12 documents with the FBI, incredibly they made absolutely no written reference to that meeting in any 
shape or form. This is most odd: government and military agencies are methodical when it comes to 
documenting possible breaches of security. 

Richard L. Weaver, formerly the Deputy for Security and Investigative Programs with the U.S. Air Force 
(and the author of the US Air Force's 1995 near-1000 page report, The Roswell Report: Fact Vs. Fiction in 
the New Mexico Desert), advised me similarly on 12 October 1993. 

"The Air Force considers the MJ12 (both the group described and the purported documents to 
be bogus," stated Weaver. 

He, too, conceded, however, that there were "no documents responsive" to my request for Air Force files 
on how just such a determination was reached. Stanton Friedman has also stated that, based on his 
correspondence with Weaver on the issue of MJ12, he too is dissatisfied with the responses that he 
received after filing similar FOIA requests relating to the way in which the Air Force made its 'bogus' 
determination. 
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Moreover, there is the fact that AFOSI informed the FBI that, "copies of that document have been 
distributed to various parts of the United States." To make such a statement AFOSI simply must have 
conducted some form of investigation or have been in receipt of data from yet another agency. On the other 
hand, if AFOSI truly did not undertake any such investigation into MJ12, then its statement to the FBI 
decrying the value of the documents is essentially worthless, since it is based on personal opinion rather 
than sound evaluation. 

If the Bureau learned anything further about MJ12 in the post-1989 period, then that information has not 
surfaced under the terms of the Freedom of Information Act. Perhaps the Bureau, unable to get satisfactory 
answers from the military and the intelligence community, simply gave up the chase; I do not know. 

I do know, thanks to Richard L. Huff, Bureau Co-Director within the Office of Information and Privacy, that 
MJ12 remains the subject of an FBI headquarters Main File that is titled "Espionage." Today that file is in 
"closed status." But why would the MJ12 documents be linked with a FBI HQ Main File titled "Espionage?" 
It is here that we have to turn our attention to the FBI's Foreign Counter-Intelligence division. 

Some of the information related above was published in my book The FBI Files. As is often the case with 
published authors, people who read their books will contact them with information based on the material 
contained within the pages of the book. In the wake of the publication of The FBI Files, I was contacted by 
a man about whom I will say little. 

I will say that he offered that he had formerly served with the FBI in the time period that the FBI was 
investigating MJ12 and had knowledge of the Bureau's interest in the MJ12 documents. He also supplied 
information that convinced me that he was genuine. According to the man, the FBI had actually been aware 
of the intricacies of the MJ12 saga for some two years before Timothy Good published the documents in 
Above Top Secret. 

However, I was advised, the investigation was intensified after the documents were publicized in the U.S. I 
was further told that initially there was a fear on the part of the Air Force and the FBI's Foreign 
Counter-Intelligence people that the MJ12 papers had been fabricated by Soviet intelligence personnel 
who intended using them as "bait." 

That bait was to be used on U.S. citizens who had a personal interest in UFOs but who were also working 
on sensitive defense-related projects - including the Stealth fighter. The hope on the part of the Soviets, it 
was suspected by the FBI and AFOSI, was that by offering the MJ12 papers to those targeted sources 
within the U.S. defense industry, the Soviets would receive something of value of a defense nature in 
return. 

The man was unsure precisely how the investigation concluded. He did know, however, that no charges 
were brought against anyone. This is an ingenious scenario but it must be stressed that my source 
reiterated that the Soviet theory was simply that - a theory and nothing more. It was, he said, one of several 
avenues being actively pursued by the FBI at the time - including the possibility that the MJ12 documents 
had been created as disinformation by the US Government to hide to facts concerning secret 
experimentation undertaken by the US in the immediate post-war era. 

A similar comment to that of my source as it related to the Soviets was made by Gerald Haines, historian 
of the National Reconnaissance Office, in his controversial paper, "CIA's Role in the Study of UFOs: 
1947-1990." 

In a section of the report dealing with CIA involvement in UFO investigations in the 1980s, Haines 
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commented that: 

"Agency analysts from the Life Science Division of OSI and OSWR officially devoted a small 
amount of their time to issues relating to UFOs. These included counterintelligence concerns 
that the Soviets and the KGB were using U.S. citizens and UFO groups to obtain information on 
sensitive U.S. weapons development programs (such as the Stealth aircraft)." 

It should also be noted that the Haines paper claims that no original MJ12 documents were known to exist; 
however, he neglects to reference the so-called Cutler-Twining memorandum that Moore and Shandera 
located in the National Archives. 

There is further evidence, too, that the FBI has in its archives more information pertaining to MJ12 than has 
surfaced into the public domain thus far. On 16 November 1988, the UFO researcher Larry Bryant wrote to 
Ms. Hope Nakamura of the Center for National Security Studies and advised her that in a then-recent 
conversation with William Moore, he had been informed of Moore's efforts to secure the release of the 
FBI's file on him. The bulk of the FBI's dossier on Moore (which amounted to no less than fifty-five pages) 
was being withheld for reasons directly affecting the national security of the United States of America. 

Bryant went on to explain that Moore was attempting to find legal assistance in challenging the 
nondisclosure of the majority of the FBI's file. In a determined effort to lend assistance to Moore, Bryant 
drafted a lengthy and detailed advertisement that he proposed submitting to a number of military 
newspapers for future publication. 

Titled UFO SECRECY/CONGRESS-WATCH, the ad specifically addressed the eye-opening fact that the 
Bureau's file on Moore was classified at no less than Secret level, and that at least one other (unnamed) 
U.S. government agency was also keeping tabs on Moore and his UFO pursuits. In particular those 
pursuits relating to certain "whistle-blower testimony" which Moore had acquired from a variety of sources 
within the American military and government. 

Courageously, Bryant signed off urging those reading the advertisement to contact their local congressman 
and to press for nothing less than a full-scale inquiry into the issue of UFOs. 

Bryant's advertisement was ultimately published (in the 23 November 1988 issue of The Pentagram, a 
publication of the U.S. Army); yet as spirited as it was, it failed to force the FBI to relinquish its files on 
Moore. By 1993, the FBI's dossier on Moore (which was classified at Secret level) was running at sixty-one 
pages, of which Moore had succeeded in gaining access to a mere six. 

In 1989, Bryant , mindful of the FBI's surveillance of William Moore , attempted to force the Bureau to 
release any or all records on Stanton Friedman . 

On 2 August of that year, Bryant received the following response from Richard L. Huff . 

"Mr. Friedman is the subject of one Headquarters main file. This file is classified in its entirety 
and I am affirming the denial of access to it." 

Bryant's efforts on Friedman's behalf came after he (Friedman) had filed FOIA requests with both the 
Bureau and the CIA. The response from the CIA was that it had no responsive files - except for a 'negative' 
name check from the FBI, who subsequently refused to reveal details of either the size of the file or its 
security classification. 

On 28 August 1989, Bryant filed suit in the District Court for the Eastern District of Columbia. "My 
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complaint," explained Bryant, 

"seeks full disclosure of the UFO-related content of the FBI dossier on Stan Friedman. Neither 
Stan not I have been able to convince the U.S. Federal Bureau of Investigation to loosen its 
grasp on that dossier, which Bureau officials assert bears a security classification." 

Fortunately, in Friedman's case, a "small portion" of the FBI's file pertaining to him was eventually released 
(on 13 November 1989) as a result of Bryant's actions. The remainder of the FBI file on Friedman has 
never surfaced. 

What are we to make of all this? Consider the following. 

The FBI conducted several investigations of MJ12 (via its Dallas Office; its Headquarters at Washington, 
DC; and its Foreign Counter-Intelligence division). It had close liaison with the Air Force Office of Special 
Investigations on an MJ12-related operation that may have also involved the CIA in an attempt to crack a 
Soviet intelligence operation that may or may not have existed. 

And the fact that the Bureau holds an extensive Secret file on William Moore (co-author of the first book on 
the Roswell crash and a key figure in the MJ12 saga) and a file of unknown size and classification on 
Stanton Friedman is more than notable. It also suggests that more information currently exist in the 
archives of the FBI on MJ12 than has been declassified thus far. 

Whether or not the FBI was ever fully satisfied by its investigations into the murky world of MJ12 and with 
what it was told by the AFOSI is debatable, however. The final word I will leave to one of Howard Blum's 
FBI sources: 

"All we're finding out is that the government doesn't know what it knows. There are too many 
secret levels."

"Th e MJ -12 Documents: An Analytical report," by William L_. 

Moore and his long-time partner, Jaime _H. Shandera, offers fa r 

more than its title _ suggests. The 111-page re por t _ aj s o_ co ve r s 

other suspect "Top Secret/Secret" UFO docume nts which began to 

appear almost a decade before MJ-12 broke in May, 1987. 

Moore and Shandera (M/S) included these other documents to 
try to strengthen their case for t.he authenticity of the MJ-12 
papers. They write: "...these [MJ-12] documents do not stand 

alone, but rather represent the final link (so far as is known) 
in a chain of apparently related documents and events dating at 

least as far back as late 1977." M/S s ee mingly forgot_tha t old 

adage that a chain is no stiongei than its weake st _ 1 ink. 

The M/S report reveals that many of these suspect documents 
trace back to Moore, who has served as a "conduit" to covertly 
feed them into the UFO Movement, and/or to his bosom-buddy, 
Richard C. Doty, formerly a sergeant in the Air Force Office of 
Special Investigations (AFSOI). 

M/S claim that Doty was selected to serve as a liaison- 
courier by a highly placed intelligence source in Washington— 
code named "Fulcon"--who first contacted Moore in Sept. 10 8 0 — 
short 1y after publication of his crashed-saucer book "The Roswell 
Incident." " Falcon and a few associates (allegedly) were 
dissatisfied with the government's UFO coverup and selected 
Moore in the hope he could "help them find a way to change the 
prevailing policy and get the facts to the public without 
breaking any laws in the process." 

One wonders why Falcon (allegedly) selected Moore, i ns t e a d 
of, say, Robert Woodward, of the Washington Post--who broke the.

Scandal--or former NY Times 

reporter Seymour Hersh, who 

won a Pulitzer Prize for investigative reporting, or Jack 

Anderson 

the well-known columnist. 

or Ted Kopell of ABC-TV's 


Night line. All of them are far more influential in changing 
government policy than Moore and have access to a far larger 
audience. And all conveniently live in Washington where Falcon 
(allegedly) resides. If Falcon wanted to work with a prestigious 
pro-UFOlogist, he could have contacted Dr. J. Allen Hynek who was 
still alive in 1980. Seemingly, Falcon is a dum-dum. 

If Falcon needed, af-1 iaison-courier to deal with Moore, it is 
surprising that he did not select a long-time associate in 
Washington. If Falcon had secret material he wanted Moore to 
have, Doty would have to fly to Washington, then fly back to

In early 1 978 , while 5gt. dot y war. r.t at ioned at 1-111 nwort h 

AFB, the Nationa1 _E nquirer received an anonymous letter, 

enclosing what appeared to be an official report, of an shoot.-our 
encounter with ETs that, allegedly had occurred at Ellsworth AFB. 
When the National Enquirer sent a team to Ellsworth to inves¬ 
tigate, they discovered that no such incident had occurred. Its 
team concluded that the report, was counterfeit. 

In the new M/S report, we learn that "Doty has admitted that, 
he was in fact 'aware' of the National Enquirer operation, but. 
claims he was only 'peripherally involved' and had nothing to do 
with fabricating the [bogus] document." But M/S admit, that Doty 
"has consistently refused to discuss the matter further because, 
he says, he is bound by his security oath." 

M/S suggest that this counterfeit Ellsworth UFO document was 
the product of a program to train USAF personnel in disinforma¬ 
tion techniques for counterintelligence work. M/S suggest that 
Doty's demonstrated ability in disinformation at Ellsworth led to 
his being picked later by Falcon. 

In the late 1970s, Sgt. Doty was transferred to Kirtland AFB 
where his job in AFOSI was to investigate criminal mat t eis, 
including fraud. Soon afterwards, in July 1980, APRO--then the 
nation's oldest UFO group, based in Tucson--received an anonymous 
letter telling of a UFO incident in which a Civil Air Patrol 
Cadet, named Craig 1<. Weirzel, hud obtained phut os of the UFo. 
The letter claimed that Weit.zel had reported the incident to "a 
Mr. Dody (sic), a special agent with OSI." Moore, who then lived 
in Arizona and was an APRO official, was asked to investigate the 
case. 


The M/S report, says that Moore's investigation showed that 
the anonymous letter was "loosely based upon an actual UFO case." 
M/S fail to te ll readers that, the e rror was a gross exaggerat ion- 
-there was no UFO landing and no UF O photos. And who had written 

this spur i ous UFO repor t.?_SGT . RICHARD C. DOTY. Shortly 

afterward, in Oct. 1980, Falcon (allegedly) selected Doty to 
serve as his liaison-courier witn Moore. 


Soon, Moore says he was supplying Dot y with information 
about APRO and an Albuquerque UFC'logist, named Paul Rennewitz. 
Before long, as Moore admitted in his infamous talk at the 1989

Moore did not elaborate, but presumably the UFO disinformation 
supplied to Bennewitz was being provided by Doty. If Doty 


he 
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claimed he was acting on "higher authority," Moore seemingly 
accepted Doty's claim as fact. 

In March of 1983, according to the M/S report, "Moore 
received a telephone call telling him that some information was 
going to be made available to him but he would have to go and 
pick it up." After what M/S characterize as "a cloak-and-dagger 
trip across the country," Moore ended up in a motel in an upstate 
New York city. A courier (allegedly) showed up, handed Moore a 
sealed envelope and informed him he had "exactly 1J. minutes" to 
examine the enclosed material. Inside, Moore (allegedly) found 
an 11 page "Top Secret" document entitled "Executive Briefing, 
Subject: Project Aquarius," dated June 14, 1977. 

Moore reports he requested and was given permission to 
photograph the document and to read it into a tape recorder in 
case the photos did not turn out well. After exactly 19 minutes, 
according to Moore, he handed over the material and the courier 
departed. According to Moore, the documents "seemed to be a 
transcription of notes either intended for use in preparing a 
briefing, or taken down during one and typed later." The M/S 
report refers to this document as "The Carter Briefing Notes"-- 
seemingly because Carter was President in 1977. 

Barely one month later, on April 9, 1983, Linda Moulton 
Howe—a TV producer whose interest focuses on claims that UFOs 
kill and mutilate cattle—met with Sgt. Doty in his office at 
Kirtland AFB to discuss a UFO documentary she hoped to produce. 
According to Ms. Howe, "Doty handed me some typed pages which 
were title.d simply 'Briefing Paper for the President of the 
United States about the subject of unidentified flying vehicles. 
...Agent Doty said he had been asked by his superiors to show me 
the briefing paper..." (Howe'account was published in the Dec. 
1987 issue of Just Cause newsletter.) 

Howe remembered some of the classified project names, 
including Aquarius, Sigma, Snowbird and Pounce. In 1987, Moore 
and Shandera made public three of the 11 sheets of the "President 
Carter Briefing Notes." Project names listed included: 

Aquarius, Sigma, Snowbird and Pounce. 

Is it conceivable that Moore went flying around the country 
in response to changing instructions in order to briefly examine 
the "President Carter Briefing Notes" which his bosom-buddy Sgt. 
Doty already had in his possession and showed to Ms. Howe a month 
later. Or is this "dis information" that Moore admits he began to 
employ in the early 1980s? 

f. 

Doty replied to Howe's charges in a letter dated Mar. 3, 
1988, written shortly after he retired from the USAF, which was 
published in the June 1988 issue of Just Cause. Doty admitted 
he had met with Howe but flatly denied he had showed her any 
Presidential briefing paper. (The same issue carried a sworn 
statement by Howe, made "under penalty of perjury," that her 




earlier account was true.) 
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In Doty's letter, he stated "I know of no secret Government 
investigation of UFOs. I have never heard of MJ-12 or any secret 
Government agency that investigates UFOs....I have nothing 
further to discuss . " 


In the section of the M/S report dealing with "The Carter 
Briefing Notes," there is no mention of the Howe's claim that 
Doty showed her the document on April 9, 1983. Nor of Doty's 
flat statement that he has "never heard of MJ-12 of any secret 
Government agency that investigates UFOs. This is but one of 
many examples of "coverup" in the M/S report. 

(In late 1987, when I had plans to visit Albuquerque on 
other business, I called Dr. Bruce S. Maccabee , who had earlier 
interviewed Doty in connection with a 1980 UFO report at Kirtland 
AFB., which Doty had investigated, to obtain Doty's telephone 
number so I could arrange an interview. Maccabee told me that he 
had been told by Moore that the Sgt. Richard C. Doty now based at 
Kirtland was a different Sgt. Richard C. Doty than the one that 
Maccabee had earlier interviewed. I found that hard to believe 
so I turned to official USAF channels to locate Doty and on Jan. 
8, 1988, I had a lengthy telephone interview with him. During 
this interview, Dot.y lold me 11 1 have an affidavit, signed by Bill 
Moore that was executed in court with my attorney present that

happened at Kirtland in 1980." I asked Doty to send me a copy of 
this alleged document but never received it.) 

In early 1985, Sgt. Doty was transferred to West Germany and 
assigned to counter-intelligence work. If he was really serving 
as Falcon's trusted liaison-courier with M/S—one should think 
that Falcon would have enough political clout to arrange for Sgt. 
Doty to remain at Kirtland, or to be transferred to Washington. 
Only a few weeks before Doty left Albuquerque for his new post, 
M/S reportedly received the MJ-12 papers from an anonymous 
sender. The MJ-12 papers--on undeveloped 35 mm. film--had been 
mailed from Albuquerque. 

While Doty was in West Germany, his superiors became 
suspicious that some of his reports of alleged contacts with 
Communist secret agents were concocted tales. When Doty was 
given a "lie detector" test dealing with some of his wild tales, 
he flunked it. As a result, Doty was dropped from the AFOSI and 
transferred back to Kirtland AFB. in late 1986. His last year in 
the USAF was spent working as a "food services specialist," 
managing the mess hall. One can find no mention of this reported 
Doty escapade in the M /^ report or of the disinformation expert's 
end-of-career pos iticti as a " food serv ices spe cialist.". 

In the "UFO Coverup-Live" TV show, broadcast Oct. 14, 1988, 
Shandera said "Falcon's position gives him access to the MJ-12 




Infrastructure." Yet, seemingly, he has not been able to supply 
m/s witn tne name or a single current member ot mj- 1^. (All the 
original members listed in the MJ-12 papers were [conveniently] 
deceased by the time Moore/Shandera released the documents.) 

(If you saw that TV show, you'll remember that Falcon, 
whose face and voice were electronically disguised, made some 
startling revelations about the live ETs which the U.S. govern¬ 
ment (allegedly) has in custody. Falcon revealed that the 
"aliens enjoy music--all types of music—especially ancient 
Tibetan style music." When asked what they eat. Falcon replied: 
"They like vegetables and their favorite dish or snack is ice 
cream— especially strawberry." ) 

Shortly after the show, UFOlogist Robert Hastings reported 
that one of the TV show's staff had identified Falcon as being 
Richard C. Doty . (It is standard practice to get all guests to 
sign a release, using their real names.) To test Hastings' 
claim, I arranged for some of Doty's former AFOSI associates at 
Kirtland to view a video tape of Falcon's appearance. They 
concluded that Falcon was indeed Doty. 

In response to Hastings' charge, Moore claimed (in his Las 
Vegas speech) that shortly after the MJ-12 papers were made 
public in May of 1987 "we began dropping subtle hints that 
'Falcon' might in fact be Doty. 'Falcon' felt that such a ploy 
would be useful to him in continuing to protect his identity, 
while Doty...said that if anybody asked he could simply deny it." 
Moore did not say where/when he "dropped" such hints. If Falcon 
is really Doty, then M/S are resorting to "disinformation techni¬ 
ques" when‘their report claims they met "with Falcon and Doty," 

According to the M/S report, on Jan. 28, 1983, Falcon— 
allegedly a highly placed intelligence official—agreed to fly to 
Los Angeles and be video-taped revealing highly classified UFO 
secrets —providing his voice and appearance were electronically 
disguised on the tape. The taping was done in the presence of an 
unnamed "CBS executive and an investigative reporter," according 
to M/S. (The tape was never used on CBS's "60 Minutes.") 

Following this taping session, while driving to the airport,. 
Falcon (allegedly) handed Moore a piece of folded paper, telling 
him to look at it later. Later, when Moore examined the paper 
which was stamped "Secret," it described an alleged UFO landing, 
with occupants and photos. (The M/S report says this "Hilltop" 
case is still under investigation.) 

Barely a month later, on Mar. 1, 1983 , Moore was interviewed 
by two FBI agents. Dur f ing the interview, " Moore declared that he 
has never had in his^possession any classified documents from any 
government agency ," according to an unclassified portion of 
Moore's FBI file which he obtained through Freedom of information 
Act. (It was published in the Nov. 1, 1988, issue of Moore's 
newsletter FOCUS.") 
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Yet according to the M/S report [p. 20], on Jan. 28, 1983— 
barely a month before Moore made that statement to the FBI--he 
claims he was given a "Secret" report on the "Hilltop" case by 
Falcon. And according to the June 30, 1989, issue of FOCUS , in 
February, 1981 , Moore was given a copy of a document purporting 
to be an AFOSI teletype which was stamped "Secret." [On p. 8 of 
the M/S report, Moore corrects the date to Mar. 2, 1981.] 

Did Moore knowingly lie to the FBI when he said he has 
"never had in his possession any classified documents from any 

government agency?" _ Or did Moore know those documents were 

counterfeit? 


Jerry Clark, Editor of International UFO Reporter published 
by the Hynek Center for UFO Studies, in a column written for the 
December issue of FATE magazine, indical.es that, he is very 
impressed with the M/S report. He said "it looks as if Moore, 
Shandera and their associates have all but obliterated every 
skeptical argument to date... With this report MJ-12 moves again 
to a central role on the UFO scene." [Jerry's view of the UFO 
scene. ] 

We'll have more comments on the M/S report in a subsequent, 
issue, focusing on its analysis of the MJ-12 papers themselves.

MUFON UFO Journal 's November issue reports the results of 
its poll of all present and former NASA astronauts, asking if 
they would endorse a call for a Congressional UFO investigation. 
The poll was prompted by a press release calling for a Congres¬ 
sional investigation, issued by Dr. Brian O'Leary , who briefly 
was a member of the astronaut corps. (O'Leary, who spoke at the 
MUFON's conference in Pensacola last July, claimed he has had 
many "psychic experiences" and demonstrated spoon-bending that 
looked more physical than psychic.) 

None of the 91 present astronauts responded to the poll, but 
11 former astronauts, out of a total of 56, did reply. All of 
the respondents said "NO."

History professor Dr. David Jacobs , who has became Budd 
Hopkins 1 principle associate in the "UFO-abduct i on" field', 
reports he now has a subject who was abducted in 1934. This was 
13 YEARS BEFORE THE FIRST UFO SIGHTING REPORT BY PILOT KENNETH 
ARN OLD. Perhaps the pre-Arnold UFOs used ."stealth" techniques to 
aVoTci detection and they remembered to turn out all lights during 
night missions to avoid being seen. 

In an interview published in the latest (fall) issue of the 
quarterly magazine Caveat Emptor , Jacobs says anyone who thinks 
there is a prosaic psychological explanation for UFO-abduction 
tales is "going off into the wild blue yonder, (they're) in the 
never-never land of nowhere." [Probably without a map or a 
paddle.] 

When Jacobs was asked if his new book on UFO-abductions 
"might bring more people out of the woodwork with the vague 
memories," he replied: "That will do it...any article that's ever 
been printed has done it, so a book of this nature absolutely 
will. This book goes through an abduction sequence on a second- 
by-second basis, from the time the abductee thinks something is 
wrong to the time they are returned." This suggests that the 
Jacobs book should be f * tit led: "How To Tell UFO-Abduction Tales 
That Will Impress The Experts." 

When Jacobs was asked if he finds correlating patterns among 
his subjects, he replied: "Oh yeah, they all say the same thing." 
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Even Ed Walters, Gulf Breeze's prolific producer of UFO 
photos, admits that it is easy to make double-exposure hoax 
photos with the old Polaroid camera he used to take the first two 
dozen of his UFO photos. But he claims that double-exposures are 
impossible with newer Polaroid Model 600 type film used to 

produce his last several UFO photos. _ The reason: Model 600 

ejects the photo immediately after the shutter is snapped. 

Dr. Bruce S. Maccabee, who has endorsed the authenticity of 
the Walters photos, admits that double-exposures are possible but 
claims it took him a month to figure out how. 

A Florida friend, a former USAF photo-analyst who believes 
the Walters UFO photos are a hoax, bought a Polaroid Model 600 to 
test this Walters' claim shortly before I visited him in late 
August. Shortly after I arrived at his house, he handed me a 
small plastic bag from a local drugstore which was stapled closed 
with the purchase receipt attached, showing he had bought it 
earlier that day. 

When I opened the bag, there was a boxed Polaroid film pack 
which he asked me to open. I had difficulty in tearing open the 
metal-foil moisture-proof sealed enclosure and finally had to use 
a knife. He asked me to hand him the film-pack, which I watched 
him insert in the camera. Then he asked me to pose for a 
picture which he took with a flash. The camera immediately 
ejected the photo which he handed to me. 

To my utter amazement, the photo 
(right) showed a small caricature-type

CHIEF OF STAFF OF THE ARMY 


I hare considered the disposition of the material in possession of the Army 
that may be of great significance toward the development of a super weapon of war. I 

Soviet Union. Consultation with Dr. Bush and other scientists on the iasne nf finding

The 
challenge our nation faces is daunting and perilous in this undertaking I have 
committed the resources of the government towards that end. Yon have my assurance 
that when circumstances are favorable and we are victorious, the Army will have the 
fruits of research in exploring further applications of this new wonder.

MEMORANDUM FOR 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON NON-TERRESTRIAL SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY 


I agree with the OSRD proposal of the recommendation put forward by Dr. Bush and 
Professor Einstein that a separate program be initiated at the earliest possible time. I also 
agree that application of non-terrestrial know how in atomic energy must be used in 
perfecting super weapons of war to affect the complete defeat of Germany and Japan. In 
view of the cost already incurred in the atomic bomb program, it would, at this time, be 
difficult to approve without further support of the Treasury Department and the military. I 
therefore have decided to forego such a enterprise. From the point of view of the informed 
members of the United States, our principle object is not to engage in exploratory research 
of this kind but to win the war as soon as possible. 

Various points have been raised about the difficulties such an endeavor would pose to the 
already hardened research for advanced weapons programs and support groups in our war 
effort and I agree that now is not the time. It is my personal judgment that, when the war 
is won, and peace is once again restored, there will come a time when surplus funds may be 
available to pursue a program devoted to understanding non-terrestrial science and its 
technology which is still greatly undiscovered. I have had private discussions with Dr. Bush 
on this subject and the advice of several eminent scientist who believe the United States 
should take every advantage of such wonders that have come to us. I have heard the 
arguments of General Marshall and other members of the military that the United States 
must assume its destiny in this matter for the sake of the Nation’s security in the post-war 
world and I have given assurances that such will be the case. 

I appreciate the effort and time spent in producing valuable insights into the proposal to 
find ways, of advancing our technology and national progress and in coming to grips with 
the reality that our planet is not the only one harboring intelligent life in the universe. I also 
commend the committee for the organization and planning that is evident in Dr. Bush’s 
proposal and the delicate way in which it was presented. I trust the committee will 
appreciate the situation on which this office must render its decision.

Preface to Authentication 


The intent of this section is to provide the reader with an overview of authentication, not a step-by-step 
march through all the logic and supporting materials that we have developed and uncovered in this 
ongoing and authentication effort. We are in the process of writing a book, making a documentary and 
expanding our research. 

The goal here is to give you some of the highlights of why the documents are both interesting and 
genuine. The next level of intricate discussion is provided on our CD ROM, The Secret: Evidence We Are 
Not Alone. 


Introduction to the Majestic Documents Authentication Problem 


"Extraordinary claims demand extraordinary proof. Where is the evidence?" That quotation from Carl 
Sagan captures the essence of skepticism by scientists today, and they're looking for more proof than 
they can get from fuzzy photographs and from testimony based on distant memories. What we have 
here is the evidence. We have scores of documents, hundreds of thousands of words, hundreds of 
pages, of which most are top secret code word. Not just photocopies, but originals with real inks, 
watermarks and testable paper. The vast majority has never been seen before. 

We present here the detailed documentation that seems to place the stamp of reality upon the recovery 
of crashed extraterrestrial vehicles by the United States from 1947-1954. This validates what most 
people already accept: there is extraterrestrial life and we are not alone. This presentation by Dr. 

Robert M. and Ryan S. Wood follows chronologically a paper evidence trail left by former Presidents, 
military and intelligence leaders of the time. It tells what they did to keep the alien artifacts from our 
enemies, to learn the secrets of alien technology, and to advance science. While many might say that 
today's secrecy is unethical, evil and unconstitutional it can be cogently argued that the original men 
were patriots not only for our country, but also for all mankind by reducing the risk of nuclear war.

Research on the authenticity of this rich set of documents is a continuing process, and equally 
important is the search for witnesses willing to share their first hand experience and to confirm the 
accuracy of the documentation. 

The authentication effort is multifaceted, including experts in military history, intelligence, forensics, 
archival research and investigation. The two primary investigators, Robert M. Wood and Ryan S. Wood 
are a father-son team who have been exploring beyond the fringes of truth about the documentation of 
crashed alien vehicles. Their focus is demonstrable proof, documents, witnesses and courtroom quality 
evidence. They have worked hard in ufology to get where they are today. It was their ability to build 
trust with one of the most well-known UFO researchers, Stanton T. Friedman, that won the confidence 
of Timothy Cooper to share his deep-throat papers reportedly obtained from the mysterious former 
intelligence agent Cantwheel, one of the key sources of the Majestic documents as discussed in the 
Sources section of this website. 


Critic's Arguments are Often Speculative 


On the issue of authenticity, we'd also like to note that in ufology there has been a lot of friction and 
animosity and people jumping up and saying "Well, you can't prove it's real because...," and this "might 
have been," or it "should have been," or it "could have been..." What we like to do is to deal with facts 
and specifics, not generalities. You'll see this theme as we proceed. But we admit that authenticity is 
never certain, even with an original. If you can't date the paper, you can't ever say for sure that it's 
authentic. And we don't have original documents yet. But, the kind of question you have to ask is how 
do you tell the difference between the real and the fake? This is where Bob's experience and 
background come into play. During the 1970s, his job at McDonnell Douglas was to design radar 
algorithms that would help recognize the difference between a large re-entry vehicle containing a 
nuclear weapon and a small decoy designed to fool the radar. He developed several successful 
discriminants that, when applied, yielded statistically significant accuracy in distinguishing between true 
RVs and decoys. It is these same techniques that we're trying to use in principle here to tell the 
difference between fake documents and genuine documents. There is no a priori reason to favor one 
over the other before applying some logical tests. The net result should be something that you could 
take to a courtroom and say something like, "The probability is ten to the minus four that these 
documents are not genuine." 


Document Discrimination 


The criteria that we use are quite specific, and there are five. First, is anything we know about the 
original — whatever that is, even if it's a roll of film, it is the original for us, even though it might have 
come from some earlier original. Second, you look at the typography, namely the type, the style, the 
paper, the insignia and the chirography and evaluate the handwriting and signatures. Third, look for 
things that are out of place chronologically. Fourth, check the content and its links and consistency with 
other classified documents and between documents in the outside world. And fifth, then look at 
provenance — provenance of course dealing with the origination of the documents and the chain of 
ownership that has occurred. Now, our weakest link is the provenance because we can't prove that 
Timothy Cooper got these documents out of his mailbox the way he says he did. Overall, there are 
some things we call "zingers," and this is something we'll discuss later. An example is the raised "z" in 
one of the documents. A "zinger" is one argument so impressive that — all alone — it says the 
document is authentic. 


Summary Arguments For Authenticity 


The Oppenheimer-Einstein Draft 

The title of the first document is "Relationship with Inhabitants of Celestrial Bodies." "Celestrial" should 
have been "Celestial." This is probably a copy of a carbon copy of a draft prepared by a secretary from 
dictation, and the secretary did not know how to spell this word. Generally, forensic examiners find that 
errors present in documents tend to indicate authenticity instead of lack of authenticity. Fakers usually 
try to make sure they're perfect. This is a six-page document, single-spaced, pica type. It has an elite 
type note with initials of Vannevar Bush at the end. This is the first document to use the phrase 
Extraterrestrial Biological Entities, or EBEs. It says the presence of unidentified spacecraft is accepted 
as de facto by the military - and this is in June 1947. It deals with the subjects that you'd expect 
competent scientists to deal with, i.e., where do they come from, what does the law say about it, what 
should we do, and why are they here? Those are the subjects of this six-page document. 

On the first page of the six-page document, note the top secret classification. As you can see, there are 
not many extra marks on the document. The last page shows no signatures, but it does show Vannevar 










Bush's initials after the note that essentially says "I don't think that we should let Einstein talk to the 
President and Gordon Gray agrees." While the language usage does not reflect the refined writing of 
Oppenheimer, it is easy to imagine that Einstein, dictating with an accent, might have produced these 
words. However, there is one unusual authentication feature that ensures they are genuine, and it will 
be treated in a future release. The principal factors favoring authenticity are: 

1. Literary analysis compares favorably with other Albert Einstein pieces during period of interest, 
for example the use of Latin, German and Jewish words is appropriate for Einstein. 

2. Period manual typewriter 

3. Authentic Bush initials in his hand on note on last page 

4. Einstein officially retired from the Institute of Advanced Studies in 1945 but continued to live and 
work in Princeton, NJ when the draft was written in 1947. 

Field Order 862, The Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit 

This document is also marked top secret. It came from the Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff for G2 
(counterintelligence), which was Chamberlin and there's a big C, which is being compared with 
Chamberlin's initials. It is Field Order 862. Basically, it says for the officer in charge (OIC) to take a 
team down and report to the G2 at Condron Field, New Mexico, which is at White Sands Proving 
Grounds. He is to take along an aeronautical engineer, a scientist, a security officer and a medical 
doctor, provide a report by the 28th of July. They beat the deadline, as we will see shortly.

® Mounting Evidence For Authenticity of MJ-12 Documents, by Robert M. 
Wood (54k) 

Paper presented at the International MUFON Symposium in Irvine, CA, July 2001. 
Ever since the first "leaked" MJ-12 Eisenhower Briefing Document in 1984 
describing a top-secret crash recovery program, the authenticity of UFO 
documents has been questioned. With the continuing exposure of hundreds of 
classified pages by numerous unidentified sources, the evidence favoring 
authenticity is mounting. This paper will update the status of the available 
documents, generally what they say and provide a concise status of the issues 
regarding authenticity, including the answers to those with a skeptical view. Of 
particular significance will be the results of research and forensic studies, 
including those on 22 pages on original paper, where chromatographic ink dating 
and other state of the art techniques clearly indicate that the documents were 
likely to have been created long ago and cannot be modern high tech fakes.

Remarkably, the most likely hypothesis is that 
we are seeing a leak of copies of genuine documents held in personal files for 
decades. The conclusion is that we have had a stunningly successful UFO 
research cover-up for five decades and if these crashes and recoveries occurred, 
such documents ought to exist. 



lei The First Roswell: Evidence For A Crash Retrieval In Cape Girardeau 
Missouri In 1941, by Ryan S. Wood (1.3 MB) 

Paper presented at the International MUFON Symposium in Irvine, CA, July 2001. 
This paper reviews the primary and secondary sources and evidence for the 
reality of an extraterrestrial spacecraft crash-retrieval in Cape Girardeau, Missouri 
in the spring of 1941. It draws upon the new Majestic and Interplanetary 
Phenomenon Unit intelligence documents that support the hypothesis of an 
extraterestrial crash and reviews the authenticity results for each. Furthermore, 
suggestive and supporting authentic documents interconnect to these new ones 
and ultimately advance the reasonable conclusion that according to both the 
paper trail and witnesses this is the "First Roswell." Close attention is paid to the 
primary witness, Reverend Huffman, and related testimony of granddaughter 










Charlette Mann. Historical research in the area has identified other witnesses and 
likely participants in the event. Specifics, of police, fire, photographers, coroners 
and military commanders that likely should have been at the scene are analyzed 
and tested for accuracy. Other sources are analyzed for validity and contrasted 
with known historical facts, pinning down the date and location of the event.

Dr. Donald R. Burleson further authenticates the Marilyn Monroe document with a 
nice investigation into subtle images at the top of the document that reference 
Brigadier General George Schulgen who in 1947 was chief of Air Intelligence 
Requirements Division of the Army AirCorps Intelligence. After reading his article 
it should be clear that Marilyn Monroe very likely knew some damaging national 
security secrets learned from Kennedy and it is not inconceivable that she was 
murdered to keep her mouth shut.

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La Validating the New Majestic Documents, by Robert M. Wood (2 MB) 

Paper presented at the International MUFON Symposium in St. Louis, MO, on July 
15, 2000. 

A number of different sources have provided document copies of varying 
provenance and quality. The documents appear to be classified as part of a 
former top secret program by the code name of Majestic-12, with the code 
caveats MAJIC or MJ-12. The genuineness and authenticity of these hundreds of 
classified pages and thousands of other less classified pages from these sources 
is continually being assessed. Recent results of ink, paper, watermark, type, and 
typewriter dating show that many of them are almost certainly not modern 
forgeries, done with sophisticated computer equipment. The evidence for 
authenticity, based on numerous examples of scarcely known facts, is sometimes 
offset by an occasional unconfirmed anachronism whose explanation is unclear. 
Similarities of chirography (handwriting) and wording with allegedly authentic 
documents, together with an occasional inconsistent fact, pose some challenges 
for the questioned document examiner. The only other viable explanation of 
psychological warfare against our enemies in the "early" years seems to be 
awkward and unconvincing. Given the certain reality of UFO crash retrievals from 
numerous witnesses and the near certainty that some documentation would have 
been created, the most likely conclusion is that the documents are essentially 
genuine in the story that they tell. The cover-up has been more sophisticated and 
in place much longer than most have speculated, and several pieces of new 
evidence point to an early cover-up strategy effectively at work shortly after the 
crash of 1941.

MUFON Journal, March 1999 

This paper leads off with a FOIA released document form the Joint Intelligence 
Objectives Agency showing a file distribution of "CIA Top Secret MJ-12." The 
March 1999 paper then goes on to summarize the provenance of five document 
sources, provides responses to criticisms, and concludes with a snapshot of why 
each document is genuine, based on its content and authorship, type and 
handwriting, originals condition and chronology. These are the basic tools of the 
questioned document examiner.

Are the Documents Genuine? (2:25) 
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Introduction to Authenticity Ratings 

Many of the most sensational and 
intriguing Majestic documents are not 
from official sources, such as the Freedom 
of Information Act (FOIA) or government 
document libraries. Because of this fact, 
the issue of authenticity becomes 
paramount if one is to believe the content 
of the documents. Authenticity is a 
manifold function; it is not as simple as 
"true or false" or "hoaxed or real." 

Authenticity of a document involves 
examining many questions, such as: 

1. Where did the document come 
from? 

2. What are the results of the forensic 
paper, ink, watermark, typewriter 
and handwriting tests? 

3. Are there unique and obscure 
content markers that are accurate 
for this type of document? 

4. Are there direct first hand 
witnesses? 

5. How difficult is the document to 
hoax or fake? 

6. Who would have faked the 
document and why? 

All of these factors as well as other 
subtleties weave their way into an 
authenticity rating for each document. 

To fairly and effectively rate each 
document for authenticity there needs to 
be a weighting factor for each authenticity 
attribute under consideration. For 






example, there is a strong difference 
between forensic paper and ink testing, a 
weighting of 5.0, and more easily obtained 
document content, a weighting factor 2.0. 
Courts widely recognize this concept, 
discounting eyewitness testimony in favor 
of DNA evidence. In the end each 
document receives an authenticity rating 
based on the multiplication of the 
weighting factor and the document's score 
on that attribute. The goal is to make the 
rating system as objective as possible. 

The final authenticity score for each 
document is based on a series of weighted 
factors: 

1. Eyewitness - First hand witness(es) 
that were directly involved with the 
questioned document - either they 
saw it, destroyed it, read it, wrote 
it, or contributed to the document's 
creation in a tangible way. 

Witnesses are fallible, there 
memories change with time and can 
be influenced. Eyewitnesses are 
given a weighting factor of 3.0. 

2. Zingers - These are aspects of any 
of the key authenticity metrics that 
go far beyond the norm. In essence, 
a zinger is a verified rare subtlety of 
a document that is obscure, weird, 
or odd. Examples would include 
typographical anomalies associated 
with the printed process of the era. 
Zingers are given a weighting factor 
of 5.0. 

3. Content - Refers to the words and 
meaning of the document. Are the 
dates, document references, and 
individuals mentioned appropriate? 
What does the document say in 
relation to what was known then 
and known now? Are there obscure 
facts that were classified then that 
were declassified or became public 
after the document was leaked? 
Content is given a weighting factor 
of 2.0. 

4. Chronology - This looks at the 
placement of the document content 




with respect to organizational 
history. Are the people mentioned in 
the memo or report supposed to be 
there? Is the document consistent 
with other documents of the era, 
does it fit in or is it out of place? 
Chronology is given a weighting 
factor of 2.0. 

5. Typography - This category relates 
to typewriters, typesetting, laser 
printing, photocopying, 
memography - in essence any 
technique that creates or 
reproduces writing on paper. 
Typology is given a weighting factor 
of 4.0. 

6. Forensics - This refers to the testing 
of original paper, verifying 
watermarks, and testing inks with 
known authentic standards. 

Forensics are given a weighting 
factor of 5.0. 

7. Linguistics - The use of forensic 
linguistics fits in this category. This 
is the examination by experts of 
sentence structure, spelling, 
punctuation, and writing style. Both 
sophisticated computer tools and 
hand analysis are used to pinpoint 
unique style markers that uniquely 
define authorship. Linguistics are 
given a weighting factor of 3.0. 

8. Anachronisms - These are problems 
with the document: dates out of 
place, formats wrong, similar 
handwriting, copied content from 
other documents, or conflicting 
stories. These issues can be 
significant or minor depending on 
what is know about the frequency of 
such an anachronism. For example, 
addressing a military general by his 
first name in a document may seem 
like a major mistake in the modern 
era, but 50 years ago in the 
company of other generals, this 
anachronism could in fact be a 
hallmark of authenticity. The 
weighting factor for anachronisms is 
5.0. 




Sometimes the information in the public 
domain for the authenticity of a document 
is incomplete or uncompelling, but the 
internal research and verification by 
www.majesticdocuments.com staff shows 
a more complete story.

Given these weighting factors, five 
different levels of authenticity are used to 
define each document: 

High Level of Authenticity - 80-100%

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This means that virtually all of the 
available investigation channels and ideas 
have been pursued and at each test the 
document has shown to be authentic.

The medium level is the starting point for 
most documents that are under¬ 
researched. This level a document shows 
both signs of positive authenticity and 
questions as detailed in the eight 
attributes of authenticity cited above. 




Medium-Low Level of Authenticity - 


20-40% 
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The medium-low level means the 
document has been studied by many 
individuals or organizations and there are 
stubborn anachronisms that cannot easily 
be resolved. However, there are elements 
(many pages and or paragraphs) of the 
document that show signs of authenticity, 
but on balance there are more bad points 
than good. 


Low Level of Authenticity - 0-20% 
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A low level means that significant 
irresolvable anachronisms have been 
identified that cast considerable doubt on 
the entire document. Virtually all 
investigative avenues have been pursued 
and shown little or no sign of authenticity. 
A credible motive for faking the document 
may be identified along with likely 
perpetrators.

:ery and its relationship to the world of science. 
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UFOs, JFK and Elvis: Conspiracies You Don't Have to be Crazy to 
Believe (Richard Belzer, Ballantine Books, 2nd printing, 230 pages, 
hardcover, $24). This Belzer's first book and executes an outstanding review 
of the facts in a very credible manner, citing additional experts and weaving 
humor into a very serious subject. The reader will come away with a new 
appreciation for the complexity and obvious failings of the JFK investigation 
and a real feeling that the assassination was not done by one lone nut. The 
UFO section, like the complete book is highly readable, with a steady stream 
of "factoid" inserts mixed with highly shocking yet credible references. 


Why the Press Acts that Way (Don Berliner, International UFO Reporter, Sept/Oct 1992). 
This short article deals with several significant points about how UFO-related news is treated 
by the media and why. A frequent subconscious assumption made by the uninformed is "If 
all this is true, I surely would see it somewhere else than in the tabloids." The active or 
passive control of media reports is a definite part of the puzzle, rarely treated explicitly. 



The Day After Roswell (Col. Philip Corso, Ret., William Birnes, Pocket Books, 
1997, 342 pages, hardcover, $24). Corso's book already is a landmark in 
ufology in as much as he was the first to come out and say "I was there, saw a 
body and used my military position to help American companies reverse 
engineer exotic alien technologies." The book lacks references, a table of 
contents, and an index. The co-author, Birnes, confuses UFO Roswell events by 
not telling the reader when Corso is being quoted or when Birnes is 
speculating. 


UFOs and the National Security State (Richard Dolan, Hampton Roads, 
478 pages). UFOs and the National Security State is the first volume of a 
two-part detailed chronological narrative of the national security dimensions 
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of the UFO phenomenon from 1941 to the present. Working from hundreds of 
declassified records and other primary and secondary sources, Richard Dolan 
centers his investigation on the American military and intelligence 
communities, demonstrating that they take UFOs seriously indeed. Included 
in the first volume are the reports of more than fifty miiltary bases relating to 
innumerable violations of sensitive air space by unknown craft, and analyses 
of the Roswell controversy, the CIA-sponsored Robertson Panel, the Condon 
Committee report, and much more. Dolan's book has been described by 
Apollo 14 astronaut Edgar Mitchell as "thorough and monumental, and by Dr. 
Harold E. Puthoff of the Institute for Advanced Studies at Austin as "a must- 
read for serious students of the field." 



COVER-UP 



The UFO Cover-Up (L. Fawcett & B.J. Greenwood, 1984). This significant 
compilation of "Freedom of Information Act" (FOIA) data makes it extremely 
clear that the U.S. government has been aggressively concealing its interest in 
UFOs. Military intelligence is NOT an oxymoron, but you are encouraged to 
believe that it is. This book displays an unambiguous pattern of government 
interest, coupled with numerous examples of duplicity (saying one thing and 
doing another). It should convince you that the government has successfully 
been keeping some secrets, contrary to popular opinion. 



TOP SECRET / MAJIC (Stanton T. Friedman, Marlowe, 1996, 272 pages, 5th 
printing, hardcover, $23). is the most authoritative book about the 
Eisenhower Briefing Document (EBD), describing a top secret research, 
development and intelligence operation. It is built on close to fifteen years of 
research with archives, historians and authentication experts looking at the 
real chance that the government and our Presidents have been informed, 
involved and covering-up since 1947. 



Beyond Roswell: The Alien Autopsy Film, Area 51, & the US 
Government Coverup of UFOs (Michael Hesemann & Philip Mantle, 
Marlowe, 1997, 1st printing, 303 pages, hardcover, $25). The authors and 
publisher put together a well produced book, with lots of rare photographs 
and a solid 65-page multi-chapter discussion of previously-published UFO 
documents. Problems include very limited discussions of validation issues, 
lowering the credibility of the book. 



Beyond Top Secret: The Worldwide UFO Security Threat (Timothy Good, 
Sidgwick & Jackson, UK, 1996, 6th printing, 606 pages, hardcover, £17, $35 in 
U.S. stores). An expansion of Timothy Good's best-seller British book Above 
Top Secret, the book provides a compendium of high-quality, world-wide 
reports, interviews and related documents. It has strong chapters about DIA 
and CIA involvement, good references, and unlike most books has a superb 
index. It lacks any detailed effort to evaluate a variety of documents; in fact, it 
has moved away from the controversial Eisenhower Briefing Document by 
eliminating any discussion of it, even though Good was the first to publish the 
EBD in Above Top Secret in 1987. 






















Alien Base (Timothy Good, Century, 1998, 419 pages, hardback, £16.99). 
The prime focus of Good's book is that of direct interaction between human 
beings and alien visitors. Alien Base largely steers clear of so-called alien 
abductions, abductees, and experiencers, however, and instead focuses for 
the most part on the contactee aspect of the UFO mystery. Whilst such 
accounts are certainly not fashionable and in many circles are viewed with 
either suspicion or outright derision, Good carefully (and to his credit) 
analyzes the evidence (and lack thereof in a number of cases) of a host of 
individuals who have claimed contact with human-like aliens — including 
George Adamski, Daniel Fry, and Howard Menger — and whose accounts are 
steeped in controversy. The book also contains important material on the late 
Lt. Colonel Philip Corso, his book The Day After Roswell, and the New Mexico 
UFO crashes of 1947. 



Disclosure (Steven M. Greer, Crossing Point, Inc Publications, 2001, 573 
pages, soft-back). This is essentially a collection of varied testimony from 
numerous military and government individuals divulging their knowledge of 
UFO encounters, landings, crashes, cover-ups, official investigations, and 
more. For those interested in Roswell and Majestic 12, the book contains 
much that will fascinate, including in-depth testimony from Philip Corso, Glenn 
Dennis, and Walter Haut. Equally fascinating are the accounts of Larry Warren 
concerning the Rendlesham Forest case of December 1980; the British 
Ministry of Defense UFO investigations undertaken by Nick Pope; and a host 
of pilot encounters, radar-visual events, and more. 



Unconventional Flying Objects: A Scientific Analysis (Paul Hill, Hampton 
Roads, 1995, 430 pages, paperback, $15). With a foreword by Dr. Robert M. 
Wood, Hill’s book is widely acclaimed as the most scientific and detailed 
technical analysis of flying saucer design and operation. Compiled over a 30- 
year career as a NASA engineer, the late Hill did a masterful job at ferreting 
out science and technology behind the elusive UFO performance 
characteristics, demonstrating they likely are exotic advances of our current 
science and technology. 


The UFO Experience: A Scientific Inquiry (J. Allen Hynek, 1972). This landmark book 
defined the personalization of the reports, showed that the more reliable reports were more 
"strange," and defined the "close encounter" scales. Hynek was key in defining the 
parameters of the problem. 


The UFO Controversy in America (David Jacobs, Indiana University Press, 1975). This 
book, completed as a Ph.D. thesis in 1975, provides a superior historical balance in 
describing the issues and attitudes, which still apply today. This is the view of the historian, 
objectively summarizing the applicable references. 


UFO - An Appraisal of the Problem (J.P. Kuettner, et al. Astronautics and Aeronautics, 8, 









No. 11, 49). See also: McDonald, J.E. (1971). "UFO Encounter I." Astronautics and 
Aeronautics , 9, No. 7, 66 and Thayer, G.D. (1971). "UFO Encounter II." Astronautics and 
Aeronautics , 9, No. 9, 60. These three papers are noteworthy because they reflect the 
results of an official subcommittee of a professional society. They deal with two very specific, 
thoroughly reported cases, they are short pieces, easy to digest, and one was written by 
James E. McDonald, a tireless fighter against UFO "cover-up" or "foul-up." 
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Abduction (John Mack, Scribner). John Mack, a Pulitzer Prize Winner and a 
Professor of Psychiatry at Harvard Medical School's Cambridge Hospital, digs 
deep into the world of UFOs and alien abductions and produces a thought- 
provoking and essential read for anyone with even a remote interest in these 
topics. At the time of writing the book in 1994, Mack had interviewed seventy- 
six people that had reported the abduction experience; and in Abduction he 
presents the testimony of a number of those interviewees. Running throughout 
the book are two central themes: that the purposes of alien abductions are (a) 
to change human consciousness to prevent the destruction of the eco-system; 
and (b) to create offspring from human-alien hybridization. A cornerstone 
publication on this emotive topic.

Alien Agenda (Jim Marrs, Harper Collins, 1997, 1st printing, 435 pages, 
hardcover, $24). Alien Agenda is an excellent overview, status report and 
digestion of alien related data. Its strength is its breadth: ancient astronauts, 
crop circles, cattle mutilations, government involvement, documents, 
abductions, remote viewing, sightings, investigations. It screens and reports 
some of the highest-quality events. 



Rule By Secrecy (Jim Marrs, Harper Collins, 2000, 467 pages, hardback, 
$27). From the author of Alien Agenda and Crossfire comes a new title that 
delves into the murky world of hidden and powerful groups with equally 
hidden and powerful agendas. Stretching from ancient times to the present 
day, Marrs describes in painstaking detail the power wielded by those who 
really control the world and how wars have begun and ended in their name — 
and also at their command. Have you ever wondered who really controls the 
stock-market or who censors our news? Jim Marrs provides the answers and 
in doing so reveals the truth that lies behind the workings of the Trilateral 
Commission, the Bilderbergers, the CIA, the Illuminati, the Freemasons, and 
even the Vatican. A must-read for anyone even remotely interested in secret 
societies.

The 
Chairman of the Commission on Protecting and Reducing Government 
Secrecy, Senato Daniel Patrick Moynihan has written a fascinating account of 
the development of secrecy as a mode of regulation in the U.S. Government 
since World War I through to the present day. Along the way he tells the story 
of the Venona Project (the Soviet spy cables intercepted during World War II 
and decrypted by the U.S. Army but never passed on to President Truman); 
the era of McCarthyism; the Bay of Pigs affair; Watergate; Iran-Contra; the 
fall of the Soviet Union, and more. Moynihan argues that many of the 
tragedies that resulted from these events could have been clarified in an open 
















exchange of ideas. America, says the author, must lead the way to an era of 
openness.

Cosmic Crashes (Nicholas Redfern, Simon & Schuuster, £16.99). In his latest 
book, Nick Redfern focuses his attention on what could arguably be called 
British Roswell's: accounts pertaining to crashed UFO incidents in Britain. 
Contained in the book is information on: (a) the crash of a Foo Fighter and the 
recovery of alien bodies in the UK during the Second World War; (b) the crash¬ 
landing of a UFO at a military base in England in the early 1960s and a 
formerly-classified file on the case; (c) the crash of a small, triangular-shaped 
UFO in the mid 1960s, its retrieval from a forest by military personnel and the 
interrogation of civilian witnesses to the incident; (d) the crash and recovery of 
a UFO and alien bodies from a mountain in Wales in January 1974; (e) secret 
locations where UFO debris and alien bodies are believed to have been taken; 
(f) official and unofficial files on crash-retrievals and more. 



The F.B.I. Files: The FBI's UFO Top Secrets Exposed (Nicholas Redfern, 
Simon & Schuster, 1998, 1st printing, 354 pages, hardcover, £17). This is 
Redfern's second book and he does a masterful job weaving a story with FOIA 
released FBI documents and other sources. He has chapters about the 
Eisenhower Briefing Document and Majestic, both important to our pending 
book. The book is very similar to ours, except that ours has dramatically 
more arresting evidence of military and covert action, and emphasizes the 
authentication work. The F.B.I. Files was released in the U.S. in November 
1999. 


A Covert Agenda (Nicholas Redfern, Simon & Schuuster, £16.99). This was 
Nick Redfern's first book on UFOs and it deals with his investigation of the 
British Government's UFO studies undertaken from the late 1940s to the 
present day. Redfern primarily uses official Royal Air Force and Ministry of 
Defense documents made available via the government's Thirty Year Ruling to 
demonstrate the way in which the UFO subject has been monitored at an 
official level. In the book he reveals how huge UFOs have been tracked on radar 
in Britain's airspace; close encounters between UFOs and military pilots; 
warnings made to Britain's military not to talk about UFOs outside of official 
channels; the secret UFO investigations undertaken at a strategic military base 
- RAF Rudloe Manor; the Rendlesham Forest incident of December 1980; and 
covert monitoring of UFO activity by the RAF's Provost and Security Services. 
The book also contain a chapter on crashed UFO incidents in the UK. 



The Wizards of Langley (Jeffrey T. Richelson, Westview, 2001, 386 pages, 
hardback). In 1956 the CIA dramatically breached the Iron Curtain when its 
U-2 began overflying Soviet territory to photograph that nation's military 
installations. Four years later, the Soviets shot down pilot Francis Gary Powers 
and his U-2, thereby ceasing these missions. Within months, however, the 
CIA had another, and better, technical program in operation - the Corona 
satellite. Throughout the Cold War and beyond, the CIA's scientific wizards 
continued to devise high-tech ways to collect and analyze information about 
potential adversaries. Their mission was of such importance that a new 
branch of the CIA was created - the Directorate of Science and Technology. In 














this first full-length study of the CIA's D of S&T, Richelson introduces the 
reader to key individuals who helped shape the directorate: Edwin Land of 
Polaroid, and Albert Wheelon, Carl Duckett, and Albert Mendez, whose skills 
helped nine Americans escape Iran after the seizure of the U.S. Embassy in 
1979. 


The Report on Unidentified Flying Objects (E. J. Ruppelt, Doubleday, 1956). This is an 
early classic, based on an official Air Force alleged search for data in the early 50s, told by 
the officer in charge at the time. A very personalized account with refreshing detail, high 
realism, and much believability. It does not, however, deal with the question of who received 
the high-level hard data. 
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Above Black (Dan Sherman, Morris Publishing, 1998, 147 pages, soft-back, 
$18). A modestly-sized little book, this tells the fascinating story of Dan 
Sherman (USAF, retired) and his dealings with something known as Project 
Preserve Destiny — a UFO/alien related black project with links to the National 
Security Agency, CIA, National Reconnaissance Office, and the U.S. Air Force. 
According to the book, Preserve Destiny was tasked with training select 
individuals to communicate with alien creatures on a one-to-one basis. The 
book is certainly controversial; however, Sherman's credentials as 12-year 
USAF veteran (who was awarded the AF Commendation Medal, the AF 
Outstanding Unit Award, and was honored for his service in the Persian Gulf 
War) make this a book that should be digested carefully and thoughtfully. 


■ Confirmation: The Hard Evidence of Aliens Among Us (Whitley Strieber, 

1998, 256 pages, hardcover, $24). is focused on the abduction experience and 
the medical and physical evidence that has surfaced. Alien implants confirmed 
by X-Rays, MRI’s, and doctors, in hands, feet, ears, eyes, and nasal cavities 
along with victim testimony continue to show that the phenomena is real, 
physical, and with a disturbing mission. Confirmation complements our 
planned book by focusing on the medical and physical evidence while we focus 
on governmental documentary evidence. 



A Guide to UFO Research (Michael Swords, 1993. Journal of Scientific 
Exploration Vol. 7, No. 1). The task we are attempting to do was exhaustively 
dealt with in this comprehensive article in JSE. Swords’ extensive familiarity 
with the entire range of literature would make him ideal to give the answer to 
"Where do I find ... ?" questions. It is valuable for a novice to read this one 
first to obtain a grasp of the enormous scope of the subject before diving too 
deeply. 


Blank Check: The Pentagon's Black Budget (Tim Weiner, Warner Books, 
1990, 274 pages, 4th printing, hardcover, $22). Weiner, a Pulitzer prize¬ 
winning reporter, does a superlative job of discussing military secrecy, laws, 
lies, and the violations of the Constitution. Even though Blank Check does not 
discuss UFOs, it is relevant for clear proof that funding can and does exist for 
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covert operations on the multi-billion dollar scale required to support an 
ongoing UFO, alien technology, and intelligence project. Its major weakness 
the Department of Defense-only focus.

THE SPEAKERS WERE SUPPLEMENTED BY A SHORT FILM WHICH 
CONSISTED OF STILL AND MOTION PICTURES SPLICED TOGETHER 
PURPORTING TO DEPICT ACTUAL SIGHTINGS OF UFOS. CONSIDERA¬

HE HAS SPENT FIFTEEN YEARS ANALYZING UFO REPORTS ON A 
COMPUTER AND CONCLUDED THAT DESPITE THE LACK OF CONCLUSIVE 
PROOF, THE UFO PHENOMENON IS REAL BECAUSE PEOPLE BELIEVE 
IT IS REAL. 

HrS CONCLUSION WAS THAT THIS PHENOMENON HAD THREE 
ASPECTS: FIRST, PHYSICAL MANIFESTATION THAT COULD AND 
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SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED THROUGH AVAILABLE SCIENTIFIC 
EQUIPMENT; SECOND, A PSYCHO-PHYSIOLOGICAL ASPECT- WITNESSES

5. I HAD BEEN SCEPTICAL ABOUT THE STORIES, WHICH HAVE A UFO 
CAST, UNTIL NBC PRODUCER JOE DE COLA RETURNED FROM PAKTIA 
LAST MONTH. I HAVE GOTTEN TO KNOW DE COLA WELL AND CONSIDER 
HIM AN ACCURATE, CAREFUL OBSERVOR. WHILE HE WAS PASSING NEAR

WAS ANY AIRCRAFT (OR OTHER) MOTOR NOISE DISCERNABLE. THEY

7, DE COLA'S IMPRESSION WAS THAT THE LIGHT WAS GENERATED

FEET. BECAUSE IT DID NOT MOVE, AND THERE WAS NO MOTOR NOISE,

NO MOVEMENT AND THE DURATION WAS MUCH TOO LONG. AS FOR MORTAR- 
LAUNCHED FLARES, THERE WAS NO EXPLOSION AND AGAIN NO DRIFT. 

9. ANOTHER *MORE SPECIFIC STORY CAME FEB. 3 FROM FRENCHMAN 
DOMINIQUE VARGAS BASED ON A SIGHTING NEAR ASADABAD, KUNAR, IN 
"SEPTEMBER. VARGAS, A PROFESSIONAL PHOTOGRAPHER WHO SEEMS TO 
HAVE SOME SCIENCE AS WELL AS MILITARY BACKGROUND, CLAIMS 
THE LIGHT HE SAW WAS "COLDER AND WHITER" THAN THAT FROM A 
TUNGSTEN SOURCE "WHICH WOULD BURN AT 3,500 DEGREES KELVIN". 

AT FIRST SIGHTING, THE LIGHT ILLUMINATED A MINIMUM DIAMETER OF 
5 TO 10 KILOMETERS, IN WHAT HE DESCRIBED AS A PERFECT AND 
CLEARLY OUTLINED HEMISPHERICAL SHAPE. THE PERIOD OF ILLUMIN¬ 
ATION WAS ABOUT 15 MINUTES, WITH THE PERIOD OF GREATEST INTENSITY 
BEGINNING INSTANTLY AND LASTING TWO OR THREE MINUTES. 
SUBSEQUENTLY, THE SIZE OF THE ILLUMINATED HEMISPHERE EXPANDED 
DRAMATICALLY, WHILE THE INTENSITY OF THE LIGHT WITHIN IT

2. IN RESPONSE TO AN INVITATION FROM ERNESTO KRAHMER, 
CHIEF OF PLANNING AND CONTROL OF THE ARGENTINE NATIONAL 
COMMISSION OF SPACE INVESTIGATION {CNIE), EMBOFF VISITED 
CNIE LABS AT SAN MIGUEL, PROVINCE OF BUENOS AIRES, TO 
VIEW THE UNIDENTIFIED SPACE,OBJECT RECOVERED FROM NEAR 
AYACUCHO, ARGENTINA. THERE WERE TWO SIMILAR METALIC 
SPHERES ON DISPLAY, APPROXIMATELY EIGHTEEN INCHES IN 
DIAMETER. THEY WERE CONSTRUCTED OF STAMPED STEEL WITH 
THREE WELDS EVIDENT: ONE HOLDING THE TWO HEMISPHERES 
TOGETHER AND THE OTHERS AT THE "POLES" WHERE VALVE 
FITTINGS HAD BEEN ADDED. A TEST HOLE DRILLED BY CNIE 
INDICATED THAT THE METAL WAS APPROXIMATELY ONE HALF INCH 
THICK. AN APPARENT METAL NOZZLE FITTING AT ONE "POLE" 

HAD BEEN MELTED BY HIGH HEAT. 


3 . THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF THE SAN MIGUEL SPACE

4. GUERRERO STATED THAT, BASED ON AN ANALYSIS OF THE 
ORBIT, THE GOA BELIEVED THE SPHERES CAME FROM A SOVIET

THE ANTARCTIC. ARGENTINA THUS WOULD BE A LIKELY LOCATION 
FOR THE SATELLITE TO BREAK UP AS IT ENTERED THE EARTH'S 
ATMOSPHERE. GUERRERO STATED THAT THE PUBLICITY GIVEN 
THE DISCOVERY OF THE FIRST OBJECT LED TO THE TURNING 

IN OF THE SECOND SPHERE. CNIE BELIEVES THERE ARE 
OTHER SIMILAR ITEMS BEING KEPT BY RURAL FAMILIES OR

COUNTRY OF ORIGIN, IT PLANS TO SAY THAT IT IS VERY

■LOOSE BUT DISTINCT FORMATIONS, AND WERE INITIALLY LOCATED 
AT APPROXIMATELY 30 MILES SOUTHEAST, AND TRACKING TOWARD 
THE AIRPORT AT APPROXIMATELY 80 TO 100 KNOTS PER HOUR. 

THE ALTITUDE COULD NOT BE DETERMINED. THE PRIME MINISTER,

LANDER AND ISLANDER AIRCRAFT AT AIRPORT WERE READY TO 
BE DEPLOYED, USING CIVILIAN CONTRACT PILOTS. WEATHER 
WAS UNUSUALLY CLEAR AND STABLE. AT 0700 HOURS, THE BDF 
WENT OFF FULL ALERT. 

6. LTC REIMAN'S CONTACT WITH MAJOR ROBIN KEANEY, A 
RETIRED ROYAL AIR FORCE OFFICER WITH CONSIDERABLE EX¬ 
PERIENCE, AND NOW OFFICER-IN-CHARGE OF THE BDF'S AERO 
SERVICES AT GRANTLEY ADAMS, REVEALED THAT BOTH HE AND 
THE RADAR OPERATOR (ALSO EXPERIENCED) SAW TAILS UP TO 
FIVE MILES LONG ON THEIR RADAR SCREEN. TWO COMMERCIAL 
AIRCRAFT THAT CROSSED OVER BARBADOS DURING THE SAME 
TIME FRAME SHOWED SIMILAR TAILS ON THE SAME SCREEN. 

MAJOR KEANEY IS ADAMANT IN HIS CONVICTIONS THAT WHAT 
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HE SAW ON THE RADAR WAS CONSISTENT WITH LONG EXPERIENCE 
IN EVALUATING RADAR OBSERVATIONS. BARBADIANS ARE ALSO 
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CONCERNED BY THE PRESENCE OF A RUSSIAN CRUISE SHIP IN 
THE AREA. PARENTHETICALLY, WE HAVE LEARNED THAT A 
SMALL FRENCH AIRCRAFT CARRIER THE JOAN D'ARC IS ALSO 
'OPERATING IN THE REGION. 


7. EMBASSY COMMENT: AT THIS TIME THERE APPEARS TO BE 
NO GENERALLY ACCEPTED EXPLANATION FOR THIS PHENOMENON. 

,■ SEVERAL PLAtJSIBLE REASONS ARE OFFERED: IT COULD HAVE 
BEEN A WEATHER INVERSION OR SOME OTHER TYPE OF ATMOSPHERIC 
ANOMALY. AN INITIAL READING IS THAT THERE WAS IN FACT 
A WEATHER INVERSION ON BARBADOS EARLY THIS MORNING 
(APRIL 12} BETWEEN 4000 AND 5000 FEET. 


8. ALTERNATIVELY, THE RADAR SYSTEM (OR OPERATORS) COULD 
HAVE BEEN MALFUNCTIONING. CONSENSUS AMONG BARBADIANS 
(INCLUDING PRIME MINISTER AND CHIEF OF STAFF) DOES NOT 
ACCEPT ATMOSPHERIC OR SYSTEM FAILURE HYPOTHESIS. BUT 
NEITHER DO THEY HAVE ANOTHER EXPLANATION. ONE ASPECT 
OF THIS INCIDENT IS VERY CLEAR: THE GOVERNMENT OF 
BARBADOS TAKES UNAUTHORIZED INTRUSIONS VERY SERIOUSLY. 
THE IMMEDIATE HIGH-LEVEL INVOLVEMENT AND THE RED ALERT

v9. A LOCAL BUGABOO ABOUT MERCENARY INVASIONS IS EASILY 
RAISED AND MAY ACCOUNT FOR SOME OF THE CONCERN. 

REPORTEDLY, SELF-STYLED "BLACK MERCENARY" AND GUN RUNNER 
SIDNEY BURNETT ALLEYNE (BARBADIAN CITIZEN) TWICE HAS 
TRIED TO INVADE AND TAKE OVER BARBADOS. IN 1976 HE WAS 
ARRESTED ON MARTINIQUE ON A VESSEL LOADED WITH ARMS HEADED 
FOR BARBADOS IN AN ATTEMPT - IT IS SAID - TO TAKE OVER THE 
ISLAND. AGAIN IN 1980, LONDON POLICE BROKE UP AN ATTEMPT 
BY ALLEYNE TO RECRUIT A MERCENARY INVASION FORCE. FROM 
THIS DISTANCE IN TIME AND PLACE IT IS DIFFICULT TO 
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SUBSTANTIATE THE THREAT FROM ALLEYNE. CLEARLY, HOWEVER, 
THE GOB TAKES HIM SERIOUSLY. 

10. ANOTHER INCIDENT MAY BE OF INTEREST AND CONTRIBUTORY- 
TO THE GOB REACTION. ON THE NIGHT OF 22 JULY 1977, 
BARBADOS RADAR PICKED UP AN AIRCRAFT WITH AN ERRATIC 
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FLIGHT PATTERN. TOWER ASKED A LOCAL COMMERCIAL FLIGHT 
(LIAT) IN THE AIR NEARBY TO INVESTIGATE. LIAT PILOT 
IDENTIFIED UNMARKED AIRCRAFT WHICH REFUSED TO ENGAGE

This color photograph suggests that the darker areas of Mars are not necessarily 
“green” in color as they are often described, but may be a darker shade of the 
prevailing yellow-orange light areas. It is noted that the photograph as it appears 
here has been subjected to duplication in the course of which some minor color 
changes occurred* The brilliant white south polar cap is clearly evident* Rather 
surprisingly, this cap is probably just what it looks like—a thin layer of frozen 
water, perhaps in the form of hoarfrost. As the polar cap recedes, the dark areas 
(especially those in the same hemisphere) become darker. The dark area near the 
lower right-hand limb of Mars is Syrtis Major, one of the most prominent and well- 
known features of the planet. This feature, among others of its kind, has been 
of increasing interest to exobiologists in recent years* The extremely light-colored 
area to the right and just below the ice cap is Hellas, one of the most prominent 
Martian desert areas. 



Preface 


The principal objective of the search for life on another celestial body is 
to determine the state of chemical evolution if life has not yet arisen, or the 
state of biological evolution if life is present. A study of such life might con¬ 
tribute. to a universal concept of the origin and nature of living systems. 
In. addition, chemical and microscopic examination of any fossils from a pre¬ 
existing biota could provide equally valuable information. 

This subject has provoked excessive speculation by some scientists, while 
others seem unaware of the implications of seriously confronting it. The quest 
for life in space rests on a reasonable degree of geological plausibility. A widely 
accepted theory argues that the known planets condensed under conditions 
compatible with the retention of water, ammonia and methane as gases in the 
primitive atmospheres. Laboratory experiments have demonstrated that 
primeval energy sources would have synthesized numerous biologically- 
sigmficant molecules from these gases. Life developed on Earth when these 
gases and energies were also available to the other planets. Furthermore, 
it is both factual and perplexing that (except for helium) there is a closer 
resemblance between the elemental composition of living systems and the 
universe than.there is between that of living systems and the rocky material 

in j 6 terrestnaI crust on and in which such systems are in intimate residence. 
Indeed, living matter on Earth displays a “unity of biochemistry” which may 
well be a principle with cosmic as well as terrestrial validity. 

These arguments do not prove the hypothesis, but suggest that we cannot 
avoid the experiment. It is the purpose of this publication to describe briefly 
this experiment, for the academic community and the public. Some of 
the methods which have been considered thus far for the detection of extra¬ 
terrestrial life and life-related substances in the near reaches of space are 
presented.

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Introduction 


The mystery of his own origin has intrigued man since earliest antiquity. 
Throughout the ages he has puzzled and theorized over the question of how 
he began, where and when. 

But man is like a detective arriving at the scene some millions or billions of 
years after the event and trying to reconstruct the event. The principals have 
long since departed; most of the clues have disappeared; even the scene itself 
has changed. 

Of equal fascination today is the question of life on other worlds—extra¬ 
terrestrial life. Do the seasonal changes in the darkening on the Martian sur¬ 
face mean that plant life blooms, withers, and dies there? Are there living 
things beneath the covering clouds of Venus despite the great heat this planet 
is subjected to? Did life on the Moon go underground eons back when the 
atmosphere departed; and does life, or its residue, still exist there? Is Jupiter 
actually ice encrusted beneath its hydrogen shroud; and if it is, does this 
preclude some form of life undreamed of by man? 

Now, for the first time, man is beginning to grasp the key which may solve 
the question of whether or not life in some form exists on the other celestial 
bodies of our solar system. The key is, of course, the technology of space 
exploration. The search for life in space now being planned by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration is part of that technology. 

The question of extraterrestrial life and the question of the origin of life are 
interwoven. Discovery of the first may very well unlock the riddle of the 
second. 

The oldest form of fossil known today is that of a microscopic plant similar 
tn form to common algae found in ponds and lakes. Scientists know that 
organisms like it flourished in the ancient seas over 2 billion years ago. (See 
fig. 1.) However, since algae are a relatively complex form of life, it is obvious 
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that life in some simpler form originated much earlier. Organic material 
similar to that found in modern organisms can be detected in these ancient 
deposits as well as in much older Precambrian rocks.

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By studying the radioactive decay of minerals, scientists have determined 
that the surface of the Earth hardened into something like its present form 
about 4.5 to 5 billion years ago. Life itself probably arose during the first 
billion years of the Earth’s history. 

Although the planets now have differing atmospheres, it is believed that in 
their early stages the atmospheres of all the planets may have been essentially 
the same. 

The most widely held theory of the origin of the solar system states that the 
planets were formed from vast clouds of material containing the elements 
in their “cosmic” distribution. Among the most abundant elements in our 
galaxy are hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, and carbon. These were present in 
the primitive atmosphere of the early Earth in the form of water, ammonia, 
methane, and hydrogen. Later, this reducing primitive atmosphere was 
altered to our present oxidizing atmosphere by the escape of hydrogen and 
by the formation of oxygen through the photodissociation of water vapor 
in the upper atmosphere and through plant photosynthesis. The Earth’s 
present atmosphere consists of nitrogen and oxygen in addition to relatively 
small amounts of other gases; most of the oxygen is of biological origin. 
Some of the atmospheric gases, in spite of their low amounts, are crucial 
for life. The ultraviolet absorbing ozone in the upper atmosphere and carbon 
dioxide are examples of such gases. 

On other celestial bodies different things happened to the atmospheres. 
The Moon with feeble gravitational attraction was unable to retain any 
atmosphere at all. Jupiter and Saturn, large in size and with a much more 
powerful gravitation and cooler atmospheres, retain hydrogen, hydrogen 
compounds, and helium. 

Scientists believe that the synthesis of organic compounds preceding the 
origin of life on Earth occurred before its atmosphere was transformed from 
hydrogen and hydrides to oxygen and nitrogen, supporting their theory by 
laboratory experiments. In these experiments, a mixture of gases similar to 
the primitive atmosphere is prepared and energy is applied; i.e., energy in 
the form of an electric spark or ultraviolet light. These and other forms of 
energy were available on the primitive Earth. 

By this action, simple organic molecules are formed. This is not to say 
that the molecules are alive, although they are constitutents of living things 
on Earth. 

Among these molecules are the building blocks of proteins (amino acids) 
and the building blocks of DNA. The latter is the genetic material which 
contains information for the development of the individual organism and which 
is passed from generation to generation. 
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Scientists, in fact, can duplicate many of the individual steps through which 
they think life first arose. But they cannot (or cannot yet) reconstruct the 
actual process by which life originated, a process which may have occupied 
Nature for hundreds of millions of years. 

At some point energy and chemical materials combined under the right 
conditions and life began. Nucleic acid molecules were probably formed as 
well as other complex molecules which enabled the nucleic acids to replicate. 
Due to errors in replication, or mutations, evolution occurred, and in time many 
different life forms arose. Since this happened on Earth, it is possible that 
it also happened on other planets. 

The NASA program of space exploration for the next few decades holds 
great promise of solving one, and of throwing light on the other, of these 
great twin mysteries—extraterrestrial life and the origin of life. American 
space technology is now developing the capability of exploring the Moon 
and the planets of our solar system to search there for organic matter and 
living organisms. 

Spacecraft have flown past, and crashed on, the Moon. Mariner II, launched 
from Cape Kennedy on August 27, 1962, flew past Venus on December 14, 
1962, taking readings and transmitting data which are significant in the 
search for extraterrestrial life. Mariner’s measurements showed temperatures 
on the surface of Venus in the order of 800° F, too hot for life as known on 
Earth. 

Other flights past Venus and to Mars are planned. Later, instruments will 
be sent to Mars in search of extraterrestrial life or biologically significant 
molecules. Culture media, microscopes, and chemical detecting devices will 
search out micro-organisms and life-related substances. Eventually, tele¬ 
vision cameras will look for foliage—and, who knows, footprints? 



CHAPTER I 


Evidence Relevant to Life on Mars 


by Dr. Carl Sagan 


The difficulty of directly detecting Martian life can be easily understood 
if you imagine yourself on Mars, peering through a large telescope at Earth. 
Detecting life on Earth—particularly intelligent life—from such a vantage 
point would be extremely difficult. In view of this, it is not surprising that the 
question of life on Mars is as yet unresolved. In general, there are three 
approaches which can be taken to this problem. 

The Origin of Life 

In the past decade, considerable advances have been made in our knowledge 
of the probable processes leading to the origin of life on Earth. A succession 
of laboratory experiments has shown that essentially all the organic building 
blocks of contemporary terrestrial organisms can be synthesized by supplying 
energy to a mixture of the hydrogen-rich gases of the primitive terrestrial 
atmosphere. It now seems likely that the laboratory synthesis of a self- 
replicating molecular system is only a short time away from realization. The 
syntheses of similar systems in the primitive terrestrial oceans must have 
occurred—collections of molecules which were so constructed that, by the 
laws of physics and chemistry, they forced the production of identical copies 
of themselves out of the building blocks in the surrounding medium. Such a 
system satisfies many of the criteria for Darwinian natural selection, and the 
long evolutionary path from molecule to advanced organism can then be under¬ 
stood. Since nothing except very general primitive atmospheric conditions 
and energy sources are required for such syntheses, it is possible that similar 
events occurred in the early history of Mars and that life may have come into 
being on that planet several billions of years ago. Its subsequent evolution, 
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in response to the changing Martian environment, would have produced 
organisms quite different from those which now inhabit Earth. 

Simulation Experiments 

Experiments have been performed in which terrestrial micro-organisms have 
been introduced into simulated Martian environments, with atmospheres com¬ 
posed of nitrogen and carbon dioxide, no oxygen, very little water, a daily 
temperature variation from +20° to —60° C, and high ultraviolet fluxes.

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It was found that in every sample of terrestrial soil used there were a few 
varieties of micro-organisms which easily survived on “Mars.” When the 
local abundance of water was increased, terrestrial micro-organisms were able 
to grow. Indigenous Martian organisms may be even more efficient in coping 
with the apparent rigors of their environment. These findings underscore the 
necessity for sterilizing Mars entry vehicles so as not to perform accidental 
biological contamination of that planet and obscure the subsequent search for 
extraterrestrial life. 

Direct Searches for Life on Mars 

The early evidence for life on Mars—namely, reports of vivid green colora¬ 
tion and the so-called “canals”—are now known to be largely illusory. There 
are three major areas of contemporary investigation: visual, polarimetric, 
and spectrographic. 

As the Martian polar ice cap recedes each spring, a wave of darkening 
propagates through the Martian dark areas, sharpening their outlines and 
increasing their contrast with the surrounding deserts (fig. 2). These changes 
occur during periods of relatively high humidity and relatively high daytime 
temperatures. A related dark collar, not due to simple dampening of the 
soil, follows the edge of the polar cap in its regression. Occasional nonseasonal 
changes in the form of the Martian dark regions have been observed and 
sometimes cover vast areas of surface. 

Observations of the polarization of sunlight reflected from the Martian dark 
areas indicate that the small particles covering the dark areas change their 
size distribution in the spring, while the particles covering the bright areas 
do not show any analogous changes. 

Finally, infrared spectroscopic observations of the Martian dark areas show 
three spectral features which, to date, seem to be interpretable only in terms 
of organic matter, the particular molecules giving rise to the absorptions being 
hydrocarbons and aldehydes. 

Taken together, these observations suggest, but do not conclusively prove, 
that the Martian dark areas are covered with small organisms composed of 
familiar types of organic matter, which change their size and darkness in 
response to the moisture and heat of the Martian spring. We have'no evidence 
either for or against the existence of more advanced life forms. There is much 
more information which can be garnered from the ground, balloons, Earth 
satellites, Mars flybys, and Mars orbiters, but the critical tests for life on Mars 
can only be made from landing vehicles equipped with experimental packages 
such as those discussed on the following pages. 
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Mars Surface High-Resolution Near-Scan TV 


The first thing man generally does in a new and strange environment is to 
iook around. This is exactly what scientists want eventually to do through 
one of the Voyager-class landing capsules on Mars by using photographs 
relayed from television cameras. This “eyes on Mars” experiment would 
offer genuine scientific merit for the following reasons. 

1. We want to know the topography immediately surrounding the capsule. 
There may be both geological and biological surprises in the landscape re¬ 
vealed by a televised survey. 

2. We would like to monitor the instrument operations. 

3. Scientists and laymen alike could participate in this experiment. All 
could see what the scenery of the red planet is like. 

TV cameras such as those used on Surveyor or Ranger (spacecraft used 
in lunar missions) might be adapted for use in the exploration of Mars. The 
Surveyor cameras use zoom lenses having a focal length range of from 25 mm 
(wide-angle) to 100 mm (narrow-angle). In the narrow-angle mode these 
cameras can produce a resolution of 0.25 milliradian per TV line. This means 
that at a distance of 4 meters the resolution is approximately 1 mm per TV 
line. These cameras are fitted with filters for color separation and polariza¬ 
tion studies. Figure 3 shows one of the Surveyor cameras. The vidicon 
image tube is mounted vertically and looks up into a mirror which can be 
rotated in elevation and azimuth to provide viewing in virtually all directions. 

The Ranger TV cameras, now well described in other reports, are also of the 
wide- and narrow-angle type. Although possessing a fixed focus, they can 
photograph in the range of approximately 1,120 miles to about % mile. Lens 
apertures vary and are set so that pictures can be taken corresponding to 
average lighting conditions on Earth from noon to dusk. The vidicon tube 
for each camera works on a photoconductive principle similar to tubes in 
commercial television cameras. The light and dark areas of the image on the 
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face plate are scanned by a beam of electrons which differentiate these light 
and dark areas by their electrical resistance. The scan lines are converted 
into electrical signals, highly amplified, converted to a frequency-modulated 
signal, sent to a 60-watt transmitter, and received on Earth. Direct mounting 
and use of this system on a capsule on the surface of Mars is not now possible. 
Nevertheless, the Ranger VII photographs of the Moon underscore the potential 
of the system as soon as technology permits its application to the planets. 

A more sophisticated use of television cameras is illustrated by the micro¬ 
scope-television combination described in the next chapter.

CHAPTER III 


The Vidicon Microscopes 


The detection of life by looking for it sounds elementary; however, this 
seemingly simple technique is extremely complex and involves numerous 
technical problems. The usefulness of a visual method lies in the extensive 
background of classical terrestrial biological observation from the macrocosm 
to the microcosm. In addition, the morphological approach does not depend 
upon assumptions concerning the nature of extraterrestrial biochemistry. 
Certain structural attributes, with varied degree of elaboration and applica¬ 
tion, are not expressions of particular specific form, but of life itself. 

A television (vidicon) microscope for planetary exploration has been sug¬ 
gested by Dr. Joshua Lederberg of Stanford University. The investigation 
of this idea is being carried out in his Instrument Research Laboratory and in 
Dr. Gerald Soffen s laboratory at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory of the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology. These groups are assessing the problems of 
using the microscope as an instrument of life detection. 

Terrestrial atmosphere and soil contain a multitude of viable or moribund 
microscopic organisms, Bacteria, algae, fungi, protozoans, and diatoms are 
commonly found. Fragments of organisms and fossil forms are also frequently 
among the components. Special parts of organisms, such as seeds, pollen grains 
and spores, comprise an important fraction because of their capability of sur¬ 
viving rigorous environmental conditions. 

Recognition and identification of micro-organisms by microscopy is often 
difficult and uncertain; however, in many cases, characteristic morphology is 
highly indicative and sometimes conclusive. Specific form, size, symmetry, 
optical properties, surface features, pigmentation and intricate internal archi¬ 
tecture are among those typical details which have made the microscope useful. 
In addition to conventional use, the microscope may be extended to carry out 
microspectrophotometry, microhistochemistry and microfluorometry, which 
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would provide chemical information concerning the object or materials in the 
field of view. 

The simplest model of a microscope for space use is called the “abbreviated 
microscope.” This is a fixed-focus, impaction, phase-contrast instrument

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which offers a unique solution to the “deposition” of a sample for optical ex¬ 
amination (fig. 4). An aerosol sample is injected into the plane of focus of the 
microscope through an orifice in the condenser lens. The image is transmitted 
by vidicon. The lens system observes a 100 -m field with 0.5-ji resolution. 
The vidicon picture, when telemetered to Earth, would require a great deal o 
data transmission; it might take hours to send a single picture When more 
power and larger antennas are available, and with special data handling tec 

niques, this time may be reduced significantly. 

A more complex idea under development employs spectral and spatial 
scanning as a criterion for the selection of objects of interest. Specific ultra¬ 
violet absorption of particles is carried out by scanning microspectrophotom- 
etry. This has been developed to include the fluorometnc capability o 
detecting the primary fluorescence of native compounds and fluorescence due 
to products formed by specific reactants. The scanning technique is also being 

investigated for use with biological stains. i 

Other areas being explored are automatic focusing, changes m magnification, 
the use of more sensitive imaging devices, and improved sample preparation 
to remove the inorganic fraction. 



CHAPTER IV 


The Gas Chromatograph 


Gas chromatography has been proposed as an excellent method for detecting 
the gases of planetary atmospheres and for identifying organic chemical com¬ 
pounds which are of biological interest. 

The essential parts of the gas chromatograph are a long tube, or column, 
containing a powdered material which will adsorb, or bind, different gases with 
different degrees of strength and a detector that is placed at one end of the 
tube. During an analysis, the unknown sample, which usually consists of a 
mixture of gases, is forced through the column by an inert gas, or currier gus, 
such as helium or argon. The gases of the sample that are more strongly 
bound to the material in the column pass through more slowly than the gases 
that are weakly bound. In this way different gases pass out of the column at 
different times and are indicated by the detector. (See figs. 5 and 6.) 

A basic gas chromatograph for detecting and measuring atmospheric gases 
or for analyzing organic compounds of biological interest is shown in figure 6. 
In the case of an atmospheric analysis, a sample of the atmospheric mixture 
is transported to the sample injector, A constant flow of carrier gas from 
the carrier-gas storage tank is delivered to the column by the flow regulator 
and is permitted to flow continuously before injection of the sample. The 
sample is then put into the carrier-gas stream by the sample injector. The 
different gases in the mixture separate as they pass through the column, 
with each gas finally passing through the detector, and causing it to produce 
an electrical signal. The signal is fed into an electronics system where it is 
amplified and transmitted back to Earth. 

Gnder suitable conditions, the strength of the signal will indicate the amount 
of each gas (see fig. 7). The kind of gas is determined by the length of time 
it takes to pass through the column. The detectors used in gas chromatog¬ 
raphy usually detect changes in the physical properties of the carrier gas; 
for example, electrical or thermal conductivity.

Biological substances do not normally occur as vapors and therefore cannot 
be directly detected by gas chromatography. In the analysis of these com¬ 
pounds it is necessary to convert nongaseous materials to vapor form before 
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they can be analyzed by gas chromatography. This can be done in two ways. 
One way is to heat the sample at relatively low temperatures; for example, 100° C 
to 150° C. With this treatment, some biological compounds can be con¬ 
verted to vapors which can be injected into the carrier gas and analyzed in 
the usual way. Other biochemical compounds cannot be vaporized so easily 
and must be heated to higher temperatures. When these substances are 
strongly heated their molecules break up into smaller molecules, some of 
which are gaseous. By analyzing these smaller molecules on the gas chromato¬ 
graph it is possible to tell what the original biological substances were. This 
type of analysis requires a great deal of research in order to learn how large 
molecules break down when they are heated at high temperatures. The 
oven in figure 6 is used to heat biochemical compounds in order to convert 
them to gases. 

Through the use of gas chromatographs that are designed to perform an 
analysis automatically on space probes landed on the surface of Mars it will

be possible to determine what gases in the Martian atmosphere may be im¬ 
portant to living organisms. For example, tests for water vapor, oxygen 
carbon dioxide, and nitrogen can be made as well as for many other gases’ 
and samples of Martian soil can be collected and heated. If these samples 
contain organic matter, it will be possible to tell whether substances which 
are known to be part of living organisms are present. If proteins, nucleic 
acids sugars or fatty substances are found, this would be strong evidence 
that. life is present, although it would not be conclusive. The information 
obtained through gas chromatography, combined with information obtained 
t rough other experiments, would not only establish the presence of life 

but it would tell whether or not this life was chemically the same as terrestrial 
hie* 


One of the outstanding advantages of the gas chromatograph is its versa- 
tihty.. It can be made, very complex or relatively simple depending upon 
the kind of analysis desired and the constraints of the space probe mission. 

y using a system having several columns and detectors, an instrument can 
be designed which will, analyze a wide variety of biochemical substances. 
1 his would be desirable if there is no prior clue to the possible kinds of organic 

chemicals m an unknown mixture, such as might be the case for a sample of 
Martian soil. 


A second important advantage is that the analysis results in the separation 
of complex chemical mixtures. This feature permits confirming the analvsis 
o each constituent by other methods; for example, mass spectroscopy 

finally, the instrumentation is readily adaptable to miniaturization and 
ruggedness of construction, which is an essential feature for instruments 
intended to perform remote automatic analysis on unmanned space probes 
Several model instruments have been studied for application to the biological 
exploration of the solar system. These instruments range from 5 to 14 pounds 
in weight and are of various degrees of complexity. Gas chromatographs 
which can analyze planetary atmospheres in 10 seconds are being studied as 
well as instruments which can detect tens or hundreds of gaseous compounds 
in. a single analysis. Because of this extreme versatility, the scientists working 
with gas chromatography believe that it is one of the most useful methods for 
the detection of biologically relevant chemical compounds and the constituents 
ot planetary atmospheres. 



CHAPTER V 


The Mass Spectrometer 


Although mass spectrometry, like gas chromatography, cannot prove the 
existence of life, it is an experimental tool which would enable us to learn much 
about the organic chemistry of Mars. 

The mass spectrometer approach to exobioiogical studies is being carried out 
under the supervision of Dr. Klaus Biemann at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Dr. Biemann has concentrated much of his experimental work 
on amino acids and peptides. This method accomplishes identification through 
the mass spectra (i.e., the distribution of the masses) of the pyrolysis products 
of the introduced samples. In one type of instrument an amino acid is heated 
near the ion source. The molecular fragments so produced vaporize off the 
sample and are accelerated according to their masses onto an electron multi¬ 
plier. The identification of the original amino acid is based on the charac- 
terestic masses of these fragments. 

The mass spectrometer is perhaps unique for the specific identification of 
small amounts of compounds which have been roughly classified by other 
methods. While not as sensitive as color reactions, ultraviolet absorption 
and fluorometry, mass spectrometry is an extremely versatile and powerful 
method for identifying organic compounds. The ability to recognize organic 
structures, regardless of whether they do or do not show any resemblance to 
the molecules with which we are familiar in terrestrial biology, could be 
crucially important for Martian exploration. 

The sample size for mass spectroscopy ranges from a few tenths to a few 
millionths of a milligram. Spectral interpretation is simplified if this small 
sample is not too complex. Therefore, some sample preparation is required, 
with gas chromatography being the favored method for accomplishing this. 

Mass spectrometry could also provide data on the composition of the 
atmosphere and the abundance of ratios of stable isotopes of the elements of 
low atomic number. Both of these areas are of obvious relevance to the 
biological exploration of celestial bodies within the solar system.

Figure 8 shows the mass spectra of two amino acids, phenylalanine and 
tyrosine. Upon electron- bombardment, certain bonds in the molecules of 
phenylalanine (top) and tyrosine (bottom) are broken to form various posi¬ 
tively-charged fragments which the mass spectrometer separates and records 
according to mass (see curves). Both give mass 74, characteristic of many 
amino acids, but the rest of the peaks differ because tyrosine contains one more 
oxygen atom than phenylalanine. 

Any mass spectrometer built for use in space would, of course, incorporate 
a collection apparatus for sampling, sensors to note the results, and telemetry 
equipment to communicate these results back to Earth. Such information 
would be obtained quickly with this instrument. The entire mass spectrum 
of a biological molecule can be scanned in a few seconds. The instrument 

should be designed for the determination of spectra up to a molecular weight 
of 250,

band of light and pass it through a substance and find that 100 percent of the 
light has passed through, we say that the ultraviolet was not absorbed. This 
means that the substance does not have vibrations of the same frequency as the 
ultraviolet. Now, if we pass a band of ultraviolet of another frequency and we 
find that only 10 percent of the light passes through the substance, then we 
know that the light was absorbed and that the substance had a vibration of the 
same frequency as that particular band of ultraviolet. 

Proteins are large, complex molecules consisting of amino acids linked to¬ 
gether in long chains that are folded into characteristic shapes. The amino 
acids are held together by peptide bonds , and their combination joined in such a 
fashion is called a peptide. A combination of two amino acid molecules is a 
dipeptide; three are a tripeptide; many are a polypeptide. A protein is a large 
polypeptide, or a combination of several polypeptides. When a protein is 
hydrolyzed, it is split into peptides, and these are then split into amino acids. 
(I his is what happens in the stomach and intestine when proteins are digested.) 
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Now, if we study the absorption of electromagnetic energy by proteins, it 
is seen that a portion of the spectrum in the far ultraviolet region (around 
1950 A) is characteristically absorbed by the protein. Further study shows 
that the particular vibration in resonance with the ultraviolet is somewhere in 
the peptide' bond. A tripeptide absorbs twice as much as a dipeptide. A 
polypeptide with 100 bonds (101 amino acids) absorbs one hundred times as 
much energy as a dipeptide. As a protein is hydrolyzed we see that the absorp¬ 
tion of ultraviolet light decreases, and when it is completely hydrolyzed and 
all the peptide bonds are broken, there is no more absorption of this region of 
the ultraviolet. 

Unfortunately, peptides are not the only substances that absorb in this 
region, and some confusion might result. A study of the absorption by other 
substances shows, so far, that hydrolysis does not affect it. Thus, it can be 
said for the present that if the substance absorbs far ultraviolet before and 
after hydrolysis, it is not a peptide, but if hydrolysis reduces the absorption, it 
may be a peptide. 

If further research warrants it, a small, rugged spectrophotometer will be 
built. The instrument will be able to collect a sample of Martian soil, treat 
it with solvents and place a portion in each of two quartz vessels. One sample 
will be hydrolyzed and the other will not. Then the instrument will take 
spectrophotometric readings of both samples. If the readings are different, a 
message will be sent to scientists on Earth that peptides exist on Mars. 

The ultraviolet absorption spectra of three different concentrations of 
alanylglycylglycine at pH 1 are shown in figure 9. Figure 10 illustrates the 
ultraviolet absorption spectra for sodium hydroxide extracts of soil (ratios 
are amounts of NaOH to H 2 0 in extracting solutions). 



CHAPTER VII 


The J-Band Life Detector 


This experiment is being studied for NASA by Dr. R. E. Kay and Dr. E. R. 
Walwick at the Philco Research Laboratories and is designed for use on Mars. 

Because of the probable evolutionary history of the Martian environment, it 
is believed that Martian life will be based on similar chemical constituents and 
evolutionary principles as life on Earth. On Earth, life resides only in systems 
which are composed of molecular aggregates (macromolecules) known as pro- 
teins, nucleic acids and polysaccharides. Therefore, it is reasonable to assume 
that the detection on Mars of macromolecules having properties similar to 
proteins, nucleic acids or carbohydrates, will provide some support for the view 
that life exists on the planet. When certain dyes interact with macromole¬ 
cules, color changes (metachromasia) occur which can serve to identify and 
detect biological materials. The present experiments have been concerned 
with the changes produced in the absorption spectrum of a dibenzothiacar- 
bocyanine dye when it interacts with trace amounts of biological macromole¬ 
cules. The spectral changes occurring when this dye reacts with biological 
macromolecules are unique in regard to the diversity of the changes that occur 
and the large amount of information which can be "deduced. 

In this case, the interaction of the dye with biological macromolecules always 
produces an increase in absorbance at new maxima. There are seven different 
regions of the spectrum in which absorption maximum are found. These are 
located at approximately 450, 480, 508, 535, 560, 575, and 650 m*. The peak 
in the 650-tn,* region is referred to as a J-band, being named after E. E. Jelly 
who described it in detail. This absorption band is particularly interesting 
because, of the macromolecules which have been tested, only those of biological 
origin interact with the dye to produce this absorption band. This is indeed 
fortunate, since the J-band has properties which make it especially useful in 
a detection scheme. It lies almost entirely outside the absorption region of 
the normal dye absorption spectrum, and the absorption coefficient is extremely 
high. Because of this, an increase in absorbance in the J-band region occurs 
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in the presence of very low macromolecule concentrations and variations in the 
reference^(dye band) are negligible. Thus, the experiment has been referred 
to as the J-band life-detector.” This title is convenient because of its brevity, 
but it focuses attention on only one aspect of the method. The program is 
concerned not only with the J-band, but also with other alternations of the 
dye spectrum which result from the interaction of the dye with macromolecules. 

The maxima which appear, and their exact wavelength, are functions of the 
macromolecule structure and the nature of its functional groups. Thus, for 
example, interaction of the dye with native deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) 
produces a single peak at 575 mp, whereas its interaction with denatured 
DNA causes a single peak at 540 mp. On the other hand, proteins may 
produce multiple bands which occur in the 650-, 575- and 480-m/x regions of 
the spectrum. With proteins, a band can always be produced in the 650-mp 
region of the spectrum; the exact wavelength of this band appears to be a 
function of the nature of the protein. Variables, such as change in acidity or 
alkalinity (pH) and temperature, cause changes in the absorption spectra of 
macromolecule-dye complexes which are related to the nature of the macro¬ 
molecule. In general, the method is sensitive to 0.1 to 1 microgram of 
macromolecule per ml, and the absorbance of the associated complex is 
proportional to the concentration of the macromolecule. 

The positions of the new absorption maxima appear to be a direct property 
of the spacing of the functional groups on the macromolecule, the rigidity 
of the macromolecule structure and the sequence of the anionic and cationic 
sites. The effects produced by changes in temperature and pH are apparently 
associated with modification in the folding and coiling of the macromolecule, 
the dye-macromolecule equilibrium and the ionizability of the functional 
side groups. Thus, by observing the spectral changes which occur when this 
dye^ interacts with a macromolecule and by appropriate manipulations of 
environmental variables, it is possible to detect trace amounts of macro¬ 
molecules, distinguish between macromolecules which are difficult to dif¬ 
ferentiate by conventional methods and obtain information about the structure 
of macromolecules and estimate the macromolecule concentration. 

It is expected that on Mars the experiment will be carried out in the 
following manner: The test capsule will acquire a soil sample, extract the macro¬ 
molecules and mix them with the dye solution (sample solution and prepara¬ 
tion). The absorbance of the dye-macromolecule mixture will then be deter¬ 
mined. 

In laboratory tests, a number of soil samples have been analyzed for macro¬ 
molecules by the scheme indicated for the Mars experiment. In each case, 
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changes in the absorption spectrum of the dye, indicative of the presence of 
macromolecules, were observed. This was true for soils which had a total organic 
carbon content as low as 0.2 percent. Concentrated extracts from some of 
the soils, which exhibited new absorption peaks in the 535- and 650-m* regions 
of the spectrum, were analyzed for macromolecules by conventional laboratory 
methods. Macromolecules were isolated and amino acids - and monosaccha¬ 
rides were obtained when the macromolecules were hydrolyzed, indicating 
that the macromolecules present in the soils were proteins and polysaccharides. 
This is in agreement with the results obtained by the dye test and strongly 
indicates that the method will be very useful for the detection of macromolec- 
ular species which are characteristic of all living material as we know it. 

Figure 11 shows three absorption maxima. The first., at 505 m ;i . is the region 
of normal dye absorption. The others, at 575 and '648 m* are absorption 
bands due to the interaction of the dye with a 0.002-percent solution of 
oxidized ribonuclease.

CHAPTER VIII 


Optical Rotation 


To determine the presence of life on other pi anets through remotely con¬ 
trolled instruments, two factors must be considered. Firlt, we postulate 
that life on other planets has a chemistry similar to ours. This is an obvious 
first guess and may well prove to be approximately correct. As was shown 
in the introduction, there is reason to believe that the chemical events occurring 
on the primitive Earth also occurred on other planets of the solar system. 
Secondly, what is life and how do you know when you have found it? 

“This,” says Dr. Ira Blei, “brings us to the heart of the problem of the 
search for life on other planets.” Dr. Blei, of Melpar, is the scientist in charge 
of the optical rotatory experiment for NASA. 

t H° w can one design single experiments which will provide enough informa¬ 
tion to permit a decision to be made concerning the existence of biologically 
significant molecules? Life has become very difficult to define in just a few 
words. The highest form of life on Earth, man, is a collection of very complex 
molecules having certain life-like properties associated with them. At the 
other end of the scale are the many types of simple chemical substances— 
sugars for example—which are obviously not alive. Further, somewhere 
between the two extremes are systems which are sometimes “alive” and 
sometimes not: the viruses. 

So, we may look for a substance or property which is common to all life. 
One measurable property which has consistently been found in all living systems 
is optical rotation. A substance is said to possess optical activity when a 
flat ribbon, ’ or plane wave, of light (polarized) passing through this substance 
is twisted, or rotated, so that the flat ribbon of light emerges in a new plane. 

This ability to rotate the plane of polarized light is associated with molecular 
structure in a unique manner, just as the absorption spectroscopic characteris¬ 
tics are unique. Not all materials are capable of rotating the plane of polarized 
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light; however, nucleic acids, proteins, and carbohydrates, all associated with 
life, do. 

To measure the ability of a substance to rotate plane polarized light, it is 
necessary to place the substance between two polarizing filters. Plane po¬ 
larized light passes through the substance into the second filter, which has 
been rotated so that no light can penetrate. Now, if the natural material 
can cause the plane ray to twist, some light will begin to leak through the 
second, or analyzer, filter. To restore the initial condition of the incident 
light leak, the analyzer must be rotated through a certain angle. The extent 
to which the analyzer is rotated is the measure of net optical rotation. Figure

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12 shows the general layout of the optical component of the optical rotation 
device. 

An important feature of optical rotation is that it is thousands of times more 
sensitive near a spectroscopic absorption band of the substance than at wave¬ 
lengths removed from it. Such biological molecules as nucleic acids and 
aromatic amino acids maximally absorb in the 2600 A and 2800 A regions, 
respectively. Organic compounds formed by chemical synthesis generally con¬ 
sist of mixtures which rotate light in opposite directions and thus neutralize 
each other. It is a characteristic property of living things to select and 
synthesize forms which rotate polarized light in one direction. 



CHAPTER IX 


The Radioisotope Biochemical Probe: Gulliver 


This instrument, named after Swift’s famous fictional traveller to strange 
places, is designed to search for microbial life on Mars. The project scientists 
for NASA are Dr. Gilbert V. Levin of Hazleton Laboratories, Inc., and Dr. 
Norman H. Horowitz of the California Institute of Technology. 

Gulliver consists of a culture chamber that inoculates itself with a sample of 
soil. The chamber contains a broth whose organic nutrients are labeled with 
radioactive carbon. When micro-organisms are put into the broth they 
metabolize the organic compounds, releasing radioactive carbon dioxide. The 
radioactive carbon dioxide is trapped on a chemically coated film at the 
window of a Geiger counter. The counter detects and measures the radio¬ 
activity; this information will be conveyed to a radio transmitter which will 
signal it to Earth. Gulliver can detect growth, as well as metabolism, by 
virtue of the fact that the rate of carbon dioxide production increases ex¬ 
ponentially (geometrically) in growing cultures. Exponential production of 
carbon dioxide would provide strong evidence for life on Mars and would 
make it possible to estimate the generation time; that is, the time required for 
doubling the number of organisms in the culture. 

In addition to a culture chamber and counter (actually a group of counters 
in anticoincidence circuitry), Gulliver contains a built-in sample collector. 
This mechanism consists of two 25-foot lengths of kite line and chenille wound 
on small projectiles. The windings are made in the manner of harpoon lines 
to prevent snagging, and the strings are coated with silicone grease to make 
them sticky. When the space package arrives on Mars, a miniaturized pro¬ 
grammer will take charge of Gulliver (actually, at least two Gullivers will be 
used, one as a test instrument and the other as a control). The projectiles 
will be fired, deploying the lines over the surface of the planet. A tiny motor 
inside the chamber will then reel in the lines, together with adhering soil 
particles. After line retrieval, the chamber of Gulliver will be sealed, and an 
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because we can be certain that if life exists at all on Mars, there will be at 
least one photosynthetic species that captures energy from the Sun. 

The composition of the medium is one of the most interesting problems 
connected with the Gulliver experiment. Obviously, the success of the ex¬ 
periment depends on the correct choice of nutrients. There are reasons for 
believing that if life exists on Mars it will be carbonaceous life, as it is on Earth. 
One can therefore feel reasonably confident that organic compounds of some 
kind will be metabolized by Martian organisms. However, as the number of 
possible organic compounds is virtually limitless, this premise does not narrow 
the range of choices very much. What we need for the Gulliver medium are 
organic substances that are readily decomposed into carbon dioxide by living 
organisms and that are of widespread occurrence in the solar system. This 
problem can be approache d experimentally. In fact, - the iiiiCnt' has 

already been done and has been referred to in the introduction to this book; 
that is, the experiment of irradiating a mixture of gases simulating the primitive 
atmosphere of the Earth and planets. As Dr, Stanley Miller first showed, this 
experiment yielded a number of organic acids, such as formic, succinic, and 
lactic acids. These acids have exactly the characteristics referred to above: 
they are readily metabolized to carbon dioxide by terrestrial life, and there is 
reason to believe that they were formed in large amounts on primitive Mars. 
It is contemplated that these and a number of other compounds of a similar 
nature will be among the radioactive nutrients in the Gulliver medium. 

Several working models of Gulliver have been built. The model shown in 
figure 13 has been tested under a variety of conditions: from the sand dunes 
of Death Valley to above tree-line at the 12,000-foot elevation on White 
Mountain, California, and from the salt desert of southern California to the 
woods of Rock Creek Park in Washington, D.C. In all of these places, 
Gulliver was able to detect microbial life in a matter of a few hours. 




CHAPTER X 


The Wolf Trap 


When Professor Wolf Vishniac conceived a device to search for life in space 
it was inevitable that his biologist friends would name it the “Wolf trap?’ 
The original Wolf trap was built to demonstrate on Earth the feasibility of 
detecting automatically the growth of micro-organisms on Mars. When 
operated either on the laboratory floor or outdoors, the feasibility model signals 
bacterial growth within a few hours after activation. 

The heart of the Wolf trap is a growth chamber with an acidity (pH) detector 
and a light sensor; the former senses the changes in acidity which almost in¬ 
evitably accompany the growth of micro-organisms, while the latter detects 
changes in the amount of light passing through the growth chamber. Micro¬ 
organisms, such as bacteria, turn a clear culture medium turbid (cloudy) 
when they grow. It is the change in turbidity which the light sensor measures. 
The pH measurement complements the turbidity measurement by providing 
an independent check on growth and metabolism. When either or both of 
these changes occur, the sensors can communicate this information to a tele¬ 
metering device which in turn relays the results back to Earth. 

The reason for first searching for micro-organisms on Mars is that even in 
the absence of higher plants and animals, the basic ecology (the interactions 
between the organisms in a biological community) would not be changed; it is 
possible to maintain a planetary ecology by micro-organisms alone, though not 
by animals and higher plants in the absence of micro-organisms. 

The biological reasoning behind the particular approach of the Wolf trap 
was presented by Professor Vishniac as follows. All of the organisms of an 
environment must have a source of raw materials and energy, for growth. 
Some, like the green plants, can use light energy to manufacture energy-rich 
chemicals (food); this process is named photosynthesis. Others, like humans, 
must consume either the photosynthetic plants, or animals which subsist 
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° n k hC ?. an . t f* f ° r . eaergy re ^ uirements - In photosynthesis plants consume 
carbon dioxide; animals eat the plants and produce carbon dioxide. Such 
an interdependent cycling of raw materials is common within a biological 
environment A consideration of a known environment allows one to predict 
with reasonable accuracy the type of micro-organism that will flourish in it. 
buch predictions have nothing to do with the size and shape of the micro¬ 
organism, nor with its microscopic appearance or its molecular structure 
Ihey only deal with its physiology: activities, such as photosynthesis, which 
would enable an organism to flourish in such an environment. 

These predictions are the basis for the several culture media now being con¬ 
sidered for inclusion in a Mars-bound Wolf trap. The most important con¬ 
sideration in preparing these media is the knowledge that Mars lacks oxygen 
in its atmosphere Hence, a number of media are being devised to support 

e life of probable anaerobic micro-organisms. A variety of media allows 
the biologist to test fundamental assumptions about the nature of life and its 

chemistry, and increases the likelihood of detecting at least one possible 
lire torm. 

. The d ~ eCt i° n PHH^Ple of the Wolf trap is susceptible to a variety of modifica¬ 
tions. The first device can be a simple unit to meet the weight and power 
requirements of early spacecraft, or it can be an elaborate multichambered 
experiment with varied media as mentioned above. The latter, of course 
would have the greater scientific value. 

The feasibility model has been completely redesigned, and a new model— 
the breadboard model—has been built incorporating changes to make it 
suitable for space flight (fig. 14). One improvement is a more sensitive method 
of detecting turbidity. . The intensity of a beam of light passing through a 
tur id bacterial suspension will be_reduced since some of the light is scattered 
to the sides. Instruments which can measure this reduction in direct light 
intensity see” turbidity when 100 million organisms per milliliter are present, 
lhe unaided eye is a better detector since it can tell if a suspension is cloudy 
at a concentration of roughly 5 million organisms per milliliter. At least a 
thousand-fold greater sensitivity is possible by measuring the light scattered 
to the sides by the suspended organisms, rather than measuring the reduced 
intensity directly. The particular optical geometry which has been selected 
for the Wolf trap measures light scattered at an angle of approximately 20° 
off the forward beam. This system is shown in figure 15- 
. "I'ke response of the first model was a simple yes-no answer. It is more 
informative to continously measure the change in turbidity as a result of 
microbial growth and telemeter to Earth the magnitude of the change. From 
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this is would be possible to plot a growth curve. Similarly, a change of acidity 
can be signaled by the pH detector in terms of rate change, rather than just

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the internal vacuum to suck dust into the culture chamber. The sampling 
mechanism of the breadboard model, like the early model, is based upon the 
sucking up of dust. However, instead of a “packaged” vacuum, compressed 
gas forced through a constricted throat produces a partial vacuum which 
sucks particles into the collection nozzle and carries them from there to the 
culture chamber. 

When the soil inoculum is initially introduced into the culture chamber 
of the breadboard there is a relatively high signal which drops rapidly as 
the heavy sand-sized particles settle out of the suspension. The very small 
particles settle out of the suspension more slowly. Superimposed on this 
soil settling curve is the growth curve of the organisms. Starting from some 
low population level, the microbes begin to multiply. When the number of 
organisms is large enough (around 100,000 per milliliter in the present device) 
they begin to form a significant amount of the signal. 

Naturally, the system cannot discriminate between soil and micro¬ 
organisms. The Wolf trap could send a signal change even if there were 
nothing living on Mars, as, indeed, could any of the other life-detection devices. 
Suppose for instance, the Wolf trap lands on Mars and almost immediately 
signals a marked change in the culture medium; the signals show dense tur¬ 
bidity and the acidity increases greatly. About all such data would mean 
would be that the Martian surface is extremely dusty and the dust extremely 
acidic. However, if only a few of the chambers indicate change, and the 
the changes are signaled over the course of several hours or a day, then it 
can be reasonably concluded that changes have taken place as a result of 
microbial activity, especially if the turbidity signal increases exponentially 
(doubled every hour or so), instead of climbing at a constant rate. 

Sample acquisition poses one of the most difficult engineering problems in 
the Wolf trap, as in other life-detection devices. Light scattered by an 
abundance of small colloidal-sized soil particles might saturate the detectors, 
allowing the growth of organisms to go undetected. It would be equally 
unfortunate if an insufficient sample were collected. The concern over the 
sampling problem is reflected in figure 14, where fully half the volume of 
the experimental breadboard is taken up by sampling system components. 
Although it is more complex, the Wolf trap breadboard is less than one-third 
the size and one-sixth the weight of the original feasibility model. Yet the 
device is still not as compact as possible. The design engineers of the Wolf 
trap point out that the bulky solenoid-operated valves in the breadboard can 
be replaced by one-shot rupture diaphragms in the flight model. This would 
represent a considerable saving in weight and space. 
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The next step is greater refinement of the entire system to reduce its size, 
increase its detector sensitivity, improve the sample collection efficiency, and 
fully qualify the instrument for space flight so that the Wolf trap will be ready 
for installation in a Mars-bound spacecraft.

CHAPTER XI 


The Multivator Life-Detection System 


The multivator is a miniature laboratory for conducting a variety of bio¬ 
chemical or biological experiments on Mars. The nature of the experiments 
is limited only by those biological properties which can be measured by a 
photomultiplier as an output transducer. The device was conceived by 
Dr. Joshua Lederberg at Stanford University. The experiment which has 
received Dr. Lederberg’s particular attention is the detection of phosphatase 
activity. This is because: 

1. phosphatase is widespread among terrestrial organisms; 

2. it catalyzes the hydrolysis of phosphate esters with moderate specificity; 

3. it is involved with the role of phosphorus in metabolism and energy 
transfer which may be a universal characteristic of carbon-based aqueous 
living systems; and 

4. it is capable of being detected with relatively high sensitivity. 

A functional test for the presence of hydrolytic enzymes, such as phosphatase, 
detects the catalysis of AB+H 2 0 AH + BOH. The basis of the phos¬ 

phatase test is the release of AH which differs from AB in being fluorescent. 
In this case, A is a fluorescent residue and B is a phosphate that permits the 
fluorometric assay of phosphatase. The multivator is designed to carry out 
such assays as well as many others. It does this by mimicking in miniature 
a great many of the kinds of instruments used in a typical biochemical labora¬ 
tory. The basic elements of the instruments are a light source followed by a 
filter, the sample under investigation; another filter centered at either the 
same wavelength as the excitation filter for colorimetry or light scattering, or 
at a different wavelength if fluorometric observations are to be made; and 
finally, a light detector, usually a photomultiplier. Figure 16 shows several 
cut-away views of the multivator. 

The most recent version of the multivator consists of IS modules arranged 
in a circle around an impeller (figs. 17 and 18). Each of the modules basically 
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consists of a reaction chamber, solvent storage chamber, tapered valve pin, 
explosive-charge bellows motor, and a filtered light source. The entire solvent 
chamber is sealed prior to operation by a thin diaphragm which is placed in 
front of the pointed valve tip. 

In operation, dust-bearing air is drawn through the impeller and in front 
of the reaction chambers. The impeller imparts sufficient velocity to particles 
above 10/i in diameter to fling them into the reaction chambers where they 
tend to settle. Upon completion of the particle-collecting operation, the 
explosive-charged bellows motors are electrically ignited. Expansion of the 
bellows results in the sealing of the reaction chambers and the injection of the 
solvent. The substrate materials, which have been stored dry in the reaction 
chambers during flight, are dissolved and the reaction begins. After a preset re-

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action time, the excitation lamps are turned on sequentially and the light signal, 
or fluorescent level in the case of the phosphatase assay, is detected by the 
photomultiplier tube. This information is then reduced to digital form and 
transmitted. One reading per chamber every 15 minutes would be satisfactory, 
requiring a fraction of a bit per second for telemetry. Certain chambers of 
the instrument are designed so that they will not collect soil. This permits a 
comparison of the behavior of the solvent-substrate mixtures subjected to the 
same conditions of voyage and Martian environment with the results from 
those reaction chambers receiving dust samples. This helps to ensure that 
the information concerning a sign of life is not due to a faulty test. 

Modular design of the multivator offers several advantages. First, the 
entire multivator becomes potentially more reliable with 15 independently 
operated modules. Secondly, each module may be filled with different types of 
solvents,, thereby increasing the range of experiments that can be performed 
with a. single multivator package. Thirdly, the modular design allows more 
flexibility in making the final choice of the actual experiment to be performed. 
It also permits postponing this choice to a relatively short time before the 
launch date of the mission. More than a full complement of modules could 
be under design and development; postponement of final choice would not 
interfere with orderly spacecraft development and construction as long as the 
experiments met the very simple interface parameters characteristic of the 
multivator experimental modules.

CHAPTER XII 


The Mars Mariners and Voyagers 


The first spacecraft destined for Mars will be Mariner C, a NASA planetary 
flyb" scheduled for launching in 1964. 

Mars and Earth both orbit the Sun in the same direction, but not at the 
same speed or distance. The mean distance of Earth from the Sun is 93 
million miles, while the mean distance of Mars from the Sun is 141 million 
miles. Earth makes one revolution around the Sun each 365 % days, while 
Mars revolves around the Sun once every 687 earth days. 

The maximum distance between Earth and Mars is about 247 million 
miles, which occurs at the aphelion conjunction. However, when Mars is 
at opposition, the two planets (Earth and Mars) can be as close together as 
34.5 million miles or as far away from each other as 63 million miles. Op¬ 
positions are usually considered in planning missions to Mars. It is emphasized 
that neither spacecraft launch nor encounter would occur exactly at these 
opposition distances because the planets are in orbital motion at different 
velocities, as was already mentioned. From a search-for-Iife point of view, 
it is important to launch so that arrival coincides with those times when the 
wave of darkening on Mars is most pronounced. 

Mariner C is not intended to land on Mars, but to fly past it at a distance of 
about 15,000 km. It will carry instrumentation to obtain data on inter¬ 
planetary dust and plasma and to take television photographs of Mars. In 
addition, experiments are to be aboard to obtain data on the magnetic field and 
cosmic rays. The final dimensions of Mariner C will be similar to Mariner II 
which flew past Venus on December 14, 1962. 

The hexagonal framework of Mariner II housed a liquid-fuel rocket motor 
for trajectory correction. It had six modules or compartments containing the 
attitude control system, electronic circuitry for the scientific experiments, 
power supply, battery and charger, data encoder, and command subsystem 
for receiving and obeying signals from Earth, digital computer and sequencer, 
and radio transmitter and receiver. 
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The solar panels, with 9,800 solar cells, collected energy from the Sun and 
converted it into electrical power. Two-way communications were supplied 
by the receiver/transmitter, two transmitting antennas and the command 
antenna for receiving. Stabilization for yaw, pitch, and roll was provided by 
10 cold-gas jets mounted in four locations and fed by two titanium bottles. 

A later Mariner will carry additional devices past Mars in 1966-67. If 
an instrumented package does land on the Martian surface it will be to de¬ 
termine the density profile of the Martian atmosphere. Not until 1969, 
1971, or 1973 will actual life-detection devices, using systems evolved from 
Mariner-level payloads to larger payloads of the Voyager class, be considered 
for effective surface landing and operation. 

One of the flyby experiments may consist of an infrared scanning system 
capable of measuring reflected visible radiation, emitted surface radiation 
(thermal), and radiation absorbed by atmospheric water vapor. Figure 19 
shows the general optical scheme for the instrument. This type of Mars 
“mapping” will provide useful information with respect to microenvironments 
for possible extraterrestrial life.

INTRODUCTION 


During October and November, 1957 a new rash of unidentified flying object 
(UFO) reports broke out in the United States and other countries. The frequency 
of the reports was so great that the stories were widely reported on the news- 
wires, making headlines around the country. In the United States the reports 
seemed to be concentrated in the southwest and midwest. A feature of these 
sightings was that, in case after case, automobiles were reported to have 
stalled in the presence of the UFOs. Other "electro-magnetic’’ effects (E-M), 
such as the failure of lights, also were reported. 

The former Chief of the Air Force UFO Investigation, Capt. Edward J. Ruppelt, 
asked to comment on the 1957 reports, stated: "During my tenure with Project Blue 
Book we had reports of radiation and Induction fields In connection with UFOs, 
however the information was sketchy and we were never able to pin It down." 

Ruppelt characterized the 1957 electro-magnetic cases as "a whole new dimension 
to the UFO investigation." 

On November 9, 1957j while these reports were still being made, the follow¬ 
ing story was put on the Associated Press newswire: 

"Washington, Nov. 9 (AP) -- A device capable of disrupting the 
operation of motor vehicles or other mechanical equipment is one of 
the things the Armed Forces would like to see developed. 

"But Lenoard Hardland, Chief Engineer of the National Inventors 
Council, said today in response to an inquiry that he does not know 
of any research in this country aimed at producing a device that could 
stall automobiles or cause radios to fade. 

"Such happenings have been reported in the last several days in 
the Southwest in connection with the reported sighting of a mysterious 
object in the skies." 

Since 19^7 similar E-M effects have occurred in the presence of UFOs in at 
least the following countries: France, England, Italy, Norway, Argentina, Brazil, 
Peru, Venezuela, Canada and Australia. Also in the new states of Hawaii and 
Alaska. The implication of these reports Is that, whatever UFOs may be, they 
appear to affect electrical circuits under certain conditions. There is no abso¬ 
lute proof, but the repeated association of this effect with plainly visible 
unidentifiable aerial objects can leave little doubt that it is valid to say the 
UFOs caused the effects. Any other interpretation would imply a chain of co¬ 
incidences of such magnitude that it would be more incredible than accepting the 
fact of car-stalling UFOs. 

The purpose of this booklet Is to explore this one aspect of the UFO 
mystery: Electro-magnetic effects which occurred at the same time a UFO was 
seen. The study was undertaken by a Subcommittee of the National Investigations 
Committee on Aerial Rienomena (NICAP), which obtained help and advice from many 
sources during the course of its investigation. We are grateful to Mr. C. W. 
Fitch, Cleveland, Ohio, for a detailed report submitted to us, portions of which 
have been incorporated Into this report.' The study would not have been possible 
without the data uncovered by serious Investigators and UFO organizations in the 
past several years, including: Aime Michel, France; J. Escobar Faria, Brazil; 

A. P.R.O., New Mexico; C.S.I., New York; and Max B. Miller, California. 




The Subcommittee convened for the first time on July 30 , 1959. Wot having 
a uniform body of data, our first task was to assemble as many reports of E-M 
effects as possible. This required a search of the UFO literature, cross¬ 
checking of sources, and verification of the factual accuracy of news reports 
whenever possible. The Subcommittee sought first-hand testimony in important 
cases. However, probably due to the controversial nature of the subject, it 
was not often possible to obtain the full cooperation of witnesses. 

From the resulting chronology the more detailed reports and the well- 
verified ones which appeared to provide significant clues, were selected for 
special study. All cases which fit our definition of an E-M report are listed 
in the main chronology. Other borderline reports which have some character¬ 
istics of E-M cases are listed in a secondary chronology. 

This booklet contains a digest of the data examined by the Subcommittee, 
maps illustrating the scope of the phenomenon, and summary reports of signifi¬ 
cant features. Conclusions are, of necessity, sketchy; however, the Subcom¬ 
mittee felt that a pilot study of this sort would be valuable in calling 
attention to the E-M phenomenon, point out fruitful lines of investigation, and 
suggesting means of acquiring better data. 

If this report helps to point out the need for a more complete and scien¬ 
tific investigation of UFOs in general, and provokes some thought on the sub¬ 
ject, the Subcommittee will feel that its efforts have been well worthwhile.

Air Defense Command

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 — 
The Air Force said today it 
has assigned trained invests 
gators to look into the flurry 
of reported sightings of 
strange flying objects. 

The radar network of the Air 
Defense Command is keeping 
watch, the Air Force said, but it 
has reported no radar sightings. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the investigation has been en¬ 
trusted to persons specifically 
qualified for such work. 

These investigators work under 
the Air Defense Command, which 
has headquarters at Colorado 
Springs, Colo,, and report to the 
Air Technical Intelligence Center. 

The latest report on flying ob¬ 
jects came from the Coast Guard 
cutter Sebago* which radioed that 
it spotted a brilliant object in the 
sky this morning about 200 miles 
south of the Mississippi River. 

"Planer Circled Ship 

The unidentified object was 
first sighted at 5:10 AM, the 
Coast Guard said. Radar contact 
with the object was retained in¬ 
termittently from 5:10 AM to 
5:37 AM, with the object visible 
to the naked eye for 16 minutes 
beginning at 5:21 AM. 

The report from the Sebago* 
on duty in the Gulf of Mexico* 
said the object "resembled a bril¬ 
liant planet" and was traveling at 
a high speed. 

The "planet” moved in concen¬ 
tric circles around the ship, ac¬ 
cording to the report, and was 
last tracked 175 miles from the 
vessel. At that time, it wax 
headed northward toward the 
Louisiana Coast. 

The Coast Guard in New Or¬ 
leans said it is alerting ships to 
krep a watch for the ohicct, 
v.hose whirling flight covered .it 
]ca<[ 175 miles during the 27 
minutes it was tracked by the 
Sebago.

CHRONOLOGY 


Cases included in this chronology represent reports in which a distinct 
UFO, either a plainly visible object or light source (not diffuse or inter¬ 
mittent flashes of light), was observed at the same time and place that a 
definite electro-magnetic effect (E-M) such as a car stalling occurred. 

In most cases the same witness or group of witnesses both saw the UFO and 
experienced the E-M effect. In a few cases, however, those who experienced an 
E-M effect did not see any UFO, but separate witnesses nearby did. The latter 
were only included If it could be determined that the UFO was seen in the same 
locality and at approximately the same time. These cases will be denoted by 
an asterisk (*). 

1. Aug. 28, 1945: nr Iwo Jima. C-46 had engine trouble, lost altitude. 
Three UFOs observed from plane at same time. 

2. June 24, 1947; Cascade Mts., Oregon. Compass needle waved wildly. 

3* Fall 1949; New Mexico, Music on car radio blanked out by static (as 
UFO passed low over car). 

(*) 4. Jan. 9> 1953; Kerrville, Texas. Odd "roaring" interference on radio 
(as UFO circled town.) 

5* Jan. 29, 1954: nr Santa Ana, Calif. Car radio quit and motor missed 
(as UFO passed low over car). 

6 . June 21, 1954: Ridgeway, Qnt., Canada. Car motor quit (as UFO crossed 
highway ahead of car). 

7* Aug. 30 , 1954: Porto Alegre, Brazil. Souse lights failed, 

8 . Sept. l 8 , 1954: New Mexico. Strange green fireball; radio,. TV and 
airport radio interference. 

9* Oct. 7 , 1954: St.-Jean-d’Asse, France. Car motor and headlights 
failed (UFO in sky above road). 

10. Oct. 9 # 1954: Cuisy (Seine-et-Marne), France. Car motor and headlights 
failed. 

11. Oct. 11, 1954: Fronfrede (Loire), France. Car motor and headlights 
failed (as UFO crossed road ahead below cloud cover). 

12. Oct. 11 , 1954: Clamecy (Nievre), France. Car motor and headlights 
failed; passengers felt shock and paralysis. (UFO In meadow next to 
road.) 

13* Oct. 11 , 1954: Chateauneuf-sur-Charente, France. Car motor and head¬ 
lights failed. (Two UFOs at low altitude ahead of car.) 

14. Oct. 14, 1954: nr Brosses-Thillot, Saone-et-Loire, France. Motor¬ 
cycle stalled. 



15. Oct. l 6 , 1954: Balllolet (Seine-Inferieure), France. (Four UFOs at 
low altitude ahead of car; one descended toward road.) Shock and 
paralysis felt, car motor and headlights failed. 

16. Oct. 18 , 1954: Coheix (Puy-de-Dome), France. Driver of light truck 
felt half paralyzed, motor began missing. (UFO in nearby field.) 

17. Oct. 20, 1954: Schirmeck, France. Autoist felt paralyzed, motor 
stalled, heat felt. (UFO on road.) 

18. Oct. 21, 1954: nr La Rochelle, France. Motorist and child felt 
shock and heat, motor and headlights failed (then luminous UFO be¬ 
came visible ahead, of car). 

19 . Oct. 27, 1954: nr Linzeux, France. Headlights and motor failed, two 
passengers felt "electric shock." (UFO passed ahead of car.) 

20. Nov. 14, 1954: Forll, Italy. Conventional and Diesel tractors 
driving side by side; conventional stalled, Diesel did not. 

21. Dec. 5, 1954: North East, Fa. House radio "pulsated" (as UFO 
observed over lake). 

22. Feb. 2, 1955: nr Valera, Venezuela. Commercial airliner enroute 
from Barquisimeto; radio went dead both at Valera and Barquisimeto 
(as pilot started to report UFO sighting). 

23. Apr. 6 , 1955: New Mexico. Three unusual green fireballs; heavy 
radio and TV disturbances. 

24. June 26, 1955: Washington, D. C. National Airport ceiling lights 
went out as UFO approached. UFO caught in searchlight beam, search¬ 
light went out. 

25. Aug. 25 , 1955: Bedford, Indiana. House lights dimmed and brightened 
(an hovering UFO pulsated). 

(*) 26 . May 1, 1956: Tokyo, Japan. TV distortion. 

27. October 1956: Oslo, Norway. Autoist felt "prickly sensation," 
vristwatch magnetized (according to Jeweler). (UFO flew in front of 
car and hovered over road.) 

28. Nov. 16, 1956: Lemmon, S.D. Railroad phones, automatic block system 
"mysteriously dead," Western Union service disrupted. 

29. December 1956: Far East. Visual and radar sighting of UFO by jet 
pilot, radar Jammed by strong interference. Pilot switched frequency, 
eliminated interference for 10 seconds; then weaker interference on 
second frequency. 

30. Apr. 14, 1957: Vins-sur-Caraney, France. Metal signs magnetized. 
Fifteen degree deviation of compass noted only in immediate area of 
sighting. 

(*) 31 . Apr. 19, 1957: Maiquetia, Venezuela. Airliner enroute to Malqueta 

sighted UFO. Strange radio signals received at Maiquetia Airport at 
same time. 





3^• May 31, 1957• Kent, England. Airliner suffered, radio failure during 
UEO sighting. Normal functions returned when UFO left. 

33- Aug. l4, 1957: nr Joinville, Brazil. Airliner cabin lights dimmed 
and engine sputtered during UFO sighting. 

34. Oct. 15 , 1957 : Covington, Indiana. Combine engine failed. 

35. Oct. 30, 1957: Casper, Wyoming. Car motor kept stalling as motorist 
tried to turn around (to avoid UFO on road). 

36. Oct. 31> 1957= Lumberton, N.C. Car motor failed. 

37* Nov. 2 , 1957= nr Seminole, Texas. Car motor and headlights failed. 
(UFO onroad.) 

38. Nov. 2 or 3/ 1957: Amarillo, Texas. Car motor failed. (UFO on road.) 

39- Nov. 2 - 3 , 1957 : Levelland, Texas, Series. Four instances of car motor 
and lights failing. Many witnesses sighted egg-shaped UFO on or near 
the ground. 

40. Nov. 3, 1957= nr Calgary, Alberta, Canada. Car motor missed, head- 
lights flickered (as UFO arced over car). 

41. Nov. 3-4, 1957 : Ararangua, Brazil. Airliner ADF (direction finder), 
right generator, and transmitter-receiver burnt during UFO sighting. 

42. Nov. 4, I 957 : Elmwood Park, Illinois. Squad car lights and spotlight 
dimmed (as police pursued low-flying UFO). 

43. Nov. 4, 1957 : Toronto, Qnt., Canada. TV interference (audio). 

(Viewers called out by neighbors to see UFO.) 

44. Nov. 4, 1957: Qrogrande, N.M. Car motor stalled, radio failed, heat 
felt. (James Stokes^ White Sands engineer.) 

45. Nov. 4, 1957: Kodiak, Alaska. A "steady dit-dit-dit" interference 
on police radio (during UFO sighting). 

(*) 46. Nov. 5 , 1957 : Hedley, Texas. Farmer saw UFO. Neighbor reported TV 

cut off at same time. 

47* Nov. 5 , 1957 : Hobbs, N.M. Speeding car, motor failed, lights vent 
out (as UFO swooped over car). 

(*) 48. Nov. 5, 1957* Ringwood, Illinois. UFO followed car returning to 

town. TV sets in Ringwood dimmed, finally lost both picture and t 
sound during same time period. 

49. Nov. 5 , 1957 : S. Springfield, Ohio. Car and cab stalled. 

50. Nov. 5 , 1957 : Pell City, Alabama. Car motor stalled (as driver 
attempted to approach UFO hovering low over ground). 

51. Nov. 5 or 6, 1957 : Sao Vicente, Brazil. Itaipu Fort electrical 
system failed, sentries felt heat (as UFO approached and hovered). 
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52. Nov. 6 , 1957 : Houston, Texas. Car motor stalled, radio blanked with 
static. 

53* Nov. 6 , 1957 : Santa Fe, N.M. Car motor failed, car clock and wrist- 
watch stopped (as UFO passed low over car). 

54. Nov. 6 , 1957: Danville, Illinois. Police chased UFO. Unable to 
notify headquarters "because their radio went mysteriously dead." 

55* Nov. 6 , 1957 : nr Ottawa, Out., Canada. Battery radio and portable 
short wave radio failed; then single tone signal heard one short wave 
frequency. (UFO had been hovering below overcast. Radios worked 
normally after UFO left.) 

56 , Nov. 6 , 1957 : Toronto, Qnt., Canada. Interference on TV (audio), 
just before viewer was called out by neighbors to see UFO. 

(*) 57 . Nov. 6 , 1957 : Montv ill e, Ohio. Woman's TV blurred. Next day found 

automobile pockmarked. Night of Olden Moore report of UFO on ground 
about one-half mile from woman's home. 

58 . Nov. 7, 1957 : Lake Charles, La. Car motor sputtered and failed (as 
UFO hovered low overhead). 

59* Nov. 7 , 1957* nr Orogrande, N.M. Automobile travelling about 60 
m.p.h. Speedometer waved wildly between 60 and 110. (UFO sighted 
few minutes later. Car was 1954 Mercury, with magnetic speedometer.) 

60. Nov. 9, 1957: nr White Oaks, N.M. Car lights failed. 

6 1. Nov. 10, 1957: Hammond, Indiana. Loud beeping caused radio inter¬ 
ference (as police chased UFO). Motorist reported radio failure, TV 
blackout In city. 

(*) 62. Nov. 12, 1957: Rumney, N.H. Car motor and lights failed. (Ground 

Observer Corps reported UFO at same time.) 

63 . Nov. l4, 1957: Hazelton, Pa. TV disrupted. 

64. Nov. 14, 1957 : Tamaroa, Illinois. Power failed for 10 minutes in a 
four mile area (just after hovering UFO flashed). 

65 . Nov. 15, 1957: Cschoelra, Brazil. Several car motors failed (as 
drivers attempted to approach UFO on ground). 

66 . Nov. 25, 1957: Mogi Mirim, Brazil. AH city lights failed (as three 
UFOs passed overhead). 

67 . Dec. 3, 1957: nr EUensburg, Wash. Truck motor "almost stopped," but 
caught again. (Police confirmed UFO sighting.) 

68 . Dec. 3, 1957: Cobalt, Qnt., Canada. Radio static (as several UFOs 
seen over area). 

69 . Dec. 18, 1957: Sarasota, Fla. TV interference. 

70. Jan. 13 , 1958 : Casino, N.S.W., Australia. Interference on car radio 
(as UFO followed car). 




71* Jan. 30j 1958: nr Lima, Peru. Trucks bus, and car passengers felt 
shock; motors of all three vehicles failed. (UFO descended and 
hovered.) 

72 . Aug. 3 , 1958: Rome, Italy. Car radio failed; city lights failed. 

73 . Aug. 31 , 1958: la Verde, Argentina. Piper aircraft engine increased 
Its revolutions abnormally (during UFO sighting). Engine normal after 
UFO left. 

74. Oct. 26, 1958: Baltimore, Mi. Car motor and headlights failed, two 
passengers felt heat. (UFO hovering over bridge ahead of car.) 

75* Jan. 13, 1959: Greenville, Pa. Truck motor, lights and radio failed 
(as UFO hovered over truck). 

76 . Jan. 13, 1959: Bygholm, Denmark. Car motor failed (as UFO passed 
over car). Headlights and spotlight worked. 

77* Feb. 25 * 1959: Hobbs, N.M. Signals on car radio, steady succession 
of two dots and a dash (as UFO passed). 

78 . June 22, 1959: Salta, Argentina. City lights failed. 

79* Aug. 13 , 1959: Freeport, Texas. Car motor and headlights failed (as 
UFO crossed road ahead at low altitude). 

80 . Oct. 22 , 1959: Cumberland, Md. Car motor, headlights, and radio 
failed (as UFO hovered low over road ahead). 

81. Jan. 18, i 960 : nr Lakota, N.D. Car lights dimmed (as UFO descended 
toward field about a mile off highway). 


Secondary Cases 

These borderline cases have some character!sties in common with those on 
the main chronology. In each case a definite E-M effect was reported. In seven 
of the nine cases some aerial phenomenon did coincide with the E-M effect (i.e., 
flashes of light, gLows, etc.). In the other two cases distinct UFOs were seen, 
but It could not be determined that they coincided with the E-M effects reported 
nearby. 

(a) July 20, 1952: Cumberland, Mi. Engineer reported unusual type of TV inter¬ 
ference. Occurred within a few hours of the famous Washington UFO sightings 
all over the B.C.-Virginia area, including radar trackings by C.A.A. 

(b) Jan. 21 , 1957 : Bristol, England. TV pictures disrupted and noise heard on 
audio; same time as fiery light in sky with rays running through it. 

(c) Jan. 27 , 1957: Glendora, Calif. Unexplained power failure. Two UFOs re¬ 
ported same night In general area. 

(d) May 7 , 1957: Hew York City. TV disrupted, citizens complained about low- 
flying "aircraft.” Commercial test plane blamed, but Air Force reported 
several unidentified blips on radar. 
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(e) Sept. 1, 1957: LeMars, Iowa. Car motor and headlights failed (as flash of 
light seen in sky). 

(f) Uov. 2 or 3, 1957: Las Cruces, N.M. Car motor and headlights failed twice 
(as UFO skeptic saw flashes of light in the sky). Blamed on "static atmos¬ 
phere ." 

(g) Nov. 28, 1957: Hakalau, Hawaii. Car motor failed, driver felt numb (as 
bright flash of light seen in sky about 20 feet above highway ahead of 
car). 

(h) Dec. 1, 1957: Ann Arbor, Michigan. Telephone lines affected by odd noise 
in Detroit (as numerous red lights observed in sky). 

(i) Dec. 7, 1959: Bangor, Maine. Airport runway lights vent out. (Airliner 
circling over field reported unexplained blinding glow around plane.)

A NOTE ON THE QUESTION OF CAUSE AND EFFECT 


One of the better examples of electro-magnetic (E-M) effects apparently 
caused by a UFO is the case of the sightings near Levelland, Texas, November 
2-3, 1957- In a period of about three hours, the sheriff's office in Levelland 
received dozens of calls from excited people who had seen flashing lights in the 
sky. In addition, more than 15 calls were received from people who had actually 
seen a distinct UFO, and all 15 descriptions were remarkably similar. 

Four of the fifteen also reported that the motors and lights of the car or 
truck they were riding in at the time had failed at the approach of the UFO. 

When the UFO retreated, the lights came back on and the engines could be started 
again. Patrolman A. J, Fowler said: "They seemed to agree that this something 
was 200 feet long, shaped like an egg and was lit up like it was on fire — but 
looked more like neon lights." Coincidence and hallucination must be ruled out 
when more than 15 people at different locations but in the same general area 
give identical descriptions of something which they have just seen. The four 
who reported engine and light failure also described their experiences in the 
same way. There can be little doubt that a UFO was seen and did cause engines 
and lights to fail. 

A direct cause and effect relationship is also apparent in the following 
cases: 15 j 18 , 25 , 2 6^, 65 and 75 - 

ENGINE-FAILURE CASES 

This study comprises twenty-seven cases of the failure of engines during 
UFO sightings in the United States, France, Italy, South America and Hawaii. 

It is interesting to note that not only automobiles and trucks were af¬ 
fected, but also the electrical systems of a motorcycle and a tractor. Also 
worthy of mention is the fact that a Diesel tractor driving alongside a conven¬ 
tional tractor with electrical ignition was not affected while the conventional 
tractor was stalled. 

Studying these occurrences also refutes the skeptic's explanation that 
some people, seeing something which they fall to recognize right away, become 
nervous and are the very cause themselves of the stalled engine. In nine cases, 
the engine stalled and the drivers did not spot the UFO until the vehicle had 
come to a dead stop. Some puzzled drivers only sighted the strange appearance 
in the sky as they raised the hood to inspect the motor of their stalled 
vehicle. 

From these twenty-seven cases there seems to be a definite sequence to the 
disturbances of the electrical systems of vehicles: First the motor stops, then 
the headlights go out. In a few of these cases where the car was equipped with 
a radio playing at the time of the UFO appearance, the radio was the first to 
show signs of disturbance either by emitting static or by fading. 

In many of these Instances the UFO appeared to be at a low altitude and 
quite near, though its performance was not uniform. Altitudes of the UFOs, un¬ 
fortunately seldom reported with much accuracy, were estimated to be from 0 
(sitting on the ground) to approximately 200 feet* Distance of the stalled 
driver from the UFO also is very approximate since many reports do not give the 
vaguest estimate of distance. The estimates given In these cases ranged from 
100 feet to 2 miles away, either straight ahead of the car or off to one side. 



In all these instances as the UFO vanished in the distance either straight 
away or angling up, the lights came back on, engines started easily, and radios 
resumed playing- Oddly enough in a few instances the batteries were steaming, 
apparently having been short -circuited somehow. 


FAILURE OF AUTOMOBILE HEADLIGHTS & OTHER LIGHTS 

This study is based on 2 6 instances of the failure of lights during the 
sighting of a UFO. Twenty-one of these were automobile lights. In nineteen 
instances the engines failed at the same time, and In two Instances only the 
lights were affected. The lights failed a few seconds before any UFO was 
sighted in seven cases and a few seconds after a UFO was sighted In ten cases. 
The other light failures occurred simultaneously with UFO sightings. 

Ofte UFOs associated with the instances of light failure sometimes were 
seen to have a definite shape, and sometimes appeared only as a source of light. 
The usual shape reported was elliptical or circular. 

In seventeen cases colors were mentioned: 


blue. 2 

green. 3 

white. 3 

red. 5 

orange-yellow. 3 

multi-colored. 1 


In eleven of the twenty-six cases of light failure, the associated UFO was 
reported to be either on or near the ground (estimated altitudes of 300 feet or 
less). 

A particularly interesting case of house lights being affected happened in 
Bedford, Indiana, August 25, 1955- Two women driving home neared one of their 
houses In which the living room lights had been left on. A UFO, white with a 
black streak through the center, was seen hovering near the house. As the UFO 
pulsated, the house lights dimmed and brightened In unison with the glow of the 
UFO. The frightened women drove back down town to wait for their husbands, and 
when they returned together the UFO was gone. 

An intriguing aspect of the light failure cases, which cropped up in at 
least two instances, was the failure of searchlights or spotlights after they 
were shone on the UFO. 


RADIO-TELEVISION INTERFERENCE 

Of 23 cases studied, IT involved radio interference and 6 Involved TV in 
terference. In one instance both the radio of a police patrol car and the TV 
sets in the area were affected by static and blackouts. 

The types of interference were of four basic kinds: 

(1) Instrument went dead. 

(2) Signals picked up. 

( 3 ) Static heard. 

(4) Volume diminished and increased. 
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In many of the TV cases the words "TV interference" are used and it is not 
stated specifically whether the video, audio or both were affected. The radio 
cases are generally more specific as to the type of interference. 


In all of these cases the UFO was generally described as being low -- from 
a few feet above the ground to an estimated 50 feet altitude; also very close 
to the affected vehicle or building, the range being estimated from "just a few 
feet to 100 feet away. Unfortunately, many reports are vague or incomplete in 
respect to these figures, and when estimates are ventured they must be accepted 
as approximations since the size of the UFO is unknown. 

As for the performance of Hie UFO at the time of the disturbance, it varied 
from "jet speed" to "hovering." Some instances of swooping down and upward 
curves, as well as level flight, were reported. In two cases sounds were re¬ 
ported: One described as an explosion, the other as like "a car engine racing." 

The shape of the associated UFOs is problematic because of the lack of in¬ 
formation in these reports. Some descriptions mentioned were: egg-like, star- 
like, globe, disc, saucer, oval; and others were only light sources. 

One case (No. 55) is interesting because the campers in Canada had an 
ordinary battery-powered portable radio which went dead, whereas their portable 
short wave radio received a rapidly modulated single tone signal on one fre¬ 
quency only. This is similar to the PAA radio system case (No. 31 ) in Venezuela 
in which Morse-like signals were received on one interference-free frequency. 

In the latter case the signals were accompanied by slight "explosions." After 
a stop of 40 seconds, different signals were received, interrupted by a sound 
like an aircraft travelling at great speed. In both instances the equipment 
was good and the people were well versed in radio. (The Canadian campers were 
ham radio operators.) Also, in Texas, station KEVT heard odd "roaring" static 
going up and down the scale during a UFO sighting (No. 4). 


PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECTS 

Several of the witnesses who experienced an E-M effect as a UFO was seen 
nearby also felt something akin to an electric shock frequently accompanied by 
heat. With a few exceptions noted below, this occurred mostly to motorists in¬ 
side their vehicles at the same time that their headlights and motors were 
affected. In a few cases the motorists reported that they felt paralyzed. The 
paralysis, shock, and/or heat was often felt before the UFO was seen and before 
the witnesses had any reason to think that anything unusual was going on; thus 
these effects can not be attributed to fear or other psychological causes. 

On November 5* 1957 1 In one of the few cases of this type not Involving 
motorists, two sentries at Itaipu Fort on the east coast of Brazil felt suffo¬ 
cating heat from a UFO which approached the fort causing the whole electrical 
system of the fort to fail. A psychological cause i 3 also ruled out In this 
case since the sentries actually suffered severe physical bums. 

In one instance a motorist experienced both shock and heat after stepping 
out of his car to look at a UFO. A policeman in Willis ton, Florida, November 
2* 1955* climbed out of his car to investigate a low-flying UFO and saw It pass 
about 150 feet over his head. At that moment he felt heat and an odd stinging 
sensation which he had never before experienced. He described It as similar to 
the numbness felt when a foot "goes to sleep," tingling all over. 




Eight other cases all involved motorists driving along the highway. Six 
of these took place in France during the month of October 195^- Two others, 
very similar to the French cases, were in Peru, January 195&* and Hawaii, 

November 1957- The latter two were reported before the publication of Aime 
MicheVs book listing the 195^ French cases. 

In a typical case (No. 18) a man with his 3-year old son was driving along 
at night when he suddenly felt an "electric shock" over his whole body along 
with increasing heat. The child apparently felt it too because he began crying. 
The motor failed and the headlights went out. Only then did a UFO become 
visible -- a brightly lighted object ahead of the car which soon climbed rapidly 
away. As soon as the UFO left, everything returned to normal. 

An exceptional case (g) involved a man driving home alone early in the 
evening. Suddenly his engine began missing, and then he saw a bright flash of 
light about 20 feet above the highway ahead of the car. The motor failed and 
the headlights went out. The car T s momentum carried it forward to about the 
spot where the light had been, at which point the man felt "numb 11 and couldn't 
move for several minutes. Then, he said, the car started up again by itself 
while still in high gear (he had not touched the starter), the lights came back on 
and the car began to move slowly* Frightened, the man did not stop to investi¬ 
gate and hurried home. 

There was no clear-cut pattern to the physical description of Hie UFOs 
seen when "shocks" were felt. Most of the cases occurred at night and the UFOs 
appeared as luminous globular objects whose exact shape could not be determined. 
The colors most frequently mentioned were red and orange. 

One definite pattern was found in the performance of the related UFOs when 
the "shocks" were felt. In nearly every case the UFOs (l) had just moved to a 
position low above the road ahead of the car, or (2) were actually on the road 
or next to it ahead of the car. In one such case (No. 15) one UFO from a forma¬ 
tion of four was seen to zig-zag down toward the road ahead of the car. When 
about 100 yards away from the descending UFO, the motorist felt a "shock" and 
his motor and lights failed* No light could be seen from the UFO, which had 
apparently landed, and the man sat in the dark unable to move. Then the head¬ 
lights came back on, and in their beam the amazed motorist saw the UFO skimming 
away low over the ground. From these cases it appears that "shocks" are felt 
only during exceptionally close approaches. 

The data are too skimpy to allow any firm conclusions about the forces in¬ 
volved in cases of "electric shock," except that the same forces which have 
apparently affected electrical circuits in automobiles and other vehicles and 
devices can, at closer range, cause physiological effects on the human body. 

It should be noted in passing that, in many cases not involving electro-magnetic 
effects on vehicles and devices, witnesses standing in the open have suffered 
mild skin burns and symptoms of radiation sickness after being exposed to a UFO 
low above their heads* 

No serious after-effects have been reported in any of the cases involving 
a "shock," but the two sentries in the Brazilian Itaipu Fort incident did suffer 
serious burns in a closely similar case. 



PERFORMANCE 


In order to determine the general performance characteristics of the UFOs 
during the occurrence of E-M effects, the cases of engine failure ( 57 ) were 
taken as a sample. Many of the cases were reported only sketchily and produced 
little data of value, "but some possibly significant features can be noted on 
the basis of this sample. 

The colors reported were fairly evenly distributed across the spectrum, 
with a slight predominance on the red end of the spectrum. In cases where the 
UFO changed colors or showed more then one color, each color reported was 
listed separately. Usually, however, there was one predominant color. 

Components of Motion 

Hovering: The UFOs were reported to have hovered in at least 11 cases. 

Landings. The UFOs were reported to have "been on the ground in at least 
11 eases. 

Vertical Motion : The UFOs were reported to have moved vertically in at 
least 13 cases. 

Of the various categories considered, these three showed a significant 
frequency. Other categories were: Circled or maneuvered, passed (without 
stopping or maneuvering), continuous straight line flight, arced, turned. In 
6 cases turns were mentioned; fourth in frequency of the components considered. 

Distance And Altitude 


Altitude was estimated more often than distance. In about 3/L of the cases 
in which an estimate of altitude was given, the UFOs were said to be below 250 
feet. All estimates of distance placed the UFOs less than 500 feet away.

LIMITATIONS OF DATA 

Throughout its study of the E-M phenomenon, the Subcommittee has "been 
acutely aware of the limitations of the data under consideration. It found 
many reports to be sketchy and incomplete, and discovered gaps of time during 
which no E-M cases apparently were reported. Hie gaps, however, are believed to 
be directly related to the lack of investigation and inadequacy of news report¬ 
ing at certain times. Ridicule by the press and various officials has led to 
periods of sparse news coverage, though UFOs were still reported to NICAP and 
other organizations. 

In its search of the literature on E-M reports, the Subcommittee was only 
able to find eight cases which occurred before the rash of E-M cases in France 
during 1954. Only four of these were reported at the time they occurred. One 
of these was the June 24, 1947* sighting in Portland, Oregon, by prospector 
Fred Johnson. Johnson reported that the dial of his compass was agitated as 5 
or 6 disc-shaped objects flew overhead flashing in the sun. It is interesting 
that this early E-M case occurred on the same day as the famous UFO sighting by 
private pilot Kenneth Arnold, which resulted in the coining of the term "flying 
saucer. 

Since 1954, recorded E-M cases have been numerous. The French engineer 
Aime Michel, in his book "Flying Saucers and the Straight Line Myster/" has 
documented 12 instances of E-M effects experienced in Europe during the Fall of 
1954. Eleven of these were in France during the month of October. (See Chro¬ 
nology. ) 

Between Fall 1954 and the next comparable period in late 1957* thirteen 
cases were found. It is probably significant that there was very little UFO 
publicity in this period, after the Air Force wrote off UFOs in an official 
report early in 1955 * 

Then in late 1957 a sudden rush of UFO reports from responsible witnesses 
was carried on the press wires. Personnel at White Sands Proving Grounds, the 
crew of the Coast Guard cutter Sebago in the Gulf of Mexico, airline pilots in 
Louisiana and Nebraska, and many others reported UFOs. The press coverage 
which resulted from this interesting batch of sightings, the most thorough 
since 1952* led to the reporting of hundreds of UFOs within about two months. 
While the relatively straightforward reporting continued, many E-M cases were 
recorded. Three E-M cases in October, then 30 E-M cases in November 1957 alone I 
(See Chronology.) 

After a few more E-M reports in December 1957* UFO publicity once again 
died down. Since January 1958* only twelve E-M cases are known to the Sub¬ 
committee. However* the reports that continue to trickle in even during periods 
of poor news coverage are sufficient to suggest that the E-M phenomenon has been 
continual throughout the 13 years since the term "flying saucer" became a part 
of our vocabulary. 

Because the data are not as complete as we should like* we are not able to 
state positively that E-M effects are a standard feature of UFO reports. How¬ 
ever* the fact that the two periods in which most E-M cases are known (1954 and 
1957) correspond to two periods in which UFOs were well-reported strongly sug¬ 
gests that other E-M cases have gone unreported in other periods due to ridicule 
or a generally unfavorable press. It is important to note that if Aime Michel 


i n 




had not personally Investigated the 195^ cases and published them in a book, 
they would be completely unknown in the U.S. today. 

The evidence of E-M effects, sketchy though it may be, is sufficient to 
warrant a more thorough investigation of UFOs, and an attempt to learn more 
about the E-M phenomenon through deliberate instrumentation for that purpose. 

If the following report in the "For the Record" column of RATIONAL REVIEW, 
February 13, i 960 Is accurate, the need for investigation of the E-M phenomenon 
takes on new importance: 

"Investigators sifting wrecks of recently crashed commercial airliners 
stumped by the eerie and unexplained total failure of all electronic 
equipment on the ill-fated craft."

AURORA AND GEOMAGNETIC STORMS 

One explanation that has "been advanced for E-M effects is that they must be 
related to solar activity and resulting disturbances of the earth’s magnetic 
field. 

TOie International Geophysical Year (iGY) world warning system, to enable an 
extensive study of the results of solar activity, was in operation during the 
last quarter of 1957 ^hen 3^ E-M cases occurred* The following information is 
taken from IGY Bulletin No. 10, April 195®j published by the National Academy of 
Sciences: 

"During the first three months of the IGY (July* August, September, 1957 -- 
Ed.), 14 periods of Alerts and 4 SWI (Special World Intervals) were declared by 
AGIWAEN, the IGY World Warning Agency *.. During the next three-month period 
(October, November, December, 1957 — Ed.), solar activity was In general lower; 
only six periods of Alert, totalling 23 days, and two SWI, totalling four days, 
were declared. One of the SWI was unsuccessful in that no major solar disturb¬ 
ance with associated terrestrial effects followed. During the other SWI a short 
but relatively severe geomagnetic disturbance took place...

Bius, it is seen that solar activity was at a minimum during one of the 
major outbreaks of UFO sightings and associated electro-magnetic effects. Geo¬ 
magnetic disturbances therefore appear to be an unsatisfactory explanation for 
many E-M cases, or UFO sightings in general. 


Aurora 


Hie following information on aurora is taken from IGY Bulletin No. 12, 

June 1958 : 

"Auroras are the visible manifestation, in the earth's atmosphere, of a 
group of phenomena resulting from disturbances in the sun's interior and surface 
layers. They mark the paths within the atmosphere of the streams of solar par¬ 
ticles ejected by eruptions on the sun... The best times of the year for auroral 



observations are Spring and Fall. During March and September, in particular, 
auroras are at an annual maximum of frequency and intensity...In latitudes be¬ 
low 40 degrees N, where auroras are rare, observations are made primarily on 
nights when geomagnetic disturbances are expected, i.e., during Alerts and 
SWI...Four months of Weather Bureau observations indicate that auroral motions 
are greatest at about midnight, and are predominantly from west to east." 

Since it has already been shown that there were no geomagnetic disturb¬ 
ances during most of the Fall 1957 E-M sightings, and many of these E-M sight¬ 
ings occurred in Texas and New Mexico (well below 40 degrees N), auroral effects 
fail to. account for the E-M phenomenon satisfactorily, except possibly in a very 
few cases of radio noise and disruption of communication at other times. Cer¬ 
tainly no such explanation is adequate at any time for cases of motor and head¬ 
light failures which have been directly associated with the presence of an 
unidentified object nearby in the atmosphere.

Aelationships with extraterrestrial men presents 
ho bascially new problem from the standpoint of international 
law; but the possibility of confronting intelligent beings 
that do not belong to the human race would bring up problems 
whose solution it is difficult to conoeive. 

In principle, there is no difficulty in accepting the 
possibility of coming to an understanding with them, and of 
establishing all kinds of relationships. The difficulty lies 
in trying to establish the principles on whioh these 
relationships should be based. 


In the first place, it would be necessary to establish 
communication with them through some language or other, and 
afterwards, as a first condition for all intelligence, that 
they should have a psychology similar to that of men. 

At any rate, international law should make plaoe for 
a new law on a different basis, and it might be called "Law 
Among Planetary Peoples," following the guidelines found in 
the Fentateueh. Obviously, the idea of revolutionizing 
international law to the point where it would be capable of 
ooping with new situations would compel us to make a change 
in Its structure, a change so basic that it would no longer 
be international law, that is to say, as it is conceived 
today, but something altogether different, so that it oould 
no longer bear the same name. 

If these intelligent beings were in possession of a 
more or less culture, and a more or less perfect political 
organization, they would have an absolute right to be 
recognized as Independent and soverlgn peoples, we would 
have to come to an agreement with them to establish the 
legal regulations upon which future relationships should be 
based, and it would be necessary to accept many of their 
principles. 

Finally, if they should reject all peaceful ./r; 
cooperation and beooae an imminent threat to the earth/ we 
would have the right to legitimate defense, but only insofar 
as would be necessary to annul this danger.

Another possibility may exist, that a species of homo 
sapiens might have established themselves as an Independent 
nation on another celestrial body in our solar system and

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SUMMARY 


Purpose 




This report presents factual technical data on A. V. Roe, Canada, Limited, 
proposed development. Project Y2 (Secret). This proposal is the second of ***> 
designs which can he classified as radical aircraft designs. The ul-innte purpose 
of presenting this is two-fold; to correct the distorted picture presented in pre¬

This project should in no way be 
associated with any science fiction or "Flying Saucer" stories because of its ex¬ 
ternal appearance. The configuration was a result of an engineering investigation 
into the solution of a particular problem.

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SECTION I 
CHARACTER ISTIC3 


A. Background 

There is a USAS' requirement to develop means of operation from dispersed bases. 
This requirement stems from the growing and possibly catastrophic vulnerability of 
conventional air bases. The mjor feature of conventional air bases is the runway, 
which has grown wider, thicker, and longer as aircraft have becone heavier and 
faster. The operational necessity of runways leads to concentrations of aircraft 
which have becone critical targets. Tha logical approach to dispersed base opera¬ 
tion would t.hwn appear to be toward reducing the length of runways or to their total 
elimination. Numerous schemes have been proposed, investigated, and sesae developed 
to reduce the take-off distance of aircraft. Among them are water ejection, after¬ 
burning, and RATO. Drag chutes and methods of thrust reversal hove been developed 
for reducing landing requirements. Attempts to eliminate runways completely have 
resulted in helicopters, convertiplanee and what is known as VTO aircraft. 

There arc two general types of VTO aircraft - "tail-sitters" and "flat-risers’. 
A flat-riser takes off in the vertical direction in a normal horizontal flight atti¬ 
tude, while the tail-sitter takes off vertically from a position which la 90 degrees 
to a norsal level horizontal flight attitude. Examples of tail-slttora are the 
United States Tlavy projects with Lockheed and Convair which utilize a turboprop 
power plant, and the USAF project with Ryan Aeronautical Corporation utilizing 
turbojet power plants. Examples of the flat-riser are the Rolls-Royce "Flying Bed¬ 
stead" and the Bell VTO aircraft. The basic design problem associated with any 
aircraft of this type becomes one of achieving in a single vehicle VTO and military 
performance capabilities. A possible solution to this problem has been proposed by 

A. V. Roe, Canada, Limited, in the form of their Project 12 (Secret). 

B. Description of the Proposed Aircraft 

1. General Description 

Two versions of research VTO aircraft have been designed by the con¬ 

tractor, which, by company designation, are Project Y (Secret), a ' tail-sitter", 
and Project Y2 (Secret), a "flat-riser". Early in the invest lotion. Project Y 
(Secret) was rejected by the contractor in favor of the flat-riser. Project Y2 
(Secret) design proposal incorporates a number cf advance improvements brought 
about by the utilization of several radical idees in fundamental areas which, as 
yet, have not been thoroughly investigated. The original proposal was essentially 
for the construction of a very large radial-flow gas turbine engine which, when 
covered, will form a flying wing with a circular planform, similar in appearance 
to a very large discus. The engine is designed to fly "edge-on” to the wind instead 
of axially as is the present practice in conventional aircraft design. An alternate 
version for a multi-engine aircraft as shown in Figures 1 and 2 would avoid concur¬ 
rent development of the airframe and engine while providing the other essential 
characteristics of the vehicle. 
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Fis 1 Three-View General Arrangement of Proposed Multi-Engine 
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Cut Away of Research Aircraft 
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The cockpit is located at the center of the aircraft with the orientation 
of the cockpit determining the fore and after center-line of the aircraft as well 
as the normal direction of forward flight. The airframe, fuel cells, aid the jps 
turbine power plant encircle the cockpit. (See Figs 3 and 4.) 

This aircraft is designed for vertical take-off and landings while in 
the horizontal flight attitude, i.e., a "flat-riser". Since this aircraft rises 
vertically from a horizontal position, it does not require a landing gear or 
eurilliary landing devices. The flat-riser flight take-off technique, the elimi¬ 
nation of the landing gear and auxiiliary landing devices, are brought about by 
the peripheral exhaust which produces a "powerful ground cushion effect 11 (Fig 5) • 
This is one of the fundamentals upon which this nev radical aircraft design is 
based. 


Since this airframe and engine will have a circular pl&nform, the outer 
perimeter of the aircraft will be the exhaust nozzle of the engine and the thrust 
forces will be used for control of the aircraft* A unified control system must 
be designed which will produce the same aircraft responses irrespective of whether 
the aircraft is in hovering, transition, or forward flight. The circular planfom 
may be modified to accommodate trim flaps of sane nature if they are found to be 
necessary. 

The air intakes are placed in the inner circle on the upper surface of 
the aircraft for vertical take-off while additional air intakes are installed in 
the upper ami lower forward facing surfaces far forward flight. 

A multi-engine configuration (Figs 1 and 2) is proposed as a research 
vehicle for the purpose of investigating stability and control, performance, etc., 
before development of a multi-engine operational aircraft or radial-flow s ingle- 
engine aircraft. This prototype configuration will also investigate certain funda¬ 
mental areas concerning aircraft behavior; an example is the ground cushion effect. 

2. Airframe 

The cutaway (Fig 4) of the research aircraft with- the radial-flow engine 
shows the details of the aircraft structure. The center location of the fuel cells 
allows for the use of the fuel as a coolant medium against aerodynamic heating for 
the cockpit. The mechanical engineering details should not present any unsolvable 
problems la the airframe design; however, the rotor assembly and exhaust control 
systems are considered major problems. The basic structural ribs of the airframe 
lend themselves readily to rasa production since they are identical. Sixty ribs 
are proposed as the foundation of the airframe. These ribs are "butted" to the 
outer surfhee of the fuel cells with the inner side of the fuel cells comprising 
the cockpit opening. For the multi-engine version (Figs 1 and certain engin¬ 
eering problems ray arise due to the complexity of controlling eight engines, 
eight fuel systems, eight lubricating systems, etc.

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In the top intake." This air is exhausted through exhaust nozzle (outer perimeter) 
of the aircraft and is directed downward (see Figs 6 and 7). This downward ejection 
of the air produces a "ground cushion effect", (see Fig 5) which results in an addi¬ 
tional thrust component for take-off and allows for a ground cushion to brake the 
landing of the aircraft. This effect is present only when the exhaust air is dis¬ 
tributed from the periphery of the aircraft (flat-risers). (See Fig 9.) 

In forward flight, the air enters the plenum chauher through the forward 
facing air intakes in both the upper and lever surfaces of the aircraft. Engine 
exhaust gases are carried around the exhauster duct and are expelled through the 
annular nozzle which is located on the upper and lover surfaces near the periphery, 
and through the backward facing nozzles which are located on both sides of the air¬ 
craft. (See Fig 9.) 

k. Propulsion System 

The proposed pover plant for the single-engine research vehicle is basic¬ 
ally a double-sided radial-flow turbojet engine, liie heart of this engine is a 
very largo diameter rotor disc which utilizes compressor air bleed as its only 
means of lubrication. 

The compressor stators, diffuser, combustion, tubes, and turbine nozzle 
guide vanes are designed as an integral part of the airframe. The rotating element 
of the conventional gas turbine engine, namely, the compressor rotor, connecting 
shaft and turbine wheel have been rearranged to a disc configuration. The com¬ 
pressor rotor blades are mounted vertically on the inner disc ring; the turbine 
wheel blades arc mounted vertically on the outer disc ring, and the connecting disc 
ring is comparable to the conventional connecting chart. This disc rotates on s 
double-sided air bearing mounted between the upper and lower combustion tubes. 

The combustion system consists of flame tubes distributed between the 
structural ribs of the aircraft. The engine pressure is contained between the 
outer skin and the rotor bearing plates with the latter structure being icounted 
between the combustion tubes. For take-off the intake air is brought through the 
top Intakes to the first stage of the rotor and is compressed radially outward 
through six stages giving a normal pressure ratio of 3 to 1. From the last com¬ 
pressor stage, the air is diffused and passes through the flame tubes, turbine in- 
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Fig. 10 Typical Cross-Section Through Engine 
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vertical bearing ccces from the rear of the last rotor stage the compressor. 
Exhaust of the bearing air is controlled by a low pressure annulus and the nnin 
"exhauster'* which utilized this air for cooling the turbine blade roots. Figures 
12 13 show graphically the flow within the air bearing. 

A ground supply of compressed air applied to air bearing will be used 
when starting the engine. In stopping the engine, the rotor will ground on self- 
lubricating bearing pads. The mterial used in the self -lubricating bearing pads 
will be cast iron or carbon which will provide good dry bearing surfaces on steel. 
These peda are not expected to suffer excessive -.rear or provide undue stepping 
torque on the turbine rotor. 

The multi-engine version would utilise numerous sn a il engines having low 
specific weights to provide the exhaust gases. 

5. Control Systems 

The aircraft is controlled by regulating shutters which vary the amount 
of thrust through the annular nozzles (for pitch and roll control) and through the 
backward facing nozzles for yaw control located on the peripheral edge. (See Fig 
lh.) The contractor claims that the use of this ’jet control" at all times elimi¬ 
nates the difficulty associated with hinged control surfaces in supersonic flight. 
This statement on the pert of the contractor is based on initial testing of the 
principle and much more data Exist be assembled before it can be completely accepted. 

A proposed method of achieving Jet control utilizes the so-called 'Coanda 
effect" whereby a Jet stream is deflected through large angles by having a curved 
surface in contact with its edge at one side. (Gee Fig 15*) Additional investi¬ 
gation into the mechanism required to utilize this effect must be accomplished in 
the early phases of this, development. 


In the proposed aircraft ihrust forces are used for control at all tines. 
It is ennaatory to use the thrust force for take-off and hovering flight since 
there are no aerodynamic forces available due to the lack of forward movement. In 
forward supersonic flight thrust forces are used in lieu of conventional hinged- 
type controls. Some thought has been given to the mechanics of the control system 
as can be seen in Fig l 1 *. 

C. Performance 

The performance estimated by the contractor was based on rather broad assump¬ 
tions and has not as yet been investigated by a wind tunnel test program. (See 
Table III.)

Board should have a staff unit to follow current operations being 
conducted by member departments and agencies. The functions of such 
a unit would be concerned printcpa31y with anticipating immediate 
developments and correcting mistakes. These functions are not 
in the responsibilities of the Planning, Coordinating and Review

The Direetor may be kept informed of current operations through 
the members of the Board, one or more of whom will be concerned in 
all such operations. As the Board is not in constant session, how¬ 
ever, this source of information will not be sufficient to allow 
the Director to keep abreast of fast-moving developments. Staff 
level contact with the operating agencies is required. 

The type of operation with which this staff unit will deal are 
principally in the overt field. This is the field where the actions 
of the Board and the Director will be most open to criticism. Hence, 
the personnel of the unit should be familiar with the techniques of 
public relations. However, to anticipate developments will require 
skill in intelligence and public opinion analysis also.

After six weeks' experience as a one-man Watch Committee, it 
is my opinion that this function should be abolished. 

I have acted in three matters: The Iranian crisis, the disarma¬ 
ment question, and the issue of public statements on fantastic weapons. 

Of the three, I feel only the first was properly a spot, crash 
or watch operation. With the assistance of the staff, I surveyed the 
interested departments and. agencies, and within 1*8 hours filed a report 
that stressed the absence of a coordinated policy in Iran and the 
Middle East as a whole and recommended that PSB go further into the 
matter. The problem was dealt with, if not correctly, at least direct¬ 
ly and quickly.

|V 4« any time* I came on the disarmament!proposal by chance* during the

■ Similarly* my talks with AEC and Defense on fantastic weapons were 
followed by a meeting between the Director and Mr. Dean and the sub¬ 
sequent decision that PSB should prepare a policy paper. In both cases, 
the information which I gathered could just as easily have been con¬ 
tributed by PSB coordinating officers assigned to the respective 
agencies. 

If this experience has been valid, it would seem that the watch 
function is at best a sporadic one. It has been agreed from the start 
that the function would eventually disappear altogether. I feel that 
time is at hand. 

There is, however, a continuing need for information on plans on 
foot, new ideas, prospective bottlenecks, etc., both in and out of govern¬ 
ment. The entire staff takes a hand in gathering this information. But 
the staff will increasingly be burdened with duties which in themselves 
are limiting. One man, with sufficient contacts and stature to move 
quickly in any direction, could provide a valuable supplemental flow of 
information.

SUMMARY OF INDICATIONS DURING PERIOD 


1. KOREA: Enemy activity during the week continued to provide no definite 
indications of immediate Communist military intentions although the 
enemy retains the capability of launching a general offensive at any time* 
There were no significant enemy unit movements suggesting that a gene¬ 
ral offensive is impending, and no newj Communist units were identified. 
Heavy vehicular sightings were indicative of a continued enemy effort to 
improve his logistical position. Ther^ are some suggestions that the 
enemy may be fearful of U. N. landings on the North Korean coasts. 

The Communists continued to put up jet fighters in sufficient strength to 
challenge the U. N. air effort over northwest Korea, and the enemy fighter 
effort is no longer confined to a defense of the Yalu River area but it is 
being extended southward to interfere with the U. N. interdiction of the 
Communist supply lines. Unconfirmed reports that two additional air- 
lelds in the Antung area are being readied for operations may point to 
a further expansion of the enemy air effort, and 20 TU-2 light bombers 
have been moved to Liaoyang, Manchuria, the closest to the Korean border 
such aircraft have been noted. There is some further evidence of the 
training of North Korean pilots in Manchuria. 

Propaganda on the cease-fire talks continues to provide no clear indica¬ 
tion of the Communists’ political Intentions. ChE .... Communist state¬ 
ments on the 1 October anniversary reasserted their faith in ultimate vic¬ 
tory and maintained that the Communists must continue fighting in Korea. 

CHINA: The Chinese Communists have again asserted their intention to 
conquer Formosa, but there are no indications of an early attack.

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Psychological Warfare & The Majestic Documents: 
Little Evidence of Deception

An UNKNOWN AUTHOR on International Space Sciences Organization web site (www.isso.org) has 
proposed the theory that the professional hands of psychological warfare and propaganda experts were 
involved with the Majestic documents — be it modem day covert planning and leaking or old psychological 
warfare documents that have leaked “out of the garage” into mailboxes and personal meetings. This 
paper seeks to examine these theories and other relevant probabilities along with expert testimony as they 
relate to psychological warfare and propaganda operations. Let’s begin with a couple of modem 
definitions of psychological warfare and psychological operations both from the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Publication 1,1987. 

• PSYWAR : The planned use of propaganda and other psychological actions having the 
primary purpose of influencing the opinions, emotions, attitudes and behavior of hostile 
foreign groups in such a way as to support achievement of national objectives. 

• PSYOP: Planned operations to convey selected information and indicators to foreign 
audiences to influence their emotions, motives, objective reasoning and ultimately the 
behavior of foreign government, organizations, groups, and individuals. The purpose of 
psychological operations is to induce or reinforce foreign attitudes and behavior favorable 
to the originator’s objectives. 

Most experienced corporate citizens will recognize the above basic principles of marketing, “spin” 
and salesmanship. What is different is the focus on national objectives and foreign audiences. The reader 
should feel comfortable that these are not exotic, exclusive, expert-only skills: it is really just standard 
marketing practices, except the stakes may be higher and the tools to deliver the message may be forged 
documents delivered by covert means. 

If you give a man the correct information for seven years, he may believe the incorrect 
information on the first day of the eighth year when it is necessary, from your point of 
view, that he should do so. Your first job is to build credibility and the authenticity of your 
propaganda, and persuade the enemy to tmst you although you are his enemy.” 
—Psychological Warfare Casebook , Operations Research John Hopkins University, 

1958 

Do the Majestic documents show any evidence of a history of building credibility, let alone a long one, 
with potential targets of deception, such as the Soviet Union or China? If so, for what purpose? Is there 
any specific evidence in the papers themselves that proves they are fakes? The goal of this paper is 
answer these questions and determine the extent to which there is any hard and specific evidence that 
covert psychological warfare techniques were used in conjunction with the Majestic documents.

It is generally conceded that only a foreign or domestic intelligence agency has the resources, 
intelligence and sophistication to deliver an alleged psychological warfare deception using the 
comprehensive, often-sophisticated, intertwined Majestic documents. Such an undertaking, if true, would 
have started at least as early as 1981 (Air Force Office of Special Investigations Telex 1 ) and used six 
different sources, as well as physically planted documents in government archives and mailboxes. They 
would have had numerous trained psywar experts thoughtfully creating an expensive, clever deception 
targeted at a foreign power for the past 19 years. Does that sound credible? 

It is certainly not beyond modem intelligence service capabilities to have fabricated some or all these 
documents, and it is not beyond thinking they would mount such an effort for marginal or even illogical 
reasons. Even that a psywar team would intentionally or carelessly include some anachronistic “ringers” is 
believable. 

However, there are sharp disconnects between the wide scope, possible purpose(s), presumed 
target(s), likely risk(s), and extended duration of this alleged psywar operation. 

The real question is how do we test for the use of psychological warfare and propaganda? Ask 
yourself the following questions. 

Criteria For Determining Psychological Warfare In Documents 

1. Is there low risk of attracting foreign intelligence organizations to the targeted topic? What is the 
extent of the risk involved with such a deception? Is it worth the tradeoffs? 

2. Has there been a long multi-year history of credible relationship between the target of deception 
and the authors of the deception? 

3. Is the reaction of the target predicable; will they swallow the bait and move in the desired 
direction for some length of time? 

4. Is there a specific purpose, goal, objective or intent of the deception; can it be clearly stated? 

5. Does the phrase, sentence or document establish believability in the eye of the target of 
deception? 

6. Is there any direct evidence that the documents were ever launched at the target? 

7. Are there a credible number of unique language words to draw suspicion about authorship? 

8. Do the historically competent experts in Psychological Warfare agree with the answers to these 
questions? 

How Does Reason Stand Up To These Questions? 

First, if we are intellectually honest, we cannot discard the possibility that the documents are genuine 
and represent the intent of the authors at the time they were written, even with their misspellings, currently 
unresolved “anachronisms-” and occasional errors. It is important not to think that discrepancies — such 
as the misspelling of “celestial,” (Einstein, Oppenheimer June 1947 )or “several B-36’s on arctic patrol” 
(Majestic Annual Report, 1952 3 ) instead of the current evidence of “one” on arctic patrol — are evidence 
of psychological warfare. To date there is not a single anachronism or other error that has been raised and 
then thoroughly researched that clearly shows the documents to be false. An error may be misleading or it 
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may be incomplete, but the examples are not outside the scope of reasonable error in human 
bureaucracies. 

Now who might be the authors and who might be their target? We know, by analysis yet to be 
published that SOM 1-01 is cn original 1954 paper and that other documents are on original paper with 
watermarks from the proper period. Thus, if there were a psywar operation, it could have been created 
and launched on its target during the cold war of the 50’s by someone with access to such materials. 
Using the law of Occam’s razor, the simplest source for such materials is the United States. Targeted 
against whom? Naturally, the only believable target is the Soviet Union: they had nuclear capability and so 
did we. The alleged deception foisted on them via the documents could be, “Don’t mess with the United 
States — we have extraterrestrials and their technology and amazing advanced weaponry.” Is creating an 
elaborate series of mutually reinforcing, incredible documents over nearly Iwo decades necessary to 
accomplish credible deterrence? Hardly. 

Is North Korea a viable target of deception for the Majestic documents dated before 1951? No, not 
really. It defies most military historians to believe that any leaked UFO document, even something as 
intriguing as, “SOM 1-01: Extraterrestrial Entities and Technology Recovery and Disposal” would have 
changed any tactical or strategic objective, troop movement or anti-aircraft battery. Psywar was certainly 
used during the Korean conflict — with typical operations involving dropping leaflets out of airplanes 
urging surrender. “Genuine” UFO reports from soldiers during military action seemed to have had no 
impact on the course of battles. 

Again, how do these documents serve a valid, officially authorized Cold War purpose, assuming they 
were U.S.-produced. Would they desensitize Soviet air defenses to the meaning of sudden unexplained 
radar returns? If so, how does that square with the Robertson Panel’s public report available to the 
Soviets, which debunked UFO reports as a valid input to air defense calculations? Would they conceal 
experimental aircraft development — as if anyone would doubt that we are proceeding in this direction 
anyway? Would they mask some other terrestrial but overwhelming American super-technology? This 
would stimulate greater espionage to acquire it, clearly undesirable. 

Or do the documents create a “fire break” against learning an even deeper secret? Suppose that any 
one of the explicit and controversial sentences, let alone entire documents, of the MJ-12 material is 
genuine in the sense that it was produced by a real psywar organization. It is conceivable to concoct a 
very closely similar, but intentionally different, project as a smokescreen or firebreak against a deeper 
secret. Is the secret being concealed one of those truths so precious that a “bodyguard of lies” must 
protect it? What would warrant such an effort? Is the current Majestic discussion of crashed 
extraterrestrial discs and technology a smokescreen for live ETs and fully functional lines of 
communication and technology transfer? This argument leads deeper than the debunkers can dare 
imagine. 

If the Majestic documents are mere fabrications, how far must we go to rationalize creation of such 
documents? Is it credible that a crack psywar disinformation team — whether operating out of the bowels 
of the NSA, the underground Groom Lake mine or elsewhere — would decide to be “really clever” and 
try to hide some super secret, or divert the enemy’s attention by taking an existing highly secure project 
(MJ-12), use its actual name, along with identifying scores of living personnel, then change presumably key 
details and reveal this alleged deception to a target, and potentially the public? As one fellow researcher 
said to me, “it’s — like doing the dance of the seven veils with wet Kleenex.” 
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A logical conclusion might be that one of the most highly protected super secrets of our time was 
intentionally revealed (whether to a wider public, or to foreign intelligence — it does not matter). The initial 
disclosure would be very risky, as it would draw attention to the general nature of the UFO and ET matter 
— or at least some highly provocative presumed secret irrespective of clouding the details, and would 
certainly prompt more intensive and sophisticated targeting by foreign intelligence assets. In short, if it is a 
psywar operation, revealing the MJ-12 documents is inept because it will attract — and has attracted — 
much new attention. I can say this based on just looking at where the www.majesticdocuments.com 
website visitors come from. 

Alternatively, did the Soviets or Chinese create these materials, insert some in the files of the 
National Archives and Records Administration, then release most of them in the 1990s after the fall of the 
Berlin Wall in order to bring the capitalist enemy to its knees? America, your government is hiding UFOs: 
throw off your chains and embrace the glorious socialist future. Judge for yourself. 

From one Senior Government Official 

“My gut says they're real; contain the usual inconsistencies, mistakes and 
anomalies that derive from government work every day (even at the highest levels, 
especially where there is no effort to make things ‘credible' for outside view, since 
they were never intended for outside view); and correspond to a set of phenomena 
that have been too consistently reported for too long by too many sane people." 

What otherwise do we do with apparently authentic letters like that from 
Sarbacher 4 ? Tools of the same disinformation campaign? Or if from the Soviets 
(who else?), is it to promote distrust and cynicism toward our ‘government 
conspiracy' and foster social unrest? If so, they spent a lot of time and money and 
incredibly detailed research to little effect, since the vast majority of Americans 
have no knowledge of these documents, and the few who do are in conflict over 
them. 

“Perhaps now with publication of the Sturrock scientific report and the French 
defense committee's findings, there will be more context for considering the 
Majestic documents sensibly. Bearing in mind Kuhn's classic model of the structure 
of scientific revolutions, we might transcend the “urbane sneers" of some interview- 
show astronomer who has obviously never studied the evidence (the amusing thing 
is that despite the symbolic idea of star gazing, most astronomers spend little time in 
their careers scanning the skies, and they know virtually nothing of politico-military 
discourse in classified channels). We might hen conduct honest inquiry on the 
leading, not the trailing, edge of knowledge. If the Majestic documents are fakes, 
they're too damn good to have been done as a hobby by UFO nuts. The external 
referent of credible observations is there. The internal referent of the documents is 
there. There's something there." [ Private correspondence, 1999 ] 
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Do the Majestic Documents Specifically Mention Psywar? 

What is the internal evidence of the documents themselves? What posture do they assume? The 
19-page White Hot 5 technical report discusses psywar (in military “bureacrat-ese”) in the following way. 

“There is a good chance that the Russians may try to make use of the flying saucer 
scare by public news media and diplomatic means [sic]of a technological 
breakthrough in aircraft and missile development. We feel that such a disclosure 
would most certainly cause great embarrassment to our elected officials and to the 
military, not to mention the panic felt by the citizenry. To counter such a threat, it is 
recommended that a counterintelligence program be drawn up and held in 
abeyance if at such time the situation should present itself. It might be suggested 
that we should make a preemptive use of these objects for the purpose of 
psychological warfare once the true nature of these objects are known and 
understood. .. .It would be advisable for the respective Secretaries of the Armed 
Forces to devise a security policy of plausible denial, if and when the public 
becomes aware of the reality of these objects and the interest of the military in such 
incidents. 

In conclusion, for reasons of national security and the public well being, the US 
must be perceived as being the top of the heap, and every effort must be made to 
insure that there is [sic], and never has been, a threat to the country.” 

So in September of 1947, top military leaders were recommending to the President that the U.S. consider 
using our existing crashed hardware and proof of the reality of UFOs as a tool to deceive the Soviets once 
we figured out the technology. If this document is psywar propaganda, why include this paragraph? It just 
attracts attention to the topic and makes alleged foreign intelligence analysts view the document with 
greater suspicion. 

There is another brief explicit discussion of psychological warfare, from the “Annual Report” of 
Majestic page 3, IV-Discussion, A. Nature of the Investigation, point 5: 

“MAJESTIC SS&P are currently focused on Psy-op development for Cold War Cl 
activities.” 

So what does this mean? We know that the National Security Council (NSC) authorized an 
interdisciplinary Special Studies group consisting of Army, Navy, Air Force and CIA with their May 5, 
1948 directive 6 . We also know that Truman made the decision to establish the Psychological Strategy 
Board (PSB) on 4 April 1951. This further relates to UFOs when you consider the high officials of the 
War Department and the Army who actively promoted the immediate post-war development of the 
psychological warfare in 1946 through 1950, which include: 

(a) Secretary of the Army, the Honorable Kenneth Roy all 

(b) Secretary of War, the Honorable Robert Patterson 

(c) Assistant Secretary of the Army, the Honorable Gordon Gray 

(d) Chief of Staff & General of the Army, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
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(e) Lt. General Albert C. Wedemeyer, USA 

(f) Brigadier General Robert McClure, USA 

(g) Lt. General J. Lawton Collins, USA 

(h) Major General Charles Bolte, USA 

(i) Undersecretary of War, the Honorable William Draper 

(j) Major General Stephen Chamberlain, USA (G-2) 

Many of these people are deeply involved with MAJESTIC-12 according to other documents. Note 
the similarity of panel personnel between the November 1952 Eisenhower Briefing Document and the 
Majestic Annual Report; the team distribution has the same interagency structure. Is this a coincidence, 
standard procedure, or is it the same MAJESTIC committee just six years later? What is the mission of 
“Cold War Cl activities” as it relates to UFOs? Who is the target and what are the objectives? 

The second explicit mention of psychological warfare is from the “Annual Report” on Majestic, page 
10, Annex B, point 10: 

“ MAJCOM-1 with the assistance of the Panel persuades the President to establish a 

Psychological Strategy Board on 4 April 1951P 1 

This is an obscure fact that the strategy board was authorized on 4 April 1951. To discover this would 
take intense digging nowadays and would be known to only a few insiders in 1951. This is powerful 
evidence in favor of Majestic document authenticity. However, following disinformation theory, why 
attract attention to the fact (verifiable and known today) that you established a very secret board with 
staff, plans, and very likely operational capabilities to mislead the enemy. Now consider this, because the 
sentence does not deliberately misdirect, as it might if this was a psywar document — by saying 
“MAJCOM-1 was unable to persuade the President to establish any sort of Psychological Strategy 
Board.” Here is a missed opportunity to spring misdirection on the enemy. 

Is it logical to believe that if the Majestic Annual Report document was part of psywar deception that 
it would highlight that very fact to the target of such a deception? I don’t think so. In addition to the 
examples above, here is more evidence that such a deception is not a factor. Why would the following 
paragraph be included if the goal were to deceive? 

Based on what is known of the technology and intelligence of the visitors , it is fairly

certain there will be other sightings and encounters of a spectacular nature. 

Wouldn’t it be more logical to change phrases to leave the impression that the July 1947 events were a 
random miracle so that the Soviets would be less vigilant-for such an intriguing phenomenon? Otherwise, if 
they believe the document (if this is psywar, aren’t they supposed to believe it?), their vigilance is 
heightened. For what purpose? 

Does this relate to the Majestic mention of Nuclear Energy for the Propulsion of Aircraft (NEPA)? 

The once highly classified NEPA project, an actual initiative and logical extension of the Manhattan 
project, was to provide the U.S. with an atomic-powered aircraft. Why specifically mention it in these 
documents, if they were designed to be “leaked,” thereby encouraging spy activities and intelligence 
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collection around atomic airplanes? This could be viewed as a far more important secret to keep than 
telling the Soviets about crashed flying saucers; yet, the statements in the documents are not deceptive 
(the NEPA initiative was real) and would encourage espionage. Are we to believe that the psywar experts 
revealed this top secret project, then sought to discredit potential aerial sightings by heightening Soviet 
surveillance for an even more fascinating presumed aerial phenomenon -“real” UFOs? 


Is There Any Evidence Of Official Governmental Falsification In Relation To UFOs? 

Speculation about UFOs could offer a powerful tool to the military and intelligence communities. Early 
on, as evidenced from official declassified documents NASA was ordered by President Kennedy to 
communicate clearly to the Soviets about known and “unknown” (UFO) aircraft and spacecraft. 910 Some 
have made the obvious suggestion that we could build military or intelligence craft that “look like” UFOs 
and will thus be ignored, since it is understood that modem defense systems are looking for specific 
anticipated targets with established “signatures,” not “erratic” UFOs. There is a recently declassified top 
secret technical report called Silverbug 11 that describes a Mach 3 single seat UFO that was written in 
1955. It would be logical to assume that other more modem craft have been made. Elsewhere, the CIA 
has published that UFO reports were considered a “cover” for high-flying U-2 or other reconnaissance 
aircraft — these assertions contrary to the disparity between frequency of UFO reports declining at the 
same time that reconnaissance flights were increasing, as well as the markedly different flight signatures 
of reported UFOs versus advanced conventional aircraft virtually invisible (except for contrails) at high 
altitude. 

Reference to “psywar” in the Majestic documents is paralleled by a CIA document released under 
FOIA (www.1999.com/ciaufo/ciadoc.gif) that the UFO phenomenon was indeed of interest in 
"psychological strategy." The cmcial difference between saying the Majestic documents were forged, 
however, and the above reference is this: the “faking” allegation by debunkers always explicitly posits no 
real UFO phenomenon, while the CIA reference above depends on acknowledging the phenomenon as the 
basis for subsequent treatment. Government officials with genuine experience handling issues that draw 
direct, written comment from the Director of Central Intelligence (DCI) for referral to the National 
Security Council (NSC) know that such issues are too thoroughly reviewed to be trivial or marginal. The 
phenomenon — in this case, the otherwise ridiculous subject of “flying saucers” — had sufficient weight 
and substance for DCI Walter Bedel Smith himself to refer it to the NSC for strategic consideration. 

Other than these recently made CIA references, to date there has not been a single, classified psywar 
product that has come to light, either through official declassification or through leaks, that justifies the 
major investment purportedly made in the Majestic documents — documents revealed in the 1990s 
allegedly as cover for strategic reconnaissance in the 1960s and 1970s. If such were the case, it was an 
absurd failure! Did the Soviets really think that the U-2 or SR-71 were alien spacecraft? What U.S. 
military or intelligence officer based his or her career on convincing the Soviets that they were? 

Have The Skeptics Raised Any Valid Objections Or Evidence? 
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Recently posted to the www.isso.org website is a paper from an anonymous author with unknown 
and unverified credentials titled: Deceptive UFO Documents: Doubt Debate and Daunting Questions. 
The paper states the obvious concerning the polarizing debate in Ufology and provides no detailed 
evidence of deception in the Majestic documents. Take this statement for example, “Ongoing research 
indicates that many, possibly all, of the so called MJ-12 UFO documents were officially fabricated as 
instruments of U.S. covert psychological warfare, perhaps beginning in 1950 during the most threatening 
period of the Korean War.” Whose research? What specifics are being alluded to? Without clear 
answers, this statement is simply an argument-by-assertion and is just pontificating by an unknown author. 

Or the ISSO author’s critical assertion is made: “Document examination and authentication is a 
science of expert opinion, and are, as other sciences, generally probabilistic; however, it is an empirical and 
not a statistical science.” To the contrary: document examination and authentication is not a matter of 
expert opinion according to Dr. James Black, 30-year practitioner in document forensics and past 
president of the questioned documents professional organization but is a matter of applying key 
straightforward tests and presenting a logical set of evidence. 

Or the critical assertion is made: “If one notices and accepts irregularities and alterations of all the 
MJ-12 documents as indicative of covert psychological warfare operation, then the deception cannot be 
adjusted, explained away, trivialized, excused or denied....” This concept is very weak and 
unsubstantiated, just because there are irregularities does not mean they are psywar. Furthermore, if a 
crack psywar team had created these documents, would there not be far fewer mistakes? Don’t we want 
the enemy to believe these documents? What’s the objective? Why attract attention? The psywar theory 
fails before it even gets to the starting gate. See what an identified, accountable expert has to say. 

What Does a Real Psychological Operations Officer Say About The Majestic Documents? 

A Lt. Colonel, U.S. Army - Ret, who I met at a meeting of the Association of Former Intelligence 
Officers (AFIO), spent his entire 24-year career both creating and managing enemy deception in 
psychological operations and propaganda, had this to say after studying SOM TO 1 and the Majestic 
documents: 

I don't see the MJ-12 documents as comprising an effective psyop campaign of any 
sort. What would be the purpose? 

If MJ-12 existed and the docs were supposed to be believable , they would just draw 
more attention to the Majestic program that the government wanted under wraps. If 
the docs' occasional format errors were supposed to be deliberate , what would be 
the point of creating & disseminating such docs? All they would do would be to 
attract presumably unwanted amateur interest in MJ-12 , which again the 
government would presumably not want. 

PSYOP , despite the ‘ooga-booga' mythology around it , is not a very complicated 
process. A target audience is thinking about a subject one way , and you want to get 
them to think about it another way. So an audience analysis is performed to find out 
how to talk to them , how to gain credibility with them , and how to appeal to their 
needs and interests. Then phrase your objective accordingly and communicate it. If 
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you do all this correctly, their minds change and they think/act the way you want 
them to. That's it. 

If MJ-12 were in fact a real, top-secret government operation, which the 
government intended to keep secret, then anything using its name or orbiting 
around its business (such as the MJ-12 docs or SOM 1-01 manual) would not be 
remotely appropriate for any advertisement or publicity whatever. 

The only situation in which 1 could see PSYOP resources playing a part would be 
one in which the cat were out of the bag about MJ-12's existence, and the 
government then acted to trivialize or minimize it. When I saw Dark Skies on 
television, it occurred to me that this could be one way of turning the entire topic 
into a 'science fiction cartoon', in much the same way that the movie Philadelphia 
Experiment and its even zanier sequel did for that topic.'' 

He further added in a conversation that he would be very surprised if there was not a blue ribbon panel 
such as the membership of MJ-12 to investigate UFOs. After all there are high-ranking panels on all sorts 
of threats to national security, such as domestic biological weapons and terrorism. 


Why PSYWAR Theory Is Not Credible 

Fundamentally the basic discriminates for determining the chance of official government psywar and 

propaganda fail. 

• Are the risks low and the tradeoffs worthwhile? No. If the documents are to be believed, they would 
engender extraordinary espionage against an extraordinary target. The documents are rich in 
provocative detail. If they are not to be believed, how could they be worth the intensive investment 
allegedly made to fake them? 

• Is there an established relationship between the purported target(s) and the psywar fakers? Scarcely, 
unless we think someone in the U.S. wanted to dandle “alien spacecraft” stories in front of Cold War 
adversaries, possibly to mask other secrets (or to convince the Soviets that the U.S. was incapacitated 
with hallucinogens and not worth the trouble of overtaking?). What would be the purpose of releasing 
these documents in the 1990s to deal with Cold War problems that fell with the Berlin Wall? 

• Is target reaction predictable and dependable? No, except perhaps guffaws of laughter. If the 
Majestic documents are not truthful, the debunkers’ own arguments that they are ludicrous 
presumably would not escape the amusement of officers of Soviet State security and military 
intelligence. 

• Is there a purpose that can be clearly stated? No, the content is too varied and a multitude objectives 
seem to be present — as would be the case with genuine documents written by different authors over 
a course of years. Most documents were publicly released well after the height of the Cold War and 
could have had no reasonable effect on the outcome. 


Does the internal quality of the documents establish believability in the eyes of the deception 
target?) Not likely. The same critique of alleged “errors” that debunkers have raised would also 
have dissuaded intelligence adversaries looking at such inherently incredible material. 
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Allegations that the Majestic documents are dismissed with the spooky label of “psywar” do not 
withstand scrutiny. One may speculate, as discussed in the recently published book “Mind Shift,” that 
there may be a systematic desensitization of the world public to the idea of extraterrestrial contact through 
a variety of media outlets — with movies such as “Independence Day,” TV programs, print articles, 
advertisements, and the proliferation of little alien figures in toy stores and popular culture. Psywar and 
propaganda may well be at play in the public’s mind. Yet, there is no sensible evidence to support the 
ISSO author’s assertion that the Majestic documents are mere fakes and derive from psywar operations 
targeting Cold War adversaries.

1. As requested by your letter of 16 July 1947 this office has 
produced its conclusions on the manufacture, function and possible origin 
of the above referenced subject. On-site preliminary study data provided 
by personnel of T-2 and T-3, search and recovery team of the AFSWP, 'Paper 
Clip' personnel, select personnel of the Army Air Forces Scientific Advisory 
Group and personnel of the Atomic Energy Commission Advisory Committee was 
utilized in the construction of our analysis. 

2. The analyses of the Office of Research and Development are: 

a. Aerodynamics and design evaluation studies performed by 
the Aircraft, Power Plant and Propeller Laboratories of Engineering Division 
T-3 personnel, has concluded that some nation has reached a stage of flight 
development in which the present ideas are entirely obsolete. 

b. A notable advance in reducing drag and high-lift, wing 
load is evident in the "cleaned up" refinement in the extreme. The absence 
of riveting and surface over-lapping indicates a "simplistic" concept that 
confronts our technology to match the "careful and well-considered compro¬ 
mises in respect to weight, aerodynamic refinement, and design." 

c. The designers have managed to offset Bernouilli's theorem 
that allows the "total pressure in a flow" to be less at all points; we can 
liken this to the concept of 'conservation of energy' and their negating 
friction losses, which would dissipate heat. 

d. The airfoil design of the circular wing is similar to the 
NACA 230 series with the exception to the wing plan form and thickness range 
requirements. The parasite drag appears to be controlled by the refinement 

of the design and elimination of protuberances. The induced drag lessens with 
the circular span inversely with the low aspect-ratio of the wing. 

e. The fuselage/hull appears to fall into the seaplane type 
in concept by manifesting excellent hydrodynamic characteristics of low 
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"porpoising" tendencies. Conventional surface controls are absent in the 
wing and cabin portions of the recovered sections though what appears to 
be tabs or flaps are identified. Because there are no vertical or horizontal 
stabilizers on the craft, there are no fore-and-aft positions of the wing 
relative to the fuselage/hull. Wing incidence seems to be pre-selected via 
an in-flight trim computer to reduce drag attitude when the wing is at the 
angle of attack required at high speed and provide stability to lift the 
weight of the craft.

f. A general description of the craft is presented: 

(1) Metallic skin of a high polished finish. A comparison 
of AISI HI112 steels indicates that the metals used 
to construct the craft exceed structure, chemical 
composition and mechanical properties currently under 
development. Metal specimens were subjected to AISI 
8620, AISI 3140, AISI 4140, AISI E4340, AISI 5140, 

AISI 8640, AISI E52100, and AISI 430, 410 and 347 
machining tests with negative results. 

(2) Craft designed for high altitude flight. Automatic 
exhaust orifices were identified. A gyro-controlled 
wing stabilizer apparently maintains craft in a hover 
mode. 

(3) Power plant may consist of a spherical reactor (hydro¬ 
gen isotope type) connected to propulsion motors. 

(4) 100 ft. in diameter with central section approximately 
30 ft. Central cabin may have three flight decks: top 
level for flight control; central section for equipment 
and lower section for power plant and landing gear. 

Circular wing may have rotating section and adjustable 
leading edge. 

(5) Top (dome) may have the ability to recede into central 
section for high performance operations.

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MJ12: The FBI Connection 

Nick Redfern 


The purpose of this report is to relate the way in which the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) became involved in the investigation of the Majestic 12 documents in 
the late 1980s. The story is a strange and convoluted one and involves the surveillance of 
U.S. citizens and authors, liaisons with the Air Force (and possibly the CIA), and even 
allegations of Soviet intelligence links to the story. 

That the FBI has had involvement in the UFO subject is no secret: in 1976, the 
researcher (and author of the book The UFO-FBI Connection, 2000) Bruce Maccabee 
obtained via the Freedom of Information Act more than one thousand pages of UFO- 
related files from the FBI that dated back to 1947; and since then additional files have 
surfaced on a variety of issues linked to the UFO controversy. But what of the FBI link to 
MJ12? 

The first person to publicly air the original batch of two MJ12 documents - the 
so-called Eisenhower Briefing Document and the Truman Memorandum - was the British 
author Timothy Good, who did so in May 1987 in his book Above Top Secret (Sidgwick 
& Jackson, 1987). Essentially, the first document is a 1952 briefing prepared by Admiral 
Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter for President-elect Eisenhower, informing him that a UFO and 
alien bodies had been recovered from the New Mexico desert in 1947. The second is a 
1947 memorandum from President Harry Truman to Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal, authorizing the establishment of MJ12. 

Shortly after Good’s publication of the documents, additional copies surfaced in 
the USA via the research team of Stanton Friedman (a nuclear physicist), William Moore 
(the co-author of the book, The Roswell Incident (Granada Books, 1980) and Jaime 
Shandera (a television producer). 

Moore had been working quietly with a number of intelligence “insiders” who 
had contacted him shortly after publication of The Roswell Incident in 1980. From time to 
time various official-looking papers would be passed onto Moore, the implication being 
that someone in the U.S. Government, military or Intelligence Community wished to 
make available information on UFOs that would otherwise have remained forever outside 
of the public domain. It was as a result of Moore’s insider dealings that a roll of film 
negatives displaying the documents was delivered in the mail to the home of Shandera in 
December 1984. 

Moore, Friedman and Shandera worked carefully for two and a half years in an 
attempt to determine the authenticity of the documents. With Timothy Good’s release, 
however, it was decided that the best course of action was to follow suit. As a result, a 
huge controversy was created that continues on fifteen years later. 
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But how and why did the FBI become embroiled in the MJ12 affair? Howard 
Blum is an award-winning author and former New York Times journalist, twice 
nominated by the editors of that newspaper for the Pulitzer Prize in Investigative 
Reporting. In 1990, Blum’s book Out There (Simon & Schuster, 1990) was released, and 
detailed his investigation of U.S. military and governmental involvement in the UFO 
subject. According to Blum, on 4 June 1987, the UFO skeptic, Philip J. Klass, wrote to 
William Baker, Assistant Director at the Office of Congressional and Public Affairs. “I 
am enclosing what purport to be Top Secret/Eyes Only documents, which have not been 
properly declassified, now being circulated by William L. Moore, Burbank, California, 
91505...” The Bureau swung into action. 

Jacques Vallee—the UFO author, investigator, and former principal investigator 
on Department of Defense computer networking projects—stated in his book Revelations 
(Ballantine, 1991) that the FBI turned away from the MJ12 documents in “disgust” and 
professed no interest in the matter. Papers and comments made to me by the FBI and the 
Air Force Office of Special Investigations, however, reflect a totally different scenario. 
Furthermore, there are indications that the FBI launched (or were at least involved in) 
several MJ12-linked investigations during the late 1980s. 

Of those investigations, one definitely began in the latter part of 1988. Howard 
Blum has stated that of those approached by the FBI “in the fall of 1988,” one was a 
“Working Group” established under the auspices of the Defense Intelligence Agency 
tasked with looking at the UFO problem. In 1990, Blum was interviewed by UFO 
Magazine (Yol. 5, No. 5), and was asked if the Working Group could have been a “front” 
for another even more covert investigative body within the U.S. government. Blum’s 
response aptly sums up one of the major problems faced by both those inside and outside 
of government when trying to determine exactly who knows what. 

“Interestingly,” said Blum, “members of [the Working Group] aired that 
possibility themselves. When looking into the MJ12 papers, some members of the group 
said—and not in jest—‘Perhaps we’re just a front organization for some sort of MJ12. 
Suppose, in effect, we conclude the MJ12 papers are phony, are counterfeit. Then we’ve 
solved the entire mystery for the government, relieving them of the burden in dealing 
with it, and at the same time, we allow the real secret to remain held by a higher source.’ 
An FBI agent told me there are so many secret levels within the government that even the 
government isn’t aware of it!” 

We also know that what was possibly a separate fall 1988 investigation was 
conducted by the FBI’s Foreign Counter-Intelligence division (which I have been advised 
operated out of Washington and New York). Some input into the investigation also came 
from the FBI office in Dallas, Texas (the involvement of the latter confirmed to me by 
Oliver B. Revell, Special Agent in Charge at Dallas FBI). 

On September 15, 1988, an agent of the Air Force Office of Special Investigations 
contacted Dallas FBI and supplied the Bureau with another copy of the MJ12 papers. 
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This set was obtained from a source whose identity, according to documentation released 
to me by the Bureau, AFOSI has deemed must remain classified to this day. 

Before addressing the involvement of the FBI’s Foreign Counter-Intelligence 
division in this matter, let us focus our attention on Dallas FBI. On October 25, 1988, the 
Dallas office transmitted a two-page Secret Airtel to headquarters that read as follows: 

Enclosed for the Bureau is an envelope which contains a possible classified 
document. Dallas notes that within the last six weeks, there has been local 
publicity regarding ‘OPERATION MAJESTIC-12’ with at least two appearances 
on a local radio talk show, discussing the MAJESTIC-12 OPERATION, the 
individuals involved, and the Government’s attempt to keep it all secret. It is 
unknown if this is all part of a publicity campaign. [Censored] from OSI, advises 
that ‘OPERATION BLUE BOOK, mentioned in the document on page 4 did 
exist. Dallas realizes that the purported document is over 35 years old, but does 
not know if it has been properly declassified. The Bureau is requested to discern 
if the document is still classified. Dallas will hold any investigation in abeyance 
until further direction from FBIHQ. 

Partly as a result of the actions of the Dallas FBI Office and partly as a result of 
the investigation undertaken by the FBI’s Foreign Counter-Intelligence people, on 
November 30, 1988 an arranged meeting took place in Washington DC between agents of 
the Bureau and those of AFOSI. If the AFOSI had information on MJ12, said the Bureau, 
they would like to know. 

A Secret communication back to the Dallas office from Washington on 2 
December 1988 read: 

This communication is classified Secret in its entirety. Reference Dallas Airtel 
dated October 25, 1988. Reference Airtel requested that FBIHQ determine if the 
document enclosed by referenced Airtel was classified or not. The Office of 
Special Investigations, US Air Force, advised on November 30, 1988, that the 
document was fabricated. Copies of that document have been distributed to 
various parts of the United States. The document is completely bogus. Dallas is 
to close captioned investigation. 

At first glance, that would seem to lay matters to rest once and for all. 
Unfortunately, it does not. There can be no dispute that the Air Force has played a most 
strange game with respect to MJ12. The FBI was assured by AFOSI that the MJ12 papers 
were fabricated. However, Special Agent Frank Batten, Jr., chief of the Information 
Release Division at the Investigative Operations Center with the USAF, admitted to me 
on April 30, 1993 that AFOSI is not now maintaining (nor ever has maintained) any 
records pertaining to either MJ12, or any investigation thereof. This begs an important 
question. How was AFOSI able to determine that the papers were faked if no 
investigation on their part was undertaken? Batten has also advised me that while AFOSI 
did “discuss” the MJ12 documents with the FBI, incredibly they made absolutely no 
written reference to that meeting in any shape or form. This is most odd: government and 
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military agencies are methodical when it comes to documenting possible breaches of 
security. 

Richard L. Weaver, formerly the Deputy for Security and Investigative Programs 
with the U.S. Air Force (and the author of the US Air Force’s 1995 near-1000 page 
report, The Roswell Repor: Fact Vs. Fiction in the New Mexico Desert ), advised me 
similarly on 12 October 1993. “The Air Force considers the MJ12 (both the group 
described and the purported documents to be bogus,” stated Weaver. He, too, conceded, 
however, that there were “no documents responsive” to my request for Air Force files on 
how just such a determination was reached. Stanton Friedman has also stated that, based 
on his correspondence with Weaver on the issue of MJ12, he too is dissatisfied with the 
responses that he received after filing similar FOIA requests relating to the way in which 
the Air Force made its ‘bogus’ determination. 

Moreover, there is the fact that AFOSI informed the FBI that, “copies of that 
document have been distributed to various parts of the United States.” To make such a 
statement AFOSI simply must have conducted some form of investigation or have been 
in receipt of data from yet another agency. On the other hand, if AFOSI truly did not 
undertake any such investigation into MJ12, then its statement to the FBI decrying the 
value of the documents is essentially worthless, since it is based on personal opinion 
rather than sound evaluation. 

If the Bureau learned anything further about MJ12 in the post-1989 period, then 
that information has not surfaced under the terms of the Freedom of Information Act. 
Perhaps the Bureau, unable to get satisfactory answers from the military and the 
intelligence community, simply gave up the chase; I do not know. I do know, thanks to 
Richard L. Huff, Bureau Co-Director within the Office of Information and Privacy, that 
MJ12 remains the subject of an FBI headquarters Main File that is titled “Espionage.” 
Today that file is in “closed status.” But why would the MJ12 documents be linked with a 
FBI HQ Main File titled “Espionage? It is here that we have to turn our attention to the 
FBI’s Foreign Counter-Intelligence division. 

Some of the information related above was published in my book The FBI Files. 
As is often the case with published authors, people who read their books will contact 
them with information based on the material contained within the pages of the book. In 
the wake of the publication of The FBI Files, I was contacted by a man about whom I 
will say little. I will say that he offered that he had formerly served with the FBI in the 
time period that the FBI was investigating MJ12 and had knowledge of the Bureau’s 
interest in the MJ12 documents. He also supplied information that convinced me that he 
was genuine. According to the man, the FBI had actually been aware of the intricacies of 
the MJ12 saga for some two years before Timothy Good published the documents in 
Above Top Secret. However, I was advised, the investigation was intensified after the 
documents were publicized in the U.S. I was further told that initially there was a fear on 
the part of the Air Force and the FBI’s Foreign Counter-Intelligence people that the MJ12 
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papers had been fabricated by Soviet intelligence personnel who intended using them as 
“bait.” 

That bait was to be used on U.S. citizens who had a personal interest in UFOs but 
who were also working on sensitive defense-related projects—including the Stealth 
fighter. The hope on the part of the Soviets, it was suspected by the FBI and AFOSI, was 
that by offering the MJ12 papers to those targeted sources within the U.S. defense 
industry, the Soviets would receive something of value of a defense nature in return. The 
man was unsure precisely how the investigation concluded. He did know, however, that 
no charges were brought against anyone. This is an ingenious scenario but it must be 
stressed that my source reiterated that the Soviet theory was simply that—a theory and 
nothing more. It was, he said, one of several avenues being actively pursued by the FBI at 
the time. A similar co mm ent was made by Gerald Haines, historian of the National 
Reconnaissance Office, in his controversial paper, “CIA’s Role in the Study of UFOs: 
1947-1990.” 

In a section of the report dealing with CIA involvement in UFO investigations in 
the 1980s, Haines commented that: “Agency analysts from the Life Science Division of 
OSI and OSWR officially devoted a small amount of their time to issues relating to 
UFOs. These included counterintelligence concerns that the Soviets and the KGB were 
using U.S. citizens and UFO groups to obtain information on sensitive U.S. weapons 
development programs (such as the Stealth aircraft).” 

It should also be noted that the Haines paper claims that no original MJ12 
documents were known to exist; however, he neglects to reference the so-called Cutler- 
Twining memorandum that Moore and Shandera located in the National Archives. 

There is further evidence, too, that the FBI has in its archives more information 
pertaining to MJ12 than has surfaced into the public domain thus far. On November 16, 
1988, the UFO researcher Larry Bryant wrote to Ms. Hope Nakamura of the Center for 
National Security Studies and advised her that in a then-recent conversation with William 
Moore, he had been informed of Moore’s efforts to secure the release of the FBI’s file on 
him. The bulk of the FBI’s dossier on Moore (which amounted to no less than fifty-five 
pages) was being withheld for reasons directly affecting the national security of the 
United States of America. 

Bryant went on to explain that Moore was attempting to find legal assistance in 
challenging the nondisclosure of the majority of the FBI’s file. In a determined effort to 
lend assistance to Moore, Bryant drafted a lengthy and detailed advertisement that he 
proposed submitting to a number of military newspapers for future publication. 

Titled UFO SECRECY/CONGRESS-WATCH, the ad specifically addressed the 
eye-opening fact that the Bureau’s file on Moore was classified at no less than Secret 
level, and that at least one other (unnamed) U.S. government agency was also keeping 
tabs on Moore and his UFO pursuits. In particular those pursuits relating to certain 
“whistle-blower testimony” which Moore had acquired from a variety of sources within 
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the American military and government. Courageously, Bryant signed off urging those 
reading the advertisement to contact their local congressman and to press for nothing less 
than a full-scale inquiry into the issue of UFOs. 

Bryant’s advertisement was ultimately published (in the November 23, 1988 issue 
of The Pentagram, a publication of the U.S. Army); yet as spirited as it was, it failed to 
force the FBI to relinquish its files on Moore. By 1993, the FBI’s dossier on Moore 
(which was classified at Secret level) was running at sixty-one pages, of which Moore 
had succeeded in gaining access to a mere six. 

In 1989, Bryant, mindful of the FBI’s surveillance of William Moore, attempted 
to force the Bureau to release any or all records on Stanton Friedman. On 2 August of 
that year, Bryant received the following response from Richard L. Huff. “Mr. Friedman is 
the subject of one Headquarters main file. This file is classified in its entirety and I am 
affirming the denial of access to it.” 

Bryant’s efforts on Friedman’s behalf came after he (Friedman) had filed FOIA 
requests with both the Bureau and the CIA. The response from the CIA was that it had no 
responsive files - except for a ‘negative’ name check from the FBI, who subsequently 
refused to reveal details of either the size of the file or its security classification. 

On August 28, 1989, Bryant filed suit in the District Court for the Eastern District 
of Columbia. “My complaint,” explained Bryant, “seeks full disclosure of the UFO- 
related content of the FBI dossier on Stan Friedman. Neither Stan not I have been able to 
convince the U.S. Federal Bureau of Investigation to loosen its grasp on that dossier, 
which Bureau officials assert bears a security classification.” Fortunately, in Friedman’s 
case, a “small portion” of the FBI’s file pertaining to him was eventually released (on 
November 13, 1989) as a result of Bryant’s actions. The remainder of the FBI file on 
Friedman has never surfaced. 

What are we to make of all this? Consider the following. The FBI conducted 
several investigations of MJ12 (via its Dallas Office; its Headquarters at Washington, 
DC; and its Foreign Counter-Intelligence division). It had close liaison with the Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations on an MJ12-related operation that may have also 
involved the CIA in an attempt to crack a Soviet intelligence operation that may or may 
not have existed. And the fact that the Bureau holds an extensive Secret file on William 
Moore (co-author of the first book on the Roswell crash and a key figure in the MJ12 
saga) and a file of unknown size and classification on Stanton Friedman is more than 
notable. It also suggests that more information currently exist in the archives of the FBI 
on MJ12 than has been declassified thus far. Whether or not the FBI was ever fully 
satisfied by its investigations into the murky world of MJ12 and with what it was told by 
the AFOSI is debatable, however. The final word I will leave to one of Howard Blum’s 
FBI sources: “All we’re finding out is that the government doesn’t know what it knows. 
There are too many secret levels.” 
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Pre-World War II 
“creature” retrieval?

C rashed saucer stories have become more and 
more common in UFO lore, with Roswell still 
holding preeminence as the granddaddy of all 
such accounts. Some tales even suggest that 
there were recoveries of crashed UFOs before Roswell. 
(For example, Walter Webb’s “An Anecdotal Report of a 
UFO Crash/Retrieval in 1941 ” appeared in the Winter 1996 
arid Spring 1997 IXJR) These accounts are always difficult 
to investigate because the primary sources have usually 
passed away, so only secondhand witnesses, at best, are 
available to interview. Still, all these potential incidents 
must be investigated, and an alleged UpO crash/retrieval is 
too important to simply file away for future reference. 

It is in this context that we relate our own experience 
with an early crash story. In early December 1999, the 
Center for UFO Studies received the following letter: 

November 29, 1999 
To Whom It May Concern: 

Today I want to share some knowledge that has 
been, by request, kept secret in our family since some- 
time in World War II. This concerns something my 
father was shown by Cordell Hull, who was Secretary 
of State under Franklin Roosevelt. Sumner Wells was 
his Under-Secretary of State. Hull was a cousin to my 
father. My father was on some kind of advising com¬ 
mittee, and made several trips to Washington, D.C. in 
that capacity. 

My father, who was young, brilliant, and sound of 
mind, tells [sic] this story to us because he didn’t want 
the information to be lost. One day when my father was 
in D.C. with Cordell, Cordell swore him to secrecy and 
took him to a sub-basement in the U.S. Capitol build¬ 
ing, and showed him an amazing sight: (1) Four large 
glass jars holding 4 creatures unknown to my father or 
Cordell [and], (2) A wrecked round craft of some kind 
nearby. 


William E. Jones serves on the CUFOS Board of Directors 
and is MUFON state director for Ohio . Eloise G. Watson is 
the Holt family genealogist. 


My father wanted my sister and I to make this 
information known long after he and Cordell were 
dead, because he felt it was a very important bit of 
information. We have researched your group and feel it 
is the most reliable group in the country. We hope that 
you will research and search this information. 

Please don’t disregard this, because what I have 
written is true. The jars with creatures in formaldehyde 
and the wrecked craft are somewhere 1 . 

Cordell said they were afraid they would start a 
panic if the public found out about it.

Mrs. Andrew lives in Ashland, Ohio, which is much 
closer to Columbus than Chicago, so CUFOS Scientific 
Director Mark Rodeghier forwarded a copy of the letter to 
one of us [WEJ] for follow-up. At the time the letter was 
received, I did not know the name of Mrs. Andrew’s father 
and his background because, as we were to discover, the 
family was concerned about its reputation. 

After several telephone calls and two visits to Ashland, 
the family became comfortable with releasing his name— 
the Reverend Turner Hamilton Holt—and allowing this 
story to be told. 

The story would only be an interesting footnote in a 
UFO history book if the people involved were more ordi¬ 
nary in background and experience. But here we have a tale 
that directly involves one of the greatest U.S. statesmen of 
the 20th century and a conservative man of the cloth, who 
would have absolutely no apparent reason to tell a story 
such as this one if it weren’t true, especially at a time when 
stories of flying saucers and their occupants had not yet 
become part of our culture. Because, as you will learn, this 
story was told to the Rev. Holt’s family before the Kenneth 
Arnold sighting brought UFOs into the national news in 
1947. 

The personality and life history of the two principals in 
the story are crucial in deciding whether to put credence in 
the information. Accordingly, we next present biographical 
details about each man. 
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Cordell Hull 

Cordell Hull was bom October 2, 1871, in a log cabin in 
Pickett County, Tennessee, the third of five sons of William 
Hull, first a farmer and then later, a lumber merchant. Hull 
grew up wanting to be a lawyer. He 
went to a one-room elementary 
school that his father built in Wil¬ 
low Grove, Tennessee. After at¬ 
tending in succession the Montvale 
Academy in Celina, Tennessee, the 
Normal School in Bowling Green, 

Kentucky, and the National Nor¬ 
mal University in Lebanon, Ohio, 
he received a law degree in 1891 
after completing a one-year course 
at Cumberland University in Leba¬ 
non, Tennessee. 

He began practicing law when not yet 20 years old. 
From 1893 to 1897, he was a member of the Tennessee 
House of Representatives. He served in the Spanish-Ameri¬ 
can War as a captain, and in 1903 was appointed a judge to 
the Fifth Judicial District He held this position until 1907 
when he was elected to Congress. He served until 1931, a 
period interrupted only once for two years when he served 
as chairman of the Democratic National Committee. 

Hull was elected U.S. senator fpr the 1931-1937 term, 
but he resigned to become the secretary of state under 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt on March 4, 1933. He 
occupied this post until 1944 when he resigned because of 
ill health. His tenure in this post was the longest in American 
history. Prior to Hull’s resignation, Roosevelt had offered 
him the vice-presidency, but he declined. Many historians 
believe that Hull could have been elected president had 
Roosevelt not run for a third and fourth term. 

In 1945, the Norwegian Nobel Committee presented 
Hull the Nobel Prize for Peace in recognition of his life’s 
work, including his efforts to establish good relationships 
between the United States and the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere, international trade agreements, and the United 
Nations. Too ill to personally receive the award, Hull had 
his acceptance speech delivered by U.S. Ambassador to 
Norway Lithgow Osborne. In the acceptance, he wrote: 
“Under the ominous shadow which the Second World War 
and its attendant circumstances have cast on the world, 
peace has become as essential to civilized existence as the 
air we breathe is to life itself. There is no greater responsi¬ 
bility resting upon peoples and governments everywhere, 
than to make sure that enduring peace will this time ... at 

long last... be established and maintained_The searing 

lesson of this latest war and the promise of the United 
Nations Organization will be the cornerstones of a new 
edifice of enduring peace and the guideposts of a new era of 
human progress.” These words still ring true today. Hull 
died July 23,1955, and is interred in the National Cathedral 
(Episcopal) in Washington, D.C. 


Rev. Turner Hamilton Holt 

Turner Hamilton Holt was also bom in Pickett County (then 
Overton County), Tennessee, on March 4, 1894. He at¬ 
tended Livingston (Tenn.) Academy in 1922-1926, Milligan 
College in 1926-1927, and the 
National Bible Institute in 1928— 

1929. In 1929 he studied at 
Ashland College (now Ashland 
University) in Ohio and earned 
his undergraduate degree. From 
1929 to 1938 he attended the 
Ashland Theological Seminary, 
attaining a doctorate in theology. 

In his younger days. Turner 
Holt worked as a farmer, a lum¬ 
berjack, a railroad man, and book¬ 
seller to libraries and schools. He 
later held several church positions during the years he was 
in college. From 1927 through 1945 (an important period of 
time for this story), he was the minister at the Shenandoah 
Christian Church in Greenwich, Ohio. He ministered to a 
number of Church of Christ congregations in Ohio until he 
left the ministry in 1959. Holt also served on many church 
boards and was involved in numerous community organi¬ 
zations throughout his life. He was known to be especially 
good at working with young people and wrote a book 
entitled Life's Convictions (Vantage, 1956) that gave ad¬ 
vice on how young people could grow into spiritually 
fulfilled adults. He was, in the best sense of the term, a 
community leader. 

He married Vina May Clark in 1920. Their union 
produced three daughters, Ana Lucile (bom September 
1921), Geneva Mareah (bom December 1922) and Marga¬ 
ret Allene (bom November 1924). 

Reverend Holt passed away on February 5, 1960, in 
University Hospital in Columbus, Ohio. 

These two men had much in common. They both 
worked their way out of the backwoods of Tennessee and 
were men of learning, very well-educated for their time. 
They spent their lives in public service. Of crucial impor¬ 
tance for this story, Holt was related to Cordell through 
Cordell’s mother, Elizabeth (Riley) Hull. Holt was Hull’s 
third cousin twice removed. Family members alive today 
remember that they spent time together during their large 
Tennessee family reunions discussing the issues of the day. 
Because of their love of learning and public service, they 
were considered by the family to be especially close. 

The investigation 

We attempted to interview as many members of the Holt 
family as possible. The first interview, by Jones and Irena 
Scott, was naturally with Holt’s eldest daughter. It took 
place at her home in Ashland, Ohio, on February 12,2000. 
The home is new and well-kept. It was obvious upon

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entering the front door that these people were not only 
reasonably well-off, but they were accustomed to entertain¬ 
ing and were involved in community affairs. As we got to 
know Lucile and her husband, who is a retired executive of 
a large Ashland company, this assessment was proven true. 

Lucile’s original letter essentially tells the story as her 
father told it to her when she was a teenager. Since Lucile 
was bom in 1921, this would have been within a year or so 
of the event, probably in 1940 or 1941. Unfortunately, 
Lucile said that she was too young to really pay much 
attention to what her father told her. As it turned out, 
however, her father also told one of his other daughters, 
Allene. (Allene is the mother of Eloise, the coauthor of this 
story.) 

At first Allene was reluctant to talk to us, explaining 
that she wasn’t well at the time. Finally, on April 3, 2000, 
we met both sisters together. Allene told essentially the 
same story as her sister. Both assured us that they remember 
the stories independently. Allene was told the story by her 
father when she was in her early twenties when she already 
had two young children to care for. This would have been 
around 1950 when Eloise was three years old. As the family 
story goes, when Allene’s father started to tell the story, 
Eloise, always the active youngster, jumped up in her 
mother’s lap and distracted her long enough so that she 
never really asked her father any meaningful follow-up 
questions. Some time later during a family gathering, she 
tried to ask her father some of these questions, but he replied 
with something like, "Not now.” They never did get back to 
talking about the subject. Thus, details of the story that 
Lucile didn’t hear were forever lost to Allene as well, and 
to history. 

Reverend Holt described the entities in the glass jars as 
“creatures.” He never referred to them as “aliens” or “extra¬ 
terrestrials” as we would today. He used a term common for 
his day. In fact, he never said where they came from. Lucile 
stated that his experience happened in the “late 1930s,” 
probably 1939. The material that was nearby the creatures 
was described as “silver metallic.” 

Allene did remember her father saying that the crea¬ 
tures were less than four feet tall. She also remembers him 
referring to the material as being a “vehicle” that appeared 
to have been taken apart and was “in pieces.” He said the 
color of this material wasn’t a color that he had seen before, 
but for the lack of a better word, he used “silver.” 

As far as Lucile and Allene know, their father told no 
one else this story. When their other sister was old enough 
to be told the story, she was living out of state and appar¬ 
ently an opportunity never came up. Their mother was 
mostly concerned about household issues and the rearing of 
their children, so their father apparently didn’t feel it was 
necessary to tell her. Both were told not to discuss the story 
with anyone else. As the grandchildren grew up, at least 
two, including Eloise, were told by their parents. It was 
always a family secret that never was talked about outside 
the family. Both daughters believe their father told them so 


that the story would be told years later and not lost to 
history, but the principals would have long since passed 
away. By telling this story, the sisters feel that they are 
following their father’s wishes. 

Lucile told her son, the other of the two grandchildren 
noted above, when he was mature enough to understand the 
story. We contacted the son and he confirmed hearing the 
story from his mother. He holds a doctorate in physics and 
has a very responsible position in industry. Because of this, 
he requested that his name not be used. 

When we asked his opinion of the story, he replied that 
he believes his mother and aunt are telling the story as they 
remember it. He thinks that perhaps the memory of what 
they heard has changed with time and may not reflect what 
really happened. Of course, if that is true, their memories 
have changed in identical ways. We can’t discount the 
possibility that each of the sisters influenced the other so 
that their memories now coincide. But, the sisters don’t 
think this happened. There is no way to prove this conjec¬ 
ture either way. Lucile’s son noted that if the story is not 
remembered accurately, he has no idea what the original 
story might have been. Further, he did say that there is a 
chance that the story is true. He doesn’t discount the 
possibility. 

The story doesn’t offer much to corroborate, so a large 
part of the effort was getting to know more about Rev. 
Turner Hamilton Holt. The essentials of what we learned 
are noted above. From talking to the sisters and others in the 
family and from reading what written resource material we 
could find, Holt was not the sort of person to make up such 
a wild story to tell to his children. It wasn’t in his character 
and it certainly wasn’t something that his conservative 
religion would have condoned. 

The Capitol sub-basement 

One independent fact that we could check was the part of the 
story concerning the “sub-basement” of the U.S. Capitol 
building. When I first read Lucile’s letter, this part of the 
story rang a discordant note. Storing something this impor¬ 
tant in that building struck me as absurd. But as I thought 
about it, it seemed more and more plausible. One has to 
remember the times. Washington was in its pre-World War 
II state. The Pentagon didn’t exist and those military bases 
and facilities that now can be found all around the area 
didn’t exist or were much less secure than they are today. 
Perhaps the Capitol would have been a safe and secure place 
back then. I decided to check this aspect of the story out. 

There is an Office of the Architect of the Capitol. I 
called to determine if there is or ever was a “sub-basement” 
in the building, at least in the late 1930s. I was able to reach 
Barbara A. Wolanin, curator of the U.S. Capitol. I told her 
the story as I knew it from Lucile’s letter. She chuckled a bit 
and said it reminded her of the Capitol ghost stories that are 
often told. She volunteered that she had never heard about 
these creatures being stored at the Capitol, but she did 
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confirm there was a sub-basement back then. She said that 
the building had been significantly changed over the years 
and this area is now the basement. Back then it had been 
divided into rooms that were used for storage. Thus, in a 
small way, part of Holt’s story checked out. 

Hull’s memoirs 

I decided that the other way to check out this story would be 
to learn more about Cordell Hull. There is a chance that 
somewhere in his papers and correspondence he had writ¬ 
ten something about this obviously important event. It 
probably wouldn’t be a direct reference to what he knew, 
but there might be something stated indirectly or indicative 
of an inordinate interest in the possibility of extraterrestrial 
life or a collection of newspaper articles about flying 
saucers after 1947. 

After Hull left government service, he wrote The Mem¬ 
oirs of Cordell Hull in a 1,804-page, two-volume book 
(Macmillan, 1948). No reference, direct or indirect, to this 
story appears in those pages. His papers are archived at the 
Library of Congress. The collection is made up of over 
70,000 items packed in 265 boxes. John Earl Haynes has 
custodial responsibility over this collection for the Library. 
I told Haynes about the story I was researching and related 
my idea that Hull might have at least indirectly written 
something about it in his papers. He replied that he had 
never run across anything like that, but noted, “It is possible 
that it was there and I missed it because I wasn’t looking for 
something like that.” 

I did obtain through interlibrary loan from the Library 
of Congress a copy of microfilm reels numbered 38 and 39 
that contained Hull’s “desk diary” for the years 1938 
through 1942. I wanted to see if there was an entry of an 
appointment with Holt in the diary. I found none. 

I was referred to Jonathan G. Utley who now lives in 
Chicago. A retired professor from the University of Ten¬ 
nessee who has been working on a book about Cordell Hull 
for years, Utley was, needless to say, skeptical of the story. 
He did note that probably the only place I might find 
reference to such a story would be in the papers or diaries 
of Hull’s friends and colleagues. He told me that Hull was 
a workaholic. His work was everything to him, and all of his 
papers concern his various jobs. He did not leave a record 
about his personal life, which was meager anyway. He 
married late and had no children. He had few real friends 
outside of work. If he entertained privately, he usually did 
so in restaurants, even though he had a cook and a house¬ 
keeper. Utley noted that everything he learned about Hull’s 
personal life was from the diaries and letters of Hull’s 
friends and colleagues. 

Utley thought that it would be unlikely that Hull would 
have had such easy access to the Capitol as Secretary of 
State because he was a member of the executive branch of 
government. Further, he rarely went there to testify, usually 
sending subordinates to do so in his place. This sounds like 


a reasonable critique, but Hull seems to contradict this in his 
memoirs. On page 215 of his memoirs he wrote, “I also 
made it a practice to appear personally before Congres¬ 
sional committees or important group conferences, which I 
did scores of times during my stay at the State Department.” 
Hull’s ability to access the Capitol building is clearly an 
issue in evaluating the story. However, given Hull’s impor¬ 
tant position within the government and his relationship 
with Roosevelt, even if knowledge of these creatures and 
debris was closely held, Hull would clearly have been 
aware of the secret. 

Utley also pointed out that Hull was not particularly 
close to his extended family. Taking a cousin into his 
confidence would have been unusual. He was a very cau¬ 
tious man. He was the keeper of the family assets, giving out 
funds to his brothers when they needed them. That was the 
role with his immediate family. If a cousin had visited Hull, 
he would have probably entertained the visitor at a restau¬ 
rant where most of his limited entertaining was done. 
However, we have the observations of Holt’s daughters 
who remember Hull and Holt as being particularly close 
within the family. So it is still probable that for purely 
intellectual reasons, Hull may have wanted his friend and 
relative to be aware of something quite extraordinary. 

Three other potential sources of information concern¬ 
ing Hull were contacted for assistance with our research. 

The Cordell Hull Foundation for International Educa¬ 
tion in New York City has no information about Hull’s life 
that could help us. The Cordell Hull Birthplace Museum 
near Byrdstown, Tennessee, has copies of some of his 
papers. The museum’s curator, Norma Kerbaugh, did look 
through their collection for us, but found nothing of inter¬ 
est. 

Tennessee Technological University in Cookeville, 
Tennessee, has several boxes of papers, letters, photo¬ 
graphs, articles, scrapbooks, and speeches from and about 
Hull. According to Library Archivist Mancil Johnson, 
nothing was found that would relate to our story. Much of 
the university’s material was obtained from the Cordell 
Hull Birthplace Museum. 

A number of other libraries and archives were con¬ 
tacted to see if they could help, including the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Library and Museum in Hyde Park, New York; 
the Roosevelt University Center for New Deal Studies in 
Chicago; the Center for Archival Collections at Bowling 
Green State University, Bowling Green, Ohio; the Holy 
Spirit Library, Cabrini College, Radnor, Pennsylvania; and 
the Little White House State Historic Site in Warm Springs, 
Georgia. At least through telephone contacts, no one seemed 
too excited about getting involved in helping establish the 
possible authenticity of this story. Perhaps this is under¬ 
standable. 

There is an ironic sidebar to this story that should be 
told here. Holt attended the Washington Work Shop on 
World Order held March 13-16, 1950, at the Burlington

Hotel on Thomas Circle, the State Department, the Ninth 
Street Church, and other venues around Washington. A 
number of religious and governmental leaders spoke at this 
conference on such subjects as Christian faith and world 
citizenship, American foreign policy and the economic 
needs of the world, American foreign policy, and the 
problems of human rights and fundamental freedoms. On 
March 14, appearing in a “Round Table on Atomic Energy: 
Its Uses and Controls,” was Director of the Bureau of 
Standards Edward U. Condon, who would later become 
well known to the UFO research community. 

We are publishing this report of a clearly incomplete 
investigation because we hope to encourage others to look 
into the story. If it is true, and we have no reason to think it 
is a hoax, then somewhere out there in a library or an archive 
there may be a document—a diary entry, a letter, a note on 
an appointment calendar, something—that will provide 
additional support. That document may offer leads to other 
information that will help us better document the truth 
about this extraordinary story. 

Again, we must emphasize two key points about the 
story. First, Holt was known as very truthful with his family 
and friends. No one believes he would have simply in¬ 
vented this story from whole cloth. Second, he told his 
eldest daughter in the early 1940s, long before there was 
any talk of UFO sightings. 

If we believe that four alien bodies and otherworldly 
technology were retrieved prior to World War II, what 
would that do to our interpretation of what we know about 
the U.S. government's involvement in UFO research? As¬ 
suming that the Roswell story involved another alien- 
related event, how should this knowledge affect our inter-

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ABSTRACT 

A number of different sources have provided document copies of varying 
provenance and quality. The documents appear to have been classified as part of a 
former top secret program by the code name of Majestic, with the code caveats 
MAJIC or MJ-12. The genuineness and authenticity of these hundreds of 
classified pages and thousands of other less classified pages from these sources is 
continually being assessed. Recent results of ink, paper, watermark, type, and 
typewriter dating show that many of them are almost certainly not modem 
forgeries, done with sophisticated computer equipment. The evidence for 
authenticity, based on numerous examples of scarcely known facts, is sometimes 
offset by an occasional unconfirmed anachronism whose explanation is unclear. 
Similarities of chirography and wording with authentic documents, together with 
an occasional inconsistent fact, pose some problems for the questioned document 
examiner. The only other viable explanation of psychological warfare against our 
enemies in the "early" years seems to be awkward and unconvincing. Given the 
certain reality of UFO crash retrievals from numerous witnesses and the near 
certainty that some documentation would have been created, the least unlikely 
conclusion is that the documents are essentially genuine in the story that they tell. 
The cover-up has been more sophisticated and in place much longer than most 
have speculated, and several pieces of new evidence point to an early cover-up 
strategy effectively at work shortly after the crash of 1941. 


INTRODUCTION 

It is widely understood that in 1984 Jaime Shandera received some undeveloped film in his mail. 
This consisted of two sets of eight exposures on one roll of 3 5-mm film. (Moore, 1990) These eight 
frames constituted the now-famous "Eisenhower Briefing Document," (EBD) ostensibly a briefing 
present to President-elect Eisenhower on 18 November 1952. The authenticity of these pages has been 
debated because of the lack of provenance, the appearance of other copies, the identification of possible 
anachronisms in the document, and the startling confirmation of UFO crash retrievals and their alien 
occupants. The classification was TOP SECRET/MAJIC and the program was called Majestic. This 
presentation and paper deals with documents that include the classification of MAJIC, Majestic, or MJ- 
12, including some documents received just last April 2000. 
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One of the early researchers of the authenticity of this document was Stanton Friedman, whom I 
had known since 1969 as a careful UFO investigator (Friedman, 1990). When I retired in 1993 from 
research and development management at McDonnell Douglas, Stan initiated contact with me, knowing 
that I might have more time for UFO research. At about the same time, Walt Andrus asked if I would be 
willing to serve as the Director for Research for the MUFON UFO Network, Inc. One of the first things 
that Stan did was to ask if I would be willing to look into the authenticity of the Special Operations 
Manual received in the mail by Don Berliner (now Chairman of the Fund for UFO Research). In the 
process of replicating this manual, I began to compare and contrast the content with that of the EBD, and 
with the cooperation of Mr. Berliner, obtained the highest quality copies possible from the negatives, 
thereby aiding in the replication and authentication (Wood, 1998). 

TIMOTHY S. COOPER 

Stan receives many inquiries, and he had had correspondence with Timothy S. Cooper of Big 
Bear Lake, who had reported receiving documents in his mailbox and from other sources having to do 
with the covert U.S. UFO program. This was reported in detail in his Chapter on “The New MJ-12 
Documents in his (then) new book (Friedman, 1996). Stan asked me if I would be willing to drive to Big 
Bear Lake to meet Tim since I was closer than he was in Canada. Tim gave me his address, and in 
September 1996 I drove there and met Tim. This turned out to be the first of many meetings with him 
because he was still receiving unusual UFO materials in his mailbox. 

About this time I had been sharing some aspects of these document authentication processes with 
my son Ryan, whose computer skills and creative marketing skills transcended mine. We therefore 
became partners, with the initial objective of writing a book together that might reveal the history of the 
United States as reflected by the data in questioned UFO documents. However, the document drops to 
Tim Cooper provided so much more data base and so many interesting authenticity challenges that we set 
the book idea temporarily aside and began to concentrate on validating the documents and dealing with 
the concerns expressed about their validity. Ryan and I began to become systematically familiar with 
questioned document procedures and retained selected courtroom capable professionals to deal with 
these concerns. In addition, we visited the U.S. Government Printing Office (USGPO), interviewed 
current and retired style manual experts and obtained basic information relevant to printing techniques 
available to our Government. 

We made an early decision to share these documents (with Tim Cooper’s permission) with others 
to begin the authentication process, and also to share them with the public in order to bring forward 
confirming reports if they were indeed genuine and authentic. Generally, we have limi ted our focus to 
those documents that are classified Majestic, MAJIC, or MJ-12 or other documents or projects that seem 
to intimately relate to these. 

The topics that follow are aimed at the issues of authenticity: 

What documents are we talking about? 

What are the authentication issues and results? 
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What do the latest documents say? 

What are the remaining problems to be solved? 

What role might psychological warfare have played and plays now? 

Why are they most likely authentic and genuine? 

SCOPE OF THE DOCUMENTS 

Thousands of pages of relevant documents have been leaked over the past nineteen years from 
five primary independent sources linking to ten secondary sources that directly or indirectly relate to 
MAJIC, Majestic, or MJ-12. Many documents have come from one source, Tim Cooper. Table 1 
summarizes some of the main document receipts.

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Tim states he does not know why he was selected to receive these documents, although he 
speculates that Cantwheel, one of the sources, may have personally known a close relative. The efforts of 
Wood & Wood through www.majesticdocuments.com are very likely responsible for his continuing to 
receive them. 

It is beyond the scope of the this paper to try to detail the contents of all of these papers, but a 
simple summary is in order for the most significant ones and those that will be discussed later for 
validation issues. 

• The Aquarius Briefing is an 11-page document that refers to 16 volumes that purport to summarize 
the classified information about UFOs and IAC (Identified Alien Crafts). It contains the first public 
reference to Extraterrestrial Biological Entities (EBEs). Some who have studied these documents regard 
them as a hoax (Moore, 1990). We have not yet evaluated them for authenticity. 

• The Eisenhower Briefing Document has been widely circulated since about 1987, and has been vetted 
for authenticity by Stan Friedman, but minor questions about the seven-page document and the attendant 
copy of a 1947 Truman Majestic kickoff letter still remain. It describes the later formation of the 
classified intelligence operation called Majestic-12 and the recovery of wreckage in early July 1947, 
mentioning the “lack of wiring” and a contingency plan should it be necessary to make a public 
announcement. We recently received another copy from a new and known source that shows different 
formatting and is on early paper. 

• Cutler-Twining memo was found in the National Archives by Bill Moore between two file folders and 
is on original paper with a Fox watermark along with original red pencil marks (Moore, 1990). It is 
significant in that it refers to NSC/MJ-12 Special Studies Project. 

• The Air Accident Report is a three page report describing the apparent design of the recovered craft 
and alludes to the involvement of Oppenheimer, Von Karman and Paperclip scientists (former Nazis). 

• The Marilyn Monroe document is a one-page memo from the CIA dated 3 August 1962 showing 
James Angleton’s signature opposite “54-12 MJ-12.” It references MOON DUST, Area 51, and a secret 
air base for “studying things from outer space.” 

• The Hillenkoetter memo was mailed by Tim Cooper to Timothy Good (Good, 1996) who elected to 
use it in his book, “Beyond Top Secret,” and so it was publicly available in 1996. This memo, dated 19 
Sep 47, confirms three crash retrievals at different locations in early July 1947, and the acronym for the 
title of the memo is MAJIC (Military Assessment of the Joint Intelligence Committee). 

• The “First Annual Report” is called that because those words are on the first page. Actually, it is a 
draft of 18 pages, possibly from four different dates, multiple typewriters, but obviously various drafts of 
a report that was titled, in part, “Investigate the Capture of Unidentified Planform Space Vehicles...” The 
content includes a concise summary of our views about a variety of technical, social and political issues, 
followed by three “annexes” that provide data on the history and perspective of the program. One page is 
a rough draft for Annex C, heavily censored, and notes that “The untimely death of Secretary Forrestal 
was deemed necessary and regrettable.” The overall document appears to consist of drafts of documents 
generated at several different times. 

• These miscellaneous memos were from Cantwheel by mail in two or three different deliveries. Three 
of these relate to the order to send a team to White Sands in early July and three others relate to reports 
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during the summer. The two JFK memos are significant because they show his open involvement in UFO 
matters, and one of them alludes to Angleton (CIA counterintelligence) just two days before the 
assassination. 

• The Special Operations Manual is a 32-page instruction manual, jacket size, for special troops to use 
as procedures for recovering crashed saucers in the field, how to identify the parts, where to ship them, 
what to do with the bodies, and how to ensure complete secrecy in the process. It provides sketches of 
UFOs identified to date. 

• The Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit report of 16 July 47 is significant for several reasons: it 
identifies the coordinates of the crash site; it provides detail and names on the secure recovery process; 
and it reveals the first mention of animal parts found inside a UFO. 

• The Einstein memo of Jun 47 is a 6-page copy of an apparent first generation carbon that is consistent 
with having been typed by Einstein’s secretary directly from his dictation. Its significance lies in the fact 
that it pre-dates the July crashes, provides a tremendous example of Einstein’s thinking in dimensions of 
space travel, law and the United Nations besides mentioning EBEs. 

• Twining’s report of September 47, often called the “White Hot” report, is an 18-page thorough 
discussion of what we had concluded during the summer about the “recovered lenticular aerodynes” and 
an assessment of technical, scientific, political, and security aspects of the recovery. 

• 12 Apr 49 Hillenkoetter memo is one that was sent to Tim Cooper in response to an FOIA request, 
included in hundred of pages. It is significant because is has a file distribution showing “CIA Top Secret, 
MJ-12,” and was apparently missed in the FOIA declassification process. 

• The Bowen Manuscript is a 337-page draft document prepared by Vemon Bowen, an advertising 
executive in New York City, without knowledge of classified material. It was completed in March 1960 
and was apparently submitted shortly thereafter to the Air Force Project Blue Book, who stamped some 
of the pages, “TOP SECRET/MAJIC” in red ink. This is also original paper, original ink. 

• The “burned” memo is a nine-page document on original paper that appears to have been charred in a 
fire, forwarded by someone who allegedly rescued them from the fire, estimated to have been written in 
between 1970 and 1973. They were ordered destroyed by a classified Special Compaitmented Executive 
Order by Nixon according to the cover note. The security stamp is in red ink. They contain quite a few 
codewords, and if genuine, portray plans to ensure secrecy even if UFO knowledge becomes widespread. 

• The WP Library stands for Wright Patterson Air Force Base Library, and there is a notation written in 
ink that says in neat printing, with caps and lower case as shown below: 

“Classified TOP SECRET/MAJIC FTD/WP Library 
Required DoD Clearance 
Filed under AFR 55-11 
AFR 200-2 

See Project MOON DUST 
Project PAPERCLIP 
V.B. file” 
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This is merely a file notation on an otherwise unclassified paper on space nuclear power. 

• The various photos and documents turned over by “S-2” (unknown source 2) consist of hundreds 
of pages of “Tentative Secret Forward to MAJCOM” and some sensitive materials used in Project Blue 
Book. Some of them are the original photographs that people had turned in to be evaluated. Some 
photos are of wreckage, apparently U.S. aircraft, and some were taken from photos of a TV screen. 
Some appear to be original documents from the correct era, included the original notes for assessing the 
authenticity of hundreds of photos turned in to the Air Force for determination. Three crash retrievals 
are explicitly removed from the files in the same handwriting as that of marginalia on the IPU. 

• The Trinity Site photograph appeared in one of the deliveries of S-2, and shows, prior to the 
perimeter fence around the Trinity burst, markings that are located at the coordinates specified in two of 
the documents: the IPU and the First Annual Report. 

• The recently-surfaced Roosevelt and Bush memos are significant because they relate to pre-1947 
awareness of UFOs, using the term “non-terrestrial” and reveal an aggressive plan to come to grips with 
the UFO technology after we had won the war. Although they are copies, the format and font are being 
checked for consistency, and both have signatures that appear to be genuine. 

The number of pages received from the sources is enormous. We estimate about 3770 pages, of 
which over 200 are classified top secret higher. There are many photographs of personnel, allegedly 
members of MI-12 from the m arkin gs thereon, and files that appear to be original Blue Book draft 
material, including negatives and prints discussed in Blue Book releases. There are also many printed, 
publicly released manuals that are unsurprising but scarce “The Soviet Army” (U.S. Army, 1984) and 
counterintelligence training course material. The website www.maies ticdocuments. com (Wood, 2000) 
permits one to see and purchase the hard copies of many of the documents, together with sources, 
references, witnesses, other personnel involved, official UFO investigations and authenticity rationale 
details. 


AUTHENTICATION AND VALIDATION 

The newcomer to UFOLOGY often thinks that that it is extremely unlikely that we have actually 
been visited by ETs and that their vehicles have crashed and we have retrieved them. They inadvertently 
establish a standard of “proof* that is exceptionally high, recalling Carl Sagan’s widely-quoted remark 
that “Extraordinary claims demand extraordinary proof; where is the evidence?” Anyone familiar with the 
t housands of high quality reports and very believable crash retrieval testimony knows there is fair degree 
of agreement that alien craft crashed in New Mexico and maybe other places too, that they have been 
seen at close range, that they leave marks on the ground, and they appear to have occupants. If this is 
true, it is inconceivable that we, the United States, would not have initiated a project to find out 
everything we can, and do so in great secrecy. It is a virtual certainty that such a project would have had 
some written records over the years. It is also widely believed that documents “leak” and that “people 
cannot keep secrets.” If this is so, we would be expecting to have some documents surface, and we have 
some. The only question is whether they are genuine or whether they are fake.

Most would agree that if there were a classified project, it would have had excellent security then 
and now, so doesn’t that suggest that the documents are likely to be fake? Not at all. Questioned 
document exa min ers try to avoid making a priori assumptions before they do their work. It has been 
established that the U.S. has been involved in psychological warfare for many years. Even the documents 
we are examining allude to this. It is certainly reasonable to consider that under certain circumstances 
that PSYWAR could have been used on our foreign enemies over the years, somehow using UFOs as 
part of the process. We will later show that such scenarios are not credible. 

If it is known that UFOs have crashed and been retrieved, and if it is also known that people fake 
documents sometimes, it thus turns out to be equally likely that any randomly selected document is just as 
likely to be real as to be fake. Thus, one can add up all the points that argue for genuineness, and all of 
the points that suggest fakery, and see how the balance comes out. One possible anachronism suggesting 
fakery does not counteract five or ten features suggesting authenticity. 

Since many of the documents have been around for several years, those people suggesting fakery 
have had a lot of opportunity to ask questions. Because nobody wants to be caught claiming that they 
have the “proof’ only to be shown later that it was a fake, document researchers like to be careful and 
consider all challenges or concerns. We therefore use of the techniques of questioned document 
examination. 

Before continuing, it is worth a sidebar to comment that we believe that the public evaluation of 
these documents is not against the law, since we did not steal them, bribe someone to, or coerce anyone. 
Furthermore, the GAO, the FBI, and the Air Force have all taken public positions that questioned 
documents involving Majestic, MAJIC, or MJ-12 are all fake (even though, of course, they are in error.) 
However, if the documents are genuine, it is conceded that someone violated a security oath at some time 
to keep them personally and then to share them with the recipients listed in Table 1. This is an obvious 
reason for not wishing to be identified publicly, since they could be prosecuted. Such prosecutions would 
be unlikely since the government would be admitting the existence of crashed ET hardware and bodies. 

We go through an orderly process of document evaluation, looking for clues that would suggest 
fakery; anachronisms in paper, ink, typewriters, format, stamp impressions, or content. For the most 
part, we do not possess original documents, with the exception of the “burned memo,” the ‘Bowen 
Manuscript,” the Cutler-Twining memo (which is not in our possession) and a new version of the EBD. 

EARLY CONCERNS ABOUT AUTHENTICITY OF SOM 1-01 

The EBD has been challenged on a number of counts, most of which have been, we think, 
satisfactorily answered. Similarly, the Special Operations Manual 1-01 has been challenged by a coalition 
of well-known UFO investigators (Aldrich et al, 1999). However, these concerns have not been fully 
treated publicly, and so we will deal with them now. There were a very large number of objections 
raised, and many were interlinked and redundant, so I have identified five that seemed to generate 
concern in others and really warrant a good answer. In all cases, if you are fa mili ar with the basic 
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document, which is available at the conference or from www.majesticdocuments.com it will be easier to 
understand the subtleties of the arguments. These are the concerns and our response to each one. 

“Where is the document control?” The initial response by security-knowledgeable researchers was that 
such a document would require some sort of document control page. After photographing the originals, 
such a page was found already included, giving dates, change pages, authorization and initials of 
personnel. Now the focus has moved to nit picking for tiny mistakes in the page. This concern is no 
longer an issue. 

• “Satellites were not flown until 1957!” The document suggests that the security personnel turn off 
persons interested in possible crashes by telling them that “downed satellites” is an acceptable alternative 
for a deceptive statement to keep “unauthorized or undesirable personnel away from the area.” Since this 
document was dated 1954 and the first satellite was not launched until 1957, why would anyone be 
impressed? The two-part answer is: (1) Knowledge of plans to make satellites was widespread in the 
early fifties, as evidenced by this list of references, all of which were published before the Manual: The 
Flying Saucer Conspiracy, Donald E. Keyhoe, 1953; The Mars Project, Wemher von Braun, University 
of Illinois Press, 1953; “Astronomy from the Space Station,” Whipple, Fred L., Sky and Telescope, April 
1953, p. 151; “Testing of Relativity Theory with an Artificial Satellite,” J. Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific, February 1954; “Second Moon?,” Time Ma gazin e. March 15, 1954, p. 83 and Collier s' 
references on manned space flight by von Braun, pre-1954. Furthermore, according to the change 
control page, the page mentioning downed satellites was changed as late as 1956. The second part of the 
answer is that downed satellites was only one of a list of five suggested deceptive statements, which 
included, meteors, weather balloons, military aircraft, and contamination from toxic spills and therefore 
implies that credibility was not critical in keeping nosy people away. 


* “Area 51 did not exist in 1954, so since the document alludes to ‘Area 51, S-4’ it must be fake.” The 
intelligence community has carefully provided the impression that it was not until 1956 that the Nevada 
land was secured for classified work. One of my friends sent me a copy of a Las Vegas Review Journal 
dated January 5, 1951, which says, “Indian Springs Project Key to Defense Plans,” and adds that it is not 
nuclear, and has a budget of $300 million (1951 dollars), and that is was causing a desert building boom 
“cloaked in security” ( Las Vegas Review Journal, 1951). That number was stated elsewhere in the article 
to be but one-fifth of the total cost planned. A local proprietor kept detailed notes on the security and 
traffic activity. The “51” is for 1951; S4 is for Site 4. And nothing about it is declassified yet, even that 
part of the Colonel Weaver letter was redacted and one couldn’t read the part describing the history of 
Area 51. • “Dish radars can not measure shape and size, and so the shape and size descriptions must be 
false.” In the first place, the document never said they used only ground-based radar; only the triangular 
shape description mentioned that radar was used. It could have been airborne radar. In any case, a 
careful analysis of multiple returns from a dish radar by an experienced radar analyst will permit the 
accurate calculation from range information alone if the object is changing its attitude. 

• “RESTRICTED and TOP SECRET caveats were incompatible at that time.” This issue gets into the 
subtleties of the classification management system for the military. Incidentally, it should be noted that 
the intelligence agencies and the State Department have different procedures that are less well known. It 
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is perfectly possible that the CIA or the State Department was the publisher of this document. 
Notwithstanding, there are examples of the use of restricted in a generic sense of limiting distribution. 
Furthermore, the Cutler-Twining memo of July 14, 1954 has a typed classification of “TOP SECRET 
RESTRICTED SECURITY INFORMATION” on two lines. One of the difficulties with providing more 
examples is that very few Top Secret documents have been declassified from that era even today. 


• “The type font on the headers is Helvetica, a font that did not exist in 1954.” The main text has been 
identified as Monotype Modem, a font in wide use at that time. The headers for the subsections of the 
document were done with a san-serif style font that does resemble Helvetica. However, we have just 
received from the USGPO a book of fonts (USGPO, 1959), and the font of the Manual is identical to 
Franklin Gothic, often used in Government publications. Robert McArtor, 35-year veteran of the 
USGPO and writer and editor of several style manuals initially said he thought it looked like “the old 822 
type.” 

• “It would be very easy to fake flaws in the type, such as the ‘raised z.”’ When I was talking to an 
archival specialist at the USGPO, in showing him the text of the manual, he noted that the “z” in 
“unauthorized” was slightly raised on page 8. He went on to say that, to him, this was an indication that 
it had been prepared on a hot lead monotype press because, typically, infrequently used letters like the “z” 
would recycle imperfectly. I counted the number of z’s and found there were about a dozen, of which 
five were raised. Accordingly, Ryan Wood spent some time in the Stanford Government library, and 
found an official document with a similar raised z. The comparison is shown in Figure 1. The allegation 
that this could have been done with modem QuarkExpress-like software does not work for a host of 
reasons: custom spacing algorithms, type variability and resulting lack of type similarity available in 1993. 
Furthermore, if the chance remark had not been made, nobody would have known to look for a raised z.

In addition, the original document has been traced back to the city where the photographs were 
mailed, and was judged by a questioned document examiner to be of the 1954 era from the appearance of 
the paper and other indicators. Unfortunately, we have been unsuccessful at getting a piece of this 
original for analysis of paper and ink age. 

Moreover, there is even a witness to the document. While working in an Admiral’s office was 
asked to clean out classified file space and recalled shredding SOM1-01 along with the EBD and its 
attachments. He was interviewed by Wood & Wood and answered our questions credibly and 
spontaneously. 
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Based on the intense examination of the best prints available, and what I regard as a totally 
satisfactory disposal of the above initially legitimate concerns, this document was clearly created in 1954. 
However, I reserve the right to later argue that everything in it is true. We have merely established that it 
is a 1954-era document. Could it have been produced to fool the Soviets for some reason? We will 
postpone this answer. 


CONCERNS EXPRESSED ABOUT THE SOURCES 

Referring to Table 1, there are five primary sources and about ten secondary sources. Since 
Moore, Shandera, and Berliner are no longer actively involved in these document issues, only Tim 
Cooper is an active target for criticism. It should be borne in mind that if Ryan and I had not gone to see 
Tim, his materials would probably still be in his residence, since nobody else was willing to look deeper, 
including Stan Friedman, Tim Good, Dick Haines, Kevin Randle and Don Berliner. However, Stan did 
take the effort to talk me into meeting Tim Cooper. 

Tim Cooper has signed affidavits, posted on our website, to the effect that he did get these 
materials from his mailbox and that he is not a hoax or forger, and has never fabricated any documents. 
He took a lie detector test that showed deception in some of his answers, which surprised us, but we have 
concluded it was because of his continuing desire to protect the identity of two sources that he refuses to 
identify. A recent article in Science magazine notes that the probability of truthful answers being declared 
deceptive is seven times more likely than deceptive answers being called truthful. My partner and I have 
spent many hours with Tim Cooper, and have found him consistently truthful over the years, with a great 
tendency to protect confidences, a quality that has merit. Much has been made of a similarity of raised 
letters in the typewriting used by him to write a letter to Tim Good and the type in the Interplanetary 
Phenomenon Unit (IPU) report. My own questioned document examiner, James Black (Black, 1999), 
concluded that the typewriter used was a Royal type bar typewriter in both cases, but that one could not 
say much more than each could be any one of tens of thousands of typewriters, and that fast typists 
typically do not hit the capitalization bar uniformly. Furthermore, we are in physical possession of several 
of the original mailing envelopes from the sources, and have linked the McLean, VA postmark to CIA 
headquarters according to the postoffice. There is just no question that Tim has been getting these 
packages in the mail from sources who are happy to see the data spread further. We feel it is important 
to apply our document authentication expertise before releasing everything to everyone, and so we have 
temporarily withheld some documents about which there are questions we cannot yet answer. 

FURTHER HIGHLIGHTS ABOUT GENUINENESS 

After we publicized more of the documents, offering them for sale to defray costs, a number of 
concerns were posed about their authenticity, ranging from logical valid questioned document issues to 
ad hominem attacks. It is worthwhile to summarize from the 60 or so individual questions posed by a 
half dozen people the ones that we think should be clarified. We will treat these in chronological 
sequence of the documents, be gi n nin g with some general criticisms.

• General 

Concern 1: Evidence exists that the documents are fraudulent. (Randle, 1997) Response: No such 
evidence exists. The ability to discriminate the real from the fake is the correct way to view the issue. 

Concern 2. The presence of numerous grammatical, punctuation and spelling errors strongly 
suggests fakery. This extrapolates to “the more errors, the more genuine it is.” Response: Most of the 
pages we are seeing are unsigned, unfinished draft material. Technical people are not well known for 
their writing ability. It is incredible that a faker would permit so many errors. It is reasonable that one of 
the reasons we have them is that they were drafts, less well controlled by security than the final copies. 
Errors need to be placed in the context of the author, the typist, the organizational structure, level of peer 
review and security; all these factors are virtually unique for each document. 

• Einstein/Oppenheimer letter. 

Concern 3: The consistent misspelling of “celestial” as “celestrial” and a few other typos. 
Response: The document is entirely consistent with Einstein having dictated it in English with a German 
accent, and having had it typed simultaneously without proofreading. As evidenced by the filling of the 
letters, we are clearly looking at copy of a carbon copy. Furthermore, unique Einstein-like words are in 
use, such as res nullius, supra-national and astroplanes. Forensic linguistics is underway and will very 
likely show that Einstein unquestionably wrote this document, notwithstanding early reactions that he 
“would not have written” such a piece. 

• Eisenhower Briefing Document. 

Concern 4: Our documents are based on the Eisenhower Briefing Document, as the “mother” of 
the “daughter” documents they have spawned. The entire case for authenticity rests on the EBD. If the 
EBD is not authentic, then neither are the others. (Deuley, May 1999) Response: There is no claim that 
the EBD is the generating document. It may turn out that some statements in the EBD are not true. 
There is no claim that this relates to the authenticity of the others, nearly all of which predate the EBD 
date of 18 November 1952. Each document needs to be examined on its own merits first. The 
authenticity of the EBD has been researched at length, (Friedman, 1989) and the newly released 
documents have been our focus. 

Concern 5: The argument that some of the information in the EBD might be true and some false is 
bad logic. Either the EBD is all true or it is all false. (Deuley, May 99) Response: It is well known that 
counterintelligence techniques blend true and false information, and to find part true, part false would be 
expected if it were a counterintelligence document. Every document needs to be carefully evaluated on 
its own merits first and then for consistency with other documents, both questioned and genuine from 
FOIA or the open literature. One needs to remember, “true or false in whose eyes?” The author writing it 
may have limited access to classified data, or been given bad intelligence inadvertently and it is only the 
passage of time and the revision of classified history that will reveal the truth. 

• SOM 1-01 

Concern 6. “The only way SOM-01-1 and other alleged "documentary proof' of MJ-12 could 
conceivably be authenticated would be by locating a documentary paper trail of certifiably original 
documents in government archives, or in private papers of important people. Even then, allegedly 
authentic documents would need to be subjected to forensic examination to determine such things as the 
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age of the paper. In addition, document experts would need to examine them for internal accuracy and 
style. Given the track record of fake documents and shoddy scholarship, rigorous peer review is 
essential.” (Joint Statement by Aldrich, Berliner, Deuley, Hall, Rodeghier, 1999) Response: There is 
much merit in having original documents and an established provenance. However, we do not have that. 
If one were to adopt a policy of ignoring all but original documents, one would automatically reject all 
copies of genuine documents. Since the use of copiers is the most likely way that classified documents 
would be leaked, that is the equivalent of rejecting all documents that would show significant 
Government involvement in covert and classified UFO work. 

Concern 7. The warning notice ends in with the word “law” on one line, a widow, to be avoided 
in a professional document. (Deuley, June 99). Response: Remarkably, the USGPO Style Manual makes 
no statement about widow words, but about “widow lines at the top of pages to be avoided.” A 
typesetter on a hot lead press would not be asked to redo the line under the style manual guidance in 
force at the time. Manuals of the era contain numerous widow words like this. 

Concern 8. The marking TO 12D1-3-11-1 should be traceable to some department or branch. . 
(Deuley, June 99). Response, according to the nomenclature system then in use for Air Force Technical 
Orders, these designations are consistent with the assignment of numbers of the era. The final “1” is 
consistent with the first revision of the document, that has the number of 1-01. It merely means that it is 
the first revision of the first document in the series. Additionally, Mark Hall, recently retired from USA, 
spent much of his time repairing typewriters, secure communications and was assigned to the GCS. His 
opinion it is a valid TO. 

Concern 9; A great deal of work went into construction, implying work by faker. Seal included 
to add visual impact. (Randle, 1997) Response: The high quality of the manual is also consistent with 
production by the USGPO or CIA print shop equivalent. The War Department Seal was used on most 
manuals of that vintage. Examples abound. 

First Annual Report 

Concern 10: A fatal flaw has been found in that the alleged disappearance of the New Zealand 
One-Fourth Regiment has been shown to be both incorrect and first published in the 60s. This ensures the 
whole document is fraudulent, (Greenwood, 1999) Response: This will take a while to determine the 
correct evaluation. One reaction is that if the story surfaced in 1960s, might it have been lying around 
classified military sources earlier? The simplistic answer is that the author may have thought it was a true 
story, just being one of several. More basically, though, the presence of one flaw in a questioned 
document evaluation must be viewed in the context of perhaps dozens of other detailed checkable facts 
known to very few. We plan to show that this regiment disappearance story has been around long before 
the 60s. 

Concern 11: Retro-virus was a word invented in the 70s. Thus, the 1952 report using it must be 
fake. The modem usage of retrovirus has no hyphen. Response: We have located a 1935 reference that 
uses the concept as a “retrograde” evolution of the vims. Alternative explanations exist, for example 
there are 35 other examples of hyphenation in the document, the author could be “hyphen-happy.” 
However, fundamentally it is simply the correct usage to describe a backward “retro” toms as part of an 
ultravirus categorization as they were called at the dawn of virology in 1948-49. Finally, a witness has 
come forward to state that in the early 60’s he read in a vault at Ft. Detrick all about biological weapons 
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including a retro-virus, it stood out in his mind due to its excessively deadly nature. It is very likely that 
this precise word usage with the hyphen wall be found in the literature, thereby re affir ming authenticity. 
Because it is likely that the cutting edge work on viruses was going on a military research based, a check 
of the classified literature at Fort Detrick, for example, might yield a good example use of the word. We 
believe that “retro-virus” is consistent with collegial usage of the time. 

The 12 April 49 Hillenkoetter FOIA memo 

Concern 12: The existence of the FOIA Hillenkoetter letter stamped 12 Apr 1949 with the file 
distribution showing CIA Top Secret and MJ-12 could have been faked by sending a document “into the 
system” and have it come out again as FOIA. (Deuley, May 99) Response: The FOIA offices in 
Government agencies are trying to respond to the legislation that forces them to release material to the 
public. Generally, they view it as a huge waste of time, although the FOIA personnel try to do their best. 
A faker conceivably could insert or modify a memo and get it into the FOIA system. However, the ability 
of counterintelligence personnel to penetrate the FOIA system should be assumed, and would be even 
easier. 


NEW DOCUMENTS CONTINUE TO ARRIVE 

The document deliveries by S-l and S-2 shown in Table 1 are so extensive that they have not 
been placed on our Website. Furthermore, the vast majority of them are not classified, although they 
clearly were a part of the original Blue Book files of the Air Force. They contain preliminary versions of 
subsequently published releases, as well as some apparently original photographs of UFOs although all of 
the photos were deemed to be identified (not unidentified) and we agree with those evaluations. In 
addition, the Bowen manuscript is a treasure for several reasons. The most recent arrivals of May 2000 
include a memo from FDR and one from Vannevar Bush, both alluding to events prior to 1947. Let us 
look at some of the recent document hig hlig hts 

New copy of the EBD without page markings 

The author was contacted by someone who had earlier mentioned to Stan Friedman the feet that a 
relative of a friend of his had an old copy of the EBD in his possession, and had had it for many years. I 
requested that he send me a copy, assuring him that I would share the result of the analysis with him. I 
received it in the mail in April 2000, and I immediately noticed two things about it: (1) it was on old, soft 
paper, not fresh new copy machine type paper; and (2) there were no page numbers in the upper right. 
The other copies of the EBD always had 001 through 008 in the upper right comers. This paper has been 
sent to Speckin Laboratories (website www.4n6.com) for evaluation, and the preliminary report is only 
that it has no watermark. Further testing is underway. Furthermore, each page on one side is slightl y 
ragged, as if it had been part of a briefing brochure done on 11x17 inch paper, and then folded and 
stapled in the center, and subsequently tom in half carefully. 

In addition, we have performed a detailed interview with a witness who claims to have handled 
the EBD when he was working in an Admiral’s office in a vault, and while perusing the classified material 
when he had no other assignment, saw a copy of the Truman to Forrestal memo of 24 September 1947 
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with the White House letterhead feeling embossed, not a copy. The complete results of this interview 
will be made public when the witness gives us permission, and we have performed an authenticity 
assessment and completed the transcription with accuracy. 

It would therefore appear that it is just a question of time before the “oldness” of the EBD is fully 
established from a combination of testimony and forensic testing. 

The FDR memo on non-terrestrial science and technology 

This memo has been included as Figure 2, retyped for ease of reading. Attention has been paid to 
maintaining the original format, spacing and positioning. This retyped version is in 12 point Times New 
Roman and appears somewhat similar to the original. It does not appear to have been done with a 
typewriter since the letters have proportional spacing. Both the title and the content clearly allude to 
extraterrestrial life, the former using the word “non-terrestrial” and the latter talks about “coming to grips 
with the reality that our planet is not the only one harboring intelligent life the universe.” Remarkably, 
the last four words are exactly the title of Sagan’s book co-authored with the Soviet scientist Shklovsky. 
Clearly the situation was that we had recovered at least one craft by then, probably the Cape Girardeau 
crash of 1941, and came to realize the wealth of technology that lay there for the pickings. Apparently 
the “Special Committee on Non-terrestrial Science and Technology” had been working some time in 
order to define a clear action. Dr. Bush had presumably presented a proposal from the Committee for an 
aggressive separate program to apply “non-terrestrial know how” to the war effort, but FDR thought that 
it would threaten the atomic bomb program. Thus, he carefully avoids saying, “no” but says that we will 
“take every advantage of such wonders that have come to us” after we have won the war. Very gracious 
letter. The classification “double top secret” was a legitimate one. We are currently (May 2000) 
requesting copies of similar correspondence from the Roosevelt Library for format and typography 
comparison. The signature, although not a strong discriminant, is consistent with other authentic 
signatures. 

The Bush letter to Truman 

As an apparent follow up by FDR to Bush, he wrote another letter in April 1944 requesting 
recommendations on four specific points. This letter is Bush’s answer. It is presumed that the Majestic- 
12 classification was added at a later date. This also shows an “OK” and a Harry Truman sig nat ure! The 
original can be found on our Website www.majesticdocuments. com . This letter has a copy of the known 
authentic “original” stamp, and was probably produced by a typewriter because of the uniformity of letter 
spacing. We expect to show, of course, that this format was commonly used by OSRD typewriters of the 
era. Bush restates the FDR questions for Truman’s benefit, mentions the assistance of distinguished 
committees, alludes to the “many meetings since the events of this summer,” transmits the full reports as 
appendices, and proposes a “single mechanism for implementing the recommendations of the several 
committees.” Could this be one hugely classified program called “Majestic Twelve” at the end of the 
summer? The date of the letter, 5 July, was, of course, coincident with the recoveries going on in New 
Mexico at that very time. Harry Truman’s “OK” may have been prophetic.

I agree with the OSRD proposal of the recommendation put forward by Dr. Bush and 
Professor Einstein that a separate program be initiated at the earliest possible time. I also 
agree that application of non-terrestrial know how in atomic energy must be used in 
perfecting super weapons of war to affect the complete defeat of Germany and Japan. In 
view of the cost already incurred in the atomic bomb program, it would, at this time, be 
difficult to approve without further support of the Treasury Department and the military. I 
therefore have decided to forego such a enterprise. From the point of view of the informed 
members of the United States, our principle object is not to engage in exploratory research 
of this kind but to win the war as soon as possible. 

Various points have been raised about the difficulties such an endeavor would pose to the 
already hardened research for advanced weapons programs and support groups in our war 
effort and I agree that now is not the time. It is my personal judgement that, when the war 
is won, and peace is once again restored, there will come a time when surplus funds may be 
available to pursue a program devoted to understanding non-terrestrial science and its 
technology which is still greatly undiscovered. I have had private discussions with Dr. Bush 
on this subject and the advice of several eminent scientist who believe the United States 
should take every advantage of such wonders that have come to us. I have heard the 
arguments of General Marshall and other members of the military that the United States 
must assume its destiny in this matter for the sake of the Nation’s security in the post-war 
world and I have given assurances that such will be the case. 

I appreciate the effort and time spent in producing valuable insights into the proposal to 
find ways of advancing our technology and national progress and in coming to grips with 
the reality that our planet is not the only one harboring intelligent life in the universe. I also 
commend the committee for the organization and planning that is evident in Dr. Bush’s 
proposal and the delicate way in which it was presented. I trust the committee will 
appreciate the situation on which this office must render its decision.

The original is a bit hard to read. 
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The Bowen Manuscript, “An Encyclopedia of Flying Saucers” 

Vernon Bowen was an advertising executive who decided to write a book about UFOs. Based on 
the dates noted, and his last entry date of March 1960, it looks as if he worked on this manuscript for the 
better part of ten years. Apparently, prior to publication (and he knew many important people from his 
fraternity days), he submitted it to the Government for review and approval. It found its way into Project 
Blue Book, and was read by several people there, based on different notations on the pages. There are 
337 pages, all old paper, with two different watermarks. The Air Force appears to have stamped every 
page it received either “CONFIDENTIAL” or “TOP SECRET/MAJIC. 1 ’ The top-secret pages appeared 
exclusively on the pages towards the end of the book on the subject of how the Air Force dealt and was 
dealing with the problem of UFOs. The book itself is a marvelously complete history of the subject to 
that time, complete with references of an historical nature, Fortean phenomena, a wide selection of 
clippings and articles about UFOs, carefully described and usually quoted verbatim. It includes a section 
on the photographs to date, although no photos were planned to be reproduced in the book. We have 
identified an anomaly on the typewriter used for most of the pages, and have located the typewriter, 
which still exists in the Bowen family. None of the manuscript contains new, classified material. 
However, the annotations made by the persons who reviewed the document are telling. It is unlikely that 
Mr. Bowen ever saw any of these comments. There are about a dozen handwritten comments, in several 
different hands and with different writing implements, as follows: 

Page 188. 

“Good comparisons. Photos were analyzed at NPIC (for National Photographic Intelligence 
Center) and show similar characteristics of those seen in N.M. (for New Mexico). Photos in White Hot 
folder are not available as they are TS (for TOP SECRET) Restricted Data. AS-2 (for Assistant Chief of 
Staff Number 2, Intelligence) requires letter of authority before removing. Much have Majther (for 
Majestic poorly written?) review before visiting blue room (for the “famous Blue Room”) facility. 

Suggest you call Nate (for Nate Twining) for appointment to W.P. (for Wright-Patterson). 
Would also recommend prior approval from Van (for Vandenberg) before you make official inquiries. 
Wish I could be of more help to you in your follow-up investigation. 

Ben” 

“P S. I will be at A.D.C. (for Air Defense Command) for a while. Why don’t you visit and will 
show you around?” 

Page 190. “New Mexico 1947 cases” 

Page 193. “1950 Texas/Mexican Border?” 

Page 221. “ Blue Book Files.” “Written in 1954. Maybe should never be used. If so, should be brought 
up to date.” 

Page 224. “Twining’s 9-23-47 secret report to COS USAAF” 

Page 227. “Project Moon Dust” 

Page 272. There is a deletion of a comment opposite “No hardware has ever fallen from the skies or 
picked up on the ground.” 

Page 285. “I hope DM keeps his big mouth shut.” 

Page 288. “Highly dubious source of information” (referring to Dorothy Kilgallen). “What is DM 
doing?” (another handwriting, same as page 285) 
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Page 292. “This was written in 1954. Today, it reads like ancient history.” 

Some brief comments on these marginalia follow. 

* The comments by Ben on page 288 are the most revealing, in effect confirming the early use of NPIC 
for analyzing UFO photos, confirming New Mexico events, confirming the existence of a “White Hot” 
folder, just as in Twining’s 1947 report, confirming the Blue Room, confirming Top Secret Restricted 
Data classification, and confirming Twining and Vandenberg involvement. 

* The 1950 Texas/Mexican border is consistent with the EBD words “Texas-Mexican boder (sic)” on 
page 005 of that document. 

* The date of 9/23/47 secret report is consistent with the release date of the Twining report, with a 
security page dated September 24, with the 24 written by hand. 

* This is ironclad evidence that Project Moon Dust also relates to UFO recoveries. 

* The references to DM are obviously to Donald Menzei, who has been identified by Friedman as the 
perfect choice for a member of the MJ-12 Group. 

We have obtained forensic analysis of the paper, the watermarks, the ink, the pencil marks, the 
red ink stamps, the blue ink stamp “original,” and an analysis of the handwriting. Not one of the ink tests 
of these forensic items indicates the use of any items later than 1966. The pencil marks have been shown 
to be pre 1982. Therefore, in simple language, these are all from the era. Therefore, whoever put on the 
stamp, “TOP SECRET/MAJIC” did it before then. This absolutely confirms the existence of the use of 
this caveat long ago. We think that the “Ben” in the first quote is Ben Chidlaw’s handwriting but at 
present, we are unable to confirm this. His family has “lawyered up.” Evidence is in the archives. 

The nuclear power file note 

One of the many thick unclassified deliveries consisted of 78 pages, part of a book with the 
chapter title Nuclear Space Power Systems. See the earlier WP Library Note. The ink on this appears to 
be ballpoint ink, available in 1961. The copy paper also appears quite old. This is significant since it is 
yet another confirmation of the existence of a Majestic file category. 

The “Burned Memo” 

This memorandum came with a cover letter that indicated that the writer himself (herself?) was 
the one who rescued this document from the fire after Nixon had allegedly ordered destruction of the 
paper trail to the program. The forensic analysis of this document, which is a one-page memo with eight 
“tabs” has likewise determined that everything is old, including the “TOP SECRET/MJ-12” security 
stamps. The content discusses the actions related to a series of top secret code words, which are as 
follows: MAJESTIC, JEHOVAH, EVIRO, PARASITE, PARHELION, BLUE BOOK, 
ENVIRONMENT, 54/12, SPIKE, HOUSE CLEANING, MK-ULTRA, ARTICHOKE and DOMESTIC. 
The complete text of all these documents has been scanned and is available at our Website 
majesticdocuments.com. These have been shown to several persons who have had top secret clearances 
for a long time. Some of the code words were recognized (e.g., BLUE BOOK, MK-ULTRA) and some 
were not recognized, whereas some were recognized and intentionally not discussed to adhere to their 
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current security restrictions. The content of these nine pages deals with the importance of the covert 
nature of the program, and what actions should be taken if UFO/ET knowledge becomes more 
widespread. 

Crash Site Photograph 

The discovery of a single of the Trinity Burst among the S-2 photo deliveries was interesting, 
because we had already gone to the maps and determined that the coordinates provided in both the IPU 
and the First Annual Report of Latitude 33-40-31 and Longitude 106-28-29 were close to the Trinity 
Burst. Ryan went to the archives and located a September 1948 Photo showing the site after a perimeter 
fence had been constructed. At the precise location of the coordinates, both photos show a disturbance, 
surrounded by a circular ring (perhaps a perimeter road?) that could be the crash site. This location is 
within the current boundary of the White Sands Missile Range and has yet to be visited by someone with 
a UFO interest. 

Both historical aerial photography and a leaked photograph have confirmed the crash site at latitude 33- 
40-31, longitude 106-28-29. A clear crash site and perimeter ring can be scene precisely at these 
coordinates as evidenced by the below photograph dated September 1948.

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REMAINING AUTHENTICATION ISSUES 

The more number of pages that one has, the more targets there are for the skeptics to pick away 
at. Nevertheless, there are genuine concerns about authenticity that we cannot answer completely at this 
time. This section of the presentation is to tell you quite candidly what things still bother us somewhat 
that we cannot explain. 

The Harry Truman signature of September 24, 1947 

The document in question is the letter from Truman to Forrestal, authorizing the creation of a 
program called Majestic Twelve. Our copy is from a photographic print provided graciously by Jaime 
Shandera, and differs from other copies by virtue of fewer extraneous marks and one or more generations 
fresher. Stan Friedman, following normal questioned document procedures, tried to locate similar 
document of that period and was successful in finding in the National Archives, in a Bush file, a letter 
from Truman to Bush with an apparently identical signature. Both signatures are reproduced as scanned 
images in Figures 3 and 4.

These scans were made by enlarging the words “White House” until they were identical size, and 
then comparing the signatures. They fall on top of each other. It was widely assumed that this meant 
that one was a photocopy of the other. However, Truman had a penchant for using a pantograph device 
of a master pen and five slave pens to save time. Figure 5 shows him signing court papers in 1929 with 
this device. One archivist told me that this device was in fact taken to Washington, but the evidence is 
murky on this point. It is clear that there might be very slight difference between signatures effected by 
the pantograph. Such exist as reflected by a comparison of Figures 3and 4, with the Bush signatures 
showing breaks in the ink tracing. It has been noted that the dates are about a week apart, but the 
questioned memo had the date added later because the letters do not line up exactly either horizontally or 
vertically. If another signature can be found that is close to these two, then it will be clear evidence of the 
authenticity of the Truman to Forrestal memo. We are hunting for such a signature in likely archives.

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Other chirography questions 

Taken as a class, the near-rigorous similarity of some of the signatures and chirography to others 
known to be genuine is troublesome. One example might be the “I am keeping for further study” with 
“Harry Truman” on both the security page of the White Hot Twining report as well as on a page 
reproduced in the book, “Wedemeyer Reports.” We have identified five possible explanations for such 
problems. 

1. Harry had a stamp made that readjust like that, with “I am keeping for further study” and his 
signature. 

2. Harry used a pantograph device as has been suggested that he many have done on both the Truman to 
Bush and Truman to Forrestal memos. 

3. A recent faker has used a copy machine on the authentic documents to produce fake ones. 

4. PS YWAR students were practicing making fake copies for training. 

5. Wedemeyer retained the original of his authorization to go to China and intentionally used it on the 
UFO authorization to confuse authenticity. 

Tailor-made rubber stamps were common in that era for this rank of person. For example, the 
classical Wedemeyer signature is definitely done with a stamp, as there are several examples of exactly 
the same signature in the National Archives. In addition, we have found Twining’s signature identical as 
if done by stamp, as well as Holliday’s stamp prepared as signing for Twining as on the Air Accident 
Report cover page. However, this does not explain all of the identical chirography because in one case 
two different signatures are in identical geometric relationships. 

The use of the pantograph has already been discussed in connection with the Truman to Bush and 
Truman to Forrestal near-identical signatures. There is, however, no evidence yet that Truman used this 
device in the White House after he was president. Generally, the National Archive Libraries are quite 
sensitive to issues relating to the genuineness of the Presidential signatures and not very forthcoming 
about the extensiveness of various devices and techniques to save the President time. It is well known 
that Nixon had only 17 different signatures while he was president, using a replicating device to do the 
majority of signatures. Similarly, JFK let his secretaries use his equipment for autograph purposes. Since 
it cannot be proven how the questioned Majestic document signatures resemble the genuine ones, this 
remains an issue worth studying. However, the least useful reaction is the one that has been most 
commonly used: “Since some signatures are clearly copies, the whole document is fake and maybe all the 
rest.” The issue is who created them, when did they create them, and for what purpose were these 
signatures created? The answers to these questions is where the skeptics should be heading. 

CURRENTLY UNRESOLVED ANACHRONISMS 

• Dating consistency. It has been noted that the First Annual Report has a title page that shows names 
and titles consistent with what the panel members were doing in 1948, but also refers for inclusion in a 
CIA report Number SI 28-55. Using conventional nomenclature, this would normally imply a 1955 
report. The rest of the document does not seem to have any information much beyond the middle of 
1952. Therefore, it is unclear when the different parts of this report were published and in what kind of a 
final document. One “fragment” page dealing in part with Forrestal’s demise appears to have not been 
included in the final product. 
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• The “retro-virus”. Although we claim that if the documents were genuine, the term “retro-virus” was 
genuine. However, currently we are unable to find it cited in the unclassified open literature of the era. 
We suspect that (unlikely) access to Dugway or Ft. Detrick files would solve this issue. 

• Twining’s and Spaatz’s visit dates. The IPU says Twining flew on July 10 but the logbook says July 
11 and so does the Alamogordo News. Which one is right? Were they sophisticated enough to 
intentionally fake the visit date as a cover for something as stunning important as crashed alien visitors? 
Also the reference to an “east Texas” radar station seems too far away. This may be an error in input. 
Bear in mind that we are looking at drafts, which are expected to contain errors by definition. Could this 
be a draft of a class exercise for psywar training? The enormity of checkable detail seems to say no. 

• Similar chirography for Truman with other known documents. Some documents, both published or 
posted on the website, show precisely similar words, such as “Keeping for further study.” We cannot 
explain why these characteristics are so similar. Some of these come from the Wedemeyer book 
(Wedemeyer, 1958), and some from the Marshall archives (Friedman, personal communication.) 
Resolving these issues is part of the excitement of questioned document evaluation. 

IF THEY ARE “OLD” WHY THEY ARE NOT PSYWAR 

“If you give a man the correct information for seven years, he may believe the incorrect 
information on the first day of the eighth year when it is necessary, from your point of view, that he 
should do so. Your first job is to build credibility and the authenticity of your propaganda, and persuade 
the enemy to trust you although you are his enemy.” Psychological Warfare Casebook, Operations 
Research, John Hopkins University, 1958. 

Do the Majestic documents show any evidence of a history of building credibility, let alone a long 
one, with potential targets of deception, such as the Soviet Union or China? The goal of this section is to 
answer these questions and determine the extent to which there is any real and hard evidence that covert 
psychological warfare techniques were used in conjunction with the Majestic documents. 

It is generally conceded that only a foreign or domestic intelligence agency has the resources, 
intelligence and sophistication to deliver an alleged psychological warfare deception using the 
comprehensive, often-sophisticated, intertwined Majestic documents. Such an undertaking, if true, would 
have started at least as early as 1980 (the Aquarius leak period) and used six different sources of planted 
documents in archives as well as mailboxes. They would have had numerous trained psywar experts 
thoughtfully creating a clever deception targeted at a foreign power for the past 19 years. Does that 
sound credible? 

It is certainly not beyond modem intelligence service capabilities to have fabricated some of these 
documents, and it is not beyond thinking they would mount such an effort for marginal or even illogical 
reasons. Even that a psywar team would intentionally or carelessly include some anachronistic "ringers” is 
believable. However, there is a severe disconnect between the scope, purpose, target, risk and duration 
of the alleged psywar operation. 
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Suppose the documents are genuine and represent the intent of the authors at the time they were 
written even with their misspellings, and currently unresolved anachronisms. It is important not to think 
that anachronisms, such as the misspelling of “celestial,” or “several B-36’s on arctic patrol” instead of 
the currently provable “one” on arctic patrol, are evidence of psychological warfare. They are not. How 
do we test for the use of psychological warfare and propaganda? Ask yourself these questions. 

Criteria for Determining Psychological Warfare in Documents 

• Is there high value and low risk of attracting foreign intelligence organizations to the targeted topic? 

• What is the extent of the risk involved with such a deception? Is it worth the tradeoffs? 

• Has there been a history of credible relationship between the target of deception and the authors of the 
deception? 

• Is the reaction of the target predicable; will they swallow the bait and move in the desired direction for 
some length of time? 

• Is there a specific purpose, goal, objective or intent of the deception; can it be clearly stated? 

• Does the phrase, sentence or document establish believability in the eye of the target of deception? 

• Is there any direct evidence that the documents were ever launched at the target? 

• Are there a credible number of unique language words to draw suspicion about authorship? 

The following remarks deal with the answers to these questions. 

Suppose that any one of the explicit and controversial sentences, let alone entire documents, of 
the MJ-12 documents is genuine in the sense that it was produced by a real psywar organization. A 
logical conclusion of "disinformation & psywar" theory is that one of the most highly protected super 
secrets of our time was intentionally revealed (whether to a wider public, or to foreign intelligence - it 
does not matter). Is it reasonable to imagine concocting a very closely similar, but intentionally quite 
different, project as a smokescreen or firebreak against a deeper secret? For example, is the current 
Majestic document discussion of ET, crashed discs, and technology a smokescreen for live ETs and fully 
functional lines of communication and technology transfer? The initial disclosure would be very risky; 
moreover, it would draw attention to the general nature of the UFO & ET matter, irrespective of 
clouding a few details, and would certainly prompt more intensive and sophisticated intelligence targeting 
by foreign intelligence assets. In short, if it is a psywar operation, revealing the MJ-12 documents is inept 
because it will and has attracted much new attention. 

It is not even remotely credible that a crack psywar disinformation team, whether operating out of 
the bowels of the NS A or the underground Groom Lake mine would decide to be really clever in order to 
hide some super secret or divert the enemy's attention. They would have to take an existing highly secure 
project (MJ-12), use its actual name, subject matter, along with identifying scores of living personnel, 
then change minor details and reveal this alleged deception to a target, and potentially the public. As one 
fellow researcher said to me it’s “like doing the dance of the seven veils with wet Kleenex.” 

We know that some documents are original paper with watermarks in the proper period. Thus, if 
there were a psywar operation, it would have been created and launched on its target during the cold war 
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of the 1950’s. The question is who? Naturally, the only believable target is the Soviet Union; they had 
nuclear capability and so did we. The alleged deception foisted on them via the documents could be, 
“Don’t mess with the United States - we have extraterrestrials and their technology and amazing 
advanced weaponry.” Is creating an elaborate series of mutually reinforcing documents over nearly two 
decades necessary to accomplish this objective? Major overkill. 

There is some brief explicit discussion of psychological warfare, from the “Annual Report” of 
Majestic page 3, IV-Discussion, A, Nature of the Investigation, point 5: 

“MAJESTIC SS&P are currently focused on Psy-op development for Cold War Cl activities . ” So 
what does this mean? We know that the National Security Council (NSC) authorized an interdisciplinary 
Special Studies group consisting of Army, Navy, Air Force and CIA with their May 5, 1948 directive'. 
We also know that Truman made the decision to establish the Psychological Strategy Board (PSB) on 4 
April 1951. This further relates to UFOs when you consider who was on the PSB. 

(a) Secretary of the Army, the Honorable Kenneth Royall 

(b) Secretary of War, the Honorable Robert Patterson 

(c) Assistant Secretary of the Army, the Honorable Gordon Gray 

(d) Chief of Staff & General of the Army, Dwight D. Eisenhower 

(e) Lt. General Albert C. Wedemeyer, USA 

(f) Brigadier General Robert McClure, USA 

(g) Lt. General J. Lawton Collins, USA 

(h) Major General Charles Bolte, USA 

(i) Undersecretary of War, the Honorable William Draper 

(j) Major General Stephen Chamberlin, USA (G-2) 

Many of these people are deeply involved with MAJESTIC-12 according to our other documents. 
Note the similarity of panel personnel between the November 1952 Eisenhower Briefing Document and 
the Majestic Annual Report; the team distribution has the same interagency structure. Is this coincidence, 
standard procedure or is it the same MAJESTIC committee just six years later? What is the mission of 
“Cold War Cl activities” as it relates to UFOs? Who is the target and what are the objectives? 

The second explicit mention of psychological warfare is from the “Annual Report” on Majestic, 
page 10, Annex B, point 10: 

“ MAJCOM-1 with the assistance of the Panel persuades the President to establish a 
Psychological Strategy Board on 4 April 195 This is an obscure fact that the strategy board was 
authorized on 4 April 1951. To discover this would take intense digging nowadays and would be known 
to only a few insiders in 1951. This is powerful evidence in favor of Majestic document authenticity. 
However, following this disinformation theory, why attract attention that you established a whole board 
with staff, plans and very likely operational capabilities to mislead the enemy. Now consider this, because 
the sentence does not deliberately misdirect, as it should have if this was a psywar document by saying 
“MAJCOM-1 was unable to persuade the President to establish any sort of Psychological Strategy 
Board” then right here is a tremendous missed opportunity to spring a powerful misdirection on the 
enemy. 
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How do these documents serve a valid, officially authorized Cold War purpose, assuming they 
were US-produced, such as to conceal experimental aircraft development (as if anyone would doubt that 
we are proceeding in this direction anyway), and desensitize air defenses to the meaning of sudden 
unexplained radar returns? If so, how does that square with the Robertson Panel’s report? Such 
documents would introduce both belief and doubt that the US might have some overwhelming super- 
technology. This would stimulate greater espionage to acquire it, clearly undesirable. 

From one former White House Staffer 

“My gut says they're real; contain the usual inconsistencies, mistakes and anomalies that derive 
from government work every day (even at the highest levels, especially where there is no effort to make 
things 'credible' for outside view, since they were never intended for outside view); and correspond to a 
set of phenomena that have been too consistently reported for too long by too many sane people.” What 
otherwise do we do with apparently authentic letters like that from Sarbacher? Tools of the same 
disinformation campaign? Or if from the Soviets (who else?), is it to promote distrust and cynicism 
toward our 'government conspiracy' and foster social unrest? If so, they spent a lot of time and money 
and incredibly detailed research to little effect, since the vast majority of Americans have no knowledge of 
these documents and the few who do are in conflict over them. 

What Does a Real Psychological Operations Officer Say About The Majestic Documents? 

Dr. Michael Aquino (Colonel, U.S. Army - Ret.), who spent his entire 24-year career both creating 
and managing enemy deception in psychological operations and propaganda, had this to say after 
studying SOM 1-01 and the Majestic documents: 

/ don ’t see the MJ-12 documents as comprising an effective psyop campaign of arty sort. 

What would be the purpose? 

If MJ-12 existed and the docs were supposed to be believable, they wouldjust draw more 
attention to the Majestic program that the government wanted under wraps. If the docs' 
occasional format errors were supposed to be deliberate, what would be the point of 
creating & disseminating such docs? All they would do would be to attract presumably 
unwanted amateur interest in MJ-12, which again the government would presumably not 
want. 

PSYOP, despite the 'ooga-booga' mythology around it, is not a very complicated 
process. A target audience is thinking about a subject one way, and you want to get them 
to think about it another way. So an audience analysis is performed to find out how to 
talk to them, how to gain credibility with them, and how to appeal to their needs and 
interests. Then phrase your objective accordingly and communicate it. If you do all this 
correctly, their minds change and they think/act the way you want them to. That’s it. 
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If MJ-12 were in fact a real, top-secret government operation, which the government 
intended to keep secret, then anything using its name or orbiting around its business 
(such as the MJ-12 docs or SOM 1-01 manual) would not be remotely appropriate for any 
advertisement or publicity whatever. 

The only situation in which I could see PSYOP resources playing a part would be one in 
which the cat were out of the bag about MJ-12's existence, and the government then 
acted to trivialize or minimize it. When I saw Dark Skies on television, it occurred to me 
that this could be one way of turning the entire topic into a 'science fiction cartoon in 
much the scone way that the movie Philadelphia Experiment and its even zanier sequel 
didfor that topic. ” 

Dr. Aquino further added in a conversation that he would be very surprised if there was not a blue 
ribbon panel such as the membership of MJ-12 to investigate UFOs. After all there are high-ranking 
panels on all sorts of threats to national security, such as domestic biological weapons and terrorism. 

Why PSYWAR Theory Is Not Credible 

Fundamentally the basic discriminates for determining the chance of official government psywar and 
propaganda fail. 

• Are the risks low and the tradeoffs worthwhile? No. If the documents are to be believed, they would 
engender extraordinary espionage against an extraordinary target. The documents are rich in 
provocative detail. If they are not to be believed, how could they be worth the intensive investment 
allegedly made to fake them? 

• Is there an established relationship between the purported target(s) and the psywar fakers? Scarcely, 
unless we think someone in the U.S. wanted to dangle “alien spacecraft” stories in front of Cold War 
adversaries, possibly to mask other secrets (or to convince the Soviets that the U.S. was incapacitated 
with hallucinogens and not worth the trouble of overtaking?). What would be the purpose of 
releasing these documents in the 1990s to deal with Cold War problems that fell with the Berlin Wall? 

• Is target reaction predictable and dependable? No, except perhaps guffaws of laughter. If the 
Majestic documents are not truthful, the debunkers’ own arguments that they are ludicrous 
presumably would not escape the amusement of officers of Soviet State security and military 
intelligence. 

• Is there a purpose that can be clearly stated? No, the content is too varied and a multitude of 
objectives seem to be present — as would be the case with genuine documents written by different 
authors over a course of years. Most documents were publicly released well after the height of the 
Cold War and could have had no reasonable effect on the outcome. 

• Does the internal quality of the documents establish believability in the eyes of the deception target?) 
Not likely. The same critique of alleged “errors” that debunkers have raised would also have 
dissuaded intelligence adversaries looking at such inherently incredible material. 
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Allegations that the Majestic documents are dismissed with the spooky label of “psywar” do not 
withstand scrutiny. One may speculate, as does Dr. Aquino and as discussed in the recently published 
book Mind Shift, that there may be a systematic desensitization of the world public to the idea of 
extraterrestrial contact through a variety of media outlets — with movies such as “Independence Day,” 
TV programs, print articles, advertisements, and the proliferation of little alien figures in toy stores and 
popular culture. Psywar and propaganda may well be at play in the public’s mind. Yet, there is no 
sensible evidence to support the assertion that the Majestic documents are mere fakes and derive from 
psywar operations targeting Cold War adversaries. 

CONCLUSIONS 

WHY THESE DOCUMENTS ARE GENUINE AND AUTHENTIC 

The word, “validation” in our title implies that the documents were done at the time stated and 
written by those responsible, and that the content is essentially correct. There are some subtleties here. 
The ink dating we have done essentially says that several very significant documents are of the period 
they purport to be. This does not necessarily mean that they are all true, because there could have been a 
specific plan to include false information, and sometime false information sneaks in from ignorance, even 
among the elite. However, as we have tried to argue, we think that the psywar explanation is a real 
stretch, and that Occam’s razor says that we should take the simplest course of explanation: crashes 
happened, they were recorded, and we are getting covert copies of those records. This is not a surprising 
scenario. 

There are very strong points of authentication imbedded in almost each document, and we’ll 
highlight them now, again in chronological sequence. 

The Einstein memo matches the style of Einstein’s writing from other sources, and his involvement in 
the ET recovery program is a consistent feature of both the documentation we have as well as those from 
open sources. 

The 4 July telegram is totally consistent what later happened. 

The Air Accident report shows correct signatures, format, and content for the time, and the reference 
number checks. The paper style and “Buy War Bonds” logos also check. 

The Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit report contains the coordinates of the crash site, and 
photographs show evidence of an unusual region possibly roped off at the location identified. Paperclip 
personnel known to be involved are identified, and the identity of Charles B. Rea assisting in an autopsy. 
The Hillenkoetter 1947 memo includes a word in Hillenkoetter’s own hand that supports authenticity. 
The Twining “White Hot” report alludes to the “artifacts from the...discovery in 1941” and “even the 
recovery case of 1941.” This is consistent with Stringfield’s Cape Girardeau case and other reports on 
that alleged crash. Furthermore, its content is consistent with the technical knowledge of the era. 

The First Annual Report is a 19-page gold mine of checkable detail, the vast majority of which is 
consistent with what one would expect for a genuine document. The consistency with other anomalous 
events such as the Mantell crash and the December 1945 five TBM Avenger bomber disappearances is 
noteworthy. Large numbers of specific events check. 
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The Eisenhower Briefing Document, although it only discusses one of the several crashes, appears to 
be genuine and includes consistent references to other documents cross-referenced in other questioned 
documents. Personnel lists in all these documents are the very appropriate people for their time. 

The Special Operations Manual 1-01 is established as an old document from the type, the style, and 
even the language, with the use of the words “screw driver” instead of “screwdriver,” a critical 
anachronism discriminant. The consistency of the UFOB guide is word for word with a genuine one. 

The two JFK memos reveal his increasing interest in both MJ-12 and UFOs before his assassination, and 
the latter links Angleton to Kennedy, already linked to Marilyn Monroe and MJ-12. 

The FDR and Bush-to-Truman follow up are increasing evidence of at least one earlier crash recovery, 
and might go a long way towards explaining the professional readiness of our military in dealing with the 
crashes so effectively in early July 1947. 
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Abstract 

Ever since the first “leaked” MJ-12 Eisenhower Briefing Document in 1984 describing a top- 
secret crash recovery program, the authenticity of UFO documents has been questioned. With 
the continuing exposure of hundreds of classified pages by numerous unidentified sources, the 
evidence favoring authenticity is mounting. This paper will update the status of the available 
documents, generally what they say and provide a concise status of the issues regarding 
authenticity, including the answers to those with a skeptical view. Of particular significance will be 
the results of research and forensic studies, including those on 22 pages on original paper, where 
chromatographic ink dating and other state of the art techniques clearly indicate that the 
documents were likely to have been created long ago and cannot be modem high tech fakes. The 
classic comparisons with archival authentic documents show the expected similarities, and the 
content is shown to be consistent with numerous arcane facts known to only scholars in 
historiography. Difficulties with identical signatures will be explored, including the astonishing 
possibility that the sophisticated document cover-up started in the early stages of documentation 
in the State Department in the 40s. Remarkably, the most likely hypothesis is that we are seeing a 
leak of copies of genuine documents held in personal files for decades. The conclusion is that we 
have had a stunningly successful UFO research cover-up for five decades and if these crashes 
and recoveries occurred, such documents ought to exist.

Introduction 

Last year I presented a paper titled, “Validating the New Majestic Documents.” This year’s 
title, “Mounting Evidence for Authenticity of MJ-12 Documents” begins where the last presentation left 
off, presenting the results of certain forensic testing, refining previous arguments, and answering the 
accumulation of skeptical concerns. It would be very useful to have a copy of last year’s proceedings 
available as you read this paper. 

Science, the extraterrestrials and the odds 

Nearly everyone expects that it is unlikely that we are the only intelligent life in 4ie universe. 
Given the right planet, the right composition of oxygen, you normally get bipedal results with eyes and 
ears on top out of the dirt. So, why do we feel obligated to require extreme odds when everyone thinks 
it is likely? 

The acceptance of new scientific ideas usually requires theory as well as a mountain of facts. 
Two theoretic problems prevent the widespread acceptance of some UFOs as Extraterrestrial (ET) 
spacecraft: The first is the obvious inference that if so many are coming to visit that they must have 
figured out a way to transcend time or travel faster than light. We do not know how to do that, and 
furthermore, most people think that Einstein’s equations prohibit this. This is not rigorously so. The 
second theoretic problem is that the procedure used to obtain the enormous forces and energies to 
travel from star to star at these speeds. We likewise have not figured out how to do this. We also know 
that most constructive scientists agree that there is more to learn; that old equations get replaced with 
newer equations with one added term, such as those modifying F= ma at high speeds. 

Thus, the only thing standing in the way of having a high expectation that some UFOs are ET 
spacecraft is the near-certainty that we will achieve a better understanding of physics. 

One can conclude that it is likely that we have been visited, and ordinary, not extraordinary, 
proof is all that is required. Sagan and Shklovsky took this view in their classic book, “Intelligent Life in 
the Universe,” where they discussed historical ET visitors. 

Moving away from the scientist’s view is that of the common man, who often asserts that if there 
had been landings and we had recovered craft, that the government would not want to keep this secret, 
and besides, “everyone knows that governments can not keep secrets effectively.” The former is naive 
and the latter is false, as evidenced by examples: the Manhattan Project to develop the atomic bomb, 
the invasion of Normandy, the decoding of the Japanese and German codes, and the development of 
stealth aircraft. These secrets were known to the thousands of people who worked on them but those 
who should not know did not. 
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Authenticity of MJ-12 Documents 


The whole point of this preamble is to put you in a the frame of mind that says that if you find a 
highly classified “leaked” government document, that it is at least equally likely that it is genuine as it is 
fake. 

Such Documents Should Exist 

For those people who have spent careful attention to the mass of literature on the subject of 
UFO reality there would, we suspect, be a fair degree of agreement that alien craft crashed in New 
Mexico and maybe other places too, that they have been seen at close range, that they leave marks on 
the ground, and that they appear to have occupants. 

If this is true, it is inconceivable that we, the United States, would not have initiated a project to 
find out everything we can, and do it in great secrecy. It is a virtual certainty that such a project would 
have had some written records over the years. It is also widely believed that documents “leak” and that 
“people cannot keep secrets.” If this is so, we would be expecting to have some documents surface, 
and we have some. The only question is whether they are genuine or whether they are fake. The usual 
tools of questioned document examiners must be brought to bear on the question of which are genuine 
and which are not. This is what we are doing. 

Taking this logic farther, it is necessary to evaluate each document on it own merits, and the 
individual attributes of provenance, typography, and content including relations to chronology and 
possible authorship. The remarkableness of the content sometimes makes some people react 
subconsciously to reject the stories as too bizarre. The scientific method uses a systematic approach 
without letting emotions affect the probability of fakery vs. genuineness. Specifically, the argument that 
one of the documents could be easily faked and therefore was faked is illogical. The determination of 
fakery is a question for the questioned document examiner, using all the tools of the trade and expertise 
of the subject. The argument that “anything can be faked these days with high technology” ignores the 
fact that some of these documents were recorded to be on the scene before the arrival of the more 
modem electronic simulation programs. 

To take the position that without proof of genuineness they are fake is illogical because of the 
certainty that such documents exist if crashes have occurred. Similarly, to take the position that, without 
proof of fakery, they are genuine is also illogical because it is certainly true that some fake documents 
might exist. This logic says that, before a questioned document determination, it is equally likely that 
they are genuine as that they are fake. 
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Background of MJ-12 Documents: Scope, Sources, Pages 

One of the first questions often asked is in regards to where the documents came from, and how 
many pages there are. A simple answer is to show these in a table, included as Table 1. This table is a 
synopsis of the more precise data included on the website www.majesticdocuments.com. It can be seen 
that roughly 70% of the documents are classified, usually Secret or Top Secret Code Word, accounting 
for more than 10% of the pages. With almost no exceptions, there has been no official government 
release of any of this material, although the packages were mailed from government facilities in two 
instances (CIA internal mailbox and the FOIA office at Ft. Meade). These contents are now in the 
public domain. 

Some skeptics have attempted to convince themselves that Tim Cooper somehow created this 
mass of material. If the author had not gone to see him, the documents might well have stayed in his 
attic. No doubt, however, the early exposure of the documents surely did trigger other sources to come 
forward with their papers. The least unlikely hypothesis is that these sources have been keeping this 
material in their files for their lifetimes, do not know what to do with it, and somehow sense that it is in 
the public interest to “tell the story.” 

The story the documents tell is highly consistent from document to document, era to era. The 
more recently leaked documents begin with the famous Los Angeles “Air Raid” of 1942 and the alleged 
recovery of two craft on that occasion, triggering George Mirshall (Chief of Staff) to set up the 
Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit, and President Roosevelt to reject an all-out ET effort until we had 
won the war. This opened the door for President Truman and Vannevar Bush to pick up without losing 
tempo, so when the 1947 crashes occurred, our special military recovery teams were ready. 
Afterwards, our recovery program successfully seems to have begun the process of reverse engineering, 
but our documents run out before we know the answer from them. The details of many of the 
documents can be inspected on our website: www.majesticdocuments.com. Where noted with a page 
number on Table 1, about half of the list is available in print in the softback book, “The Majestic 
Documents,” which can be ordered on the website.

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Characterizing The Documents Physically 

The spectrum of paper characteristics runs the gamut: modem xerographic copies of old 
carbons, photos of pages of documents, original carbon copies, original old replicas, and original 
typewritten pages. If the paper is original and old, watermarks can be identified, and there are also pen 
and ink markings. In some cases the typewriter impressions are clear enough to identify the typewriter 
make and year. There are stamps (time stamps, security stamps, numbering stamps) available for 
inspection and correlation with known usage. In the case of the Special Operations Manual, this author 
had extensive personal interactions with professionals at the U.S. Government Printing office, gaining 
insight about type fonts, styles, and processes that would have been used if it had been printed in 1954 
as stated. An examination of the 1959 USGPO publication, “Specimens of Type Faces” has revealed 
two fonts for the sans-serif bold headers that could have been used in the era: the Fran klin Gothic and 
the Square Gothic, the latter seeming to be slightly closer to the images in the original photographs 
because of the constancy of line thickness and because of the letter spacing. If Square Gothic was used, 
this puts to rest the suggestion that Helvetica type, not invented until a more modem era, “proved” that it 
was a fake. 

Meaningful Skeptical Inquiries 

The process of authentication proof with so many different documents includes a very wide 
range of considerations, such as: 

• Physical dating of the ink, pencil and paper 

• Dating by matching the reproductive process (typewriter or printer) 

• Dating by use of language of the period 

• Identification of authorship using linguistics 

• Comparison of handwriting 

• Comparison with known events of record 

• Comparison with known styles and procedures of production 

• Comparison with known or expected security procedures 

• Logic of content 

• Records of provenance 

Evaluation of Questioned Documents with Forensics 

My partner (Ryan Wood) and I have consulted with two specialized entities for the evaluation 
of the selected documents at issue. The first is James Black, a Fellow of the Questioned Documents 
Section of the American Academy of Forensic Sciences and a former chairman of the Questioned 
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Documents Subcommittee of the American Society of Testing and Materials. For examination of paper 
and ink, he recommended the Speckin Forensic Laboratories. Their qualifications are available at 
www.4n6.com. The following kinds of tests have been pursued with these consultants. 

Comparison of Typewriters and Identification 

James Black has thousands of typewriter impressions for reference (one with a carbon and one 
with a ribbon) and a working knowledge of what he has. He is able to look at a typewriter impression, 
(especially if it is an original) and go quickly to the exemplars for comparison. It was in this manner, for 
example, that he easily established that the Truman/Forrestal memo was typed on a 1940 Underwood. 
There is no mystery to this process. Prior claims for a different, later, typewriter are without foundation 
(Moore & Shandera 1990). 

Identification of Watermarks and Timeline 

If the paper is original and has a clear watermark, it can be enhanced and copied on specialized 
equipment. One such watermark, “Royal Writing,” was traced to The S. E. & M. Vernon Company, 
out of business by the 1960s. Other watermarks, such as the Eagle watermark on the “Burned Memo,” 
are consistent with government-style usage although the individual manufacturing dates are not always 
available. 

Identification of Pencils, Inks and Timelines 

It is possible to remove a very small sample of paper, about the diameter of a paper clip, that 
includes the pen or ink marks and subject it to a variety of tests, such as chromatography, and then 
compare the resulting spectrum with those of known pencil or pen samples. This usually permits one to 
state that the document is “later than” the date that such pen or pencil was manufactured. All of the 
results are consistent with the stated dates on the documents. 

Table 2 presents a summary of the principal results of the forensic testing by these consultants. 
The most significant points from this detailed table are: 

• A second copy of the EBD has been confirmed on non-photocopied (original) paper. 

• The red ink security stamps on the Bowen manuscript and the “Burned Memo” are 
consistent with the stated era. 

• The pencil notations about Don Menzel were made with a pencil made in the 1950s. 

• The typewriter for the Truman Forrestal memo was an Underwood, circa 1940. 

• The “Burned Memo” was done with Courier type introduced by IBM in 1956. 

• The Bowen manuscript handwriting appears to match some in the IPU Report. 

• The ink alluding to Majestic in the FTD page was manufactured by Formulabs in 1972.

Table 2. Every test performed is not inconsistent with the age of the ink, paper, or typewriter dating from 1977 or earlier. All of these tests were 
performed by professional questioned document examiners who had no knowledge or particular interest in the subject material. 
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Update On Concerns About Authenticity 

The paper last year dealt with about 20 specific concerns regarding authenticity, largely 
accumulated from criticisms in papers by Deuley, Randle, and a “Joint Statement” by Aldrich, Berliner, 
Deuley, Hall and Rodeghier published electronically. I consider that all of these concerns have been 
disposed of but I will highlight a few of them in Table 3.

Table 3. Most of the reasonable questions raised by the skeptics have been satisfactorily answered. 
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Dealing with the concerns of skeptics is a never-ending process, because each response often 
engenders a rebuttal. For example, when it was complained that there was not a security page on 
SOMl-Ol, we found one on the original negatives, and then there were complaints that it had minor 
flaws. 

The “Emulation” Problem 

Several questioned documents have characteristics that are similar to previously published 
apparently authentic ones. These documents and the reasons why there may be a problem are shown in 
Table 4 below.

Table 4. Seven pairs of documents show similarities in wording, timing, and chirography that clearly warrant a 
discussion of why these similarities are present. Congratulations to Stan Friedman for locating these problem 
documents. 


These problems will be discussed in detail at the July 2001 Symposium, providing new insight to 
their solution. The similarity of language cannot be ignored, nor can the identicality of the penmanship. 
The preliminary “least unlikely” hypothesis is that Truman, Marshall, and Wedemeyer were all involved 
in the intentional creation of the emulations at the time, thereby continuing the process of deception 
already underway to protect the secrecy of the non-terrestrial projects at all costs as “Not for Public 
Inspection.”

Conclusion

Evidence For A Crash Retrieval In Cape Girardeau Missouri In 1941

This paper will review the primary and secondary sources and evidence for the reality of 
an extraterrestrial spacecraft crash-retrieval in Cape Girardeau, Missouri in the spring of 1941. It 
draws upon the new Majestic and Interplanetary Phenomenon Unit intelligence documents that 
support the hypothesis of an extraterestrial crash and reviews the authenticity results for each. 
Furthermore, suggestive and supporting authentic documents interconnect to these new ones and 
ultimately advance the reasonable conclusion that according to both the paper trail and witnesses 
this is the “First Roswell.” Close attention is paid to the primary witness, Reverend Huffman, and 
related testimony of granddaughter Charlette Mann. Historical research in the area has identified 
other witnesses and likely participants in the event. Specifics of police, fire, photographers, 
coroners and military commanders that likely should have been at the scene are analyzed and 
tested for accuracy. Other sources are analyzed for validity and contrasted with known historical 
facts, pinning down the date and location of the event. 
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The evidence for this case begins when 
Leo Stringfield, in his book UFO 
Crash/Retrievals: The Inner Sanctum, Status 
Report VI shares an astounding letter from 
Charlette Mann. In the letter, the 
granddaughter of Reverend William Huffman, 
a traveling Baptist minister that had moved to 
Cape Girardeau and started ministering at the 
Red Star Baptist church in early 1941, 
according to church records. Charlette’s letter 
recounted the deathbed confession of her 
grandmother who during the course of several 
days described the unusual event that Revered 
Huffman attended late one early spring night 
just 10-15 miles by car outside of Cape 
Girardeau. The quick summary of the event 
was that when Huffman arrived at the scene, 
there were police, fire, FBI and photographers 
already there and he was asked to provide 
blessings to the three dead occupants of the 
craft. During this process he observed the 
command module with hieroglyphic writing 
inside and prayed over each of these non¬ 
human entities. 

When the military arrived everyone was 
sworn to secrecy, yet upon returning home to 
1530 Main Street he choose to share this story 
with his wife and family. With this intriguing 
story and later personally meeting Charlette I 
became convinced that here was a credible 
witness and bizarre story that was in dire need 
of validation. 

That co nfir mation came from many sources 
in last few years, with the freshly revealed 
Majestic documents from Tim Cooper and 
others that clearly point to a UFO crash 
retrieval in Missouri in 1941. Below is a table 
of information sources that have been unused 
to investigate this case; they vary in credibility 
and scope but all provided valuable data for 
the reality of this historic event.

Upon returning from his escorted trip to the 
crash site, he proceeded to tell his wife and 
sons what had just happened in the woods a 
short drive outside of town. It was this 
retelling of the events that night to his wife 
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Floy that Charlette would hear in 1984 from 
her grandmother over the course of several 
days as she was dying of cancer. It is 
important to note that this is not the only time 
Charlette was exposed to this story. During her 
childhood she heard bits and pieces during 
conversations of her father and uncle and 
when Floy was dying pressed her to fill in the 
specific details as to what really happened that 
spring evening in 1941. It took a fair amount 
of pleading with her grandmother initially to 
convince her to violate the commitment she 
had made to her husband not to speak of it. 
Eventually, Charlette succeeded in extracting 
the story. She kept after the story for several 
days clarifying with her grandmother until 
Charlette was confident that she completely 
understood what had happened and the details. 

One of the most intriguing aspects is that 
after the crash event a member of his 
congregation, believed to be Garland D. 
Fronabarger, gave reverend Huffman a picture 
of the dead non-human creature. This will be 
discussed later in the paper.

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“I saw the picture originally from my dad who had 
gotten it from my grandfather who was a Baptist 
minister in Cape Girardeau Missouri in the Spring 


of ‘41. I saw that [picture] and asked my 
grandmother at a later time she was at my home 
fatally ill with cancer so we had a frank discussion. 
She said that grandfather was called out in the 
spring of 1941 in the evening around 9:00-9:30, 
that someone had been called out to a plane crash 
outside of town and would he be willing to go to 
minister to people there which he did. Upon arrival 
it was a very different situation.

He described 
it as a saucer that was metallic in color, no seams, 
did not look like anything he had seen.

There had been mention of a ball of fire, yet there 
was fire around the crash site, but none of the 
entities had been burned and so father did pray 
over them, giving them last rites. There were many 
people there, fire people, photographers, and so 
they lifted up one, and two men on either side 
stood him up and they stretched his arms out, they 
had him up under the armpits and out here. As I 
recall from the picture I saw, he was about 4 feet 
tall, appeared to have no bone structure, soft 
looking. He had a suit on, or we assume it was a 
suit, it could have been his skin, and hat looked 
like crinkled, soft aluminum foil. I recall it had 
very long hands, very long fingers, and I think 
there were three but I cannot swear to that.” 

Other living supporting witnesses include 
Charlette Mann’s sister who confirms her story 
in a notarized sworn affidavit and the living 
brother of the Cape Girardeau County sheriff 
in 1941, Clarance R. Schade. These witness 
and the others that were there, should have 
been there or likely would have known about 
this crash event will be examined later. Now 
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let us turn our attention to other key validating 
sources for this crash recovery event in 1941 - 
the military intelligence documents. 

THE DOCUMENTS TRAIL 

Are there public authentic documents that 
support and corroborate the hypothesis of 
before Roswell crash retrieval events? The 
first public evidence of this is the February 
1942 “L.A. Air Raid”. In this case for a oouple 
of hours a slow moving craft was illuminated 
with spotlights, 1430 rounds of ammunition 
were fired, many clear direct hits, according to 
witnesses of the disk shaped object. George C. 
Marshall (GCM) then writes a secret memo to 
the President about this event. However, what 
is fascinating is that this memo sets up the 
authentication of a leaked top secret memo 
that tells a different story of crash recoveries. 


J. Edgar Hoover (JEH) also weighs in on 
notion of crashes before Roswell with his 
handwritten statement at the end of a 
declassified memo requesting involvement 
with UFO cases by the Air Force, by saying: “I 
would do it but before agreeing to it we must 
insist on full access to disks recovered. For 
instance in the La. Case the Army grabbed it 
and would not let us have it for cursory 
examination.” 



The critical debate is what does “La. Case” 
mean? Is it Los Angeles because of the air 
raid, Los Alamos because that is where 
Roswell wreckage was taken, or Louisiana? 
Odds favor Louisiana, because this is the right 
mailing format for the time - La.; JEH was 
very good about his capitalization and initials 
because I reviewed his handwritten notes on 
about a dozen documents confirming this. 
Counterintelligence Corps agent Cantwell, 
from the Tim Cooper documents, talks about a 
“captured disk in Louisiana in 1942. Critics 
point to a small time hoax case in July of 1947 
as the reason for this comment, but logic 
dictates that JEH would not have bothered to 
make any comment on a known hoax or even 
consider using it as policy leverage with the 
Air Force. Hence, more evidence for pre- 
Roswell crash events. Yet the most stunning 
evidence for pre-Roswell events comes from 
of leaked military and presidential intelligence 
documents.

Seven leaked documents from hree sources 
since 1994 provide both direct and indirect 
support for a crash retrieval event that 
Reverend Huffman recounts. It is clear from 
the first memo that president Franklin D. 
Roosevelt (FDR) writes to GCM on February 
27, 1942, “I have considered he disposition of 
the material in possession of the Army that 
may be of great significance toward the 
development of a super weapon of 
War”...Consultation with Dr. Bush and other 
scientists on the issue of finding practical uses 
for the atomic secrets learned from study of 
celestial devices...” Just days after the L.A. air 
raid and related saucer crash retrievals it 
would be impossible for the president to have 
“considered the disposition” of the material 
collected at that L.A. event; therefore, he must 
be referring to an earlier crash.

What impresses me besides the visual 
appearance of the document, showing a clear 
carbon smudge (that can be seen at 
www.majesticdocuments.com), is the fact that 
just two weeks later Marshall’s offices 
switches from the Office of Chief of Staff 
(OCS) filing system and memo numbering to 
the war department system. So, besides the 
proper Marshall word usage and format it has 
the correct filing numbers that link it to the 
Los Angeles air raid. The downside is that it is 
not original paper. 

Next we come to a memo addressed to the 
Non-Terrestrial Science and Technology 
Committee, on White House stationary dated 
February 22, 1944, which is stamped Double 
Top Secret and signed by FDR. This memo 
says that before we can exploit these “super 
weapons of war” we need to win the war first. 
It goes on to say that when we have won the 
war the USA must assume its destiny; there 
will be a time when surplus funds will be 
available; and finally, FDR commends the 
committee for its work. Why is it authentic? 


These previous three documents are new 
and arrived in the summer of 2000. Yet, other 
Majestic documents that arrived at Tim 
Cooper’s mailbox and through his personal 
contact with Thomas Cy Cantwell and 
daughter Salina also provide evidence for pre- 
Roswell crash events. For instance, the 
Oppenheimer-Einstein draft memo dated 
simply June 1947 has the first discussion of 
extraterrestrial biological entities (EBEs) in 
the UFO literature.

Critics have attacked this document because 
of misspelling of celestial, yet at the same time 
discounted the very real possibility that it was 
dictated to a secretary and that the document is 
only a draft copy.

Besides the unique period language, what 
moved it to the 95% confidence level for 
authenticity was my research into the 
personnel on the mission. During the process 
of tabulating President Truman’s White House 
switchboard traffic for who called whom, 
when, and how often, I came across the name 
of Captain Charles Buchanan. He was the only 
Captain ever mentioned in the 1947 phone 
records and — wouldn’t you know it — 
General Carter calls Captain Buchanan on July 
7, 1947 at 4:44pm. So, is this just a 
coincidence?

WHO WAS AT THE CRASH SITE? 

To answer this question fairly takes 
considerable time; there are the direct 
comments of Huffman and then the logical 
extensions that flow from the Huffman 
statements. This section will break out the 
officials at the site, those with a clear 
responsibility to be there, the military 
personnel that came to recover the craft and 
take control, the civilians that were asked by 
the officials to come to the site and finally, the 
people that would have logically heard about 
this event through both their official and

“My grandfather upon arrival, said there were 
already several people there on the scene, two that 
he assumed were local photographers, fire people, 
and so not long after they arrived, military just 
showed up, surrounded the area, took them off in 
groups separately, and spoke to each of them. 
Grandfather didn’t know what was said to the 
others, but he was told ‘this didn’t happen, you 
didn’t see this, this is national security, it is never 
to be talked about again.’ My grandfather was an 
honorable man, being a preacher, that’s all that 
needed to be said to him. And so he came home 
and told the story to my dad, who was there, and 
my grandmother and my uncle. Now my mother 
was expecting at the time, so she was off in the 
bedroom.

Given Charlette’s testimony of police 
officers, plainclothes people, and military men, 
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the most appropriate officials would be the 
County sheriff, Cape Girardeau or Jackson 
Missiouri police departments and associated 
fire departments along with the FBI and 
coroner.

It was logical 
that these soldiers and officers would have 
been called to initially examine and ultimately 
manage the transportation and removal of the 
wreckage back to the base. Besides military 
guards and truck drivers, most likely the 
commander, medical officer and intelligence 
officer would have either visited the site or 
seen the wreckage first hand. 


The Fire Department under the direction of 
Chief Carl James Lewis is potentially one of 
the most useful sources of information. The 
Fire Department kept detailed notes on the 
fires it went to including date time, location, 
durations, causes and damage estimates. 
Thanks to the outstanding research of my on¬ 
site historical research assistant, Margaret, we 
found and secured photocopies of the entire 
1941 fire logbook. 


I have photographs of many of these 
individuals and a short history of the 309 th ’s 
activities. At the time of this writing, further 
details and unit histories are being researched 
at the National Archives and the St. Louis 
National Personnel Records Center. Ideally, 
this will pin down precisely the people who 
would have been responsible. The next 
mission will be to find them or their living 
children.

Huffman stated via Charlette that in 
addition to military personnel there were 
photographers at the scene.

In a videotaped interview, Charlette retells 
the story of the alien photograph and how she 
came to be aware of it:

And I had heard rumors, and bits and pieces 
over conversations, but it was a picture, an old 
picture, because it had... it was like the old Kodak, 
with the little lines and scallops around it.

Charlette’s father, Guy Huffman, had told 
the crash retrieval story and had offered the 
photograph as proof to a photographer friend 
of his in the 1953-1955 timeframe. The 
photographer’s name was Walter Wayne Fisk. 
Stan Friedman, also recognizing the 
importance of this photo, tracked Fisk down in 
New Mexico and spoke with him on the 
telephone, where a strange tale emerged. Fisk 
stated he had a doctorate in psychology, yet 
Friedman was unable to verify his claim along 
with Fisk’s statement that he was an advisor to 
presidents. Fisk has repeatedly refused to 
answer or respond to phone calls or letters 
written by Charlette Mann. Is this the response 
of a forthcoming man?

Fisk will eventually be broken of his silence 
and we will get an answer as to what happened 
to the photo or we will get a no comment 
statement or similar brush off. Either way this 
will move the case forward. 


WHEN AND WHERE DID IT CRASH? 

Now we come to the really hard questions. 
When may be easier then where, but as of this 
writing solid progress has been made on both 
questions. We know from Charlette’s 
testimony that Huffman was driven about 10- 
15 miles outside of town and then had to walk 
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about a quarter mile or so off the road into an 
open field were a fire was burning. Given 
these basic parameters, the search area has 
narrowed to about five square miles, actually 
areas adjacent to roads at the time. Historical 
aerial photography is available for October 
1941 and provides a complete stereoscopic 
overflight of the area as shown. One area looks 
promising.

This target area was visited in August 2000 
with metal detectors; however nothing was 
recovered of significance. Other locations, 
identified by dowsers in the aerial photography 
have not yet been visited at the time of this 
writing. 

The Fire Department records for Cape 
Girardeau are very precise. Although there is 
no clear stunning match with Charlette’s story, 
there are several good candidates. According 
to the story, the Fire Department was on site, 
but which one: Jackson, or Cape, or both? If 
they were sworn to secrecy by the military, 
would they write the event down in their 
logbook or would they record t accurately? At 
present, all I have is the Cape fire logbook for 
1941. An examination of fires in the evening 
for late March and April show only a few 
possible matches. On March 30 th , from 6:22 
pm to 6:58 pm in Houck Woods (actually 
Louis Houck who lived in the correct area — 


10-15 miles out of town). On April 22, from 
11:59 pm to 4:35 am at the Blattner brothers 
residence out highway 61, again the correct 
area. It will take a review of the historical 
aerial photography to verify these fires.

Charlette’s testimony is that it happened 
one April 1941 evening because her mother 
was pregnant with her sister who was bom on 
May 3 rd of 1941. 

At this time the precise location and date is 
unconfirmed, further research with police, 
military records, and fire call logs is planned 
along with aerial photography and ground 
surveys. Although of speculative value without 
confirmation, remote viewer Joe McMoneagle 
of Intuitive Intelligence Applications provided 
data purporting that there are small pieces of 
wreckage still at the crash site that are 
recoverable. Annette Martin, another well- 
known psychic sleuth confirmed much of the 
Huffman-Mann story and provided new 
checkable data. 


IS THIS CASE REAL? 

After working on this case for about two years 
and talking with Charlette Mann on numerous 
occasions either briefly on the phone, over 
dinner, or in front of a television camera, her 
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story, demeanor, and integrity provided no 
hints of deception or confabulation. I, like Leo 
Stringfield ten years earlier, came to the 
conclusion that she is a very sincere woman 
with a quality case worthy of a dedicated effort 
at validation. The story does not hinge on 
Charlette’s testimony alone; there are the low 
level stories from credible people that loosely 
support the event, like Clarance Schade. Then 
there is the deliberate silence of Wayne Fisk, 
the last person to have handled the alleged 
alien photograph. Adding more weight to the 
validity of the story is the highly believable 
and likely authentic leaked military and 
presidential documents that support a crash 
retrieval in 1941. It is the totality of these facts 
that that lead me to think it is reasonable to 
conclude that there was a crash event as 
described by Reverend Huffman’s wife to 
Charlette Mann. 

The conclusions and implications are more 
predicable and are widely supported outside of 
this specific case. Namely, ET’s are real; 
certain factions of the government have been 
hiding this fact since at least 1941; and the 
involvement has been a matter of grave 
concern to several presidents. The recovered 
technology from this crash was funneled into 
the Manhattan project and has not been 
obviously used for the benefit of society. No 
doctorates of alien exobiology awarded or 
gravity control companies. Ironically, it may 
not be society that benefits from this event but 
the city of Cape Girardeau as tourists flock to 
visit the site and learn more about a special 
time and place in history: the “First Roswell.” 

The final resolution to this case is still in 
the future. It may come in the form of physical 
evidence, bits of wreckage, new witnesses, 
historical aerial photography, soil samples, or 
archival research. All these fronts are being 


actively worked and there is every reason to 
predict success.

I am sorry I have taken so long in answering your letters. However, I have moved my 
office and have had to make a number of extended trips. 

To answer your last question in your letter of October 14,1983, there is no particular 
reason I feel I shouldn't or couldn't answer any and all of your questions. I am 
delighted to answer all of them to the best of my ability. 

You listed some of your questions in your letter of September 12th. I will attempt to 
answer them as you had listed them. 

1. Relating to my own experience regarding recovered flying saucers, I had no 
association with any of the people involved in the recovery and have no 
knowledge regarding the dates of the recoveries.

Although Wilcox never referred to 
the event publicly, members of the Wilcox family have stated that the sheriff viewed a number of 
alien bodies recovered at one of the New Mexico crash sites. The bodies were small with large 
heads and one creature was believed to still be alive at the time of the recovery. 

• Walt Whitmore - On the same night that Major Jesse Marcel and Captain Sheridan Cavitt 
returned from the Foster ranch with highly unusual metallic-like debris, the rancher William 

Brazel was brought back to the town of Roswell by Walt Whitmore, Sr., co-owner of radio station 

KGFL. Whitmore apparently heard of Brazel's story after it had been told to Sheriff George Wilcox 
and then drove out to Brazel to speak with him in person. Whitmore reportedly wire-recorded an 
interview with Brazel that was to air the next day. However, prior to the broadcast of the 
interview between Whitmore and Brazel, the military quickly took charge, as the following 
affidavit from George "Jud" Roberts makes clear: 

In July 1947, I was a minority stockholder and manager of KGFL Radio in Roswell, 

New Mexico. We did an interview with W.W. "Mac" Brazel, the rancher who found 
some debris on his property. He hid him out at the home of the station owner, W.E. 

Whitmore, Sr., and recorded the interview on a wire recorder. 

The next morning, I got a call from someone in Washington, D.C. It may have been 
someone in the office of [Senators] Clinton Anderson or Dennis Chavez. This person 
said, "We understand that you have some information, and we want to assure you 
that if you release it, it's very possible that your station's license will be in jeopardy, 
so we suggest that you not do it." The person indicated that we might lose our 
license in as quickly as three days. I made the decision not to release the story. I 
made an attempt to go out to the crash site to see it for myself, but I was turned 
back by a military person who said we were in a restricted area. 

At that time, there was quite a clamp on any discussion concerning the event. We 
just decided for Walter Haut's sake that we should sit tight and not say anything, 













even though in our own minds, we had some question about the validity of the 
weather balloon explanation. Weather balloons were launched about a block from our 
station every day. We didn't accept the official explanation, but we had no evidence 
to the contrary. 

I have not been paid or given anything of value to make this statement, and it is the 
truth to the best of my recollection.

MEMORANDUM TO THE CONTROLLER OF TELECOMMUNICATIONS: 

For the past several years we have been engaged in the study of various aspects 
of radio wave propagation. The vagaries of this phenomenon have led us into the fields 
of aurora, cosmic radiation, atmospheric radio-activity and geo-magnetism. In the case 
of geo-magnetics our investigations have contributed little to our knowledge of radio 
wave propagation as yet, but nevertheless have indicated several avenues of 
investigation which may well be explored with profit. For example, we are on the track 
of a means whereby the potential energy of the earth's magnetic field may be abstracted 
and used. 

On the basis of theoretical considerations a small and very crude experimental 
unit was constructed approximately a year ago and tested in our Standards Laboratory. 
The tests were essentially successful in that sufficient energy was abstracted from the 
earth's field to operate a voltmeter, approximately 50 milliwatts. Although this unit was 
far from being self-sustaining, it nevertheless demonstrated the soundness of the basic 
principles in a qualitative manner and provided useful data for the design of a better 
unit. 

The design has now been completed for a unit which should be self- sustaining 
and in addition provide a small surplus of power. Such a unit, in addition to 
functioning as a 'pilot power plant' should be large enough to permit the study of the 
various reaction forces which are expected to develop. 

We believe that we are on the track of something which may well prove to be the 
introduction to a new technology. The existence of a different technology is borne out 
by the investigations which are being carried on at the present time in relation to flying 
saucers. 

While in Washington attending the NARB Conference, two books were released 
one titled "Behind the Flying Saucer" by Frank Scully, and the other "The Flying 
Saucers are Real" by Donald Keyhoe. Both books dealt mostly with the sightings of 
unidentified objects and both books claim that flying objects were of extra-terrestrial 
origin and might well be space ships from another planet. Scully claimed that the 
preliminary studies of one saucer which fell into the hands of the United States 
Government indicated that they operated on some hitherto unknown magnetic 
principles. It appeared to me that our own work in geo-magnetics might well be the 
linkage between our technology and the technology by which the saucers are designed 
and operated. If it is assumed that our geo-magnetic investigations are in the right 
direction, the theory of operation of the saucers becomes quite straightforward, with all 
observed features explained qualitatively and quantitatively. 




I made discreet enquiries through the Canadian Embassy staff in Washington 
who were able to obtain for me the following information: 


a. The matter is the most highly classified subject in the United States 
Government, rating higher even than the H-bomb. 

b. Flying saucers exist. 

c. Their modus operandi is unknown but concentrated effort is being made by a 
small group headed by Doctor Vannevar Bush. 

d. The entire matter is considered by the United States authorities to be of 
tremendous significance. 


I was further informed that the United States authorities are investigating along 
quite a number of lines which might possibly be related to the saucers such as mental 
phenomena and I gather that they are not doing too well since they indicated that if 
Canada is doing anything at all in geo-magnetics they would welcome a discussion 
with suitably accredited Canadians. 

While I am not yet in a position to say that we have solved even the first 
problems in geo-magnetic energy release, I feel that the correlation between our basic 
theory and the available information on saucers checks too closely to be mere 
coincidence. It is my honest opinion that we are on the right track and are fairly close to 
at least some of the answers. 

Mr. Wright, Defence Research Board liaison officer at the Canadian Embassy in 
Washington, was extremely anxious for me to get in touch with Doctor Solandt, 
Chairman of the Defence Research Board, to discuss with him future investigations 
along the line of geo-magnetic energy release. 

I do not feel that we have as yet sufficient data to place before Defence Research 
Board which would enable a program to be initiated within that organization, but I do 
feel that further research is necessary and I would prefer to see it done within the 
frame work of our own organization with, of course, full co-operation and exchange of 
information with other interested bodies. 

I discussed this matter fully with Doctor Solandt, Chairman of Defence Research 
Board, on November 20th and placed before him as much information as I have been 
able to gather to date. Doctor Solandt agreed that work on geo-magnetic energy 
should go forward as rapidly as possible and offered full co-operation of his Board 
inproviding laboratory facilities. Acquisition of necessary items of equipment, and 
specialized personnel for incidental work in the project. I indicated to Doctor Solandt 
that we would prefer to keep the project within the Department of Transport for the 
time being until we have obtained sufficient information to permit a complete 
assessment of the value of the work. 



It is therefore recommended that a PROJECT be set up within the frame work of 
this Section to study this problem and that the work be carried on a part time basis 
until such time as sufficient tangible results can be seen to warrant more definitive 
action. Cost of the program in its initial stages are expected to be less than a few 
hundred dollars and can be carried by our Radio Standards Lab appropriation. 

Attached hereto is a draft of terms of reference for such a project which, if 
authorized, will enable us to proceed with this research work within our own 
organization.

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Edward Teller's Pitch to President Reagan for SDI 


I wish to bring to your attention of a very real and 
dangerous situation that threatens not only us, the world, but 
our very existence as a race. For over forty years I have 
been involved in developing advanced technologies in the defense 
of this country which would insure our security, freedom, and 
our form of government from surprise attack. As you must be 
aware, the Defense Department has initiated several space 
defense programs of vast proportions and at great expense. But 
there is a new and alarming development of which I am compelled 
to inform you of. A menace greater that the nuclear arms 
race exists. It does not originate here on earth but comes 
from space itself. The agent of mass destruction has no 
reasoning psychology other than the ultimate destruction of our 
civilization and our way of life as we know it. 

Obtaining critical information of this menace has been 
hard and time consuming and the facts seem to be tangled among 
dark threats of ultimate destruction; our innate fear of the 
unknown has interfered with our ability to comprehend it. A 
space attack could be real in the near future bringing with it 
the truth that our inaction global war could be immensely 
accelerated. No longer can the United States be in the position 
which it found itself in 1947. This was realized and in 
January 1950 President Truman made the decision to go ahead with 
a defense program exceeding in scope and cost of the Manhattan 
Project. Late in President Eisenhower’s office, several attempts 
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was made to limit further development by prohibiting the 
testing of space defense weapons. A moratorium was entered 
into, a "gentlemen's agreement" whereby Russia and the United 
States concurred that testing be halted until further notice. 

Unfortunately, secrecy and denial has prevented further 
work of which I now propose. A more detailed proposal is 
difficult to address in my brief, especially since I want it 
to be realistic and acceptable. Yet such a proposal is made 
here, both to give warning of what could happen and to begin 
a concrete discussion on the Space Defense Initiative program. 
The Defense Department could continue "classification" of 
critically key information of knowledge collected in 1947 and, 
therefore, its secrecy in its present form. Only a small 
number of documents might need to be kept secret for longer 
periods, but in those cases a few highly responsible persons 
would have to certify, year by year, that continued secrecy be 
maintained. what I wish to impress upon you is the need for 
absolute secrecy for the real reasons for a space defense. 

The real danger is the existence of secrecy can not be kept 
secret for ever. Our scientists will not turn to national 
defense unless they perceive an actual danger to the United 
States. A danger was perceived in 1939, only two years before 
Pearl Harbor. it is vital to the program that scientists 
should perceive the danger now, before it is too late. What 
is at stake is not only the prevention of defeat, but the 
prevention of cosmic war. Nevertheless, convincing the American 
people that military research is necessary is a difficult thing. 
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I am not speaking of another arms race, but rather a race 
of technology. One individual familiar with military technology 
and engineering of special intelligence. Dr. John S. Poster, Jr., 
estimates that in i960 the United States and the USSR spent equal 
percentages of their military budgets on space defense and 
research and development, while in 1974 that percentage was three 
times as high in Russia as in the United States. The quality of 
future space defense weapons depends more on research and 
development than on any other factor; the obvious recommendation 
is that we should spend more on it. Today we spend approximately 

10 percent, so this recommendation does not seem too difficult to 
implement. 


Space defense plays important roles in military affairs, 
particularly in communications and intelligence gathering. Both 
of these functions apt to become increasingly important in the 
future. An extension of our information gathering, including 
continuous surveillance of deep space, should have high priority. 
This could be done in two ways. One is to increase our ability 
to launch satellites of all needed varieties within a short time. 
The other is to provide decoys in space, thereby multiplying the 
number of targets the enemy would have to knock out. A 
combination of these two procedures could, indeed, avert the 
enemy from taking out all our space vehicles. A third possibility 
is to prepare retaliation against the enemy by destroying their 
space vehicles. But, at least in regard to the important item 
of information gathering, the enemy relies on stealth more than 
their spacecraft than we do; therefore emphasis on the first two 
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two approaches is recommended. In preparing decoys for space 
vehicles/ the main objective would be for decoys to look like 
space vehicles that function like real ones. On the whole/ this 
is not too difficult. Usually the main problem with a decoy is 
its mass. In order for a decoy to be inexpensive it must be 
light/ but usually the light weight gives it away—for instance/ 
in meeting air resistance/ a lighter vehicle is more easily 
slowed down. Exceedingly little air resistance is encountered 
by space vehicles. Therefore/ lightweight decoys for space 
vehicles are more feasible than decoys for almost any other 
application. 

Remotely piloted vehicles (RPVs) have been developed and 
tested with marginal success. The possibility of RPVs exist 
for the enemy as well for us. The use of RPVs was first 
explored by the U.S. Air Force. It can also be applied to 
small space objects. An ingenious new circular airfoil design 
is now in experimental stage. A single wing is used in this 
design. Another design is also under development. This one 
uses a single wing as well, pivoting at its center at the 
fuselage. The wing is at right angles to the plane at takeoff 
and landing, but as the right wing points forward while the left 
points backward. A third design is the triangle-shaped wing 

and is the focus of intense development of which I have personal 
knowledge of. 


There is the possibility that chemical and biological 
warfare may be used by the enemy. The fact that these forms of 
warfare may be inflicted upon us from space only fires my 
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persistence in having the President consider ray proposal seriously 
for a broad and comprehensive Space Defense Initiative. 

There are several fronts which raust be considered in ray 
proposal to the President. We must boost spending in new, more 
powerful radar. We must encourage more research programs for 
lasers. And, we must investigate the use of microwave and pulse 
energy devices along with directed energy weapons in space defense 
systems. Particle beams are effective over vast distances and 
could aid in space defense against intruding enemy spacecraft. 

Progress toward such an objective, since the end of World 
War II, has occurred in discouragingly small steps. Even so, 
we cannot afford to give up hope; we cannot afford to stop taking 
small steps. By the same token, we cannot afford not thinking 
of taking big ones. What I suggest is a big gamble but what if 
that gamble pays off through a major break through in technology? 
We have the talent. We have the means. All that is lacking is 
the political will and determination to succeed. We must not 
hesitate nor falter. I believe all that I propose is possible 
and can be done. I ask that you weigh the risks and the 
benefits and consider what the alternative offers if we fail.

T he story of the so-called MJ-12 docu¬ 
ments is not an easy one to tell. In 
order to do it proper justice, one 
must take into account a wide vari¬ 
ety of often very bizarre occurrences and events 
experienced by the two authors of this report. 
Just exactly what these were and how they may 
or may not fit into the larger picture of this 
extraordinary situation is something which 
must wait for another day. This is the stuff that 
entire books are made from, and that process 
is already underway. 

Another factor to be taken into account here 
is that the investigation into what is rapidly be¬ 
coming “L’affaire MJ-12” is not yet complete. 
As any good journalist or writer knows, a pre¬ 
mature rush to publish details of an incom¬ 
plete case often works more against the ulti¬ 
mate objective than it does for it. As long as 
doors remain open and progress is being made, 
the best strategy (although not necessarily the 
easiest) is often to remain silent even in the 
face of extreme criticism. In such cases, it is 
necessary to keep in mind that the primary 
goal is the obtainingof information and not the 
silencing of the critics. 

In any case, the purpose of this report is to 
present information on a rather narrow aspect 
of the MJ-12 controversy— that of the physical 
characteristics of the documents themselves. 
At the same time, it is important to note that 
Stanton Friedman has prepared an adjunct 
report on his own research, conducted some¬ 
what independently, into the content of the 
documents, the people allegedly involved with 
MJ-12, and the larger picture of where all of 
this might or might not Fit into historical per¬ 
spective. Friedman’s research, conducted un¬ 
der a $16,000 grant from the Fund for UFO 
Research, has been separately published by 
that organization. Copies of this 59 page report 


plus references and appendices are available 
for $12.50 postpaid from the Fund for UFO Re¬ 
search, POBX 277, Mt. Rainier, MD 20712. 

For those delving into this mystery for the 
first time, perhaps a brief summary is in order. 

Over the past ten years, the team of Moore 
and Shandera, working closely with Stanton 
Friedman, has quietly but aggressively been 
pursuing contacts and developing sources of 
information centered around the role played 
by the U.S. intelligence community with re¬ 
spect to the subject of unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects (UFOs). Moore is a professional author, 
researcher and journalist, Shandera is a tele¬ 
vision producer-director with strong back¬ 
ground in television news, and Friedman is a 
professional scientist who spends a great deal 
of time studying and lecturing about UFOs. 
Their goal has been to determine the extent of 
and reasons for the government’s cover-up of 
information about this subject. 

The documents covered by this report came 
to us in a variety of ways from a number of dif¬ 
ferent sources over the space of an entire 
decade. The story behind each is told in its 
appropriate section. Beginning with the re¬ 
lease of some of this material to the press in 
mid-1987, an intense controversy has raged 
over whether the documents are authentic, 
and what their impact may ultimately be on the 
entire field of UFO research. It is the intended 
purpose of this report to provide some sense of 
focus to what has up to now been a confused 
jumble of conflicting allegations, pronounce¬ 
ments and opinions on the subject by a variety 
of individuals who, while having no direct con¬ 
nection with us or our work, have seen fit to 
intrude upon the controversy for sundry and 
often self-serving reasons. 
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The great bulk of the information contained 
herein has never before been made available 
either to other researchers or to the public. It 
is expected that many who thought the MJ-12 
affair had become a dead issue and that there 
was nothing of importance left to say on the 
matter will be forced to open their minds and 
take another look at it. That is as it should be. 
Others, perhaps, will be forced to scramble to 
explain why they rushed to premature conclu¬ 
sions; which, of course, is also as it should be. In 
either case, no one interested in this contro¬ 
versy will be left untouched by this report. 

It should also be noted that this report has 
been prepared upon the assumption that most 
of its readers already have some background 
knowledge of the MJ-12 controversy. For those 
who do not. an extensive bibliography has been 
included. 

Any proper discussion ofthe so-called MJ-12 
documents must, of necessity, begin by placing 
the entire matter into proper context and 
perspective. The fact is that these documents 
do not stand alone, but rather represent only 
the final link (so far as is known) in a chain of 
apparently related documents and events 
dating at least as far back as late 1977. 


THE ELLSWORTH DOCUMENT 
(DEC. 1977) 


A s far as can be determined, the 
chain seems to have begun at 
Ellsworth A.F.B. in South Dakota. 
Sometime in the late fall or early 
winter of that year, the so-called Ellsworth 
Document (hereinafter referred to as “ED” and 
reproduced as Appendix A of this report) was 
officially fabricated as part of a government 
counterintelligence/ disinformation operation. 
On January 28, 1978, a copy of this document 
was sent to the National Enquirer (tabloid) in 
Lantana, Florida, accompanied by an anony¬ 
mous cover letter indicating that the event had 
“actually occurred”, that it had been classified 
Top Secret by the Air Force, and that witnesses 
had been silenced. 

The Enquirer , to its credit, immediately 
launched an investigation in an effort to deter¬ 


mine the accuracy of the information in the 
document, but lost interest in the story after 
they were unable to come up with anything to 
suggest that the “ED” was real, while uncover¬ 
ing a great deal to suggest it was not. For 
example, Capt. Larry Stokes, named in the 
document as the officer responsible for having 
upgraded the situation at L-9 to “Covered 
Wagon” status, turned out to have been hospi¬ 
talized with a high feverfrom November 14-27, 
and thus was not even on active duty, as the 
“ED” claims, when the alleged incident oc¬ 
curred on November 16th. More than 20 other 
errors and discrepancies were found as well/1) 

Since there is little doubt that the “ED” is 
phoney, the only questions remaining are who 
created it, and why. The “who" part may never 
be known with any degree of certainty beyond 
the fact that it was clearly someone associated 
with either AFOSI Detachment 1302, the 44th 
Security Police Group, or one of three people 
from Washington, D.C. (possibly CIA) involved 
with a counterintelligence/ disinformation 
training exercise being conducted at Ellsworth 
AFB during late 1977 and early 1978. 

While a number of people have suggested 
that the “someone" in question might well have 
been ex-AFOSI Special Agent Richard Doty, 
those making such suggestions have been 
unable to produce anything beyond mere cir¬ 
cumstance to support their claim. The facts 
are these: 

Doty was indeed serving with the 44th Se¬ 
curity Police Croup at Ellsworth during the 
time the “ED" was fabricated and sent to the 
National Enquirer. In December, 1977, he 
was in his second year as Law Enforcement 
Flight Chief for that group, and had recently 
completed a three-week course in (air) traf¬ 
fic management and accident investigation. 

Doty has admitted to the authors that he 
was in fact “aware” ofthe National Enquirer 
operation, but claims that he was only “pe¬ 
ripherally involved ” with it and that he had 
nothing to do with fabricating the “ED". He 
has consistently refused to discuss the mat¬ 
ter further because, he says, he is bound by 
his security oath. 

Through the cooperation of other sources, 
the authors have been able to learn that 
there were really two principal objectives 
behind the fabrication ofthe “ED": 
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(A) Beginning in mid-1977, several stories appeared 
in the National Enquirer which led Air Force security 
people to believe that someone at Ellsworth was 
leaking sm all amounts of material to the tabloid abo ut 
sensitive Air Force projects, none of which seems to 
have had anything to do with UFOs. 

(B) At about the time this situation came to their 
attention, some of the same A.F. security people 
whose responsibility it was to investigate such prob¬ 
lems were involved in the above-mentioned, possibly 
CIA sponsored training prog ram which had to do with 
the formulation and use of disinformation asacounter- 
intelligence tool. Such programs are often a double- 
edged sword in that while they offer training to a 
relatively large number of people, those sponsoring 
them often make a point of identifying specific indi¬ 
viduals among those involved either directly or pe¬ 
ripherally (i.e. as trainees, or perhaps as organizers 
and assistants), who might prove useful in future 
situations. It seems to have been through such a 
process that Richard Doty’s name came to the atten¬ 
tion of a shadowy figure in Washington who would 
later find ways to make considerable use of him. That 
man was “the Falcon”. 

In any case, someone responsible for setting up 
the curriculum of this training exercise hit upon the 
idea of getting two birds with one stone. They would 
create a document as an example of how such things 
were done, and then send a copy of it to the Enquirer 
along with an anonymous cover letter indicating its 
legitimacy. If, as suspected, sources at Ellsworth had 
indeed been in contact with the Enquirer, then it 
seemed reasonable to assume that those individuals 
would be among the first the Enquirer would try to 
make contact with in an effort to obtain more informa¬ 
tion about the "ED” and its contents. All that was 
needed was to monitor the activities of the Enquirer’s 
people and of those individuals at Ellsworth sus¬ 
pected of being in contact with them. Those with 
whom the Enquirer made contact would immediately 
be questioned about the matter. And, since the target 
was, after all, the National Enquirer, what better topic 
around which to build a phoney document than 
UFOs? It was the one topic the Enquirer couid be 
counted upon to take an immediate interest in. 
Whether the ruse was successful of not is uncertain, 
although there are indications that it was. 

The one piece of forensic evidence in this 
case which seems to have been completely 
overlooked up to now is the fact that who¬ 
ever created the “ED" made the mistake of 
writing out the date and number at the top of 
it and the distribution list at the bottom in 
longhand. A careful comparison of this 
handwriting with several samples of Rich¬ 
ard Doty's handwriting (both printing and 
cursive) collected by the authors over the 
years fails to yield even a single point in 
common. Based upon a more limited sample, 
there are also no points in common with the 
handwriting ofSgt. Richard A. Benson, the 
man the Enquirer's suspicions centered upon 
as possible perpetrator of the hoax. Find the 


person whose handwriting matches those 
notations, and you have the person who 
created the document. 

Another point to be made here is that dur¬ 
ing his involvement with researcher/author 
Linda Howe in 1983 as part of the then on¬ 
going Bennewitz affair(2), Doty once men¬ 
tioned the Ellsworth incident to her and 
suggested it had been a real event. Later on, 
according to Pratt, he admitted to her that it 
had not really occurred. Curiously, Moore 
got quite a different responsewhen he asked 
Doty about it in late 1981. Doty, after asking 
Moore what he knew about the affair, read¬ 
ily stated that the event had never occurred. 
Security regulations, he said, forbade him 
from making any further comment about it 
except to say that what little truth there was 
in it had been loosely based upon an actual 
UFO sighting in the area which had been 
experienced by a local sheriffs deputy. The 
deputy's sighting, however, had definitely 
not involved a landing. Doty also averred at 
the time that he had not been the one who 
had created the document. 

Whoever did create the “ED ” also made one 
other apparent error. Unfortunately, we must 
say “apparent" here since although the cover 
letter written to the Enquirer exists as an 
original document, the “ED" itself exists only 
as a photocopy and thus cannot be consid¬ 
ered best evidence. Even so, a careful ex¬ 
amination of both documents leads to the 
strong probability that both were typed on 
the same typewriter— a fact that, if true, flies 
in the face of assertions by the anonymous 
writer of the cover letter to the effect that he 
served on “a special team of individuals" ap¬ 
pointed by the Air Force “to investigate the 
incident”, and that he “obtained a copy of 
the original report” only after it was classi¬ 
fied on December 2,1977; both of which seem 
intended to give the appearance that the 
“ED" itself was written by someone other 
than the writer of the cover letter. Further¬ 
more, a comparison of the typeface used on 
the “ED” and its accompanying cover letter 
with the typeface which consistently appears 
on the 44th Security Police Croup's “Desk 
Blotter” during the time frame in question 
clearly show's that the “ED" and the “Blotter” 
were typed on two very different machines. 
This makes somewhat Less tenable the 
Enquirer's 1978 hypothesis that a disgruntled 
Sgt. Benson “whiled away a whole shift 
dreaming this thing up”— an hypothesis 
based mostly upon the then popular but 
since largely discredited technique of voice- 
stress analysis. 
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THE "WEITZEL" LETTER 
(JULY, 1980) 


C hronologically speaking, the next 
item in the chain is the so-called 
Weitzel letter (“WL") which was sent 
anonymously to the now defunct 
Aerial Phenomena Research Organization 
(APRO) of Tucson, Arizona, in the latter part of 
July, 1980. While not actually a document in 
the sense of the word as applied in this report, 
it is nonetheless important in that it is directly 
connected to AFOSI's efforts to obtain the 
assistance of a source within APRO in the early 
days of the Bennewitz affair. The letter is re¬ 
produced in its entirety as Appendix B. 

Essentially, all that we know about the 
“WL" is covered in Moore’s paper “UFOs 
and the U.S. Government, Part I” which he 
read at the Las Vegas MUFON Symposium 
onJulyl, 1989. The appropriate paragraph 
is quoted as follows: 

“The letter, which is loosely based upon an 
actual UFO case, was written anonymously 
to APRO in July, 1980 by Richard Doty and is 
directly related to the Bennewitz affair. 
Essentially it was “bait". AFOSI knew that 
Bennewitz had close ties with APRO at the 
time, and they were interested in recruiting 
someone withinthe APRO organization who 
would be in a position to provide them with 
feedback on Bennewitz' activities and com¬ 
munications. Since I was the APRO Board 
member in charge of Special Investigations 
in 1980, the Weitzel letter was passed to me 
for action shortly after it had been received. 
It was not long thereafter that I came to 
know Richard Doty and began providing 
him with information about the Bennewitz 
case. ” 

Actually, the “ WL" turned out to be nothing 
more than an exercise in futility since 
Moore’s cooperation with AFOSI derived 
not from that letter, but rather from his 
meeting with the source codenamed "Fal¬ 
con”, who, in October of 1980, designated 
Richard Doty as middle-man in that rela¬ 
tionship. Given the circumstances of this 
event, it seems reasonable to conclude that. 
Doty had come to the attention of “Falcon" 
as a result of the Ellsworth trainingexercise 


on disinformation in 1977; thus making the 
choice of Doty as middle-man an entirely 
logical one. What the relationship between 
Doty and “Falcon” was during the interven¬ 
ing three years is anybody’s guess. Since 
Doty steadfastly refuses to discuss the 
Ellsworth affair beyond those points already 
on record, we are left once again with either 
trying to make a case out of purely circum¬ 
stantial evidence, or allowing the matter to 
remain unsolved. 

With respect to forensic matters, a com¬ 
parison of the typefaces on the “WL” with 
those which appear on the “ED" leaves no 
question that, as expected, different ma¬ 
chines were used to create both documents. 
The typefaceonthe “WL”, however, is to play 
a very important role in determining the 
question of Doty’s credibility, as we shall see 
later in this report. 

On the question of style and content, a 
comparison of the “F.D" cover letter and the 
“ WL” brings to light certain curious similari¬ 
ties which suggest that the creators of both 
had, at the very least, undergone similar in¬ 
doctrination in the fabrication of this sort of 
disinformation. For example: 

Both letters employ the odd style of placing 
a semicolon rather than a colon or a comma 
after the salutation. 

Both allege that the incident involved actu¬ 
ally occurred. 

Both indicate that the writer was in a posi¬ 
tion to have som e first-hand personal knowl¬ 
edge of it. 

Both stress a need for anonymity due to the 
alleged “active duty ” status of the writer. 

Both mention the existence of photographs 
which the writer is unable to provide. 

Both allude to an official cover-up. 

Both are loosely based upon actual UFO in¬ 
cidents which have been highly exaggerated 
and elaborated upon. 

Both use the term “individuals" in place of 
“people" or “persons". 

In other words, based upon the above, a 
reasonably good case might be made for the 
hypothesis that the writers of both letters 
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referred to the same set of guidelines in 
the creation of their work. (If there’s one 
thing the military is well-known for. it’s their 
penchant for sticking to the rules. Note also 
that the above “points in common” are es¬ 
sentially content and not stylistic similari¬ 
ties.) 

The idea that both documents were writ¬ 
ten by the same person (possibly Richard 
Doty, as some have suggested) falls com¬ 
pletely apart, however, upon careful exami¬ 
nation of the numerous dissimilarities 
therein, all of which are stylistic in nature. 
For example-. 

The “ED" letter employs military style for the 
writing of dates. In the “WL", the style is 
civilian. 

The “ED" letter uses the term “AirForce"; the 
“WL" uses “USAF". 

The writer of the “ED" has a much better 
grasp of spelling, grammar and sentence 
structure than is demonstrated in the “WL" 
Compare: 

THE ELLSWORTH DOCUMENT 
& COVER LETTER 

Contain c.650 words (combined) of text. 

This text contains just 7 errors of usage, only 2 of 
which are spelling errors. (One of these is the word 
“nuclear”, which is misspelled "neculear”— an un¬ 
usual error for one presumably charged with guard¬ 
ing nuclear missile sites, and, thus, suggestive of a 
writer whose specialty lies in other areas. It is also 
suggestive of a writer other than Doty, who spells 
nuclear correctly in documents clearly attributable to 
him.) 

The writer demonstrates proper use of the posses¬ 
sive form. 

The writer employs and demonstrates proper use of 
parentheticals. 

The writer displays a consistent habit of correcting 
himself through the use of - overstrikes. (There are 7 
of these visible in the text.) 

THE WEITZEL LETTER 

Contains c.750 words of text; a sample sufficiently 
similar to the above to permit reasonable compari¬ 
son. 

This text contains no less than 18 errors of usage, of 
which 8 are spelling errors. 


Improper use of the possessive form is demon¬ 
strated. 

No parentheticals are employed. 

The writer (Doty) displays a habit (visible in other 
documents attributable to him as well) of correcting 
typographical errors by writing over them in pen 
rather than overstriking with the typewriter. 

The fact that two clearly distinct writers 
emerge from the above comparison is 
t.remelv important in two ways: First, it dem¬ 
onstrates that as early as mid-1980 there were 
at least two individuals involved in officially 
creating spurious material and providing it to 
public sources; and s.econd, both can be traced 
to a common point, i.e. the training exercise in 
counterintelligence and disinformation con¬ 
ducted at Ellsworth A.F.B. in late 1977 by “men 
(pi.) fr om Washington (D.C.)." _ 

THE “AQUARIUS DOCUMENT” 
" (EEB. 1981) 


T he next link in the chain was the so- 
called Aquarius Document (“AD”), 
which is reproduced as Appendix C. 
Rather than spend time recounting 
the history of this item de novo, the material 
about it which is already on record is reprinted 
here as a starting point. 

From FOCUS, June 30, 1989. page 13: 

“(The “AD") is an actual example of some of 
the disinformation produced in connection 
with the Bennewitz case. The document is a 
retyped version of a real AFOSI message 
with a few spurious additions. It was appar¬ 
ently created by AFOSI, or at least I always 
assumed it was, and it was handed to me in 
February, 1981 (sic.) with the intention that I 
would pass it to Bennewitz. My understand¬ 
ing, although I never knew for sure, was that 
Bennewitz was expected to wave it to the 
press and others as proof of what he was 
saying about an alien invasion, at which 
point the document would be denounced as 
a counterfeit and Bennewitz would be fur¬ 
ther discredited. Unfortunately (or perhaps 
fortunately, depending upon one’s point of 
view) it didn’t turn out that way." (A high¬ 
lighted version of this document showing 
the original text and the added disinforma¬ 
tion is also included in Appendix C). 
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“One additional bit of information about 
this document is the way in which it initially 
came to be known to the UFO community. 

In September of 1982, insofar as I was aware, 
there were only three copies of this docu¬ 
ment in existence. One of these I had passed 
to Bennewitz, a second was in safekeeping, 
and a third was in my briefcase during a trip 
I had made to San Francisco. While there, I 
had a morning meeting with a man who 
turned outlaterto be an associate ofUFOlo- 
gist Peter Gersten of New York. That same 
afternoon, my car was broken into and my 
briefcase was stolen. Four months later, a 
copy of that same document complete with 
annotations I had pencilled on it, turned up 
in the hands of none other than Gersten 
himself. To this day, I have never received a 
satisfactory explanation of how he obtained 
that document.” 

And, from FOCUS, September 30,1989, page 
8 (interview with Moore): 

“Q-. With respect to the so-called “Aq¬ 
uarius Document” which purports to be a 
facsimile of an AFOSI teletype message 
dated 17 NOV 1980, several questions 
still remain: 

(A) Are you the one who retyped the document? 

(B) If not, do you know who did? 

(C) The fact that you have identified changes, 
additions and deletions allegedly made in the 
retyped version suggests that you either had access 
to or were familiar with the text of the original version. 
How do you explain this? 

(D) Did the text of the original really refer to "NSA" 
rather than "NASA"? 

“A: First of all, it is important to take note of 
what I said in Las Vegas, which was that the 
document is a retyped version of a real AFOSI 
message with a few spurious additions. I 
also stated that it was apparently created by 
AFOSI, or at least I had always assumed it 
was, and that it was handed to m e in Febru¬ 
ary, 1981 with the intention that I would pass 
it to Bennewitz. I thought the "created by 
AFOSI" statement would have laid this 
matter to rest, but apparently not. Therefore: 
First: I did not retype the document,'nor do I 
know who did. Certainly it was someone in¬ 
volved with the Bennewitz C/I effort, maybe 
Doty, maybe not. And Second: I know that 
the version I was handed was a retype be¬ 


cause I had seen the original earlier on, or at 
least, what I believe to this day to have been 
an original since it was a teletype copy and 
not a xerox. The reconstructed version which 
appears in FOCUS (and herein as Appendix 
C) is the combined product of both my and 
Rick Doty’s memory. To the best of my (our) 
recollection, the original did indeed refer to 
NSA." 

Even after the above material was released 
by Moore in 1989, questions about this particu¬ 
lar document have persisted. Although most 
of these have resulted from misperceptions 
and misinterpretations of what Moore actually 
said, there does appear to be some need to set 
the record straight, and in some small cases, 
even to correct it. It is with that in mind, as well 
as the need to be as complete and specific as 
possible in this report, that the following facts 
are offered: 

First of all, the date of February, 1981 is in¬ 
correct (if only by a few days). In checking 
his records, Moore has determined that the 
correct date was March 2,1981. At a meeting 
with “Falcon ” on that date, Moore was shown 
the original “AD", which appeared to be a 
typical government telex on thin computer 
paper with perforated edges. After examin¬ 
ing it, Moore asked if he could keep it. 

“ Falcon’ said no, that Moore was only being 
given the opportunity to read it; at which 
point Moore proceeded to re-read it while 
making a conscious effort to imprint as much 
of it as possible upon his memory in the 
process. Immediately following that meet¬ 
ing, he wrote out some notes on a legal pad. 
(For the record, Moore had already been told 
of the alleged existence of Project Aquarius 
during an earlier meeting with “Falcon" in 
December, 1980 and had filed a FOIA re¬ 
quest on it with HQ/USAF dated 29 Decem¬ 
ber, 1980. Their negative response dated 12 
February, 19811sent from FTD at Wright-Pat- 
tersonAFB, Ohio1 was already in hand at the 
time of the March 2nd meeting.) 

At a meeting with “Falcon" and Doty in Al¬ 
buquerque several weeks later, Moore was 
handed the retyped version which appears 
herein as Appendix C. When Moore com¬ 
mented that this version of the "AD" was 
somewhat different than the one he had 
been shown earlier, and that someone had 
obviously made some significant changes 
and additions in the interim, he was in¬ 
formed that this had been necessary in order 
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to ‘sanitize’’ it. “Falcon” then told Moore 
that he could have the copy in hand, and 
that perhaps Paul Bennewitz might be inter¬ 
ested in one as well. 

Moore, realizing that the original had been 
retyped and altered for a purpose, resisted 
providing Bennewitz with a copy for several 
months, even though several times during 
that interval it was suggested that he do so. 
Finally, in June, 198 L Moore carefully marked 
a copy so that it could be readily identified, 
and provided it to Bennewitz. Unknown to 
either “Falcon" or Doty, however, Moore 
confided in Bennewitz that the document 
might be a set-up, and advised him to use it 
only for his own purposes and not to go 
public with it. Bennewitz listened intently, 
put the document in his safe, and never did 
publicize it. 

Bennewitz’ failure to make public use of 
the ‘AD’’ must have been very frustrating to 
those who had planned otherwise. As indi¬ 
cated above, the “AD” only became public 
knowledge after it fell into Mr. Gersten's 
hands. Whether the San Francisco break-in 
(which occurred on September 13, 1982 and 
was reported to SFPD) was engineered as a 
result of that frustration and the document 
passed to Gersten with the expectation that 
he would circulate it, remains unknown. 
Certainly the government had motives of its 
own inwanting to discredit Gersten, since at 
the time he was causing them considerable 
headaches withhis continuing effortsto take 
the government to court onF.O.I.A. matters 
and his plans to make a federal case out of 
the Cash-Landrum incident. Gersten qui¬ 
etly began circulating the ''AD” to a few 
members of the UFO community in early 
1983, but since he never endorsed it as au¬ 
thentic, it couldn't be used against him. 

On March 12,1983, the subject of the "AD" 
came up at a board meeting of the Fund for 
UFO Research, which Moore and Shandera 
attended as guests. Moore's statement that 
the document was a retyped and altered ver¬ 
sion of an original has since been misinter¬ 
preted by a number of people (who weren't 
there but only heard about it later through 
the grapevine), and is the origin of the rumor 
that Moore himself was responsible for re¬ 
typing the docum ent. Such rumors are noth¬ 
ing more than unfounded gossip. 

The Moore-Doty reconstruction of the origi¬ 
nal “AD" text (Appendix C) came as a result 


of Moore sitting down with the retyped ver¬ 
sion in late 1988 and, using his memory and 
notes taken in 1981, attempting to come as 
close to the original content as possible. 
Once Moore had done all he felt he could 
along those lines, he took the matter up with 
Doty, who was able to offer a few additional 
changes. The reconstructed version which 
appears herein is the result of that process, 
and is believed by both to be a very close 
approximation of the original. “Falcon" did 
not take part in this process. 

Forensic evidence with respect to the “AD” 
is sparce, but important: 

The document contains c.350wordsoftext. 

This text contains a total of 10 errors of 
usage, of which 7 are spelling errors. (Four 
of these are misspellings of the same word, 
“depicting", which is spelled “deplicting”.) 

The writer displays a habit of correcting ty¬ 
pographical errors by writing over them in 
pen rather than overstriking with the type¬ 
writer. Four of these are evident. 

A small sample of handwriting appears in 
the upper right-hand corner in the form of 
two notations which read “BID -1” and C 
C- 1". 

The typewriter involved uses a modified 
courier typeface typical of IBM and Olivetti 
electrics made during the 1970s and used 
by thousands of government offices. (The 
specific make and model of the machine is 
actually unimportant in this case, and thus 
we did not go to the trouble of identifying it 
further.) 

Based upon the above, several conclusions 
can be drawn: 

(1) The high incidence of errors in the "AD”compares 
favorably with the similar high incidence found in the 
"WL", suggesting, but not conclusively proving that 
both were typed by the same person. Since the “WL” 
was created in mid-July, 1980, and the “AD” had to 
have been typed (for reasons we shall make clear 
later) between November 17, 1980 and March 2, 
1981, it is also reasonable to suppose that the 
person's skills would not have changed much in that 
time. Both arguments, however, are admittedly specu¬ 
lative. 

(2) The habit of correcting typographical errors by 
overwriting them in pen is another point in common 
with the “WL”, and once again suggests, but does not 
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the carter briefing notes 

(MAR. ’83) 


I n early March of 1983, Moore received a 
phone call telling him that some infor¬ 
mation was going to be made available 
to him but that he would have to go and 
pick it up. “You will be receiving some in¬ 
structions,’ the caller said. “You must follow 
them carefully or the deal is off." 

After making a cloak-and-dagger trip across 
the country, Moore ended up in a motel on the 
edge of a mid-sized city in upstate New York. 
At precisely 5:00 P.M., according to arrange¬ 
ment, an individual came to the door of Moore’s 
roombearingasealedbrown manila envelope. 
“You have exactly nineteen minutes," the per¬ 
son said. “You may do whatever you wish with 
this material duringthat time, but at the end of 
that time. I must have it back. After that, you 
are free to do what you wish." 

Inside the envelope were eleven pages of 
what purported to be a Top Secret/Orcon 
document entitled “Executive Briefing, Sub¬ 
ject: Project Aquarius” and bearing the date of 
June 14,1977. “May I photograph this?" Moore 
asked; “Mayl read it into atape recorder?” The 
courier, who stood quietly in the corner of the 
room the entire time, replied, “Both are per¬ 
mitted. You have seventeen minutes remain¬ 
ing.” 

Moore hastily adjusted the shade of the lamp 
on the night table and, placing the pages in its 
light one-by-one, took the best pictures he 
could. In order to assure scale later, he took a 
quarter from his pocket and placed it on the 
lower left corner of each page as he photo¬ 
graphed them. Once that task was complete, 
he quickly undertook to read the text into a 
pocket recorder, taking care to read in the 
word “line" at the end of each line, as well as 
verbally noting punctuation marks, etc. so that 
a complete reconstruction of the text could be 
made in proper format should the photos not 
turn out. (They did. but all were oflow contrast 
and, although legible, some were moderately 
out focus as well.) 

When the time was up, the courier collected 
•the pages, carefully counted them, replaced 
them in the original manila envelope, and left. 
It had been an unusual experience, the entire 
significance of which remains unclear to this 
day. 


The documents themselves seem to be a tran¬ 
scription of notes either intended for use in 
preparing a briefing, ortaken downduringone 
and typed later. Much of the information 
therein is highly controversial in nature and is 
of such an esoteric quality there seems to be no 
real way to verify much of it. 

In 1985, researcher Lee Graham, who was 
aware of the document’s existence through 
Moore but did not have a copy of it, asked if he 
might have a copy of a portion of one page to 
show to a friend who might be able to help 
verify it. This was provided, but it turned out 
that the friend could be of iittle assistance. It 
was as a result of this effort, however, that this 
partly expurgated half-page got out into public 
circulation and became known as the “Snow¬ 
bird Document.” Since that time, various indi¬ 
viduals have either tried to use it to their own 
advantage as “proof" of something (especially 
of strange goings-on in mid-Nevada), or have 
panned it viciously while knowing nothing of 
its background. 

In May, 1987, Moore and Shandera decided to 
release portions of two additional pages in an 
effort to see whether any other researchers 
would either recognize the material, turn up 
with copies of it, or be able to shed additional 
light on the situation. Aside from a vicious 
attack on the material by the editor of the 
CAUS Newsletter who, while completely igno¬ 
rant of the document's background or origin, 
immediately concluded it had to be a hoax, 
nothingofsignificance was gained by this proc¬ 
ess either. 

Since that time, the document has remained 
under study and, although some progress has 
been made, Moore and Shandera have de¬ 
cided not to release any additional information 
about it until their study is either complete or 
they feel they can go no further with it. 

The text of everything which has been re¬ 
leased thus far is as follows. Because the qual¬ 
ity of the photos which Moore took is so poor, 
we have elected not to reproduce these pages 
in the appendix. (In cases where material has 
been deleted, the deletions have been made by 
Moore and Shandera for the purpose of pro¬ 
tecting the integrity of their project. There 
were no deletions in the document as provided 
to Moore.) 
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THE MJ-12 DOCUMENTS 
(DEC. 1984) 



O n December 11. 1984, a brown 
manilaenvelope arrived in the mail 
at the North Hollywood, California, 
residence of Jaime Shandera. It was 
taped across all seams with a brown, official¬ 
looking sealing tape, bore no return address, 
and was postmarked Albuquerque, New Mex¬ 
ico, December 8, 1984. Inside was a second, 
smaller brown envelope, also taped, which, 
when opened, revealed yet a third envelope 
within. This third envelope was a white, ordi¬ 
nary-sized letter envelope bearing the Marri¬ 
ott Hotel logo on the back flap, but with no 
other marking and no tape thereon. It con¬ 
tained a black plastic cannister within which 
was a roll of undeveloped 35mm. Tri-X film. 
This, upon development, yielded a sequence of 
eight good quality negatives of what appeared 
to be a 1952 briefing document for then presi¬ 
dent-elect Dwight Eisenhower, followed by two 
blank frames, and then the same sequence of 
eight frames a second time. The remainder of 
the roll was blank. After examining these 
through a lOx glass, Moore and Shandera ar¬ 
ranged to have the negatives professionally 
printed at a photo lab owned by an associate. 
The results are reproduced herein as Appen¬ 
dix H. Both Moore and Shandera were present 
in the darkroom at the time the prints were 
made. 


As stated earlier, the purpose of this report is 
to discuss the forensic analyses of the docu¬ 
ments themselves. For more complete infor¬ 
mation on the content material (people, places, 
backgrounds, dates, events, etc.) the reader is 
referred to Stanton Friedman’s 59 page ad¬ 
junct paper “Final Report on Operation Majes- 
tic-12”, as cited earlier herein. 


For reasons of clarity and simplicity, the fol¬ 
lowing discussion of the so-called MJ-12 docu¬ 
ments has been broken down into three sepa¬ 
rate areas of concentration. These are (1) The 
Eisenhower Briefing Document of 18 Novem¬ 
ber, 1952; (2) The so-called Executive Memo¬ 
randum of Harry Truman dated September 24, 
1947; and (3) The Cutler-Twining Memoran¬ 
dum of July 14, 1954 which was not on the film 
but was found by Shandera and Moore in the 
National Archives in July of 1985. Although the 


Eisenhower Briefing Document ( EB ) and the 
Truman Memorandum (“TM") were apparently 
part of the same briefing “set”, they are really 
two quite separate entities and are treated as 
such in this report. The Cutler-TwiningMemo- 
randum (“CT”), being above and apart from the 
first two since it purports to be an onionskin 
carbon copy of the original, is covered in a 
section of its own and is reproduced herein as 
Appendix I. 

BEST EVIDENCE 

The study and analysis of both “EB” and “TM” 
would be considerably easier and more defini¬ 
tive if the original paper copies were in-hand. 
The availability of only photographs, even 
though the negatives are of good quality, places 
serious limitations upon our ability to conduct 
a proper analytical effort and to arrive at firm 
conclusions. With originals, which of course 
would be “best evidence", it would be possible 
to determine the age and type of paper, dis¬ 
cern watermarks (if any), perhaps date the ink 
used, and verify beyond question the authen¬ 
ticity of the Truman signature which appears 
on “TM". Because we have only photographs, 
all of these key points are lost to us. Even so, 
considerable information can be gleaned from 
these documents which presents a fascinating 
picture with respect to the question of their au¬ 
thenticity. 

During the course of their investigation, 
Moore and Shandera obtained assistance from 
both the FBI and the Los Angeles County Sher¬ 
iffs Department in an effort to identify key 
questioned documents examiners who might 
be willing to lend their expertise to the project. 
Ultimately, four different individuals were 
selected and approached. Although assistance, 
information, comments and opinions were 
obtained in all cases, because of the lack of best 
evidence and the highly controversial nature 
of the subject matter involved, none of these 
four was willing to allow their name to be 
publiclv used in this report. The consensus was 
that while it might be possible to prove the 
documents as forgeries if some glaring incon¬ 
sistency or mistake was evident in them, in the 
absence of such a finding, it would be virtually 
impossible to prove them unquestionably au¬ 
thentic based upon photographic evidence 
alone. 

If the MJ-12 documents had been the only 
factors involved, perhaps the investigation 
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(b) The signatures in question were not written "in 
succession" to one-another. 

(2) The old saw that “no two signatures can 
be exactly alike" is true only when “speaking 
microscopically and not as the carpenter 
measures. " In other words, if the two Tru¬ 
man signatures in question here were ex¬ 
actly identical in every detail, an argument 
that both might be authentic would be al¬ 
most impossible to defend. As has been 
demonstrated, however, while thesignatures 
appear to be extremely similar to the un¬ 
aided eye (i.e. “as the carpenter measures"), 
they are clearly dissimilar in a number of 
ways when examined “microscopically". 
Indeed, given the width of the lines, they 
cannot even have beenwritten with the sam e 
pen; nor are there any unusual tremors vis¬ 
ible which, according to Osborn, would be 
clear evidence of a traced or hand-copied 
forgery. 

This leaves only the question of whether the 
two signatures are “suspiciously” similar. 
“Suspicion", implying as it does, doubt or mis¬ 
trust without proof, is a difficult concept to deal 
with in a study such as this. Certainly those 
individuals who blindly debunk anything hav¬ 
ing to do with UFOs will continue to claim that 
the “TM" must be a fabrication because of the 
“suspicious" nature of the signature thereon. 
Others, recognizing that debunkers are natu¬ 
rally suspicious of anything that challenges 
their narrow-minded concepts of reality, will 
no doubt sift the evidence carefully and find no 
reason for suspicion whatsoever. Yet, if suspi¬ 
cion implies doubt, then given the circum¬ 
stances it does not seem unreasonable to re¬ 
tain certain doubts about this document. Only 
the availability of an original for expert exami¬ 
nation could dispel these, and that, unfortu¬ 
nately, is something which we do not have. 

ADDITIONAL FACTORS 

Only three additional things remain to be 
said here. The first is that the alleged number, 
“092447”, of the "Special Classified Executive 
Order” which, according to the “EB” is sup¬ 
posed to be the “TM” document, is essentially a 
non-number. While is is generally conceded 
that certain executive orders do exist which 
have never seen the light of day due to their 
continued security classifications (most of 
these, however, from the Johnson administra¬ 
tion duringthe Viet Nam War era), and while it 
is equally conceded that there is no real re¬ 


quirement that execu;:-v orders be numbered 
according to any speci'V system, the particu¬ 
lar method o: number ^ witnessed with re- 
tn tHp u \ \ situation is certainly 

untqueto anC'.e’s pledge in the public 
sector Of cc*~*^ 0 * it "Ciiis-ins possiblo tficit 
extraordinary cmcumsm'’Ces caused Truman 
to go outside the estabTs'^d system, but in the 
absence of evidence th-> must be considered 
speculation. 

Secondly, a curious or "mem made by one of 
the questioned document experts who was 
consulted dur.r.c the cc-ose of this investiga¬ 
tion seems to bear re poo--tig here. According 
to this individual, the pc-sstbility that the infor¬ 
mation in the 'TM’ is correct while the docu¬ 
ment itself may be a fetation should not be 
ruled out. Apc-arentlv ro oases involving leaks 
of sensitive information the retyping or re¬ 
casting of documents is rot especially uncom¬ 
mon to the process. 

Finally, two points ot evidence suggest that 
something occurred or, September 24, 1947 
which seriously upset oecretary of Defense 
James Forrestal. The first is that when penning 
an entry into his persona, diary concerning his 
meeting that day at the White House with 
President Truman and Dr.. Bush, he errone¬ 
ously gave the date as September 25th and 
referred to Dr. Bush as ‘Mr. ■ 25 Sept. 1947, 

he wrote, “Saw the President today with Mr. 
Bush." While both mistakes seem odd for the 
usually meticulous Mr ' orrestal, what seems 
even more significant is that within a hour or so 
after leaving his meeting at the White House, 
he presented himself at > be District of Colum¬ 
bia’s Metropolitan Police Department and 
secured a permit to carry a concealed per¬ 
sonal firearm (Smith & Wesson revolver).(26) 


THE CUTLER-WINING MEMO 
(JUL. l Q 85) 


T he story of ilm circumstances lead¬ 
ing'to the clr.covery of the Cutler- 
Twimng Memorandum (“CT") is a 
lengthyonc, most of which is better 
saved for another forum because it is not di¬ 
rectly pertinent to this > upert. Since our pur¬ 
pose is to present an analysis ofthe document 
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itself, coverage ofbackground material should 
necessarily be limited to only those facts and 
events which directly contribute to that objec¬ 
tive. With that in mind, the essentials are 
these: 

From roughly August, 1979 through mid-1987, 
Moore maintained Post Office Box 189 in Dewey, 
Arizona as a correspondence address. Follow¬ 
ing his move to California in early 1983, this 
address saw considerably less use, but Moore 
continued to maintain it anyway and to check 
its contents once every few months during 
trips to visit his children then living in nearby 
Prescott. Occasionally, when periods of sev¬ 
eral months had passed without his being able 
to visit Dewey, Moore would phone the local 
postmaster and ask if any first class mail had 
accumulated. If some had, Moore would then 
arrange for the postmaster to place it all in a 
large envelope and forward same to him in 
California. Such was the case in the early part 
of March, 1985. 

The packet arrived several days later. Among 
the various items therein was an unusual postal 
card which, based upon the stamp, had been 
mailed from New Zealand, but (according to 
the fine print) had been procured from the 
Ethiopian Tourism Commission, Box 189, Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia. (Note that the box number 
<189> is the same aMoore’sP.O. box in Dewey.) 

It was impossible to determine when or from 
what city the card had been mailed since that 
part of the cancellation had run off the edge of 
the card. (A second, similar card which arrived 
several monthslater, however, was postmarked 
Christchurch.) It was also not possible to de¬ 
termine when the card had arrived, except to 
say that it must have been sometime between 
the Christmas holidays of 1984 (when Moore 
had last checked the box) and the time that 
Moore called the Dewey postmaster. 

The message on the card was typewritten and 
enigmatic. Part of it read: 

“When doors won't open, search for win¬ 
dows. Add some zest to your trip to Washing¬ 
ton; Try Reece's pieces. For a stylish look, 

shop Suit Land ." 

At the time the card arrived, Moore and 
Shandera weren’t planning any trip to Wash¬ 
ington but, as coincidence would have it, Fried¬ 
man was already there. Moore called Fried¬ 
man at his motel and read the card to him over 


the phone. Both concurred that the reference 
to “Reece’s pieces" probably meant Ed Reese, 
who was associated with the then Modern 
Military Branch of the National Archives and 
whom Stanton had planned to see anyway. (It 
took Shandera to point out that Reece’s Pieces 
was the candy that Elliott gave to E.T. in the 
movie.) Suitland, of course, is the site of a large 
federal documents repository associated with 
the Archives. 

When Friedman checked with Ed Reese, he 
was informed that arrangements had been 
made by the Air Force to declassify a large 
block of files which had originated with the 
Intelligence Directorate between 1946 and 1955. 
and that many of these had originally beenTop 
Secret. Curiously, according to Reese, the Air 
Force seemed to be giving some priority to this 
project and was taking some unusual steps in 
the process— like sending over a number of 
declassification officers directly from the Pen¬ 
tagon to handle the task. There was also a 
block of old Air Technical Intelligence Center 
(ATIC) records from Suitland which specifi¬ 
cally dealt with former Air Force UFO projects 
(mostly SIGN and GRUDGE), which were also 
being released as part of this process. Fried¬ 
man made arrangements to be kept informed 
of the progress of the declassification process. 

The original plan was for Moore, Shandera 
and Friedman to go to Washington as soon as 
the documents were available for inspection, 
but as things worked out only Moore and Shan¬ 
dera were ultimately able to make the trip. 
They departed on Monday, July 15,1985, about 
a week after they had been informed that the 
documents were ready. On Thursday, July 18, 
after having searched through nearly 100 boxes 
of material, Shandera discovered the “CT". It 
was inbox number 189 (1) ofRecord Group 341, 
immediately adjacent to file folder 4-1846. 
(Moore and Shandera have plans to publish a 
full account of the circumstances leading up to 
the finding of the “CT” at a later date. Mean¬ 
while, readers will find a few additional details 
in Friedman’s report.) 

PHYSICAL APPEARANCE 

A copy of the “CT" memorandum is repro¬ 
duced herein as Appendix I. It is an unsigned 
faded-blue carbon copy of an original on onion¬ 
skin paper which bears the watermarks^ Dic¬ 
tation Onionskin" and what appears to be Fox

The Origin, Identity, and Purpose of MJ-12. May 23, 1989. 

Updated November 21, 1990 

"...I originally wrote this piece as a research paper. It was first 
delivered at the MUFON Symposium on July 2, 1989, in Las Vegas, Nevada. 
Most of this knowledge comes directly from, or as a result of my own 
research into the TOP SECRET/MAJIC material WHICH I SAW AND READ 
between the years 1970 and 1973 as a member of the Intelligence 
Briefing Team of the Commander in Chief of the Pacific Fleet. Since 
some of this information was derived from sources that I cannot divulge 
for obvious reasons, and from published sources which I cannot vouch 
for...(this) must be termed a hypothesis. I firmly believe that if the 
aliens are real, THIS IS THE TRUE NATURE OF THE BEAST. 


It is the only scenario THAT ANSWERS ALL THE QUESTIONS and places the 
various fundamental mysteries in an arena that makes sense. It is the 
only explanation which shows the chronology of events and demonstrates 
that the chronologies, when assembled, match perfectly. The bulk of 
this I believe to be true if the material that I viewed in the Navy is 
authentic. As for the rest, I do not know, and that is why this paper 
must be termed a hypothesis. Most historic and current available 

evidence supports this hypothesis. 


"During the years following World War II the government of the United 
States was confronted with a series of events which were to change 
beyond prediction its future and with it the future of humanity. These 
events were so incredible that they defied belief. A stunned President 
Truman and his top military commanders found themselves virtually 
impotent after having just won the most devastating and costly war in 

history. 


"The United States had developed, used, and was the only nation on 
earth in possession of the atomic bomb. This new weapon had the 
potential to destroy an enemy, and even the Earth itself. At that time 
the United States had the best economy, the most advanced technology, 
the highest standard of living, exerted the most influence, and fielded 
the largest and most powerful military forces in history. We can only 
imagine the confusion and concern when the informed elite of the United 
States Government discovered that an alien spacecraft piloted by 
'insect-like' beings from a totally incomprehensible culture had 
crashed in the desert of New Mexico. 
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"Between January 1947 and December 1952 at least 16 crashed or downed 
alien craft, 65 bodies, and 1 live alien were recovered. An additional 
alien craft had exploded and nothing was recovered from that incident.

A total of 17 alien bodies 
were recovered from those two crafts. Of even greater significance was 
the discovery of a large number of human body parts stored within both 
of these vehicles. A demon had reared its head and paranoia quickly 
took hold of everyone 'in the know.' The Secret lid immediately became 
a Top Secret lid and was screwed down tight. THE SECURITY BLANKET WAS 
EVEN TIGHTER THAN THAT IMPOSED UPON THE MANHATTAN PROJECT. 


In the coming years these events were to become the most closely 
guarded secrets in the history of the world. "A special group of 
America's top scientists were organized under the name Project SIGN in 
December 1947 to study the phenomena. The whole nasty business was 
contained. Project SIGN evolved into Project GRUDGE in December 1948. A 
low- level collection and disinformation project named BLUE BOOK was 
formed under GRUDGE. Sixteen volumes were to come out of GRUDGE. 'Blue 
Teams' were put together to recover the crashed disks or live aliens. 
The Blue Teams were later to evolve into Alpha Teams under Project 

POUNCE. 


"DURING THESE EARLY YEARS THE UNITED STATES AIR FORCE AND THE CENTRAL 
INTELLIGENCE AGENCY EXERCISED COMPLETE CONTROL OVER THE 'ALIEN SECRET.' 

In fact, the CIA was formed by Presidential Executive Order first as 
the Central Intelligence Group for the express purpose of dealing with 
the alien presence. Later the National Security Act was passed, 
establishing it as the Central Intelligence Agency. 


"The National Security Council was established to oversee the 
intelligence community and especially the alien endeavor. A series of 
National Security Council memos and Executive orders removed the CIA 
from the sole task of gathering foreign intelligence and slowly but 
thoroughly 'legalized' direct action in the form of covert activities 

at home and abroad. 
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"On December 9, 1947, Truman approved issuance of NSC-4, entitled 
'Coordination of Foreign Intelligence Information Measures' at the 
urging of the Secretaries Marshall, Forrestal, Patterson, and the 
director of the State Department's Policy Planning Staff, George 

Kennan. 


"The FOREIGN AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE, BOOK 1, 'Final Report of the 
Select Committee to Study Governmental Operations with Respect to 
Intelligence Activities,' United States Senate, 94th Congress, 2nd 
Session, Report No. 94-755, April 26, 1976, p. 49. states: 'This 
directive empowered the Secretary to coordinate oversees information 
activities designed to counter communism.' 


"A Top Secret annex to NSC-4, NSC-4A, instructed the director of 
Central Intelligence to undertake covert psychological activities in 
pursuit of the aims set forth in NSC-4. The initial authority given the 
CIA for covert operations under NSC-4A did not establish formal 
procedures for either coordinating or approving these operations. It 
simply directed the DCI to 'undertake covert actions and to ensure, 
through liaison with Senate and Defense, that the resulting operations 

were consistent with American policy.' 


"Later NSC-10/1 and NSC-10/2 were to supersede NSC-4 and NSC-4A and 
expand the covert abilities even further. The Office of Policy 
Coordination (OPC) was chartered to carry out an expanded program of 
covert activities. NSC-10/1 and NSC-10/2 validated illegal and 
extralegal practices and procedures as being agreeable to the national 
security leadership. The reaction was swift. In the eyes of the 
intelligence community 'no holds were barred.' Under NSC-10/1 an 
Executive Coordination Group was established to review, but not 
approve, covert project proposals. The ECG was secretly tasked to 
coordinate the alien projects. NSC-10/1 & /2 were interpreted to mean 
that no one at the top wanted to know about anything until it was over 

and successful. 


"These actions established a buffer between the President and the 
information. It was intended that this buffer serve as a means for the 
President to deny knowledge if leaks divulged the true state of 
affairs. This buffer was used in later years for the purpose of 
effectively isolating succeeding Presidents from any knowledge of the 
alien presence OTHER THAN WHAT THE SECRET GOVERNMENT AND THE 
INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY WANTED THEM TO KNOW. NSC-10/2 established a 
study panel which met secretly and was made up of the scientific minds 
of the day. The study panel was not called MJ-12. Another NSC memo, 
NSC-10/5 further outlined the duties of the study panel. These NSC 
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memos and secret Executive orders SET THE STAGE FOR THE CREATION OF 

MJ-12 ONLY FOUR YEARS LATER. 


"SECRETARY OF DEFENSE JAMES FORRESTAL OBJECTED TO THE SECRECY. 

He was a very idealistic and religious man. He believed that the public 
should be told. James Forrestal was also one of the first known 
abductees. When he began to talk to leaders of the opposition party and 
leaders of the Congress about the alien problem he was asked to resign 
by Truman. He expressed his fears to many people. Rightfully, he 
believed that he was being watched. This was interpreted by those who 
were ignorant of the facts as paranoia. Forrestal later was said to 
have suffered a mental breakdown. He was ordered to the mental ward of 
Bethesda Naval Hospital. In spite of the fact that THE ADMINISTRATION 
HAD NO AUTHORITY TO HAVE HIM COMMITTED, the order was carried out. In 
fact, it was feared that Forrestal would begin to talk again. He had to 
be isolated and discredited. His family and friends were denied 

permission to visit. 


Finally, on May 21, 1949, Forrestal's brother made a fateful decision. 
HE NOTIFIED AUTHORITIES THAT HE INTENDED TO REMOVE JAMES FROM BETHESDA 
on May 22. Sometime in the early morning of May 22, 1949, agents of the 
CIA tied a sheet around James Forrestal's neck, fastened the other end 
to a fixture in his room, then threw James Forrestal out the window. 
The sheet tore and he plummeted to his death. James Forrestal's secret 
diaries were confiscated by the CIA and were kept in the White House 
for many years. Due to public demand the diaries were eventually 
rewritten and published in a sanitized version. The real diary 
information was later furnished by the CIA in book form to an agent who 
published the material as fiction. THE NAME OF THE AGENT IS WHITLEY 
STRIEBER and the book is 'MAJESTIC'. James Forrestal became one of the 

first victims of the cover-up. 


"The live alien that had been found wandering in the desert from the 
1949 Roswell crash was named EBE. The name had been suggested by Dr. 
Vannevar Bush and was short for Extraterrestrial Biological Entity. EBE 
HAD A TENDENCY TO LIE, and for over a year would give only the desired 
answer to questions asked. Those questions which would have resulted in 
an undesirable answer went unanswered. At one point during the second 
year of captivity he began to open up. The information derived from EBE 
was startling, to say the least. This compilation of his revelations 
became the foundation of what would later be called the 'Yellow Book.' 
Photographs were taken of EBE which, among others, I was to view years 

later in Project Grudge. 


"President Truman created the supersecret National Security Agency 
(NSA) by secret Executive order on November 4, 1952. Its primary 
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purpose was to decipher the alien communications, language, and 
establish a dialogue with the extraterrestrials. The most urgent task 
was a continuation of the earlier effort. The secondary purpose of the 
NSA was to monitor all communications and emissions from any and all 
electronic devices worldwide for the purpose of gathering intelligence, 
both human and alien, AND TO CONTAIN THE SECRET OF THE ALIEN PRESENCE. 
Project SIGMA was successful. "The NSA also MAINTAINS COMMUNICATIONS 
WITH THE LUNA BASE AND OTHER SECRET SPACE PROGRAMS. 


"By executive order of the President, the NSA is exempt from all laws 
which do not specifically name the NSA in the text of the law as being 
subject to that law. That means that if the agency is not spelled out 
in the text on any and every law passed by the Congress it is not 
subject to that or those laws. The NSA now performs many other duties 
and in fact is the premier agency within the intelligence network. 
Today the NSA receives approximately 75 per cent of the monies allotted 
to the intelligence community. The old saying 'where the money goes 
therein the power resides' is true. The DCI today is a figurehead 
maintained as a public ruse. The primary task of the NSA is still alien 
communications, but now includes other extraterrestrial projects as well. 

"President Truman had been keeping our allies, including the Soviet 
Union, informed of the developing alien problem. THIS HAD BEEN DONE IN 
CASE THE ALIENS TURNED OUT TO BE A THREAT TO THE HUMAN RACE. 


"PLANS WERE FORMULATED TO DEFEND THE EARTH IN CASE OF INVASION. 
Great difficulty was encountered in maintaining international secrecy. 
It was decided that an outside group was necessary to coordinate and 
control international efforts in order to hide the secret from the 
normal scrutiny of governments by the press. The result was the 
formation of a secret ruling body which became known as the 
Bilderberger Group. The group was formed and met for the first time in 
1952. They were named after the first publicly known meeting place, the 
Bilderberg Hotel. That public meeting took place in 1954. They were 
nicknamed the Bilderbergers. The headquarters of this group is Geneva, 
Switzerland. The Bilderbergers evolved into a secret world government 
that now controls everything. The United Nations was then, and is now, 

an international joke. 


"Beginning in 1953 a new president occupied the White House. He was a 
man used to a structured staff organization with a chain of command. 
His method was to delegate authority and rule by committee. He made his 
decisions, but only when his advisors were unable to come up with a 
consensus. His normal method was to read through or listen to several 
alternatives and then approve one. Those who worked closely with him 
have stated that his favorite comment was, 'Just do whatever it takes.' 
He spent a lot of time on the golf course. This was not unusual for a 
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man who had been career Army with the ultimate position of Supreme 
Allied Commander during the war, a post which had earned him five 
stars. The President was General of the Army Dwight David Eisenhower. 


"During his first year in office, 1953, at least 10 more crashed discs 
were recovered along with 26 dead and 4 live aliens. Of the 10, 4 were 
found in Arizona, 2 in Texas, 1 in New Mexico, 1 in Louisiana, 1 in 
Montana, and 1 in South Africa. There were hundreds of sightings. 


"Eisenhower knew that he had to wrestle and beat the alien problem. He 
knew that he could not do it by revealing the secret to Congress. Early 
in 1953 the new President turned to his friend and fellow member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations Nelson Rockefeller. EISENHOWER AND 
ROCKEFELLER BEGAN PLANNING THE SECRET STRUCTURE OF THE ALIEN- TASK 
SUPERVISION, which became a reality within one year. The idea for MJ-12 

was thus born. 


"It was Nelson's uncle Winthrop Aldrich who had been crucial in 
convincing Eisenhower to run for President. The whole Rockefeller 
family and with them, the Rockefeller empire, had solidly backed Ike. 
Eisenhower belonged heart and soul to the Council on Foreign Relations 
and the Rockefeller family. ASKING ROCKEFELLER FOR HELP WITH THE ALIEN 
PROBLEM WAS TO BE THE BIGGEST MISTAKE EISENHOWER EVER MADE FOR THE 
FUTURE OF THE UNITED STATES AND MAYBE FOR HUMANITY. 


"Within a week of Eisenhower's election he had appointed Nelson 
Rockefeller chairman of a Presidential Advisory Committee on Government 
Organization. Rockefeller was responsible for planning the 
reorganization of government, something he had dreamed of for many 
years. New Deal programs went into one single cabinet position called 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare. When the Congress 
approved the new Cabinet position in April 1953, Nelson was named to 
the post of Under- secretary to Oveta Culp Hobby. 


"In 1953 astronomers discovered large objects in space which were 
tracked moving toward the Earth. It was first believed that they were 
asteroids. Later evidence proved that the objects could only be 
spaceships. Project SIGMA intercepted alien radio communications. When 
the objects reached the Earth they took up very high geosynchronous 
orbit(s) around the equator. There were several huge ships, and their 
actual intent was unknown. Project SIGMA and a new project, PLATO, 
through radio communications using the computer binary language, were 
able to arrange a landing that resulted in face-to-face contact with 
alien beings from another planet. The landing took place in the desert. 
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The movie, 'CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND' is a fictionalized 
version of the actual event. Project PLATO was tasked with establishing 
diplomatic relations with this race of space aliens. A hostage was left 
with us as a pledge that they would return and formalize a treaty." 


"In the meantime," Cooper continues, "a race of humanoid aliens landed 
at Homestead Air Force Base in Florida and successfully communicated 
with the U.S. government. THIS GROUP WARNED US AGAINST THE RACE 
ORBITING THE EQUATOR AND OFFERED TO HELP US WITH OUR SPIRITUAL 
DEVELOPMENT. THEY DEMANDED THAT WE DISMANTLE AND DESTROY OUR NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS AS THE MAJOR CONDITION. THEY REFUSED TO EXCHANGE TECHNOLOGY 
CITING THAT WE WERE SPIRITUALLY UNABLE TO HANDLE THE TECHNOLOGY WE 
ALREADY POSSESSED. THESE OVERTURES WERE REJECTED on the grounds that it 
would be foolish to disarm in the face of such an uncertain future. 
There was no track record to read from. IT MAY HAVE BEEN AN UNFORTUNATE 

DECISION. 


"A third landing at Muroc, now Edwards Air Force Base, took place in 
1954. The base was closed for three days and no one was allowed to 
enter or leave during that time. The historical event had been planned 
in advance. Details of a treaty had been agreed upon. Eisenhower 
arranged to be in Palm Springs on vacation. On the appointed day the 
President was spirited to the base. The excuse was given to the press 
that he was visiting a dentist. Witnesses to the event have stated that 
three UFOs flew over the base and then landed. Antiaircraft batteries 
were undergoing live-fire training and the startled personnel actually 
fired at the crafts as they passed overhead... the shells missed and no 

one was injured. 


"President Eisenhower met with the aliens on February 20,1954, and a 

formal treaty between the alien nation and the United States of America 

was signed. We then received our first alien ambassador from outer 

space. Fie was the hostage that had been left at the first landing in 

the desert. His name was 'His Omni- potent Highness Crilll or Krilll,' 

pronounced Crill or Krill. In the American tradition of disdain for 

royal titles he was secretly called 'ORIGINAL HOSTAGE CRILL, OR KRILL.' 

Shortly after this meeting President Eisenhower suffered a heart attack . 


"Four others present at the meeting were Franklin Allen of the HEARST 
NEWSPAPERS, Edwin Nourse of BROOKINGS INSTITUTE), Gerald Light of 
METAPHYSICAL RESEARCH fame, and CATHOLIC BISHOP MacIntyre of Los 
Angeles. Their reaction was judged as a microcosm of what the public 
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reaction might be. Based on this reaction, it was decided that the 
public could not be told. Later studies confirmed the decision as 

sound. 


"An emotionally revealing letter written by Gerald Light spells out in 

chilling detail: 'My dear friends: I have just returned from Muroc. The 

report is true -- devastatingly true! I made the journey in company 

with Franklin Allen of the Hearst papers and Edwin Nourse of Brookings 

Institute (Truman's erstwhile financial advisor) and Bishop MacIntyre 

of L.A. (confidential names for the present, please). When we were 

allowed to enter the restricted section (after about six hours in which 

we were checked on every possible item, event, incident and aspect of 

our personal and public lives), I HAD THE DISTINCT FEELING THAT THE 

WORLD HAD COME TO AN END WITH FANTASTIC REALISM. FOR I HAVE NEVER SEEN 

SO MANY HUMAN BEINGS IN A STATE OF COMPLETE COLLAPSE AND CONFUSION, AS 

THEY REALIZED THAT THEIR OWN WORLD HAD INDEED ENDED WITH SUCH FINALITY 

AS TO BEGGAR DESCRIPTION.' 


'THE REALITY OF 'OTHER-PLANE' AEROFORMS IS NOW AND FOREVER REMOVED FROM 
THE REALMS OF SPECULATION AND MADE A RATHER PAINFUL PART OF THE 

CONSCIOUSNESS OF EVERY RESPONSIBLE SCIENTIFIC AND POLITICAL GROUP. 


During my two days' visit I saw five separate and distinct types of 
aircraft being studied and handled by our Air Force officials - with 

the assistance and permission of the Etherians! 


"I have no words to express my reactions. It has finally happened. It 
is now a matter of history. President Eisenhower, as you may already 
know, was spirited over to Muroc one night during his visit to Palm 
Springs recently. And it is my conviction that he will ignore the 
terrific conflict between the various 'authorities' and go directly to 
the people via radio and television - if the impasse continues much 

longer. FROM WHAT I COULD GATHER, AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT TO THE COUNTRY 
IS BEING PREPARED FOR DELIVERY ABOUT THE MIDDLE OF MAY." 


"We know that no such announcement was ever made. The silence-control 

group won that day. We also know that two more ships, for which we can 

find no witnesses, either landed sometime after the three or were 

already at the base before the three landed. Gerald Light specifically 

states that five ships were present and were undergoing study by the 

Air Force. HIS METAPHYSICAL EXPERIENCE IS EVIDENT IN THAT HE CALLS THE 
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ENTITIES 'ETHERIANS.' Gerald Light capitalized 'Etherians,' calling 
attention to the fact that these beings might have been viewed as gods 

by Mr. Light. 


"The alien emblem was known as the 'Trilateral Insignia' and was 
displayed on the craft and worn on the alien uniforms. Both of those 

landings and the second meeting were filmed. These films exist today. 


"The treaty stated that the aliens would not interfere in our affairs 

and we would not interfere in theirs. WE WOULD KEEP THEIR PRESENCE ON 

EARTH A SECRET. They would furnish us with advanced technology and 

would help us in our tech- nological development. They would not make 

any treaty with any other Earth nation. THEY COULD ABDUCT HUMANS ON A 

LIMITED AND PERIODIC BASIS FOR THE PURPOSE OF MEDICAL EXAMINATION AND 

MONITORING OF OUR DEVELOPMENT, WITH THE STIPULATION THAT THE HUMANS 

WOULD NOT BE HARMED, WOULD BE RETURNED TO THEIR POINT OF ABDUCTION, AND 

WOULD HAVE NO MEMORY OF THE EVENT, AND THAT THE ALIEN NATION WOULD 

FURNISH MAJESTY TWELVE WITH A LIST OF ALL HUMAN CONTACTS AND ABDUCTEES 

ON A REGULARLY SCHEDULED BASIS. 


"It was agreed that each nation would receive the ambassador of the 

other for as long as the treaty remained in force. It was further 

agreed that the alien nation and the United States would exchange 16 

personnel with the purpose of learning of each other. The alien 

'guests' would remain on earth. THE HUMAN 'GUESTS' WOULD TRAVEL TO THE 

ALIEN POINT OF ORIGIN FOR A SPECIFIED PERIOD OF TIME, then return, at 

which point a reverse exchange would be made. A reenactment of this 

event was dramatized in the movie 'CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND.' 


A tipoff to who works for whom can be determined BY THE FACT THAT DR. 

J. ALLEN HYNEK SERVED AS THE TECHNICAL ADVISOR FOR THE FILM. I noticed 
that the Top Secret report containing the official version of the truth 
of the alien question, entitled project GRUDGE, which I read while in 
the Navy, was co-authored by LT. COL. FRIEND and DR. J. ALLEN HYNEK, 

WHO WAS CITED AS A CIA ASSET attached to Project GRUDGE - Dr. Hynek, 
the one who debunked many legitimate UFO incidents when he functioned 
as the scientific member of the very public Project BLUEBOOK. Dr. Hynek 
is the man responsible for the infamous 'it was only swamp gas' 

statement. 


"It was agreed that bases would be constructed underground for the use 
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of the alien nation and that TWO BASES would be constructed for the 
joint use of the alien nation and the United States Government. 

Exchange of technology would take place in the jointly occupied bases. 

THESE ALIEN BASES WOULD BE CONSTRUCTED UNDER INDIAN RESERVATIONS IN THE 
FOUR CORNERS AREA OF UTAH, COLORADO, NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA, and one 

would be constructed in an area known as Dreamland. 


"Dreamland was built in the MOJAVE desert near, or in, a place called 
Yucca. I cannot remember if it was Yucca Valley, Yucca Flat, or Yucca 
Proving Ground, but Yucca Valley is what I always seem to want to say. 

MORE UFO SIGHTINGS AND INCIDENTS OCCUR IN THE MOJAVE DESERT OF 
CALIFORNIA THAN ANY OTHER PLACE IN THE WORLD. So many, in fact, that no 
one even bothers to make reports. Anyone who ventures into the desert 
to talk to the residents will be astounded by the frequency of activity 
and with the degree of acceptance demon- strated by those who have come 

to regard UFOs as normal. 


"All alien areas are under complete control of the Naval Department, 
according to the documents I read. All personnel who work in these 
complexes receive their checks from the Navy through a subcontractor. 

The checks never make reference to the govern- ment or the Navy. 

Construction of the bases began immediately, but progress was slow. 

LARGE AMOUNTS OF MONEY WERE MADE AVAILABLE IN 1957. Work continued on 

the Yellow Book. 


"Project REDLIGHT was formed and experiments in test-flying alien craft 
was begun in earnest. A super-Top Secret facility was built at Groom 
Lake in Nevada in the midst of the weapons test range. It was 
code-named Area 51. The installation was placed under the Department of 
the Navy and all personnel required a 'Q' clearance as well as 
Executive (Presidential, called MAJESTIC) approval. This was ironic, 
due to the fact that the President of the United States does not have 
clearance to visit the site. The alien base and exchange of technology 
actually took place in an area code-named Dreamland above ground, and 

the UNDERGROUND portion was dubbed 'the Dark Side of the Moon.' 


ACCORDING TO THE DOCUMENTATION I READ, AT LEAST 600 ALIEN BEINGS 
ACTUALLY RESIDE FULL TIME AT THIS SITE ALONG WITH AN UNKNOWN NUMBER OF 
SCIENTISTS AND CIA PERSONNEL. DUE TO THE FEAR OF IMPLANTATION, ONLY 
CERTAIN PEOPLE WERE ALLOWED TO INTERFACE WITH THE ALIEN BEINGS, AND

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"The Army was tasked to form a supersecret organization to furnish 

security for the alien-tasked projects. THIS ORGANI- ZATION BECAME THE 

NATIONAL RECONNAISSANCE ORGANIZATION BASED AT FORT CARSON, COLORADO. 

THE SPECIFIC TEAMS TRAINED TO SECURE THE PROJECTS WERE CALLED DELTA. 

LT. COL. JAMES 'BO' GRITZ WAS A DELTA FORCE COMMANDER. 


YOU SHOULD ALSO KNOW THAT TO DATE WE HAVE NOT EVEN BEGUN TO COME CLOSE 
TO PARITY WITH THE ALIENS. 


"...WE ARE BEING MANIPULATED BY A JOINT HUMAN/ ALIEN POWER STRUCTURE 

WHICH WILL RESULT IN A ONE- WORLD GOVERNMENT AND THE PARTIAL 

ENSLAVEMENT OF THE HUMAN RACE. This has been deemed necessary to solve 

the elemental question: 'Who will speak for planet Earth?' It has been 

decided that man is not mature enough in his 'evolutionary development' 

to be trusted to interact properly with an alien race. We .already have 

enough trouble between the different human races, so what would happen 

if a TOTALLY ALIEN extraterrestrial race was introduced? Would they by 

lynched, spit upon, or shot? Would discrimination result in nasty 

encounters that would doom humanity as a result of the alien's 

obviously superior technology? Have our leaders decided to lock us in a 

playpen? 


"...THE GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN TOTALLY DECEIVED AND WE ARE BEING 
MANIPULATED BY AN ALIEN POWER, WHICH WILL RESULT IN THE TOTAL 
ENSLAVEMENT AND/OR DESTRUCTION OF THE HUMAN RACE. WE MUST USE ANY AND 

EVERY MEANS AVAILABLE TO PREVENT THIS FROM HAPPENING." 


Bill Cooper, in addition to the above, also released a document titled 

"SECRET SOCIETIES AND THE NEW WORLD ORDER", which was later included in 

his book 'BEHOLD A PALE HORSE'. In reference to the 'Cult of the 

Serpent' which he claims is headquartered in Rome, he states: 


"...History is replete with whispers of secret societies... The oldest 
is the Brotherhood of the Snake, also called the Brotherhood of the 
Dragon, and it still exists under many different names. The Brotherhood 
of the Snake is devoted to guarding the 'secrets of the ages' and the 
recognition of Lucifer as the one and only true God... It's secret 

symbol is the all-seeing eye in the pyramid. 
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"...Houses of worship and sacrifice existed in the ancient cities. They 
were in fact temples built in honor of the many 'gods'... Most of the 
greatest minds that ever lived were initiated into the society of 
Mysteries by secret and dangerous rites, some of which were very cruel. 
Some of the most famous were known as Osiris, Isis, Sabazius, Cybele, 

and Eleusis. Plato was one of these initiates. 


"...the documents that I read while in Naval Intelligence stated that 
Project GALILEO required only five pounds of plutonium to ignite 
Jupiter and possibly stave off THE COMING ICE AGE. Global warming is a 
hoax. It is easier for the public to deal with and will give the ruling 
elite more time before panic and anarchy replace government. The 

reality is that overall global temperatures are becoming lower..." 


Cooper quotes from one (secret society) source: 

"'The initiated elect communicate directly to gods (ALIENS) who 
communicate back to them... The elect are given knowledge of the 
Mysteries and are illumined and are thus known as The Illuminati or the 

Illuminated Ones, the guardians of the 'Secrets of the Ages.'" 


"...Adam Weishaupt, a young professor of canon law at Ingolstadt 
University in Germany, was a Jesuit priest and an initiate of the 
Illuminati. The branch of the Order he founded in Germany in 1776 was 
the same Illuminati previously discussed. The Jesuit connection is 

important. 


"...On the obverse of the Great Seal of the United States the wise will 
recognize the all-seeing eye and other signs of the Brotherhood of the 
Snake... The Brotherhood of the Snake is adept at throwing out decoys 

to keep the dogs at bay. 


"...Allegations that the Freemason organizations were infiltrated by 
the Illuminati during Weishaupt's reign are hogwash. The Freemasons 
have ALWAYS contained the core of Illuminati within their ranks, and 
that is why they so freely and so willingly took in and hid the members 

of Weishaupt's group. 


"...In 1826 an American Freemason wrote a book revealing Masonic 
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secrets entitled 'ILLUSTRATIONS OF FREEMASONRY'. One of the secrets 
that he revealed is that the last mystery at the top of the Masonic 
pyramid is the worship of Lucifer... Morgan caused a small uproar 
against the Masons. The small uproar turned into a full blown 
anti-Freemason movement when the author, William Morgan, disappeared. 

Morgan had apparently been drowned in Lake Ontario. 


"...Probably the most notorious Freemason lodge is the P2 lodge in 
Italy. This group has been implicated in everything from bribery to 
assassinations. P2 is directly connected to the Vatican, the Knights of 
Malta, and to the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency.

They further believe that everything that they 
do is for the ultimate betterment and survival of humankind -- even if

OVERVIEW 

The Top Secret Operation Majestic-12 was established by order of President Harry S. Truman in 1947 . 


Operation Majestic-12, was created to take charge of the technical, sociological and other aspects of the 
crashed UFOs and the small alien occupants, dead or alive, that were recovered. In later years this 
operation evolved into and became known as MAJI (the Majority Agency for Joint Intelligence). 

MAJI is the most secret of all intelligence groups and out-ranks all other intelligence agencies including the 
National Security Agency (NSA) and the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). 

MAJI is responsible directly and "only" to the President of the United States. 


MAJIC / MAJI 

The TOP SECRET / MAJI project control group is responsible for every aspect of interface with the alien 
life forms including security and intelligence, and disinformation to prevent public or foreign disclosure of 
the alien presence. (This is why all documents referring to "M J-12" or any other form of that name are 
wrong). 

MAJI is on-going in Washington DC. 

• MAJIC: Is the security classification of all MAJI and Aquarius information. MAJIC 
means "MAJI CONTROLLED." MAJIC is the highest security classification in the nation. 


• MJ-1: DIRECTOR OF MAJI. The Director of the CIA is usually MJ-1 and reports only 
to the President. Other members of MAJI are designated MJ-2, MJ-3, MJ-4, etc. This is 
the reason MJ-12 cannot be used as a name for the control group as it would cause 
confusion in meaning, i.e., (Is it referring to MJ-12 the person or MJ-12 the group.) Any 
reference to MJ-12 is to a person and nothing else. References and documents referring 
to "MJ-12" as a "Group" are incorrect. 

MAJI, originally was known as Majestic-12, a group consisting of twelve members. 

This group was made up of a team representing selected government officials, U.S. intelligence personnel, 
highly trained scientists, business executives and military personnel. All were sworn to total secrecy. MAJI 
has continued its covert activities with the knowledge and consent of the last eight Presidents. 

The group continues to function today and has had the responsibility of establishing an ongoing 
relationship dating from 1964, with UFO beings (the Greys) from the third planet of the star system Zeta 
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Reticuli. 

Information forwarded to and the activity of MAJI has always been assigned an Above "Top Secret 
classification," known as MAJIC. 

MAJI, to conceal its existence, adopted the cover name of "Majestic-12." It created numerous covert and 
compartmented sub-divisions such as Projects Aquarius, Sigma, Snowbird and Garnet, to name a few. 
These projects were sheltered by MAJI and directed by select personnel of the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) and the National Security Agency (NSA). 

By secret Executive Memorandum NSC 5410, Eisenhower had preceded NSC 5412/1 in 1954 to 
establish a permanent committee to be known as Majority Twelve to oversee and conduct all covert 
activities concerned with the alien question. NSC 5412/1 was created to explain the purpose of these 
meetings when Congress and the news media became curious. 


Majority Twelve was made up of: 

• Nelson Rockefeller 

• the director of the CIA Allen Welsh Dulles 

• the Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 

• the Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson 

• the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff Admiral Arthur W. Radford 

• the Director of the FBI J. Edgar Hoover 

• six men from the executive committee of the Council on Foreign Relations known as 
the "Wise Men" 

These men were all members of a secret society of scholars that called themselves "The Jason Society," or 
"The Jason Scholars" who recruited their members from the "Skull and Bones" and the "Scroll and Key" 
societies of Harvard and Yale. 

The "Wise Men" were key members of the Council on Foreign Relations. There were twelve members 
including the first six from Government positions thus Majority Twelve. 


This group was made up over the years of the top officers and directors of the Council on Foreign Relations 
and later the Trilateral Commission. 

• Gordon Dean 

• George Bush 

• Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
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...were among them. 

The most important and influential of the "Wise Men" who served on Majestic-12 were, 

• John McCloy 

• Robert Lovett 

• Averell Harriman 

• Charles Bohlen 

• George Kennan 

• Dean Acheson 

It is significant that President Eisenhower as well as the first six Majestic-12 members from the 
Government were also members of the Council on Foreign Relations. 


However, not all the "Wise Men" attended Harvard or Yale and not all of them were chosen from the "Skull 
and Bones" or "Scroll and Key" membership during their college years. [{Research indicates that various 
members were chosen on an ongoing basis by invitation based upon merit and was not confined to those 
who had attended only Harvard or Yale}] 


Further information regarding this can be obtained from the book "The Wise Men" by Walter Issacson and 
Even Thomas, Simon and Schuster, New York. 

A chosen few were later initiated into the Jason Society. They are all members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations and at that time were known as the "Eastern Establishment." The Jason Society is alive and well 
today but has expanded to include members of the Trilateral Commission as well. The Trilateralists' existed 
secretly several years before 1973.

The Secret Government and The Origin, Identity and Purpose of MJ-12 


BACKGROUND 


In 1947 and again in the early 1950's, Army and Air Force military units - on direct orders from the 
Pentagon - rushed to various sites of UFO crashes located in the Southwestern part of the United States 
and carted away the unearthly remains. Remains consisting of both crashed UFOs and their alien 
occupants. The 1947 events prompted the creation of Operation Majestic-12 by President Truman. 

The wreckage and dead bodies obtained from these early crash retrievals were originally stored at Wright 
Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio. 


According to military sources who later went against orders and decided to talk, Hangar 18 was used for 
this purpose. All reports of crashed UFOs and extraterrestrial contacts have always bypassed normal 
reporting procedures and channels of the military, and other intelligence agencies. Instead, they were sent 
directly to Project Aquarius. 

All "hard" information regarding UFOs was routed directly to Operation Majestic-12. This explains why 
other intelligence agencies and Project Bluebook, [the official and public Air Force investigative activity] 
never received this information or knew about crashed UFOs, recovered spacecraft, or alien beings. 

In later years, a joint CIA/AF covert operation, using six C-124 aircraft, recovered the wreckage, 
instruments, dead bodies and alien artifacts of crashed UFOs from Wright Patterson and other Air Force 
bases, world-wide, and moved them to a newly-built, underground, storage facility at Edwards Air Force, 
California. 


The entrance to this underground facility is through a hangar located at the end of the same runway now 
used by NASA's space shuttles. According to eye-witness testimony, the CIA agent in charge of this covert 
operation, wearing the uniform of an AF Colonel, was William C. Cooper. 


Note : The information in the preceding paragraph was supplied by an eyewitness who participated in the 
covert operation described, working side by side with the CIA agent in charge. This witness testifies that 
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this is the same William C. Cooper, who has been prominent since 1988 in the civilian UFO movement. 


CONCLUSIONS 

The Ultimate Secret, is that MAJI and the U.S. government has in its possession spaceships manufactured 
on other worlds, as well as the occupants of those interstellar crafts. And, that since 1964, has maintained 
radio contact with the aliens through Project Sigma. 


They have also entered into various technical and "trade agreements" with the beings from Zeta Reticuli, 
named the Greys. 

Note: Communication with the Greys (by Project Sigma) has been an accomplished fact since April of 
1964. Therefore, the NASA sponsored "SETI" Program (The Search for Extraterrestrial Intelligence) is 
merely being used as another method to provide covert funding for MAJI-projects under the guise of a 
legitimate program. 

The Greys, as their part of the trade agreements, were to provide MAJI and the U.S. government with 
various forms of advanced technology. In exchange, the Greys are provided with secret bases of operation 
within the United States; bases protected by the Greys and U.S. Military forces. In exchange, MAJI agreed 
to conceal all knowledge of their presence. 

Part of the "trade agreements" was an exchange program that allowed the aliens to abduct U.S. Citizens 
for experimental medical, psychological and genetic research purposes - the Grey's were to provide lists of 
persons abducted to the National Security Agency (NSA), for later government follow-up if such persons, 
when released, required medical assistance or psychological adjustment. 


ADDENDA 


During 1972-1973, a period of two years, an area South of Groom Lake (one of the nation's most secret 
test centers in Nevada) was closed and a huge underground facility was constructed for and with the help 
of the Greys. This facility was built South of Area-51 in another location named Area-S4. This location is 
just east of, and adjacent to the Nevada Atomic Test site. 

The bargained for technology was set in place, but could only be operated by the Grey's themselves, to 
prevent their advanced technology being used against them. 
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Another secret underground base was provided the Greys in a location known as the "Ice Caves" near the 
Los Alamos Laboratory Facility in New Mexico. Over a period of the next six years, four more secret bases 
were provided the Greys in other isolated areas of the United States. 

During the years 1979 through 1983, it became increasingly obvious to MAJI that things were not going as 
planned. It became known that many more people (in the thousands) were being abducted than were being 
listed on the official abduction list. The list the Greys were supplying the National Security Council, and 
MAJI. It was apparent that the abductions included much more than the simple monitoring experiments of 
an advanced civilization. 

In late 1979, things had gotten almost entirely out of hand when it became known that the Greys had 
implanted a tiny probe, 3mm. in size, into the brains of certain abductees before releasing them. MAJI 
investigators determined the probe could be used to hypnotically and telepathically program and monitor 
the person. In addition, some abductees were programmed with unknown post-hypnotic commands. The 
Greys also implanted tracking devices just under the skin, on some abductees to monitor their movements. 


Attempts, by hypnosis, to determine the nature of the hypnotic programming and commands implanted by 
the Greys, triggered life-threatening physical symptoms in these individuals making these efforts 
unsuccessful. It was later discovered that the Greys were performing genetic cross-breeding experiments 
on some of the human female abductees. 


In 1983, MAJI discovered the full magnitude of the Grand Deception put over by the Greys. They were also 
shocked when the Soviet Union (USSR) admitted that they, too, had been deceived and that the Greys had 
entered into similar Treaties and agreements with them. MAJI was in a state of confusion and near panic 
as they realized their plans were dashed, along with their hopes and dreams of obtaining the Grey's 
technology and the secrets of interstellar space flight. 

This caused MAJI to become split along factional lines. One faction advocating confessing the scheme and 
the shambles it had become to the public, begging their forgiveness and asking for their support. 


Note : This faction is responsible for the leaks of sensitive information regarding the activities of Operation 
Majestic-12. 


The other faction rejected this saying there was no way they could do that, even though the situation was 
untenable, stating there was no use in alarming the public of either country with the horrible truth. 

This second faction won out and their plan to develop a weapon that could be used against the Greys was 
accepted by the Soviet Union. Under the guise of "SDI," (a joint US/Soviet effort) the Strategic Defense 
Initiative (Star Wars), this weapon was developed. SDI, has nothing whatever to do with a defense against 
Soviet nuclear missiles. The nick-name "Star Wars" was closer to the truth than the uninformed public 
realized. 
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The "alarm," publicly expressed by the Soviet Union regarding SDI, and its opposition to the program, were 
all artfully crafted to conceal the joint nature of the program and to prevent the Greys learning its real 
purpose. The United States and the Soviet Union have been secret allies since 1983. 


Primarily, SDI is a weapon for use against the Greys' underground bases or any attempted invasion from 
space. However, to achieve funding from Congress and support from the people, and to conceal its real 
nature from the Greys, it had to be presented as a defense against a nuclear strike from the USSR. 

The Soviet equivalent of MAJI used the same technique, the development of a weapon to protect their 
country from a U.S. nuclear strike, to obtain covert funding for the joint effort. 

The threat from the Greys is taken so seriously by MAJI, that President Reagan adamantly refused any 
concessions on SDI. He continued to vigorously pursue its development, and deployment, in spite of 
uninformed scientific and congressional opposition. These opponents never knew its real and intended 
purpose. 

To accomplish the true objectives of the SDI program, MAJI created another ultra-secret project - Project 
Zeus. 


Project Zeus is revealed here for the first time. 

Project Zeus, created under the umbrella of MAJI, is charged with the real purpose, direction, 
management, development and eventual deployment of the SDI Weapons System. It was aptly named for 
the mythical Greek God - Zeus. Only this time, it would be an angry Zeus hurling laser and particle beam 
lightning bolts into the heavens - against an alien attack or, deflected by mirrors, against secret alien bases 
on the Earth. 

In 1984, President Reagan in a public address established the tone and seriousness of this endeavor when 
he deliberately, or inadvertently, let slip the remarks that the world may one day unite to fight a threat from 
outer space. This was followed by a series of subsequent remarks during the latter days of his term of 
office. 

The basic information revealing the existence of Operation Majestic-12, the crashed UFOs, alien beings, 
and their secret bases within the United States, was obtained through the Freedom of Information Act from 
the files of the CIA, NSA, FBI, State Department, the U.S. Air Force. Other intelligence data obtained by 
The Phoenix Project has contributed to this report. 

These documents reveal the "Above Top Secret" nature of Operation Majestic-12. They also verify that the 
scientific discovery of all time has been hidden from the people of Earth, and that both communications and 
relationships with extraterrestrial alien beings have already been achieved. And, that the radical new 
technology the Greys possess could alter human civilization overnight. 

Some of these documents obtained by various civilian researchers, verify the fact that we are not alone in 
the universe. 


The additional information contained in this report, i.e., notes and comments, and some of the conclusions

PROJECT ZEUS 


In 1980, Lt. General Daniel O. Graham - Department of Defense Strategic Analyst, stated: 

"We need a bold new approach. We must stop competing with the Greys in areas where we 
can't win, and begin to compete where we have the advantage." 

The result: A book by General Graham entitled "The High Frontier," and the National Security Agency 
(NSA) funded "Project High Frontier." This project used some of the nation's best engineers and 
development scientists. 

This book and the project were the "red herring" technique to sell the concept and proposal to Congress, 
scientists, and the defense and aerospace industries. It, supposedly, was a bold, new, defense plan for the 
United States and Western Civilization. 

This was followed by another book "The Strategy of Technology" by Stefan Possony and Jerry Pournelle. 
It should be mentioned that neither of these two authors dreamed their book would be used to further 
promote the purposes of MAJI and Project Zeus. Its concept was to abandon the doctrine of Mutual 
Assured Destruction (MAD), in favor of Assured Survival, in any conflict with the USSR. 

The foregoing concepts (a Western Civilization Defense Plan) and the covert efforts directed against the 
Greys (Project Zeus) orchestrated by MAJI, were presented to President Ronald Reagan. That 
presentation was successful. On March 23,1983, President Reagan made his famous "Star Wars" speech 
- and labeled it "The Strategic Defense Initiative." 


Only in later speeches, near the end of his term in office, did President Reagan publicly mention the 
possibility of a hostile encounter with extraterrestrials. 

The importance of this endeavor and the serious nature of the threat presented by the Greys and the 
consequences if Project Zeus were aborted, explain why the President would not budge from his SDI 
position, even in the most critical of nuclear arms' reduction negotiations with the USSR, or critics in the 
scientific community and Congress. 

It also explains why President George Bush, still the head of MAJI, continued to press forward with the 
SDI project when he was in office. 

According to public statements by General James Abrahamson, SDI Project Director, "SDI" research has 
turned up five ways the weapon system could, and would work. 
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"SDI," (Project Zeus, the covert operation against any possible space threat, threatening action 
or invasion attempts by the Greys), "is based on two technological discoveries: 

1. That ground-based lasers are a feasible and a likely way to defend a 
nation. Enormous lasers could be built near large hydro-electric plants and 
operational nuclear power plants, diverting the enormous output of these 
sources to laser weapons. 


With such enormous lasers and mirrors, in orbit to redirect the energy, it 
would not be necessary to "point and shoot" such weapons; you could raster 
an entire target area; sweeping the beam in a deadly conical pattern to 
eliminate any target. 


Planet-based laser weapons of such power could reach beyond the Moon to 
engage and destroy hostile spaceships. 

2. Development and deployment of high-powered particle beam weapons 
from orbiting space platforms and ground based installations. 

MAJI's plans called for the funding, planning, development, testing, and operational aspects of 
Project Zeus to be concealed within the compartmented SDI program. 


NASA, without knowledge of the real purpose would orbit the necessary tracking and data relay 
satellites, and Department of Defense (DOD) payloads of laser mirrors. 


These SDI payloads were disguised and classified as military communication, spy, and 
navigational satellites." 

On April 4,1983, Project Zeus "got off the ground" with the maiden flight of the Space Shuttle Challenger - 
a clear indication of the high-priority this project commanded. 


The first of the SDI Tracking and Data Relay Satellites (TDRS-A) was placed in orbit. 

This was followed on August 30,1984, when the Shuttle Discovery, on its maiden flight, launched 
SYNCOM IV-2 the second communications satellite for the Department of Defense (DOD). 

The SYNCOM satellites are DOD's high-priority command and communications links with all U.S. military 
forces worldwide. The on-going NASA Missions concerned with Project Zeus and SDI, are identified in the 
attached exhibits. 

Note : It is obvious that the Greys became suspicious of the intense launch activity of NASA and the 
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number of Defense Department (DOD) payloads being placed in orbit - more than would logically be 
needed to counter a nuclear strike by the USSR. 

Evidence to support this is their increasing surveillance of the Space Shuttle missions and the reported 
intercept, boarding, and inspection of the Shuttle Discovery's cargo on 3/13/89. They must suspect the real 
purpose of the SDI program. 


If future SDI or DOD missions are interfered with it will confirm this premise. 


ABSTRACT 

Operation Majestic-12 - was created by the executive order of President Truman on September 24,1947, 
and its first head was Dr. Vannevar Bush, the president's Chief Science Advisor. 


The current head of Majestic-12 known variously as Majority Twelve, Majority, MJ-12, Majority Agency for 
Joint Intelligence (MAJI), was Vice President and former CIA Director George Bush (1988). As of 1/8/89, 
President George Bush. Today, this group operates under the "public name" of the Senior Interagency 
Group (SIG). 

The organizational structure of MAJI, is as follows: 

GRUDGE/PROJECT AQUARIUS: 

An umbrella group consisting of MAJI, the CIA and the NSA in which all the various 
compartments dealing with ET-related issues perform their various functions. Under Project 
Aquarius four groups, each consisting of several hundred persons, conducts secret UFO 
investigations and research in four assigned areas of the United States. 

Separate projects under the umbrella of Project Aquarius are: 

• PROJECT GRUDGE: 

This project was originally established in 1953, by order of President Eisenhower and is 
under the control of the CIA, NSA, and MAJI. Project Grudge went underground and 
another project, Project Sign, was established as a cover operation. 

In 1960, the Project's name was changed from Project SIGN to Project Bluebook. Project 
Aquarius, became the overall umbrella operation controlling all these projects. Project 
Aquarius was funded by CIA confidential funds (non-appropriated). The Project assumed 
full responsibility for investigation and intelligence of UFOs/IACs in December 1969 after 
Project Grudge/Blue Book was closed. 
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The purpose of Project Aquarius was to collect all scientific, technological, medical and 
intelligence information from UFO/IAC sightings and contacts with alien life forms. This 
orderly file of collected information has been used to advance the United States' Space 
Program and provided the data needed to develop present stealth technology. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT PLATO: 

Originally established as part of Project SIGN in 1954 to establish diplomatic relations 
with the Aliens. This Project was successful when mutually acceptable terms were 
agreed upon. These terms involved the exchange of technology for secrecy of the Alien 
presence and non-interference in Alien affairs. This Project is controlled by a secret task 
force headquartered at the Los Alamos National Laboratories in New Mexico and is 
ongoing. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT SIGMA: 

Conducts electronic communications with extraterrestrials, part of an on-going contact 
project run by and through the NSA since as early as late 1963 which led to the Holloman 
AFB incident of April 25,1964. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT GARNET: 

Closed down, supposedly, on completion of its studies. Project Garnet's purpose was to 
investigate extraterrestrial influence on human affairs and evolution. 


• GRUDGE - AQUARIUS; PROJECT REDLIGHT: 

Originally established in 1954, the mission of Project Redlight was to test fly recovered 
alien craft. This project, carried out at Area 51 (Groom Lake) and Area S4 in Nevada was 
postponed after every attempt resulted in destruction of the craft and the death of the 
pilots. Project Redlight was resumed in 1972 and has since been partially successful. 
UFO sightings of craft accompanied by black helicopters are Project Redlight's assets. 
This project is ongoing at Area 51 in Nevada. 


• REDLIGHT; PROJECT SNOWBIRD: 

Originally established in 1954. Its mission was to develop [using conventional technology] 
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and fly a flying saucer type craft for the public. This project was successful when a craft 
was built and flown in front of the press. This project was used to explain UFO sightings 
and to divert public attention from Project Redlight. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT PLUTO: 

Established to evaluate all UFO/IAC information pertaining to the alien space visitors. 
This project is ongoing. Pluto is the proword for Pounce. 


• PLUTO; PROJECT POUNCE: 

Originally known as Project Moondust, this project, was formed to recover all 
downed/crashed craft and aliens and provided cover stories and operations to mask the 
true endeavor when necessary. Covers which have been used: crashed experimental 
aircraft, construction, mining, etc. This project has also been successful and continues to 
this date. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT GABRIEL: 

This project was tasked with developing a low frequency pulsed sound generator when it 
was determined that the alien weapons and craft would be vulnerable to this weapon. It is 
questionable whether this project exists today. It was derived from technology captured 
from Germany during and after WWII. Intelligence sources have verified its previous 
existence but cannot verify whether it is ongoing or has been terminated. 


• AQUARIUS; PROJECT EXCALIBUR: 

Established to develop a weapon which would destroy the alien underground bases and 
any future underground bases which the aliens might construct. It is to be a missile 
capable of penetrating 1000 meters of tufa/hard packed soil such as that found in New 
Mexico with no operational damage. Missile apogee is not to exceed 30,000 feet AGL. 
Impact must not deviate in excess of 50 meters from a designated target. The device is 
designed to carry a 1 -megaton nuclear warhead. This project is ongoing at the WX 
Division, LANL, Los Alamos, New Mexico but is still in development. 

In a secured area of the basement of CIA Headquarters in Langley, Virginia are sixteen columns of file 
cabinets containing thousands of folders of documented information collected from the beginning of the 
United States' investigation of Unidentified Flying Objects (UFOs) and Identified Alien Crafts (IAC). 


These are the files of Operation Majestic-12 and Project Aquarius and are known as "The Bible." This 
Bible contains all the various reports on aspects of alien visitations. 
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Each president, since Truman, has been briefed on Operation Majestic-12.

Howe was under contract with HBO (the cable TV network) to produce a documentary 
entitled "UFOs - The ET Factor." 


On the above date, Ms. Howe was shown a document regarding Majestic-12, by an Air 
Force officer. It was entitled "A Briefing Paper for the President of the United States of 
America on the Subject of Unidentified Flying Vehicles." The name "Majic" was prominent 
at the head of the document. 

Note : Former Agent Richard Doty, Air Force Office of Special Investigations, is the officer 
mentioned in the above paragraph. 


2. In December 1984, via the mail, in a plain brown envelope, to private UFO investigator 
Bill Moore and his film producer friend, and associate, Mr. Jaime Shandera. Mr. Bill 
Moore is a well known private UFO investigator, and is co-author, with Charles Berlitz, of 
the book "The Roswell Incident." 


Unknown to the public is the fact that Bill Moore was recruited as an agent of the CIA. 

The envelope contained an undeveloped roll of 35mm film. When the film was processed 
it contained a photograph of a briefing paper prepared for President-elect Eisenhower, 
and other documents. The first page of the document is reproduced and shown as Exhibit 
A. 
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Other sections of the document contained information regarding details of crashed UFOs 
and humanoid bodies, and information regarding the ultra-secret Operation Majestic-12 
group which deals with these issues. 


3. On May 31,1987, when the existence of an ultra-secret U.S. UFO Project - "Majestic," 
was published on the front page of the London Observer, a British newspaper. British 
writer Timothy Good, had obtained the information through sources connected with 
England's Ministry of Defense. 


In 1988, it was alleged that Bill Moore had become an agent of Operation Majestic-12 
and had been "planted" in the civilian UFO movement for the purpose of providing 
dis-information to mis-guide and confuse other UFO researchers.

The TDRS-C satellite was lifted to its 22,302 mile orbit by an AF IUS rocket, after being 
deployed by the shuttle, for positioning over the equator north of the Phoenix Islands, 
south of Hawaii, in the Pacific Ocean (171 Degrees west longitude). There the satellite 
can work in tandem with an identical TDRS-1 positioned in geosynchronous orbit in 1983 
over the Atlantic Ocean near Fortaleza, Brazil (41 degrees west longitude). These two 
satellites can act as data relays for other satellites. 

TDRS-C will maintain nearly uninterrupted communications with the ground and will 
rapidly transmit huge volumes of data. 

So vast is the capacity of these two satellites that, at their highest transmission rates, they 
can in a single second transfer data equaling the contents of a 20-volume encyclopedia 
with 1200 pages in each volume and 2000 words on each page. 
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A third Tracking and Data Relay Satellite, TDRS-D, will be launched at a later date and 
deployed over the Atlantic Ocean. It will replace TDRS-1, which will be relocated south of 
White Sands, New Mexico where it will serve as an in-orbit spare. 

One communications experiment inside the shuttle spacecraft was the testing of a new 
voice communications system using infrared waves rather than standard radio 
frequencies. 


An advantage of infrared is it cannot pass through the spacecraft's windows as can radio 
waves. Infrared communications would prevent a spacecraft from eavesdropping, thus 
protecting sensitive astronaut conversations, and enhancing security, and the crew's 
privacy. 

Note: This extraordinary procedure must pertain to the Greys. Note the word "spacecraft."

Ocean just east of Brazil. TDRS-3, designated TDRS-West, was launched by Discovery 
on mission STS-26 in September of 1988, and is positioned over the Pacific Ocean south 
of Hawaii. TDRS-4 will replace TDRS-1 over the Atlantic as TDRS-East. TDRS-1 will

The countdown, which started 
Tuesday, continued toward a liftoff at 2:24 p.m. Friday. 

Six hours after launch, astronauts Mark Lee and Mary Cleave are to release the 
7,600-pound Magellan probe and a rocket to propel it on a 468-day journey to Venus. 
Magellan is to reach its destination in August 1990, swooping into orbit around Venus to 
begin a 243-day period during which it is to map up to 90 percent of the cloud-shrouded 
planet's surface with the probe's high resolution radar system. 

"We're not really in charge of the deep space probe," said Commander David Walker. 
"We're fortunate enough to be part of the team that gets to send it up there. The rest of 
the NASA team will make sure that it gets to Venus and does its job." 


UPDATE: 

NASA, KSC Release # 24-89, March 1989 

Magellan marks the first U.S. planetary mission since Pioneer Venus 12 in 1978. It also 
kicks off a core program of solar system exploration involving NASA and organizations 
from the United States and the international community. 

Project ZEUS: One of the payload experiments on this Shuttle Mission includes the 
Mesoscale Lighting Experiment, a NASA sponsored effort involving several universities. 
Its objective is to study the visual characteristics of large scale lighting in the upper 
atmosphere. 

Note: Part of the Project Zeus effort to study laser beam diffusion in the upper 
atmosphere. 

In addition, as another experiment, the Shuttle Atlantis will act as a calibration point for a 
third experiment involving the Air Force Maui Optical System Facility in Hawaii.

Although unstated in this NASA Release, Atlantis is acting as an orbital target being 
tracked by the Air Force facility (SDI ground based laser facility) named in the above 
paragraph.

Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Columbia - Mission ?? 

AP Wire & Mercury News Service 7/27/89 

The Space Shuttle Columbia lifts off with five military astronauts and a classified 
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Pentagon spy satellite. Columbia will be making the 30th shuttle flight and the fourth this 
year, solely dedicated to the Defense Department. For national security purposes, the 
Pentagon would not permit NASA to announce the exact liftoff time or the length of the 
mission. 

Note: The payload is the last of 4 orbiting laser mirrors for SDI. With this mission 
completed, SDI becomes partly operational. It is estimated that SDI will become fully 
operational within the next 12 months, barring unforeseen events.

On Jan. 9,1990, Daniel Brandenstein and a crew of four flew Columbia to launch 
Syncom IV and to retrieve the Long Duration Exposure Facility, a research satellite left in 
space for six years. 


• 1990-2/28/90 

Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

Another spy satellite mission followed on Feb. 28-Mar. 4,1990, when John O. Creighton 
and a crew of four flew Atlantis. 


• 1990-4/24/90 
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Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Discovery 

The long-awaited Hubble SPACE TELESCOPE was finally placed in a high orbit by 
Discovery's crew of four, commanded by Loren J. Shriver, during the Apr. 24-29,1990 
flight, but Columbia, scheduled for launch the following month, was grounded by a series 
of hydrogen leaks, as was Atlantis.

Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

The 37th flight of the space shuttle program took place on Atlantis, from Nov. 15-20, 
1990, carrying a secret military payload into orbit. Unconfirmed reports suggested that 
Atlantis carried a spy satellite intended to monitor activities in Iraq and the Persian Gulf 
region. Mission commander was Air Force Col. Richard O. Covey, and he was assisted 
by a crew of four. 


• 1991 -4/28/91 

Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Discovery 

Space shuttle Discovery was launched on Apr. 28,1991, and returned to Earth on May 6. 
Its military mission was concerned with collecting data for the Strategic Defense Initiative 
("Star Wars") antimissile program. Mission commander was U.S. Navy Capt. Michael L. 
Coats. He was assisted by a pilot and crew of four. 


• 1991-8/2/91 

Project Zeus - SDI - Shuttle Atlantis 

Flight number 42 for the Space Shuttle program - and the ninth for the Atlantis - was 
launched on Aug. 2,1991, and returned safely to Earth on August 11. 


The crew, under the command of Air Force Col. John E. Blaha, consisted of three men 
and one woman. The mission successfully deployed the Department of Defense's large 
Tracking and Data Relay Satellite, sending it into an orbit about 22,000 miles (35,400 
km) above the equator. 


The mission also conducted experiments on the ozone layer, made medical experiments, 
and tested computer and mechanical equipment.

MEMORANDUM FOR: The Secretary of State 

The Secretary of Defense 

SUBJECT: Communications Intelligence Activities 

The communications intelligence (COMINT) activities of the United States 
are a national responsibility. They must be organized and managed as to 
exploit to the maximum the available resources in all participating departments 
and agencies and to satisfy the legitimate intelligence requirements of all 
such departments and agencies. 

I therefore designate the Secretary of State and Defense as a Special 
Committee of the National Security Council for COMINT, which Committee shall, 
with the assistance of the Director of Central Intelligence, establish policies 
governing COMINT activities, and keep me advised of such policies through the 
Executive Secretary of the National Security Council. 

I further designate the Department of Defense as executive agent of the 
Government, for the production of COMINT information. 

I direct this Special Committee to prepare and issue directives which 
shall include the provisions set forth below and such other provisions as the 
Special Committee may determine to be necessary. 

1. A directive to the United States Communications Intelligence Board 
(USCIB). This directive will replace the National Security Council 
Intelligence Directive No.9, and shall prescribe USCIB's new 
composition, responsibilities and procedures in the COMINT fields. The 
directive shall include the following provisions: 

a. USCIB shall be reconstituted as a body acting for and under 
the Special Committee, and shall operate in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the new directive. Only those departments or agencies repre¬ 
sented in USCIB are authorized to engaged in COMINT activities.

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b. The Board shall be composed of the following members: 

(1) The Director of Central Intelligence, who shall be the 
Chairman of the Board. 

(2) A representative of the Secretary of State. 

(3) A representative of the Secretary of Defense. 

(4) A representative of the Director of the Federal 

Bureau of Investigation. 

(5) The Director of the National Security Agency. 

(6) A representative of the Department of the Army. 

(7) A representative of the Department of the Navy. 

(8) A representative of the Department of the Air Force. 

(9) A representative of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

c. The Board shall have a staff headed by an executive secretary 
who shall be appointed by the Chairman with approval of the majority 
of the Board. 

d. It shall be the duty of the Board to advise and make recom¬ 
mendations to the Secretary of Defense, in accordance with the 
following procedure, with respect to any matter relating to 
communications intelligence which falls within the juristiction of the 
Director of NSA. 

(1) The Board shall reach its decision by a majority vote. 

Each member of the Board shall have one vote except the 
representatives of the Secretary of State and of Central Intelligence 
Agency who shall each have two votes. The Director of Central 
Intelligence, as Chairman, will have no vote. In the event that the 
Board votes and reaches a decision, any dissenting member of the 
Board may appeal from such decision written 7 days to the 
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Special Committee. In the event that the Board votes but fails 
to reach a decision, any member of the Board may appeal within 
7 days to the Special Committee. In either event the Special 
Committee shall review the matter, and its determination thereon 
shall be final. Appeals by the Director of NSA and/or the 
representatives of the Military Departments shall only be filed 
with the approval of the Secretary of Defense - 

(2) If any matter is voted on by the Board but- 

(a) no decision is reached and any member files an appeal; 

(b) a decision is reached in which the representative 
of the Secretary of defense does not concur and files an appeal; 
no action shall be taken with respect to the subject matter until 
the appeal is decided, provided that, if the Secretary of Defense 
determines, after consultation with the Secretary of State, that 
the subject matter presents a problem of an emergency nature and 
requires immediate action, his decision shall govern, pending the 
result of the appeal. In such an emergency situation the appeal 
may be taken directly to the President. 

(3) Recommendations of the Board adopted in accordance with 
the foregoing procedures shall be binding on the Secretary of 
Defense. Except on matters which have been voted on by the 
Board, the Director of NSA shall discharge his responsibilities 
In accordance with his own judgement, subject to the direction 

Of the Secretary of Defense. 

(4) The Director of NSA shall make such report and furnish 
such information from time to time to the Board, either orally 
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in writing, as the Board may request, and shall bring to the 

attention of the Board either such reports or otherwise any 

new major policies or programs in advance of their adoption by him. 

e. It shall also be the duty of the Board as to matters not falling 
within the jurisdiction of NSA; 

(1) To coordinate the communications intelligence activities 
among all departments and agencies authorized by the President 
to participate therein; 

(2) To initiate, to formulate policies concerning, and subject 
to the provisions of NSCID No.5, to supervise all arrangements 

with foreign governments in the field of communications intelligence; 
and 


(3) to consider and make recommendations concerning policies 
relating to communications intelligence of common interest to the 
departments and agencies, including security standards and procedures, 
and, for this purpose, to investigate and study the standards and 
practices of such departments and agencies in utilizing and 
protecting COMINT information. 

f. Any recommendation of the Board with respect to the matters 
described in paragraph e above shall be binding on all departments or 

the members of the Board. Recommendations approved by a majority, but not 
all of the members of the Board shall be transmitted by it to the 
Special Cimmittee for such action as the Special Committee may see fit 
To take. 

g. The Board will meet monthly, or oftener at the call of the 
Chairman or any member, and shall determine its own procedures. 
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2. A directive to the Secretary of Defense. This directive shall 
Include the following provisions. 

a. Subject to the specific provisions of this directive, the 
Secretary of Defense may delegate in whole or in part authority over 

The Director of NSA within his department as he sees fit. 

b. The COMINT mission of the National Security Agency (NSA) shall 
Be to provide an effective, unified organization and control of the 
communications intelligence activities of the United States conducted 
against foreign governments, to provide for integrated operational 
policies and procedures pertaining thereto. As used in this directive, 
the terms 'communications intelligence: or 'COMINT" shall be construed 
all procedures and methods used in the interception of communications 
other than foreign press and propaganda broadcasts and the intended 
recipients,* but shall include censorship and the production and 
dissemination of finished intelligence. 

c. NSA shall be administrated by a Director, designated by the 
Secretary of Defense after consultation with the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
who shall serve for a minimum term of 4 years and who shall be eligible 
for reappointment. The Director shall be a career commissioned officer 
of the armed services on active or reactivated status, and shall enjoy 
at least 3 star rank during the period of his incumbancy. 

d. Under the Secretary of Defense, and in accordance with approved 
policies of USCIB, the Director of NSA shall be responsible for 
accomplishing 


# See Public Law 513- ~81 3t Congress 1950, 
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the mission of the NSA. For this purpose all COMINT collection and 
production resources of the United States are place under his 
operational and technical control. When action by the Chiefs of 
the operating agencies of the Services or civilian departments or 
agencies is required, the Director shall normally issue instructions 
pertaining to COMINT operations through them. However, due to the 
unique technical character of COMINT operations, the Director is 
authorized to issue direct to any operating elements under his 
operational control task assignments and pertinent instructions which 
are within the capacity of such elements to accomplish. He shall 
also have direct access to, and direct communication with, any 
elements of the service or civilian COMINT agencies on any other 
matters of operational and technical control as may be necessary, and 
he is authorized to obtain such information and intelligence material 
from them as he may require. All instructions issued by the Director 
under the authority provided in this paragraph shall be mandatory, 
subject only to appeal to the Secretary of Defense by the Chief of 
Service or head of civilian department or agency concerned. 

e. Specific responsibilities of the Director of NSA include the 
following: 

(1) Formulating necessary operational plans and policies for 
the conduct of the U.S. COMINT activities. 

(2) Conducting COMINT activities, including research and 
development, as required to meet the needs of the departments 

and agencies which are authorized to receive the products of COMINT. 
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(3) Determining; and submitting to appropriate authorities. 
Requirements for logistic support for the conduct of COMINT 
activities, together with specific recommendations as to what 
each of the responsible departments and agencies of the 
Government should apply. 

(4) Within NSA's field of authorized operations prescribing 
requisite security regulations covering operating practices, 
including the transmission, handling and distribution of COMINT 
material within and among the COMINT elements under his operational 
or technical contro[l]; and exercising the necessary monitoring and 
supervising control, including inspections if necessary, to ensure 
compliance with the regulations. 

(5) Subject to the authorities granted the Director of 
Central Intelligence under NSCID No.5, conducting all liaison 
on COMINT matters with foreign governmental communications 
intelligence agencies. 

f. To the extent he deemd feasible and in consonance with the 
aims of maximizing over-all efficiency, economy, and effectiveness, the 
Director shall centralize or consolidate the performance of COMINT 
functions for which he is responsible. It is recognized that in 
certain circumstances elements of the Armed Forces and other agencies 
being served will require close COMINT support. Where necessary for 
this close support, direct operational control of specified COMINT 
facilities and resources will be delegated by the Director, during 
such periods and for such tasks as are determined by him, to military 
commanders or the Chiefs of other agencies supported. 
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g„ The Director shall exercise such administrative control over 
COMXNT activities as he deems necessary to the effective/perfomance 
of his mission. Otherwise, administrative control of personnel and 
facilities will remain with the departments and agencies providing 
them. 

h. The Director shall make provision for participation by 
representatives of each of the departments and agencies eligible to 
receive COMINT products in those offices of NSA where priorities of 
intercept and processing are finally planned. 

i. The Director shall have a civilian deputy whose primary 
responsibility shall be to ensure the mobilization and effective 
employment of the best available human and scientific resources in 
the field of cryptologic research and development. 

j. Nothing in this directive shall contravene the responsi¬ 
bilities of the individual departments and agencies for the final 
evaluation of COMINT information, its synthesis with information 
from other sources, and the dissemination of finished intelligence 
to users. 

3. The special nature of COMINT activities requires that they 
be treated in all respects as being outside the framework of the general 
intelligence activities. Orders, directives, policies, or recommendations of 
any authority of the Executive Branch relating to the collection, production, 
security, handling, dissemination, utilization of intelligence, and/or 
classified material, shall not be applicable to COMINT activities, unless 
specifically so stated and issued by component departments or agency authority 
represented on the Board. Other National Security Council Intelligence 
Directives to the Director of Central Intelligence shall be construed as 
non-applicable to COMINT activities, unless the National Security Council has 
made its directive specifically applicable to COMINT.

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ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS OF INFORMATION 

As of May of this year there hare been a number of unidentified aircraft sighting 
recorded by military intelligence sources over the continental United States, its territories 
and possessions that hare been unaccounted for. These s ightings have been reported by 
qualified military and civilian pilots, responsible ground observers and ordinary citizens 
which cannot be disputed by our defense intelligence organizations. Until June 26 these 
sightings were discarded as symptoms of over zealous reaction due to the publicity arising 
from the suspected Soviet rocket testing over Sweden and some parts of Europe of the 
previous summer. During the month of July of this year numerous sightings of 
unidentified aerial objects over our top secret proving ground and atomic weapons storage 
facilities in New Mexico prompted an immediate investigation by military and AEC 
security officials. So far, no indication of hostile intent has been observed nor have we 
sustained any attack on our soil Elements of the Air Force and Army technical 
intelligence commands have given serious attention to the possibility that some foreign 
power has developed advanced aerial capabilities such as high speed, high 
maneuverability and unconventional propulsion technology that is outside the scope of 
our science. There is speculative talk among concerned air intelligence experts that these 
objects may be of interplanetar) 7 origin, but as of to date no physical evidence in the form 
of crashed or captured remains of these objects has come into our possession that would 
warrant such conclusion. Since June the offices of the Air Materiel Command has 
undertaken the responsibility of collection and analysis of the phenomenon as part of a 
joint military and AEC intelligence project to dete rmin e any and all specifics related to 
the problem. 

ESTIMATES OF SOVIET CAPABILITIES

The best estimates obtained to date suggest that Soviet air power and rocket research based 
on all intelligence we have still lags far behind that of our force strength in long range 
bombers and guided missile development Damage sustained by Germany’s invasion and 
destruction of the country’s manufacturing infrastructure during the war has severely 
limited what resources exist to engage in such bravado. If the Soviets could develop in 
such rapid pace an advanced long range aircraft or missile the probability of venturing 
into our air space with such numbers without some of the reported objects running out of 
fuel and crashing is considered very remote Such intrusions would sorely be taken as an 
act of war by the military and retaliatory measures by our government would be most 
apparent by both. We are though convinced that Soviet atomic research may be underway 
and captured German scientists along with sufficient material recovered by the Soviet 
military could be utilized for improving their military power base if sufficient quantities 
were acquired. We do know that the Soviets along with British, French, and Canadian 
technical inspection teams did acquire experimental aircraft and aerial weapons after 
Germany’s capitulation and secret research is being performed in these countries based on 
these technologies. In our informed opinion the sighting reports are not of Soviet origin 
and we wish to emphasize that even if the Soviets could he engaged in aerial

it is highly improbable in light of the obvious implications that the Soviets would risk 
loosing a technical advantage by openly disclosing what they have achieved in long range 
aircraft or missile development in such a cavalier fashion. 

ESTIMATE OF DOMESTIC CAPABILITIES 

A comprehensive survey of all experimental aircraft and guided missile research projects 
currently underway in the United States was conducted to determine if any of the 
reported objects may have been the result of classified aeronautical research tests within 
the time frame of the reports. Detailed s umm aries of all aircraft and missile projects that 
could have accounted for a number of sightings over our White Sands Proving Ground, 
Fort Bliss Gunnery Range, Los Alamos Laboratories and supporting air fields reveals no 
project capable of the flight characteristics associated with these objects We contacted 
officials at NACA, NEPA, AEC, and of the armed forces responsible for overseeing the 
existing aeronautical research projects and have concluded that none of the reported 
objects were remotely connected. It is possible that with current air capabilities of the 
military that some of the reported s ightings may have been misinterpreted for so-called 
“Flying Saucers' or “Flying Disks’ especially in light of the fact that we do have classified 
weapons tests currently in progress in some states and for security reasons could not be 
divulged publicly. We have also considered other possible sources for the reported 
sightings such as weather balloons, errant aircraft, celestial phenomenon, aircraft 
observed under unusual atmospheric conditions, flying debris, and migratory birds. It is 
also possible with current technological understanding in civil aeronautical concepts that 
some of the s ighting s may be due to private enterprises not known to the public. 

ESTIMATE OF THE SITUATION 

Extracts collected from military intelligence reports to date indicate the following 
situation as it exists. 


a Roughly 20% of all domestic sightings remain unexplained. 

h. There have been no loss to our aircraft in pursuing the unidentified aircraft 

c. There have been no loss to our ground defenses. 

d. There have been no loss to our naval forces. 

e. There has been no breach of security in our atomic weapons program. 

f. There have been no reported injuries to the civilian population, 
g Public alarm is minimal 

h Foreign espionage in our defense projects is not apparent 
i Domestic and foreign press coverage is at low ebb. 

j. Our air defense is at a high state of readiness for possible contingencies. 

k. Our military and civilian defense intelligence agencies are aware of the problem. 


Tn formulating information on unidentified aircraft sightings the Air Force in 
cooperation with the FBI and the CIA have produced a w< > ^ 5 
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provide solvable solutions and contingency plans should the phenomenon prove to be non¬ 
terrestrial in nature. _ _ ____ 

The reported objects may be remote controlled reconnaissance drones of a foreign power. 
First publicized reports surfaced in the northwest United States and CIA believes they 
may have been experimental aircraft based in Canada If such eventually proves to be the 
case, then the United States would have to be advised by the Canadian Government of 
such intrusions in the future CIA believes this is the most plausible hypothesis. 

The reported objects may be errant radar targets suspended by balloon tr ains released by 
military weather service units located on or near high security installations for radiation 
monitoring of atomic weapons tests from the Pacific proving grounds. 

The reported objects may be classified U.S. aircraft and as such requires absolute security. 

The reported objects may be classified weapons tests. 

The reported objects may be jettisoned warheads of classified guided missile tests. 

A second solution devised for this estimate may be found in the experimental work of test 
flying captured German flying wings originating out of air fields in New Mexico or 
California and the east coast 

A third solution, one that is not considered as the best for this estimate may present itself 
voluntarily in a large population center of the United States and would require an 
extremely coordinated action on the part of the military. There is always the possibility 
that one or more of these objects may land in full view of the public. We cannot rule out 
this possibility and may present political problems for the current administration. We 
draw on the 1938 radio adaptation of ILG. Wells’s War of the Worlds panic as one 
example of public alarm which clogged defense communications temporarily. In our view 
such an incident could trigger nation-wide panic and invite aggressive actions by the 
Soviets at a time when our defense communications are most needed for open channels 
with our overseas commands. 


ESTIMATES OF INTERPLANETARY CAPABTTJTTES 

The best intelligence we have on the'capabilities of a presumed interplanetary power 
possibly behind unidentified aircraft is at best rudimentary and lacks specific 
information deemed useful for presenting a complete picture of intent and weapons 
capability. What we do know is enumerated below based on everything collected by our 
intelligence.

They appear to be circular or wing-shaped aircraft with light reflecting surfaces. 
They can achieve tremendous bursts of speed and a

& Some reports state that they seem to vanish into thin air and reappear instantly. 

7 . They may be piloted aircraft or remote controlled. 

8 . Some reports indicate that the objects are associated with brilliant fireballs that 
enter our atmosphere and seemingly explode leaving no trace materials. 

9. They appear evasive when approached by our aircraft 

10. No radio contact has been made with the objects. 

11 Ground observers have been able to track by radar and by optical means groups and 


12. Some civilian and military pilots have reported instrument and engine failure 
when approaching too dose to these objects. 

13. Their appearance over military and civilian defense installations may fall into a 
reconnaissance pattern but is not recognizable at this time. 

14. There is speculation that some form of nuclear propulsion may he evident in some 
of the reported sightings though the prevailing opinion suggests that these objects 
are propelled by a solid rocket motor or gas propellant 


Though the frequency of sightings particularly between June and July are consistent with 
conventional aerial reconnaissance operations given the excellent visibility over some 
strategic sites in the southwest with little cloud cover to obscure photography to record 
storage depots, airstrips, parked aircraft, anti aircraft batteries and locations of atomic 
weapons manufacturing plants. As of to date, no dear pattern has been observed by the 
si ghting s since reports are sporadic and random and leaves our intelligence with no clear 
picture of what may be developing at present A special study written for the Air Force 
on the possible utilization of earth orbiting satellites conduded that photographic 
information of any land mass could yield considerable intelligence regarding a country’s 
manufacturing and transportation capability and disclose the locations of its defense 
establishments. It is possible that some foreign power has placed artificial satellites 
about our planet and is utilizing remote controlled reconnaissance drones for this 
purpose 


A recent evaluation by the U.S. Air Force Air Materiel Command has been forwarded to 
Headquarters, Air Force which strongly urges a classified code name intelligence project 
be implemented for the forwarding of all essential dements of information and periodic 
reports be submitted to scientists of the Armed Forces, the Atomic Energy Commission 
and other concerned defense agencies for opinions and feed back for a better 
understanding of the nature of the phenomenon. Communication intelligence agencies 
have issued specific directives to all concerned reporting cha^d^toiinwaEinni - nnAn 
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information relative to unidentified aircraft sightings immediately for further evaluation 
by the Air Force and CIA. 

CONCLUSIONS .■ -.. _ ..:•——, ■ 


Pending any further developments along these lines of discussion it is our belief that 
what we are up against is controlled by intelligent operators who for the most part seem 
particularly interested in our atomic weapons facilities, nuclear material producing 
plants, locations of our air defenses, and disposition of our defense industry. We could 
speculate further that this situation may have a connection to the first sighting reports 
recorded by our air forces during the war and last year’s rocket scare but we have little in 
the way of hard proof to establish this. What we do know is that these objects are real 
and not illusionary. We still hold out to the possibility that the Soviets may have pulled 
off a brilliant aerial reconnaissance operation of our country. This is remarkable, if true, 
given the fact that we have so far been unsuccessful in accomplishing this same feat over 
the Soviet Union.

PART IV POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS 



1. Given the existing political climate in the US 
and the unstable conditions in Europe, it is the considered 
opinion of the members, that if the Administration went 
public with the information as found in this report now, the 
results would be damaging, even fatal to the world political 
structure as it now exists. The following considerations . 
were reviewed and debated which led the mission to the 
following opinions: 

-- a. Publio trust of the political institutions 

may be eroded and possibly be held in disrepute. 

b. A complete retisionlng make take place among 
institutions of higher learning, thus calling 
into question the certainty of scientific 
knowldge. 


c. The ability of the Armed Forces to secure 

National Security would be put in Jeopardy and 
possibly lead to undue publio fear and disorder. 



e. History and religion in the political context 
would probably suffer the most damage causing 
unprecedented upheaval in secial and 
psychological well-being. 

f. Political repercussions may eccur in eur 
diplomatic efforts of containing the Communist 
threat to our democratic interests. 

g. If such an announcement were made by the 
current Administration, it could be percieved 
by opposing party as a trick, laying open to 
accusations of unethetical posturing and 
manipulation of the public's mind. 



















The members of the mission are prepared, to submit, i a 
eeperate report on Just this problem alone. And it would take 
a dozen volumes to explain how these problems should be net. 

Our only point, however, is that a combined intelligence and 
research operation would be a vast, intricate, covertly 
planned marshalling of resources, human and material, to 
solve a specific, clearly defined problem. 

We have to find effective methods of persuasion with 
other government agencies without creating a sense of impending 
doom. The first task is to carefully appraise the problem. 

The second is to evaluate the known resources aufl probable 
strategy of the visitors. The third is to inventory our own 
ways and means, ascertain how much resources we can bring to 
bear, and how fast. The third is to devise our strategic 
plan. And last is to work out with infinite pains the tactical 
details and the myriad secondary problems of funding and 
security. 

It is the unaminous opinion of the members that 
Operation MAJESTIC TWELVE be a fully funded and operational 
TOP SECRET Research and Development intelligence gathering 
agency. It is also recommended that a panel of experts be 
appointed to chair and oversee the functions and operations 
of said agency. It's members should have appropriate security 
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Joint Intelligence Committee, Joint Intelligence 
Objectives Agency, Central Intelligence Agency, Atomic Energy 
Commission, Joint Research and Development Board, Army Security 
Agency, and the National Advis ory.Committee on Aeron a utics . 

are highlighted: 

1. Propeller-driven bomber aircraft and jet engines, 
armed with conventional and atomic bombs. 

2. Jet fighter aircraft, including some of super¬ 
sonic speed, armed with rockets and guns. 

3. Propeller-driven aircraft, valued for their 
endurance. 

4. Guided anti-aircraft missiles, and radar-guided 
anti-aircraft guns. 

5. Short and medium-range guided missiles. Drone A

6. Atomic charges, in bombs, missiles and torpedoes. 
In the arena of nuclear weapons we feel there is a 

certain advantage to be gained 

It is speculated by some tRat~lF~reduced site 
and miniture circuitry were introduced into the proposed 
hydrogen bomb program, it would give US Strategic Air Forces 
a great deterance capability over the Russians. Current 
studies at NIT of micro-electronics taken from ULAT-1 may 
give us the strategic advantage so desired. It is strongly 
recommended that funding be allocated in this area. 

There is a good chance that the Russians may try to 
make use of the flying saucer scare by public news media 
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and diplomatic means of a technological breakthrough In 
aircraft and missile development. We feel that such a 
disclosure would most certainly cause great embarrassment L/> 
our elected officials and to the military, not to mention 
the panic felt by the oitixenry. To counter such a threat, 
it is recommended that a counterintelligence program be 
drawn up and held In abeyance if at such time the ^situation 
should present itself. It might be suggested that we should 
make a preempted use of these objects for the purpose ©f 
psychological warfare once the true nature of these objects 
are known and understood. 

To further assist and aid all MAJCOM in the US and 
overseas, it is recommended that a standard Intelligence 
reporting system be implemented through standard reporting 
ohannels with technical data forwarding instructions. At 
present, there are no specific intelligence guidlines 
available to military commanders in dealing with sightings 
and material evidence collection. It would be advisable for 
the respective Secretaries of the Armed Forces to devise a 
security policy of plausible denial, If and when the public 
becomes aware of the reality ©f these objects and the 
interest of the military of such incidents. 

In conclusion, for reasons of national security and 
the public well being, the US must be perceived as being the 
top of the heap, and every effort must be made to insure 
that there is, and never has been, a threat to the country.

And 
even though two digests were kepi: for the record, one U.S. Army 
Headquarters, and one in U.S.A.F. Intelligence Headquarters, when 
Project Sign was terminated both copies were destroyed for security 
reasons not known to me. While one is prompted to wonder whose 
security may have been at stake, this practice was so common as to 
make unlikely an objective review of the UFO intelligence system 
and performance in many important past events. At any rate, this 
illustrates one aspect of the difficulty of scholarly research in 
this field.

Included are George S. Pattee's The Future of American Secret 
Intelligence (Washington, 1946), an analysis of World War II 
deficiencies, with suggestions for the structure of an 
intelligence system. Sherman Kent's Strategic Intelligence, 
written shortly after the Central Intelligence 

Agency was established, is an incisive discussion of intelligence 
as a kind of knowledge for specific UFO sighting evaluation, a 
type of organization and a unique activity. Dr. Vannevar Bush's 
Modern Arms and Free Men (Simon and Schuster, 1949), written for 
policy makers and defense science regarding technology's role in 
preserving democratic institutions and he? is believed to be now 
heading up the classified UFO study program. Roger Hilsman's 
Strategic Intelligence and National Decisions (Glencoe, Ill., 1956) 
remains the only attempt to explore the nature of intelligence 
doctrine among policy makers in Washington. 

My original book, "Central Intelligence, UFOs and National 
Security , was the outgrowth of materials prepared for use by the 
Defense Policy Seminar of the Defense Studies Program, Harvard 
University, and thus my debt remains to the faculty and guest 
lecturers who participated in those seminars. This is true also for 
my Defense Program colleagues, notably Professor W. Barton Leach 
of the Harvard Law School, and including Edward L. Katzenbach, Jr.

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UFO SOVEREIGNTY OVER AIR SPACE 
A DEFENSE INTELLIGENCE PROBLEM

Air space is that part of space subject to the sovereignty of UFOs. 

1. The problem of this right of sovereignty is the underlying 
issue of this paper. I can draw two statements from this: 

(a) That part of air space directly above the territory of 
a state is subject to the sovereignty of UFO's. 

(b) No state can exercise sovereignty over space which is 
not directly above its territory. 

2. The object of sovereignty is the air space above its territory, 
which appears to be bounded: 

(a) horizontally by a plane which has the territorial 
frontiers for its boundaries; 

(b) vertically up to a height where the word "air" can no 
longer be used. In other words, those regions of space 
where there is no air or atmosphere cannot be called 
air space. 

It must not be imagined that the principle of UFO sovereignty 
over air space has been accepted without numerous failed attempts 
by air defenses and heated discussions among defense intelligence 
agencies. It has been the subject of great controversy; and has 
been undergoing evolution to the present time. 

The problem took on a completely different aspect when the 
discovery of space navigation brought man face to face with the use 
of space by UFO's. The ensuing defense problem immediately focused 
on the atmosphere, and the UFO sovereignty principle of vertical 
property was brushed aside by the tacit admission of freedom beyond 
a certain altitude was recognized. 

The sovereignty of the United States cannot be absolute or 
unlimited. It is justified by reasons of national security and of 
utility. The air defense of the United States has a legitimate 
right to interdict air navigation which poses a threat to its 
security, not only from a political or military standpoint, but 
also from the point of view of personal security of its citizens 
who might be injured by the fall to earth of these objects which 
have not complied with the necessary conditions for flying. But 
there are other reasons founded on the maxim of utility, since it 
is the United States which stands to lose the most from violation 
of air space above its territory. 

What constitutes the greatest threat being the issue do not have 
complete sovereignty of our air space and the UFO also derives from 
this right to violate our established navigation of air space, and 
not only violate it, but has imposed whatever limits they deem 
appropriate, it has been felt among U.S. intelligence community that 
this power to violate does not necessarily imply total sovereignty, 
and that the UFO might only well be in engaged in challenging 
its existence without demonstrating its sovereignty. 




THE STATE OF UFO INTELLIGENCE OPERATIONS 


Since 1946, intelligence information regarding UFO sightings 
collected by various U.S. agencies yielded little in useful data 
that convinced authorities responsible for foreign intelligence 
operation that would provide a feasible defense approach to the 
Problem. Thirty years later we find ourselves no better the wiser. 
The prognosis for UFO intelligence operations in the United States 
is not good and must be guarded. Reliable information about 
foreign situations and trends has never been more needed than it 
ke i n ‘the 1980s. There is a recent historical base and an 
existing functional framework for a UFO intelligence collection 
effort of top quality in this country. It has been allowed to fade 
into obscurity and mediocrity due to disbelief and inaction on the 
part of the defense establishment's fixation with practical 
measures to address a need to contain what it feels are more 
manageable threats. Yet at the approach of the next decade the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the other agencies in coordination 
with it are operating at a lower state of effectiveness and morale, 
and less public confidence, than at any time in the past 30 
years. The future of U.S. intelligence is a crucial policy issue. 

The President, the Congress, and the people of the United States 
ought to give the highest priority to providing the kind of UFO 
data collection and analysis capability that an open society must 
have to survive and maintain sovereignty in a volatile and often 
surprisingly dangerous world. 

I must admit that there is a good deal of understandable mystery 
associated with the phenomena, intelligence is a simple and self- 
evident thing. As an activity, it is the pursuit of a certain kind 
of knowledge; as a phenomena, it is the resultant knowledge 
combined with strategic intelligence, we might call the knowledge 
upon which our nation's foreign relations, in war and peace, must 
rest. In this sense, the overwhelming importance of UFO intelligence 
activity, the actor or agency, of the "resultant knowledge" 
seems self-evident. The United States, nevertheless, was almost 
totally unprepared for the dangers and stress of the 1940s in the 
field of intelligence, as in so many areas. 

Now, once again, the United States stands on the brink of tragedy 
because it has not restored the damage done to the whole 
coordinated UFO intelligence collection program. The intelligence 
agencies have gradually wound down to a slow speed and a defensive 
posture, and in some ways they have come to a complete halt. Where 
we go from here, up or down is the pressing question. It seems 
the collection of UFO intelligence and its evaluation or analysis 
are seldom any longer questioned as legitimate and essential parts 
of the Washington bureaucratic process. Sometimes more scruples 
are expressed about wooing clandestine and illegal techniques 
of getting information but generally bureaucrats feel it is only 
fair game to try secretly to obtain UFO data is likely to affront 
our relations with those nations who are hiding it from us and 
might indeed affect the security of American institutions or lives. 

If national policy decisions are to be made, national efforts 
articulated towards a unified data base are clearly worthless. 



PROBLEMS WITH THE CURRENT POLICY AND PROPOSED SOLUTIONS 




The major problem from the standpoint of intelligence has always 
been 'what to tell the president' and 'how much.' This has been 
the policy since 1947 when the NTK restrictions were imposed. In 
maintaining absolute secrecy we have deprived high level decision 
makers of vital UFO information out of fear that long ears in the 
White House would use this information for political gain. This 
absurd and paranoid mindset cannot be allowed to continue as long 
as an effective countermeasure remains untested. If national 
sovereignty is to be a reality in our atmosphere and space we must 
arm our national leaders with full disclosure of the facts as they 
exist and not a watered down hypothesis of 'they could be' or we 
think 'they are Soviet.' This simply does not serve our sovereignty 
and, most certainly, our craft. We have to face up to our short¬ 
comings and cavalier approach to properly assess the problem and 
find a workable solution before we find ourselves caught with our 
pants down to use an old phrase* We do have a "historical base" 
to draw from and we do have an 'existing functional framework' in 
which to address the UFO problem. It worked for us before and it 
will work for us again. I propose that we reinvigorate the program 
that has been neglected and infused with new life and purpose. I 
propose that the MAJESTIC project in coordination with the Air 
Force's current air intelligence and space tracking system be once 
again a top priority within the Central Intelligence Agency and 
that the Nation Security Agency be allowed to not only collect 
vital UFO^technical data, but be allowed to perform its own 
analysis if it proves to be more cost effective and advantageous 
to current intelligence operations. We can no longer afford the 
luxury of exclusive domain. We must allow evaluation to come from 
other quarters in the intelligence community and we must accept it 
as supporting data rather than raw intelligence. Our failure in 
1953 caused us to lose precious information simply because a 
director refused to believe the data or a chief analyst was not 
convinced that UFO reports were of vital significance to the 
bigger picture of the Cold War. I further recommend that the 
Director of Central Intelligence be briefed in full when events 
seem to paint a clear picture of intent and that estimates be 
drawn up regarding foreign progress in evaluating UFO data and the 
obvious transfer of technology to space defense systems that could 
outpace us. Finally, I strongly recommend that a separate division 
be created with the scientific and technical departments staffed 
with qualified and knowledgeable analysts and intelligence officers 
to receive, analyze and summarize the data into a systemized data 
base with cross indexing to previous cases of proper evaluation. 

I realize that such a proposal goes beyond the bounds of current 
operations and responsibility. I also realize the current political 
climate is not conducive to this proposed change of ????. 
recognize the threat and deal with it in a responsible and 
professional manner if we are to protect our air space, our people, 
and our sovereignty as a nation. The cards we are holding may not 
win in a game of poker and I think I would not want to be the 
other guy who may be holding the winning hand. What is required is 
nothing short of a total overhaul of our intelligence operations. 





UFOS AS SPACE WEAPONS 


I am not the first to suggest that some UFO's are or could be space 
weapons sent here to be deployed for either passive or active 
purposes. In 1928 dr. Hermann Oberth published a revised version of 
a technical study known as The Way to Space Travel that included 
among other things space vehicles and weapons of mass destruction. 
Oberth has also voiced his informed opinion that UFOs might well be 
such devices constructed by an advanced civilization sent here to 
not only observe, but interfere in Earth's political and military 
affairs. The role of such a phenomenon was shown by the incident 
of the so-called "Dark Satellite'. In 1959 an unidentified space 
object was detected in orbit by a US Navy space surveillance system, 
the Pentagon was reported to have been chewed out for failing to 
take the information serious as the space object was tracked for 
some weeks, and the possible threat which it might represent to the 
United States. The film recovery capsule from the failed Discoverer 
5 mission of the previous August, had been deflected into a higher 
orbit instead of back down to Earth as planned. The implications, 
as we all know, were discussed at the highest levels in total 
secrecy. 

To counter such a possibility. Project Black Eye was developed in 
March 1962 and was picked up by the New York Times in which General 
LeMay predicted that "beam-direct weapons" could be fired at a 
man-made satellite from across space and bring about the techno¬ 
logical disarmament of nuclear weapons." The Soviets were already 
playing on these fears in August 1961 when he referred to space 
weapons that could be "directed to any place on Earth." This threat 
was echoed by Marshal Birysov, Commander of the Soviet Union's 
Strategic Rocket Forces who claimed that orbiting space platforms 
could launch rockets at any terrestrial target within the satellite's 
trajectory. We at the Office of Scientific Investigations knew 
that the Soviets did not have that capability but realized they 
were thinking along the lines of a Fractional Orbit Bombardment 
Systems'(FOBS). 

Such a system may have played a role in New Mexico in the summer 
of 1947 when a unidentified space vehicle was reportedly recovered 
by the Armed Forces Special Weapons Project Special Weapons Team 
after the space vehicle was disabled by microwave energy from 
several high-powered radar stations that had reportedly locked on 
to the object, causing it to crash and partially disabling a second 
which allegedly was recovered intact. I have repeatedly tried to 
gain access to documents supposedly existing elsewhere within the CIA's 
UFO files. As a scientist and astronomer, I found this most 
disheartening because since the early 1950's OSI has not been 
authorized to study the radar data while charged with the requirement 
to analyze all UFO data available to the Agency for proper analysis. 
This incident may have been the basis for Dr. Wernher von Braun's 
statement as published in Colliers 22 March 1952, Space Flight 
in which he theorized that small guided space weapons could 
be "launched from the [space] station...[and] could be accurately 
guided to any spot on earth." Perhaps this UFO space object offered 
the United States the most important and strategic advance in history. 




Details of this and other incidents quickly came under a tight 
security umbrella as more sighting reports made it abundantly 
clear that an advanced weapons system was being deployed over 
sensitive defense and research establishments. President Truman and 
other leading members of the government tried to put a bold face 
on the prospect of U.S. defenselessness, with claims that anti¬ 
missile technologies were already at a promising stage of development. 
By claiming that flying saucers was a secret weapons development 
and placing a security curtain in front of the stories the military 
succeeded in convincing the Soviets for a while anyway. I remember 
President Johnson's crypted statements regarding the SAINI program 
as having the ability to intercept and destroy armed satellites 
circling the earth" and that they were fully "operational" and "on 
the alert to protect this nation." This was more of a ruse than 
fact. It did keep the Soviets fearful. This cover began to wear 
thin in the Kennedy psychological war of words and the Soviets began 
to call his bluff. In 1962 Kennedy issued a directive to the Air 
Force to accelerate the direct ascent anti-satellite program which 
was part of the Contingency Plan for U.S. Reaction to Soviet 
placing of a Nuclear Weapon in Space" drawn up by Raymond Garthoff 
in May 1953. The Soviet ABM program was discovered by the CIA in 
1950 and Pravda confidently printed a disclosure made by Marshall 
Melinowsky in late 1961 during the 22 nd Party Congress that "[T]he 
problem of destroying enemy missiles in flight has been successfully 
resolved." Even Krusshoev repeated the point that Soviet forces 
could now 'hit a fly in space.' "It was apparent to both sides that 
UFO incursions were best concealed through the use of "armed 
satellites" and "enemy missiles" as long as the elusive "UFO" 
continued to evade anti—satellite defenses. 

The misidentification problem was also voiced by former DCI 
Hillenkoetter and warned that someday our response to erratic moving 
"satellites" and "missiles" would leave us blind and open to a 
surprise attack and possibly lead to accidental nuclear war. During 
the tense standoff during the 1962 Cuban missile crisis, scientific 
and technical intelligence worked around the clock to secure as much 
data on Soviet nuclear capability and advise the White House and the 
military advisors at all our embassies on what we had in UFO patterns 
and characteristics. Our data warned that these objects could 
emulate radar signatures and trajectories that closely resembled what 
we knew of Soviet ICBMs and indicated that the Soviets would 
probably do the same. Fortunately, the worse case scenario did not 
happen. Past Defense Conditions Two alerts gave us enough information 
to draw this conclusion but still left our radar early warning 
system unprepared for last years air space violations of Loring 
AFB, Maine; Malstrom AFB, and Minot AFB, North Dakota, and Wurtsmith 
AFB, Michigan; which brought our nuclear forces to standby alert. 

Air Force Office of Special Investigations ran out of possible 
plausible explanations for these incursions over nuclear weapons 
storage facilities. One fatal act of aggression could have resulted 
in actions taken by NORAD and SAC that would have brought us to the 
brink. And, I might add, in an exposed position, whereby Soviet 
intelligence could have read our response and contingency plans for 
nuclear attack if they had been able to. As far as I know, the UFO 
incidents did make some headlines and there were security leaks. 




RECOMMENDED CHANGES TO THE NATIONAL ESTIMATE 


Including Soviet use of UFOs in the National Intelligence 
Estimate, the single most influential document in national security 
policy making should be included as recommended by Lyman Kirkpatrick, 
former CIA Executive Director, who told several of us that UFO-type 
mechanisms of our government and that statements on Soviet progress 
in this area will affect us in the future. 

The significance of such an estimate was well illustrated of the 
N: F E ?f lor to the 1962 airborne detection incident and the Cuban 
missile crisis which predicted that the Soviet Union was not likely 
to apply a policy of such enormous risks as placing nuclear-tipped 
missiles in Cuba. Fortunately the world escaped from the worst 
consequences of such a bad guess. During the UFO incident and 
followed by the missile crisis an estimate was hastily produced 
which warned that the Soviet Union might risk nuclear war through 
such action than give in to President Kennedy's demand that UFO 
decoy deployment be eliminated from negotiations and that the 
missiles be removed. Even more fortunate was the inaccuracy of 
that estimate. To illustrate my point, on 26 August, 1957, the 
Soviets announced the successful testing of an intercontinental 
ballistic missile. This was "intelligence" of a high order. The 
uncovering of a secret UFO decoy missile was even higher. What was 
the significance, the reliability, of this information? Asked 
about it at a private meeting the following day, Secretary of State 
Dulles made the strange reply that the reliability of the discovery 
was anybody's guess and that the "intelligence community is 
making a careful study of the public announcement but was even 
more reserved about commenting on the UFO decoy project and policy. 

Behind the scenes, the CIA had for some years been charting as 
precisely as possible the course of Soviet missile progress and 
knowledge of UFO tracking data. By making use of classified radar 
and other detection devices and such information sources as espionage 
and reconnaissance aircraft, intelligence analysts such as myself 
working the Office of Scientific Intelligence, had tried to, for 
example, keep a running score of Soviet UFO sighting and progress 
in missiles and in other significant areas. To our surprise, none 
of the NIE's mentioned Soviet UFO decoy use with their ICBM program. 
This was a glaring omission and a dangerously inaccurate estimate. 

One of the chief problems of the intelligence community at the 
outbreak of the Korean War was that crucial intelligence was 
available from State, Defense, and CIA, but that these departments 
merely routed the raw intelligence around to the appropriate agencies 
without coming up with joint National Estimates. CIA, in particular, 
was criticized for "failing to fulfil its duty "to correlate and 
evaluate intelligence relating to national security." The important 
requirement that decision makers be proved with complete and hard 
estimates as to future enemy capabilities or actions was recognized 
by General Smith who assumed responsibility for the UFO program in 





In order for national estimates to be broad in scope and defined 
in depth to include vital UFO technical data, I propose the 
following: 

1. To periodically brief the President and selected members of 
the National Security Council on national security implications 
resulting from UFO misidentification. 

(a) The President, the Director of Central Intelligence, a 
member of the NSC, or perhaps amore likely—the Assistant 
to the President for National Security Affairs to render 
an informed decision on UFO policy in a proper context of 
defense. 

(b) To include in any NIE on Soviet UFO decoy capability, 
missile, warhead, and booster vehicle propulsion and range 
factors from OSI as augmented intelligence for final 
intelligence product. 

2. Terms of reference be defined by the Board of National Estimates. 
This group can initiate study or as usually the case, tact in 
response to a specific UFO date request from an intelligence 
consumer. 

(a) Define the problem, divide into feasible components and 
then assign to appropriate intelligence agencies. 

Staff studies should include the Office of National 
Estimates and assign a representative to integrate material 
received. 

3. A straight estimate be divided into two categories—the 
knowable and the unknowable. 

(a) Coordinate UFO data collection with Project Blue Book 
at the Top Secret level and forward to OSI. 

(b) Task military intelligence with requirements for forwarding 
raw UFO reports to OSI through the Office of the Director 
of Central Intelligence. 

{c)Coordinate feedback to appropriate intelligence agencies. 

4. Ultrasecret net estimate handled by the NSC rather than the 
Board of Estimates or the U.S. Intelligence Board. 

5. The Watch Committee and National Indications Center be allowed 
to alert CIA of any unusual or impending changes in Soviet power 
structure through a crash estimate when needed. 

6. A Joint Committee be formed to appraise the Joint Committee 

on Atomic Energy and the Material Assessment of the Joint Intelligence 
Committee (MAJIC) in the coordination between CIA and authorized 
intelligence agencies concerned with physical and trace evidence 
recovery operations in foreign countries. 

Past and current members of the Council of Foreign Affairs be 
brought in the intelligence loop on an on call basis to provide 
quick and ready reviews to hard questions regarding Soviet back 
channel contacts and sources on advancing Soviet and allied progress 
in missiles, spacecraft, launch vehicles, payload capability and 
political discussion among their scientific defense communities.

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UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECTS, THE CIA, AND CONGRESS 


In December 1963, former President Truman was questioned 
regarding his role in organizing a secret panel within the 
government to collect vital information concerning unidentified 
flying objects and to keep him informed of any significant 
developments that would affect U.S. foreign relations and the 
balance of power with the Soviet Union. He was asked if he 
knew that the Central Intelligence Agency had engaged in 
foreign and domestic covert operations to secure evidence 
from various sources. He was also asked the embarrassing 
question 'Did you authorize Operation Majestic Twelve?' To 
which he replied, "I never had any thought about it after 
leaving office." He added, "It was not my intention when I 
set up the CIA it would be injected into strange activities 
of that sort." He was upset when this subject was brought 
up and it was sensed that Mr. Truman was being coy and 
evasive. When he was shown documents which he signed, he 
seemed very surprised and asked, "where did you get this?" 

He was told that they came from the CIA. He quietly and 
without further comment said, "Oh!" After some reflection, 
he said, "Congress was in for a greater surprise, for what 
legislators were asked to create in 1947...and what they 
thought they were creating...was an intelligence arm of the 
government. What they did was hand the CIA, by that I mean, 
the Director of Central Intelligence the authority to 
withhold UFO information from the public, including Congress." 
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The CIA's UFO intelligence budget is concealed within the 
budgets of various government departments, mainly that of the 
Defense Department. The average member of Congress has no more 
knowledge than the average citizen of the annual expenditures or 
of the size and scope of CIA UFO operations. As members of the 
CIA subcommittees of the Committee on Armed Services and 
Appropriations, a few congrssional members receive occasional 
briefings on CIA's UFO operations from the Director of Central 
Intelligence (which of course is at his discretion). 

Ever since CIA was established, the Director has been authorized 
and in fact directed to make complete disclosure of CIA UFO 
activities to special subcommittees in both the Senate and 
House. The CIA is at times completely responsive to their 
questions, no matter how sensitive. For example, during the 
first 12 weeks as DCI Admiral William F. Raborn was called to 
17 meetings with these Congressional committees. The 
legislative log for the year 1965 shows that DCI or his senoir 
aides met a total of 34 times with four special subcommittees. 

It is no surprise then that members of the national legislature 
who take seriously the constitutional provision that no money 
may be spent from public funds of the treasury without 
congressional approval, should become restless about the CIA's 
privileged position of UFO secrecy. Such unrest has had 
various manifestations. One was in Senator Joseph McCarthy's 
characteristic statment in the Senate debate: "I have roughly 
100 pages of documentation covering.... 


Another, more 
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teniperate, manifestation of unrest was in the Senate resolution 
to establish a joint Congressional committee on central 
intelligence, introduced in the Eighty-fourth Congress (1955) 
by Senator Mike Mansfield (D., Montana), with a total of 34 
Republican and Democratic co-sponsors. This was only one— 
though the most important—of a score of bills before 
Congress at that time with a similar purpose. 

The Mansfield resolution was reported favorably out of the 
Rules Committee on February 23, 1956, by a vote of 8 to 1, 
with Senator Carl Hayden (D., Arizona) dissenting. The 
proposal would have established a joint committee to have 
legislative oversight of the CIA. It was to be composed of 
six members from each branch of Congress. The core of its 
membership would have been those senators and representatives 
already serving as CIA subcommittee members from the 
Appropriations and Armed Services Committees. The joint 
committee was to have a broad mandate to study (1) the 
activities of CIA; (2) problems relating to the gathering of 
UFO intelligence affecting national security; and (3) co¬ 
ordination and utilization of UFO intelligence by the various 
departments and agencies of government. All legislative 
proposals relating primarily to the CIA or to foreign UFO 
intelligence would be referred to such a committee for 
consideration. Senator Mansfield further proposed that the 
CIA keep the joint committee "fully and currently informed 
with respect to its joint committee activities." 
this proposal was not carried out by the CIA.

Arguments for a Joint UFO Committee 

(a) Congressional surveillance has existed, since 1946, in the 
UFO atomic energy field, an area equally as sensitive as foreign 
intelligence. 

(b) A specialized joint committee would "promote new confidence 
between Congress and the CIA." 

(c) UFO studies of the CIA by ad hoc or temporary groups are 
not sufficient. The fact that most UFO reports and studies of 
CIA since its creation in 1947 have been highly secret has 
excluded Congress from details of CIA operations. 

(d) A policy of "secrecy for mere sake of secrecy" invites 
abuse and prevents Congress and the nation from "knowing."

Senate Resolution No. 210 


...to keep itself fully and currently informed of the activities 
of the Central Intelligence Agency, the Bureau of Intelligence 
and Research of the Department of State, and other agencies of 
the Government insofar as the activities of such agencies relate 
to foreign intelligence or counterintelligence. The 
committee's duties shall include, but not be limited to, review 
of intelligence and counterintelligence activities and 
legislative oversight of the coordinating of such activities 
among the various agencies concerned. 


The CIA, it should be noted, was willing to supply the Foreign 
Relations Committee with substantive UFO intelligence 
information and had done so on numerous occasions. But it was 
adamantly unwilling to discuss "sources and methods" with the 
Fullbright Committee. If Senator Fullbright wanted to know, 
as he did in 1966, whether "Fullbright awards" had ever been 
used as "cover" for CIA UFO operations, the CIA leadership in 
1966 was unwilling to discuss this or any other matter with him 
related to "sources and methods." Raborn explained that he 
had authority to brief congressional committees but discussion of 
CIA UFO activities, methods, and sources is another matter.

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UFO TECHNOLOGY AND THE IMBALANCE OF POWER

Today all on earth are close neighbors: the First World, which is 
liberal; the Second World, which is dictatorial; and the Third 
world, where changes are rapid and often violent. The fate of all 
hinges on the development and use of UFO technology. If we want to 
understand and influence the future, we should review and understand 
humankind's new tools. 


Some say the generation just past accomplished more in technology 
than all generations to come. Comparisons of the past 
accomplishments with contemporary ones are misleading; more important 
an comparisons of temporary ones are of comparisons of quantity 
and quality. Probably the same will be said of the generation to 
come. If we compare the horse and buggy with a rocket to the moon, 
quantitative comparisons become arbitrary. 

Similarly, old and new methods of warfare hardly affected by new 
echnology are either analogous or easily comparable. But, in all 
cases we are talking about war and survival. The Napoleonic wars 

hardly affected by new technology. The nineteenth century saw 
relatively minor changes, in our century, technology entered 
warfare in full force, in part, this was due to a new style of 
linking extraterrestrial scientific ideas with terrestrial technology. 

A revolution of ideas, ideas totally lacking in empirical knowledge 
Durst on the first forty years of this century, a revolution so 
great that the vast majority of highly educated persons has not yet 
grasped the new ideas. To most of us the word relativity signifies 
at best, a maze of mathematical formula—which relativity is not. 

Terms such as atomic theory, hot and cold fusion, or the more 
specific quantum mechanics, to most people mean nothing, yet from 
these three sets of ideas, occurring entirely within one generation, 
have emerged .developments stranger and vastly more important than the 
once revolutionary idea that our earth is not the whole universe, or 
even its center. 


From the extraterrestrial scientific revolution of ideas spranq 
consequences of a different kind. Terrestrial science and technology 
have become twins. As a result, applied UFO technology is 
developing rapidly and in unexpected ways. With each new practical 
scientific application, new technologies emerge than can be used in 
warfare. There is no separation between UFO technology for peace 
and UFO technology for war, and I believe the two will remain 
inseparable. 

Public awareness is more advanced in the case of scientific 
applications—in computers, for example. Exposure, however, does 
not guarantee comprehension. The consequences of widespread lack 
of understanding often manifest themselves as deep-seated fears. 




We should strive to eliminate some common misunderstandings. The 
new events and possibilities are surprising, frightening, and large 
in scale. When confronted with something greater than ever before, 
the human mind frequently jumps to the conclusion that it is facing 
something infinite, something limitless. That conclusion is 
mistaken. When we are overly impress by progress in any given 
development, we lose our sense of proportion: we then enter the realm 
of what is called the unthinkable.* 

SECRECY 


Shortly after the end of World War II, Niels Bohr, the founder of 
atomic theory, made a statement I shall never forget. In the coming 
Cold war it would be reasonable to expect each side to use the 
weapons it can handle best. The best weapon of a dictatorship is 
secrecy. Secrecy, unfortunately, is habit-forming. We can scarcely 
imagine how we could get along without it. We should remember, 
however, that secrecy was actually of greater advantage to us when 
we had secrets to keep. Today, when Russia almost certainly knows 
all of our secrets, especially technical ones, is apt to have many 
secrets of which we are ignorant of. 

Of course, if we reveal our greatest secret, the Russians will not 
reciprocate. Are we not, therefore, speaking of free energy 
applications to a revolutionary mode of transportation? The answer 
is in our hands secrecy boomerangs—instead of hurting our adversary 
with it we hurt ourselves. 1 


The boomerang of secrecy is also at work in our relations with our 
allies. Annoyance about secrecy was a strong motive for de Gaulle 
to terminate full French participation in NATO. 

Perhaps, the main reason for eliminating secrecy is make-believe? 

It does not for a free society, it affects our own law-abiding 
scientists, even deters them from participating in the development 
of super weapons. But secrecy puts no obstacle in the way of foreign 
governments determined to learn or rediscover the secret. To put it 

simply, a secret known to a million people, in fact, is no longer a 
secret. y 

When arguing for openness in extraterrestrial technology, I do not 

* "Greek fire," consisting of the irreconcilable elements of fire and 
water (actually a mixture mainly of unslaked lime, sulphur, and 
naphtha), which stopped the first Muhammadan onslaught on the Constan- 
inople f was such an unthinkable weapon. It was secret , and it was 
outlawed by the Pope. The secret was kept much better than that of 
the atomic bomb. Similarly, the "fire" of an extraterrestrial type 
first proposed by Einstein was initially met with the same unthink¬ 
able skepticism until Otto Hahn proved its feasibility 
in a laboratory which sent shock waves through the scientific 
community in 1939. The splitting of the atom was considered "monkey 
shine" to many leading physicists of that day. Of course, since 
the theory was correct, and with a little guidance, inspiration and 
hard work, we did master the technique of fission with non-terrestrial 
atomic transmutation of uranium and plutonium isotopes. 




mean to actually throw open our laboratories to all foreign 
observers. The type of secrecy practiced by America's private 
companies does work. But the principles of discoveries should be 
open. There are no secret formulas, though the chemists sought 
them. (The one fact the alchemists proved was that science and 
secrecy are hardly corapatible-except, perhaps, under the iron heel 
of a dictator.) What can be kept secret, at least for some time, is 
what we call "know-how." 


It would not be realistic to propose that secrecy should be 
abolished forthwith. We can, however, greatly reduce it. Today we 
are smothered by millions of "classified" documents. A determined 
move toward openness is firmly recommended. Its purpose is threefold: 
to stimulate research on military applications of UFO technology 
within our scientific community; to promote cooperation with our 
allies in the same field; and to inform the American public through 
various means the true state of UFO reality, so far as such knowledge 
can be made available to our intelligence. 


A more detailed proposal is difficult to make especially since 
we want it to be realistic and acceptable. Yet such a proposal is 
made here, both to give an example of what could happen and to begin 
a concrete discussion on the important issue, we could continue

££^ S !! nt forTn * But we could impose the condition that all classified 
UFO documents should be published within two years of issue. That 
would fully preserve tactical secrecy but exclude strategic and 
technical secrecy. A small number of documents might need to be 
kept secret for longer periods, but in those cases a few highly 
responsible persons would have to certify, year by year, that 

continued secrecy is required. The rule should be: when in doubt, 
classify. ' 


MILITARY RESEARCH 


We are not engaged in an arms race, but rather in a race of 
perfecting an integrated program of UFO technology. The former 
emphasizes the quantity of arms, the latter their quality and 
particularly the element of novelty. Comparison of quality would 

icult even in the absence of secrecy. Since secrecy prevails 
and since it is effective on the side of Russia, comparison becomes 
virtually impossible. 


widely believed in this country that American and Russian 
defense are roughly equivalent, in greater detail, it is stated 
that Russia is ahead in quantity and we are ahead in quality, it is 
somewhat disquieting that the Russian advantage lies in the area 
that is more easily checked, while we are supposedly ahead in those 
respects where verification is more difficult. 


One individual familiar with military UFO technology and with 
Intelligence, Dr. John S. Foster, Jr., (director of defense research 
and engineering for the Department of Defense for seven years under 
Republican and Democratic administrations, estimates that in 
I960 the United States and the USSR spent equal percentages of their 
military budget on UFO research and development, while in 1976 the 
percentage was three times as high in Russia as in the United States. 






Actually, more money is necessary but not sufficient. First, a 
rapid budget increase is apt to lead to low efficiency. The 
change must be gradual. Second, more money can be spent well only 
if more scientific talent is available. Military UFO research is 
unpopular among scientists, partly on account of secrecy. (in 
regimented Russia, where scientists are not free to choose their 

lattl f r argument is less valid. Actually, the Russian 
leadership seems wise enough to add inducement to coercion.) This 
is one reason why we should abandon or at least reduce secrecy. 

But.our scienti f ts not turn to national defense unless they 

perceive an actual danger to the United States. A danger was 
perceived in 1939, only two years before a UFO was captured and 
Pearl Harbor, it is vital that scientists should perceive the 
danger now, before it is too late. What is at stake is not only the 
prevention of defeat, but prevention of cosmic war. Nevertheless 
convincing the American scientific community that military UFO 
research is a most difficult undertaking.

^ he United States a counterforce strategy, presently favored by 
many is supposed to destroy space borne targets, including UFO 
nuclear weapons before they are launched. Implementation of this 
strategy would be exceedingly difficult, particularly if our nuclear 
forces are not numerically superior and inferior to those of, say, 
extraterrestrial plasma weapons and EMP devices. Furthermore, our 
weapons would be apt to miss and accidentally hit Russian or 
Chinese territory because of poor targeting systems. Worst of all, 
preparation for a counterforce strategy could dangerously resemble 
the preparation for a first strike by the United States. 

The idea is basically sound but fool hardy in its conception, and 
I believe it should be abandoned. One suggestion has been put 
forward. It is the "fire on warning." it would be prudent and wise to 
at least inform Russia and China of our intent, and, by doing so, 
might even be given support, it is conceivable that the alarm could 
be false. There might even be situations in which the Russians 
would simulate an attack to draw our fire. Above all, to fire on 
warning is apt to destabilize a situation that already possesses 
much too little stability. 1 * 

RPVs AND MAN-MADE UFOs 


Remotely piloted vehicles (RPVs) have been mentioned. Radiation 
with its continuing refinement, promises sophisticated remotely pilote< 
control weapons. If UFOs can use elaborate communications systems 
information, pictures, accelerations, anything that can be noticed 
could be transmitted from a space vehicle to the decision making 
operation. We have attempted this kind of defense weapon in the past 





with marginal success. If control is to be exercised over short 
distances, high flying RPVs should be used instead of satellites. 
For these weapons, speed may not be so important; it might be more 
essential to equip them with the means of self-defense. Indeed, 
RPVs could play the role of a small fighter planes or small rockets 
to defeat an attack on the mother shi.p * 


It is probable that these weapons of the future, designed for 
information gathering, and more expendable to include fighting or 
bombing, will be smaller, cheaper, more flexible, and more suited 
for other missions. It is important to note that such weaponry will 
not necessarily result in greater damage inflicted upon the enemy, 
but may instead result in damage inflicted where it counts militarily 
but with minimal injury to noneombatants * * 


■ T !?u-P osslb ^ 1 i t y of RPVs exists for Russia as well as for us. But 
in this special category, there is one reason why we may be able to 
outdo the Russian effort by a great margin. That reason is that 
RPVs require electronics, and in this respect our technology is still 
superior to that of any country. Further emphasis on electronics is 
therefore recommended. 


T ? S RPVs was first explored by the U.S. Air Force in the 

Sar iT i 050s : Zt can also be applied to small naval vehicles and to 
small but effective tanks. 

An ingenious new man-made UFO-type aircraft is now in the 
experimental stage of development. A delta wing is used in this 
design, pivoting at its center. The wing is a triangle configuration 
with vertical takeoff and landing, but at high speed the entire wing 

then what appears as the right wing points forward 
hile the left points backward. Peculiarly enough, this almost 
asymmetric configuration works. Because the torques cancel at the 
pivot and effective pivots are easier to design, this compares 
favorably with present all wing aircraft where the needed pivot is

This new design (based on wind tunnel models and UFO technical 
ata) has been flown only as a small-scale experimental model and 
is not yet capable of carrying a man.

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VALIDATING THE 1 st ANNUAL REPORT: AN IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT: 

BY NICK REDFERN 


Important information has surfaced into the public domain that assists in validating the 
Majestic Twelve Project 1 st Annual Report. One of the entries contained within the 
Report relates to sightings of so-called Foo Fighters over Germany during the Second 
World War. The entry (on page 15, Annex C, Entry 7 of the 1 st Annual Report) reads 
thus: 


"Aerial interference with military aircraft has demonstrated the ability to observe our air 
operations in war and peacetime conditions. During the war over 900 near-miss 
incidents were reported by allied pilots and crews in all theater of operations. One of the 
most dramatic near-miss encounters occurred on 14 October 1943, 8 th AF Mission 115 
over Schwienfurt, Germany. B-17 crews reported many formations of silvery discs flying 
down into the B-17 formations. Several times during the bombing mission, large objects 
were seen following the discs descent into the formations. Unlike previous reports, no 
engine failures or airframe damage was reported. After the surrender of Nazi Germany, 
GAF fighter pilots were interrogated by AF intelligence concerning Mission 115. GAF 
did not have any aircraft above our bombers at that time." (Reference 1) 

While it is true that references to the Schwienfurt raid have been made in UFO literature 
for several decades, the story has always been somewhat problematic due to the lack of 
official, verifiable confirmation of the events in question. That situation has now 
changed. To demonstrate the importance of this breakthrough, it is essential to review 
the history of the story from its origins in the UFO literature to the present day. The 
first person (outside of official channels, at least) known to have postulated a link 
between the Schwienfurt raid and unidentified aerial phenomena, and to have reported 
on the matter, was the late writer Martin Caidin. According to Caidin, as the bombers of 
384 th Group swung into the final bomb run, "pilots and top-turret gunners, as well as 
several crewmen in the Plexiglas noses of the bombers, reported a cluster of discs in the 
path of the 384 th 's formation, and, closing with the bombers." Caidin continued: "The 
startled exclamations focused attention on the phenomenon, and the crews called back 
and forth to one another on the interphones, discussing and confirming the astonishing 
sight before them. The discs were agreed upon as being silver-colored, about one inch 
thick and three inches in diameter. The B-17 crewmen saw them easily, and repeatedly. 
The discs appeared above the bombers, gliding down in very uniform clusters. And 
then the 'impossible' happened. Boeing B-17 Number 026 closed rapidly with a cluster 
of discs. The pilot junked the aircraft violently, attempting to evade an imminent 
collision with the discs. The sudden and violent maneuvering of the B-17 proved the 
maneuver futile." Caidin further maintained that at an intelligence briefing, the pilot of 



the aircraft in question stated; "my right wing went directly through a cluster with 
absolutely no effect on engines or plane surface." Moreover, Caidin elaborated, "The 
pilot explained further that about twenty feet from the discs - a report confirmed by 
other pilots and crew members - they watched a mass of black debris of varying sizes, 
in clusters of three by four feet, floating past their aircraft." (Reference 2) 

The author, Frank Edwards, also reported the details of the Schweinfurt raid. "As early 
as 1943, the British had set up a small organization to gather information on these 
objects," maintained Edwards. "It was under the direction of Lieutenant General 
Massey, and it had been inspired to some extent by the reports of a spy who was in 
reality a double agent, working under the direction of the Mayor of Cologne. He had 
confirmed that the Foo Fighters were not German devices but that the Germans thought 
they were Allied ranging instruments, which of course the British knew they were not. 
The British Air Ministry, in 1966, told me that the Massey Project was officially 
terminated in 1944. Perhaps it is only coincidence that the double agent was exposed 
and executed in the spring of 1944. But the Foo Fighters were very much in evidence, 
even though official British interest is said to have waned. Typical was this example 
from a bombing attack on great German industrial complex at Schweinfurt on October 
14,1943. The detailed discussion of the phenomenon is taken from a signed report by 
Major E.R.T. Holmes, F.L.0.1 st Bombardment Office, Whitehall, London, under date of 
October 24,1943. (Mission No. 115 in the British records.) "Major Holmes reports that as 
the bombers of the 384 th group (American-made B-17s) roared on their bombing path, 
they found themselves closing rapidly with a formation of small, silvery discs. The 
objects were very numerous - 'scores of them' - and they were flying headlong toward 
the bombers. They were gliding downward under apparent control and on a collision 
course. "One bomber pilot told Intelligence interviewers later that the objects barely 
missed his right wing as he went through their formation. Another pilot said that one of 
the things struck the tail surfaces of his bomber a glancing blow but without apparent 
effect." (Reference 3) 

As detailed as Frank Edwards' account certainly was, to what extent does it have a basis 
in fact? Air Marshal Sir Victor Goddard, the first Deputy Director of Air Intelligence to 
the Air Ministry in 1935, has stated without hesitation that: 

"To the best of my knowledge there has never been any official study made [of the Foo 
Fighters]. This implies Treasury sanction; it suggests that in the middle of the War 
against Germany when we had our hands full and it was far from certain that we could 
survive, the Air Ministry was concerned that a UFO menace existed; it most certainly 
was not. [General Massey] is not included in my earliest Who’s Who of 1955. So, unless 
he died meanwhile, he did not exist in the British Army ." (Reference 4) 



With regard to the existence or otherwise of the Lieutenant General Massey, Timothy 
Good comments: "Interestingly, there is a Lieutenant General Hugh R.S. Massy listed in 
the 1945 Who's Who. Born in 1884, he was appointed Director of Military Training at the 
War Office 1938-39 and then Deputy-Chief of the Imperial General Staff 1939-40, 
retiring in 1942. Is it possible that this is the man Edwards was told about? My research 
has failed so far to throw any more light on the matter. If Edwards was not lying, did he 
get the spelling wrong? Or was he misinformed by the Ministry of Defense?" (Reference 

5 ) 

Despite the intriguing nature of the Schweinfurt raid as described in the 1 st Annual 
Report and by both Frank Edwards and Martin Caidin, no confirmation for its reality 
has ever been forthcoming - until now. An industrious UFO investigator, Andy 
Roberts, has located at the Public Record Office at Kew, London, England, a copy of the 
official Air Ministry documentation pertaining to the curious encounters described 
above. Circulated to a Colonel Kingman Douglas, a Wing Commander Smith of AI [Air 
Intelligence] 3 and a Wing Commander Heath of AI 2 at the Air Ministry, the document 
states: "Received 17 October 1943" and reads thus: 

Annexe to intelligence report mission Schweinfurt 16 October 1943. 306 Group report a 
partially unexploded 20mm shell imbedded above the panel in the cockpit of At C number 
412 bearing the following figures, 19K43. The Group Ordinance Officer believes the steel 
composing the shell is of inferior grade. 348 th Group reports a cluster of discs observed in 
the path of the formation near Schweinfurt, at the time there are no E/A [Authors note: 
Enemy Aircraft] above. Discs were described as silver colored - one inch thick and three 
inches in diameter. They were gliding slowly down in very uniform cluster. A/C 026 was 
unable to avoid them and his right wing went directly through the cluster with 
absolutely no effect on engines or plane's surface. One of the discs was heard striking tail 
assembly but no explosion was heard. About twenty feet from these discs a mass of black 
debris of varying sizes in clusters of 3 by 4 feet. Also observed 2 other A/C flying through 
silver discs with no apparent damage. Observed discs and debris 2 other times but could 
not determine where it came from. Copies to: PR and AI6, DB Ops, WAR ROOM, DAT 
(Reference 6) 

Having analyzed the document at issue, Andy Roberts feels that this particular report 
may have less to do with Foo Fighters and more to do with German flak. (Reference 7) 
This may indeed be the case; however, it is worth noting that according to Frank 
Edwards, the Schweinfurt encounter was one that made its way into the Air Ministry's 
Foo Fighter files - this alone suggests there were those within officialdom who believed 
the report represented something beyond the norm. More importantly, this particular 



document does not stand-alone. Having also spent time at the Public Record Office 
seeking out material pertaining to the Foo Fighters, I succeeded in locating the 
following paper, extracted from a Secret publication of 1943 titled Bang On and that 
served as a semi-official newsletter for the Royal Air Force's 115 Squadron. In a section 
titled PHENOMENA, the report reads thus: 

Under this heading there occur from time to time reports of weird and wonderful 
apparitions seen during our (and the American) attacks on Germany. We have asked our 
local Inner Circle bloke to comment on the latest species of wizardry. Here is his 
story. ..believe it or not. On the 11 th December the Yanks paid one of their daylight visits 
to Emden. Visibility was good and the weather clear. "An unidentified object was seen in 
the target area. It was about the size of a Thunderbolt and passed 50-75 yards beneath the 
formation. It flew straight and level (No chaps it was not a Lane, gone mad...) at a 
terrific speed, leaving a streak like a vapour trail, which remained visible for a long time. 
The object passed so quickly that the observer could not determine it more accurately. 
Suggestions will be welcome...serious ones...as to what this Loch Ness Monster of 
Emden might have been. (Prize. ..one year's free issue of this News Sheet. ..if the 
publication survives as long.) 

Another of the attacking aircraft was hit by a length of wire, which bit deeply into the 
nose. Twenty feet were coiled around the nose and something caused the bomb door to 
open. The wire may have been towed behind a fighter, which had just made an attack 
upon the bomber; some form of explosive charge or weight may have been attached to a 
parachute fired from a rocket projectile, though no parachute was seen. An examination 
of the wire is taking place and it is hoped that this will shed some light on the 
occurrence. In another attack, this time on Bremen, there were many reports of 'silver 
and red discs above the formations'. These have been seen before but up to now no one 
has been able to decide their purpose. Suggestions please. (Reference 8) 

Although aspects of this particular report were written in a somewhat light-hearted 
vein, several points are worth considering: the entire report was classified Secret; the 
reference to reports of "silver and red discs" conjures up images of classic flying saucers 
rather than straightforward Foo Fighters; the eye-opening revelation that, "these have 
been seen before," suggests strongly that a number of such reports were on file with the 
Air Ministry by 1943; while the statement to the effect that "up to now no one has been 
able to decide their purpose," leans towards the theory that attempts had, indeed, been 
made by British officialdom to try and determine the origin and intent of the Foo 
Fighters. 



Summary: 


At the time that the 1 st Annual Report surfaced into the public domain, the 
documentation located by Andy Roberts at the Public Record Office had not been seen 
by anyone outside of British officialdom - Roberts (with a research colleague, David 
Clarke) was the first person to view it. Up until the time that Roberts located the file, the 
only sources for the story were Martin Caidin and later Frank Edwards - and then the 
1 st Annual Report itself. If the 1 st Annual Report had been nothing more than a hoax, the 
author of the hoax would have been taking an uncalculated risk by citing a story that 
was unverifiable and that could only be traced back to Caidin. If Caidin's story was 
proven to be spurious then, of course, by definition so would the 1 st Annual Report. 
However, the fact that details of the Schweinfurt raid have now surfaced in previously 
classified British Air Ministry files, suggests strongly that the author of the 1 st Annual 
Report knew that the story was genuine and had been officially documented. Needless 
to say, Tim Cooper (or indeed anyone on the outside) would have been unaware at the 
time that the 1 st Annual Report surfaced that this story would eventually be validated 
officially 

Conclusion 

Having reviewed the newly surfaced evidence, one issue more than any other becomes 
readily apparent. With respect to the Schweinfurt raid during the 1943 bombing 
missions on Germany, the author of the 1 st Annual Report was talking about events that 
would ultimately be validated officially via British Air Ministry files from the correct 
time period. The fact that those files were not in the public domain at the time that the 
1 st Annual Report surfaced, however, is a strong indicator that the author of the 1 st 
Annual Report was someone with access to classified wartime material on unidentified 
aerial phenomena that originated with both the British and American authorities.

Federal Whistleblower Laws and Regulations ^Updated July. 2008) 


On March 12 a Whistleblower Protection Enhancement Act of 2009 was launched as a 
Bill in the U.S. House of Representatives that gives protection to whistleblowers working 
on national security issues and for federally funded contractors. Currently whistleblowers 
who disclose cases of abuse in the national security and corporate arenas have no legal 
protection against retaliation from their employers. The Whistleblower Protection 
Enhancement Act of 2009 would for the first time give protection to whistleblowers who 
disclose abuses in the national security and corporate arenas. A number of 
whistleblowers have come forward to disclose abuses concerning the willful 
suppression, manipulation and destruction of evidence concerning UFOs and 
extraterrestrial life by national security agencies covered by the proposed Act. If 
passed in its present form, the Whistleblower Protection Enhancement Act will make it 
easier for whistleblowers to come forward to reveal such abuses without retaliation. This 
may finally lead to disclosure of evidence concerning UFOs and extraterrestrial life. 

The original 1989 Whistleblower Protection Act , did not give protection to national 
security employees. An initial version of the Whistleblower Protection Enhancement Act 
was first passed by the House of Representatives in March 2007, but was not passed by 
the Senate due to Republican opposition. A renewed version of the Act was introduced in 
the 111th session of Congress on March 12, 2009. Both the 2007 and 2009 House 
versions of the Act protect whistleblowers in various national security agencies and 
federally funded contractors from retaliation for blowing the whistle on government or 
corporate corruption or abuse. 













One of the co-sponsors of the House Bill is Congressman Chris Van Hollen (D-Md) who 
said: 


“We're here to reintroduce the legislation to insure that national security 
whistleblowers are protected. If somebody has already received a top-secret 
clearance, if someone has already been determined by our government to 
meet all the security clearances, if that individual sees waste, fraud and 
abuse, we have to have a mechanism for that individual to report it without 
fear of retribution and firing.” 

Section 10 of the Bill extends whistleblower protections to employees of “the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the Office of the Director of National Intelligence, the Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Defense Intelligence Agency, the National Geospatial- 
Intelligence Agency, the National Security Agency, and the National Reconnaissance 
Office.” Furthermore, Section 11 extends whistleblower protections to employees of 
companies with government contracts. This is a very significant development given the 
role of corporations in government funded projects related to advanced technologies that 
may be related to recovered UFOs and extraterrestrial life.

The Senate earlier introduced its own version of the Whistleblower Protection 
Enhancement Act of 2009 in February which was weaker since it omitted protection to 
whistleblowers from federally funded contractors and the National Reconnaissance 
Office. The Senate Bill was later amended to cover corporate whistleblowers. Both 
House and Senate (as amended) versions of the Whistleblower Protection Enhancement 
Act mark a major step forward in encouraging whistleblowers in national security 
agencies and corporations to come forward to reveal wrongdoing. 

A number of whistleblowers have come forward to claim that they witnessed abuses 
concerning suppression and manipulation of evidence concerning UFOs and 
extraterrestrial life while working for federal agencies dealing with national security 
issues. Among the most prominent is the National Security Agency (NSA). Karl Wolf 
served with the USAF for four and half years, and was once taken to a secure NSA 
facility to repair satellite communications systems. There he witnessed Apollo imagery of 
artificial structures on the dark side of the moon that was highly classified and never 
publicly released despite subsequent FOIA requests to the NSA. Dan Sherman, who spent 
12 years in the USAF, was stationed at the NSA as an electronic intelligence expert. He 
revealed his participation in a classified communications project with extraterrestrial 
entities. Clifford Stone, a 22 year Army veteran, claims that he was escorted to the 
Pentagon by a NSA employee who arranged for him to meet with an extraterrestrial entity 
in a secure underground location. Finally, Daniel Morris Salter, a 22 year USAF veteran 












who also worked with the National Reconnaissance Office, claims that the NSA was 
directly involved in suppressing witnesses with information about UFOs and 
extraterrestrial life. 


It is hoped that the House and Senate versions of the Whistleblower Protection 
Enhancement Act of 2009 are quickly reconciled and signed into law by President 
Obama. Obama must avoid using a signing statement to dilute implementation of 
whistleblower protection as he did on March 12 with the budget bill passed by Congress. 
President Obama has expressed his support for strong whistleblower protection. He 
supported the stronger House version of the Bill but still voted in favor of the weaker 
Senate version when Senator and Presidential candidate. Prospects are good that 
legislation can still be signed in the first 100 days to support national security and 
corporate whistleblowers.
